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RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  At  2  o'clock  on  the  opening  day  of  Conference,  the  order 
shall  be  reading  of  the  President's  Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  oh  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  oflBcers  of 
the  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Conference  adjourned  and  call  the  Conference  to  order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of 
the  Scripture  and  prayer,  under  direction  of  the  President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the     Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken 
on  the  main  question. 
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20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question 
has  been  called  for  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called 
up  again  during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  vdthout  i>€r- 
mission  of  the  Conference. 

26.  No  committee  shall  meet  during  the  session  of  Conference. 

27.  All  petitions  and  resolutions  shall  be  referred  to  proper 
cammittee.

The  103rd  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  convened  in  the  church  at  Albe- 
marle, Rev.  J.  R.  Anderson,  pastor,  on  Wednesday,  November  5,  1930, 
at  10.00  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor,  D.D.,  the  Presi- 
dent, was  in  the  chair,  and  conducted  the  v^orship  service,  which  was 
as  follows:  Hymn  2.  Responsive  Reading.  Scripture  Lesson,  First 
Chapter  of  I  Peter.    The  Gloria.    Prayer  by  the  President.    Hymn  40. 

Following  the  devotional  service,  the  Conference  Roll  was  call- 
ed, and  the  Conference  program  was  distributed. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  10.45  was  the  Conference  sermon,  which 
was  preached  by  Rev.  H.  F.  Fogleman,  pastor  of  Halifax  Charge.

The  report  of  the  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation,  sub- 
mitted yesterday  without  action,  was  re-read.

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  W.  F.  Kennett,  a  superannuate 
minister  of  this  Conference,  expressing  his  regret  that  this  is  the 
first  time  in  44  years  that  he  had  been  absent  from  a  Conference  ses- 
sion.

A  request  was  read  from  H.  L.  Powell,  asking  to  be  released 
from  membership  on  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society.  On  motion 
the  request  was  referred  to  the  Society  for  action. 

A  partial  report  of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion was  read,  and  on  motion  adopted.  (Report  E).  After  reading, 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastoral  Work  was  adopted.  (Report 
F). 

The  list  of  assignments  to  the  pulpits  of  the  city  and  surround- 
ing churches  for  Sunday  services  was  read. 

On  motion  the  name  of  W.  L.  Carson  was  stricken  from  the  Con- 
ference  Roll. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  authorize  the  District  Parsonage  Trustees 
to  mortgage  the  Tate  Street  property,  for  the  purpose  of  borrowing 
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$2,000  with  which  to  pay  off  certain  obligations  on  the  new  property 
at  High  Point,  and  to  pay  for  repairs  on  the  Tate  Street  property. 
On  motion  Conference  recessed  at  10.45  until  11.00  o'clock.  At 
that  hour  'Denominational  Day"  was  entered  into.  Dr.  J.  H. 
Straughn,  Promotional  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference,  was  in 
charge.  Dr.  J.  C.  Broomfield,  President  of  the  General  Conference, 
addressed  the  Conference. 

N.  G.  Bethea  was  called  to  the  chair,  announcements  were 
made,  and,  on  motion,  Conference  adjourned  until  1.30  this  after- 
noon. 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON 

1.30.  The  devotional  service  was  in  charge  of  R.  M.  Andrews. 
Dr.  Andrews  continued  in  the  chair,  and  the  items  of  the  afternoon 
program  were  entered  into. 

Dr.  Straughn  introduced  Dr.  G.  W.  Haddaway,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  who  addressed  the  Conference  on  the  subject: 
"Telling  the  Whole  Wide  World."  This  was  followed  with  an  ad- 
dress by  Rev.  Paul  Warner,  of  the  Maryland  Conference,  and  a  mis- 
sionary on  furlough  from  Japan. 

Following  this  address,  Dr.  Straughn  called  the  Conference  of-

The  elect  ladies  of  the  Conference  Missionary  Branch  were  then 
called  to  the  platform  and  given  the  same  honor.  Dr.  Straughn  in- 
terpreting the  degree  to  mean  "Daring  Daughters." 

Then  certain  of  the  brethren  distributed  pins  bearing  "D  D"  to 
all  who  were  in  the  house. 

The  work  the  women  of  the  Conference  are  doing  was  presented 
by  the  following:  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  President  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Branch;  Mrs.  S.  W.  Taylor,  Treasurer;  Mrs.  Geo.  R.  Brown, 
Correspnonding  Secretary,  and  Mrs.  C.  W.  Bates,  Chairman  of  Dis- 
tricts. Each  of  these  spoke  of  the  phases  of  the  work  with  which 
they  had  to  do. 

Rev.  L.  C.  Little,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Relig- 
ious Education,  and  a  member  of  this  Conference,  spoke  on  his  de- 
partment of  the  general  work. 

The  final  address  of  the  afternoon  was  delivered  by  Dr.  J.  H. 
Straughn,  who  spoke  on  the  subject;  "How  It  Comes — Where  It  Goes." 

After  announcements,  Conference  adjourned  with  benediction 
by  C.  W.  Bates. 
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FRIDAY  NIGHT 

7.30.  The  evening  service  was  in  the  interest  of  High  Point 
College.  Professor  Stimson,  of  the  Music  Faculty  of  the  College,  was 
in  charge  of  a  pleasing  musical  program  given  by  members  of  the 
student  body  and  of  the  faculty. 

Doctor  Paul  S.  Kennett,  Professor  of  History  in  the  College,  gave 
an  interesting  address  on  the  history  of  the  attempts  of  the  Confer- 
ence to  found  an  institution  of  higher  learning,  leading  up  to  the 
founding  of  High  Point  College, 

A  short  business  session  was  held  following  this  address.  The 
reports  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  was  read,  and  on  motion  adopted. 
(Report  G).  After  announcements.  Conference  adjourned  with  pray- 
er by  A.  G.  Dixon. 

SATURDAY,  NOVEMBER  8 

9.00.  After  the  calling  of  the  Roll,  Conference  entered  into  a 
devotional  service  in  charge  of  A.  G.  Dixon. 

The  minutes  of  Friday's  sessions  were  read  and  corrected.  On 
motion  the  Conference  President  was  given  authority  to  send  a  fra- 
ternal messenger  or  a  letter  of  greeting  to  the  Annual  Conference  of 
the  M.  E.  Church  in  this  State. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  President's  Report  was  present- 
ed. The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  that  Item  1  be  stricken 
out  was  amended  that  the  item  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Superannuates.     Conference  so  voted. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  upon  us,  further  discussion  of  the 
report  was  suspended  to  hear  reports  from  the  Treasurer  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Home.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Home  was  read  and  adopted.  (Report  I).  A.  G.  Dixon, 
Superintendent  of  the  Home,  read  his  report.  (Report  J).  The  report 
was  adopted  with  a  rising  vote  of  appreciation. 

The  Secretary  made  a  statement  concerning  the  deficit  in  the 
Journal  Account,  and  asked  that  Conference  authorize  the  Treasurer 
to  pay  the  bill.     Conference  so  ordered. 

Conference  gave  way  at  11.00  to  a  meeting  of  the  Conference 
Brotherhood. 

Conference  resumed  its  sitting  and  entered  into  the  consideration 
of  reports.  The  Treasurer  of  the  District  Parsonage  submitted  a 
report  (Report  K),  which  was  adopted.  The  Treasurer,  Brother 
Andrews,  asked  to  be  released  from  membership  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  request  was  granted,  with  an  expression  of  thanks 
for  Brother  Andrews'  faithful  service. 

L.  R.  Gooch,  delegate  from  Henderson,  was  excused  from  further 
attendance  because  of  illness  in  the  family. 

A  partial  report  of  the  Faculty,  naming  the  men  to  be  ordained 
tomorrow  was  read.     The  report  was  adopted. 
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A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made,  and  after  benediction  by  J.  W. 
Hulin,  Conference  stood  adjourned. 

SATURADY  AFTERNOON 

1.30.     The   devotional   service  was   in  charge   of   Edward   Suits. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  President's 
Message  was  resumed.  Item  2  was  taken  up.  The  recommendation 
to  accept  the  recommendation  was  amended  to  substitute  the  word 
"urged"  for  the  word  "required."  The  amendment  prevailed,  and 
the  item  as  amended  was  carried.  Items  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9  were  adopt- 
ed as  read.  Conference  voted  to  make  the  Secretary  and  the  Treas- 
urer a  Committee  on  Official  Blanks,  and  item  4  was  referred  to  the 
Committee.  The  whole  report  of  the  committee  as  revised  and  amend- 
ed was  adopted.     (Report  H). 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  was 
read,  and  adopted  with  slight  changes.     (Report  L). 

Edward  Suits  was  placed  in  nomination  to  succeed  H.  L.  Powell 
an  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society.  J.  C.  Coe  was  excused  from 
Conference  in  order  to  be  present  to  teach  his  class  in  Calvary 
Church,   Greensboro, 

A  votq  of  thanks  was  given  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  Editor  of  the 
Herald,  for  his  faithful  and  sacrificing  service  through  the  years,  and 
Conference  stood  and  sang  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  that  Binds,"  as  an  ex- 
pression of  appreciation.

(Report  P)  ;  Board  of  Church  Extension,  (Report  Q)  ;  Ministerial 
Moral  Character,   (Report  R)  ;  Literature  and  Education,   (ReportS). 

The  Secretary  made  a  statement  concerning  the  difficulty  in  get- 
ting the  Journal  published  and  paid  for,  and  appealed  to  the  breth- 
ren to  pay  for  their  Journal  allotments  promptly. 

J.  W.  Walser,  delegate  from  Shiloh  charge,  was  excused  until 
Monday.  The  President  appointed  J.  C.  Rogers  and  Miss  Crystal 
Bobbitt  on  the  Committee  on  Financing  the  Church,  in  the  place  of 
the  delegates  not  present. 

The  President  called  attention  to  two  items  omitted  from  his  of- 
ficial report,  and  asked  permission  to  insert  them.  The  permission 
was  granted. 
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A  motion  prevailed  that  the  President  be  granted  a  month's  vaca- 
tion, to  be  taken  as  such  time  as  he  may  deem  best. 

The  delegate  from  Pleasant  Grove  charge,  together  with  J.  W. 
Hulin  and  G.  H.  Hendry  w^ere  excused  until  Monday. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  read,  and  on  motion 
adopted,  (Report  T).  A  resolution  having  to  do  with  the  financing 
of  the  College,  was  read,  and  on  motion  adopted.    (Resolution  2). 

W.  L.  Ward  read  the  minutes  of  a  series  of  meetings  held  in  the 
interest  of  a  possible  union  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in 
this  state  with  the  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  matter  be  considered 
on  Monday  immediately  following  the  reading  of  the  minutes.  The 
point  was  made  that  the  Committee  named  in  the  minutes  read  by 
Brother  Ward  had  not  reported,  and  that  nothing  was  before  the 
Conference.     A  motion  prevailed  to  table  the  motion  to  consider. 

A  motion  was  made  that  R.  M.  Andrews  and  J.  Norman  Wills, 
two  of  the  members  named  in  the  matter  above  referred  to  be  asked 
to  get  in  touch  with  Dr.  Broomfield,  and  to  formulate  a  resolution 
to  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  10.00  o'clock  Monday. 

A  substitute  motion  prevailed  that  the  matter  be  allowed  to  rest 
but  that  any  member  of  the  Conference  would  be  at  liberty  to  in- 
troduce a  resolution  Monday.

(Report  Z) . 

A  resolution  concerning  the  holding  of  Quarterly  Conference  was 
introduced,  and  adopted.      (Resolution  6). 

Reports  AA,  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  and  Report  BB, 
of  the  Committee  on  Rural  Church,  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  J.  H.  Straughn,  the  Pro- 
motional Secretary,  concerning  the  set-up  of  New  Century  Service. 
The  letter  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 

The  report  of  the  Publisher  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald 
was  read,  and  on  motion  adopted.  (Report  CC).  At  the  suggestion 
of  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Herald,  "Every  Subscriber  Get  One 
More"  was  made  the  slogan  for  the  Herald  subscription  campaign. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  adopted:  Report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Roberts'  Bequest,  (Report  DD)  ;  Conference  Secre- 
tary's Expense  Account,  (Report  EE)  ;  Budget  Council,  (Report  FF). 

A  letter  was  read  from  D.  M.  Loy,  a  superannuate  of  this  Con- 
ference. On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Budget  apportionments 
be  published  in  this  week's  Herald. 

The  report  of  a  committee  erected  by  the  Conference  Brotherhood 
was  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  report  was  amended 
to  provide  for  a  graduated  scale  of  assessments.  The  report  as  amend- 
ed was  adopted.    (Report  GG). 

The  Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Confernce  were  author- 
ized to  borrow  such  monies  as  might  be  necessary  to  pay  the  presi- 
dent's salary  monthly. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Financing  the  Church  was  sub- 
mitted, and  on  motion  adopted.  (Report  HH).  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  was  adopted  with  a  rising  vote. 
(Report  II). 

J.  W.  Hulin  through  G.  L.  Curry  asked  the  Conference  to  grant 
him  a  superannuate  relation.

On  motion  R.  A.  Hunter,  pastor  of  the  Henderson  Church,  was 
asked  to  act  as  Fraternal  Messenger  to  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  to  meet  in  his  city, 
in  the  place  of  L.  C.  Little,  now  studying  at  Yale  University. 

Rev.  G.  F.  Millaway  was  presented  as  a  man  who  has  just  ended 
forty  years  of  active  service  in  the  Conference.

The  Stationing  Committee  made  its  report  through  the  Lay  Mem- 
ber, Brother  T.  O.  Pender.  The  President  made  some  remarks  on  the 
report.     On  motion  the  report  was  adopted.     ( Report  LL) . 

A  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed.  Conference  stood  to  sing  "My 
Faith  Looks  Up  to  Thee,"  the  President  offered  prayer,  and  Confer- 
ence adjourned.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

(REPORT  A) 

To  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church,  assembled  in  Albemarle,  N.  C,  Nov.  5,  1930. 
Dear  Brethren: 

Job's  reflection  on  the  flight  of  time  is  a  fit  description  of  our 
conference  years;  they  are  "swifter  than  a  weaver's  shuttle."  Or  to 
use  the  figure  of  the  Apostle,  they  are  "even  a  vapor,  that  appeareth 
for  a  little  time,  and  then  vanisheth  away."  It  seems  only  a  span 
between  this  hour,  and  the  like  one  of  twelve  months  ago.  But  there 
is  a  gratifying  explanation  in  the  seeming  speed  with  which  the  years 
ago  go  by;  we  are  busy,  and  busy  years  are  always  short  years.  Life 
is  measured  not  so  much  by  the  calendar,  as  by  what  we  do. 

"We  live  in  deeds,  not  years — in  thoughts,  not  breaths ; 
In  feelings,  not  in  figures  on  a  dial. 
We  count  time  by  heart  throbs;  he  most  lives 
Who  thinks  most,  feels  the  honest,  acts  the  best." 
So  it  is  with  our  conference  years.     We  measure  them  best  not 
by  the  calendar,  but  by  the  thought,  the  love,  the  labor  that  we  put 
into   them.      And   thus  measured,   every   conference   year    should   be, 
and  is,  a  long  one. 

As  we  meet  here  at  the  divide,  between  the  year  through  which 
we  have  just  passed,  and  the  one  we  are  now  about  to  enter,  it  is  fit- 
ting that  we  pause  at  this  hour  in  a  review  of  our  labors,  and  to  set 
ourselves  for  the  tasks  that  lie  ahead. 

Our  retrospect  will  certainly  give  to  us  much  cause  for  gratitude 
to  Him  who  is  our  supreme  Head.  No  untoward  circumstances  that 
would  marr  our  happiness  and  destroy  our  peace,  have  been  permitted 
to  befall  us.  There  have  been,  of  course,  the  usual  disturbing  matters 
that  are  incident  to  every  conference  year,  but  these  have  been  on  the 
surface  only.  The  great  tides  have  moved  us  steadily  onward  in  our 
full  strength  for  the  realization  of  every  conference  and  every  de- 
nominational program. 

We  have  suffered  the  loss,  by  fire  during  the  year,  of  one  church 
building, — Hickory  Ridge,  on  Guilford  charge, —  and  one  parsonage, 
that  at  Gibsonville.  But  each  was  protected  by  insurance.  Work  is 
going  forward  toward  the  rebuilding  of  the  church ;  and  the  parsonage 
will  be  relocated,  and  a  better  house  provided.  The  economic  depres- 
sion has  affected  our  finances,  as  was  to  be  expected,  but  we  are  not 
in  despair.     Salaries  will  be  paid  about  as  well  as  last  year,  if  not 
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fully  as  well,  and  our  receipts  for  all  purposes  will  not  fall  far  short, 
we  think,  if  indeed  our  total  does  not  reach  that  of  last  year.  Spirit- 
ually, the  year  has  been  an  average,  if  not  more.  Many  good  things 
have  been  held,  and  the  number  of  conversions  and  additions  has  been 
gratifying.  Surely  God  has  been  with  us,  and  it  is  with  grateful 
hearts  that  we  acknowledge  His  goodness  and  His  mercy.  "Be  thou 
exalted,  O  God,  above  the  heavens ;  let  thy  glory  be  above  all  the 
earth." 

OUR  DEAD 

During  the  year  the  chariots  of  God  have  come  for  four  of  our 
ministers,  as  follows: 

Rev.  P.  L.  Kinnaman,  Rev.  N.  Brittain,  Rev.  J.  B.  O'Briant, 
and  Rev.  J.  S.  Riddle 

The  wives  of  two  of  our  ministers  have  also  passed  into  the  great 
beyond  during  the  year  The  first  to  go  was  Sister  McDowell,  wife  of 
Rev.  W.  F.  McDowell,  of  Asheboro.  She  was  followed  later  in  the 
year  by  Sister  Micheaux,  widow  of  the  late  R.  R.  Micheaux. 

In  the  passing  of  these  members  of  our  conference  family,  we 
bow  in  humble  submission  to  Him  who  is  the  author  of  life  and  death. 
We  shall  experience  loss  in  being  deprived  of  their  fellowship  in  the 
flesh;  but  we  shall  still  have  fellowship  with  them  in  spirit,  and  shall 
await,  with  increasing  hope,  the  glad  day  when  we  shall  join  them  in 
the  church  triumphant. 

A  few  outstanding  laymen  and  laywomen  have  passed  during  the 
year,  and  we  shall  miss  their  activities  in  the  local  churches  where 
they  were  faithful  workers  and  leaders. 

And  we  feel  constrained  to  include  in  this  enumeration,  one  out- 
side our  bounds,  and  yet  belonging  to  us,  both  by  the  bond  of  his 
affection,  and  by  his  office.  We  refer  to  Dr.  Lyman  E.  Davis,  Editor 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder.  He  was  an  ardent  and  able 
defender  of  the  church;  an  editor  with  a  ready  pen;  a  dependable 
and  zealous  leader;  and  a  Christian  gentleman  of  rare  graces.  Sure- 
ly a  "Prince  in  Israel  has  fallen." 

Our  tender  sympathies  are  extended  to  the  families  of  these 
deceased  loved  ones,  and  our  prayers  for  the  comforting  mercies  of 
God  are  offered  for  them. 

Obituary  committees  in  honor  of  our  departed  ministers,  and  the 
deceased  wives  of  our  ministers,  were  duly  appointed,  and  a  memorial 
service  in  their  honor  will  be  held  in  this  room,  Sunday  afternoon  at 
three  o'clock. 

OUR  SUPERANNUATES 

Fortunately,  this  list  is  small;  only  seven  ministers,  and  twelve 
ministers'  wives  now  honor  this  roll.  These  men  and  these  women 
have  borne  the  burdens,  and  shared  the  joys,  as  well,  of  other  days. 
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They  labored  when  the  facilities  for  serving  churches  were  not  so 
many  and  so  good  as  they  are  now.  Their  days  were  those  of  long 
drives,  muddy  roads,  and  small  salaries.  Many  of  the  itinerant  hard- 
ships endured  by  our  spiritual  fathers  have  been  greatly  lessoned  for 
those  of  us  who  serve  in  this  day. 

"But  none  of  those  things  moves  them,  neither  counted  they  their 
comfort  dear  unto  themselves,  that  they  might  finish  their  courses 
with  joy,  and  the  ministry  which  they  had  received  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
to  testify  the  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God." 

"They  endured,  as  seeing  Him  who  is  invisible;  they  'pressed  to- 
ward the  prize'  of  a  faithful  ministry;  they  labored,  and  we  have 
'entered  into  their  labors.'  All  honor  to  them,  now,  when  their  'years 
are  in  the  yellow  leaf !  We  shall  not  cease  to  accord  to  them  a  place 
of  affection  in  our  hearts,  nor  to  recognize  our  obligations  to  them 
in  material  support.  We  deeply  regret  that  our  means  for  this  pur- 
pose are  so  meager.  However,  we  shall  keep  this  matter  on  our  hearts, 
and  before  our  people,  with  the  fixed  purpose  of  gradually  increasing 
our  superannuated  fund  so  that  a  more  generous  and  worthy  distri- 
bution may  be  made  to  these  veterans  of  the  cross." 

OUR  INSTITUTIONS 
HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

This  Institution  is  entering  hopefully  upon  the  seventh  year  of 
its  existence.  The  students  enrollment  is  slightly  short  of  three 
hundred,  and  is  made  up  of  earnest,  capable,  and  promising  young 
men  and  young  women,  representing  several  states,  and  religious 
bodies. 

The  new  President,  Dr.  Gideon  Ireland  Humphreys,  came  to  the 
Institution,  June  1,  of  this  year,  and  was  associated  with  Dr.  R.  M. 
Andrews  in  the  management  until  September  1,  when  Dr.  Andrews' 
term  of  office  expired.  Dr.  Humphreys  took  full  charge  as  head  of 
the  school  on  that  date.  He  has  entered  hopefully  and  enthusiastically 
upon  his  duties,  and  is  optimistic  for  the  continued  usefulness  and 
growth  of  the  school.  He  has  full  confidence  in  the  Institution,  and 
will  give  to  it  the  full  measure  of  his  devotion. 

In  the  academic  field.  High  Point  College  is  the  newest  in  our 
state,  and  the  newest  in  our  denomination;  but  it  has  lived  long 
enough  to  justify  its  need  and  its  right  to  exist. 

The  large  body  of  ambitious  and  capable  students  that  it  has  been 
able  to  attract  from  year  to  year  speaks  forcefully  of  its  merit  and 
its  ability  to  serve.  The  more  than  100  graduates  that  have  gone  out 
from  its  halls,  with  its  scholastic  touches  upon  them,  are  a  convincing 
testimony  to  its  worth. 

"One  of  the  greatest  achievements  in  the  history  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  is  the  building  of  High  Point  College.     It  was  an 
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adventure  in  faith  and  courage,  the  like  of  which  has  seldom  been 
iseen." 

This  is  what  Dr.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  the  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  is  saying  to  the  general  church 
about  this  Institution. 

High  Point  College  has  been  a  surprising  success, — and  is  a  chal- 
lenge to  the  thirty  thousand  Methodist  Protestants  of  our  conference 
for  a  full  measure  of  devotion,  as  the  school  goes  forward  to  the  larger 
and  better  achievements  that  lie  ahead.  This  school  is  set  for  a  tower 
of  strength  in  Christian  education. 

May  I  emphasize  that  word,  "Christian"?  When  Robert  E.  Lee, 
soldier,  educator,  Christian,  became  President  of  Washington  Col- 
lege, now  Washington  and  Lee  University,  he  said: 

"I  shall  be  disappointed,  Sir,  I  shall  fail  in  the  real  purpose  that 
brought  me  here,  unless  these  young  men  become  real  Christians." 

If  that  purpose  does  not  dominate  a  college,  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  then  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why 
the  church  should  pass  through  the  travails  of  its  birth  and  its  main- 
tenance. Scholarship  and  Christian  character  is  the  rightful  shibo- 
leth  of  a  school  owned  and  operated  by  the  Christian  church.  God 
will  raise  up  friends  for  such  an  institution,  and  prosper  it  to  His 
glory.  Let  us  forever  keep  High  Point  College  permeated  and  ener- 
gized by  this  ideal. 

OUR  CHILDREN'S  HOME 

During  the  year  a  comfortable  and  commodious  dwelling  has  been 
erected  on  the  premises,  as  a  home  for  the  Superintendent  and  his 
family.  This  will  add  to  their  comfort  and  help  to  conserve  their 
strength  for  the  arduous  duties  that  are  entailed  in  caring  for  the 
children  that  are  now  in  the  Home.  We  are  glad  that  this  house 
could  be  provided.  The  Home  has  been  a  matter  of  constant  thought 
with  us,  as  we  have  gone  among  the  churches,  and  always  we  have 
urged  our  people  to  give  to  it  regular  and  generous  support.  We 
have  also  called  attention  to  it  from  time  to  time  through  our  weekly 
Herald  letter.  The  Home  has  the  interest  of  our  churches,  and  more 
and  more  their  support  of  it  will  increase.  Recognition  in  the  con- 
ference Journal,  of  churches  that  give  regularly,  will  help.  We  will 
recommend  this  to  the  conference  at  the  proper  place  in  this  report. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Dixon  and  their  helpers  are  doing  all  possible, 
with  the  means  at  their  disposal,  to  run  the  Home  in  the  interest  of 
the  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  development  of  the  child.  We 
heartily  commend  them  to  the  confidence  of  our  people,  and  the 
Home  to  our  fullest  support, 

Details  have  been  omitted  in  what  I  have  said  here  for  the  obvious 
reason  that  Dr.  Dixon  will  make  a  detailed  report  to  the  conference 
on  Saturday. 
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WESTMINSTER  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 

Since  this  is  our  only  denominational  school  of  religion,  it  belongs 
to  all  of  the  conference  in  our  connection,  and  should  have,  there- 
fore, a  place  in  this  message.  For  nearly  a  half  century — 48  years 
to  be  exact — this  school  of  the  prophets  has  been  training  our  min- 
isters, and  sending  them  back  to  their  respective  conferences  with  a 
deepened  denominational  consciousness,  and  with  an  equipment  for 
their  ministry  that  has  been  splendidly  reflected  in  efficient  service. 
Three  hundred  and  forty-two  graduates  have  gone  out  from  this 
school  into  all  parts  of  the  denomination,  many  of  whom  have  become 
distinguished  leaders  of  the  church,  and  have  rendered  signal  ser- 
vice in  the  pastorate,  on  the  mission  field,  in  religious  journalism  and 
in  the  realm  of  education.  For  many  years  our  own  conference  has 
shared  in  the  blessings  of  this  school,  and  it  is  highly  gratifying 
that  we  are  still  training  our  men  there.  Two  were  in  the  graduating 
class  of  last  year — Rev.  T.  Glen  Madison  and  Rev.  Putilla  Bingham. 
Two  others  have  entered  this  fall, — Rev.  0.  C.  Loy  and  Rev.  D.  T. 
Huss.  Brother  Huss  is  a  graduate  of  Lenoir-Rhyne ;  the  other 
three  brethren  are  alumni  of  High  Point  College. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  of  one  of  the  men  who 
entered  this  fall  may  not  be  out  of  place:  "We  have  a  fine  lot  of 
clever  boys  here,  and  the  professors  are  the  best  that  I  have  ever  met. 
Dr.  Elderdice  is  the  greatest  worker  that  I  have  ever  known,  and  Dr. 
Forlines  the  finest  scholar."  Without  any  reserve,  mental  or  other- 
wise, we  give  full  endorsement  to  Westminster  Theological  Seminary 
— its  teachings,  its  practices,  its  professors.  It  has  firmly  withstood 
all  the  modernistic  currents  that  would  sweep  us  away  from  the  old 
paths,  and  on  "this  rock"  it  still  stands.  There  are  many  good  schools 
of  religion,  but  for  the  training  of  our  ministers  for  our  pulpits, 
none  is  so  good  as  our  own  seminary. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  us  that  we  have  not  been  able 
to  participate  in  the  Seminary  Endowment  Campaign,  owing  to  the 
strain  that  we  are  under  just  now  in  financing  High  Point  College. 
However,  our  hearts  are  with  the  undertaking,  and  we  hope  yet  to 
have  our  share  in  it, 

METHODIST  PROTESTANT  HERALD 

This  paper  has  been  going  to  the  homes  of  our  people  for  thirty- 
five  years.  Many  persons  throughout  the  conference  have  been  read- 
ers of  it  almost  constantly  since  its  beginning,  and  it  has  become  to 
them  an  old  and  cherished  friend.  They  look  for  its  weekly  visits 
with  the  keenest  of  interest.  And  all  through  the  years  it  has  been 
adding  new  friends  who  have  come  to  regard  it  with  much  favor  as  a 
religious  periodical,  and  indispensable  as  a  news  carrier  for  the 
conference.     Dr.   McCullocb  has  put  the  best  part  of  his  life  into 
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this  paper,  and  thereby  has  made  an  invaluable  contribution  to  the 
Conference.  Much  of  our  growth  during  the  past  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury has  been  inspired  and  stimulated  by  the  Herald. 

But  with  all  this,  the  paper  is  facing  a  crisis.  The  subscription 
list  is  not  large  enough  to  provide  the  necessary  income  for  main- 
taining it.  Our  efforts  this  year  to  raise  the  subscription  list  to  3000, 
as  ordered  by  the  conference  of  last  year,  met  with  some  success, 
but  not  enough  to  meet  the  urgent  needs  of  the  paper  nor  the  needs 
of  the  people  for  it.  For  quite  a  number  of  years  the  paper  was 
subsidized  by  income  from  the  publishing  house,  to  the  amount  of 
$100  a  month.  This  enabled  the  paper  to  live  and  grow  in  its  use- 
fulness. But  the  sale  of  the  publishing  house  cut  off  that  income, 
and  this,  together  with  the  increased  cost  of  printing,  has  created 
an  embarrasing  financial  condition.  For  the  past  three  years,  not 
including  this  year,  the  publishers,  McCulloch  and  Swain,  have  print- 
ed the  paper  at  a  loss  to  themselves  of  $1,200  or  $3,600  for  the  three 
years.  And  for  this  present  year,  Dr.  McCulloch  has  become  per- 
sonally responsible  to  them  for  $1,200,  an  amount  altogether  too 
large  for  him  to  be  permitted  to  carry.  And  certainly  these  printers 
cannot  sustain  this  loss  longei'.  It  is  to  be  said,  too,  that  their 
price  is  lower,  by  35.00  per  issue,  than  that  offered  by  other  publish- 
ers and  printers.  Some  definite  action  must  be  taken  by  that  con- 
ference regarding  the  future  of  the  paper,  if  the  conference  wants 
it  continued. 

The  Editor  will  address  the  conference  on  the  matter,  no  doubt, 
and  propose  some  plan  for  future  operation. 

THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT-RECORDER 

This  general  organ  of  our  church  merits  our  support.  In  ad- 
dition to  being  a  religious  periodical  of  high  value,  it  is  vital  in  pro- 
moting denominational  consciousness,  and  in  keeping  before  us  the 
programs  and  activitiesi  of  the  church.  The  editorial  page  of  this 
paper  has  always  given  to  it  the  stamp  of  par  excellence.  Its  form 
is  attractive,  and  its  eleven  departments  provide  subject  matter  suit- 
able for  the  taste  of  every  reader.  The  paper  is  the  mouth  piece  of 
our  entire  church,  and  has  always  true  to  our  traditions  and  ideals. 
We  have  full  confidence  that  the  new  editor.  Dr.  Harry  H.  Price,  will 
keep  it  so.  This  conference  extends  to  him  a  most  hearty  welcome 
to  the  editorial  pen  of  the  oldest-newest  paper  in  Methodism. 

The  agent  of  the  paper,  Mr.  Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  has  been  making 
special  effort  in  our  conference  during  October  to  secure  new  and 
renewal  subscriptions,  and  with  good  results,  we  trust.  He  will  be 
here,  no  doubt,  during  this  session,  and  will  be  most  happy  to  take 
a  large  list  of  subscriptions  with  him  back  to  Baltimore.  We  most 
heartily  commend  this  paper  to  our  people. 
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OUR  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LITERATURE 

For  our  schools,  there  is  none  better  nor  cheaper,  when  results 
are  considered.  Our  Board  of  Publication  is  prepared  to  furnish, 
to  most  completely  graded  schools,  the  very  best  supplies,  ranging 
from  the  cradle  roll,  on  up  through  grades  of  the  school,  including 
the  Home  Department.  Our  three  papers,  "Our  Children,"  for  the 
primary  department;  "High  Way"  for  Juniors  and  Intermediates; 
and  "The  New  Guide,"  for  young  people  and  adults,  are  all  of  a 
high  order,  and  make  a  splendid  contribution  to  Sunday  schools 
needs.  All  of  our  literature  is  most  capably  edited  by  Dr.  Crates  S. 
Johnson,  and  the  form  of  it  is  attractive  in  all  departments.  Oc- 
casionally I  find  a  school  that  uses  the  literature  of  some  independent 
publishers;  invariably,  I  discourage  it.  No  Sunday  school  literature 
is  so  good  and  so  complete  for  our  schools  as  our  own. 

INTERPRETATION  OF  CHURCH  LAW 

Question:  "What  is  the  meaning  of  any  adjournment  from  time  to 
time  thereof"?  Can  the  matter  be  taken  up  at  any  preaching 
service,  or  must  an  adjourned  meeting  give  notice  of  another 
meeting,  and  if  so,  how  much  time  must  elapse  between  meet- 
ings"? 

Answer:  Any  meeting  duly  called  for  the  purpose  of  buying,  sell- 
ing, et  cetera,  may  meet  in  adjourned  sessions  as  often  as  is 
necessary  to  secure  the  required  majority  vote.  Provided, 
however,  that  the  time  of  each  adjourned  meeting  must  be  set 
by  the  meeting  immediately  preceding  it. 

Question:  Is  a  pastor  a  member  of  a  quarterly  conference  examin- 
ing committee  by  virtue  of  his  office  as  pastor? 

Answer:      He  is  not.

PERSONAL 

I  have  made  official  visits  to  69  charges,  and  to  some  of  these 
two  or  more  visits  have  been  necessary.  In  addition  to  these  69 
charges  officially  visited,  I  have  had  personal  contact  with  six  other 
charges.  The  territory  covered  extends  from  Buncombe  county  to 
Washington  county,  and  from  South  Carolina  to  Virginia.  To  make 
the  visits  has  required  about  7000  miles  of  travel.  In  May  I  attend- 
ed the  meeting  of  conference  presidents,  held  in  Baltimore.  In  July, 
I  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  those  of  our  Church,  held  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
to  consider  a  unification  of  these  two  bodies  of  Methodism.  Mr.  J. 
Norman  Wills  is  the  member  of  this  Commission  from  our  confer- 
ence.    Circumstances  were  such  that  he  could  not  attend  this  meet- 
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ing.  It  was  at  his  request,  and  also  the  request  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Broom- 
field,  President  of  the  General  Conference,  that  I  was  there.  I  have 
also  attended  district  rallies.  Pastors'  Federation  meetings,  revival 
meetings,  trustees'  meetings,  board  meetings,  numerous  committee 
meetings,  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation,  I 
have  had  numerous  conferences  with  individuals,  held  many  quarterly 
conferences,  preached  two  commencement  sermons,  attended  the 
Pastor's  Summer  Conference,  taught  in  the  Young  People's  Training 
School,  kept  reguarly  weekly  reports  in  the  Herald,  formulated  and 
sent  out  quarterly  reports  to  pastors,  made  digests  of  these  reports 
and  published  these  digests  in  the  Herald,  and  kept  up  with  a  heavy 
correspondence.  In  addition,  I  have  preached  from  two  to  three 
times  nearly  every  Sunday  during  the  conference  year. 

Without  further  details,  suffice  it  to  say,  that  with  the  exception 
of  three  days  vacation  during  the  summer,  I  have  been  steadily  en- 
gaged with  the  work  that  you  gave  me  to  do,  working  day  and  night 
to  keep  up  with  my  duties,  that  I  might  render  to  God,  and  to  you, 
a  faithful  account  of  my  stewardship.  The  year  is  ended,  and  the 
record  made.  I  wish  that  it  were  better;  but  I  can  only  submit  it  to 
you,  as  it  is,  and  let  you  put  such  approval  upon  it  as  an  honest, 
persistent,  well-intended,  and  loving  effort,  merits. 

Pastors  and  people  have  been  kind,  helpful,  and  considerate, 
as  I  have  gone  in  and  out  among  them,  and  I  wish  here  to  make 
acknowledgement  to  them  of  my  grateful  thanks. 

And  above  all,  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  goodness  and  mercy 
of  God,  so  gi'aciously  and  so  unfailingly  granted  unto  us  this  year. 
We  have  been  unworthy  of  the  lest  of  his  mercies,  and  yet  we  have 
been  precious  in  his  sight,  and  kept  in  his  loving  care. 

"My  mouth  shall  speak  forth  the  praise  of  the  Lord;  and  let 
all  flesh  bless  his  holy  name  for  ever,  and  ever."

REPORT  OF  THE   JOINT  COMMISSION 

(REPORT  B) 

The  Joint  Commission  from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South  submits  the  following  as  its  annual  report. 

1.  We  reaffirm  the  action  taken  by  our  Conferences  in  1928 
and  1929,  a  copy  of  which  may  be  found  in  each  of  the  Conference 
Journals  for  the  years  named.  In  this  way,  we  continue  a  plan  and 
also  hold  an  ideal  before  our  people  as  we  move  for  more  intimate 
fellowship  and  finer  cooperation. 

2.  We    recommend   to    the    Annual    Conferences    of    the    two 
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churches,  that  a  Conference  be  held  in  Grace  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  Greensboro,  in  the  early  part  of  the  next  conference  year; 
that  this  conference  be  composed  of  ministers  and  laymen  of  the  two 
churches;  and  that  all  arrangements  for  the  conference  be  in  charge 
of  a  committee  composed  of  Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler,  Mr.  R.  H.  Brooks,  and 
Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  is  to  talk  over  mat- 
ters that  are  of  mutual  interest  to  the  three  conferences  involved. 

3.  Following  the  agreement  of  a  year  ago,  that  the  term  of 
office  of  two  members  of  the  Joint  Commission  representing  the  two 
denominations  should  expire  each  year,  M.  T.  Plyler  of  the  N.  C. 
Conference  and  J.  H.  Earnhardt  of  the  Western  N.  C.  Conference 
were  nominated  by  the  group  of  the  M.  E.  Church  South  for  the 
election  of  their  conferences,  respectively  the  N.  C.  Conference  and 
the  W.  N.  C.  Conference.  The  matter  of  electing  two  members  by 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference  was  referred  to  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  that  Conference.

COMMITTEE  ON  PARSONAGES 

(REPORT  D) 

Every  charge  should  have  a  parsonage,  and  every  parsonage 
should  be  occupied  by  a  pastor.  The  parsonage  should  be  so  located 
as  to  enable  the  pastor's  family  to  attend  a  church  of  our  own  de- 
nomination. It  should  have  ample  room,  and  be  furnished  with  all 
the  necessary  heavy  furnishings.  It  is  unfair  to  the  pastors  to  ex- 
pect them  to  furnish  the  parsonage  because  he  must  go  to  the  expense 
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of  moving  the  furniture,  and  when  he  has  moved  it  many  times,  it 
is  not  v^'orth  moving. 

The  parsonage  should  be  kept  in  such  a  condition  as  to  provide 
comfort  and  convenience  for  the  pastor  and  his  family.  This  means 
among  other  things  that  the  roof  will  keep  out  the  rain,  and  the 
walls  should  keep  out  a  reasonable  amount  of  the  cold  wind  that 
blows. 

It  is  true  that  some  of  our  parsonages  are  in  a  deplorable  con- 
dition due  largely  to  the  indifference  of  the  people.  If  our  people 
do  not  provide  a  comfortable  home  for  the  pastor  they  need  not  be 
surprised  if  the  pastor  is  dissatisfied. 

Your  committee  would  urge  each  layman  here,  whether  delegate 
or  not,  to  do  all  they  can  on  their  respective  charge  to  create  and 
maintain  proper  interest  in  the  parsonage  of  our  conference.  We 
also  urge  our  pastors  to  take  as  good  care  of  the  parsonage  as  if  it 
were  his  own  individual  property.

REPORT    OF   THE    CONFERENCE    COUNCIL    OF    RELIGIOUS 

EDUCATION 

(REPORT  E) 

The  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education  has  sponsored 
the  following  activities  during  the  conference  year:  1.  Local  Leader- 
ship Training  Schools.  In  the  early  spring  of  this  year  the  Council 
sponsored  a  series  of  local  Leadership  Training  Schools.  The  Rev. 
F.  L.  Gibbs  was  Dean  of  these  schools  and  under  his  direction  four 
■schools  were  conducted.  The  schools  were  held  in  Graham,  Greens- 
boro, Asheboro,  and  Asheville.  The  enrollment  went  beyond  the 
two  hundred  mark  and  this  initial  effort  was  most  successful.  2. 
Supervisors  of  Vacation  Church  Schools.  The  Council  engaged  Miss 
Maxine  Taylor  and  Miss  Kathleen  Paschall  as  supervisors  of  Vaca- 
tion Church  Schools.  These  young  ladies  did  splendid  work  and  this 
project  was  also  most  successful.  Miss  Taylor  conducted  a  school  in 
First  Church,  Burlington,  State  Street,  Lexington,  Henderson,  and 
Asheville.  Miss  Paschall  conducted  a  school  in  Drewy  (a  community 
ischool  near  New  Hope,  Vance  Charge;)  Mt.  Hermon,  Mt.  Hermon 
Charge.  Each  of  these  ladies  also  taught  two  subjects  in  the  Leader- 
ship Training  School  held  in  High  Point  College.  3.  The  annual 
Leadership  Training  school.  This  school  was  conducted  in  High 
Point  College  during  the  month  of  July.     Eighty-one  students  were 
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enrolled  in  the  school  and  eighty  received  credit  for  work.  On 
decision  night  twenty-nine  signed  The  Life  Declaration  Card.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PASTORAL  WORK 

(REPORT  F) 

There  are  various  opinions  as  to  what  constitutes  pastoral  work. 

At  the  present  time  however,  the  duties  of  the  pastor  are  commonly 
understood  to  include  also  the  work  of  preaching  and,  indeed,  the 
shepherd  must  feed  his  flock,  and  public  discourse  is  one  of  the  best 
methods  of  dispensing  spiritual  food;  but  as  a  matter  of  fact,  one 
might  never  preach  and  yet  be  a  good  pastor,  and  one  might  be  an 
eloquent  preacher  and  leave  the  greater  portion  of  his  pastoral  work 
undone. 

Much  might  be  said  in  favor  of  separating  the  task  of  preach- 
ing from  the  other  duties  of  the  pastoral  oifice.  Many  ministers  are 
so  involved  in  the  duties  of  the  parish  that  they  leave  no  time  or 
strength  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  pulpit;  while  others  spend 
so  much  effort  in  the  composition  of  sermons  that  they  find  them- 
selves out  of  touch  with  their  people,  and  their  churches  become 
mere  audiences,  rather  than  congregations  known  as  individuals  by 
a  spiritual  leader,  and  organized  by  him  into  active  forces  discip- 
lined for  aggressive  social  and  religous  service. 

It  is  futile  to  discuss  the  relative  importance  of  preaching  when 
compared  with  the  remaining  tasks  of  the  pastor;  both  are  indispens- 
able. Many  churches  are  so  large  as  to  need  more  than  one  pastor, 
but  none  is  so  small  that  it  can  be  served  properly  by  a  minister  who 
is  only  a  preacher.  One  who  is  relieved  of  many  parish  duties  that 
he  may  devote  himself  more  exclusively  to  his  pulpit  work,  cannot 
preach  helpfully  without  that  knowledge  of  his  people  and  that  sym- 
pathy with  their  needs  which  comes  in  no  other  way  than  by  perform- 
ing a  certain  amount  of  pastoral  service;  and  one  who  alone  under- 
takes the  charge  of  a  church  must  remember  that  while  it  is  his  duty 
to  prepare  seriously  for  his  public  service,  he  has  also  private  and 
personal  ministries  which  must  be  fulfilled  in  his  own  home,  in  the 
families  of  his  people  and  in  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  As  a 
true  shepherd  he  must  care  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  young 
of  the  aged,  of  the  sick,  of  the  sorrowing,  of  the  unbelieving,  of  the 
lost,  of  the  backsliding,  of  the  indifferent,  of  the  deluded,  of  the 
doubting,  of  the  seeker  after  truth.  He  must  also  be  a  leader  in 
solving  the  pressing  problems  of  religious  education  in  the  homes, 
the  church,  and  the  school.  He  must  guide  his  people  in  the  service 
of  the  community,  and  in  applying  to  the  conditions  of  modern  life 
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the  social  teachings  of  Christ.  He  must  direct  his  parishoners  to 
active  participation  in  definite  evangelistic  and  missionary  work.  He 
must  relate  the  activities  of  his  local  congregation  to  those  of  the 
denomination  to  which  he  belongs  and  to  the  larger  work  and  pro- 
gress of  the  universal  church.  Thus  the  duties  of  the  pastor  include 
the  tasks  of  discipline,  of  organization,  of  administration  and  of  lead- 
ership. These  involve  difficult  tasks,  but  only  in  seeking  to  perform 
them  can  one  show  himself  to  be  a  faithful  shepherd  in  the  flock  of 
Christ.

MISSIONS 

(REPORT  G) 

The  crying  need  of  the  world  is  Jesus  Christ.  The  greatest  call 
to  the  Christian  Church  today  is  to  evangelize  the  world  during  this 
generation.  It  is  the  business  of  the  church  to  give  the  whole 
Gospel  to  the  whole  world.  Swiftly  is  the  day  passing  when  the 
missionary  appeal  needs  to  be  defended — it  is  coming  to  be  re- 
garded as  the  very  genius  of  Christianity.  We  are  saved  to  serve 
and  it  is  questionable  whether  or  not  one  is  saved  who  is  unwilling 
to  help  others.     To  be  anti-missionary  is  to  be  anti-Christian. 

Your  committee  rejoices  in  the  success  of  missions  at  home  and 
abroad  despite  the  inevitable  handicaps.  There  are  now  more  mis- 
sionary societies  in  our  church  than  there  ever  were  in  her  history. 
We  desire  to  commend  heartily  the  Board  of  Missions,  its  conse- 
crated and  efficient  general  secretary.  Dr.  G.  W.  Haddaway  and  his 
helpful  Associate  Secretary,  Mrs.  Marie  Thompson.  Their  zealous 
efforts  are  helping  to  make  the  nineteenth  century  more  like  that 
first  century  in  missionary  zeal  than  any  century  since  St.  Paul's 
journeys.  Dr.  Haddaway  has  travelled  already,  by  day  and  night, 
more  than  45,000  miles  in  the  interest  of  our  work  in  missions. 

The  ultimate  aim  of  Christianity  is  to  get  men  to  heaven — the 
immediate  goal  is  to  get  heaven  into  men  on  earth.  If  Methodist 
Protestants  in  North  Carolina  are  to  do  their  share,  it  will  take  more 
than  prayer.  Results  since  the  opening  of  the  new  era  of  usefulness 
to  our  women  in  the  General  Conference  of  1928  prove  that  the 
forward  move  in  the  merger  of  the  boards  was  not  an  idle  dream. 
The  increased  efficiency  has  more  than  justified  the  step.  The  un- 
animous manner  in  which  the  women  of  our  conference  carried  out 
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the  plan  is  heartening.  Churches  wh-ere  the  women's  auxiliaries  are 
organized  and  receive  pastoral  cooperation  and  support  are  usually 
on  the  budget  honor  roll.     Many  more  could  be  with  this  plan. 

Familiarization  with  this  work  is  strongly  urged.  Organization 
of  auxiliaries  is  urged.  Where  it  seems  impossible  to  have  an  or- 
ganization in  each  church  on  a  circuit,  your  committee  urges  the 
organization  of  a  circuit  auxiliary  and  each  church  organization  into 
a  circle.  Meetings  of  the  circuit  auxiliary  could  then  be  held  monthly 
or  at  least  quarterly.  No  doubt  Men's  Booster  clubs  of  Men's  Mis- 
sion Circles  could  be  used  to  a  good  advantage  in  many  places.  Sure- 
ly men  do  support  through  other  agencies,  then  why  not  have  them 
studying  and  supporting  missions  directly? 

Our  special  days  give  an  unexcelled  opportunity  for  missionary 
education  and  financial  support.  Children's  Day,  which  is  the  oldest 
of  them  in  the  denominational  program,  should  be  observed  in  every 
church — as  much  could  be  said  for  Easter  or  the  annual  Thank-Off- 
ering service.  When  the  information  is  brought  through  these  op- 
portunities and  ministers  preach  regularly  on  missions,  as  well  as 
tithing,  larger  response  is  inevitable. 

The  chief  organ  of  missionary  information  is  the  Missionary 
Record.  Since  June  1,  1929,  it  has  been  ably  edited  by  the  associate 
secretary,  Mrs.  Marie  Thompson.  It  is  better  than  ever.  We  urge 
both  minister  and  layman  to  read  it — information  means  interest 
and  support.     Auxiliaries,  push  on  for  subscribers! 

The  hope  of  the  future  lie  with  the  youth  of  today  in  missions 
as  elsewhere.  We  urge  the  value  of  attention  to  the  work  among 
children  and  young  people  on  every  charge.  They  will  respond  to 
training,  folks  who  desire  to  do  something  in  the  church  will  be  given 
a  task;  indifferent  parents  will  be  reached;  and  recruits  for  the 
future  are  assured.  Neglect  not  missions  among  the  youth.  The 
great  needs  of  the  missionary  program,  after  the  blessing  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  are  men  and  money.  Is  it  a  fair  assumption  that  we 
may  secure  more  of  the  former  than  we  have  money  to  support? 
Leaders  tell  us  that  is  the  case.  More  necessity,  therefore,  that  we 
get  that  budget.  Three  methods  will  produce  it — first  get  aftex* 
the  budget;  secondly,  raise  the  budget;  and  thirdly,  go  over  the  top 
after  the  budget.  The  committee  repeats  the  utility  of  special  days 
and  the  woman's  Auxiliary — they  produce  results.  Ministers  and 
churches  using  them  know. 

Gifts  to  missionaries,  as  well  as  our  prayers,  are  always  appre- 
ciated. Books,  magazines,  religious  journals,  personal  gifts  or, 
better  still,  money  gifts,  serve  in  so  many  ways  to  cheer  and  help.  We 
suggest  that  at  Christmas  time  we  remember  our  representatives  on 
the  firing  line.  We  should  write  to  them  more  often.  We  suggest 
that  money  for  gifts  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  at  516  North 
Charles  Street,  Baltimore,   Md.      The  secretaries  will  be  more  than 
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glad  to  forward  the  remembrance  to  those  who  so  much  deserve  this 
expression  of  love  and  confidence.  We  are  justly  happy  and  sincere- 
ly grateful  for  the  return  of  our  own  Rev.  J.  F.  Minnis  and  family  to 
our  mission  work  in  India.  Such  personal  contact  should  create  at 
once  larger  interest  and  support  for  missions  in  North  Carolina. 
Your  committee  commends  the  North  Carolina  Branch  for  assuming 
his  support  and  urges  prayerful  and  financial  cooperation  in  every 
charge. 

Our  conference  organizations,  except  the  woman's  Branch,  have 
their  minutes  published  in  the  Conference  Journal.  Since  our 
Branch  of  Woman's  work  is  not  an  independent  organization  but  a 
vital  part  of  our  activties,  touching  all  phases  of  our  denominational 
life,  we  recommends: 

"That  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Branch  be  requested 
annually  to  submit  to  the  annual  conference  a  brief  summarized 
report  of  the  annual  Branch  meeting,  and  these  be  printed  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Annual  Conference;  and, 

"That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Branch  be  likewise 
requested  to  submit  a  report  covering  the  period  of  his  confer- 
ence year,  that  this  report  be  published  in  the  minutes  of  the 
annual  iconf erence.  This  will  preserve-  for  historical  reference  the 
minutes  and  reports  of  one  of  our  most  far-reaching  and  vital 
conference   organizations."

Report  of  Superintendent 

To    the 

North    Carolina   Annual    Conference 

(REPORT  J) 

Albemarle,  N.  C. 
Nov.  8th,  1930 
My  dear  Fellow  Workers  :- 

Our  heavenly  Father  has  brought  us  through  another  year  and 
we  are  permitted  in  this  annual  session  to  consider  together  the 
affairs  of  this  Christian  Home  for  destitute  children.  We  have  at 
present  one  hundred   children  in  the  Home. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good.  In  cases  of  sickness 
Dr.  S.  S.  Coe  has  been  prompt  and  faithful  in  his  service  to  the 
Home,  both  for  the  children  and  for  the  workers.  And  he  has  the 
heartfelt  appreciation  of  all  of  us  for  his  kindness  in  ministering 
to  our  needs. 

Dr.  W.  L.  Jackson  has  also  been  very  kind  and  helpful.  Three 
cases  of  sickness  have  been  treated  at  the  Guilford  Hospital  during 
the  year,  with  no  charges  except  for  the  regular  hospital  expenses. 

Dr.  S.  S.  Coe  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Austin  removed  tonsils  and  adenoids 
from  the  throats  and  noses  of  nine  of  our  children.  Dr.  Austin  ex- 
amined the  eyes,  ears  and  noses  of  nearly  all  our  children. 

Dr.  W.  F.  Clayton  and  his  associate  Dr.  W.  R.  McKughan 
cleaned  and  treated  teeth  for  nearly  all  our  children.  All  of  these 
have  our  sincere  thanks. 

At  school  one  day  one  little  boy,  James  Elvin  Coble,  fell  eight 
feet  or  more,  head  first,  and  struck  his  nose  against  the  edge  of  a 
concrete  step,  and  was  mortally  wounded.  He  was  rushed  to  the 
High  Point  Hospital  where  he  was  looked  after  by  the  entire  staff 
of  physicians  without  cost  to  the  home.  Within  a  very  few  hours 
cerebrospinal  miningitis  set  in,  and  our  dear  boy  soon  passed  into 
the  great  beyond.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Boy's  Dor- 
mitory by  our  pastor,  Rev.  R.  I.  Farmer,  on  Sunday  afternoon  of 
May  4th  and  his  little  body  was  laid  to  rest  at  Kivett's  Baptist 
Church  near  Liberty.  The  services  were  concluded  by  Rev.  J.  D. 
Williams,  D.  D. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Sunshine  Laundry,  owned  and 
operated  by  Mr.  Fred  McPherson,  for  another  year  of  service  in 
washing  all  our  heavy  laundry  and  ironing  all  our  flat  work.  This 
is  a  very  generous  donation. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Elwood  Hotel  for 
the  waste  materials  from  the  kitchen   and  dining  room,  with  which 
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to  feed  our  hogs.  This  was  given  to  us  until  August  1st,  but  at  that 
time  the  manager  of  the  hotel  went  to  raising  hogs  and  needed  this 
material  for  his  own  farm.  We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  get  such 
help  from  any  other  source  except  at  one  boarding  house  and  at 
one  small  restaurant. 

We  are  also  thankful  to  Sheriff  R.  R.  Ross  and  his  sons  for 
contributing  and  hanging  three  sets  of  double  doors,  for  inducing 
a  good  friend,  Mr.  Nelle  Teer,  to  give  us  a  good  pair  of  mules,  and 
also  to  Mr.  Geo.  R.  Ross  for  a  very  fine  stock  hog. 

Other  outstanding  gifts  in  substance  were  150  yards  of  cloth 
from  the  Revolution  Mills  and  100  yards  from  the  Asheville  Cotton 
Mills,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Hardin,  Eighty  pair  of  over- 
alls from  the  High  Point  Overall  Factory,  ninety-six  suits  of  under- 
wear from  the  Moffitt  Underwear  Factory.  Mr.  W.  English,  three 
tables  and  cushions  for  study  hall.  Mr.  J.  J.  Johnson  oaking  floor- 
ing and  Mr.  C.  C.  Muse  one  chandalier  for  the  same  room,  and  the 
Julian  Tile  Company  the  tiling  for  fire  place.  Mr.  M.  C.  McDonald 
50  bushels  of  peaches.  The  Rotary  Club  of  High  Point  a  personal 
and  useful  Christmas  gift  to  each  child,  Mr.  W.  P.  Pickett  one 
piano,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Harris  one  dining  room  suit;  Mr.  J.  H.  Speas  of 
East  Bend,  one  car  load  of  Oak  timber  for  fence  posts;  the  Kester 
Furniture  Co.,  one  New  Home  Sewing  Machine,  Virginia  Cotton 
Mills,  Sweponsville,  23  yards  of  cloth;  Mr.  S.  B.  Hammer,  of  Lynch- 
burg, 60  yards  of  cloth,  Mr.  Carl  Stanfield,  Brown  Summit,  8000 
potato  plants;  Mr.  J.  G.  Rogers,  Burlington,  6  dozen  pair  of  socks, 
Mr.  A.  P.  Sands  of  Reidsville,  two  tables;  and  Mr.  C.  C.  Cranford 
and  other  friends  of  Asheboro  3  dozen  chairs.  There  have  also  been 
several  large  Harvest  Home  donations  from  circuits  and  churches. 
There  have  been  numerous  other  gifts  but  lack  of  time  forbids  men- 
tioning all  of  them. 

Our  Coal 

We  have  two  car  loads  of  coal  in  our  basements.  The  Siceloff 
Ice  and  Coal  Company  has  very  kindly  ordered  our  coal  for  us  at 
dealers  prices  and  have  charged  no  commission.  Last  year  the 
Southern  Railway  Co.,  granted  us  a  rebate  of  50%  on  freight,  which 
amounted  to  $250.25.  This  year  in  reply  to  our  request  for  rebate, 
the  R.  R.  Co.,  replied:  "Under  the  policy  recently  adopted  by 
member  lines  of  the  Southern  Freight  Association  reduced  rates  on 
supplies  to  charitable  institutions  will  not  be  granted  unless  the 
material  is  donated  outright  by  the  producer  or  manufacturer.  When 
the  institution  makes  purchases  from  general  funds  accumulated  as 
a  result  of  free  will  offerings,  we  cannot  grant  any  reduction  in 
rate,  nor  can  we  grant  it  when  a  donation  of  funds  to  purchase  is 
made  by  a  friend  or  group  of  friends  of  the  institution,  not  actually 
producing  or  manufacturing  the  commodity."     You  can  readily  see 
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that  under   such  ruling  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  get  further 
freight   reductions. 

Superintendent's    Cottage 

We  especially  appreciate  the  thought  which  prompted  the  late 
Benjamin  N.  Duke  to  will  this  Home  $5,000  and  we  also  appreciated 
the  resolution  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  which  permitted 
that  amount  of  money  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  so  good  a  cot- 
tage for  the  Superintendent  and  his  family.  We  are  thankful  to 
the  Building  Committee  for  the  suggestion  and  direction  given  with 
reference  to  the  building  and  to  Mr.  D.  A.  McLaurin  for  erecting 
such  a  good  residence  for  that  amount  of  money.  Your  Superintend- 
ent and  his  family  are  thoroughly  enjoying  the  comforts  of  that 
home.  It  will  mean  much  to  the  Children's  Home  in  the  years  that 
are  to   come. 

Our  School 

Last  May  George  Crickmore,  Lola  Mae  Byrd,  Laura  Braswell 
and  Virginia  Beam  all  graduated  from  the  Jamestown  High  School. 
All  of  them  stood  well  in  their  classes,  and  Laura  Braswell  was  vale- 
dictorian of  the  class.  George,  Laura  and  Virginia  are  all  students 
in  High  Point  College  this  year.  The  two  girls,  together  with  Lola 
Mae  Byrd,  are  still  with  us,  but  Lola  Mae  will  be  leaving  just  as 
soon  as  she  can  get  properly  located.  They  are  four  very  fine 
young  people. 

During  the  year  Annie  Mae  Dawkins  and  Dorothy  Bailiff  be- 
came eighteen,  and  have  gone  out  from  the  Home. 

Of  our  one  hundred  children,  two  are  in  High  Point  College, 
ninety  four  are  in  school  at  Jamestown  and  four  are  too  young  to 
go  to  school. 

The  cost  of  sending  our  children  to  Jamestown  is  far  less  than 
it  would  be  to  run  our  own  school,  and  we  get  the  home  work  done 
just  as  well.  Our  children  are  thus  getting  the  chance  at  just  as 
good  schooling  as  any  other  children  in  the  Guilford  County  Schools. 

Last  fall  we  promised  our  children  that  if  they  would  make  pas- 
sing grades  in  school,  good  grades  in  conduct  and  do  satisfactory 
work  about  the  home  and  the  farm  we  would  take  them  to  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  Some  of  them  tried  for  the  trip  and  some  did  not,  so 
when  the  grades  were  averaged  up  it  was  found  that  twenty  six  had 
elected  themselves  to  go.  One  was  sick  and  could  not  go  so  we 
started  out  with  twenty  five  children  and  five  of  us  workers,  and 
made  the  trip  by  Natural  Bridge,  Shenandoah  Caverns,  Gettysburg, 
Western  Maryland  College,  Baltimore  and  on  to  Washington.  We 
came  back  by  Mt.  Vernon,  Richmond  and  Durham.  It  was  a  very 
fine  trip,  and  the  people  on  the  way  were  so  good  to  us  that  the 
thirty  of  us  made  the  trip  at  a  cost  of  $1.91  per  person.  We  have 
promised  a  trip  for  next  Summer  under  the  same  conditions. 
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Automobiles 

We  have  the  same  old  automobiles  as  last  year  except  that  we 
traded  in  the  Willis  Knight  for  repairs  on  the  others.  The  Cadillac 
is  only  used  now  for  short  trips.  The  old  Ford  bus  engine  is  barely 
knocking  along,  and  so  is  the  engine  in  the  little  farm  truck.  Some 
of  them  are  almost  always  under  repairs,  and  the  bills  for  running 
and  up-keep  are  large.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Worth  Kil- 
patrick  of  Connelsville,  Pa.,  and  the  small  gifts  of  many  friends  we 
were  able  to  order  a  new  bus  built  on  an  International  Chassis.  Mr. 
Kilpatrick  sent  his  check  for  $600.00,  just  half  the  price  of  the 
bus.  Other  gifts  enabled  us  to  pay  $800.00  on  the  bus  when  delivered. 
The  balance  we  are  paying  in  monthly  installments.  We  would  be 
glad  if  we  could  do  without  automobiles,  but  it  seems  impossible. 

Bequests 

The  only  bequest  that  has  come  to  the  Home  this  year  is  that 
of  Mr.  Enoch  Ludford  of  Plymouth,  N.  C.  Mr.  Ludford  was  a 
Baptist,  but  since  Mrs.  Ludford,  who  died  some  years  ago  was  a 
Methodist  Protestant  Mr.  Ludford  included  this  Home  in  his  will. 
The  executor  sent  us  $450.00  out  of  the  estate  and  said  there  would 
be  more  to  come  sometime  this  fall.  The  bequest  of  Miss  Maggie 
Willis  of  $50.00  made  during  last  year,  has  been  paid  this  year. 

Two  young  men,  who  asked  that  their  names  be  withheld,  agreed 
to  support  one  child  in  the  Home  at  $18.00  per  month,  or  $216.00  per 
year.  They  placed  in  our  hands  a  bond  for  $1,000.00,  the  interest  of 
which  is  to  be  used  for  said  child,  and  insures  $60.00  of  the  amount. 
They  are  to  pay  the  balance  each  year  while  health  and  a  reasonable 
degree  of  success  lasts.  Two  hundred  families  like  that  would  main- 
tain this  Home  on  its  present  basis. 

The  Work  and  The  Workers 

We  purposely  repeat  here  one  thing  we  said  last  year:-  "We 
are  doing  our  very  best  to  run  the  Home  wisely  and  economically, 
and  if  we  are  to  be  in  charge  for  another  year  or  for  a  term  of  years, 
we  cannot  do  any  better  than  we  are  doing  except  in  so  far  as  our 
experience  will  help  us  in  the  futuje  transactions.  We  buy  at  fac- 
tory and  wholesale  prices  whenever  possible. 

Last  year  we  reported  four  paid  workers  and  suggested  that 
two  more  be  added  soon.  We  now  have  five  paid  workers  and  hope 
to  add  the  other  one  some  day. 

We  try  to  keep  the  boys  and  girls  well  organized  so  that  they 
may  do  much  of  the  work  with  as  little  confusion  as  possible.  One 
school  teacher  and  one  college  girl  are  helping  us  with  our  study- 
hour  and  other  detail  work  for  their  board.  One  college  boy  directs 
the  work  at  the  dairy  barn  for  his  board. 

We  have  a  splendid  corps  of  workers  now  and  the  work  is  going 
better  than  at  any  previous  time  in  the  two  years. 
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The   Farm 

It  has  been  difficult  to  produce  a  good  crop  this  year,  but  Mr.  J. 
A.  Dixon,  our  farm  manager,  and  the  boys  have  w^orked  faithfully 
and  have  gathered  in  large  amounts  of  produce  considering  the 
season.  They  have  cultivated  about  96  acres,  74  acres  of  our  own 
land  and  22  acres  on  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willard's  farm.  The  following  is 
the  yield  for  this  year:

We  have  on  the  farm  at  present  four  stock  hogs  and  ten  hogs 
for  killing.  Our  herd  of  cattle  at  present  consists  of  15  milk  cows, 
13  calves  and  yearlings.  Five  or  six  of  these  are  fine  heifers  which 
we  will  keep.  There  are  about  400  chickens  on  the  place  and  we 
plan  to  keep  at  least  300  hens  for  laying.  We  have  built  during 
the  year  a  good  brooder  house  and  a  large  house  at  the  barn  lot. 
We  now  have  our  fences  in  fair  shape  on  the  farm,  and  have  fenced 
the  rear  of  the  College  grounds  including  some  25  acres  for  pasture. 
We  have  seeded  12  acres  to  rye,  18  to  oats  and  vetch,  23  to  wheat 
and  2  to  clover  and  vetch. 

Knowing  that  we  could  not  produce  sufficient  feed  on  our  own 
farm,  our  farm  manager,  Mr.  Dixon,  rented  22  acres  of  land 
from  Mrs.  J.  F.  Williard  and  while  he  had  to  pay  rather  high  rent, 
he  has  in  the  barns  108  bushels  of  corn,  12  tons  of  good  hay,  and 
about  6  tons  of  corn  stover  which  we  could  not  have  had  without  the 
rented  land.  He  has  already  rented  22  acres  for  next  year's  crops 
and  has  the  prospect  of  getting  at  least  8  acres  more. 

And  since  the  matter  of  our  land  down  by  the  river  has  been 
settled  and  $342.00  paid  over,  that  releases  about  10  more  acres  for 
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corn.  It  seems  wise  to  have  settled  this  as  it  was  settled,  because 
the  City  of  High  Point  has  been  and  is  still  being  very  liberal  witn 
us  in  the  contract  for  water  and  electricity. 

Other  Gifts 

The  largest  contributions  made  to  the  Home  during  the  year 
are  as  follows: 

1.  A  bond  by  two  friends  for  $1000.00,  the  interest  of  which  is 
to  be  used  in  caring  for  one  child.  They  have  also  sent  a  check  for 
$100.00  to  be  added  to  that  amount. 

3.     Mr.  Worth  Kilpatrick,  $600.00  on  the  bus. 

3.  Mrs,  M.  E.  Moore,  three  checks,  totaling  $515.00. 

4.  Mr.  G.  J.  Cherry,  check  for  $500.00. 

5.  The  estate  of  Mr.  Enoch  Ludford,  $450.00. 

6.  The  Asheboro  church  again  leads  all  the  churches  of  the 
Conference  with  its  offerings  for  the  year,  totaling  |425.00. 

7.  Mrs.  C.  F.  Baun,  77  years  old,  a  shut-in  of  three  years,  of 
the  M.  P.  Church  Home,  Westminster,  Md.,  a  thank  offering  of 
$1.00. 

Many  kind  letters  and  liberal  offerings  from  individuals  and 
churches  have  heartened  us  for  the  work.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
we  prepare  a  list  of  the  churches  contributing  to  the  Home,  showing 
the  amount  contributed  for  publication.  We  shall  be  glad  to  do 
this  if  you  deem  it  wise.      (See  List  in  Journal. — Secretary.) 

Our    Immediate   Needs 

Under  this  heading  last  year  we  listed  a  good  team  of  mules, 
a  deal  of  fencing,  and  a  cottage  for  the  Superintendent  and  his 
family.     These  have  been  supplied.     We  still  need  the  following: 

1.  To  pay  off  all  bills  and  put  the  Home  on  a  cash  basis. 

2.  Many  repairs  on  buildings  and  equipments. 

3.  A  farm  truck   and  a  good   two  horse  wagon. 

4.  A  hay  rake. 

We  have  named  only  absolute  necessities  for  the  farm  and 
have  not  mentioned  the  household  needs. 

Our   Request 

We  most  earnestly  request  that  we  be  given  right  of  way  at 
Thanksgiving  this  year  and  that  the  Agencies  of  the  Church  and  the 
friends  of  the  Church  cooperate  in  an  effort  to  raise  $10,000.00  to 
clear  the  Home  of  its  pressing  and  embarrasing  obligations,  and  to 
make  the  much  needed  repairs  in  the  two  buildings  and  at  the  barn. 
You  are  not  responsible  for  the  bills  behind  and  certainly  you  will 
agree  that   I  am  not.     But  we  are  behind  and  have  been  for  two 
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years,  and  we  have  known  it  that  long.  The  burden  of  it  belongs  to 
all  of  us,  and  not  just  a  few. 

To  live  behind  all  the  time  to  the  tune  of  from  $3,500  to  $4,500 
is  not  very  conductive  to  happiness.  We  have  borne  this  in  silence 
for  two  years,  but  we  feel  that  we  should  not  be  asked  to  bear  it 
longer  without  a  special  effort  to  clear  it  up.  Last  year  Conference 
voted  to  give  us  right  of  way  at  Thanksgiving,  and  then  immediately 
put  on  the  Campaign  of  "Dollar  a  Member"  for  High  Point  College. 
I  yield  to  no  one  in  loyalty  to  High  Point  College ;  but  I  do  feel  that 
this  Home  should  have  Thanksgiving  free  from  pressure  for  any 
other  cause.  And  this  Home  should  have  the  backing  of  all  its  friends 
in  securing  "A  Day's  Income  for  the  Orphan  Child"  from  all  our 
members. 

I  beseech  you,  members  of  this  Board  of  Trustees,  to  lay  plans 
for  the  raising  of  at  least  $10,000  at  Thanksgiving.  Your  workers 
cannot  carry  this  burden  much  longer.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  METHODIST  PROTESTANT 

HERALD 

(REPORT  L) 

Determining  values  of  good  literature  is  much  more  difficult  than 
that  of  lands.     The  one  has  to  do  with  spiritual  things,  with  char- 
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acter,  with  the  deeper  things  of  life;  the  other  with  the  things  of 
time.  It  will  not  'be  possible  for  your  Committee  to  place  a  value 
on  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  It  is  universally  agreed,  how- 
ever, that  the  Herald  has  had  a  large  part  in  the  founding  of  the 
Children's  Home,  the  College  and  a  large  number  of  churches  in 
our  conference.  This  conference  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  this 
paper  which  it  will  never  be  able  to  pay. 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  the  increased  price  of  the  paper  has 
brought  in  additional  revenue  this  year,  yet  we  are  filled  with  shame 
to  admit  that  we  have  allowed  our  Editor  to  meet  financial  difficulties 
that  have  been  all  too  difficult  to  meet. 

A  year  ago,  the  price  of  the  paper  was  increased  to  |2.00  per 
year  and  a  campaign  was  put  on  to  increase  the  number  of  sub- 
scribers to  3000.  Due  in  part  to  the  financial  situation,  it  has  not 
seemed  possible  to  increase  the  subscription  list  much;  thus  leaving 
a  heavy  deficit  in  the  printing,  to  say  nothing  of  any  salary  for 
the  editor.  An  emergency  fund  was  asked  for  some  time  ago  which 
has  helped  considerably,  but  has  not  yet  met  the  cost  of  printing. 
With  a  view  to  improving  the  situation  for  next  year,  we  are  recom- 
mending: 

1.  That  the  campaign  for  new  subscriptions  be  continued  with 
a  view  to  reaching  the  goal  of  3,000. 

2.  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  C.  W.  Bates,  J.  E.  Pritchard, 
and  J.  Frank  Coble  be  appointed  to  keep  this  matter  before  our 
people,  this  committee  being  authorized  to  enlist  the  services  of  the 
district  chairman  and  all  others  who  can  render  any  service  in  this 
matter. 

3.  That  we  urge  our  people  to  give  the  Herald  as  Christmas 
presents  and  to  new  members  of  the  Church. 

4.  That  in  case  of  a  deficit  toward  the  end  of  the  year,  that 
an  emergency  fund  of  5c  per  member  be  asked  of  our  Churches. 

5.  That  the  month  of  December  be  set  aside  as  a  time  when 
preachers  are  to  present  the  claims  of  the  Herald  from  their  pul- 
pits, and  the  matter  of  subscriptions  be  pressed  in  the  homes  of  the 
people.

MUSIC   COMMITTEE 

(REPORT  M) 

Since  no  church  service  is  complete  without  music,  and  since 
certain  kinds  of  music  are  necessary  to  a  properly  conducted  worship 
service,  we  believe  it  our  duty  as  a  conference  to  use  means  at  our 
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disposal  to  encourage  our  young  people  to  give  much  serious  thought 
to  the  same. 

There  has  been  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  certain  song  book 
publishers  to  introduce  into  our  churches  what  may  be  classed  as 
religious  jazz.  Such  a  type  of  music  is  not  conducive  to  worship, 
and  for  that  reason  your  committee  is  unalterably  opposed  to  the 
use  of  such  music  in  any  of  our  churches. 

The  Church  through  its  ministry  should  encourage  a  return  to 
the  grand  old  hymns  of  the  church.  The  music  that  has  made  the 
church  and  stood  the  test  of  the  years,  and  to-day  is  better  than 
any  of  this  so-called  new  music. 

Certain  things  are  necessary  to  a  properly  conducted  worship 
service.  The  most  important  of  these  may  be  that  of  the  pastor 
having  always,  and  everyTvhere  the  privilege  of  selecting  his  own 
hymns.  This  is  not  his  in  many  of  our  churches,  and  for  that  reason 
songs  are  often  used  that  are  entirely  out  of  harmony  and  spirit  of 
the  service.  The  second  necessity  for  a  properly  conducted  worship 
service  is  that  of  congregational  singing.  Where  the  congregation 
sings  in  all  hymns,  the  preacher  is  able  to  deliver  a  better  sermon, 
and  his  people  are  more  in  the  spirit   of  the  occassion. 

Every  pastor,  should  study  hymn  and  hymn-writers,  and  the 
tunes  that  are  most  commonly  accepted  in  hymnology,  thereby  giving 
his  people  the  advantage  of  knowledge  they  sometimes  cannot  ac- 
quire. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  first  and  always  our  own 
Church  Hymnal.  It  is  the  best  for  us,  and  none  will  equal  it  in 
quality  and  teaching.  It  is  true  some  people  say  they  cannot  use 
the  Hymnal  of  the  church.  We  are  therefore  prepared  to  recom- 
mend books  that  we  have  examined  and  believe  will  meet  the  re- 
quirement of  any  church  in  our  conference  for  use  in  Sunday  School, 
Christian  Endeavor,  and  regular  preaching  services  of  the  church. 
These  are  as  follows — Harvest  Hymnal,  The  Cokesbury  Hymnal, 
Hymns  of  Praise,  Tabernacle  Hymns,  and  the  New  Songs  for 
Service.  These  books  are  now  in  use  in  churches  served  by  min- 
isterial members  of  this  committee,  and  are  highly  recommended  by 
prominent  laymen  who  are  also  prominent  in  the  Musical  world.  Any 
of  these  books  may  be  bought  from  our  publishing  house. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  at  the  proper  time,  this 
conference  officially  suggest  to  the  General  Conference  that  in  the 
next  issue  of  the  Hymnal,  there  will  be  published  two  editions,  one  in 
round  notes  and  one  in  shaped  notes,  with  the  words  of  every  verse 
arranged  within  the  score,  so  that  they  may  be  more  easily  used 
by  all  our  people.

COMMITTEE   ON    RELIGIOUS   EDUCATION 

(REPORT  0) 

Your  committee  deeply  realizes  the  need  of  future  leadership 
in  all  phases  of  church  work.  This  need  in  recent  months  has  been 
made  more  serious  by  the  changing  religious  world,  effected  by  the 
advent   of   radio    preaching   and   radio   devotional   programs.     As    a 
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denomination  therefore,  we  must  furnish  leadership  which  meets  the 
new  needs. 

Before  making  recommendations,  your  committee  desires  to  rec- 
ognize the  work  which  has  been  done  by  several  ministers  and  lay- 
men during  the  past  year  in  the  prosecution  of  the  plans  of  the 
Council  of  Religious  Education.  Recognizing  the  fine  leadership  of 
Dr.  F.  W.  Paschall  we  congratulate  him  on  the  perfecting  of  the 
organization  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Religious  Education; 
also  for  his  work  in  conducting  the  local  and  annual  Leadership 
Training  Schools. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  Dr.  L.  C.  Little  and  his  assistant,  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs, 
for  their  work  among  the  young  people  of  North  Carolina  in  par- 
ticular. Rev.  Gibbs  conducted  during  the  year  Leadership  Schools 
at  Asheboro,  Greensboro,  Graham  and  Asheville.  The  teachers  who 
gave  themselves  freely  as  instructors  in  these  schools  deserve  our 
most  sincere  thanks.  They  were:  Drs.  Lindley,  Little,  Paschall,  and 
Rev.  Gibbs,  Surratt,  Bates,  and  Mrs.  F.  W.  Maier.  The  Board  of 
Christian  Education  deserves  mention  and  praise  for  conducting  an 
inter-conference  Leadership  Training  School  at  Sabina,  Ohio,  during 
the  third  week  in  June.  From  North  Carolina  was  chosen  Dr.  Lind- 
ley, Rev.  Gibbs  and  Dr.  Little  as  instructors  and  five  other  persons 
from  North  Carolina  attended  as  students. 

The  Christian  Endeavor  notes  which  have  been  published  in  the 
"Methodist  Protestant  Herald"  are  valuable  and  much  used  by  the 
local  C.  E.  Societies,  therefore,  we  heartily  commend  the  work  of 
Miss  Elizabeth  Hanner  and  J.  T.  Bowman  of  High  Point  College 
in  writing  these  notes  and  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch  in  editing  and  pub- 
lishing them. 

Your  committee  submits  the  following  resolutions  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

1.  That  the  Christian  Endeavor  notes  be  continued  in  the 
"Methodist  Protestant  Herald"  and  that  the  author  of  these  notes 
be  chosen  by  the  Council  of  Religious  Education. 

2.  That  the  Council  of  Religious  Education  urge  the  pastors 
and  Sunday  School  Superintendents  to  conduct  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
Schools. 

3.  That  the  next  annual  Leadership  Training  School  be  held 
at  High  Point  College,  June  20-27,  inclusive. 

4.  That  we  continue  the  plan  of  financing  the  Conference 
Council  of  Religious  Education  through  offerings  made  by  Sunday 
Schools  and  C.  E.  Societies.  That  allotments  to  the  schools  and 
societies  be  made  by  the  Budget  Council  and  published  in  the.  Journal 
along  with  other  allotments.     And  further  that  the  conference  make 
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up    out    of    the    budget  what    this    offering    lacks    of    amounting    to 
$500.00. 

5.  That  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison  be  loaned  to  High  Piont  College 
and  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education  for  field  work, 
and  that  his  office  be  that  of  Promotional  Secretary  of  High  Point 
College  and  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education.  We  recom- 
mend further  that  he  work  under  the  direction  of  the  College  and 
the  Council,  and  that  his  salary  be  fixed  by  these  two  agencies,  and 
paid  'by  them.  If  this  recommendation  is  accepted  by  the  confer- 
ence, we  recommend  that  the  amount  in  section  6,  (Sec.  4  of  this 
report)  be  increased  to  $800.00  (From  Taylor,  S.  W.,  "Report  to 
Annual  Conference,  1930"  P.  25,  Recommendation  6  and  7  respec- 
tively)

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  TRUSTEES 

(REPORT  P) 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference  holds  the  title 
to  three  pieces  of  property. 

1.  A  house  and  lot  in  Rocky  Mount,  which  was  acquired, 
together  with  a  debt,  in  the  settlement  with  the  Trustees  of  the 
Rocky  Mount  church  property.  This  debt  has  been  paid  and  the 
property  is  rented  for  |20.00  per  month.  We  receive  this  amount, 
less  commission,  or  $19  per  month  net. 

2.  A  house  and  lot  on  Pearson  Street,  Greensboro,  bequeathed 
many  years  ago  to  the  Annual  Conference  by  the  late  Milton  Coble 
for  the  benefit  of  superannuates.  This  house  was  not  in  good  con- 
dition, and  on  that  account  brought  only  a  small  sum.  Our  tenant 
moved  out  and  we  felt  it  advisable  to  make  some  improvements;  also 
to  paint  the  house.  About  this  time  a  fire  occurred,  causing  damage 
to  the  amount  of  about  $424,  for  wKich  we  collected  insurance.  We 
borrowed  $2,000  with  which  to  pay  for  the  improvements,  on  which 
we  pay  $60  each  six  months.  We  regret  to  say  that  the  house  has 
been  occupied  for  only  two  months,  and  it  is  vacant  at  present.  Owing 
to  the  depression  there  is  little  demand  for  property,  especially  in 
the  section  where  this  is  located. 

3.  A  cottage  bequeathed  to  the  Conference  for  the  benefit  of 
superannuates  by  Mrs.  T.  M.  Johnson.  This,  we  regret  to  say,  has 
not  been  occupied  during  the  past  year  except  for  a  small  part  of

$9  a  month.

Believing 
that  such  indiscretion  brings  reproach  upon  the  ministry,  we  there- 
fore recommend  that  he  be  suspended  indefinitely.

LITERATURE  AND  EDUCATION 

(REPORT  S) 

Education  is  one  of  the  great  stabilizing  disciplines  of  life. 
Literature  is  both  a  producer  and  a  product  of  education.  Religion 
is  also  a  stabilizing  dsicipline  of  great  power  over  life,  and  it  has 
employed  both  education  and  literature  in  propagating  itself,  with- 
out which  it  would  fail  to  obtain  those  cultural  qualities  in  man 
which  make  up  our  highest  civilizations. 

The  Christian  Church  has  from  its  beginning  been  a  user  of 
good  literature   and  a  patron   of  learning.      It  would   indeed  be  an 
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anomalous  situation  to  see  a  religious  denomination  that  neither 
used  literature  nor  supported  schools  and  colleges  for  the  education 
of  its  youth.  The  Methodist  Protestant  Church  has  ever  stood  for 
both. 

Our  church  has  from  its  beginnings  insisted  that  its  member- 
ship be  intelligent  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  work  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  and  has  encouraged  those  who  have  soug:ht  to  establish 
schools  and  colleges  for  the  training  of  its  youth.  It  is  a  most  re- 
markable expectation  therefore,  that  these  be  cordially  supported 
by  those  for  whom  they  were  created  and  are  maintained. 

We  call  attention  specifically  to  our  own  North  Carolina  in- 
stitution of  higher  learning.  High  Point  College.  Within  the  short 
space  of  only  six  years,  if  has  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
the  educators  of  the  state.  It  has  enrolled  approximately  1500 
students  and  graduated  150  young  men  and  women,  who  have  gone 
out  to  take  places  of  leadership  in  all  walks  of  life.  The  notable 
achievements  made  by  High  Point  College  reflect  the  capable  and 
loyal  leadership  of  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews,  who  in  spite  of  a  continuous 
financial  burden,  has  guided  its  course  successfully  through  the 
stormy  vicissitudes  of  the  past  six  years.  For  his  successor,  Dr.  G. 
I.  Humphreys,  your  committee  bespeaks  the  loyal  support  of  every 
minister  and  layman  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference. 

We  again  commend  the  literature  of  our  denomination  to  all 
of  our  people.  We  believe  that  it  is  as  good  as  any  published  as  the 
best  for  us.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  a  few  of  our  Sunday  Schools 
are  not  using  our  Sunday  School  literature,  and  that  our  church 
papers  do  not  reach  our  entire  membership.  We  would  reiterate  the 
slogan,  "Every  Methodist  Protestant  Sunday  School  using  our  own 
literature  and  Methodist  Protestant  home  receiving  at  least  one  of 
our  church  papers." 

We  would  call  particular  attention  to  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Herald,  the  organ  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  While  we 
expect  both  of  these  papers  to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  this 
conference  by  other  committees  from  the  standpoint  of  educational 
utility  we  want  to  bespeak  for  them  the  widest  possible  circulation 
among  our  consistuency.  We  regret  to  learn  that  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Herald,  after  rendering  a  most  signal  service  to  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  for  thirty-five  years  should  now  be 
facing  a  serious  financial  crisis  that  threatens  its  very  life.  Your 
committee  sincerely  hopes  that  when  the  interests  of  this  paper 
shall  be  presented  to  this  body  by  the  proper  committee,  that  the 
united  wisdom  of  the  conference  may  find  a  way  for  its  continued 
existence.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUPERANNUATES 

(REPORT  V) 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  so  little  response  is  being  made  to  the 
needs  of  our  superannuates.  This  condition  is  not  due  we  are  sure, 
to  a  lack  of  appreciation  and  love  for  these  brethren,  or  their  vddows, 
who  have  held  up  the  hands  of  the  preacher  husband  in  the  various 
vicissitudes  of  his  ministerial  and  personal  life;  nor  is  it  due  to  our 
inability  to  properly  provide  for  them.  It  might  be  due  to  our  fail- 
ure to  know  and  appreciate  their  condition,  or  to  our  method  of 
approach  to  the  solution  of  the  situation.  We  are  inclined  to  be- 
lieve that  it  is  due  to  both  of  these  causes. 

Since  the  personel  of  your  Committee  on  Superannuates  is  dif- 
ferent at  each  conference  session,  and  the  time  thereof  so  limited,  and 
since  one  year's  time  is  too  short  for  the  proper  trying  out  of  any 
plan  which  might  be  suggested  by  them,  and  since  there  is  in  our 
conference  a  body,  which  is  of  a  more  permanent  nature,  and  who  are 
dealing  with  this  problem  to  the  limited  extent  of  receiving  and  dis- 
bursing the  moneys  contributed  for  superannuate  purposes,  we  feel 
that  they  are  the  proper  ones  to  seek  the  method  of  adequate  pro- 
visions for  these  men  and  women; 

Therefore,  we,  your  Committee  on  Superannuates,  recom- 
mend that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Superannuate  Fund  Society, 
be  hereby  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  studying  the  needs  of 
our  superannuates  and  the  widows  of  superannuates,  the  best  plan 
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for  us  to  employ  to  meet  this  need,  and  the  way  of  realizing  the  plan, 
and  report  their  findings  to  the  1931  Annual  Conference.  We  fur- 
ther recommend  that  the  future  responsibility  of  this  phase  of  our 
chui-ch  work  rest  with  this  Society,  instead  of  with  this  annually 
changing  committee. 

The  plan  which  is  now  in  use,  whether  it  is  the  best  plan  or 
not,  is  bringing  in  some  returns,  and  we  recommend  that  the  follow- 
ing pTiases  of  that  plan  be  continued: 

1.  That  $4,000  be  placed  in  the  Annual  Conference  Budget 
for  superannuates. 

2.  That  one  per  cent  of  the  total  of  pastor's  salary,  Annual 
and  General  Conference  Budget,  of  each  charge,  be  apportioned 
that  charge  for  this  purpose. 

3.  That  the  Pastors  be  urged  to  contribute  to  the  permanent 
fund  of  the  basis  of  salaries  received  as  follows: 

Below  $600,  $2.00  per  year. 
$601  to  $1000,  $3.00  per  year. 
$1001  to  $1500,  $4.00  per  year. 
$1501  to  $2000,  $5.00  per  year. 
$2001  to  $3000,  $6.00  per  year. 
$3001  to  $3500,  $8.00  per  year. 
Above   $3500,   $10.00  per  year. 

We  further  recommend: 

1.  That  the  President  designate  a  special  day  or  period,  in 
which  time,  each  church  is  hereby  requested  to  raise  the  full  amount 
of  the  above  apportionment  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer. 

2.  That  the  Secretary,  at  the  President's  order,  in  preparation 
of  the  above  named  day  or  period,  write  a  letter  to  each  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  Christian  Endeavor  Secretary,  and  pastor, 
setting  forth  our  debt  to  our  superannuates  and  urging  a  whole 
hearted  support  of  these  persons  and  their  organizations  in  this 
special  effort  for  the  raising  of  this  apportionment  in  full. 

In  view  of  the  necessary  increase  in  distribution  to  these  men 
and  women  we  recommend  that  all  of  the  one  per  cent  apportion- 
ment of  the  charges  this  year  be  distributed  to  them. 

Some  reference  has  been  made  here  to  the  seeming  fact  that 
God  calls  only  the  poor  boys  into  the  ministry.  If  this  is  true,  in 
God's  name  we  should  as  a  church  endeavor  to  destroy  the  ambition 
in  the  hearts  of  our  youth  for  economic  independence  and  growth, 
along  however  legitimate  lines  that  independent  and  growth  may  be 
attained.  Your  committee  does  not  concur  in  that  opinion.  Your 
committee  feels  that  God  calls  men  to  the  ministry  from  hoThes  of 
means,  but   the    difficulty   of   adjustinjc   one?elf  to   a   lower   economic 
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standard  of  living,  which  the  ministry  affords,  than  that  in  which  he 
was  born  and  reared  is  possibly  nearer  the  reason  for  the  failure  of 
young  men  from  homes  of  financial  means  entering  the  ministry 
than  God's  failure  of  calling  them. 

The  ministry  offers  little  economic  encouragement  to  youth. 
The  constant  necessity  of  advertising  the  want  of  our  superannuates 
is  a  clearly  visible  sign  of  warning  to  the  mind  of  youth.  If  the 
laying  aside  for  a  rainy  day  or  old  age  is  good  for  you,  Mr.  Laymen, 
it  is  good  for  the  minister,  who  also  is  human.  But  how  can  he  do 
this  on  a  salary  which  is  sufficient  for  only  the  scant  necessities  of 
life?  This  whole  superannuate  problem — and  it  is  not  a  problem 
peculiar  to  our  church — is  a  rebuke  to  the  laity  of  the  church  for 
their  failure  to  adequately  provide  for  their  minister  in  the  day  of 
his  service.  You  will  continue  to  have  vacant  pulpits,  and  you  will 
continue  to  have  a  superannuate  problem,  until  better  salaries  are 
promised  and  paid,  or  better  provisions  made  for  worn  out  ministers.

SOCIAL    REFORM 

(REPORT  Z) 

Reforming  individual  and  civic  morals  and  the  Christianizing 
of  society  has  always  been  recognized  as  a  part  of  the  task  of  the 
Christian  Church.  It  was,  in  a  limited  degree,  the  function  of  re- 
ligion in  early  Judiasm,  and  in  a  greater  degree,  in  later  Judiasm. 
In  the  person  of  Jesus,  we  have  the  greatest  social  and  moral  re- 
former of  any  age. 

In  this  modern  day,  even  with  increased  emphasis  upon  the 
formation  of  Christian  character,  modern  life,  with  improved  con- 
veniences and  individual  independence,  is  demanding  an  even  greater 
stress  on  social  and  moral  reform.  The  church  universal  and  the 
church  in  local  communities  needs  to  be,  increasingly,  progressive 
promoters  of  all  kinds  of  reform,  moral  and  social,  individual  and 
civic.  In  this  hour  of  Youth  Freedom,  the  church  must  make  it  more 
and  more  difficult  for  young  people  to  misuse  their  freedom;  and  all 
of  society  needs  to  be  reminded  that  there  is  no  freedom  except 
"freedom  under  law."  The  church  must  continue  to  demand  legisla- 
tion which  will  safeguard  the  home;  but  it  must  increasingly  demand 
the  enforceynent  of  law  which,  in  the  future,  will  protect  our  young 
men  and  young  women  from  current  practice  in  violation  of  all  pro- 
hibition legislation.  Not  the  repealing  of  present  prohibition  legis- 
lation, but  the  enforcement  of  law  will  protect  the  youth  of  our  land 
from  practices  which  are  so  prevalent  in  social  groups  today. 

The  task  of  creating  and  re-creating  Christian  attitudes  in  vari- 
ous social  groups  today  is  an  even  greater  and  more  difficult  task 
than  that  of  law  enforcement.     The  problem  of  moral  construction 
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and  reconstruction  is  the  task  of  both  church  and  state.  Temper- 
ance, morality,  fine  Christian  attitudes  in  social  situations — these 
are  the  fruits  of  the  spirit  and  legislation  will  fail  in  its  attempt  to 
make  them  a  reality  in  life,  Legislation  and  law  enforcement  can 
only  safeguard  life,  while  religion  and  education  build  into  life  these 
finer  spiritual  qualities  which  will  serve  as  a  dynamo  for  further 
law  enforcement,  peace,  and  a  sympathetic  understanding  between 
classes,  races  and  nations. 

With  this  interpretation  of  the  task  of  the  church  with  refer- 
ence to  social  reform,  your  committee  on  social  reform,  offers  the 
following  recommendations. 

1. — Whereas,  forces  are  at  work  to  repeal  present  prohibition 
legislation  and  to  decrease  and  make  ineffective  law  enforcement, 
Therefore— 

Be  it  resolve'd,  that  we  go  on  record  again  as  favoring  the  18th 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the 
churches  of  the  Conference  engage  themselves  in  an  active  effort 
to  make  law  enforcement  effective  in  both  the  smaller  and  larger 
civic  units. 

2. — WHEREAS,  we  believe  that  temperance  cannot  be  a  national 
achievement  until  this  ideal  is  set  up  in  the  inner  life  of  the  indi- 
vidual, and  that  this  must  come  through  the  educational  process, 
and  WHEREAS,  there  has  been  a  lessening  of  emphasis  on  tem- 
perance education  in  the  church  and  home  since  the  adoption  of  the 
18th  amendment,  BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  that  we  in- 
clude more  of  temperence  education  in  our  program  of  religious 
education  in  our  local  churches,  and  that  scientific  temperance  edu- 
cation  be    given    in    regular    and    special    church    services. 

3. — Whereas,  we  believe  the  phevalent  use  of  cigarettes  by  our 
young  women  in  college  and  community  social  groups  to  have  de- 
moralizing tendencies, 

Be  it  resolved  that  we  seek  to  build  into  the  lives  of  growing 
girls  an  appreciation  for  the  finest  qualities  of  womanhood  and  a 
depreciation  of  the  use  of  cigarettes. 

4. — Whereas  national  peace.  Christian  relationships  between 
capital  and  labor,  and  Christ-like  attitudes  between  classes  and  races 
cannot  be  realized  until  peace,  tolerance,  friendship  and  world 
brotherhood  are  made  the  fruits  of  the  heart — 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  through  the  educational  organiza- 
tions of  the  church  and  through  the  pulpit,  we  seek  to  instruct  our 
constituency  in  the  things  which  make  for  Christian  social  relation- 
ships between  capital  and  labor  between  races  and  classes,  and  be- 
tween nations. 

5. — Whereas  the  childhood  of  the  nation  has  been  exploited  for 
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use   in  factory  and   shop,   thus   preventing  their   obtaining  adequate 
preparation  for  life — 

Be  it  theerefore  resolved:  First;  that  there  be  a  maximum  of 
eight  hours  working  day  for  a  child  between  fourteen  and  sixteen 
years.  Second;  A  minimum  of  sixth  grade  education  before  the  child 
under  sixteen  stops  school.

ORDINANCES 

(REPORT   AA) 

When  Jesus  said,  "This  do  in  remembrance  of  me,"  he  was 
speaking  in  reference  to  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  It 
is  believed  that  therein  lies  its  value.  It  keeps  before  the  mind 
the  broken  body  and  the  shed  blood  of  the  Saviour  for  the  sins  of 
a  lost  race. 

It  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  its  observance  should  be  made 
as  impressive  as  possible.  This  cannot  be  done  when  it  is  made 
an  appendage  to  a  regular  service.  It  should  be  the  central  theme 
running  through  the  entire  service.  Songs,  Scripture  readings,  pray- 
ers and  discussions  should  be  in  keeping  with  the  idea  as  embodied  in 
the  ordinance.  It  is  recommended  that  the  order  of  service  as  laid 
down  in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Hymnal  and  the  Discipline  be 
used,  unless  one  is  able  to  provide  a  better  substitute. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  each  church  be  provided  with 
necessary  and  proper  equipment,  which  includes  a  table,  linens,  and 
individual  cups,  A  chancel  rail  for  the  reception  of  empty  glasses 
is  also  a  great  aid. 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptising  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  said  the 
Master.  This  is  a  command  to  baptise.  Infant  baptism  has  been 
practiced  by  the  church  since  its  earliest  existence.  Recently  forty- 
five  young  people  united  with  a  certain  church  as  a  result  of  evangel- 
istic effort.  Not  a  one  of  them  had  ever  been  baptized,  which  is  proof 
that  infant  baptism  is  not  much  practiced  at  present,  at  least  in  some 
churches.  Around  this  ordinance  can  be  developed  a  beautiful  and 
inspiring  service.  It  is  recommended  that  opportunity  be  given  for 
infant  baptism  in  each  church  at  least  once  each  year. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  no  one  be  dissuaded  from  being 
baptized  according  to  the  mode  which  he  prefers,  but  that  we  act  in 
accordance  with  the  practice  of  our  church  as  laid  down  in  our  Con- 
stitution and  Disipline. 

It  is  believed  that  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  signifi- 
cance of  these  ordinances  is  necessary  to  their  proper  appreciation. 
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The  minister  will  of  course,  thoroughly  inform  himself,  and  then, 
through  public  exposition,  the  church.  The  instructing  of  the  people 
may  be  done  in  connection  with  their  observance  or  in  regular  dis- 
course from  the  pulpit.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  CHURCH 

(REPORT  BB) 

The  churches  located  in  rural  districts  and  villages  are  passing 
through  perilous  times.  Yet  with  all  our  diagnoses — social,  econ- 
omic and  theological — we  scarcely  seem  to  understand  the  funda- 
mental forces  producing  results  that  are  apparent  to  all,  yet  diffi- 
cult to  evaluate.  Perhaps  the  fact  that  the  balance  of  power  in 
both  wealth  and  population  has  passed  from  the  rural  to  the  urban 
centers  is  largely  responsible  for  the  unsettled  condition  of  our 
rural  churches.  With  the  shifting  of  wealth  and  population,  has 
gone  the  leadership  and  better  elements  of  the  young  manhood  and 
womanhood  of  the  country.  In  order  to  counterbalance  these  fac- 
tors that  are  making  it  difficult  for  many  rural  churches  to  satis- 
factorily exist,  your  committee  offers  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  There  should  be  consolidation  and  re-location  of  many 
churches.  This  means  the  elimination  of  many  churches  in  sparsely 
settled  or  over-churched  communities,  giving  a  larger  and  better 
equipped  building  with  a  stronger  membership  for  the  remaining 
points. 

2.  A  ministry  for  the  rural  church,  vigorous  and  sympathetic- 
with  a  vital  message,  new  in  outlook  and  useful  in  application,  con- 
serving the  best  of  the  old,  and  developing  the  latent  resources,  both 
physical  and  spiritual,  of  the  new. 

3.  The  creation  of  a  rural  community  church-center  con- 
sciousness. The  country  people  must  be  taught  how  to  amuse  them- 
selves, how  to  feel  satisfied  with  the  amusements  and  pleasures  that 
can  be  fostered  in  such  centers.  The  element  of  pride,  of  a  con- 
scious equality  of  power  and  hope,  independent  and  adequate-  must 
or  should  maintain  in  and  around  the  rural  church. 

4.  The  country  churches  should  be  in  close  touch  with  every 
interest — local  and  general — of  denominational  work.  This  can 
best  be  done  by  larger  numbers  of  our  church  papers  going  into 
rural  homes  and  more  frequent  visits  by  Conference  officials,  with 
friendly  encouragement  and  sympathetic  advice.  Our  boys  and 
girls  must  be  encouraged  to  attend  young  people's  Training  Schools 
and  High  Point  College. 
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5.  The  hearty,  intelligent  participation  of  rural  churches  in 
all  denominational  days. 

6.  The  organization  of  a  Woman's  Auxiliary  on  each  charge 
with  a  local  Circle  at  each  preaching  point.

Really  the  year  has  terminated  better 
than  he  saw  ground  for  hoping  a  year  ago  when  a  new  burden  of 
$2,700.00  was  thrust  upon  him.  The  campaign  for  3000  subscrip- 
tions helped  to  increase  the  income  and  the  generous  contributions 
of  a  few  churches  to  the  Emergency  Fund  were  very  timely  and 
helpful.  Receipts  from  subscribers  have  been  more  than  $500  great- 
er than  last  year.  Interest  in  the  Herald  and  its  work  we  believe 
was  never  greater.  But  it  must  be  obvious  that  the  indefinite  con- 
tinuance of  the  paper  under  present  conditions  is  impossible.  The 
publisher  is  still  very  near  the  beginning  of  his  first  million.  He 
cannot  undertake  to  bear  so  large  a  burden  again.  Yet  how  easily 
the  whole  church  in  our  district  might  carry  the  load.  An  average 
of  five  cents  per  member  would  probably  pay  the  deficit  next  year. 
That  would  be  $1,500,  an  impossible  donation  to  the  publisher  alone. 
I  trust  this  Annual  Conference  will  devise  some  means  to  keep  the 
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Herald  going.     We  believe  we  need  a  conference  organ  more  than 

ever  before.

After  this  year,  officers 
shall  be  elected  annually  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  of 
the  present  Brotherhood. 

4.  All  bases  of  assessment  in  the  present  brotherhood  shall 
be  null  and  void  from  the  time  of  adoption  of  this  resolution,  at 
which  time  the  new  plan  of  assessment  shall  be  in  effect.

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCING  THE  CHURCH 

(REPORT  HH) 

One  of  the  important  matters  as  well  as  one  of  the  great  prob- 
lems of  the  church  is  to  find  a  way  by  which  it  might  be  properly 
financed. 

Our  church  has  made  wise  provision  in  our  church  discipline, 
page  78,  paragraph  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  by  which  our  people  may  be 
well  guided  if  these  provisions  are  carefully  studied  and  put  into 
practice.  We  urge  our  people  to  give  prayerful  and  careful  at- 
tention to  these  wise  directions  of  the  fathers  of  our  church.  We 
find  in  the  Book  of  Books  that  the  Lord  did  not  overlook  this  im- 
portant matter.  The  Bible  has  its  numerous  teachings  in  regard  to 
the  contributing  to  the  Kingdom.  One  of  the  teachings  is  that  oi 
regularity  of  contributing  and  that  of  contributing  by  all  of  the 
people.  The  Apostle  Paul  gives  the  rule  of  all  people  contributing 
every  week.     We  are  told  at  various  places  that  there  is  a  specific 
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amount  that  should  be  contributed.  The  Bible  teaching  is  the  tithe. 
We  urge  that  our  people  contribute  to  the  church  regularly,  and  the 
sooner  we  learn  to  tithe  our  income  the  sooner  we  Avill  find  a  solution 
to  this  perplexing  problem.  We  call  the  attention  of  our  people  to 
the  recommendations  regarding  tithing  found  in  the  Message  of  our 
President.  Much  improvement  could  be  made  in  our  churches  in 
introducing  proper  financial  systems. 
We  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  the  Duplex  Envelope  System  be  introduced  throughout 
the  Conference  as  far  as  possible. 

2.  That  each  church  adopt  the  Honor  System  of  voluntary 
pledges,  and  where  this  is  not  possible,  apportionment  or  assess- 
ment be  given  each  member. 

3.  That  every  charge  in  the  conference  close  their  financial 
year  with  the  month  of  October  in  order  that  every  pastor  may 
have  ample  time  to  make  out  his  report  in  full  before  he  goes  to 
conference.

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We  deeply  appreciate  the  fine  fraternal  spirit  of  the  members 
of  ether  denominations  living  in  the  local  community  in  throwing 
open  the  doors  of  their  homes  and  churches  to  the  members  of  this 
conference.  We  also  appreciate  the  efficient  and  generous  service 
of  Mrs.  W,  F.  Sanders,  of  the  local  church  as  stenographer. 

We  cannot  commend  too  highly  the  pastor,  the  efficient  entertain- 
ment committee,  the  fine  cooks,  and  the  church  as  a  whole  which  has 
been  host  during  the  conference  days,  for  the  home  like  spirit,  the 
fine  entertainment  and  bounteous  and  satisfying  meals  which  they 
have  so  generously  provided.

OFFICIAL  CHARACTER 

(OFFICIAL   REPORT  JJ) 

The  committee  on  Official  character  desires  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

(1). — In  examination  of  the  pastors'  personal  reports  we  found 
no  pastor  who  had  received  his  salary  in  full,  who  had  not  raised  a 
reasonable  amount  on  the  claims  of  the  church.  However,  there 
were  a  majority  of  pastors  who  had  received  practically  all  their 
salary,  but  who  had  not  collected  a  reasonable  amount  on  the  claims. 

(2). — Your  committee  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  ac- 
tion of  last  General  Conference  relative  to  the  raising  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  Budget,  under  the  head  of  Official  Duties  of  pastors, 
found  on  page  75,  section  4,  paragraph  12,  and  13  of  the  Discipline, 
and  merely  state  that  we  can  do  no  other  than  abide  by  this  law 
of  the  church. 

(3). — For  future  good,  your  committee  would  like  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  mistakes  occurred  in  these 
reports,  due  apparently  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  pastors. 

(4). — We  find  that  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  is  be- 
ing observed  according  to  the  law  of  the  church,  with  but  few  ex- 
ceptions. 

(5). — From  reports,  it  is  noticeable  that  much  of  the  laxity  in 
the  raising  of  the  finances  of  our  churches  is  due  to  an  indifference 
to  the  financial  program.  Furthermore,  it  is  very  evident  unless 
the  pastors  and  laity  of  our  church  take  more  seriously  the  raising 
of  the  benevolent  claims,  that  as  an  organization,  we  cannot  re- 
main entact.  Therefore  we  recommend  that  every  pastor  and  dele- 
gate in  attendance  at  this  conference  be  urged  to  go  back  to  their 
respective  congregations  and  put  before  them  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation. 

(6). — The  committee  observed  that  quite  a  number  of  pastors 
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did  not  receive  their  salary,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  therefore 
we  recommend  that  the  delegate  go  back  and  try  to  raise  the  bal- 
ance due  on  salaries. 

(7). — We  recommend  that  the  Official  Character  of  all  the 
brethren  be  passed.

NEW  CENTURY  SERVICE  PROGRAM  FOR  1930-1931 
FOR  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE   CONSIDERATION 

Dear  Brethren: 

The  meeting  of  the  General  and  Annual  Conference  officials  held 
in  Baltimore  last  May  considered  and  approved  the  following  pro- 
gram in  behalf  of  New  Century  Service  and  I  was  authorized  to  sub- 
mit it  to  our  Conferences  at  their  annual  meetings  this  Fall.  It  is 
not  a  complicated  plan  but  one  which  if  followed  through  should  be 
productive  and  satisfactory.  I  am  therefore  asking  you  to  give  this 
paper  your  earnest  consideration  and  approval. 

1.  The  Conference  is  requested  to  authorize  a  visitation  of  all 
the  churches  within  its  district,  under  Conference  direction  and  soon 
after  adjournment,  for  the  presentation  of  the  question  of  the  annual 
and  general  Conference  benevolences;  to  discuss  with  the  officials 
of  the  churches  particularly  the  occasion  and  need  of  these  budgets 
and  to  secure  a  definite  decision  on  the  part  of  the  churches  of  their 
cooperation. 

2.  In  order  to  make  this  Visitation  the  Conference  is  further 
asked  to  raise  up  a  Committee  or  Commission,  with  the  President  as 
chairman,  to  direct  the  activities  necessary.  This  may  be  the  New 
Centui-y  Service  Commission,  the  Budget  Committee  or  a  special  Visi- 
tation Committee  as  the  Conference  may  prefer.  This  Visitation  is 
to  be  made  by  the  ministers  and  laymen  of  the  Conference  selected 
by  the  directing  committee. 

3.  The  New  Century  Service  office  in  Baltimore  will  be  pre- 
pared to  put  into  the  hands  of  the  committee  further  definite  plans 
for  Conference  organization  for  this  Visitation  as  well  as  plans  for 
the  local  churches.  These,  of  course,  may  be  supplemented  or 
amended  by  the  local  groups. 

4.  The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  is  requested  to  notify  my 
office  as  early  as  possible  the  action  of  your  Conference  and  to  send 
me  the  names,  with  addresses,  of  the  members  of  the  Conference 
Committee. 

5.  I  enclose  herewith  a  form  for  the  arrangement  of  thre  Con- 
ference  Minutes   which   also   was   approved   at  the   Officials'   Confer- 
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ence.  It  is  part  of  an  effort  to  secure  a  uniform  arrangement  for 
all  our  Conference  Minutes.  There  is  now  a  great  diversity.  Your 
Conference  is  asked  to  adopt  this  general  outline  which  is  sufficiently 
flexible  to  accommodate  itself  to  all  annual  Conference  requirements. 
I  trust  your  session  may  be  blessed  of  the  Lord  and  that  your 
coming  year  may  bring  great  fruitage  to  the  Kingdom..

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OBITUARIES 

REV.  J.  B.  O'BRIANT 

John  Benjamin  O'briant  was  born  in  Guilford  County,  about 
twelve  miles  from  Greensboro,  April  19,  1863;  departed  this  life 
September  20,  1930,  aged  67  years,  5  months  and  11  days. 

On  August  9,  1891,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Sophonia  Petty,  of 
Greensboro.  To  this  union  were  born  two  children:  Conrad  L.,  of 
Havana,  Cuba,  and  Talton  L.  of  Norfolk,  Va. 

When  a  young  man  in  his  teens,  he  professed  faith  in  Christ 
and  joined  Lowe's  Lutheran  Church.  At  the  age  of  twenty-five  he 
moved  to  Ossippee  Cotton  Mills,  and  accepted  a  position  as  overseer. 
He  immediately  moved  his  membership  from  Lowe's  Church  to  Fair- 
view  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  was  elected  Sunday  School 
superintendent.  During  his  stay  at  Ossippee  he  lost  his  companion, 
and  was  left  with  his  two  children.  It  was  here  he  felt  the  call  to 
preach,  and  attended  school  at  Yadkin  College,  to  prepare  for  this 
work;  but  the  way  looked  dark.  After  spending  some  time  in  school, 
he  moved  to  Roanoke  Rapids  where  he  accepted  another  position 
in  the  mills. 

He  soon  organized  and  had  running  a  full-grown  Methodist 
Protestant  Sunday  School.  With  the  hope  that  the  North  Carolina 
Annual  Conference  would  help  organize  a  Methodist  Protestant 
church,  but  his  dreams  were  never  realized. 

He  was  married  again  on  December  20,  1904  to  Miss  Nellie  P. 
Faison,  of  Roanoke  Rapids,  who  made  him  a  congenial  companion; 
but  he  could  not  get  away  from  the  call  to  preach,  so  he  gave  up  a 
good  job  which  paid  him  a  good  salai-y,  sold  his  home  and  gave  up 
all  to  become  one  of  us,  to  help  save  a  lost  world,  and  entered  Con- 
ference in  1911.     He  was  ordained  in  1917. 

His  first  work  was  Randleman  Charge,  which  he  served  for  six 
year.  He  served  Spring  Church  Charge  four  years;  Littleton  Charge 
six  years;  Chase  City  Charge  one  year;  and  was  finishing  up  his 
work  on  Greensville  Charge,  when  the  Lord  called  him  and  said, 
"It  is  enough,  come  up  higher." 

Your  Committee  first  knew  Brother  O'Briant  as  Sunday  School 
superintendent  of  Fairview  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  It  was 
there  as  boys  that  at  least  two  of  your  committee  learned  to  love 
him.  He  loved  God  best  of  all.  He  had  great  faith  in  God.  It  was 
he  who  taught  us  to  say  the  little  speeches  in  Easter  and  Children's 
Day  services.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  this  godly  man  for  his 
advice  and  help. 

His  deep  spiritual  and  consecrated  life  made  a  lasting  impres- 
sion on  our  young  minds.  He  had  his  faults,  for  he  wa&  human; 
but  we  confess  that  from  our  boyhood  days,  we  never  knew  them. 
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We  wished  many  times  then  and  since,   that  we  could  be  as  good 
as  he. 

He  was  a  good  pastor.  When  we  say,  "a  good  pastor,"  we  mean 
all  that  the  phrase  implies.  He  was  a  good  preacher,  and  was  loved 
by  all  who  knew  him.  He  made  those  who  would  be  his  enemies  love 
him.  He  loved  God  best  of  all.  He  had  great  faith  in  God,  and 
believed  much  in  prayer;  this  was  demonstrated  in  the  last  trying 
scene  of  his  life,  as  he  went  on  his  knees  beside  the  operating  table, 
and  prayed  divine  guidance  for  the  surgeon,  nurse  and  himself. 

To  show  how  they  loved  him  in  the  community  in  which  he  lived, 
more  than  3,000  people  came  to  pay  their  last  tribute  at  the  sunset 
of  a  noble  life,  well-lived. 

His  voice  will  answer  no  more  to  the  Roll  Call,  for  on  Septem- 
ber 20,  he  was  transferred  to  that  eternal  Conference,  and  answered 
"Present"  there,  and  joined  with  the  others  "who  have  washed  their 
robes,  and  made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb;  and  will  go 
no  more  out;  but  will  remain  with  a  new  song  in  his  heart,  and 
praise  on  his  lips  for  Him  who  conquered  all,  and  is  alive  forever- 
more.

NEBULA  BRITTAIN 

Rev.  Nebula  Brittain  was  born  at  Weaverville,  N.  C.  Dec.  4, 
1891,  died  at  Greensboro,  N.  C,  April  15,  1930.  He  was  the  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  P.  Brittain,  of  Weaverville,  N.  C. 

His  early  life  was  spent  on  the  farm.  When  he  was  four  years 
of  age  he  felt,  definitely,  the  call  to  preach.  This  was  not  made 
public  until  fourteen  years  later  while  he  was  a  student  at  Weaver 
College. 

Brother  Brittain  was  converted  in  early  life  and  joined  the 
M.  E.  Church,  South.  This  church  licensed  him  to  preach  in  1912. 
He  did  local  work  in  this  church  for  ten  years.  In  1922  he  united 
with  the  M.  P.  Church. 

He  was  admitted  to  our  Conference  in  1922.  Three  years 
later  he  was  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry.  He  served  regularly 
in  our  Conference  from  the  time  of  his  admission  until  his  death. 
Dec.  27th,  1922  he  was  married  to  Miss  Bessie  Cline,  of  Hickory, 
N.  C,  who  was  a  faithful  helpmate  for  him  during  his  ministerial 
career  in  the  M.  P.  Church. 

Brother  Brittain  served  only  three  charges  in  our  Conference, 
as  follows:  Yarborough,  Roberta,  and  St.  Paul,  Greensboro.  He 
was  in  his  fourth  year  at  St.  Paul  when  he  was  called  home. 
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A  short  funeral  service  v^^as  held  at  the  parsonage  in  Greens- 
boro by  Dr.  S.  K,  Spahr  and  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates.  The  remains  were 
then  taken  to  his  father's  home  in  Weaverville.  The  next  day  fun- 
eral services  were  conducted  at  Clark's  Chapel  M.  P.  Church  by 
Dr.  S.  W.  Taylor  and  Rev.  Edward  Suits.  The  remains  were  then 
placed  in  Clark's   Chapel  cemetery. 

Brother  Brittain  was  an  earnest  student  of  the  Bible.  He  had 
read  it  through  more  than  forty  times.  He  was  also  a  firm  be- 
liever in  prayer.  It  is  said  he  often  spent  hours  in  prayer,  especial- 
ly in  connection  with  his  sermon  preparations. 

Brother  Brittain  preached  every  sermon  as  if  it  was  his  last. 
He  gave  his  very  best  to  the  work  feeling  that  was  too  small.  He 
greatly  endeared  himself  to  his  people.  His  earnestness  won  for 
him  friends.  He  was  modest  and  retiring;  kind  and  gentle  to  those 
about  him;  yet  firm  and  courageous  in  denouncing  sin. 

He  tried  to  live  the  Gospel  which  he  believed  and  preached; 
consequently  death  had  no  terrors  for  him.  He  often  talked  and 
wrote  to  his  loved  ones  of  heaven  and  his  assurance  of  going  there; 
but  none  thought  of  his  going  so  soon. 

The  text  of  his  last  sermon  was  Mark  5:19.  After  preaching 
and  returning  home  he  told  his  wife  he  believed  his  work  was  done, 
which  proved  to  be  true. 

In  the  passing  of  Brother  Brittain,  his  family  has  lost  a  true 
and  devoted  member;  his  wife,  a  loving  companion;  -the  Conference, 
one  of  its  most  promising  young  ministers.  We  cannot  understand 
why  he  was  taken  from  us.  God  knows  best — we  humbly  submit  to 
his  will.

REV.    PHILIP   LEWIS    KINNAMAN 

Rev.  Philip  Lewis  Kinnaman,  son  of  J.  C.  and  Angeline  Kinna- 
man,  was  born  Jan.  20,  1877  near  Winston-Salem,  North  Carolina. 
He  departed  the  life,  June  13,  1930.  He  was  converted  in  early 
boyhood  and  united  with  Bethel  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

Brother  Kinnaman  was  first  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Chris- 
tian Missionary  Alliance  denomination  when  he  was  about  thirty 
years  of  age.  Later  he  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church,  South  and 
preached  for  that  denomination  for  three  years.  He  came  to  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  M.  P.  Church  in  1925  and  served 
the  South  Winston  charge  for  a  little  over  four  years.  A  testimony 
offered  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Berrier,  of  Union  Grove  Church,  says:  "He 
visited  the  sick  and  prayed  with  them,  was  faithful  in  ali  his  ap- 
pointments and  was  above  all  a  wholesouled  good  man." 
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Mr.  P.  W.  Mock  of  Union  Ridge  Church  says:  "He  was  a  man 
of  God  and  full  of  the  Holy  Spirit."  Mr.  W.  H.  Smith,  of  South 
Winston  Church  says:  "He  was  a  man  we  loved,  and  can  never 
forget  his  true  devotion  to  our  church." 

The  writer  of  this  paper  knew  Rev.  P.  L.  Kinnaman  quite  in- 
timately for  a  little  over  two  years,  and  found  in  him  a  good  friend 
and  a  sincere  preacher  of  the  Word  of  God. 

He  leaves  behind  a  noble  influence  that  will  be  a  comfort  to 
his  faithful  wife  and  a  rich  heritage  to  his  children.

REV.  J.   S.  RIDDLE 

Rev.  J.  S.  Riddle,  son  of  William  and  Sarah  A.  Riddle,  was 
born  in  Buncombe  County,  June  20,  1885. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Charlotte  Loven,  Jan.  20,  1906.  To 
this  union  were  born  four  children,  W.  M.  Riddle,  of  Burlington, 
Mrs.  Myrtle  Blackwell,  of  Draper,  and  Preston  and  Edna  Riddle, 
of  Draper.  All  these  and  his  wife  and  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Katherine 
Allen  and  Mrs.  Charlotte  Burleson,  of  Barnardsville,  N.  C.  survive 
him. 

He  professed  faith  in  Christ  in  1906,  and  joined  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  at  Barnardsville.  He  began  to  preach  in  1910;  and 
was  an  ordained  minister  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  till  1916, 
when  he  joined  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  at  Democrat  on 
the  Ivy  Charge.  He  was  appointed  pastor  of  Ivy  Circuit  March 
1917,  and  served  it  till  the  Conference  of  1918.  Then  he  was  given 
charge  of  Pensacola  station,  which  he  served  four  years.  1922  and 
to  1924  he  was  pastor  of  Uwharrie  circuit.  Then  he  had  charge  of 
the  church  at  Draper  for  three  years,  till  the  conference  of  1927. 
He  had  always  loved  evangelistic  work.  In  his  second  year  at  Draper 
he  held  a  six  weeks'  tent-meeting  in  Martinsville,  Va.,  in  which  a 
hundred  and  five  professed.  In  the  three  last  years  of  his  life,  he 
held  several  meetings  at  Draper.  Last  year  he  held  a  three  weeks' 
meeting  at  Fontiac,  Va.  He  held  two,' seven  weeks  in  all,  at  Ruffin, 
and  organized  a  Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  twenty-five  mem- 
bers. With  these  members  two  miles  north  of  Ruffin  at  a  school 
house,  he  established  a  Sunday  school.  Some  days  ago  we  were 
told  that  they  are  still  keeping  up  their  Sunday  school. 

In  order  to  make  a  living,  he  moved  to  Martinsville,  Va.,  and 
worked  in  a  furniture  factory;  but  preach  he  would.    He  worked  in 
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the  factory  in  the  day  time,  and  at  night  went  ten  miles  to  Stanley 
Town  to  hold  a  meeting.  On  the  night  of  the  21st.  of  last  Sep- 
tember in  his  meeting  here  at  Stanley  Town  seven  professed.  That 
night  the  congregation  voted  to  organize  a  Methodist  Protestant 
Church;  but  he  was  not  permitted  to  carry  out  this  work,  for  Oct. 
4th,  he  was  carried  to  the  hospital  of  Martinsville.  The  5th  he  was 
operated  on  for  appendicitis.  The  6th  he  died.  The  7th  Dr.  Mc- 
Cabe,  the  Baptist  minister  of  Martinsville,  conducted  his  funeral  in 
the  Draper  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  Several  others  spoke  kind 
words  of  him.  A  large  congregation  assembled  to  show  for  the 
last  time  their  love  for  him.  His  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Draper 
Cemetery. 

Brother  Riddle  was  reared  in  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina. 
The  people  there  had  confidence  in  him.  They  said,  ''Riddle  has 
got  religion".  His  school  opportunities  were  limited;  but  he  was  a 
man  full  of  zeal.  He  had  strong  faith  in  God,  and  was  a  forcible 
preacher.  His  memory  was  wonderful.  He  was  fearless  in  the  pul- 
pit, but  feared  God  with  his  whole  heart.  He  strove  to  reach  the 
hardened  sinners,  even  bootleggers.  Some  of  them  were  converted 
under  his  preaching  and  made  faithful  Christians. 

Nearly  in  the  words  of  the  song  he  especially  loved,  we  may 
say  of  him: 

The  consecrated  cross  he  bore 

Till  death  did  set  him  free. 

And  then  went  home  his  crown  to  wear; 

For  there  was  a   crown  for  him.

Obituary   Of   Mrs.  W.   F.   McDowell 

Edith  Alitha  Lewallen  McDowell,  daughter  of  the  late  Rev. 
Henry  Lewallen  and  Mrs.  Lewallen  and  beloved  wife  of  Rev.  W. 
F.  McDowell,  was  born  October  31,  1853  and  departed  this  life  May 
18,  1930,  her  age  being  76  years,  6  months  and  17  days.  On  May 
12,  1873  she  was  united  in  marriage  to  Rev.  W.  F.  McDowell  with 
whom  she  walked  life's  pathway  faithfully  until  the  end  came.  In 
early  life  she  professed  saving  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and  united  with 
New  Union  Methodist  Protestant  Church  where  her  membership  re- 
mained until  her  marriage.     At  this  time  her  membership  was  trans- 
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ferred  to  Brower's  Chapel,  on  what  is  now  Richland  Charge,  where. 
it  remained  until  her  death. 

Being  a  minister's  daughter  and  a  minister's  wife  she  earijr 
learned  the  meaning  of  sacrifice.  In  her  days  of  activity  there  were 
no  high  salaries  paid  ministers,  neither  were  there  commodious  par- 
sonages for  the  ministers'  families.  Churches  were  far  apart  and 
sometimes  a  charge  covered  a  county  or  more.  In  those  days  there 
were  no  good  roads  and  no  fast  automobiles.  It  is  true  she  did  not 
move  from  place  to  place  as  some  ministers'  wives  do,  having  lived 
on  only  two  of  the  charges  served  by  her  husband.  But  she  did 
what  was  equally  hard,  or  even  more  laborious,  she  stayed  at  home 
and  looked  after  the  children  and  the  farm  while  her  husband  preach- 
ed the  gospel.  When  it  was  possible  she  accompanied  him  on  his 
journeys  and  did  splendid  work  at  the  altar  in  revival  meetings, 
instructing  penitents  in  the  way  of  the  Gospel  and  helping  them 
to  find  peace  through  Jesus  Christ.  But  after  all  is  said,  her  best, 
work  was  in  the  home.  It  was  her  desire  to  make  it  an  attractive_- 
place  for  her  husband  and  children  and  a  refuge  for  the  tired  itiner- 
ant preacher.  She  was  especially  fond  of  flowers  and  her  yard  was 
literally  a  flower  garden. 

During  the  World  War  a  great  grief  came  into  the  life  of  this 
mother  when  her  son,  Seargeant  Thomas  McDowell,  was  killed  in 
France,  a  grief  from  which  she  never  really  recovered.  From  that 
time  until  her  death  her  flower  garden  had  a  new  meaning.  It 
Tvas  to  raise  flowers  to  place  on  her  son's  grave.  The  tenderness 
with  which  she  cared  for  the  gi'ave  of  the  dead  and  the  devotion 
which  she  had  for  those  left  behind  seem  to  make  the  lines  of  the  poet, 
true  in  her  life: 

Very  near  to  the  infinite  nature. 

Very  near  to  the  hand  of  God,  1 

More   like  the  hills  of   Beulah 

Which   the   white    feet    of    angels   trod, 

Is  the  sacred  heart  of  women. 

In  her  going  there  was  no  lingering  illness.  It  is  true  she  had^ 
not  been  strong  for  some  years  but  her  last  few  days  were  the 
best  she  had  had  in  some  months.  But  late  Sunday  afternoon  at  the 
close  of  a  perfect  day  she  came  into  the  house,  having  been  walk- 
ing in  her  flower  garden,  went  to  her  room  and  there  alone  with 
God  breathed  her  last.  After  her  going  her  Bible  was  found  by 
the  window  where  she  often  sat,  and  in  this  book  there  were  several 
passages  marked,  passages  which  had  been  an  inspiration  and  a  com- 
fort to  her  soul. 

Her  funeral  was  held  in  the  Asheboro  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  Monday  afternoon.  May  19,  and  was  conducted  by  the  pas-- 
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tor,  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard,  assisted  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Trogdon,  the  pastor 
of  Richland  Charge. 

She  is  survived  by  her  husband  and  by  three  sons,  John,  Ben 
and  Joseph  McDov^rell,  of  Asheboro,  and  by  two  sisters,  Mrs.  A,  C. 
Cox,   of  Asheboro,   Route   1,   and  Mrs.   R.  C.  Davis,  of  Randleman.

At  the  time  she  became  the  wife  of  Brother 
Michaux  there  were  few  parsonages  in  the  Conference,  and  the 
salary  paid  to  circuit  preachers  was  very  meager.  She  had  the  ex- 
perience of  other  preachers'  wives  of  moving  into  small,  incon- 
venient and  uncomfortable  houses  and  living  on  a  very  small  in- 
come. 

Brother  Michaux  passed  away  in  1899.  She  was  left  with  six 
children,  but  she  managed  to  bring  them  up  and  give  them  fairly 
good  school  advantages. 

She  became  afflicted  some  years  ago,  and  had  to  have  one 
foot  amputated.  She  spent  her  last  years  at  the  home  of  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  L.  W.  McKinney  at  Gap,  N.  C,  and  died  there  Au- 
gust 16,  1930.

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference.

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Proceedings—l  04th  Session 

The  104th  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  began  on  Wednesday,  November 
4,  1931,  at  10.00  A.  M.,  in  the  First  Church,  High  Point,  the  Rev. 
Roy  I.  Farmer,  Pastor.  The  President  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor,  D.  D.,  was 
in  the  chair,  and  conducted  the  devotional  service  as  follows:  Hymn 
5 — "Come,  Thou  Fount  of  Every  Blessing;"  Responsive  Reading:

On  motion  the  bar  of  the  Conference  was  fixed  to  include  all  the 
seats  across  the  church  beginning  from  the  alcove  forward.

L.  C.  Little,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation; Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Christian  Education;  Rev.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Editor  of  our 
Sunday  School  Publications;  Mr.  Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  Agent  of  the 
Baltimore  Book  Concern. 

After  announcements  Conference  adjourned  to  reassemble  at 
1:30. 

Wednesday  Afternoon 

1.30.     T.  Glenn  Madison  was  in  charge  of  the  devotions. 

After  the  calling  of  the  roll,  a  motion  prevailed  to  enter  upon 
the  order  of  the  day,  it  being  ten  minutes  of  the  hour.  The  Secre- 
tary was  asked  to  take  the  chair,  and  the  President  began  the  read- 
ing of  his  official  message.  On  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  a  mo- 
tion prevailed  that  the  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
President's  Message,  and  that  his  official  character  be  passed. 

The  order  of  the  day  for  3.00  o'clock,  was  the  election  of 
officers.     The  following  tellers,  who  had  been  previously  appointed, 
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distributed  the  ballot  for  the  election  of  President:  H.  F.  Surratt,

Conference  stood  for  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  after  which  the 
President  introduced  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Broomfield,  D.  D.,  President  of 
the  General  Conference,  who  made  his  official  address. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  adjourn,  which-  Conference  did  after 
benediction  by  A.  L.  Hunter. 

Wednesday  Night 

7.30.  Conference  was  favored  with  a  musical  program  by  the 
students  of  High  Point  College.  The  Glee  Club  and  the  Orchestra 
each  rendered  selections. 

This  was  followed  by  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Kenneth  Pfobl, 
Bishop  of  the  Southern  Province  of  the  Moravian  Church.

Thursday,   November   5 

9.00.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn  and  a  prayer  by  J.  E. 
Carroll,  the  Roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  read  and  corrected. 

At  9:30,  Dr.  Chas.  Hadden  Neighbors,  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  this  city,  brought  the  first  of  a  series  of  devo- 
tional addresses  to  be  delivered  by  the  pastors  of  High  Point. 
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Following'  the  address  Conference  entered  into  a  business  ses- 
sion. On  motion  it  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  10.00  o'clock 
tomorrow  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Methodist 
Protestant  Herald. 

The  following  were  introduced  to  Conference:  Rev.  C.  E.  For- 
lines,  D.  D.,  Professor  in  the  Westminster  Theological  Seminary, 
and  a  member  of  this  Conference;  Mrs.  Marie  Thompson,  Associate 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Haddaway,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

At  10.00  o'clock  it  was  the  order  of  the  day  to  submit  pastors' 
reports.  The  secretary  called  the  roll  of  charges,  and  the  pastors 
responded  by  bringing  forward  their  reports. 

Letters  were  read  from  E.  L.  Ballard,  a  member  of  the  Con- 
ference now  in  school  in  Boston;  and  from  J.  S.  Williams,  Chaplain 
of  the  Good  Samaritan  Mission,  Asheville,  also  a  member  of  this 
Conference.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  write  these  brethren, 
and  also  to  write  to  Brother  J.  F.  Minnis,  a  member  of  this  Con- 
ference, and  our  missionary  to  India.  The  letters  of  Brothers  Bal- 
lard and  Williams  were  ordered  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Of- 
ficial Character. 

E.  O.  Peeler,  pastor  of  Guilford  charge,  was  excused  for  the 
remainder  of  the  day. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  Nominating  Committee.  The  President  appointed  P. 
S.  Bellamy,  delegate  from  Enfield,  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
and  asked  N.  M.  Harrison  to  act  as  chairman. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  Conference  take  recess  for  15  min- 
utes. At  11.00  o'clock  Conference  reassembled  for  a  meeting  in 
the  interest  of  High  Point  College.  The  meeting  was  presided  over 
by  Rev.  G.  I.  Humphreys,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  College.  Addresses 
were  made  by  Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  De- 
partment of  Christian  Education,  and  by  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison, 
Promotional  Secretary  of  the  College.  The  concluding  address  was 
in  the  nature  of  an  annual  report  submitted  by  the  President  of 
the  College.  The  report  contained  a  number  of  recommendations. 
On  motion  these  were  referred  to  a  special  committee  consisting  of 
T.  M.  Johnson,  R.  M.  Andrews  and  J.  B.  Hicks.  It  was  made  the 
order  of  the  day  at  10.00  o'clock  Friday  to  consider  the  report  of 
the   Committee. 

Adjournment  was  taken  at  1.15,  no  session  to  be  held  until 
7.30  tonight. 

Thursday   Night 

7.30.  The  High  Point  College  Choir,  under  the  dire^ction  of 
Professor  E.  B.  Stimson,  and  the  Oi'chestra,  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Luce,  of  the  Department  of  Music,  gave  a  half -hour  concert. 
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This  was  followed  by  a  meeting  in  the  interest  of  Missions. 
The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  Mrs.  W,  C.  Hammer,  President 
of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  Woman's  Work.  An  address  was 
made  by  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Haddaway,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

A.  G.  Dixon,  chairman,  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Missions.  The  report  was  adopted.  On  motion  it  was  made  the 
order  of  the  day  to  hear  Dr.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  following  the  devo- 
tions tomorrow  morning.     Conference  adjourned. 

Friday,  November  6 

9.00.  After  a  hymn  and  a  prayer  by  E.  G.  Lowdermilk,  the 
Conference  roll  was  called.  The  minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions 
were  read  and  corrected. 

The  speaker  for  the  devotional  period  at  9:30  was  the  Rev.  G. 
Ray  Jordan,  D.  D.,  Pastor  of  the  Wesley  Memorial  Church,  M.  E. 
Church,  South. 

According  to  Conference  action,  Dr.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  Editor 
of  our  Sunday  school  periodicals,  spoke  at  the  conclusion  of  Dr. 
Jordan's  address. 

The  Conference  Committee  on  Music  was  excused  for  a  meet- 
ing. At  10.00  o'clock  it  was  the  order  of  the  day  to  consider  the 
report  of  the  special  committee  to  take  under  advisement  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  President  of  the  College.  On  motion,  after 
remarks  by  Dr.  Humphreys,  the  report  was  adopted.      (Report  D.) 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed 
to  make  a  canvass  of  the  Conference  session  to  aid  in  the  placing 
of  bonds.  A  committee  of  three  was  also  elected  to  help  in  the 
organization  of  the  "College  Three  Hundred  Club." 

L.  S.  Helms  and  the  delegate  from  Connelly  Springs  Charge, 
were  excused  from  further  attendance. 

At  11.00  o'clock  it  was  the  order  of  the  day  to  consider  a  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  After  dis- 
cussion, the  motion  prevailed  to  refer  the  report  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee to  incorporate  any  suggestions  the  brethren  might  make. 

J.  E.  Pritchard  showed  a  copy  of  the  first  Discipline  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,   printed  in   1831. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  President  of  the  General  Conference, 
subscriptions  for  High  Point  College  bonds  were  taken  to  the 
amount  of  $5,000.  P.  S.  Kennett,  speaking  for  the  Faculty  of  the 
College,  stated  that  adjustments  might  be  made  whereby  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  would  accept  bonds  as  part  payment  on  salaries 
to  the  same  amount. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  made  a  statement  concerning 
an  aged  member  of  the   Conference,  and  asked  for  a  contribution 
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for  his  relief.     (An  offering  to  the  amount  of  $17.00  was  taken.) 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  carried,  and  after  benediction  by 
C.  E.  Forlines,  Conference  stood  adjourned  until  the  afternoon 
session. 


Friday  Afternoon 

1.30.  The  conference  sang  a  hymn  and  was  led  in  prayer  by 
H.  F.  Fogleman. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Music  was  read  and  adopted. 
(Report  F)  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Literature  and  Edu- 
cation was  read  and  adpoted.  (Report  G)  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rural  Church  was  read,  and  after  remarks  by  the  Presi- 
dent, was  adopted.      (Report  H) 

At  2.00  o'clock  it  was  the  order  of  the  day  to  elect  represen- 
tatives to  the  General  Conference.  The  ballot  was  distributed  and 
a  vote  taken.     The  tellers  retired  to  count  the  ballots. 

The  following  fraternal  messengers  were  introduced  to  the 
Conference:  Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler,  D.  D.,  Rev.  W.  A.  Newell,  D.  D., 
Dr.  W.  P.  Few,  representing  the  Conferences  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
South,  in  this  state;  and  Rev.  W.  A.  Parsons,  representing  the 
Blue  Ridge-Atlantic  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church.

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Friday  Night 

7.15.  The  evening  sei-vice  was  given  over  to  a  meeting  in 
the  interest  of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education. 
Music  vi^as  rendered  by  the  choir  of  First  Church,  and  by  Mr.  Chas. 
Reiner,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore,  Md. 

The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  Rev.  F.  W.  Paschall,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education.  An.  ad- 
dress was  made  by  Dr.  Lawrence  C.  Little,  Professor  of  Religious 
Education  in  Western  Maryland  College. 

This  address  was  followed  with  one  by  Judge  Johnson  J. 
Hayes,  of  the  Federal  District  Court,  who  spoke  on  "Law  Enforce- 
ment." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  the  tellers  reported  the  elec- 
tion of  the  following  representatives  to  the  General  Conference:

Conference  was 
dismissed  with  prayer  by  T.  M.  Johnson. 

Saturday,   November  7 

9.00.  After  a  hymn  the  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  of 
Friday's  sessions  read  and  corrected. 

Before  a  ballot  was  taken  it  was  moved  that  the  names  of  the 
seven  highest  laymen  and  the  five  highest  ministers  be  read.  A 
substitute  motion  was  offered  that  no  names  be  read  until  after  the 
third  ballot.

Monday  for  the  Brotherhood  meeting. 

It  was  the  order  of  the  day  at  10.30  to  hear  reports  from  the 
Children's  Home.  All  the  children  in  the  Home,  to  the  number  of 
105,  were   on  the  platform,  and  gave  a  short  program.     This  was 
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followed  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Children's  Home, 
This  was  followed  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Children's 
Home.  Capt.  A.  M.  Rankin,  (Report  J),  and  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent, Rev.  A.  G.  Dixon.     (Report  K).

T.  M.  Johnson  was  asked  by  the  President  to  make  a  statement 
concerning  Harris  Chapel,  near  La  Grange.  On  motion'the  Presi- 
dent was  authorized  to  appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  and  to 
take  such  action  as  it  deems  wise.      The  following  committee  was

J.  E.  Pritchard  was  in  the  chair.  The  Treasurer  read  the  re- 
port of  the  Budget  Council.     The  report  was  adopted.      (Report  N) 

The  order  of  the  day  at  2.15  was  to  hear  Dr.  H.  H.  Price, 
Editor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder.  In  his  absence  Mr. 
Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  Publisher  of  the  paper,  read  a  statement. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  Budget  Council  work  out  the 
apportionment  for  expense  of  the  representatives  to  the  General 
Conference,  and  publish  the  same. 

F.  L.  Gibbs,  a  member  of  this  Conference,  and  the  Associate 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Religious  Education,  addressed  the 
Conference. 

The  tellers  reported  no  election.  Another  ballot  was  taken 
and  the  tellers  retired. 

The  re-reading  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Methodist 
Protestant  Herald,  which  had  been  referred  back  to  the  committee, 
was  taken  up,  and  on  motion  considered  by  items.  It  was  ordered 
that  item  1  be  changed  to  conform  to  the  Editor's  wishes;  that  is, 
that  the  deficit  be  taken  out  of  the  Budget  and  made  a  free-will 
offering,  to  be  paid  some  time  during  the  Conference  year.

It  was  voted  that,  to  save  space  in  the  Journal,  only  such  items  be 
included  as  are  essential  to  the  permanent  record,  and  that  the  mat- 
ter to  be  included  be  left  to  the  President  and  the  Secretary. 

The  report  of  the  Conference  Faculty  was  submitted  and  on  motion 
adopted.  (Report  P).  Action  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Church  Extension  and  Survey  was  deferred  until  the  President  could 
be  in  the  room.

A  motion  pre- 
vailed to  take  ballots  to  the  members  of  the  Stationing  Committee 
and  to  the  Statistical  Secretary. 

It  being  the  rule  of  the  Conference  that  the  Committee  on 
Ministerial  Character  is  a  committee  erected  only  when  matters  are 
to  be  presented  to  it,  there  being  none  such,  the  report  was  ordered 
not  read. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Official  Character  was  read 
and  on  motion  adopted.  (Report  U).  The  members  of  the  Super- 
annuated Fund  Society  were  excused  for  a  meeting. 
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The  following  reports  were  read  and  adopted:  Parsonages  (Re- 
port R)  ;  Pastoral  Work,  (Report  S)  ;  Stewardship,  (Report  T) ; 
Boundary  Committee,  (Report  V)  ;  Committee  on  Oak  Ridge  Church, 
(Report  W). 

The  tellers  made  another  report,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson  is 
elected.  A  motion  is  carried  to  take  from  the  table  all  the  motions 
made  in  connection  with  the  reading  of  names  of  those  to  be  voted 
for  representatives  to  the  General  Conference.  A  motion  carried 
to  read  all  the  nominees  on  the  last  ballot.  This  was  done  and  an- 
other ballot  taken. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  carried,  and  Conference  stood  ad- 
journed after  prayer  by  C.  H.  Whitaker. 

Sunday,    November   8  * 

11.00.  At  this  hour  the  ordination  service  was  held  in  the  Con- 
ference church.

The  Conference  Brotherhood  held  a  meeting  at  11.00  o'clock. 
After  the  meeting,  Conference  resumed  its  sitting  with  T.  M.  John- 
son in  the  chair. 

The  tellers  reported  no  election.  Before  the  ballot  was  taken 
the  names  of  all  nominees  were  read.  The  vote  was  taken,  and  the 
tellers  retired. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  asked  permission  to  insert  some 
additional  names  in  their  final  report.     The  request  was  gi-anted. 
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The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  submitted  the 
report  of  that  committee.    The  report  was  adopted.    (Report  Z). 

The  Secretary  read  a  resolution — an  overture  to  the  General 
Conference.  On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  copies  be  made  and 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the   delegation  to  the  General   Conference. 

The  tellers  reported  the  election  of  B.  M.  Williams,  minister; 
and  of  T.  S.  Coble,  layman.     Another  ballot  was  taken. 

A  partial  report  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  was  sub- 
mitted.   The  report  was  adopted.     (Report  AA). 

The  tellers  reported  no  election.  Another  ballot  was  taken. 
On  motion  Conference  recessed  for  one  hour  for  lunch. 

Monday  Afternoon 

1.20.  T.  M.  Johnson  was  in  the  chair.  Geo.  R.  Brown  was 
excused  to  attend  a  funeral.     Also  E.   0.   Peeler. 

The  tellers  reported  no  election,  and  another  ballot  was  taken. 
J.  D.  Williams  made  request  for  a  superannuate  relation  for 
E.  C.  Lowdermilk.  N.  G.  Bethea  made  the  same  request  in  behalf 
of  G.  F.  Millaway.  A.  G.  Dixon  made  some  fitting  remarks  at  this 
point,  and  after  granting  the  requests,  Conference  stood  in  appre- 
ciation of  the  lives  and  services  of  these  brethren.  A.  L.  Hunter 
led  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

After  some  remarks  by  T.  M.  Johnson,  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  District  Parsonages  was  read  and  on  motion  adopted.  (Re- 
port BB). 

On  motion  the  District  Parsonage  Trustees  were  authorized  to 
borrow  $3,000  from  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society. 

The  tellers  reported  no  election.  On  motion  the  name  of  J.  W. 
Hulin  was  added  to  the  list  of  superannuates.  A  ballot  was  taken, 
after  the  names  of  nominees  had  been  read. 

The  Committee  on  Official  Character  made  an  additional  report 
which  was  ordered  added  to  the  original  report. 

E.  L.  Douglas,  delegate  from  First  Church,  stated  that  some  of 
the  members  of  this  church  were  desirous  of  entertaining  the  1936 
session  of  the  General  Conference  and  introduced  the  following: 

That  dependent  upon  the  concurrence  of  the  First  Church,  High 
Point,  this  Conference  extend  an  invitation  to  the  General  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  to  hold  its  1936  session 
in  the  First  Church,   High  Point. 

The  paper  was  signed  by  E.  L.  Douglas  and  G.  L.  Curry.  Con- 
ference voted  to  extend  the  invitation. 

An  offering  was  taken  for  the  benefit  of  the  church  janitor, 
as  an  expression  of  our  appreciation. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Extension  and  Survey 
was  read.  On  motion  the  report  was  ordered  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension  with  the  request  that  the  matter  be  taken  up 
with  the  Board  of  Missions,  with  the  understanding  that  it  is  the 
request  of  the  Conference. 

The  tellers  reported  the  election  of  J.  A.  Burgess,  minister; 
and  J.  M.  Cutchin,  and  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr.,  laymen.  This  closed  the 
voting  for  representatives.  On  motion  the  ministers  and  laymen 
having  the  five  highest  votes  were  made  alternates.  They  are  as 
follows:  R.  C.  Stubbins,  A.  G.  Dixon,  R.  A.  Hunter,  Edward  Suits; 
Laymen:   Dr.  R.  V.  Yokeley,  Mrs.  Geo.  R.  Brown,  Dr.  W.  R.  Goley, 

E.  L.  Douglas,  R.  M.  Cox 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  was  read, 
and  on  motion  adopted.     (Report  DD). 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  action  taken  as  indicated: 
Committee  on  Financing  the  Church,  (Report  EE).  Adopted.  Pres- 
ident of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education,  (Report 
FF).  Adopted.  Committee  on  Religious  Education,  (Report  GG). 
Adopted. 

The  Secretary  read  the  impressions  of  the  President  of  the 
General  Conference  concerning  this  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
On  motion  the  paper  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 

Resolution  2,  concerning  Dr.  Geo.  H.  Miller,  now  in  this  State 
in  the  interest  of  his  health,  was  read.     The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  read.  (Report  II). 
On  motion  the  report  was  adopted,  and  Conference  stood  in  appre- 
ciation of  the  services  of  J.  Norman  Wills,  for  thirty-four  years 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Board,  who  is  resigning  that  office. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  adopted:  Board  of 
Trustees,  (Report  JJ)  ;  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
(Report  KK)  ;  Treasurer  of  the  Fuller  Bequest,  (Report  LL)  ;  Trea- 
surer of  the  Roberts  Fund,  (Report  MM)  ;  Conference  Secretary, 
(Report  NN)  ;  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious 
Education,    (Report  00). 

It  was  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Statistical  Secretary  be 
published  in  the  Journal  without  reading.

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On  motion  the  appox'tionments  were  ordered  printed  in  the 
Herald.  A  motion  prevailed  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Stationing 
Committee.  After  some  remarks  by  the  President,  H.  A.  Garrett, 
the  lay  member  of  the  Stationing  Committee  read  the  report.  Con- 
ference voted  to  adopt.      (Report  QQ). 

The  President  asked  that  the  brethren  who  were  ordained  yes- 
terday come  forward.  After  addressing  some  remarks  to  them,  he 
asked  the  Conference  to  stand  as  an  act  of  love  and  interest.  T.  M. 
Jonhson  led  the  Conference  in  prayer  on  their  behalf. 

H.  F.  Fogleman  asked  that  a  Committee  be  set  up  to  study  means 
whereby  the  ministers  of  the  Conference  could  help  each  other 
financially.  The  President  appointed  H.  F.  Fogleman,  J.  A.  Burgess, 
and  Edward  Suits  the  members  of  this  Committee. 

After  the  singing  of  "Blest  Be  the  Tie  that  Binds,"  and  prayer 
by  the  President,   Conference  stood  adjournment.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 
(Report   A) 

To  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church,  assembled  in  First  Church,  High  Point,  N.  C, 
November  4,   1931,  in  the   One   Hundred  and  Fourth  Session. 

Dearly  Beloved: 

"Grace  and  peace  be  multiplied  unto  you  through  the  knowledge 
of  God,  and  of  Jesus  our  Lord." 

We  are  now  entering  upon  that  performance  which  has  been 
our  custom  for  one  hundred  years.  This  is  the  event  to  which  our 
fathers  looked  with  deep  interest,  earnest  concern,  and  happy  anti- 
cipations, with  each  recurring  year.  It  is,  likewise,  the  time  to 
which  our  faces,  are  annually  set,  and  like  our  fathers,  we  too,  come 
to  this  event  with  gladness  of  heart  and  earnestness  of  purpose.  We 
are  here  on  business  for  the  King,  and  it  delights  us  to  fellowship 
with  Him,  as  we  review  another  year  in  his  service,  and  plan  with 
him,  and  with  each  other,  to  intensify  the  power  of  his  Kingdom, 
and  to  extend  its  horizon  to  "earth's  remotest  bounds." 

"Jesus,  united  by  thy  grace, 
And  each  to  each  endeared, 
With  confidence  we  seek  thy  face. 
And  know  our  prayer  is  heard." 

"Touched  by  the  loadstone  of  thy  love. 
Let  all  our  hearts  agree; 
And  ever  toward  each  other  move, 
And  ever  move  toward  thee." 

To  say  that  this  year  has  been  unusual  in  the  matter  of  finances 
would  be  common  place  and  trite.  This  is  an  open  secret  to  every  one, 
and  to  speak  of  it  here  is  only  to  recount  what  we  have  heard  all 
the  year. 

There  is,  however,  a  phase  of  the  year's  work  that  may  not  be 
so  well  known  by  all.  If  we  have  been  "cast  down"  by  money  con- 
ditions, we  have  certainly  not  been  "in  despair."  There  has  prevailed 
in  the  Conference,  throughout  the  year,  a  steady  and  earnest  pur- 
pose to  go  forward  with  our  work.  The  result  is  that  on  some 
charges  this  has  been  a  year  of  most  gratifying  success,  both  spir- 
itually and  financially.  And  in  all  the  churches,  there  are  excellent 
results  that  crown  the  year. 
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Only  last  week  one  pastor  remarked  that  it  had  been  a  year  of 
good  revivals.  On  many  charges  that  has  been  true.  One  pastor 
reports  32  professions;  another  46;  another  65;  another  80;  another 
127;  and  still  another  200.  And  many  range  from  20  to  40.  A 
goodly  number  of  charges  have  had  gratifying  accessions,  one  charge 
reporting  as  many  as  178.  An  increasing  spiritual  strength  is  also 
reported  by  many  charges;  others  report  a  normal  spiritual  condi- 
tion; and  but  few  report  a  waning  spiritual  life. 

The  organizational  activities  of  the  Conference  have  been 
pleasing  during  the  year.  The  Sunday  schools  have  been  good;  the 
women's  work  has  made  progress;  Christian  Endeavor  is  alive  in 
some  churches;  and  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education 
has  moved  up  perceptibly  in  its  work.  More  training  schools  for  re- 
ligious workers  were  held  in  the  Conference  this  year  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  the  enrollment  has  been  most  heartening. 

And  with  all  this,  there  has  been  a  noticeable  degree  of  har- 
mony everywhere.  Despite  the  wide-spread  economic  depression, 
we  have  refused  to  hang  our  harps  upon  the  willows.  Our  faces 
are  still  set  toward  Zion's  gate,  and  a  note  of  hope  and  triumph  rings 
in  every  song. 

"Zion  stands  with  hills  surrounded, 
Zion  kept  by  power  divine; 
All  her  foes  shall  be  confounded, 
Tho  the  world  in  arms  combine: 
Happy  Zion! 

What  a  favored  lot  is  thine!" 

"In  the  furnace  God  may  prove  thee. 

Thence  to  bring  thee  forth  more  bright. 
But  can  never  cease  to  love  thee; 
God  is  with  thee, 

God,  thine  everlasting  light." 

Our  Departed 

During  the  year  our  Conference  family  circle  has  been  broken 
by  the  passing  of  two  of  our  number.  Sister  Loy,  wife  of  Rev.  D.  M. 
Loy,  and  Sister  Ball,  wife  of  Rev.  J.  R.  Ball,  deceased. 

These  were  good  women,  and  in  their  going  we  are  left  with  the 
comforting  hope  that  they  have  passed  beyond  the  "reach  of  death 
and  change,"  and  that  no  harm  can  befall  them  now.  Here  they 
had  no  continuing  city,  but  they  sought  one;  they  have  now  en- 
tered in  through  the  gates,  and  are  set  down  at  the  right  hand  of  God. 

The  tender  sympathy  of  the  Conference  is  extended  to  the 
bereaved  relatives. 

Obituary  committees  were  promptly  appointed,  and  a  memorial 
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service,  which  is  our  custom,  will  be  held  in  this  auditorium,  next 
Sunday  afternoon,  at  2.30,  in  honor  of  these  deceased  Sisters. 

Our  Superannuates 

Each  year  we  turn  with  renewed  concern  to  this  group  of  our 
ministers  who  have  grown  old,  both  in  years  and  in  service.  We  con- 
fess again  our  love  and  acknowledge  anew  our  obligations  to  them, 
and  still  long  for  some  adequate  material  way  of  expressing  both. 
The  economic  conditions  have  greatly  reduced  our  funds  for  church 
purposes,  and  this  cause  has  suffered  along  with  all  other  Confer- 
ence interests.  But  it  is  still  on  our  hearts,  and  we  shall  not  cease 
in  our  efforts  to  make  provision  for  these  men  and  their  wives  who 
have  given  their  lives  to  the  Conference,  and  have  grown  old  in  its 
service.  Five  hundred  dollars  a  year  to  each  superannuate  should 
be  our  minimum  goal  for  this  purpose.  We  should  hold  that  con- 
stantly before  the  Conference  as  an  ideal,  and  work  unitedly  and 
persistently  for  its  realization. 

Our  last  Conference  gave  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Superannuated  Fund  Society  the  privilege  and  the  responsibility  of 
providing  ways  and  means  by  which  our  supex'annuated  fund  may 
be  raised;  I  shall  not,  therefore,  anticipate  their  work  by  any  sug- 
gestions here  of  plans  or  amounts  for  this  year.  This  committee  will 
no  doubt  do  that  when  they  make  their  report  to  the  Conference. 

Let  me  give  assurance  in  this  final  word  of  our  affection  in  the 
Lord  for  our  superannuates,  and  the  wives  of  our  deceased  min- 
isters. May  mercy  from  the  Lord,  and  peace,  be  theirs,  and  may 
they  be  in  the  constant  keeping  of  Him  whose  power  is  unlimited, 
and  whose  mercy  is  unfailing. 

The  Pastor  and  the  People 

(Abbreviated) 

It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  address  the  same  conference  four 
years  in  succession,  and  have  something  to  say  each  time  that  will 
command  attention,  and  receive  approval  and  response.  That  is 
particularly  true  with  the  phase  of  this  message  that  is  before  us 
now.  You,  brethren,  both  of  the  ministry  and  the  laity,  are  having 
constant  experience  in  the  relation  of  Shepherd  and  Flock,  and  out 
of  this  experience,  and  your  intelligent  understanding  of  this  re- 
lationship, you  draw  your  conclusions  and  shape  your  course  of 
action.  I  do  not,  therefore,  presume  to  have  any  wisdom  on  this 
matter  that  you  do  not  possess.  All  that  I  can  hope  to  do  is  simply 
to  call  attention  to  some  things  in  this  relationship  that  all  of  us 
undei  stand  to  be  vital,  and  probably  impress  our  hearts  with  a 
deepened  sense  of  their  importance. 

Let  me  express  the  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  agree  with  me 
when  I  say,  in  the  first  place,  that  we  are  entering  upon  a  discus- 
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sion  of  a  matter  that  is  more  vital  to  the  Conference  and  the  king- 
dom than  everything  else  in  our  scheme  of  work  combined.  A  church 
can  probably  live,  after  a  fashion,  without  institutions,  but  it  can 
not  live  without  pastors  and  churches  for  pastors  to  serve.  There- 
fore, I  say  again  that  everything  else  in  our  conference  scheme  of 
work  is  of  less  importance  than  the  relationship  of  pastor  and  people. 
If  you  delegates  were  called  upon  to  make  a  frank  statement  as  to 
your  chief  concern  in  this  Conference,  you  would  say,  "It's  a  pastor 
for  my  charge."  And  if  you  pastors  were  called  upon  to  make  a 
like  frank  statement,  you  would  say,  "It's  a  charge  for  my  pastor- 
ate." And  I  have  no  controversy  with  you  about  that.  If  God  has 
called  you  to  preach,  why  should  you  not  be  concerned  about  a  place 
where  you  may  preach;  and  if  churches  are  to  be  supplied  with  pas- 
tors, why  should  delegates  not  be  concerned  about  pastors?  I  be- 
lieve, however,  with  Dr.  Lewis,  of  sainted  memory,  that  if  pastors 
and  delegates  would  pray  about  this  matter,  and  then  leave  God  to 
answer  their  prayers  through  the  duly  constituted  conference 
authority — the  Stationing  Committee,  in  our  case — that  every  pastor 
would  get  the  charge  that  he  ought  to  have,  and  every  charge  would 
get  the  pastor  that  God  wants  it  to  have. 

The  relationship  of  pastor  and  people  involves  two  inescapable 
facts;  namely,  Leadership  and  Fellowship.  To  lead  is  the  function 
of  the  pastor;  to  lead  well  is  his  imperative  duty.  To  follow  is  the 
obligation  of  the  sheep;  to  follow  well  is  an  absolute  necessity.  The 
flock  that  follows  a  wise  and  discriminating  shepherd,  serves  God 
just  as  much  so  as  the  shepherd  who  leads;  or,  to  put  it  the  other 
way  round,  the  shepherd  who  leads  does  not  serve  God  a  bit  more 
than  the  flock  that  follows.  But  both  must  remember  always  that 
there  must  be  a  shepherd  to  lead  and  a  flock  to  follow  before  there 
can  be  grazing  in  green  pastures  and  drinking  beside   still  waters. 

In  this  relationship,  the  pastor  will  have,  of  course,  a  deep  con- 
cern for  the  spiritual  life  and  development  of  his  people;  but  he 
must  not  forget  that  his  first  regard  is  toward  himself.  Like  Paul, 
he  must  keep  his  body  under  and  bring  it  into  subjection,  lest  after 
he  has  preached  to  others  he  himself  becomes  a  castaway.  Which 
is  simply  another  way  of  saying  that  his  own  Christ-likeness  in 
spirit,  speech,  and  conduct,  must  commend  his  ministry.  He  will 
also  have  a  due  regard  for  his  preaching.  He  must  preach  the  word. 
The  best  sermon  source  available  to  any  minister  is  the  Bible.  There 
are  more  sermons  in  it  than  any  minister  can  ever  preach;  and  the 
minister  who  gets  his  sermons  from  this  source  will  have  a  hearing 
that  he  cannot  get  otherwise.  Paul's  exhortation  to  Timothy  is  still 
timely:  "Preach  the  word,"  and  "study  to  show  thyself  approved 
unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth."     There  is  no  more  imperative  obligation 
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upon  a  minister,  save  that  of  his  own  personal  integrity,  than  to 
give  no  uncertain  sound     in  his  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures. 

Another  matter  involved  in  the  pastor's  relationship  to  the 
people,  and  in  which  he  has  an  important  obligation,  and  opportunity 
as  well,  is  that  of  conference  and  denominational  plans  and  pro- 
grams. The  people  expect  the  pastor  to  instruct  them  and  lead  them 
in  these  things.  At  least,  they  should;  and  if  they  do  not,  he  should 
prayerfully  and  tactfully  try  to  create  this  expectation.  A  request 
was  recently  made  for  the  return  of  a  certain  pastor  because  of  his 
interest  and  activity  on  behalf  of  the  annual  conference  and  general 
conference  programs  of  the  church.  Every  pastor  should  be  thorough- 
ly acquainted  with  the  plans  and  activities  of  the  entire  church  in 
order  that  he  may  inform  his  people  on  these  things,  and  lead  them 
out  in  their  support  of  all  these  interests.  The  very  fact  that  he 
himself  is  alive  on  all  of  these  matters  will  inspire  confidence  in  him 
on  the  part  of  the  people,  and  strengthen  him  in  his  leadership. 

Perhaps  it  all  can  best  be  summed  up  in  Paul's  admonition, 
given  to  the  Elders  of  the  church  at  Ephesus: 

"Take  heed,  therefore,  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock  over 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church 
of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood." 

And  now  this  final  word.  The  finances,  necessary  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  kingdom,  are  involved  in  this  relationship  of  Pastor 
and  People.  Let  me  express  the  hope  that  consecrated  men  and 
women  will  bring  their  business  ability  to  bear  upon  this  problem, 
and  that  they  will  work  out  plans  for  local  congregations  that  will 
be  adequate  for  this  need.  I  shall  hail  the  day  with  gladness  when 
ministers  are  relieved  from  "serving  tables,"  and  are  left  free  to 
give  themselves  to  study,  "to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the 
word." 

The   First    Great   Mission   of    the   Church 

(Abbreviated) 

When  Jesus  declared,  "the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and  to 
save  that  which  is  lost,"  he  fixed  unalterably  the  program  of  his 
church.  And  when  he  gave  his  parting  commission  to  his  Apostles, 
and  said  to  them,  "go  and  preach,"  he  started  his  church  on  its  God 
— given  mission  of  saving  the  world.  This,  brethren  of  the  ministry, 
is  our  supreme  task;  this,  men  of  the  pew,  is  your  paramount  busi- 
ness. We  are  all  laborers  together  with  God,  and  the  one  work  that 
God  wants  us  to  labor  with  him  in  is  that  of  bringing  to  Jesus  those 
who  have  not  received  his  spirit  and  who  have  not  accepted  his  teach- 
ings and  his  ideals  as  their  standard  of  life. 

The  test  of  the  church's  success  and  power  is  not  in  the  col- 
lection plate,  but  in  the  altar.  The  chief  question  is  not,  How  many 
dollars  have  been  raised  during  the  year,   but  how   many  sinners 
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have  saved.  This  is  where  the  emphasis  is  to  be  placed  first,  and 
where  it  is  to  be  kept  last.  And  just  as  the  church  makes  chief  in 
all  of  its  plans  and  purposes  this  one  thing,  just  in  that  measure  will 
the  windows  of  heaven  be  open  to  us  and  showers  of  divine  bene- 
diction descend  upon  us. 

The  greatest  privilege  of  any  minister  is  to  win  souls  to  Christ, 
and  the  most  essential  factor  in  the  program  of  any  church  is 
the  emphasis  that  is  put  on  evangelism.  The  church  that  is  not  throw- 
ing out  the  "life  line  to  danger — wrought  men,"  can  hardly  claim 
the  passion  of  Him  who  come  to  "seek  and  to  save  that  which  was 
lost." 

Would  to  God  that  a  new  heart  warming  might  come  to  all 
of  us,  and  that  a  new  flame  of  evangelism  might  sweep  over  the 
church. 

Our    Women's    Work 

The  growth  of  our  conference  in  this  phase  of  our  work  in 
recent  years  has  been  but  little  short  of  phenominal.  A  comparison 
of  fifteen  years  will  show  how  marked  this  growth  has  been. 

We  are  a  bit  handicapped  in  this  comparison  because  our 
records  fifteen  years  ago  were  not  kept  so  full  and  so  accurately  as 
they  now  are.  The  Journal  of  1915,  the  year  with  which  our  com- 
parison begins,  does  not  give  the  number  of  missionary  societies  and 
Aid  Societies;  but  the  Journal  of  1917  does.  We  had  then  11  W. 
F.  M.  S.  and  16  W.  H.  M.  S.  In  these  two  organizations  the  mem- 
bership totaled  392.  And  of  course,  there  are  duplications  here,  be- 
cause many  women  belonged  to  each  society.  In  the  matter  of  Aid 
Societies  we  have  to  depend  on  the  records  of  1921,  as  there  are  no 
adequate  records  on  this  organization  between  this  year  and  1915. 
The  Journal  of  1921  shows  that  we  had  then  39  Aid  Societies,  with  a 
membership  of  271.  Judging  from  these  figures,  the  women  enrolled 
in  missionary  organizations  and  Aid  Societies,  fifteen  years  ago, 
could  not  have  been  more  than  650,  including  duplications.  And 
total  combined  organizations  could  not  have  been  more  than  65 — 
27  missionary  societies,  and  38  Aid  Societies. 

Now  compare  these  figures  of  1915  with  the  records  of  1930, 
just  fifteen  years  later.  The  records  of  last  year  show  that  we  had 
then  81  Auxiliaries  and  42  Aid  Societies,  with  2541  members  in  the 
former  and  972  in  the  latter.  This  is  a  membership  gain  in  these 
two  orgainzations  of  440  per  cent  in  15  years. 

The  growth  is  further  emphasized  by  the  amount  of  money 
raised  through  these  organizations.  Fifteeen  years  ago  the  Aid 
Society  and  the  missionary  organizations  of  the  conference  raised 
$4,221;  last  year  they  raised  $32,002— an  increase  of  $27,781,  or 
550  per  cent. 

This  Comparison  is  highly  gratifying,  as  far  as  it  has"  gone; 
but  it  is  far  from  being  complete.     No  notice  has  been  taken  of  the 
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missionary  activities  of  our  young  people.  Marked  growth  has  been 
made  in  this  particular.  Nor  has  the  comparison  taken  into  account 
the  more  perfect  organization  of  our  women's  work,  and  the  en- 
larged and  improved  agencies  and  means  that  are  now  employed 
in  carrying  on  their  work. 

Our  growth  in  this  department  of  our  work  is  surely  cause  for 
much  satisfaction  and  encouragement. 

This  report  should  take  notice  of  the  fact  that  the  North  Caro- 
lina Branch  is  paying  the  salary  of  Rev.  J.  F.  Minnis,  and  that  he 
is  accredited  to  this  Branch  as  their  own  missionary  to  India. 

We  most  heartily  commend  our  women  for  their  zeal  and  good 
work.  They  were'  never  more  active  in  our  conference  and  never 
more  effective  in  their  work.  This  year  several  new  auxiliaries  have 
been  organized,  and  progress  along  all  lines  is  in  evidence.  One  need 
is  an  auxiliary  in  every  charge,  if  not  in  every  church.  We  urge 
our  pastors  and  churches  where  there  are  no  auxiliaries  to  give  every 
possible  assistance  in  bringing  this  about. 

Our    Sunday    School    Literature 

By  common  consent,  the  Sunday  school  would,  no  doubt,  be 
voted  the  most  important  auxiliary  of  the  church.  The  very  large 
enrollment,  and  the  great  amount  of  money  invested  in  this  depart- 
ment of  the  church  attests  its  importance. 

The  Sunday  school  literature,  therefore,  becomes  a  very  signifi- 
cent  matter  to  the  church.  For  our  schools,  none  is  so  good  as  our 
own.  This  is  true  for  two  reasons:  First,  because  it  is  our  own;  and 
second,  because  it  is  as  good  as  the  best.  It  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  most  of  our  schools  feel  that  way  about  it,  and  use  it. 

Our  range  of  supplies  covers  every  need  of  the  school,  from  the 
cradle  roll  to  the  Home  Department.  The  form  is  good;  the  treat- 
ment of  the  lessons  varied  and  adequate;  and  the  choice  of  matter 
for  the  various  ages  and  departments  is  made  with  discriminating 
care. 

We  are  glad  to  assure  the  Editor,  Dr.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  of 
our  continued  support  in  the  efficient  work  that  he  is  doing  for  the 
church  through  this  department. 

The    Pastor's    Summer    Conference 

For  many  years,  this  organization  of  our  conference  has  af- 
forded us  much  helpful  fellowship,  information,  and  inspiration.  It 
has  fully  justified  its  existence,  and  should  be  and  will,  no  doubt,  be 
continued.  There  is,  however,  an  opinion  among  pastors  that  it 
could  now  serve  us  better  in  another  form.  Consequently  in  our  July 
meeting  of  this  year  steps  were  taken  to  convert  the  Summer  Con- 
ference into  a  Pastor's  Training  School.     A  committee  was  appointed 
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to  take  this  matter  under  advisement,  and  see  what  can  be  done  to 
make  it  effective. 

That  Committee  will  probably  have  some  report  to  make  to  this 
conference. 

The    Children's    Home 

{Abbreviated) 

Any  reference  to  this  Institution  awakens  throughout  the 
Church,  and  especially  in  North  Carolina,  where  the  Home  is  located, 
attention  and  interest.  The  appeals  of  needy  childhood  find  ready 
ears,  responsive  hearts,  and  open  pocket  books,  as  no  other  appeals 
do.  Institutions  that  shelter,  clothe,  and  educate  homeless  and  help- 
less children  are  but  another  way  by  which  Jesus  takes  them  into 
his  arms,  puts  his  hands  upon  their  heads,  and  blesses  them. 

It  has  been  a  fortunate  thing  for  hundreds  of  children  that  God 
moved  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  North  Carolina 
twenty-one  years  ago  to  start  this  Home.  It  is  likewise  a  God-send  to 
the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  and  to  the  entire  Deijomination,  as  well,  that  this  Home 
was  opened.  From  all  parts  of  the  Church — North,  South,  East  and 
West,  we  bring  our  standards  here,  and  lift  them  high  as  one  banner, 
in  our  united  sympathy,  love  and  service  for  homeless  and  helpless 
childhood.  The  blessings  of  God  have  been  upon  us  in  a  richer  meas- 
ure because  we  have  united  our  efforts  in  caring  for  these  little  ones. 

Under  the  management  of  Superintendent  Dixon  and  his  helpers, 
the  Home  is  well  conducted.  The  physical  plant  is  kept  in  the  best 
condition  that  the  means  at  his  disposal  will  allow,  and  all  possible 
care  is  given  to  the  children,  and  with  a  view  always  to  their 
physical,  spiritual,  educational,  and  social,  development  and  hap- 
piness. 

The  expense  of  running  the  Home  is  kept  within  the  bounds  of 
required  efficiency.  In  fact,  it  is  run  at  considerably  less  cost  per 
child,  according  to  the  Duke  Foundation  Report  for  1930,  than  many 
other  similar  institutions  in  the  state  with  like  capacity  and  plan  of 
operation. 

We  bespeak  for  our  people  a  generous  Thanksgiving  remem- 
brance of  the  Home,  and  we  urge  our  pastors  and  superintendents  to 
encourage  monthly  offerings,  however  'small,  from  every  Sunday 
school. 

Revising   Church   Registers 

It  is  not  infrequent  that  we  hear  complaints  about  Church 
Registers  not  being  revised.  Names  of  deceased  persons  are  left  on 
the  roll  as  active  members;  persons  to  whom  transfers  are  given 
are  not  marked  off;  and  persons  who  have  been  gone  from  the  ehurch 
community  for  many  years,  and  their  whereabouts  is  unknown,  are 
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still  carried  on  the  church  roll.  The  result  of  this  is  obvious :  it  leads 
to  a  misconception  of  the  numerical  strength  of  such  charges,  and 
makes  the  conference  membership  statistics  undependable.  And  be- 
sides, some  pastor  who  insists  upon  revising  the  roll,  must  embarrass 
himself  by  reporting  to  conference  a  loss  in  membership,  a  thing 
that  no  pastor  likes  to  do. 

One  duty  of  pastors,  as  set  forth  in  the  book  of  discipline,  is 
"To  keep  an  exact  record  of  all  the  members  belonging  to  his  station, 
circuit,  or  mission",  and  "To  keep  during  the  entire  time  of  his  pas- 
torate the  Church  Register  in  official  form".  This  matter  is  brought 
to  our  attention  each  year  through  the  pastors  official  report  blank 
by  this  question:  "Has  the  Church  Register  been  revised?" 

Our  reference  to  this  in  this  report  is  not  made  in  any  spirit  of 
criticism  of  any  pastor  or  any  charge,  but  simply  to  remind  us  of 
the  disciplinary  requirements  in  the  case,  and  to  urge  upon  us  the 
great  importance  of  keeping  our  Church  Registers  revised  and  up 
to  date. 

Our    Church    Papers 

No  conference  can  be  properly  informed  on  conference  and  de- 
nominational purposes  and  programs  without  a  generous  circulation 
of  the  church  paper.  But  this  is  not  the  only  function  of  the  church 
paper;  in  fact,  this  is  a  minor  part  of  its  mission.  The  religious 
press  is  an  agency  under  God  for  the  moulding  of  right  religious 
sentiments  and  purposes.  It  is  a  mighty  factor  in  establishing  per- 
sonal and  social  righteousness.  A  community  that  patronizes  the  re- 
ligious press  is  sure  to  be  a  community  of  pronounced  spiritual  qual- 
ities. A  church  that  has  a  church  paper-reading  congregation  will 
ultimately  become  a  spiritual  and  a  progressive  church.  The  value 
of  the  religious  paper  is  so  great  that  it  can  hardly  be  over-esti- 
mated. We  urge,  therefore,  that  our  people  subscribe  to  and  read 
our  church  papers — The  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  and  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant-Recorder.  These  are  both  excellent  papers,  and, 
for  us,  no  others  are  so  good. 

For  37  years  the  Herald  has  been  a  weekly  visitor  to  the  homes 
of  many  of  our  people,  and  so  attached  have  some  of  them  become 
to  it  that  they  look  for  its  coming  as  they  would  the  return  of  some 
absent  member  of  the  family.  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  the  founder  and 
only  editor  that  the  paper  has  had,  has  grown  old  in  years  and  feeble 
in  body  in  his  efforts  to  serve  the  conference  through  this  channel. 
Whatever  truth  there  may  be  in  Shakespeare's  saying,  it  has  an  excep- 
tion, we  think,  in  Dr.  McColloch.  If  he  has  any  "evil  to  follow  him" 
none  of  us  have  ever  found  it  out;  and  we  are  confident-  that  the 
"good  he  has  done  will  not  be  interred  with  his  bones".  In  these  37 
years  that  the  Herald  has  been  published,  the  conference  has  had,  I 
dare   say,  the  most  pronounced  progress  of   any  like   period  in   the 
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one  hundred  years  of  its  history.  And  none  one  will  dispute,  I  think, 
that  this  paper  has  played  an  important  part  in  this  progress.  Dr. 
McCulloch  has  been  very  fittingly  designated,  "North  Carolina's 
Apostle  of  Christian  Education".  One  of  his  objectives  in  the  very 
beginning  of  this  paper,  and  one  of  the  things  that  actuated  him 
in  establishing  it  was  a  Methodist  Protestant  College  in  North  Caro- 
lina. For  30  years  that  desire  was  strong  in  his  heart,  and  through 
his  paper  he  kept  it  constantly  before  our  people.  "Hope  deferred" 
made  the  hearts  of  some  of  us  grow  weak;  but  not  so  with  Dr. 
McCulloch.  If  he  ever  lost  sight  of  that  objective,  or  grew  doubtful 
about  its  ultimate  achievement,  no  one  ever  knew  of  it.  Week  after 
week  he  kept  this  idea  before  our  people  through  the  columns  of  the 
Herald.  For  thirty  years  this  process  of  education  and  stimulation 
went  on,  and  then  came  victory.  High  Point  College  is  an  achieve- 
ment, in  a  marked  measure,  of  the  pen  of  the  religious  press  in  the 
hands  of  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch.  Surely  we  should  give  to  him  and  to 
this  paper  our  wholehearted  support. 

Our  campaign,  started  last  year,  to  raise  the  subscription  list 
to  3,000  has  not  yet  resulted  in  our  goal.  The  committee  created 
by  the  conference  to  promote  this  eff'ort  has  worked  well,  and  prog- 
ress has  been  made.  For  30,000  members,  3,000  subscribers  does  not 
seem  to  be  an  unreasonable  expectation.  The  conference  will  no  doubt 
make  plans  for  continuing  our  efforts  toward  that  goal.  This  num- 
ber of  subscribers  would  make  the  paper  self-supporting,  and  would 
mean  much  to  the  mental  and  spiritual  enriching  of  the  conference. 

We  wish  also  to  commend  to  our  people  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant-Recorder-— our  only  general  church  organ.  Dr.  Harry  H.  Price, 
the  editor,  is  proving  a  worthy  successor  of  the  distinguished  men 
who  have  preceded  him  in  this  office.  The  form  of  the  paper  is  at- 
tractive, and  the  reading  matter  is  of  the  highest  order,  and  covers 
every  phase  of  church  life  and  needs.  The  paper  keeps  abreast  of 
all  great  movements,  both  of  Church  and  State,  and  is  our  chief 
source  of  general  denominational  news.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  any 
one  can  keep  up  with  the  movements  of  the  denomination  without 
reading  the  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder. 

We  heartily  commend  each  of  these  papers  to  our  readers,  and 
earnestly  hope  for  them  a  growing  circulation  in  our  conference. 

Finances 

(Abbreviated) 

This  has  been  a  very  unusual  year  in  this  phase  of  church  work. 
The  wide-spread  economic  depression  is  noticeably  reflected  in  the 
budget  receipts  of  all  denominations.  We  may  avail  ourselves,  there- 
fore, of  whatever  comfort  may  come  out  of  the  fact  that  our  church 
is  no  exception  in  this  particular.  And  since  our  church  in  tTiis  state 
is  largely  rural,  we  shall   most  likely  be  affected  adversely  in  our 
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receipts  by  the  unusual  farm  conditions  that  prevail  throughout  the 
country.  God  has  blessed  us  with  a  bountiful  harvest  in  all  sections 
of  the  conference,  and  our  people  have  an  abundance  to  live  upon; 
but  the  light  demands  for  farm  products,  and  the  unusually  low 
prices  leave  but  little  hope  that  this  part  of  our  membership  will 
be  able  to  do  for  the  financial  needs  of  the  church  what  they  desire 
to  do,  and  would  do,  if  conditions  were  more  favorable. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  of  our  people  are  not  affected  adversely 
by  the  prevailing  money  depression.  Their  income  is  as  large  as 
ever,  and  their  pay  cheque  continues  to  come  with  certain  regularity. 
These  will  have  to  give  more  generously,  even  go  the  second  mile  in 
order  to  make  up  for  the  lack  of  those  who  have  been  generous  givers, 
but  who  can  not  maintain  that  good  record  now.  It  is  a  case  in 
which  we  shall  have  to  be  scriptural,  and  the  "strong  bear  the  in- 
firmities of  the  weak." 

The  last  annual  conference  set  apart  October  as  tithing  month. 
I  estimated  recently  what  this  would  amount  to,  based  on  the  aver- 
age, annual  income  of  our  people  of  $300,  including  children.  This 
is  slightly  less  than  the  government's  estimate  for  the  United  States. 
I  found  that  the  tithe  for  this  month  alone,  figured  on  this  basis, 
would  amount  to  $75,000.  With  what  had  been  received  up  to  that 
time,  this  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  practically  all  salaries  and  bud- 
gets in  full,  and  provide  substantial  amounts  for  superannuates  and 
Church  Extension.  It  does  seem  that  we  ought  to  be  willing  to  give 
one  tenth  of  our  income  during  just  one  twelfth  of  our  time.  And  if 
so,  what  a  vast  difference  there  would  be  in  our  receipts. 

The  changed  economic  conditions  under  which  we  are  living  will 
most  likely  necessitate  readjusting  both  our  personal  and  church 
financial  programs.  This  will  have  to  be  done  in  faith  and  patience, 
and  through  cooperation.  Some  churches  may  have  to  be  merged  in 
order  to  provide  adequate  livings  for  pastors  and  adequate  means  for 
charges.  No  charge  has  properly  a  balanced  budget  if  all  the  available 
money  has  to  be  used  for  local  purposes.  Of  course  the  needs  of 
the  local  church  must  be  met;  but  the  needs  of  the  annual  and  general 
conferences  must  likewise  be  met.  We  must  not  lose  sight  of  that. 
A  charge,  therefore,  has  a  properly  balanced  budget  when  there  is 
sufficient  available  money  in  the  congregation  with  which  to  meet 
all  these  needs. 

But  in  making  whatever  adjustments  may  seem  necessary,  we 
must  not  lose  sight  of  our  pastors.  We  cannot  reduce  charges  to  the 
point  where  we  will  eliminate  men.  We  have  an  obligation  to  them,  as 
well  as  to  the  churches.  In  adjusting  our  program,  therefore,  to  meet 
the  demands  of  these  new  economic  conditions,  we  must  look  out  for 
both  pastors  and  churches,  and  make  such  adjustments  as  will  provide 
for  both. 
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And  finally,  a  time  like  this  calls  for  an  unfailing  faith  in  the 
overshadowing  providence  of  Him  who  said,  "Lo,  I  am  with  you."  He 
is  with  us.  "The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us,  and  he  is  abundantly  able 
to  provide  for  His  Church;  and  he  will.  He  has  said  that  the  gates 
of  hell  shall  not  prevail  again  his  church,  and  surely  a  money 
panic  can  not.  In  that  confidence,  let  us  enter  upon  the  work  of 
this  conference.  In  that  confidence  let  us  face  the  financial  problems 
that  are  before  us,  knowing  that  "God  is  able  to  make  all  grace 
abound  toward  us,  so  that  we,  having  all  sufficiency  in  all  things, 
may  abound  unto  every  good  work." 

Westminster   Theological    Seminary 

The  School  of  the  Prophets  is  "beautiful  for  situation"  and  the 
joy  of  the  entire  Church.  We  hold  it  as  our  own,  both  in  title  and 
in  spirit,  and  we  cherish  it  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  and  most 
indispensable  of  our  denominational  possessions.  For  a  half  century 
now,  save  one  year,  it  has  been  training  our  ministry.  The  result 
is  a  stronger  pulpit,  and  increased  prestige  and  power  for  the  church. 

And  the  work  goes  on.  A  total  of  56  students  are  enrolled 
there  this  year,  which  is  2  above  the  enrollment  of  last  year,  despite 
an  economic  depression.  These  students  represent  the  following  eight 
conferenes:  Alabama,  Eastern,  Georgia,  Japan,  Maryland,  Michigan, 
North  Carolina,  and  Pittsburgh.  Our  North  Carolina  students  are  D. 
T.  Huss  and  James  T.  Bowman,  both  college  graduates  and  both 
preparing  for  the  ministry  of  our  conference.  In  addition  to  our 
own  church,  five  other  denominations  are  represented  in  the  stu- 
dent body,  as  follows:  Methodist  Episcopal,  United  Brethren,  Church 
of  God,  and  Lutheran. 

Rev.  Hugh  Latimer  Elderdice,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  is  now  serving  his 
thirty-fourth  year  as  President  of  the  institution.  We  heartily  ap- 
preciate his  godly  life,  and  the  zeal,  wisdom,  and  sacrificing  devo- 
tion that  he  has  brought  to  his  task,  and  we  rejoice  with  him  in  the 
fact  that  he  enters  his  thirty-fourth  year  with  the  Seminary  stronger 
in  every  particular  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  His  one  goal  has 
■ever  been  to  give  to  the  church  an  efficient  ministry,  and  we  know 
that  it  must  be  gratifying  to  him,  as  it  is  to  the  entire  denomination, 
to  know  that  his  "labor  has  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord". 

A  fact  of  pleasing  sentiment  to  us  in  North  Carolina  is  that 
two  esteemed  members  of  this  conference  are  on  the  Seminary  fac- 
ulty— Dr.  C.  E.  Forlines  and  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  us  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  put  on 
a  campaign  in  North  Carolina  to  raise  our  allotment  on  the  Seminary 
Endowment.  We  have  been  hindered  in  our  desires  toward  this  good 
cause  by  local  conditions,  and  when  we  can  get  to  it  does  not  yet 
appear.  The  needs  of  High  Point  College  are  so  great  that^we  must 
concentrate  upon  that  institution  until  the  strain  is  relieved.  This  is 
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imperative;  there  is  no  alternative.  However,  this  Seminary  Endow- 
ment movement  has  our  entire  sympathy,  and  we  shall  have  our  share 
in  it  as  soon  as  conditions  here  make  that  possible. 

We  wish  to  express  again  our  confidence  in  the  Seminary  as  the 
very  best  school  for  the  training  of  our  ministers.  However  good 
other  schools  may  be,  they  can  not  do  for  our  ministers  what  the 
Seminary  can  do.  There  is  a  denominational  background,  a  denomi- 
national concept,  a  denominational  understanding  and  appreciation 
that  belongs  to  a  Theological  course,  and  no  other  school  is  so  well 
prepared  to  give  that  to  our  ministers  as  our  own  school  is.  I 
strongly  urge,  therefore,  that  our  young  men  go  to  our  Theological 
Seminary. 

High  Point  College 

This  Institution  has  become  such  a  vital  part  of  our  conference 
that  words  need  not  be  multiplied  in  any  effort  to  increase  faith  in 
it,  or  to  intensify  our  sense  of  responsibility  to  it.  We  are  whole- 
heartedly committed  to  High  Point  College,  and  this  conference  will 
make  every  possible  sacrifice  to  strengthen  the  Institution  and  to  en- 
large its  usefulness.  We  will  go  "forward  together"  for  the  College, 
when  the  bugle  blast  of  this  conference  sounds  the  march. 

Every  one  understands,  of  course,  that  our  chief  problem  now 
is  money.  In  fact,  that  is  our  only  problem.  With  that  supplied, 
every  other  need  of  the  College  would  be  fully  met.  But  our  money 
problem  is  not  an  insurmountable  one.  There  is  an  abundance  of 
money;  the  banks,  we  are  told,  are  bulging  with  it.  And  it  belongs 
to  God; — every  dollar  of  it  is  His.  The  College  likewise  belongs  to 
Him.  Who,  then,  will  say  that  our  financial  tasks  are  impossible  ones? 
"If  God  be  for  us,  what  can  be  against  us?"  The  evidence  of  use- 
fulness that  the  College  has  already  given  are  too  pleasing  and  too 
convincing  for  us  to  be  deterred,  by  any  obstacles,  in  our  purpose  to 
go  forward  with  this  work.  There  is  an  "open  door,"  and  we  will 
find  it.  The  Denomination  is  with  us;  thirty  thousand  Methodist 
Protestants  in  North  Carolina  are  with  us;  the  City  of  High  Point 
is  with  us;  and  best  of  all,  God  is  with  us.  Surely  then  we  can  face 
this  task  with  hope  and  confidence. 

President  Humphreys  is  giving  himself  to  the  Institution  with 
convincing  wisdom,  unflagging  zeal,  and  unwavering  faith.  He  is 
steadily  winning  his  way  into  the  confidence  of  the  public,  and  making 
substantial  friends  for  the  school.  But  his  work  can  not  be  done  by 
leaps  and  bounds.  Colleges  are  not  built  that  way.  They  are  es- 
tablished by  the  steady  pull  of  long  years,  and  where  the  hill  is 
highest  the  traces  must  be  tightest.  Gradually  but  surely  Dr.  Hum- 
phreys is  keeping  the  College  going  toward  the  sure  financial  founda- 
tions that  have  been  our  aim  from  the  very  beginning,  and  that  are 
indispensable  to  the  realizations  of  our  cherished  ambitions  of  large 
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usefulness  for  the  school.     We  have  full  confidence  in  the  ultimate 
success  of  his  labors. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  deal  with  the  inside  matters  of  the  Insti- 
tution. Dr.  Humphreys  will  do  that  according'  to  his  own  judgment  in 
his  report  to  the  conference.  It  will  not  be  surprising,  however,  if  his 
report  shows  that  our  enrollment  is  slightly  short  of  that  of  last  year. 
I  am  sure,  however,  that  our  shortage  in  this  respect  is  no  greater 
than  the  normal  results  of  the  unusual  economic  depression  through 
which  we  are  passing,  and  which  is  being  reflected  in  the  decreased 
student  enrollment  of  many  colleges. 

Everything  about  the  Institution  encourages  us  to  "gird  up  our 
loins"  and  go  steadily  forward  with  this  work  that  has  been  so  well 
begun,  and  that  has  had  such  marked  success  up  to  this  hour.  We 
have  a  great  task,  it  is  true;  but  we  likewise  have  a  great  opportunity 
for  a  great  and  increasing  service.  We  shall  not  shirk  the  one,  nor 
will  we  fail  to  hold  on  to  the  other.  High  Point  College  must  go  for- 
ward in  her  God-given  mission  of  Christian  Education. 

Disposal   of   Church   Property 

The  Albemarle  Conference  directed  your  Executive  to  dispose  of 
the  following  property : 

1.  Crooked  Run  church   lot,   in  Stokes   County; 

2.  Harris  Chapel,  an  extinct  church,  which  was  formerly  a  part 
of  Lagrange  charge; 

3.  A  church  lot  at  King,  N.   C,   in  which  Bro.   W.  F.  Grabbs 
claimed  an  equity; 

4.  Pleasant  Grove,  an  extinct  church  near  Morganton. 

Early  in  the  year  I  appointed  Rev.  A.  L.  Hunter,  Mr.  R.  M.  Cox, 
and  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard  a  committee  to  dispose  of  the  lot  at  King 
and  Crooked  Run. 

They  reported  to  me  that  they  found  it  just  and  right  that  the 
lot  at  King  should  be  deeded  back  to  Brother  Grabbs.     This  they  did. 

They  have  not  been  able  yet  to  dispose  of  the  Crooked  Run  pro- 
perty. 

At  my  request.  Dr.  T.  M.  Johnson  investigated  the  Harris  Chapel 
matter,  and  reported  to  me.  I  have  asked  him  to  make  a  statement 
to  the  Conference  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

I  went  out  to  Pleasant  Grove  Church  near  Morgantown,  and  made 
some  investigation  of  our  property  there.  I  found  a  very  cheaply 
constructed  church  in  a  bad  state  of  repair,  and  a  burying  ground  on 
the  lot,  with  about  twenty  five  graves.  We  probably  have  two 
acres  of  ground  there.  I  heard  of  one  member  who  lived  somewhere 
near  Morganton.  This  is  eight  or  ten  miles  from  the  church.  I  also 
learned  that  a  Holiness  minister  from  Morganton  was  holding  some 
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services  in  the  church.  There  is  no  field  there  whatever  for  a  church. 
My  suggestion  is  that  we  let  the  property  stand  just  as  it  is,  and  per- 
mit it  to  be  used  as  a  burying  ground  for  any  one  who  wishes  to 
bury  there. 

Conference    Council    of    Religious    Education 

The  work  of  the  Council  has  been  promoted  this  year  largely 
through  the  field  activities  of  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison,  who  is  serving  the 
conference  under  the  dual  relationship  of  Promotional  Secretary  of 
High  Point  College  and  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  any  detailed  report  of  the  work  as  that 
will  be  given  in  the  report  of  the  Council  to  the  Conference.  Bro. 
Harrison  has  given  thoughtful  and  zealous  attention  to  this  phase  of 
his  work,  and  good  results  have  followed.  However,  it  is  impossible 
to  reap  the  full  harvest  at  once.  This  year  has  been  one  largely  of 
seed-sowing.  And  that  must  continue  to  be  the  process  in  this  field. 
The  harvest  will  follow  naturally  and  gradually. 

The  mid-summer  training  school,  held  at  High  Point  College,  and 
fostered  by  the  Council,  was  successful,  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
attendance,  the  attitude  of  the  students,  the  ability  of  instructors,  and 
the  character  of  work  done. 

An  important  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Council  this  year  has 
been  the  taking  of  the  training  schools  to  the  rural  churches.  The 
response  of  the  people  was  most  gratifying.  Many  were  enrolled 
that  could  not  have  been  reached  otherwise.  There  is  much  merit  in 
these  schools,  and  they  should  be  encouraged  just  as  far  as  the  means 
at  our  disposal  will  make  possible. 

Our  plan  of  financing  the  Council  for  the  past  two  years  has  been 
through  the  Sunday  schools  and  C.  E.  Societies.  Only  small  amounts 
are  asked  for;  but  many  school  and  Societies  have  not  yet  gotten  into 
this  scheme.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Executive  that  the  Council  can 
and  should  be  financed  in  this  way,  and  we  are  so  recommending 
again  this  year,  with  the  added  provision  that  amounts  received  from 
these  sources  and  for  this  purpose,  be  credited  on  the  A.C.B.  and  the 
local  church. 

Official  Acts 

On  December  first,  Rev.  G.  H.  Hendry  was  appointed  pastor  of 
Spencer  charge. 

On  December  third.  Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk  was  assigned  pastor 
of  Spring  Church  charge. 

On  December  eight  the  following  persons  were  appointed  to  dis- 
pose of  property  at  King,  N.  C:  A.  L.  Hunter,  Rev,  J.  E.  Pritchard, 
and  Mr.  R.  M.  Cox.  Later  this  committee  was  appointed  to  dispose 
of  the  Crooked  Run  property. 
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On  December  seventeenth,  Rev.  J.  C.  Madison  was  assigned  to 
Lebanon  church,  as  supply  pastor. 

On  January  twenty-fifth,  Rev.  W.  D.  Reed  was  released  from  the 
pastorate  of  South  Winston  charge,  and  Rev.  R.  S.  Troxler  assigned 
to  that  work. 

Upon  the  death  of  Sister  Loy  in  July,  and  Sister  Ball  in  October, 
Obituary  Committees  were  promptly  appointed. 

As  the  year  advanced,  and  we  thought  more  and  more  about  the 
Conference,  we  became  apprehensive  that  the  auditorium  facilities 
of  State  Street  church,  Lexington,  would  not  be  adequate  to  confer- 
ence needs,  both  from  the  standpoint  of  seating  capacity  and  ar- 
rangement. The  matter  was  finally  taken  up  with  the  State  Street 
Church  pastor  and  people,  and  by  agreement  with  them,  I  took  steps 
to  find  a  church  that  would  afl'ord  more  adequate  auditorium  facili- 
ties. The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Standing  District  Committee. 
This  church  in  which  we  are  now  assembled  invited  the  conference 
to  meet  here.  The  District  Committee  gratefully  and  gladly  ac- 
cepted the  invitation.  Official  notice  was  then  given  that  the  confer- 
ence had  been  moved  from  State  Street  Church,  Lexington,  to  First 
Church  High  Point. 

We  are  all  grateful  to  the  Lexington  church  for  their  readiness 
to  entertain  the  Conference,  and  only  the  inadequacy  of  the  church 
building  there,  which  became  more  and  more  apparent,  as  the  matter 
was  studied,  caused  any  thought  of  a  change. 

Recommendation 

(l)^Nine  years  ago  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  property  at 
Oak  Ridge  was  sold  to  the  people  there  for  a  Community  church, 
the  purchase  price  being  $2,000.  Of  this  amount  about  $800 
has  been  paid  to  date.  The  Kernersville  charge,  to  which  this 
church  belonged  when  it  was  sold,  has  asked,  through  their  third 
quarterly  conference,  that  this  annual  conference  create  a  com- 
mittee to  confer  with  a  committee  from  that  charge  in  an  effort 
to  bring  about  a  settlement  for  balance  due  by  the  Oak  Ridge 
Community  Church  on  the  purchase  price  of  our  Oak  Ridge 
property. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  this  conference  co-operate 
with  the  Kernersville  charge  in  this  matter,  and  that  the  follow- 
ing persons  be  named  on  the  committee  for  this  purpose: 
George  R.  Brown,  N.  G.  Bethea,  H.  A.  Garrett. 

The  committee  of  the  Kernersville  charge  and  the  people  of 
the  Oak  Ridge  Community  Church  expect  that  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  committees  will  be  held  during  this  session  of  the  annual 
conference.  I  recommend,  therefore,  that  such  a  meeting  be 
held,  and  the  chairman  of  the  conference  committee  notify  the 
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committee  of  the  Kernersville  charge  and  the  people  of  the  Com- 
munity Church  of  the  place  and  hour  of  this  meeting. 

(2) — In  1922  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews  recommended  in  his  oflficial  mes- 
sage to  the  conference,  that  the  President  of  the  conference  and 
the  district  chairmen  should  constitute  an  executive  committee 
"for  the  purpose  of  inducing  greater  efficiency  on  the  part  of 
our  churches." 

I  recommend  that  this  stand,  as  defining,  in  part,  the  duties 
and  powers  of  the  district  chairman;  and  that  there  be  added  to 
it  this  further  amplification:  District  chairmen,  working  with 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  conference  President,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  conference  promoters,  in  their  respective  districts,  of 
all  conference  and  denominational  programs. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  executive  that  the  conference  dis- 
tricts should  be  stabilized,  and  that  just  a  few  annual  changes 
should  be  made  as  possible.  I  recommend,  therefore,  that  the 
districts  remain  as  they  are,  with  the  exception  of  minor  changes 
that  may  be  needed  in  a  few  instances,  and  that  the  President 
of  the  conference  be  authorized  to  make  such  changes. 

A  plan  of  the  districts,  as  they  now  are,  is  attached  here- 
with. 

(3) — That  this  conference  give  special  consideration  to  English 
Street  church,  and  make  some  provision  for  paying  the  indebted- 
ness of  $3,850.  If  this  is  not  done  at  once,  our  work  there  will 
have  to  be  abandoned,  and  the  property  sold.  The  Christian 
Endeavor  Society  of  this  church  now  holds  the  C.  E.  Banner  of 
the  churches  of  High  Point,  and  has  won  this  banner  three  times 
in  succession. 

(4)— That  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison  continue  to  serve  in  the  dual  rela- 
tionship of  Promotional  Secretary  of  High  Point  College  and 
Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education,  and  that  his  salary 
be  provided  by  these  two  agencies. 

(5) — That  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education  be  financed 
to  the  amount  of  $800  by  contributions  from  Sunday  schools  and 
C.  E.  Societies,  the  amount  allotted  to  each  school  and  each  So- 
ciety to  be  based  on  membership,  and  the  scale  of  allotments 
published  in  the  Journal.  I  recommend  further  that  this  count 
on  the  annual  conference  budget  of  the  local  church,  as  a 
SPECIAL,  and  that  it  be  handled  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  con- 
ference. 

(6) — That  in  case  of  a  shortage  in  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  the 
Sunday  schools  and  C.  E.  Societies  for  the  Conference  Council  of 
Religious  education, I  recommend  that  this  shortage  be  paid  out 
of  the  Annual  Conference  Budget. 
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(7) — That  the  apportionment  of  High  Point  College  Maintenance  be 
continued,  and  the  allotments  to  the  various  charges  be  in- 
cluded in  the  report  of  the  Budget  Council. 

(8) — That  the  remainder  of  the  Gratitude  Gift  Deficit  be  allotted 
to  charges  that  did  not  pay  last  year. 

(9) — That  the  second  week  in  January  be  observed  as  a  week  of 
prayer  for  the  church,  beginning  with  Sunday  the  3rd,  and  end- 
ing with  Sunday  the  10th. 

(10) -That  April  be  continued  as  Stewardship  and  Pay-Up  month, 
and  that  the  3rd  Sunday  be  designated  Annual  Conference  Day. 

(11) -That  the  3rd  Sunday  in  May  be  continued  as  High  Point  Col- 
lege Day,  and  that  the  President  of  the  College  be  asked  to 
provide,  if  possible,  a  suitable  program  for  the  observance  of 
the  day. 

(12) -That  October  be  Tithing  and  Pay-Up  Month,  and  that  2nd  Sun- 
day be  designated  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  DAY. 

(13)— That  100  per  cent  churches  be  kept  before  us  as  an  ideal,  as 
per  recommendation  of  last  year;  which  simply  requires  that 
every  member  be  given  a  definite  financial  allotment,  and  that 
every  member  pay  something  to  the  church. 

(14) -That  we  endorse  the  movement  started  at  the  Washington  Con- 
vention last  May  for  a  Layman's  Organization  in  the  church, 
and  that  this  organization  for  our  conference  be  effected  in  a 
laymen's  meeting  next  Sunday  afternoon,  immediately  following 
the  Memorial  Service. 

(15) -That  the  committee  appointed  by  your  Executive  to  sell  Crooked 
Run  property  be  continued. 

(16)— That  some  provision  be  made  by  the  conference  for  carrying 
the  financial  obligations  on  the  former  district  parsonage  on 
Tate  Street,  Greensbore. 

Personal 

The  matters  that  involve  your  Executive  personally,  and  that 
should  be  incorporated  in  this  report,  are  such,  in  the  main,  as  are 
incident  to  every  conference  year. 

With  the  exception  of  a  brief  period  of  partial  respite  from 
conference  work,  immediately  after  the  rise  of  the  last  conference, 
and  a  few  days  off  during  the  summer,  I  have  kept  steadily  at  the 
work  committed  to  me  by  your  hands.  This  has  involved  many  miles 
of  travel.  My  speedometer  shows  that  I  have  traveled  this  year 
18,000  miles.  But  that  is  not  all  for  conference  work.  However,  the 
major  part  of  it  is.  I  have  preached  many  sermons  during  the  year — 
oftimes  three  a  Sunday;  attended  many  committee  meetings,  and  con- 
ferences of  various  kinds;    presided   at  numerous  quarterly  confer- 
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ences;  attended  district  rallies,  pastor's  summer  conference,  training 
school  of  religious  workers,  Pastor's  Federation  meetings.  Revival 
meetings,  kept  a  weekly  letter  of  my  activities  in  the  Herald,  and 
added  to  this,  is  the  office  work,  that  has  required  a  great  deal  of 
writing  and  study,  and  much  correspondence. 

My  parish  has  extended  from  mountains  to  tidewater,  and  across 
the  state  lines  into  Virginia  and  South  Carolina.  Two  hundred  and 
thirty  two  churches  and  eighty  seven  charges,  distributed  over  large 
parts  of  three  states,  makes  a  rather  large  charge  for  one  man;  but 
hard  surface  roads  and  the  automobile  have  eliminated  distance  as  a 
hindrance.  We  eat  breakfast,  now,  in  Asheville,  dinner  in  Durham, 
and  supper  at  Creswell,  and  think  of  it  as  just  a  day's  travel.  What 
was  unthinkable  in  travel  to  our  fathers  in  the  days  of  the  horse- 
drawn  sulky  of  the  circuit  rider  only  a  few  years  ago,  is  hardly  an 
after-supper  pleasure  outing  now.     0  tempora,  O  mores. 

Aside  from  the  work  immediately  confined  to  conference  bounds, 
I  have  made  three  long  trips  in  the  interest  of  denominational  pro- 
gram and  purposes.  In  May,  I  attended,  with  many  others  from  our 
conference,  the  great  Washington  Convention,  and  at  the  request  of 
the  program  committee  prepared  an  address,  and  delivered  it  on  that 
occasion.  In  July,  I  was  called  to  Chicago  by  the  President  of  the 
General  Conference  to  attend  a  joint  meeting  of  our  Commission  and 
the  Commission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  on  church  union, 
and  went  as  the  proxy  of  Mr.  J.  Norman  Wills.  In  October,  I  went 
to  Atlanta,  by  the  request  of  President  Broomfield,  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. 

These  duties,  some  away  from  home,  and  many  more  at  home, 
have  been  enough  to  keep  me  out  of  mischief,  I  trust,  during  the 
year. 

And  besides  the  physical  aspect  of  the  work,  there  has  been 
always  the  anxiety  of  mind  and  heart  that  one  can  not  escape  who 
understands  that  an  office  is  more  than  an  honor  or  a  salary  check. 
No  man  to  whom  is  committed  the  care  of  God's  business,  in  what- 
ever capacity  he  may  serve,  can  dare  take  his  responsibility  lightly 
or  with  any  measure  of  indifference.  He  must,  if  he  will  be  a  faithful 
servant,  bring  to  his  task  the  full  measure  of  his  resources — mental, 
spiritual,  physical.  And  if  he  doesn't  desire  to  be  a  "faithful  ser- 
vant," he  will  soon  be  cast  out  and  one  more  worthy  put  in  his  place. 
Paul's  appraisal  of  his  three  year's  work  at  Ephesus  puts  the  stand- 
ard high,  but  just  where  it  should  be.  At  Miletus,  where  he  met  the 
elders  of  the  Ephesian  church,  he  said  to  them,  "I  have  kept  back 
nothing  that  was  profitable  unto  you."  If  I  have  not  attained  unto 
that  high  standard,  I  think  I  may  modestly  claim  that  my  soul  has 
been  set  in  that  direction.  My  mind  and  my  spirit  have  gone  out 
with  my  body  in  an  anxious  concern  for  every  pastor,  every  charge, 
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and  every  conference  and  denominational  interest.  "So  much  as  in 
me  is"  of  mind,  soul,  and  body,  has  been  given  to  the  work  that  you 
intrusted  to  my  keeping. 

I  shall  not  attempt  any  detailed  itemized  statement  of  my  labors. 
Your  eye  has  been  upon  me  during  the  year,  and  I  have  kept  you  in- 
formed of  my  activities  through  my  weekly  Herald  letter.  There  has 
been  much,  of  course,  that  has  engaged  my  time,  thought,  and  heart, 
that  could  not  be  put  in  print.  But  enough  of  this.  My  work  is  with 
you,  and  with  the  great  Head  of  the  church.  It  has  been  done  in 
much  imperfection,  and  other  could  have  done  it  better,  no  doubt. 
But  with  all,  it  has  been  done  in  the  consciousness  of  an  abiding 
desire  to  be  a  "faithful  servant." 

I  would  not  be  true  to  the  impulses  of  my  own  heart  nor  just 
to  you,  if  I  did  not  say  the  work  has  been  pleasant,  and  that  it  has 
been  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  me  to  work  with  both  pastors  and 
people.  I  wish  also  to  express  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the 
uniform  courtesy  and  helpfulness  that  I  have  received  throughout 
the  conference  during  the  year.  This  has  helped  to  pull  down  the 
high  places  and  to  make  smooth  the  road  for  my  feet;  and  it  like- 
wise explains  any  success  that  crowns  the  year. 

And  above  all,  I  wish  to  express  gratitude  and  thankfulness  to 
Almighty  God.  He  has  blessed  our  labors,  preserved  our  health,  and 
spared  our  lives.  It  is  noticeable,  and  a  matter  of  profound  grati- 
tude, that  no  pastor,  no  minister,  no  preacher,  has  been  taken  from 
us  this  year  by  death.  Surely  the  hand  of  God  has  been  upon  us 
for  good,  and  to  his  name  be  glory  and  majesty,  dominion  and  power, 
now  and  ever  more.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(Report  B) 

Brethren : 

As  President  of  High  Point  College,  it  is  my  obligation  to  sub- 
mit to  you  a  report  of  the  institution.  At  the  last  session  of  your 
annual  conference  my  tenure  of  office  had  been  of  such  short  dura- 
tion that  it  did  not  seem  practical  to  make  a  report.  Therefore,  to- 
day it  is  my  privilege  to  present  my  first  report  to  your  body. 

I  have  been  connected  with  the  College  for  seventeen  months, 
coming  here  in  June,  1930.  Inasmuch  as  my  predecessor's  connection 
with  the  College  did  not  terminate  until  September,  1930,  my  first 
three  months  of  relationship  were  mainly  ones  of  observation  and  ad- 
justment.   I  assumed  full  supervision  at  this  last  named  date. 
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1.  The  College  began  its  seventh  year  on  September  17,  1930, 
with  an  enrollment  of  290,  as  against  a  total  of  303  for  1929-30. 
That  practically  the  same  enrollment  was  reached  despite  the  un- 
settled conditions  at  the  College,  and  persistent  rumors  that  per- 
haps the  College  might  not  re-open  that  fall,  is  a  tribute  to  the  place 
that  the  College  has  made  for  itself  in  so  short  a  time  as  seven 
years. 

The  program  of  the  institution  was  carried  out  in  regular  man- 
ner during  the  last  scholastic  year.  Last  June  there  were  thirty- 
eight  (38)  graduates,  and  four  (4)  more  received  their  diplomas 
at  the  end  of  the  Summer  Session. 

Twelve  (12)  states  other  than  North  Carolina  contributed  thirty- 
four  (34)  to  the  student  roll.  Six  new  members  were  added  to  the 
faculty  staff  for  the  opening  a  year  ago. 

On  September  16  of  this  year  the  eighth  regular  session  began, 
and  our  student  enrollment  to  date  is  273.  Perhaps  this  year  fur- 
nished the  greatest  test  of  our  ability  as  a  young  college  to  hold  its 
grip.  The  continued  economic  depression  of  the  past  few  years  ap- 
parently reached  its  peak  during  the  late  summer  and  early  fall. 
Our  rural  population  was  especially  hard  hit,  and  from  that  con- 
stituency had  come  much  of  our  patronage.  That  we  have  so  nearly 
maintained  our  level  of  enrollment  is,  in  my  judgment,  one  of  the 
strongest  evidences  of  the  place  High  Point  College  is  making  for 
itself  in  the  state;  and  one  of  the  strongest  indications  as  to  future 
promise  in  assuring  our  student  supply. 

This  year  eight  (8)  other  states  have  sent  twenty-one  (21) 
students  to  the  institution.  Doubtless  when  the  second  semester's 
registration  is  completed,  our  peak  of  enrollment  will  equal  that  of 
last  year. 

My  observation  leads  me  to  believe  that  there  is  a  splendid  spirit 
prevailing  in  the  student  body;  that  our  student  body  is  on  a  par 
with  the  average  in  the  so-called  small  colleges  in  this  state.  We  are 
especially  gratified  with  the  caliber  of  this  year's  Freshman  Class. 

My  further  conviction  is  that  as  a  college,  we  will  rank  morally 
and  in  religious  convictions  and  practices  with  the  other  denomina- 
tional schools  in  the  country. 

The  faculty  of  the  college,  in  my  judgment,  is,  as  a  unit,  one 
whose  character  and  influence  and  fitness  for  the  respective  tasks 
make  it  a  staff  to  be  appreciated,  and  commended. 

2.  The  matter  of  finances  is  one  in  which  we  are  all  interested. 
Time  does  not  permit  my  going  into  this  aspect  as  fully  as  I  would 
like.  The  College,  as  you  know,  is  operated  by  a  Board  of  Trustees 
under  lease  from  the  holding  body,  which  is  the  Board  of  Education 
of  this  Conference.     The  Board,  of  course,  will  make  its  own  report. 
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A  most  exhaustive  audit  was  made  of  the  books  of  the  College 
last  August.  A  comparative  survey  reaching  back  to  the  year  1926 
and  27  was  made  as  to  expense,  income,  contributions  and  deficit. 
Also  as  to  the  cost  per  student  a  survey  was  made  on  the  same 
comparative  basis. 

These  surveys  furnish  us  with  an  intelligible  basis  on  which 
to  study  both  our  present  situation  and  our  future,  and  give  us  a 
key  for  our  future  planning. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  that  we  were  able  to  reduce 
our  operating  expenses  to  the  lowest  level  since  1927-28.  The  lower 
cost  of  living  aided  us  materially.  Our  direct  income  from  students, 
however,  was  at  the  lowest  level  since  that  time,  being  $6500.00  less 
than  the  previous  year;  but,  at  the  same  time,  we  reduced  our  ex- 
penses $15,800.00,  thereby  giving  us  the  smallest  loss  in  four  years. 

In  the  last  five  years  the  contributions  to  the  College  have  totaled 
$73,700.00.  The  contributions  last  year  were  the  lowest  yet  with 
the  exception  of  one  year.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the 
income  from  our  North  Carolina  Conference  for  the  College  year 
1930-31  was  only  $1775.95,  less  than  in  any  one  of  the  past  five 
years  by  a  range  of  $2200.00  to  6400.00.  If  the  Conference  had  given 
this  past  year  just  the  average  of  the  past  four  years,  namely 
$5449.00,  our  net  deficit  this  year  would  have  been  less  than  $5030.00. 
However,  the  actual  net  deficit  in  operations  for  the  past  year  has 
been  largely  oflFset  by  additions  to  our  fixed  assets. 

Here  is  a  further  item  of  interest.  The  actual  loss  per  stu- 
dent this  year  was  $29.39,  which  is  the  lowest  for  the  last  three 
years,  and  I  cite  this  simply  to  show  where  our  main  problem  is. 
There  are,  of  course,  some  other  adjustments  yet  to  be  made  that 
will  help  our  financial  situation.  Of  especial  help  this  year  will  be 
the  refund  from  the  teachers,  which  means  practically  of  course  a 
curtailment  in  salaries  and  which  will  amount  to  between  $4000.00 
and  $5000.00.  These  other  adjustments,  of  which  I  have  spoken,  will 
come  about  in  the  reduction  of  personel  and  in  the  elimination  and 
reshaping  of  courses. 

Now  as  to  our  main  problem.  Always  since  the  College  opened, 
and  now,  our  loss  financially  has  largely  centered  in  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  too  small  a  number  of  dormitory  students.  Without 
any  increase  in  administrative  and  teaching  staff",  without  having  to 
add  to  equipment,  without  increase  in  the  dining  room  and  kitchen 
force,  we  could  easily  take  care  of  one  hundred  dormitory  students, 
at  the  only  added  expense  of  food  purchases.  One  hundred  more 
dormitory  students,  on  the  present  average  income  per  student, 
would  increase  our  general  income  by  $30,000.00.  You  can  easily 
see  that  this  much  added  income  would  more  than  eliminate  our 
deficit  in  the  operating  account,  and  enable  us  to  use  our  direct  con- 
tributions for  other  things. 
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3.  The  city  of  High  Point  is  putting  with  us  annually  an 
average  of  one  hundred  (100)  students.  About  thirty  more  are 
coming  from  Guilford  County  outside  of  the  city  limits,  while  from 
thirty  or  forty  are  coming  from  other  sections  within  driving  dis- 
tance of  the  College.  One  hundred  boarding  students  therefore 
represent  our  present  dormitory  list.  It  is  but  reasonable  to  anti- 
cipate that,  because  of  our  strategic  location  and  the  growing  interest 
of  the  city  of  High  Point  in  our  College,  our  day  student  roll  will 
continue  to  furnish  us  annually  close  to  two  hundred  students.  Our 
job  therefore  is  to  concentrate  in  a  Conference-wide  endeavor  to  fill 
our  dormitories  to  capacity,  and  I  have  just  shown  you  what  one 
hundred  more  boardng  students  will  mean  to  our  College  financially. 
To  bring  in  this  extra  one  hundred  students  to  the  dormitories  will 
he  a  big  task,  no  one  field  agent  can  do  this,  for  no  man  can  spread 
himself  out  over  our  territory.  I  am  going  to  call  on  the  faculty  this 
year  to  consider  that  a  definite  part  of  the  summer  in  this  kind  of 
work  shall  be  their  contribution  to  building  up  our  student  roll,  this 
being  true  especially  for  our  denominational  representatives  on  the 
faculty. 

Our  greatest  help  along  this  line  can  come  from  this  Conference, 
both  through  the  ministry  and  the  laity.  And  so  I  am  sounding  a 
word  to  you  all  today.  First  to  the  laity.  This  is  your  College.  No 
greater  constructive  work  has  ever  been  accomplished  in  the  history 
of  our  denomination.  There  is  a  decided  trend  lately  in  the  thinking 
of  people  toward  the  tremendous  importance  of  the  small  denomina- 
tional college.  We  must  consider  this  college  in  the  light  of  its  pos- 
sibilities, arising  out  of  its  location,  its  constituency,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  Christian  education.  I  am  daring  here  to  say  that  the  two 
greatest  factors  in  the  saving  of  American  life  are  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  the  Christian  College. 

It  should  be  a  matter  of  greatest  gratification  and  inspiration 
that  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  has  such  a  college,  and  again 
I  say.  This  is  our  College.  I  will  add  to  that  this  statement,  that 
the  best  college  in  North  Carolina  for  Methodist  Protestant  young 
people  is  High  Point  College.  Men  and  women  of  the  laity,  begin 
in  your  support  of  the  institution  by  sending  your  boys  and  girls 
here.  Talk  about  your  College  to  those  of  your  neighbors  and  friends 
who  have  children  ready  to  go  to  College,  And  if  you  don't  have 
children  to  send,  and  if  your  neighbors  don't  have  children  to  send, 
still  continue  to  speak  a  good  word  for  your  College  wherever  you  go. 

And  now  to  the  ministry — every  preacher  ought  to  be  an  active 
field  agent  for  the  College.  I  will  illustrate  what  I  mean.  In  a 
certain  community,  where  one  of  our  preachers  lives,  two  high  school 
graduates,  both  Methodist  Protestants,  had  signed  up  for  another 
college  this  past  summer  before  that  preacher  knew  that  they  were 
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even  thinking  of  going  to  college.  Now  the  fact  is  every  high  school 
graduate  is  thinking  about  going  to  college,  whether  he  or  she  goes 
or  not,  and  certainly  the  pastor  can  very  largely  turn  their  thinking 
toward  High  Point  College, 

Our   Task 

Ours  is  a  common  task.  Every  Methodist  Protestant  in  this 
Conference  district,  every  one  of  us  ministers,  every  member  of  our 
College  staff — all  must  face  this  fact. 

First  of  all,  we  must  realize  that  we  are  just  beginning  in  the 
building  of  a  college.  Arousing  sentiment  for  that  college  was  a 
daring  venture,  but  that  didn't  finish  the  work:  securing  pledges  of 
money  and  payment  of  same  was  a  herculean  task,  but  that  didn't 
finish  the  work:  erecting  buildings,  putting  in  equipment,  financing 
the  project,  slowly  gathering  a  student  body,  all  these  were  great 
achievements,  but  still  the  work  is  not  finished.  We  are  building  a 
College — and  the  work  will  ever  be  unfinished. 

What  is  it  I  mean?  Just  this — we  must  still  sense  the  fact  that 
we  needed,  still  need  and  always  will  need  this  institution.  Did  you 
believe  in  1920  to  1922  that  the  Methodist  Protestants  of  this  state 
ought  to  have  a  College?  The  answer  was  "yes".  If  that  were  true 
then,  it  is  still  true  today,  and  more  so  today  than  ever,  for,  again 
I  repeat,  the  hope  of  this  nation  is  in  the  evangel  of  the  Cross  and 
Christian  Education. 

The  problem  of  Christian  Leadership  is  to  re-establish  a  Christ- 
centered  consciousness.  We  must  keep  on  at  this  thing  of  building 
a  College. 

Second,  this  must  be  our  determination.  The  Sanballats  of  de- 
pression and  defeatism,  of  pessimism  and  penury,  of  fatigue  and 
failure,  of  materialism  and  laziness,  are  saying  to  the  Methodist 
Protestants  of  the  North  Carolina,  "Come  down" — "What's  the  use" 
— "It  can't  be  done."  "We  are  too  poor" — and  please  God  we  must 
cry  back — -"We  are  doing  a  great  work  and  we  can't  come  down." 

Every  ounce  of  energy,  every  bit  of  talent,  every  stroke  of  co- 
operation, every  word  of  approval,  every  bit  of  money  given,  every 
prayer  you  can  offer — every  sort  of  help  you  can  give  in  these  days 
will  pour  back  into  the  ministry  of  this  Conference  and  into  the 
laity  of  our  churches  a  hundred  fold  in  the  days  to  come:  and  what 
is  even  more  will  contribute  both  for  today  and  tomorrow  to  the 
building  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  Old  North  State.  We  can 
and  we  must  keep  on  building  this  College. 

Third,  we  must  apply  ourselves  to  the  task.  It  will  be  a  long 
pull  and  a  hard  pull,  but  we  can  do  it.  If  it  were  just  an  easy  thing 
to  be  done  quickly,  we  would  not  need  to  think  much  about  it,  talk 
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much  about  it,  sweat  over  it  on  the  outside  and  groan  over  it  on 
the  inside.  "We  are  doing  a  great  work  and  we  cannot  come  down." 
To  come  down  would  be  to  crucify  the  faith,  the  hope,  the  prayer, 
the  heroism,  the  sacrifice  of  all  that  had  gone  on  through  these  years 
and  gone  into  what  we  have  already  builded. 

It  is  a  great  work.  Today  thirty-seven  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  of  High  Point  College  is  Methodist  Protestant,  and  this  is 
twice  as  large  a  percentage  as  in  any  one  of  the  other  of  our  colleges. 
And  yet,  that  it  is  not  a  mere  denominational  institution  is  seen  in 
the  fact  that  sixty-three  per  cent  of  the  student  body  represents 
eleven  other  denominations. 

There  are  twenty-four  ministerial  students  at  the  College,  four- 
teen being  Methodist  Protestants.  There  are  more  than  one  hundred 
boys  and  girls  out  of  Methodist  Protestant  homes,  ten  of  them  being 
out  of  the  homes  of  ministers  of  this  Conference. 

Feed  this  college,  0  ye  Methodist  Protestants — feed  it  with  your 
boys  and  your  girls,  with  your  time  and  your  money,  and  this  col- 
lege will  feed  your  ministry  and  your  churches  with  a  leadership 
tomorrow.  Feed  this  college,  and  this  college  will  raise  the  level 
of  respect  and  appreciation  with  which,  as  a  denomination,  we  are 
now  held:  it  will  enlarge  the  capacity  of  the  church  to  live  and  to 
serve:  above  all  things  we  are  trying  to  emphasize  that  this  is  a 
Christian  and  not  just  a  church  college.  This  does  not  mean  that 
sometimes  undesirable  students  will  not  find  their  way  into  the 
college:  it  does  not  mean  that  sometimes  undesired  things  will  not 
happen  on  the  campus  or  in  the  dormitory, — such  things  will  happen, 
they  happen  in  your  neighborhood,  they  happen  in  your  home.  But 
it  does  mean  that  we  are  going  to  hold  up  Christian  ideals,  that 
we  are  going  to  try  to  build  character  under  Christian  aims  and 
motives,  and  that  we  are  going  to  try  and  foster  wholesome  contacts 
and  relationships. 

Yea,  we  are  doing  a  great  work — and  we  cannot  stop,  we 
must  not  stop,  we  dare  not  stop.  This  is  no  time  to  sound  a  re- 
treat— the  Captain  of  human  salvation  says  forward — ever  for- 
ward ;   hear    Him — 

"He  has  sounded  forth  the  trumpet  that  shall  never  know  retreat, 

He  is  sifting  out  the  souls  of  men  before  his  judgment  seat; 

O  be  swift  my  soul,  to  answer  Him,  be  jubilant,  my  feet, 
Our  God  is  marching  on." 

Recommendations 

1.  The  Conference  is  requested  to  appoint  P.  E.  Lindley,  P. 
S.  Kennett  and  N.  M.  Harrison  for  work  at  the  College. 

2.  The  Conference  is  earnestly  emplored  to  appeal  through 
its  ministers  and  laymen  for  the  raising  of  the  College  quotas  in  all 
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the  churches.  Not  all  the  churches  may  be  able  to  do  this,  but  it 
may  be  that  all  the  churches  can  do  better  than  the  past  year.  The 
churches  gave  an  average  on  the  College  Quota  of  six  cents  a  mem- 
ber. 

3.  The  Conference  is  requested  to  approve  the  organization 
of  the  High  Point  College  300  Club.  (In  brief,  the  purpose  of  the 
plan  is  to  secure  a  voluntary  membership  of  three  hundred  persons 
in  the  Conference  District,  who  will  contribute,  monthly,  an  amount 
ranging  from  $5.00  to  $50.00  per  year;  purely  as  an  expression  of 
personal  interest  aside  from  their  interest  through  the  local  church: 
this  money  to  be  put  aside  and  used  directly  for  such  purposes  as  an 
endowment  income  would  be  used.)  The  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence is  asked,  if  the  Conference  endox-ses  the  plan,  to  name  a  special 
committee  to  co-operate  with  the  President  of  the  College  in  perfect- 
ing such  an  organization  throughout  the  district. 

4.  The  Conference  is  asked  to  give  most  hearty  and  full  en- 
dorsement of  the  following  plans  to  complete  the  bond  campaign  for 
the  Colleges: 

a.  That  all  our  ministers  be  requested  to  preach  on  the  subject 
of  Christian  Education  on  Sunday,  November  14:  stressing  the  place 
of  the  denominational  school,  and  laying  particular  emphasis  on 
High  Point  College  in  relation  to  the  church  in  the  work  of  the  King- 
dom program.  That  this  occasion  be  the  opportunity  for  the  minis- 
ters to  appeal  for  the  support  of  the  College  in  particular  reference 
to  the  bond  campaign. 

B.  That  the  Conference  endorse  and  promote  a  two-week  in- 
tensive bond  sale  campaign  throughout  the  entire  District,  from 
November  16  to  November  30.  That  a  special  committee  be  raised 
by  the  President  to  direct  such  campaign.  That  the  President  of  the 
Conference  be  asked  to  head  the  campaign  and  be  relieved  of  all 
other  duties  during  that  time.  That  all  churches  be  asked  to  co- 
operate with  the  plan;  and  that  pastors  and  officials  of  all  the 
churches  be  appealed  to  give  their  fullest  support  to  the  committee. 

c.  That  this  Conference  take  action  declaring  itself  of  the 
mind  and  purpose  whereby  it  says  to  the  city  of  High  Point  and  the 
general  church  that  we  will  give  ourselves  to  a  two-weeks  intensive 
effort  to  absorb  our  part  of  the  $150,000  worth  of  High  Point  Col- 
lege bonds;  that  we  will  not  cease  in  our  efforts  to  do  this  until  the 
sale  is  completed. 

d.  That  the  Conference  express  its  appreciation  of  the  interest 
and  co-operation  manifested  by  the  general  church  in  High  Point 
College;  of  the  great  spirit  of  sympathy  and  interest  shown  by  the 
President  of  the  General  Conference,  and  for  his  great  appeals  to  the 
various  Annual  Conferences  for  their  support;  for  the  interest  al- 
ready shown  by  members  of  the  general  church  who  have  purchased 
bonds. 
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e.  That,  once  again,  this  Conference  go  on  record  in  declaiiiig 
itself  as  deeply  gratified  by  the  interest  in  the  College  on  the  part 
of  the  citizens  of  High  Point  as  evidenced  by  the  formation,  in  re- 
cent days,  of  "The  High  Point  College  Citizens  Committee  raised  for 
the  specific  purpose  of  placing  $75,000  of  the  College  bonds.  And 
that  the  Conference  pledge  to  this  Committee  and  to  M.  J.  Wrenn, 
its  Chainnan,  our  sacred  purpose  to  carry  out  in  the  church  our  part 
of  the  work  planned;  and  to  assure  this  Committee  that  we  are  con- 
fident our  goal  can  and  will  be  reached. 

f.  That  we  request  all  our  members  in  the  bounds  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  to  tune  in  their  radios  on  the  evening  of  Satur- 
day, November  14,  at  9.00  P,  M.,  which  is  the  National  Broadcast 
Hour  for  the  Liberal  Arts  College  Movement  of  America.  President 
Hoover,  Dr.  John  H.  Findley,  Associate  Editor  of  the  New  York 
Times;  Dr.  Robert  L.  Kelly,  Executive  Secretary  of  American  Col- 
leges; Mrs.  Thomas  J.  Preston,  Jr.,  and  Dr.  A.  Norman  Ward,  Chair- 
man of  the  great  movement,  are  to  speak.  Tell  your  friends  about 
the  hour,

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON   MISSIONS 
(Report    C) 

The  mission  of  our  Lord  Jesus  to  this  earth  was  a  missionary 
mission,  and  His  commission  to  His  Church  was  a  missionary  com- 
mission. 

That  church  which  is  not  missionary  in  spirit  is  either  a  dead,  or 
a  dying  church.  The  only  way  to  keep  our  churches  alive  spiritual- 
ly is  to  keep  them  working  for  and  giving  for  the  benefit  of  others. 

The  church  which  builds  for  itself  alone,  or  which  shuts  itself  in 
and  consumes  upon  itself  all  its  gifts  of  money  and  service  is  not  in 
any  sense  following  the  teachngs  of  the  Master  who  said,  "Go  ye 
therefore  and  teach  all  nations  .  .  .  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  command  you." 

The  history  of  Christianity  teaches  that  for  an  individual,  a 
local  church  or  a  denomination  to  make  progi'ess  in  the  development 
of  Christian  graces  they  must  be  filled  with  the  spirit  of  missions. 

We  call  special  attention  to  the  splendid  work  being  accomp- 
lished by  our  Board  of  Missions  in  the  three  fields  abroad,  Japan, 
China  and  India.  And  also  in  its  various  undertakings  in  the  Homo 
field.  This  great  work  is  being  done  in  spite  of  very  meager  funds. 
The  Board  of  Missions  deserves,  and  should  have,  the  most  hearty 
cooperation  and  support  of  the  entire  church. 
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We  commend  the  women  of  our  Conference  for  the  splendid 
work  they  are  doing  through  the  organized  effort  of  the  Conference 
Branch,  and  of  the  local  Church.  Under  the  law  of  the  church 
every  woman,  who  is  a  member  of  a  local  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  is,  by  virtue  of  her  membership,  a  member  of  the  Auxiliary. 
But  how  are  they  to  operate  if  not  organized?  Therefore,  every 
pastor  should  inform  himself  about  the  work,  and  organize,  or  get 
someone  else  to  organize,  the  women  of  his  churches  into  Auxiliaries. 

Through  their  organized  efforts  and  their  systematic  giving  the 
women  are  doing  the  larger  part  of  the  missionary  work  of  our  be- 
loved Zion.  God  speed  them  in  their  efforts!  But  the  entire  church, 
men,  women,  boys  and  girls  should  be  organized  to  help  save  the 
world.  The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Men  and  Missions  Move- 
ment is  to  be  celebrated  on  the  15th  of  November,  and  that  will 
afford  a  good  opportunity  to  stress  the  work  of  missions  among  the 
men  of  your  congregations,  and  to  organized  clubs  of  boys  and  men 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  missionary  work  of  our  church. 

We  commend  our  women  for  undertaking  to  support  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  J.  F.  Minnis  in  India.     All  of  us  should  share  in  this  good  work. 

Information  is  the  basis  of  inspiration;  therefore,  all  church 
members  should  be  informed  about  the  missionary  enterprises  of 
their  own  denomination.  The  Missionary  Record  is  the  Missionary 
Organ  of  our  church,  and  should  be  taken  and  read  by  our  people. 
This  paper  is  edited  by  Mrs.  Marie  Thompson,  and  is  published  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland.      The  price   is  only  75   cents  a  year. 

We  would  also  urge  our  pastors  to  seek  to  keep  alive  the  spirit  of 
missions  on  their  charges  by  keeping  alive  the  spirit  of  missions  in 
their  own  hearts,  and  by  preaching  to  their  people  at  least  once  a 
quarter  on  the  great  missionary  themes. 

We  cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  observance  of  the  Special  Days 
for  missions, — Easter  for  Home  Missions  and  Children's  Day  for 
Foreign  Missions.  And  when  funds  are  collected  they  should  be  sent 
at  once  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer  for  proper  placement. 

One  of  our  laymen  in  a  country  church  has  said,  "If  a  church  will 
make  the  every-member  canvass,  have  a  good  working  board  of 
stewards,  organize  a  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  observe  the  Special 
Days,  it  will  almost  always  pay  its  budgets." 

Churches  are  languishing  and  mission  fields  are  suffering  for 
lack  of  faithful,  proportionate  and  systematic  giving. 

"Give  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you ;  good  measure,  pressed 
down,  and  shaken  together,  and  running  over,  shall  men  given  into 
your  bosom.  For  with  the  same  measure  that  ye  mete  withal,  it 
shall  be  measured  to  you  again."

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REPORT   OF   HIGH    POINT    COLLEGE    COMMITTEE 
(Report  D) 

To  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  recommendations  of 
President  G.  I.  Humphreys  met  and  carefully  considered  each  item 
of  the  recommendations  and  feel  that  each  is  timely  and  that  they 
should  be  adopted  by  this  conference  and  that  the  conference  should 
pledge  its  loyal  support  to  the  execution  of  the  recommendations: 
That  the  conference  may  be  familiar  with  the  recommendations  we 
wish  to  read  them  again  at  this  time: 

1.  The  conference  is  requested  to  appoint  P.  E.  Lindley,  P.  S. 
Kennett  and  N.  M.  Harrison  for  work  at  the  college. 

2.  The  conference  is  earnestly  implored  to  appeal  through 
its  ministers  and  laymen  for  the  raising  of  the  college  quotas  in  all 
the  churches.  Not  all  of  the  churches  may  be  able  to  do  this,  but  it 
may  be  that  all  the  churches  can  do  better  than  the  past  year.  The 
churches  gave  an  average  on  the  college  quota  of  6  cents  per 
member. 

3.  The  conference  is  requested  to  approve  the  organization 
of  the  High  Point  College  300  club.  (In  brief,  the  purpose  of  the 
plan  is  to  secure  a  voluntary  membership  of  300  persons  in  the 
conference  district,  who  will  contribute,  monthly,  an  amount  rang- 
ing from  $5  to  $50  per  year;  purely  as  an  expression  of  personal 
interest,  aside  from  their  interest  through  the  local  church:  this 
money  to  be  put  aside  and  used  directly  for  such  purposes  as  an 
endowment  income  would  be  used.)  The  president  of  the  confer- 
ence is  asked,  if  the  conference  indorses  the  plan,  to  name  a  special 
committee  to  cooperate  with  the  president  of  the  college  in  per- 
fecting such  organization  through  out  the  district. 

4.  The  conference  is  asked  to  give  most  hearly  and  full  en- 
dorsement of  the  following  plans  to  complete  the  Bond  Campaign 
for  the  college: 

5.  a.  That  all  our  ministers  be  requested  to  preach  on  the 
subject  of  Christian  Education  on  Sunday,  November  15th;  stress- 
ing the  place  of  the  denominational  school,  and  laying  particular 
emphasis  on  High  Point  College  in  relation  to  the  church  in  the  work 
of  the  Kingdom  Program.  That  this  occasion  be  the  opportunity 
for  the  ministers  to  appeal  for  the  support  of  the  college  in  particu- 
lar reference  to  the   Bond   Campaign. 

b.  That  the  conference  endorse  and  promote  a  two  weeks  in- 
tensive  Bond   Sale   Campaign    throughout  the    entire    district,   from 
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November  16th  to  30th.  That  a  special  committee  be  raised  by 
the  president  to  direct  such  campaign.  That  the  president  of  the 
conference  be  asked  to  head  the  campaign  and  be  relieved  of  all 
other  duties  during  the  time.  That  all  churches  be  asked  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  plan;  and  that  pastors  and  officials  of  all  the  churches 
be  appealed  to,  to  give  their  fullest  support  to  the  committee. 

c.  That  this  conference  take  action  declaring  itself  as  being  of 
the  mind  and  purpose  whereby  it  says  to  the  City  of  High  Point 
and  the  General  Church  that  we  will  give  ourselves  to  a  two  weeks 
intensive  effort  to  absorb  our  part  of  the  $150,000  worth  of  High 
Point  College  Bonds;  that  we  will  not  cease  in  our  efforts  to  do  this 
until  the  sale  is  completed. 

d.  That  the  Conference  express  its  appreciation  of  the  inter- 
est and  cooperation  manifested  by  the  General  Church  in  High 
Point  College;  of  the  great  spirit  of  sympathy  and  interest  shown 
by  the  president  of  the  General  Conference,  and  for  this  great 
appeals  to  the  various  annual  conferences  for  their  support;  for 
the  interest  already  shown  by  members  of  the  general  church  who 
have  purchased  bonds. 

e.  That,  once  again,  this  conference  go  on  record  in  declaring 
itself  as  deeply  gratified  by  the  interest  in  the  College  on  the  part 
of  the  citizens  of  High  Point  as  evidenced  by  the  formation  in  re- 
cent days,  of  the  High  Point  College  Citizens  Committee  raised  for 
the  specific  purpose  of  placing  $75,000  of  the  College  bonds.  And 
that  the  conference  pledge  to  this  committee  and  to  Mr.  M.  J. 
Wrenn,  its  chairman,  our  sacred  purpose  to  carry  out  in  the  church 
our  part  of  the  work  planned;  and  to  assure  this  committee  that 
we  are  confident  our  goal  can  and  will  be  reached. 

f.  That  we  request  all  our  members  in  the  bounds  of  the 
North  Carolina  conference  to  tune  in  their  radios  on  the  evening  of 
Saturday,  November  14th,  at  9  P.  M.,  which  is  the  National  Broad- 
cast Hour  for  the  Liberal  Arts  College  Movement  of  America. 
President  Hoover,  Dr.  John  H.  Finley,  Associate  Editor  of  the  New 
York  Times,  Dr.  Robt.  L.  Kelly,  Ed.  Sec.  of  the  Association  of 
American  Colleges,  Mrs.  Thos.  J.  Preston,  Jr.,  and  Dr.  A.  Norman 
Ward,  chairman  of  the  great  movement  are  to  speak.  Tell  your 
friends  about  the  Hour.

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REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON   THE   METHODIST 
PROTESTANT    HERALD 

(Report   E) 

We  your  Committee  on  the  Herald  feel  that  the  Herald  is 
absolutely  necessary  if  our  conference  is  to  grow  and  prosper. 
The  paper  has,  however,  reached  the  point  where  it  can  no  longer 
continue  on  the  same  basis  as  in  the  past,  and  unless  we  can 
rally  to  its  support  its  very  existance  is  threatened.  Certainly  the 
Editor  can  no  longer  continue  to  publish  the  paper  with  a  deficit 
running  around  $1,500  per  year.  Approximately  $2,400  has  been 
paid  in  this  year  for  subscriptions,  while  printing  and  postage — 
without  including  anything  for  Editor's  salary — has  amounted  to 
$3,400.  There  is  due  the  printers  $1,500.00  on  this  year's  printing 
and  $900.00  balance  due  on  last  year's  printing,  and  if  this  is  paid 
it  must  come  from  our  Conference.  Some  years  ago  Bro.  J.  F. 
McCulloch  had  the  vision  to  erect  a  building  in  Greensboro,  which 
was  known  as  the  Publishing  House,  the  rentals  from  which  helped 
sustain  the  paper.  This  building  was  finally  sold  at  a  profit  of 
some  $70,000.00  and  the  money  turned  over  to  High  Point  College, 
leaving  the  paper  without  this  support.  The  result  has  been  that 
while  the  Conference  has  been  greatly  benefitted  by  this  well  edited 
and  well  printed  paper.  Brother  McCulloch  has  had  his  personal 
means  reduced  from  year  to  year  so  that  it  has  now  come  to  a 
point  where  he  can  no  longer  continue,  and  either  we  must  pay 
him  for  the  past,  in  something  more  substantial  than  promises,  and 
for  the  future  more  than  double  the  present  circulation  of  the 
paper,  or  it  must  of  necessity  cease  to  visit  our  homes.  This  com- 
mittee has  checked  up  the  price  the  present  printers  charge  for 
printing  the  Herald,  and  find  that  they  are  printing  it  for  less  than 
we  can  get  it  done  elsewhere.  We  also  find  that  it  requires  a  paid 
up  circulation  of  2,000  to  come  out  even  for  printing  alone,  and 
that  3,000  subscribers  would  pay  all  expenses  and  approximately 
$900.00  per  year  to  the  Editor. 

We  therefore  recommend  :- 

1.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Editor  we  request  that  the  churches 
take  a  free  will  olTering  to  cover  the  deficit  amounting  to  $2400.00, 
the  offering  to  be  taken  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  and  the  money 
sent  to  Rev.  J.  T.  McCulloch,  Editor,  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

■2.  That  there  be  a  Directing  Committee  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, consisting  of  E.  L.  Douglas,  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates,  and  Rev. 
J.  E.  Pritchard,  with  full  authority  to  appoint  or  otherwise  or- 
ganize Herald  Subscription  Committees  in  each  church;  and  that 
a  campaign  be  put  on  beginning  immediately  following  this  con- 
ference to  raise  the  circulation  to  3,000  copies  or  more  by  the  se- 
curing of  NEW  subscribers  as  well  as  renewals,  and  that  this  cam- 
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paign  continue  until  every  church  member  or  home  has  been  so- 
licited, who  are  not  subscribers.  The  minimum  quota  for  each 
church  or  charge  to   be   one   subscriber  for   every  ten  members. 

3.  That  all  Pastors  give  all  possible  aid  to  the  subscription 
committee  by  advertising  the  campaign  from  the  pulpit  and  that 
they  begin  to  do  so  immediately  following  this  conference,  keep- 
ing the  matter  before  the  people  so  long  as  the  campaign  con- 
tinues, and  making  frequent  contact  with  each  Herald  Subscrip- 
tion  Chairman. 

4.  That  the   slogan   for   this   campaign   be: 

"The    Methodist    Protestant    Herald    in 
every    Methodist    Protestant    Home". 

5.  That  the  Conference  give  Honor  Roll  recognition  in  the 
Journal  to  those  charges  which  secure  their  Herald  quotas.

notes,  with  the  words  of  every  verse  arranged  within  the  score,  so 
that  they  may  be  more  easily  used  by  all  our  people."

LITERATURE  AND  EDUCATION 

(Report   G.) 

There  are  certain  persistent,  powerful  evils  which  are  eating 
at  the  heart  of  our  civilization.  Evils  which  aim  to  undermine  and 
destroy  all  that  the  church,  the  Christian  home  and  other  agencies 
for  righteousness  are  attempting  to  achieve.  One  of  these  evils  is 
the  trashy,  obscene  literature.  This  kind  of  literature  is  widespread. 
It  can  be  purchased  in  the  cities,  towns,  villages  and  perhaps  in  the 
stores  at  the  Cross  Roads.  The  devil  and  his  workers  are  making 
a  concerted  effort  to  get  this  obscene  literature  into  the  home  and 
hearts  of  our  people  because  it  is  a  money  making  proposition  and 
he  who  reads  it  will  most  likely  become  stained  thereby.  The 
divorce  evil,  widespread  immortality,  a  great  crime  wave,  and  in- 
fidelity may  not  be  rooted  altogether  in  obscene  literature,  but  this 
kind  of  literature  is  very  fertile  soil  for  such  evils. 

We  are  urging  our  people  to  fight  this  evil  and  a  good  way 
to  do  it  is  to  crusade  for  good  literature,  and  they  will  not  care  for 
the  other.  The  Bible  needs  to  hold  a  more  prominent  place  in  our 
homes.  The  bookcases  and  magazine  racks  should  contain  only 
constructive,  educational,  inspiring  literature.  Among  this  literature 
in  every  home  there  ought  to  be  a  copy  of  the  Church  paper,  and 
other  similar  magazines.     The  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  or  the 
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Methodist  Protestant-Recorder  or  both  should  be  in  every  home. 
We  also  urge  that  our  churches  use  the  program  material  for 
Special  Days  which  is  furnished  by  the  various  agencies.  So  far  as 
the  Committee  can  learn,  our  Sunday  Schools  and  other  organiza- 
tions are  using  our  literature.  This  is  commendable  and  we  urge 
you  to  continue  in  this  way.  We  further  urge  that  our  people  pur- 
chase and  read  the  Conference  Journal.  Conference  business  matters, 
reports  of  Committees,  are  all  included  in  the  Journal,  and  we  urge 
our  people  to  fully  acquaint  themselves  with  these  matters. 

We  believe  in  thorough,  cultural  Christian  education.  We  be- 
lieve that  church  colleges  should  be  first  of  all  Christian.  College 
ideals,  standards,  currculum,  and  atmosphere  should  be  conducive 
to,  and  aid  in,  the  development  of   Christian  character. 

We  are  concerned  about  all  schools  and  colleges,  especially 
those  of  our  own  church,  and  we  are  most  earnestly  pleading  for 
the  support  of  High  Point  College.  Every  member  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  ought 
to  do  his  or  her  best  for  the  College.  The  College  is  a  creature 
of  our  own  creation.  May  we  be  ashamed  to  neglect  it!  We  have 
in  the  person  of  Dr.  G.  L  Humphreys,  a  capable,  competent  Presi- 
dent, a  sound  safe  executive  and  a  noble  christian  character.  Let 
us  give  him  our  faithful  and  loyal  support  and  utmost  confidence, 
and  give  to  the  College  our  earnest  prayer  and  generous  contri- 
bution.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  RURAL  CHURCH 
(Report  H.) 

For  a  number  of  years  we  have  adopted  a  report  for  a  com- 
mittee on  Rural  Church.  It  seems  that  the  most  of  these  reports 
have  had  in  them  an  undertone  leading  to  Consolidation.  While 
we  believe  that  consolidation  and  re-location  is  the  salvation  of 
many  of  our  Rural  Churches,  we  also  believe  that  there  are  others 
that  need  suggestions  whereby  they  can  continue  to  grow  and  thrive 
in  their  present  location. 

We  believe  that  a  report  on  Rural  church  adopted  by  one  of  our 
sister  conferences  contains  much  that  is  worth  our  consideration. 
We  submit  part  of  that  report,  and  have  made  certain  changes  in 
other  selections  of  it  that  we  think  would  be  better  suited  to  our 
needs,  as  follows: 
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PROGRAM   POINTS   FOR   RURAL  CHURCHES 

T.— THE  MESSAGE  OF  THE  RURAL  CHURCH. 

1.  The  simple  Gospel  of  Jesus,  simply,  intelligently  told  in  the 
language   of  the  country  side. 

2.  An  interpretation  of  the  Gospel  as  broad  as  the  teachings 
of  Jesus,  and  as  inclusive  as  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

3.  A  strong  and  sane  evangelism  that  will  furnish  Spiritual  im- 
pulse and  power  for  all  of  the  church  activities. 

4.  More  reliance  on  prayer  and  worship  than  on  organization 
and  machinery. 

5.  An  appreciation  of  the  values  and  responsibilities  of  Rural 
Life  that  will  develop  "Rural-Mindedness"   among  the   people. 

II.— THE   FIELD    OF   THE   RURAL   CHURCH. 

1.  There  should  be  only  as  many  churches  as  can  be  success- 
fully cared  for  by  one  pastor. 

2.  The  field  should  be  large  enough  to  challenge  and  hold  min- 
isters of  outstanding  ability,  competent  for  rural  service. 

3.  There  should  be  an  accurate  and  complete  survey  made  at 
stated  intervals,  as  made  desirable   by  local   conditions. 

4.  When  the  survey  is  complete,  a  parish  map  should  be  made 
with  the  home  of  every  member  of  the  church,  and  every  one 
who  has  no  church  preference,  located  by  dots  and  circles,  each 
one  numbered  so  as  to  correspond  with  a  similar  number  on  the 
survey  card. 

5.  The  membership  should  be  organized  so  as  to  reach  prospects 
revealed  thru  the  survey,  or  otherwise.  This  may  be  done  by 
adopting  some  of  the  following  plans: 

a.  Divide  the  parish  into  sections  with  superintendent  in  charge 
of  each  section,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  to  the  pastor 

the  names  of  new  people  moving  into  the  community,  the  names 
of  sick  and  other  valuable  information. 

b.  Appoint  a  visiting  committee  in  each  section. 

c.  Organize  a  band  of  personal  workers  in  every  church  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  seek  out  those  not  affiliated  with  any  church, 
and  to  give  all  information  possible  concerning  their  spiritual 
life. 

d.  Select  a  few  silent  workers  in  each  church  who  shall  be- 
friend the  poor,  the  neglected,  the  sinful  and  recently  saved. 
These  workers  to  be  selected  by  the  pastor,  and  unknown  to 
any  other  person,  always  working  under  the  pastor's  direction. 

6.  Thru  systematic  visitation,  the  pastor  should  come  to  know 
his  field  and  his  people  and  their  needs.  From  such  visitation, 
he  will  glean  the  knowledge  that  will  enable  him  to  build  an 
adequate  program. 
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in. — THE  EQUIPMENT  OF  THE  RURAL  CHURCH. 

1.  Every  church  should  have  a  marker,  giving  the  name  and 
denomination  of  the  church,  date  of  organization,  and  hours  of 
service.  This  marker  should  be  located  so  that  all  who  pass, 
from  any  direction,  may  read. 

2.  The  church  auditorium  should  be  adequate  for  maximum  con- 
gregations. 

3.  As  rapidly  as  possible,  rooms  for  departmental  Church  School 
work  should  be  erected.  No  church  should  be  without  such 
provision  for  the  Religious  Education  Division  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  church  property  should  have  a  supervisor,  and  he  should 
be  a  person  whose  interest  in  the  church  is  unquestioned.  We 
suggest  the  following  :- 

a.  Clean  up  the  church,  and  burying  ground,  and  keep  them 
clean. 

b.  Keep  the  building  painted,  and  always  in  good  repair,  there- 
by adding  to  its  beauty  and  comfort.  The  heating  plant  should 
heat  pA'operly. 

c.  Plant  trees  where  they  are  lacking.  Landscape  the  church 
grounds,  set  out  shrubbery,  and  plant  flowers  in  the  spring. 

d.  Rest-rooms  for  men  and  women  should  be  so  located,  and 
beautified  as  not  to  become  offensive. 

e.  Horse  and  automobile  sheds  should  be  built  wherever  needed. 

f.  Where  there  is  no  spring  near  enough  for  convenience,  a 
well  should  be  dug. 

g.  The  parsonage  should  be  kept  comfortable  and  habitable, 
with  lawns  and  other  grounds  well  kept.  The  pastor  should 
be  responsible  here. 

5.  The  Methodist  Protestant  Hymnal  should  be  provided,  and 
used  wherever  possible.  If  this  is  not  practicable,  the  Conference 
Music  Committee  will  help  select  the  best  book  obtainable. 

6.  Keep  all  musical  instruments  in  good  order,  and  tune  all 
pianos  at  least  once  each  year. 

7.  A  church  library  of  inspirational  and  informational  books 
is  helpful. 

8.  The  Rural  Church  should  always  use   our  own  literature. 
IV. — THE   PROGRAM   OF   THE   RURAL   CHURCH. 

1.  This  program  should  be  built  around  the  idea  of  "The  Four- 
fold Life,"  thereby  developing  a  balanced  Christian  character 
that  will  express  itself  adequately  in  all  life's  relationships. 

2.  A  sane,  all-year-round  program  of  educational,  personal  and 
mass  evangelism  is  vital  to   the   life   of  the   church. 

3.  The  church  should  be  made  the  center  of  the  communities 
social   life.      Every   organization   of   the   church   should   in  some 
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way  foster  and  lead  in  a  wholesome  recreational  activity  often 
enough  to  give  the  church  such  a  gathering  at  least  once  each 
month. 

4.  The  church  should  have  a  well-defined  financial  policy.  An 
annual  every-member  canvass  should  be  made.  Envelopes  should 
be  used,  and  all  delinquents  tactfully  followed  up.  Steward- 
ship should  be  preached,  taught  and   practised. 

5.  In  addition  to  the  visitation  of  pastors  and  committees,  the 
postage  stamp  should  be  pressed  into  service  as  much  as  pos- 
sible. 

6.  The  pastor  should  build  a  program  around  the  special  days 
of  the  church  year  that  would  give  his  people  a  more  complete 
realization    of   the    meaning    of    true    Christian   service. 

v.— THE    RURAL   CHURCH   AND    CO-OPERATION. 

To  reach  its  maximum  of  efficiency  and  service,  the  rural 
church   should   co-operate   to   its   fullest   extent   with:- 

1.  Other  Methodist  Protestant  Churches  in  adjacent  communi- 
ties, thereby  developing  a  stronger  denominational  conscious- 
ness. 

2.  Adjacent  churches  of  other  denominations,  developing  there- 
by  a   greater   sense   of    Christian    brotherhood. 

3.  Agricultural  agencies  seeking  to   better   economic   conditions. 

4.  Moral   agencies  working   for  moral  reform. 

5.  Civic  organizations  and  agencies  working  for  civic  improve- 
ment. We  believe  the  most  important  member  of  this  group 
is  the  School. 

6.  Religious  educational  agencies  woi'king  for  the  improvement 
of  our  Sunday  Schools:  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  Christian 
Endeavor  Societies,  and  Missionary  Training.

REPORT    OF   THE    JOINT    COMMISSION 

ON 

METHODIST  COOPERATION 

(Report    I) 

The  Joint   Commission   on   Methodist   Cooperation  submits  the   fol- 
lowing report. 

1.  "We  rejoice  that  through  this  Commission,  and  through  the 
messages  of  the  Fraternal  Messengers,  sent  annually  to  the  sessions 
of  our  three  Conferences,  finer  fraternal  feelings   and  a  spirit  of 
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closer    cooperation    in    King-dom    service    are    constantly    ga'owing 
among-  us. 

2.  We  recommend  that  our  agreements  for  closer  cooperation 
in  communities  as  practiced  for  the  last  two  years,  and  as  re- 
corded in  the  Conference  Journals  of  1929  and  endorsed  in  Journals 
of  1930,  be  still  held  in  force,  and  that  both  denominations  con- 
tinue to  seek  to  foster  a  spirit  of  brotherly  love  which  will  best 
build  up  the  Kingdom  of  our  Christ. 

3.  Desiring  earnestly  the  union  of  Methodism  in  America,  we 
devoutly  pray  for  and  longingly  look  for  its  coming  as  rapidly  and 
as  early  as  the  dear  Lord  in  His  wisdom  may  bring  it  about. 

4.  Following  our  usual  agreement  that  the  term  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Joint  Commission,  representing  each  of  the  denomina- 
tions shall  expire  each  year,  we  recommend  that  the  matter  of 
electing  their  successors  be  left  to  the  respective  Conference   con- 

cei'ned.

The  Home  is  run  for  the  benefit  of  dependent  children,  so 
you  wish  to  hear  about  the  children  first. 

The  health  of  our  children  has  been  excellent,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two  cases  of  diphtheria  and  an  epidemic  of  "Flu".  Dr. 
S.  S.  Coe  is  prompt  and  faithful  in  helping  to  keep  the  Children's 
Home  family  in  good  condition.  Dr.  J.  W.  Austin  has  examined 
eyes,  ears,  noses  and  throats  of  any  of  our  children  when  necessary. 
And  Drs.  Coe  and  Austin  removed  tonsils  and  adenoids  from  all 
children  necessary.  Dr.  W,  F,  Clayton,  Dr.  N.  R.  McKughan,  Dr. 
Richardson  and  the  Zimmerman  brothers  have  examined  the  teeth 
of  our  children  and  have  cleaned  and  treated  teeth  when  necessary. 
Dr.  W.  L.  Jackson  at  the  Guilford  General  Hospital  has  also  ren- 
dered faithful  services  when  called  upon.  Mr.  Fred  McPherson,  at 
the  Sunshine  Laundry,  is  still  doing  all  our  heavy  laundry  free  of 
charge.     This  is  over  two  years  he  has  been  doing  this. 

We  found  72  children  in  the  home,  and  we  now  have  105 
children.  You  were  paying  them  $486.00  per  month  in  salaries. 
You  arepaying  now  $410.00  per  month  in  salaries,  a  saving  of 
$912.00  per  year.  The  other  overhead  expenses  are  no  more  than 
they  were.  The  first  year  we  were  here  the  Duke  Endowment 
paid  us  S1545.54  and  this  year  they  paid  us  $2595.86.  We  have  also 
received  fairly  good  contributions  from  other  conferences.  All 
of  these  savings  we  have  endeavored  to  put  into  the  rearing  of  needy 
children. 

Our    School 

Our  children  are  all  still  going  to  school  at  Jamestown  and 
they  seem  happy  and  contented  there.  Last  year  we  employed  a 
music  teacher,  who  came  to  the  home  in  the  afternoons  and  even- 
ings and  gave  music  lessons.  Financial  conditions  are  such  that 
we  have  discontinued  this  so  far  this  year.  We  regi'et  to  do  it, 
and  it  only  means  a  saving  of  about  $30.00  per  month.  Your  di- 
rection in  the  matter  will  be  welcomed. 
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The  Religious  Life 

Daily  devotional  services  are  conducted  in  each  dormitory. 
The  Bible  is  taught  daily.  We  have  our  own  Christian  Endeavor 
societies,  Junior  and  Senior,  and  they  hold  their  meetings  once  a 
week. 

The  children  and  workers  all  have  access  to  the  Sunday  school 
and  morning  preaching  services  at  First  Church,  High  Point,  and 
occasionally  a  group  of  just  one  bus  load  goes  in  to  the  preaching 
service  on  Sunday  evenings. 

From  September  13  to  21  this  year  we  held  our  revival  ser- 
vices with  Rev.  N.  C  Bethea  to  do  the  preaching.  We  felt  the  need 
of  it,  and  the  result  certainly  justified  the  effort. 

Orphanage    Meetings 

There  was  held  in  Greensboro  last  April  an  Institute  for  Or- 
phanage Workers,  lasting  two  weeks,  and  we  sent  an  average  of 
four  workers  per  day  and  contributed  $25.00  toward  the  expenses. 
This  meeting  was  sponsored  by  the  Duke  Endowment. 

Two  attended  the  Tri-State  Orphanage  Meeting  in  Oxford  in 
April.  And  two  also  attended  the  meeting  of  the  State  Orphanage 
Association  in  Raleigh  during  September.  Plans  are  already  being 
worked  out  for  a  unified  and  intensive  canvass  for  funds  for  all  the 
Homes  in  the  State  at  Thanksgiving. 

In  those  meetings  we  gathered  that  funds  are  short  in  all  the 
Homes.  Mr.  C.  K.  Proctor  of  Oxford,  said  the  Oxford  Home  was 
running  about  $1000.00  per  month  short  over  last  year.  Dr.  M.  L. 
Kesler  of  Thomasville,  said  "The  Mills  Home  is  falling  short  about 
$20,000.00  for  the  year."  Facing  up  with  his  Trustees,  Dr.  Kesler 
asked:  "What  are  we  to  do  in  the  meantime?  We  cannot  retrench 
in  service.  To  do  this  would  be  to  surrender  in  the  face  of  oppor- 
tunity. It  is  more  than  opportunity,  it  is  an  inescapable  obligation 
in  the  field  of  Child  Welfare." 

Wife  and  I  have  always  stood  for  progress  and  growth  in  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  God  has  never  failed  in  giving 
us  larger  things  in  every  field  in  which  we  have  labored  for  Him. 
We  undertook  this  work  with  no  other  thought  than  to  help  the  Lord 
and  you  to  build  a  bigger  and  a  better  Children's  Home.  And  by 
his  help  and  yours  it  has  grown  in  every  capacity.

Sparger  Apple  Orchard,  Mt.  Airy,  N.  C,  3  truck  loads  of 
apples. 

Mr.  Carl  Stanfield,  Brown  Summit,  about  8000  sweet  potato  plants. 

Besides  these  there  have  come  many  boxes  and  barrels  of  cloth- 
ing and  fruits  and  several  large  Harvest  Home  Donations. 

Our  friends  have  been  exceptionally  good  in  sending  us  these 
gifts  "in  kind."  These  did  not  pay  our  debts,  but  they  have  helped 
to  clothe  and  feed  our  children. 

Our  Coal 

We  have  two  car  loads  of  coal  in  our  bins,  and  this  time  we  had 
to  arrange  to  pay  for  it  before  we  could  get  it.  We  paid  $155.40 
for  the  coal  and  $330.07  for  the  freight.  We  secured  a  rebate  on 
the  freight  amounting  to  $165.39.  We  could  buy  a  cheaper  grade 
of  coal  in  another  field,  but  it  would  come  in  over  the  C.  and  0.  R.  R. 
to  Lynchburg,  and  the  freight  would  cost  us  just  the  same,  and  we 
could  get  no  rebate.  So  our  present  plan  is  cheaper  and  we  get 
better  coal. 

Buildings    and    Grounds 

The  Superintendent's  cottage  is,  of  course,  in  good  repair,  but 
the  two  dormitories  are  badly  in  need  of  repairs  and  have  been  for  a 
long  time.  The  grounds  toward  the  cottage  from  the  Girls'  Dor- 
mitory has  all  been  taken  into  the  campus,  and  has  been  turfed  and 
a  good  lot  of  trees  and  shrubbery  have  been  planted.  We  planted 
about  300  plants  last  spring  at  almost  no  cost  to  the  Home.  Mr. 
Newton  M.  Cole,  of  Lycoming,  N.  Y.,  gave  us  20  cherry  trees;  Mr. 
W.  T.  Hanner  of  the  North  State  Nursery  Company,  Julian,  N.  C, 
gave  us  a  nice  lot  of  trees  and  shrubbery  and  sold  us  more  at  a  very 
reduced  price.  The  most  of  this  we  paid  for  ourselves.  Friends  in 
various   communities  also  donated    plants. 

The  Work  and  the  Workers 

The  work  demands  of  every  worker  very  close  attention  and 
long  hours.  It  is  very  taxing  to  the  body,  mind,  and  soul.  There 
is  no  other  work  on  earth  like  it.  None  of  us  would  have  to  work 
so  hard  for  our  church  anywhere  else,  and  yet  we  try  to  get  along 
with  just  a  few  workers  as  possible.  Mr.  A.  G.  Dixon  and  his  wife 
both  broke  down  during  the  summer  and  we  had  to  get  them  away 
for  a  while.  We  are  going  to  try  to  get  by  just  as  long  as  we  can 
with  as  little  help  as  possible.  But  if  our  people  could  only  know 
our  struggles  surely  they  would  respond  liberaly. 

Report  of  Duke  Endowment 

The  Orphanage  section  of  the  Duke  Endowment  report  for 
1930   covering  15   Orphan  Homes,  built  for  less  than  151  children 
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rnd  operating  farms,  show  that  in  the  fields  of  administration,  care 
of  children  and  plant  operation  this  Home  is  running  below  the  aver- 
age in  cost.     These  are  their  figures:

A   Standard  for  Child   Caring  Institutions 

The  Duke  endowment  has  set  up  a  standard  toward  which  ail 
institutions  aided  by  them  are  expected  to  aim.  In  that  statement 
they  say: 

"Critiria  as  here  used,  are  intended  to  include  those  things  that 
are  generally  regarded  as  essential  to  the  care  of  children  in  institu- 
tions," and  they  add:  "The  following  are  common  interests  of  Child 
Caring  Institutions  and  have  been  used  in  the  set-up."  (1)  Social 
service  which  includes  admission  and  discharge  procedure,  case  work, 
case  records  and  the  general  social  service  program  of  the  institu- 
tion. (2)  Housing.  (3)  Food.  (4)  Clothing.  (5)  Education.  (6) 
Health.     (7)    Moral  and  Religious  training.     (8)    Financial. 

Each  institution  is  to  be  graded  on  these  eight  points,  and  those 
grades  w^ill  enter  into  the  consideration  for  aid  to  said  institution. 

The  Farm 

The  spring  drought  and  the  fall  drought  both  cut  our  vegetables 
short,  but  the  general  farm  has  yielded  the  largest  ingathering  in 
the  history  of  the  Home.  Our  farm,  Mr.  A.  G.  Dixon,  rented  and 
cultivated  sixty  acres  besides  the  Children's  Home  Farm,  and  he 
and  his  helpers  worked  overtime  to  produce  as  much  as  possible  to 
help  carry  the  home  through  these  times  when  offerings  are  short. 

We  have  25  hogs,  15  milk  cows,  8  heifers,  4  calves,  2  mules, 
horse  and  about  230  chickens.

We  are 
only  hoping  that  material  conditions  will  so  improve  that  the  people 
will  have  more  to  give. 

We  can  only  ask  for  your  very  best  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christ- 
mas and  a  regular  monthly  offering  from  each  Sunday  School  and 
church  during  the  coming  Conference  year.

their  monthly  offering  to  the  Home.

EVANGELISM 
(Report  M) 

The  motive  and  effort  for  the  salvation  of  the  lost  by  Christian 
men  and  women. 

The  passion  for  the  salvation  of  the  lost  is  not  very  marked  in 
the  church  at  this  time.  Notice  how  the  Biblical  writers  give  ex- 
pression to  this  dominant  desire  to  reach  and  save  the  lost. 

"Horror  hath  taken  hold  upon  me  because  of  the  wicked  that 
forsake  thy  law."   (Ps.  119:53.) 

"Rivers  of  waters  run  down  mine  eyes  because  they  keep  not  thy 
law."     (Ps.  119;   136.) 

In  the  New  Testament  Paul  breaks  out  in  fervent  terms  as  he 
says  (Rom.  10;  1.),  "My  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for  Israel 
is,  that  they  might  be  saved." 

This  is  what  is  meant  by  a  genuine  and  unquestionable  love  of 
souls.  Such  an  atttude  is  far  more  than  mere  solicitude.  It  must 
be  a  direct  and  decided  personal  activity. 

Prov.  11:30:  "He  that  winneth  souls  is  wise."  Winning  im- 
plies effort  to  secure  the  object  of  endeavor  by  every  agency  pos- 
sible of  application.  (.  Cor.  9:22)  "To  the  weak  became  I  as  weak 
that  I  might  gain  the  weak;  I  am  made  all  things  to  all  men  that  I 
might  by  all  means  save  some." 

Soul  winners  need  wisdom,  divine  and  human,  to  direct  them  in 
this  great  work.  Prayer  for  soul  winning  grace,  a  specific  prayer 
for  a  specific  object,  to  teach  us  how  to  approach  and  reach  the  un- 
saved.    What    multitudes    of    Christians    are    utterly    devoid    of   any 
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spiritual  ability  in  that  direction.     Hence  the  need  of  special  prayer 
for  special  grace  and  the  help  of  the  Spirit  for  this  particular  work. 

In  order  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ,  we  urge  that  every  local 
church,  if  possible,  organize  a  band  of  men  and  women,  to  secure  the 
names  of  every  unsaved  person  in  the  community.  Hold  a  prayer 
meeting  then  go  out  and  appeal  to  them  personally,  individually,  to 
accept  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord.  In  order  to  win  them  to  Christ, 
we  must  prove  our  interest  in  them,  our  love  for  them.  But  above 
all,  show  them  that  Jesus  loves  them,  that  we  love  Jesus,  that  he  has 
saved  us.  Mark  5:  19 — "Go  home  to  thy  friends  and  tell  them  how 
great  things  the  Lord  hath  done  for  thee,  and  hath  had  compossion 
on  thee."  When  they  accept  Christ,  show  them  that  the  next  duty 
they  owe  to  God  and  themselves,  is  to  unite  with  the  church. 

We  have  heard  with  great  satisfaction  that  our  New  Century 
Service  Program  for  the  remainder  of  the  quadrennium,  as  one  of 
the  great  methods  of  putting  heart  and  hope  into  the  work  of  the 
church,  puts  a  strong  emphasis  upon  evangelism,  in  all  its  forms, 
and  appeals.  We  heartily  endorse  the  whole  program  and  earnestly 
commit  ourselves  to  it  in  prayer  and  service.

PARSONAGE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

(Report   R) 

In  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  the  parsonage  is  an  indispens- 
able part  of  the  equipment  of  any  church,  or  charge,  and  occupies  a 
place  of  sacredness  and  service  second  only  to  the  church  itself. 

A  review  of  the  reports  submitted  indicates  that  we  now  have 
within  the  confines  of  the  conference  sixty  five  parsonages,  repre- 
senting an  estimated  value  of  $240,705.00,  encumbered  by  $27,206.00 
indebtedness,  and  protected  by  $107,400.00  insurance. 

The  same  reports  also  indicate  that  there  are  twenty-four 
charges  without  parsonages.  We  wish  to  commend  those  charges 
that  are  attempting  to  meet  this  need. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  all  buildings  and  property  be  cared  for,  kept  in  good 
repair,  and  covered  by  proper  insurance. 

2.  That  due  consideration  and  foresight  be  exercised  in  deter- 
mining the  character  and  location  of  all  new  buildings. 

3.  That  all  buildings  be  equipped  at  least  with  all  heavy  fur- 
niture.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON   PASTORAL  WORK 

(Report  S) 

There  are  a  multitude  of  duties  that  are  thought  of  as  belonging 
to  the  minister.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  is  that  of  preaching, 
thus  proclaiming  the  truth  as  it  is  found  in  the  Word  of  God.  "It 
pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them  that  be- 
lieve"; and  Paul  exhorts  the  young  preacher,  Timothy,  to  "Preach  the 
word,  be  instant  in  season  and  out  of  season." 

To  be  an  effective  preacher  a  minister  must  know  his  God  and 
the  word  of  God.     He  should  also  know  his  people  if  he  is  to  lead 
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them  and  feed  them.  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a 
workman  that  needeth  not  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of 
truth." 

To  know  his  people  the  pastor,  that  he  may  know  how  to  preach 
to  them  and  lead  them,  must  in  some  way  mingle  with  them  and  learn 
of  their  lives.  He  must  know  how  to  think  with  his  people  as  well 
as  to  think  the  thoughts  of  God.  Difficult  as  the  task  may  be,  if  the 
pastor  is  to  accept  the  position  to  "Be  for  the  people  to  God-ward," 
he  must  in  some  way  get  in  close  contact  with  the  people,  the  sub- 
jects of  his  efforts.     This  in  most  cases  means  much  pastoral  visiting. 

As  the  pastor  goes  into  the  homes  of  his  people  he  should  carry 
a  life  of  righteousness;  full  of  love,  sympathy,  prayer  and  sunshine. 
He  should  impart  gospel  truth  to  the  people  as  well  as  encourge 
them  to  attend  church  services.  Visits  should  be  of  such  an  order 
that  the  pastor  would  not  take  advantage  of  the  weaknesses  of  people 
by  resorting  to  flattery  or  that  which  means  that  "familiarity  breeds 
contempt."  But  it  should  be  an  acquaintance  such  as  would  mean 
that  the  people  understand  the  pastor  and  that  the  pastor  under- 
stands his  people.  "The  sheep  follow  him;  for  they  know  his  voice. 
And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him;  for  they 
know  not  the  voice  of  a  stranger."  Pastoral  work  should  not  be 
confined  to  the  membership  of  one's  own  church,  but  a  pastor  should 
keep  under  observation,  and  to  the  fullest  extent  possible,  care  for  all 
the  people  of  his  community.  He  should  consider  the  saint  and 
sinner  a  part  of  his  parish,  that  all  may  be  helped,  and,  if  possible, 
that  all  may  be  brought  into  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

This  work  involves  many  difficulties,  but  it  all  the  more  calls  for 
the  best  that  is  in  us,  and  the  help  of  our  God  that  these  difficulties 
may  be  overcome,  and  that  the  work  might  be  well  done.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   STEWARDSHIP 

(Report  T) 

The  chairman  of  your  committee  on  stewardship  is  humiliated 
under  the  necessity  of  confessing  that  the  committee  has  not  func- 
tioned during  the  interim  of  the  conference.  The  chairman  of  the 
committee  will  take  all  blame  to  himself  for  this  failure.  The  differ- 
ent members  of  the  committee  live  at  such  distances  from  each  other 
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that  it  did  not  seem  practicable  to  call  the  committee  together. 
Therefore  the  committee  did  not  meet  and  nothing  has  been  done. 

However,  your  committee  is  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  im- 
portance of  stewardship,  and  of  the  necessity  for  instruction  in  this 
matter.  We  are  all  stewards  of  whatever  we  are,  whatever  we 
possess,  and  of  whatever  service  we  are  capable  of  rendering.  We 
are  further  convinced  that  during  this  time  of  money  strigency  is  not 
time  to  ease  up  on  the  teaching  of  stewardship.  We  are,  during  a 
period  of  money  stringency,  just  as  prone,  if  not  a  little  more  so,  to 
the  sin  of  robbing  God  of  the  tithes  and  offerings  due  Him  as  we  are 
any  other  time. 

We  therefore  suggest  that  our  pastors,  in  a  spirit  of  love,  fail  not 
in  giving  their  congregation  adequate  instruction  on  this  vital  matter; 
and  that  our  laymen  seek  to  know  what  the  Bible  teaches  on  the 
subject. 

We  want  to  suggest  further  that  stewardship  reading  circles  be 
organized  in  our  C.  E.  Societies,  Sunday  School  Classes,  Women's 
Auxiliaries,  and  in  other  church  organizations.  The  following  books 
are  recommended  for  these  reading  circles:  "The  New  Christian"  by 
Cushman,  and  "The  Way  to  the  Best"  by  Anderson.  We  also  re- 
commend the  tithing  literature  published  by  the  Layman's  Company, 
Chicago.  Much  of  this  literature  is  sent  free  to  pastors  and  churches 
that  will  use  it,  and  the  rest  is  sent  at  cost  of  publishing.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OFFICIAL  CHARACTER 
(Report    U) 

Your  Committee  on  Official  Character  submits  the  following 
report : 

After  examining  the  personal  reports  of  our  pastors,  we  are 
convinced  that  they  are  taking  their  official  duties  seriously  and 
earnestly.  For  example,  only  one  pastor  acknowledged  that  he 
had  failed  to  present  the  benevolent  claims.  Very  few  had  failed 
to  take  an  offering  at  each  regular  service. 

There  is  one  item  of  the  pastors'  reports  however  that  indi- 
cates a  bit  of  laxity  with  respect  to  an  important  matter.  Our 
Discipline  specifically  states  that  the  stewards  shall  provide  dis- 
ciplines to  be  presented  by  the  pastor  to  new  members.  (See  Dis- 
cipline page  82,  paragraph  18).  The  reports  show  that  this  part 
of  our  Discipline  has  been  compiled  with  by  only  twelve  charges. 
In  answer  to  the  question,  "Have  the  stewards  provided  disciplines 
for  each  new  member?"  one  pastor  said,  "I  have";  another  said, 
"In  part";  and   one  said,   "Except  at  two    churches". 
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Our  people  need  to  know  what  our  discipline  tells  us  about 
our  church,  therefore  we  suggest  and  urge  that  our  pastors  en- 
courage the  stewards  in  providing  copies  of  the  discipline  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  churches  and  presented  to  each  new  member  by 
the  pastor;  and,  further,  that  copies  be  provided  for  those  who  are 
already  members  and  desire  a  copy;  these  to  be  furnished  to  the 
members  at  cost. 

We  find  that  most  charges  have  paid  something  on  the  Budgets; 
though  the  amounts  are  very  small  in  most  cases,  and  especially 
for  the  General  Conference  Budget.  In  studying  the  reports  this 
fact  is  very  noticeable,  namely, — those  charges  that  have  Auxil- 
iaries and  that  observe  the  special  days  have  paid  the  largest 
amounts  on  the  General  Conference  Budget. 

If  it  is  in  the  province  of  this  committee  to  make  recommen- 
dations, we  want  to  make  the  following: 

1st.  That  our  Pastors  recommend  to  their  first  Quarterly 
Conference  that  the  loose  change  in  the  regular  offering  be  used 
to  pay  the  Annual  Conference  Budget,  and  that  where  it  does  not 
seem  practicable  to  give  the  Special  Day  Programs,  an  offering  for 
General  Conference   Budget   be  taken  anyway. 

2nd.     That  the  pastors  encourage  the  organization  of  Auxiliaries. 

3rd.  We  recommend  that  the  character  of  all  our  ministers  and 
that  of  the  preachers  who  have  served  charges  during  the  past  year 
be  passed.

Character. 

Your  Committee's  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  a 
number  of  the  members  of  our  conference  are  still  debtors  to  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  because  of  money  borrowed  while  in 
College  or  Seminary.  Dr.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
informs  us  that  "Some  are  making  splendid  headway  in  caring  for 
their  obligations,  while  in  the  case  of  others,  the  record  is  not  so  satis- 
factory. Dr.  Stephenson  also  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
is  the  closing  year  of  the  quadrennium  and  that  these  student  records 
must  be  reported  to  the  General  Conference  and  go  into  the  printed 
records.  He  also  reminds  us  that  the  Board  is  having  great  difficulty 
in  taking  care  of  those  now  seeking  aid,  largely  due  to  small  return 
payments. 

Therefore  your  committee  recommends  that  this  Conference  urge 
upon  all  those  who  are  under  obligation  to  the  Board  that  they  meet 
their  obligation  promptly.

That  each  delegate  to  this  conference  feel  responsibility 
i-esting  on  him  to  urge  during  the  next  Conference  year  a  settle- 
ment of  all  church  obligations  at  least  every  three  months. 

4th.  That  all  of  our  churches  use  the  honor  system  of  Pledging 
or  apportionment  if  necessary;  to  follow  the  instructions  in  the  Dis- 
cipline closely  wherein  reference  is  made  to  the  church  finances. 
(Discipline  1928,  PP  81,  82.) 

5th.  That  special  effort  be  made  to  use  the  Envelope  System 
for  collections  as  a  valuable  aid  to  financing  the  church.

CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  OF  RELIGIOUS   EDUCATION 

(Report   FF) 

The  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education  has  had  a  very 
successful  year.  The  program  has  been  on  a  wider  scale,  and  more 
effective  in  its  results.  The  program  of  leadership  training,  so  bad- 
ly needed  throughout  our  entire  conference,  has  been  carried  into 
the  local  Church  in  several  communities.  Such  a  program  was  made 
possible  through  the  efforts  and  leadership  of  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison. 
He  organized  a  number  of  centers  (by  a  center  is  meant  the  group- 
ing of  a  number  of  Churches  within  a  certain  area  and  naming  one 
Church  the  center).  This  plan  worked  very  well  and  a  splendid 
program  was  carried  forward  in  this  way.  Under  this  plan  eight 
leadership  training  schools  were  conducted.  More  than  five  hun- 
dred people  attended  these  schools.  Two  hundi'ed  and  nineteen  stand- 
ard certificates  and  sixty-six  Young  People's  Certificates  were  given 
in  these  schools,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  cer- 
tificates.    These  schools  were  self-supporting. 

The  Annual  Leadership  Training  School  held  in  High  Point 
College  last  July  was  the  most  successful  in  several  years.  The 
total  enrollment  was  one  hundred  twenty-four.  Sixty-three  received 
Standard  certificates  and  fifty-two  received  Young  People's  Certifi- 
cates, a  total  of  one  hundred  fifteen  certificates.  Twenty-seven  young 
people  consecrated  their  lives  to  part  or  full-time  service  in  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church.  The  number  of  certificates  given  in 
this  school  plus  the  certificates  given  in  the  Center  Schools  ai'e  four 
hundred.  Such  results  more  than  justify  the  effort  and  will  lead  to 
a  brighter,  more  glorious  day  in  our  beloved  Church. 
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We  request  the  conference  to  continue  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison  in 
his  same  relationship  to  the  Council.

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    RELIGIOUS    EDUCATION 

(Report   GG) 

It  is  the  conviction  of  the  Committee  on  Religious  Education 
that  the  work  of  Christian  training  is  becoming  increasingly  impor- 
tant. This  is  true  for  many  reasons.  For  one  thing  the  complexity 
of  the  social  conditions  under  which  we  live  make  a  broader  and  more 
thorough  understanding  of  Christian  truths  necessary.  The  remark- 
able advance  in  public  education  throws  a  greater  burden  upon  the 
shoulders  of  religious  education.  Then,  the  means  of  transportation 
and  communication  have  brought  us  to  the  necessity  of  facing  world 
issues  in  even  our  local  groups  of  religious  people.  A  more  compre- 
hensive, vital  and  Christian  outlook  must  characterize  our  religious 
thinking.  And  so  to  build  our  people  up  in  the  understanding,  ap- 
preciation and  participation  of  Christian  living  is  the  great  work 
of  Religious  Education. 

This  work  in  Religious  Development  is  being  carried  on  in  our 
church  chiefly  by  the  following  agencies:  The  pulpit,  the  Sunday 
School,  religious  societies,  training  schools  and  the  home  and  college. 

1.  We  urge  the  achievement  of  an  educational  consciousness  in 
the  work  of  the  pulpit.  This  spirit  is  to  be  blended  with  that  of 
the  usual  appeal  so  as  to  make  for  an  educational  evangelism. 
Preaching  should  be  instructional,  and  the  pulpit  is  to  employ  the 
principles  of  sound  teaching  in  building  up  the  congregations  of 
Christian  people. 

2.  The  Sabbath  schools  especially  are  to  proceed  along  the  lines 
of  good  psychology.  Provisions  should  be  made  for  age  levels,  intel- 
lectual variations  and  other  individual  differences  in  the  program  of 
Christian  growth.  The  work  ought  to  be  graded  so  as  to  share  mental, 
emotional,  and  expressional  experiences  best  suited  to  personal  needs. 
And,  of  course,  the  work  must  be  intensely  religious  all  the  way. 
The  pupil  is  to  be  led  into  a  genuine  Christian  experience  that  corres- 
ponds to  his  own  capacities.     This  is  the  woi-k  of  the  Sunday  School. 

3.  Some  form  of  religious  organization  should  be  provided  for 
the  youth  of  every  church.  The  Christian  Endeavor  Society  makes 
a  large  contribution  to  this  age  group.  If,  however,  local  churches 
find  some  other  form  or  organization  better  adapted  to  their  needs  and 
purposes,  we  favor  the  change.  That  organization  for  young- people 
should  be  used  that  best  develops  and  enriches  the  life  of  the  mem- 
bers. 
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4.  Under  head  of  Training  Schools,  the  Committee  is  glad  to 
acknowledge  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year 
that  has  just  closed.  Eight  training  schools  were  held  over  the  confer- 
ence this  year.  The  total  enrollment  of  these  schools  was  407  stu- 
dents and  110  visitors.  Thirty-seven  courses  were  offered  and  285 
certificates  were  awarded.  All  of  this  was  in  addition  to  the  regular 
Training  School  held  as  usual  at  High  Point  College.  These  schools 
actually  took  the  training  to  the  people  over  the  state  who  needed 
the  work  and  who  responded  heartily  to  the  opportunity  of  improv- 
ing their  type  of  work  in  the  local  churches.  We  recommend  a  full 
co-operation  with  the  Council  of  Religious  Education  along  this  line 
for  the  coming  year  and  that  N.  M.  Harrison  be  continued  in  his 
present  relationship. 

5.  Your  Committee  urges  a  fuller  use  of  the  home  in  religious 
training.  Adults  should  be  pursuing  courses  along  the  line  of  par- 
enthood in  its  relation  to  Christian  Living.  It  would  be  better  for 
the  men's  and  women's  classes  to  adopt  specific  objectives  in  King- 
dom building  than  to  stop  with  big  attendance  and  lectures  at  the 
class  hour.  Let  adult  classes  actually  participate  in  more  religious 
experience  by  accepting  definite  responsibilities  like  providing  teach- 
ers for  younger  classes,  enlisting  heads  of  families  or  in  teaching 
their  own  children  at  home.  The  program  of  religious  education 
must  include  the  home  and  utilize  the  talents  and  opportunities  there 
for  Christian  cultivation. 

6.  Finally  the  High  Point  College  is  to  serve  also  in  the  church 
program  of  Religious  Education.  The  college  since  its  opening  in 
1924  had  maintained  a  department  of  Religious  Education.  Eleven 
Courses  of  college  grade  are  offered  at  our  institution.  There  are 
87  students  enrolled  in  these  classes.  Students  trained  in  these  sub- 
jects are  better  prepared  to  serve  in  their  home  churches  and  should 
be  used  there. 

And  so  your  Committee  urges  a  conscious  and  intelligent  direct- 
ing of  the  above  named  agencies  as  means  in  training  our  people  in 
the  growing  Christian  Life,  and  in  all  things  look  to  our  Savior  and 
trust  in  His  word.

COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  REFORM 
(Report  HH) 

1.  Believing  the  lowering  of  the  estimate  a  people  places  upon 
sacred  things  means  the  lowering  of  the  standard  of  morals  and  of 
righteousness,  we   deplore  the  lightness  with  which  the  sanctity  of

the  Home  and  of  the  Sabbath  is  held,  resulting  in  all  too  frequent 
divorces  and  a  wanton  desecration  of  the  Sabbath. 

2.  The  accumulation  of  the  bulk  of  the  wealth  in  the  hands 
of  comparatively  few  people,  while  many  of  the  masses  have  their 
needs  only  meagerly  supplied  and  many  more  exist  in  dire  poverty 
in  the  midst  of  plenty,  creates  a  condition  which  means  privation 
and  suffering  and  restlessness,  threatening  the  very  foundations 
of  the  social  order.  Such  a  situation  is  greatly  aggravated  when 
the  smaller  wealth  of  the  masses  is  burdened  by  taxes  to  the  break- 
ing point  while  the  greater  wealth  held  by  the  few  is  taxed  only  lightly 
or  not  at  all.  We  decry  a  system  that  makes  possible  such  a  situa- 
tion. 

3.  We  deplore  the  increasing  habit  of  the  smoking  of  ciga- 
rettes by  small  boys  and  women.  We  believe  this  injurious  practice 
is  encouraged  and  promoted  among  boys  because  to  them  it  seems 
manly,  due  to  the  fact  that  they  so  often  and  so  continuously  see  so 
much  smoking  of  cigarettes  by  so  many  men;  and  that  the  practice 
among  women  is  encouraged  and  promoted  by  the  fact  that  manu- 
facturers use  in  advertisements  of  cigarettes  on  billboards  and  else- 
where the  pictures  of  women  and  words  attributed  to  them  in  com- 
mendation of  certain  brands.    We  condemn  both  these  practices. 

4.  We  are  opposed  to  the  repeal  of,  or  to  any  weakening  of, 
either  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  of  the  Volstead  Act.  Likewise 
we  are  opposed  to  any  candidiate  for  office,  local.  State  or  National, 
who  is  wet. 

We  believe  any  person  who  buys  liquor  for  beverage  purposes 
or  drinks  it,  puts  himself  in  a  class  with  the  blockader  and  boot- 
legger and  should  be  so  held  by  the  law  and  before  the  Courts.

MRS.  D.  M.  LOY 

Mrs.  D.  M.  Loy  was  born  August  22,  1876,  and  departed  this 
life  August  3,  1931.

MRS.  J.  R.  BALL 

Mrs.  Lucy  Wright  Ball  was  born  September  17,  1844  and  died 
at  her  home  in  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  October  1,  1931.  Mrs. 
Ball  was  one  of  those  rare  personalities  who  so  greatly  enriched  the 
fellowship  of  the  Church, 

Mr.  J.  Norman  Wills,  one  of  Mrs.  Ball's  most  intimate  friends 
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and  a  close  neighbor,  during  the  closing  years  of  her  life  pays  her 
the  following  beautiful  tribute : 

"My  acquaintance  with  Mrs.  Ball  dates  back  to  my  early  child- 
hood. Her  husband,  Rev.  J.  R.  Ball,  was  one  of  the  leading  min- 
isters of  the  Conference.  He  and  my  father  were  closely  associ- 
ated and  the  two  families  were  on  the  most  friendly  terms.  Mrs. 
Ball  filled  well  that  position  which  is  of  such  importance  but  which 
is  now  for  the  most  part  unknown  and  unsung,  that  of  the  preacher's 
wife.  Thirty-eight  years  ago  at  the  Annual  Conference  held  in  La- 
Grange,  a  memorial  service  was  held  in  honor  of  her  husband,  and 
we  now  come  to  offer  a  tribute  to  her  memory. 

"If  I  should  name  her  outstanding  characteristics  I  should  say 
it  was  gentleness — that  quality  that  renders  life  beautiful  in  its 
contacts,  but  also  indicates  an  underlying  strength.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  At  2  o'clock  on  the  opening  day  of  Conference,  the  order  shall  be 
reading  of  the  President's   Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of  the 
Conference   shall   be  elected   by   ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Conference 
adjourned    and   call   the    Conference    to    order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of  the  Scrip- 
ture and  prayer,   under   direction   of  the   President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shal  read  the 
Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and  prepare  them  for 
registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  member,  to  call 
any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflections  or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  ordeT  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Conference,   which  appeal  shall   be  decided   without  debate. 

8.  All  the  committee  shall  be  appointd  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
ordered   by  the   Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member  to  the 
Chair. 

10.  The    President   shall    vote   on  no   question,   except   in    case   of  a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President,"  and  being  recognized 
by   thhe  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any  question, 
except  by    unanimous  permission   of   the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speaking,  or 
interrupt   the   speaker,    except  by    permission   to    explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently  loud  to 
disturb   the   Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused  therefrom 
by   the   Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open  for  debate, 
except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and  to  lay  on  the  table, 
which    questions    shall    be    decided    without    debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  the 
main   question. 

20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question  has  been 
called   for   shall   be  decided   without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the   call  of   one-fifth    of  the  members  present. 

22.  All  resoluKons   or   amendments    shall  be   reduced   to   writing. 

2  3.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made  by  a 
member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  except 
by  a  two-thirds    vote   of  the   members   present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called  up  again 
during  the   session. 

2.5.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  permission  of 
the  Conference. 

26.      No   committee    shall   meet   during   the   session   of    Conference.

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PROCEEDINGS 


The  105th  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference. 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  convened  in  the  First  Church,  Burling- 
ton, Rev.  Dr.  F.  W.  Paschall,  pastor,  on  November  9,  1932,  at  10.00 
in  the  morning.  The  President,  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor,  D.D.,  was  in  the 
chair,  and  after  calling  the  Conference  to  order,  conducted  the  de- 
votional service;  Rev,  E.  L.  Ballard  leading  the  singing.  Hymns 
122  and  345  were  used.  Selection  40  in  the  Psalter  was  read  re- 
sponsively.     The  president  led  in  the  prayer. 

The  Conference  roll  was  called  and  an  unusually  large  number 
both  of  delegates  and  ministers  responded  to  their  names. 

Following  the  roll  call,  at  10.30,  Conference  listened  to  a  ser- 
mon preached  by  C.  W.  Bates.  The  subject:  "Church  Builders." 
Texts:  Matt.  16:18;  2  Cor.  6:1. 

This  was  followed  by  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  R.  M. 
Andrews  was  in  charge,  assisted  by  A.  0.  Lindley,  N.  G.  Bethea,  J.  E. 
Pritchard  and  J.  D.  Williams. 

The  Conference  stood  as  the  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  the 
Honored  Dead.  Conference  then  entered  upon  a  short  business 
session. 

The  President  expressed  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  "Doc"  Payne,  the 
appreciation  of  the  Conference  for  baskets  of  beautiful  dahlias  which 
they  had  placed  in  the  church. 

The  Conference  programs  were  distributed  and  adopted  sub- 
ject to  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary. 

On  motion  the  first  nine  pews  across  the  church  were  made  the 
bar  of  Conference. 

The  following  were  presented  to  Conference:  Rev.  J.  C.  Broom- 
field,  D.D.,  President  of  the  General  Conference;  Rev.  G.  W.  Hadda- 
way,  D.D.,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  Rev.  F.  L. 
Gibbs,  Associate  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education; 
Rev.  W.  A.  Melvin,  Secretary  of  Evangelism,  and  Mr.  Chas.  Reiner, 
Jr.,  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

On  motion  those  who  are  hard  of  hearing,  visitors  to  the  Con- 
ference, were  granted  the  courtesy  of  sitting  within  the  bar. 

On  motion  it  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  3.30  to  hear  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  address  of  Brother  Melvin 
to  follow  immediately. 

Wednesday   Afternoon 

1.30.  The  devotional  service  was  in  charge  of  G.  W.  Holmes. 
The  roll  was  called.  On  motion  the  order  of  the  day  was  advanced 
and  the  President  of  the  Conference  called  T.  M.  Johnson  to  the 
chair,  and  began  the  reading  of  his  official  message  (A).  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  reading,  the  report  was  referred  to  the  proper 
committee.  On  motion  the  president's  official  character  was  passed, 
and  the  retiring  president  was  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  and 
appreciation. 

A  resolution  offered  by  R.  C.  Stubbins  was  held  in  abeyance 
while  the  Conference  entered  upon  the  order  of  the  day,  the  election 
of  officers.  The  tellers  distributed  the  ballots,  and  a  vote  -was  taken 
for    Conference    President.

Following  the  address,  Conference  entered  into  a  short  business 
session.  The  roll  call  of  the  delegates  was  ordered,  and  they  were 
asked  to  stand  so  that  the  Conference  might  see  those  present. 

The  tellers  distributed  ballots  for  the  election  of  Lay  Member 
of  the  Stationing  Committee.  The  ballot  was  counted  and  W.  T. 
Hanner   declared  elected. 

On  motion  the  Committee  on  Appeals  was  elected  by  acclama- 
tion and  is  composed  as  follows:  J.  M.  Cutchin,  W.  L.  Ward,  R.  I. 
Farmer,  S.  W.  Taylor,  J.  E.  Pritchard. 

On  motion  C.  B.  Way  was  elected  as  Statistical  Secretary  by 
the  casting  of  the  unanimous  ballot.  The  same  procedure  was  fol- 
lowed in  the  election  of  J.  L.  Trollinger  as  Conference  Reporter. 

On  motion  the  order  of  the  day  for  10.30  tomorrow  was  de- 
signated as  the  time  to  hear  Dr.  J.  C.  Broomfield. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed,  and  Conference  was  dismissed 
with  the  benediction  by  R.  I.  Farmer. 

Thursday,    November    10 

9.00.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  the  roll  was  called,  and  the 
minutes  read  and  corrected. 

Rev.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  D.  D.,  Editor  of  our  Sunday  School 
literature,  was  introduced.

7:30.  The  service  was  in  charge  of  the  N.  C.  Branch  of  Wo- 
man's Work,  and  was  presided  over  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  president 
of  the  Branch,  and  of  the  Convention.  The  service  consisted  of  the 
following:

Rev.  B.  J.  Peeler,  pastor  of  the  First  Reformed  Church,  this  city, 
led  the  conference  in  the  devotional  service. 

Following  the  devotional  service,  Rev.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  D.D., 
Editor  of  the  Sunday  school  periodicals,  addressed  the  Conference. 

An  overture  from  the  General  Conference  was  read  by^  the 
assistant  Secretary,  and  on  motion  the  overture  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  was  excused 
from  the  room.  The  Conference  Faculty  asked  that  a  Committee 
on  Ministerial  Moral  Character  be  appointed.  The  Committee  is 
composed  of  A.  L.  Hunter,  C.  L.  Spencer,  J.  W.  Hulin. 

Rev.  W.  A.  Kale,  fraternal  messenger  from  the  Conferences  of 
the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  in  this  state  was  introduced.  A  report 
submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Ministerial  Moral  Character  was 
adopted.      (K) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rural  Church  was  submitted. 
(F)  On  motion  only  that  part  of  the  report  not  already  printed  in 
the  Journal  is  to  be  included  in  this  year's  report. 

The  report  of  the  following  committees  were  presented  and 
on  motion  adopted:  Consolidation  of  Rural  Churches,  (G)  ;  Pastoral 
Work,  (H)  ;  Herald  Campaign  Committee,  (I)  (This  report  was 
ordered  omitted  from  the  Journal  since  the  regular  report  of  the 
Herald  committee  takes  its  place.) 

At  11:00  o'clock,  it  being  Armistic  Day,  Conference  stood  for 
a  moment  of  silence,  and  was  then  led  in  prayer  by  Dr.  Humphreys. 

The  report  of  the  Herald  Committee  was  submitted.  While 
the  report  was  being  considered,  a  paper  prepared  by  two  of  the 
brethren  was  introduced.  After  some  discussion  the  paper  was  re- 
jected. After  certain  changes  had  been  made  in  the  report  of  the 
Herald  Committee  it  was  adopted.

Methodist  Protestant-Recorder. 

On  motion  the  Special  Committee  on  Conference  Business  was 
given  permission  to  make  substitutions  in  the  membership  in  the 
case  of  members  who  are  absent. 

Conference  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  A.  C.  Dixon. 
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Friday  Afternoon 

1 :30.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  J.  R.  Anderson  led  the  con- 
ference in  prayer. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  on  motion  adopted:  Bound- 
ary Committe,  (L) ;  Committee  on  Literature  and  Education,  (N) ; 
Committee  on  Stewardship,  (0) ;  Official  Character,  (M)  ;  President's 
Message,   (P). 

J.  W.  Hulin  was  excused  for  the  afternoon. 

At  2:30  it  was  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  hearing  of  fraternal 
messengers.  Rev.  W.  A.  Kale,  representing  the  Southern  Methodist 
Conferences  in  this  state,  brought  fraternal  greetings  from  his  con- 
ferences.

A.  G.  Dixon  was  elected  to  succeed  W.  F.  Kennett  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Roberts  Bequest. 

Conference  stood  adjourned  until  Monday  morning  at  9:00. 

Sunday,   November    13. 

At  11:00  o'clock  the  Ordination  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.

The  final  report  of  the  Boundary  Committee  was  submitted. 
On  motion  the  report  was  adopted.     (LL) 

The  following  Committee  reports  were  adopted  as  read:  Fra- 
ternal Relations,  (MM).  (It  was  ordered  that  this  report  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Herald  but  not  in  the  Conference  Journal.)  Christian 
Education,  (NN)  ;  Special  Committee  on  Conference  Work,  (00)  ; 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society,    (PP). 

A  resolution  concerning  the  issuing  of  bonds  for  High  Point 
College  was  introduced.     Conference  voted  to  adopt.      (7) 

Conference  voted  to  hold  its  next  session  on  the  Wednesday 
after  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  1933,  at  10.00  A.  M.,  the  place 
to  be  decided  upon. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Trustees  was 
presented,  and  on  motion  adopted.     (QQ) 

The  Conference  Reporter  submitted  a  financial  statement.  The 
Conference   Treasurer  was  authorized  to  pay  the   bill. 

The  Secretary  submitted  his  expense  account.    (RR) 

A  resolution  concerning  wet  forces  was  introduced.  Confer- 
ence voted  to  adopt.    (8) 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  report  of  the  Statistical 
Secretary  be  published  in  the  Conference  Journal  without  reading. 

On  motion  the  Conference  Treasurer  was  given  authority  to 
borrow  such  monies  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  Conference 
work. 

R.  Brown  asked  that  any  donations  for  Mrs.  R.  E.  Andrews 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Conference  Secretary.

(A)      PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

To  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church,  Assembled  in  First  Church,  Burlington,  November 
9,  1932,  in  the  One  Hundred  Fifth  Session: 

Beloved  in  the  Lord: 

"Grace,  mercy  and  peace  from  God  the  Father  and  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  be  unto  you: 

Yesterday  we  went  out  from  one  annual  Conference  to  our 
several  fields  of  labor;  today  we  assemble  in  another  to  review  our 
work,  and  to  receive  new  assignments  in  Kingdom  service.  So 
rapidly  has  the  time  between  these  conferences  passed  that  we  can 
hardly  realize  it  has  been  a  year  since  we  last  met.  So  much  has 
confronted  us,  so  much  of  responsibility  and  of  opportunity,  that 
the  time  has  seemed  all  to  short  for  these  things.  But  more  and 
more  we  are  learning  that  "time  and  tide  wait  for  no  man,"  and 
that  what  we  do  must  be  done  quickly  "for  the  night  cometh  when 
no  man  can  work"  ...  As  we  come  now  to  appraise  the  work  that 
we  have  tried  to  do,  and  to  make  plans  for  continuing  the  work  He 
has  committed  to  us,  we  do  it  in  the  glad  consciousness  that  His 
mercies  have  not  nor  will  they  ever  fail  us. 

In  the  Beyond 

During  the  year  tv/o  of  our  conference  family  have  passed  into 
the  Great  Beyond.  Early  in  the  year,  on  January  26,  the  soul  of 
Sister  Millie  Garrett,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  J.  N.  Garrett,  was 
released  from  its  tenement  of  clay  to  join  the  innumerable  host  in 
the  "Land  of  the  Blest."  An  April  22,  Rev.  R.  E,  Andrews  took  his 
departure  from  the  things  of  time  and  sense  to  be  forever  with  the 
Lord.  Our  tender  sympathies  are  extended  to  the  loved  ones  that 
remain.  For  their  comfort  we  commend  to  them  the  glorious  hope 
of  immortality  assured  to  us  in  the  gospel  which  we  preach  and  which 
they  believed.  Obituary  committees  were  promtply  appointed  in 
these   cases 

Our  Superannuates 

All  of  us  recognize  that  our  Conference  has  never  made  just 
provision  for  our  superannuates.  The  ministry  is  not  a  money- 
making  calling,  and  those  who  give  their  lives  to  it  have  a  just 
claim  for  compensation  during  the  years  when  old  age  makes  them 
unequal  to  the  taxing  demands  of  the  pastorate.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  yovu"  Executive  that  this  conference  must  take  this  matter  serious- 
ly to  heart,  and  provide  a  more  adequate  support  for  our  men  who 
grow  old  in  years  and  in  service.  ...  I  urge  that  we  seize  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity  to  provide  a  more  liberal  superannuate  allow- 
ance. Friends  of  this  cause  could  be  of  much  assistance  by  remem- 
bering our  Superannuated  Fund  Society  in  their  wills.  I  pass  this 
suggestion  on  for  the  prayerful  consideration  of  those  who  could 
help  in  this  way.  I  also  urge  that  all  charges  make  persistant  effort 
to  pay  the  special  superannuate  allotment  in  full.  My' last  official 
appeal  on  this  subject  is  for  a  more  generous  support  of  our  super- 
annuates. 
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Woman's   Work 

The  North  Carolina  Branch  of  Woman's  Work  is  one  of  the 
strongest,  best  organized,  most  active,  and  most  efficient  of  all  our 
conference  agencies.  There  are  95  local  organizations  representing 
churches  with  4500  women  in  their  memberships.  Of  this  number 
2550  are  actively  affiliated  with  the  Woman's  Work.  It  should  be 
said  that  some  of  their  organizations  are  Aid  Societies,  which  do 
local  work  only.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Branch  that  all  local  organiza- 
tions may  be  changed  into  Auxiliaries  and  thus  become  a  pai-t  of  the 
denominational  plan  of  women's  work,  and  that  on  other  charges 
where  there  are  no  women's  organizations  these  may  soon  be  or- 
ganized. 

The  effect  of  the  women's  organizations  is  reflected  in  both  the 
material  and  spiritual  aspects  of  the  church.  Other  things  being 
equal,  our  strongest  and  most  progressive  charges  are  those  where 
the  women  are  best  organized,  and  where  their  work  with  the  young 
people  and  children  is  being  fostered.  Another  very  important 
feature  of  the  women's  work,  and  one  that  should  not  be  overlooked, 
is  the  fact  that  they  support  educationally  and  financially  every 
program  of  the  denomination. 

Women,  therefore,  who  wish  to  share  in  every  plan  of  the  de- 
nomination for  Kingdom  building,  will  find  their  opportunity  in  the 
woman's  work.  In  addition  to  the  support  that  the  North  Carolina 
Branch  is  giving  to  the  general  church  through  their  $6,000  budget, 
they  are  rendering  valuable  help  to  our  local  interests,  the  Children's 
Home,  Bethel  Home,  the  Student  Loan  Fund,  and  the  Herald.  In 
addition  the  women  have  undertaken  to  raise  $1,000  a  year  for  High 
Point  College  Maintenance.  It  should  be  said  that  since  last  confer- 
ence the  women  have  raised  on  their  "World  Service"  Budget 
$4,669.23.  On  their  budget  for  North  Carolina  Work  they  have 
raised   $3,105.21.   .   .   . 

Our  Woman's  Work  is  comprehensive,  generous  and  indispen- 
sible.  I  bid  them  God-speed,  and  pledge  to  them  the  continued  sup- 
port of  the  pastors  and  charges  of  the  Conference. 

The   Laymen's   Fellowship 

This  organization  is  new  among  us,  having  been  effected  only 
last  year.  It  is  not,  therefore,  very  deeply  rooted  in  our  conference 
scheme  of  work.  We  can  see,  however,  that  it  is  potential  of  much 
good,  and  we  trust  that  it  may  grow  into  an  effective  means  of  en- 
listing the  support  and  co-operation  of  the  men  of  the  church  in  the 
whole  program  of  the  denomination  and  of  the  conference.  (See 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Organization  of  the  Laymen's  Fellow- 
ship.) 

High   Point   College 

High  Point  College  has  entered  upon  her  eighth  year  vdth  a 
student  enrollment  that  is  highly  gratifying,  and  with  a  general  out- 
look that  inspires  hope  and  confidence.  The  present  enrollment  is 
272,  which  will  probably  be  augmented  by  those  who  come  in  at  the 
second  semester.  .   .   . 

The  success  of  the  $50,000  Campaign  in  the  city  of  High  Point 
was  an  outstanding  achievement  both  in  the  financial  aid  and  en- 
couragement it  gave  to  the  College  and  of  the  deep  and  abiding  in- 
terest that  the  citizens  have  in  High  Point  College.  Their  co-opera- 
tion in  this  effort  was  earnest  and  enthusiastic,  and  deserves  the 
hearty  thanks  of  the  entire  conference. 
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In  his  efforts  to  promote  the  College,  President  Humphreys  is 
not  sparing  himself  in  any  way,  and  he  is  ably  assisted  by  a  com- 
petent and  loyal  faculty.  The  General  Church,  through  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education,  is  also  giving  generous  financial  aid.  With 
reference  to  High  Point  College  there  is  much  cause  for  us  to  "thank 
God  and  take  courage." 

The   Children's   Home 

This  institution  has  just  passed  its  22  years  of  existence.  Dur- 
ing that  time  it  has  fully  justified  the  faith  and  wisdom  of  those  who 
founded  it.  During  all  these  years  the  Home  has  had  a  steady  growth 
in  material  holdings,  in  financial  support  and  in  service.  Since  the 
beginning  226  children  have  been  received  and  119  have  reached 
the  age  limit  and  have  gone  out  from  the  Home  to  make  homes  for 
themselves  and  places  of  honor  and  usefulness  in  society.  There 
are  in  the  Home  now  107  children,  the  largest  number  at  any  one 
time  during  its  existence. 

Under  the  management  of  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Dixon  the 
work  of  the  Home  is  being  maintained  in  a  most  gratifying  measure 
of  efficiency  and  at  a  minimum  of  cost.  However,  they  are  being 
handicapped  for  lack  of  funds. 

Last  year  the  trustees  of  the  Home  requested  our  delegation 
to  the  General  Conference  to  ask  that  the  Home  be  allowed  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  Budget  to  the  amount  of  two  per  cent.  The  annual 
conference  also  authorized  that  this  request  be  made.  On  behalf 
of  the  delegation,  I  duly  appeared  before  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  General  Conference,  and  presented  the  request,  but  the  Com- 
mittee did  not  find  it  possible  to  accede  to  it.  We  are  receiving  from 
the  General  Conference  for  the  Home  the  sum  of  $1,600  a  year. 

Our  Church  Papers 

The  Denomination  has  one  general  organ,  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant-Recorder,  and   our   conference    has   the    Methodist    Protestant 

Herald.  These  are  weekly  papers,  and  should  be  in  the  homes  of 
all  our  people.  It  is  impossible  to  keep  informed  of  the  movements 
in  the  general  church  without  reading  the  general  church  organ.  It 
is  likewise  impossible  to  keep  up  with  our  Conference  activities  with- 
out reading  the  Herald. 

"But  nothing  that  is  good  comes  easily,"  as  some  one  remarked 
to  me  recently.  That  is  certainly  true  of  the  Herald.  Dr.  McCulloch 
has  made  trying  sacrifices  to  give  it  to  us  through  the  years;  so  have 
McCulloch  and  Swain,  the  printers.  We  cannot  continue  to  expect 
them  to  do  this;  but  we  must  have  the  paper.  We  have  been  trying  to 
solve  the  financial  problems  of  the  Herald.  A  capable  Herald  Com- 
mittee has  been  appointed  and  we  shall  look  to  them  for  some  plan 
agreeable  both  to  the  Editor  and  to  the  Conference  by  which  the 
paper  may  be  adequately  financed.  (See  report  of  the  Herald  Com- 
mittee) 

I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  for  the  splendid  co- 
operation given  me  by  Dr.  McCulloch,  and  by  McCulloch  and  Swain, 
in  handling  my  weekly  letter  and  other  conference  matter.  And, 
lastly,  I  wish  to  pay  tribute  again  to  the  faith,  loyalty,  courage  and 
sacrifice  shown  by  Dr.  McCulloch  in  maintaining  this  paper  for  38 
years,  and  to  assure  him  of  the  grateful  appreciation  that  we  feel 
toward  him  for  his  invaluable  and  undying  service  to  the  Conference. 
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Official    Acts 

The  last  Conference  left  Siler  City  unsupplied.  On  November 
18,  I  visited  the  church  and  had  an  understanding  with  them  that 
they  v^^ould  undertake  to  provide  pulpit  supply  through  visiting  min- 
isters. 

November  23,  Rev.  I.  C.  Smith  was  assigned  to  Kannapolis. 

November  29,  Rev.   C.  H.  Hill  was  assigned  to  English  Street. 

January  7,  Rev.  O.  B.  Williams  was  released  from  the  pastorate 
of  Porter  Charge,  and  on  the  following  day  Rev.  J.  R  Anderson  was 
assigned  to  that  charge. 

February  17,  Rev.  M.  C.  Henderson  was  assigned  to  Yarborough 
Charge. 

March  3,  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education  to  discuss  with  them  the 
work  of  Mr.  Harrison  in  this  department,  and  the  salary  to  be  paid 
him  by  the  Council.  It  was  evident  to  me  that  the  Council  would 
face  a  heavy  deficit  on  salary  at  the  end  of  the  year  unless  some  ad- 
justment could  be  made;  and  this  deficit,  according  to  conference 
action,  would  become  a  budget  obligation.  Anticipating  the  wish  of 
the  conference,  adjustments  were  made  whereby  the  deficit  will  be 
avoided.  Of  the  $800  promised  Mr.  Harrison  by  the  Council,  ac- 
cording to  conference  recommendation.  High  Point  College  agreed 
to  take  $500,  thus  leaving  only  $300  to  be  paid  by  the  Council. 
This  adjustment  was  satisfactory  to  Brother  Harrison  and  the  Col- 
lege, but  left  him,  of  course,  vidth  less  time  to  give  to  the  work  of 
the  Council.  I  trust  that  the  conference  may  be  able  to  approve 
this  action. 

April  12,  Rev.  J.  Elwood  Carroll  was  assigned  to  the  Asheville 
Church,  his  pastorate  to  begin  June  15  and  to  continue  until  Octo- 
ber 1st,  at  least. 

The  Annual  Conference  instructed  the  President  to  appoint  early 
in  the  year  a  Special  Committee  on  Superannuates  This  Committee 
was  appointed  March  3  and  is  composed  of  the  following:  Rev.  J.  E. 
Pritchard,  Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea,  Rev.  A.  L.  Hunter,  Mrs.  Henry  Nichol- 
son, W,  T.  Hanner  and  L.  F.  Ross. 

June  26,  the  resignation  of  Rev.  R.  J.  Tamblyn  from  the  pas- 
torate, to  take  effect  September  1,  was  received. 

Rev.  G.  I.  Humphreys  was  assigned  to  the  pastorate  of  Grace 
Church  August  17,  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Rev.  R.  J. 
Tamblyn,  resigned.  I  also  assigned  Rev.  E.  Lester  Ballard  to  this 
church  as  Director  of  Religious  Education,  his  work  to  begin  Septem- 
ber 1. 

Early  in  the  spring.  Rev.  R.  S.  Troxler  was  released  from  the 
pastorate  of  the  South  Winston  Church.  Since  that  time  the  church 
has  had  no  pastor  but  Brother  M.  H.  Crisler,  a  licentiate  of  the 
charge  has  been  holding  services  and  exercising  general  oversight 
of  the  charge. 

On  October  10,  I  issued  a  letter  of  ministerial  standing  to  Rev. 
R.  J.  Tamblyn,  at  his  request. 

During  the  year  I  loaned  a  number  of  pews  belonging  to  the  old 
Yadkin  College  building  to  Mt.  Carmel  Church,  South  Lexington 
Charge,  to  be  used  by  them  until  they  can  seat  their  church  with 
new  pews.     I  trust  that  Conference  will  approve  this  act.

Recommendations 

1.  That  the  Conference  districts  remain  as  they  are  at  present 
constituted;  provided,  however,  that  the  President  of  the  Conference 
be  authorized  to  make  changes  during  the  interim  of  Conference 
when,  in  his  judgment,  such  changes  will  make  for  efficiency  and 
convenience. 

2.  That  the  duties  of  the  District  Chairmen,  as  prescribed  by 
the  last  annual  conference  and  published  in  the  Journal  of  that  year, 
be  continued.  (See  Recommendations  of  the  President,  page  57, 
Journal  1931.) 

3.  That  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education  be 
financed  by  contributions  from  Sunday  schools  and  Christian  En- 
deavor Societies  to  the  amount  of  $500  and  that  the  allotments  for 
this  purpose  be  the  same  as  last  year.  And,  further,  that  these  pay- 
ments be  handled  by  the  Conference  Treasurer;  and  that  they  be 
credited  to  the  A.  C.  B.  of  the  local  church. 

4.  That  the  $6.60  received  for  12  pews  of  the  old  Yadkin  Col- 
lege property  be  given  to  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society. 

5  Because  of  limited  money,  I  recommend  that  Brother  N.  M. 
Harrison  be  not  employed  by  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious 
Education  for  this  year,  but  that  he  be  loaned  to  High  Point  College 
again,  and  for  full-time  service. 

6.  That  the  apportionment  of  $10,000  for  High  Point  College 
Maintenance  be  continued,  and  that  the  allotment  to  the  various 
charges  be  included  in  the  report  of  the  Budget  Council. 

7.  That  April  be  continued  as  Stewardship  and  Pay-Up  Month. 

8.  That  the  third  Sunday  in  May  be  continued  as  High  Point 
College   Sunday. 

9.  That  October  be  continued  as  Tithing  and  Pay-Up  Month, 
and  that  the  second  Sunday  be  known  as  Annual  Conference  Day. 
I  further  recommend  that  the  President  of  the  Conference,  and  any 
persons  he  may  choose  to  assist  him,  be  authorized  and  requested  to 
prepare  a  program  to  be  used  in  the  observance  of  the  day. 

10.  That  "100  per  cent  churches"  be  kept  before  us  as  an  ideal, 
which  simply  means  that  every  member  be  given  a  definite  financial 
allotment,  and  that  every  member  pay  something  to  the  church.  I 
recommend,  also,  that  such  churches  be  given  Honor  Roll  recogni- 
tion in  the  Conference  Journal. 

11.  The  last  General  Conference  reduced  the  budget  for  World 
Service  to  $375,000.  Our  allotment  of  this  amount  is  $42,000.  I  re- 
commend that  the  full  amount  be  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  mem- 
bership and  pastors'  salary.   .   .   . 

I  recommend  that  the  basis  of  apportionment  be  70  cents  per 
member  and  25  per  cent  of  pastor's  salary,  and  that  the  membership 
and  salary  of  1932  be  used  as  the  basis  of  calculation. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  Budget  Council  be  allowed  to  make 
the  apportionment  after  the  adjournment  of  Conference,  the  report 
to  be  published  in  the  Journal. 
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I  also  recommend  that  charges  handle  the  budget  in  such  a  way 
as  to  secure  the  most  favorable  attitude  on  the  part  of  our  people 
and  their  most  generous  response  in  payments.  However,  no  plan 
shall  be  regarded  as  adequate  that  does  not  reflect  thoughful  con- 
sideration and  earnestness  of  purpose  to  raise  the  last  possible  dollar, 
and  that  does  not  have  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

I  further  recommend  that  charges  raising  100  per  cent  of  the 
budget  be  listed  under  Honor  Roll  A;  those  raising  75  per  cent  of  the 
budget  under  Honor  Roll  B;  those  raising  50  per  cent  under  Honor 
Roll  C;  those  raising  25  per  cent  under  Honor  Roll  D.  This  is  to 
apply  also  to  the  Annual  Conference  Budget 

12.  That  the  committee  appointed  to  sell  the  Crooked  Run  pro- 
perty be  continued,  and  that  the  property  be  sold  at  the  earliest  date 
possible. 

13.  I  recommend  that  the  Journal  of  1933-34  be  published  on 
subscription,  and  that  no  more  copies  be  printed  than  the  number 
subscribed  for;  except  that  a  few  copies  may  be  printed  to  provide 
for  unlisted  demands. 

14.  I  recommend  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  with 
whom  I  may  confer  regarding  certain  Conference  matters. 

Valedictory 

I  come  now  to  my  final  official  word.  Five  years  ago  you  in- 
vested me  with  this  high  office;  not  to  be  "a  lord  over  God's  heritage" 
but  to  serve.  How  well  I  have  lived  up  to  your  requirements  you 
must  judge.  I  only  know  that  for  these  five  years,  I  have  been  con- 
stantly conscious  of  one  fixed  purpose — to  administer  the  duties  of 
this  office  to  the  honor  of  the  Conference,  to  the  utmost  welfare  of 
every  minister  and  of  every  charge,  and,  above  all,  to  the  gloi-y  of 
Him  who  is  the  great  head  of  the  Church.  My  pledge  to  you  five 
years  ago  was  comprehended  in  the  words  of  the  Apostle :  "As  much 
as  in  me  is."  Each  year  I  have  renewed  that  pledge ;  and  I  have 
gone  to  the  work  of  each  day  and  even  to  this  hour,  in  the  conscious- 
ness of  its  compelling  force 

I  have  not  done  all  that  was  to  be  done,  not  all  that  I  wanted 
to  do,  and  what  I  have  done  could  have  been  done  better,  no  doubt, 
by  others.  But  one  thing  I  am  sure  of:  "I  have  kept  the  faith," — 
faith  with  the  church,  faith  with  pastors  and  charges,  and,  best  of 
of  all,  faith  with  the  great  Overshepherd.  And  now  that  "the  time 
of  my  departure  is  at  hand,"  I  am  "ready  to  be  offered"  upon  the 
altar  of  some  charge  that  is  willing  to  receive  me  "as  a  living  sacri- 
fice." As  I  lay  down  the  duties  of  this  office  to  go  back  into  the 
pastorate,  I  do  it  with  a  deep  and  abiding  desire  for  the  honor  of  our 
beloved  Zion,  and  for  her  expanding  influence  and  increasing  power 
"to  scatter  scriptural  holiness  over  these  lands." 

I  cannot  omit  in  these  final  words  an  assurance  of  the  gratitude 
that  is  in  my  heart  toward  the  ministry  of  this  Conference  for  their 
co-operation,  patience  and  prayers  during  these  five  years.  They 
have  labored  with  me  in  love,  and  by  their  attitude  they  have 
strengthened  my  hands  and  encouraged  my  heart.  I  have  also  a  like 
sentiment  toward  the  laity  of  the  Conference.  Wherever  I  have  gone 
they  have  received  me  cordially  and  given  me  sympathetic  co-opera- 
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tion  in  my  efforts  to  promote  the  program  of  the  Church.  To  both 
ministry  and  laity  alike  I  acknowledge  my  deep  gratitude  for  the 
kindness,  co-operation  and  cheer  that  I  have  received  at  their  hands 
during  these  five  years. 

And  to  the  Father  of  us  all,  I  ascribe  thanksgiving  and  praise 
for  his  unfailing  mercies  that  have  crowned  the  years  with  his  good- 
ness. He  has  comforted  us  in  our  sorrows  and  added  sweetness  to 
our  joys.  He  has  protected  us  from  dangers  seen  and  unseen,  and 
preserved  our  health  and  spared  our  lives.  He  has  given  us  food 
and  raiment  and  shelter.  And  to  all  these  material  blessings  he  has 
added  rich  spiritual  benedictions.  And  by  his  mercies  we  have  had 
the  joy  of  seeing  his  Kingdom  prosper  in  our  hands.  Glory,  honor, 
majesty  and  power  be  unto  Him  for  ever  and  ever.

(B)      REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  SUPERANNUATES 

The  Superannuated  Fund  Society,  in  their  report  to  the  last 
Conference  asked  that  the  President  of  the  Conference  appoint  a 
special  committee  early  in  the  Conference  year  and  that  this  com- 
mittee confer  with  the  officers  of  the  Society  before  formulating  its 
report  to  the  Annual  Conference.  We  were  appointed  on  that  com- 
mittee, thinking  we  were  to  help  to  create  more  interest  in  raising 
a  larger  contribution  for  our  honored  Superannuates.  A  meeting  of 
the  committee  was  called  at  High  Point  during  the  Pastors'  Confer- 
ence. In  this  meeting  we  were  informed  that  we  were  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  recommending  rules,  etc.,  for  the  governing  of  the 
Superannuated  Fund  Society  in  its  work.  Inasmuch  as  we  are  not 
familiar  with  the  problems  and  the  workings  of  the  Society  and  in- 
asmuch as  we  have  great  confidence  in  the  ability  of  the  Society  to 
solve  its  problems,  we  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  we  be  dis- 
charged from  further  responsibility  as  a  committee,  leaving  the 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Society  where,  we  believe,  it  can  be 
handled  more  successfully  than  we   could  handle  it.

(C)      REPORT    OF   SPECIAL   COMMITTEE    FOR   CHILDREN'S 

HOME 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  Children's 
Home  a  special  committee  composed  of  the  following,  R.  M.  Andrews, 
N.  G.  Bethea,  J.  D.  Ross,  Mesdames  W.  C.  Hammer,  H.  C.  Nicholson, 
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T.  L.  Speas  and  C.  W.  Bates,  was  appointed  to  review  the  report  of 
Superintendent  A.  G.  Dixon  and  report  their  recommendation  to  this 
session  of  this  Annual  Conference. 

At  a  meeting  of  said  committee  with  all  members  present  the 
following  report  was  directed  to  be  submitted: 

1.  We  are  moved  by  a  sense  of  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  success  which  has  attended  the  labors  of  our  workers  in 
the  Home  this  year.  The  health  of  all  has  been  good;  the  deportment 
of  the  children  acceptable,  the  crops  from  our  farm  have  made  a 
very  good  yield,  and  there  has  been  made  a  satisfactory  showing  in 
the  finances  of  the  Home  considering  the  depression.  Dr.  Dixon  and 
his  helpers  have  shown  great  economy  in  keeping  the  deficit  so 
small  during  these  years  when  the  income  has  declined  so  much. 
And  but  for  the  debt  in  operating  expenses  which  was  inherited  by 
Superintendent  Dixon  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  this  special 
appeal  to  the  church  for  emergency  aid  But  this  debt  has  become 
a  source  of  considerable  annoyance;  for  the  creditors  of  the  Home 
want  their  money — they  need  it  in  their  business,  and  while  kind 
in  their  attitude  they  have  let  Dr.  Dixon  know  that  they  are  looking 
to  him  for  the  payment  of  these  debts. 

Therefore,  your  committee  feels  that  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  church  as  well  as  of  the  Home  these  obligations  should  be  met 
at  the  earliest  possible  date.  We  therefore  recommend, — 1.  That 
an  earnest  appeal  be  made  to  all  those  who  have  been  contributing' 
as  much  as  a  day's  wage  to  the  Home  at  Thanksgiving  to  continue 
to  do  so,  and  that  as  many  more  as  possbile  join  them  this  year. 
This  custom  was  established  many  years  ago  and  we  heartily  recom- 
mend its  continuance. 

2.  That  those  who  for  any  reason  cannot,  or  will  not,  contri- 
bute an  amount  equal  to  a  day's  wage  this  year  be  urged  to  con- 
tribute at  least  one  dollar,  and  that  the  goal  in  every  church  in  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  be  set  for  one  dollar  per  member  for 
our  gift  to  the  Home  for  this  Thanksgiving.  And  after  the  above 
offerings  shall  be  taken  an  appeal  shall  be  made  to  each  congregation 
for  a  silver  offering  which  is  to  apply  on  the  goal  of  one  dollar  per 
church  member,  in  order  that  all  our  people  may  have  a  share  in 
raising  the  indebtedness  against  the  Home  for  operating  expenses. 

3.  That  the  president  of  the  annual  conference,  pastors  of  the 
churches,  superintendents  of  Svinday  Schools  and  other  leaders  in 
our  churches  be  urged  to  lay  the  needs  of  the  Home  upon  the  hearts 
of  our  people  throughout  the  annual  conference — That  a  faithful 
effort  shall  be  made  by  all  our  people  in  this  campaign. 

4.  That  the  period  for  this  campaign  be  set  for  November  20th, 
to  November  27th,  inclusive;  and  that  this  be  a  week  of  prayer  for 
the  Home  while  the  offerings  are  being  received.  This  is  the  first 
special  campaign  for  the  Home  in  several  years. 

5.  Furher,  that  every  church  in  our  conference  be  requested 
to  hold  a  "Get  Together  Meeting"  in  the  interest  of  the  Home  dur- 
ing the  Conference  year,  at  which  time  the  interests  and  claims  of 
the  Home  shall  be  presented  to  the  membership.  Said  meetings  to  be 
under  direction  of  the  pastors,  who  shall  prepare  program  and  set 
date  for  the  meetings.  That  Dr.  Dixon  shall  furnish  to  our  pastors 
such  data  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  infromation  of  our 
people  as  to  the  real  condition  and  needs  of  the  Home. 

6.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Districts  in  the  Women's  Work 
together  with  the  Chairmen  of  the  Annual  Conference  Districts  be 
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asked'  to  cooperate  in  seeing  that  the  plans  and  purposes  of  this 
campaign  shall  be  presented  in  every  church,  as  nearly  as  possible 
at  the  time  set  forth.

(D)      REPORT   OF    PRESIDENT    OF    HIGH    POINT    COLLEGE 

Brethren : 

I  have  the  privilege  of  presenting  to  you  my  second  annual 
report  as  president  of  High  Point  College.  I  feel  that  it  is  not  only 
your  right  as  a  conference  to  have  such  a  report,  but  that  it  is  also 
necessary  that  you  have  it  in  order  that  your  being  informed  may 
help  to  engender  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  college. 

Announcements 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  One  Thousand  Dollar 
Scholarship  has  been  established  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Alexander  and  sisters, 
to  be  known  as  the  Ida  E.  Alexander  Scholarship.  The  income  from 
this  is  paid  annually  to  a  worth  student  designated  by  the  president. 

The  Woman's  Club  of  High  Point  has  created  a  Scholarship 
Loan  Fund,  known  as  the  Annie  Laurie  Johnston  Loan  Fund.  This 
is  a  revolving  fund,  $200  this  first  year  is  available  to  a  Junior  and 
Senior. 

The  Garden  Clubs  of  High  Point  have  taken  as  their  combined 
project  for  this  year  the  improving  and  beautifying  of  the  college 
campus.  I  feel  sure  that  with  these  women  interested  the  college 
campus  will  be  greatly  improved 

For  more  than  a  year  Mr.  N.  M.  Harrison,  the  Promotional 
Secretary  of  the  college,  has  been  working  for  a  Gymnasium.  He 
has  been  securing  donations  of  materials  and  money.  Recently  the 
Business  Men's  Club  of  High  Point  made  a  donation  of  $1000  which 
will  make  possible  the  completion  of  the  project.  The  building  is  now 
under  construction  and  we  hope  to  have  it  finished  before  the  new 
year.  This  building,  while  spoken  of  as  a  temporary  one,  will  be 
such  in  construction  and  size  as  to  serve  our  needs  for  some  years. 
The  thanks  of  the  administi'ation,  student  body  and  friends  of  the 
college  are  due  Mr.  Harrison  for  his  interest  and  persistent  efforts 
in  securing  this  much  needed  building. 

1.       Statistical 

The  enrollment  for  the  eighth  year  ending  June,  1932,  was  275. 
Thirty-nine  were  graduated  in  June  and  four  more  at  the  end  of 
summer  session  in  August. 

The  ninth  year  of  the  college  began  the  16th  of  the  past  Sep- 
tember. Our  enrolment  on  the  last  day  of  registration  was  272. 
However,  the  total  number  of  students  in  the  regular  classes  and 
the  one  year  special  students  represent  a  gain  of  13  over  last  year. 
Our  loss  was  in  the  number  taking  music.  With  the  prospective  ad- 
ditions for  the  second  semester  we  will  exceed  the  total  roll  of  last 
year.  That  we  maintain  an  enrollment  equal  t»o  last  year  is  most 
encouraging — many  colleges  failed  to  do  this.  And  that  we  have 
been  able  to  practically  maintain  the  standard  of  enrollment  during 
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the  past  three  years  is  a  great  source  of  satisfaction,  and  a  great 
tribute  to  the  college. 

It  is  the  general  conviction  of  the  Faculty  that  each  year  the 
incoming  students  improve  in  the  average  caliber  and  that  we  have 
a  splendid  type  of  young  men  pursuing  work  vdth  us.  We  are  en- 
couraging the  coming  of  this  type  of  student  by  offering  Tuition 
Scholarships  to  High  School  Valedictorians  of  next  June.  Our 
promotional  secretary  is  sponsoring  also  an  Oration  and  Essay  Con- 
test next  spring  and  offering  scholarships  to  the  winning  contest- 
ants. We  are  trying  to  concern  ourselves  with  quality  student  as 
we  seek  to  build  our  enrollment.  And  we  are  setting  as  our  goal  for 
next  September  150  Dormitory  and  200  Day  students. 

2.       Financial 

Last  November  we  came  to  you  with  an  appeal  for  your  support 
of  a  Bond  Selling  Campaign,  a  conference  wide  effort  together  with 
an  appeal  to  High  Point,  as  the  objectives.  Plans  for  this  work  were 
well  laid  and  begun.  Sixty  days  and  less,  after  conference  adjourned 
the  banks  of  the  state  began  to  be  unsteady  and  to  close.  To  do 
what  we  had  set  out  to  do  was  impossible.  In  all,  $17,700  worth  of 
bonds  were  sold  throughout  the  church  in  the  state.  $6,000  were 
placed  in  High  Point,  which  with  the  $7,000  previously  sold,  made  a 
city  total  of  $13,000.  This  was  a  long  way  from  the  goal  but  what 
was  done  was  a  great  relief  to  the  burden.  There  are  bonds  now 
outstanding  of  $64,500. 

As  the  college  year  drew  to  a  close  the  necessity  of  finding 
some  means  of  relieving  the  pressure  arising  from  the  accumulated 
debt  in  current  operations  became  more  insistent,  in  fact,  threatened 
most  seriously  the  continued  operation  of  the  college.  After  deli- 
beration, the  Trustees  authorized  me  to  proceed  with  the  plan  I  had 
outlined  to  them  of  asking  the  City  of  High  Point  and  nearby  com- 
munities to  raise  for  us  the  sum  of  $50,000.  The  money  to  be  used 
for  three  specific  purposes, — accrued  interest  on  all  obligations  to 
August  15th,  Trade  accounts  and  notes,  and  accumulated  salaries. 

We  employed  the  George  Williams  Company,  of  Lebanon,  Pa, 
to  conduct  the  campaign.  Many  folks  said  it  could  not  be  done.  No 
one  seemed  to  believe  that  it  could  be  done.  In  the  midst  of  the 
effort  6,000  workers  in  the  Textile  industry  of  the  city  went  on  a 
strike  lasting  two  weeks.  This  delayed  our  dx'ive  more  than  two 
weeks  just  at  the  peak  of  the  interest  and  suppoi't.  But  it  was  done. 
To  this  amount  of  $50,000,  the  citizens  of  High  Point  subscribed 
$30,274;  Thomasville,  $1100;  Asheboro,  $1025;  Winston-Salem, 
$208;  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  $5000;  contributions  from 
concessions  on  Trade  Accounts  and  Notes  amounted  to  $8,410.  And 
the  Faculty  absorbed  $5000  of  back  salaries. 

The  money  is  coming  in  solwly  but  surely.  I  believe  the  shrink- 
age will  be  small.  This  campaign  does  not  give  us  yet  a  clean  sheet 
on  current  deficit,  since  approximately  $10,000  must  go  for  interest 
and  insurance,  but  it  reduces  the  total  by  about  $40,000  and  will 
enable  us,  if  the  church  will  stand  by,  to  pull  through  ultimately. 

I  cannot  too  highly  express  my  gratitude  for  the  success  of  the 
campaign.  I  cannot  pay  too  great  a  tribute  to  the  Spirit  of  High 
which,  amidst  general  depression  and  the  knowledge  that  the  church 
could  not  at  that  time  greatly  add,  came  to  the  support  of  High 
Point  College  and  saved  it  to  the  community  and  for  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church.  What  other  city  in  North  Carolina,  what  other 
city  anywhere,  has  been  more  generous  and  more  loyal  to  a  deno- 
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minational  institution  in  its  midst  and  under  operation  less  than 
ten  years? 

Your   Board   of  Education   will   make   its   own   financial  report. 

Our  audit  of  September  1st,  showed  that  our  operating  expenses 
were  reduced  over  the  previous  year  by  nearly  $12,000  Our  per 
capita  loss  is  the  lowest  of  any  year.  And  here  is  an  interesting  fact, 
I  was  able  to  get  the  per  capita  cost  of  operation  of  four  other  col- 
leges of  the  state  Two  were  church  colleges  and  two  were  not. 
Our  cost  per  capita  was  $22  less  than  one  church  college,  and  $30 
less  than  the  other.  Our  cost  per  capita  compared  with  the  other 
two  institutions  showed  $23  less  than  one  and  $41  less  than  the  other. 
In  this  day,  surely  economy  of  operation  ought  to  commend  itself. 
On  September  1,  1931,  our  current  liabilities  over  current  assets 
were  $64,062;  and  on  September  1,  this  year,  64,684. 

3.       Constituency 

This  is  two-fold,  Church  and  Community.  We  are  not  only  a 
denominational  college,  but  we  are  also  a  community  institution. 
Let  us  analyze  our  respective  support. 

(a) — Community.  This  year  we  have  registered  from  the  City 
of  High  Point  115  students,  or  42  per  cent  of  our  total  roll.  Twenty- 
five  more  come  from  Guilford  County,  outside  of  High  Point;  and 
from  outside  of  Guilford  County,  but  within  a  radius  of  25  miles  of 
the  college,  there  come  35  or  more  students.  A  total  of  175,  or  65 
per  cent.  Our  community  patronage  is  steadily  growing  and  will 
continue  so  to  do.  In  this  community  patronage  we  note  a  growth 
of  Methodist  Episcopal  young  people  from  60  in  1929-30  to  90  in 
this  year's  body.  Attendance  of  Baptist  and  Presbyterian  youth 
has  grown  3  per  cent  and  1  per  cent  in  this  same  period. 

(b) — Church.  I  regret  to  say  that  our  Methodist  Protestant 
attendance  is  29  less  this  year  than  in  1929-30.  Out  of  our  Dormi- 
tory group  with  a  total  of  98,  just  53  are  of  our  own  denomination. 
Certainly  out  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  homes  more  than  25  miles 
distant  from  the  college  there  are  more  than  53  boys  and  girls  go- 
ing to  college.  The  building  up  of  our  dormitory  group  is  our  pro- 
blem (as  I  indicated  in  my  report  of  last  year.)  Its  success  must  in 
a  very  large  measure  depend  upon  our  own  church  constituency. 
For  those  students  who  go  away  to  room  and  board  at  college,  if 
they  do  not  go  to  a  state  institution,  their  own  denominational  school 
ought  to  be  the  goal.  This  is  a  direct  challenge  to  our  Methodist 
Protestant  homes — your  boys  and  girls  going  away  to  college  ought 
to  come  to  High  Point.  I  think  I  can  safely  say  this — that  so  far  as 
undergraduate  work  is  concerned  your  child  will  get  as  good  here 
as  anywhere.  We  believe  that  the  spiritual  and  moral  environment 
equals  that  of  any  church  college  anywhere.  And  more,  there  is  a 
challenge  to  your  loyalty  to  support  your  own.  Instead  of  one  Meth- 
odist Protestant  student  in  the  dormitory  over  against  one  of  some 
other  denomination,  there  ought  to  be  two  to  one  as  a  convincing 
proof  of  the  loyalty  of  Methodist  Protestant  home  to  the  college 
which  this  conference  promoted  and  must  support.  I  therefore  make 
an  appeal  in  the  words  of  last  year:  "This  is  your  college  and  it  is 
the  best  college  for  all  Methodist  Protestants  in  the  old  North 
State."  We  need  your  support  that  comes  by  sending  your  youth 
here  to  be  educated.  In  every  sense  High  Point  College  deserves 
and  should  have  the  loyal  patronage,  the  enthusiastic  approval  and 
the  spoken  commendation  of  all  our  people  in  all  our  churches. 
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4.  Conference  Financial   Support 

High  Point  College  was  launched,  and  only  launched,  because 
there  was  conference  support.  Last  year  I  reported  that  the  con- 
tributions on  the  college  current  expense  budget  had  averaged  $5500 
per  year  for  5  years,  but  that  for  the  year  ending  September,  1931, 
only  $1775  had  been  received.  I  have  to  report  that  for  the  year 
ending  this  September  1,  the  amount  has  been  $1799.  Six  cents  per 
church  member.  While  at  the  same  time  we  are  giving  in  tuition 
charges  to  ministerial  students  of  our  church  and  to  children  of 
ministers  of  the  conference  the  sum  of  $2100. 

Does  six  cents  per  member  represent  the  interest  that  our  con- 
ference has  in  the  college?  Until  the  day  comes  when  we  are  out  of 
debt  and  there  is  some  endowment,  the  only  way  we  can  run  without 
an  annual  deficit  is  by  the  offerings  from  the  churches. 

In  the  campaign  of  the  past  summer  High  Point  came  to  our 
relief  and  gave  money  toward  wiping  out  that  accumulated  deficit 
of  eight  years  because  the  church  had  failed  its  own.  It  cannot  be  ex- 
pected that  the  city  will  again  do  this.  We  ought  not  think  of  it.  But 
unless  the  church  is  more  liberal  than  it  has  been  the  past  two  years, 
then  it  will  be  only  a  matter  of  a  few  more  years  before  we  will  again 
be  in  the  same  financial  jam.  I  therefore  plead  with  the  church, 
represented  in  this  conference,  for  a  more  liberal  financial  support; 
I  appeal  to  your  sense  of  pride,  for  that  which  you  have  a  right  to  be 
proud,  not  to  saddle  by  default  your  obligation  upon  the  city  of  High 
Point  and  upon  the  General  Church.  We  ought  to  be  unwilling  that 
either  should  do  for  us  what  we  ought  to  do  for  ourselves. 

5.  Leadership 

This  brings  us  to  the  question  of  leadership.  On  whom  must 
the  college  or  the  Children's  Home,  or  the  Annual  Conference 
Budget,  or  the  General  Conference  Budget,  depend  for  the  sort  of 
presentation  of  their  merits,  their  needs  and  their  programs,  if  the 
churches  are  to  rally  these  causes?  On  whom?  Manifestly  these 
causes  must  depend  on  our  pastors.  After  25  years  in  the  pastorate 
and  5  years  in  administrative  work,  I  unhesitatingly  say  the  pastor 
is  the  key-man.  It  is  he  that  must  unlock  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
the  people,  and  get  to  them  the  challenge  of  all  the  interests  of  the 
denomination.  Scarcely  will  the  people  sense  these  obligations  and 
the  responsibilities  for  them  without  the  pastor's  militant  leadership. 
I  bring  the  words  of  Paul  to  us,  my  fellow-ministers: 

"Now,  brethren,  if  I  come  to  you  speaking  with  tongues,  what 
shall  I  profit  you,  except  I  shall  speak  to  you  either  by  revelation,  or 
by  knowledge,  or  by  prophesying,  or  by  doctrine?  And  even  things 
without  life  giving  sound,  whether  pipe  or  harp,  except  they  give  a 
distinction  in  the  sounds,  how  shall  it  be  known  what  is  piped 
or  harped.  For  if  the  trumpet  give  an  uncertain  sound,  who  shall 
prepare   himself  to  the   battle?" 

If  the  church  is  to  prepare  itself  to  the  battle,  the  pulpit  must 
give  no  uncertain  sound.  And  brethren  the  battle  is  on!  The 
Kingdom  Cause  is  in  the  hands  of  the  church.  The  church  is  facing 
the  acid  test  as  to  its  own  vision  and  virility.  And  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  its  Armageddon  that  will  demonstrate  its  right  to 
be  called  a  church  Its  support  of  missions  and  education  during 
this  Quadrennium  is  its  testing.  And  God  knows  I  want  to  believe 
that  the  church  is  ready  for  the  battle  and  that  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church  of  North  Carolina  is  ready  to  gird  up  its  loins  and 
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fight  to  preserve  what  has  been  won  in  one  hundred  years  of  faith 
and  sacrifice.  I  don't  believe  that  we  are  willing,  either  as  a  church 
or  a  denomination,  to  surrender  what  we  have  won.  And  I  am  chal- 
lenging myself  and  my  brother  ministers  of  this  conference  to  as- 
sume a  forward-looking  leadership  that  dares  to  challenge  our  whole 
membership  in  this  state  to  a  responsibility  for  our  institutions  that 
cannot  be  evaded.  Thirty  thousand  Methodist  Protestants  in  this 
state  ought  to  keep  High  Point  College  safe  for  today  and  for  tomor- 
row. But  six  cents  per  member  won't  do  it.  But  six  cents  per  mem- 
ber won't  be  the  measure  of  the  church's  support  if  the  ministry,  all 
of  them,  will  rally  to  the  CAUSE. 

The  battle  is  on!  Like  Napoleon's  drummer  boy  we  must  not 
know  how  to  sound  a  retreat,  but  we  must  beat  a  charge  that  will 
carry  us  on  to  victory!  The  Christian  Church  and  Christian  Educa- 
tion one  and  inseparable,  now  and  forever!  The  North  Carolina 
Conference  and  High  Point  College — One  and  Inseparable!  The 
future  of  both  is  in  the  hands  of  the  church  members  today,  and  the 
molding  of  that  destiny  is  in  the  lap  of  the  ministry!  TO  THE 
BATTLE!    TO  THE  BATTLE!    TO  THE  BATTLE! 

Recommendations 

1.  That  the  Conference  appoint  Revs.  P.  E.  Lindley,  P.  S.  Ken- 
nett  and  N.  M.  Harrison  for  work  at  the  College. 

2.  That  the  Conference  designate  the  period  from  November 
30  to  January  11th,  as  "Seven  Weeks  for  High  Point  College." 
And  request  the  ministers  and  churches  to  put  on  a  campaign  for 
the  college  budget  making  the  eff'ort  on  the  basis  of  a  Dollar  Per 
Member. 

3.  That  the  Conference  re-affirm  its  approval — given  at  the 
last  session — of  the  eff'ort  to  organize  High  Point  College  300  Clubs 
throughout  the  district.  That  the  pastors  be  requested  to  give  fullest 
co-operation  with  the  college  and  conference  committees  in  this 
program,  the  understanding  being  that  active  efforts  for  these  clubs 
will  not  begin  until  after  the  Seven  Weeks  Period  above  mentioned. 

4.  That  the  Conference  request  the  Board  of  Education  to  join 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  in  launching  a  campaign  to 
finish  selling  to  our  constituency  in  the  state  the  balance  of  the  quota 
for  bonds — approximately  $20,000  worth — -employing  for  full  time 
an  experienced  bond  salesman.  The  understanding  being  that  the 
proceeds  from  such  sales  shall  go  towards  the  reducing  of  certain 
notes  of  the  Board  of  Education  now  held  by  the  banks.  And  appeal 
to  our  constituency  to  buy  these  bonds  so  that  the  church  generally 
shall  relieve  certain  individuals,  who  were  endorsers  of  these  notes, 
from  the  burden  of  obligation  they  now  carry. 

5.  That  the  Conference  by  formal  resolution  tender  the 
citizens  of  High  Point,  and  the  committees  near  by  that  assisted, 
appreciation  for  the  generous  support  of  the  college  in  the  $50,000 
campaign  recently  completed. 

6.  That  the  Conference  adopt  a  resolution  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  all  our  people  to  the  necessity,  both  for  the  sake  of  the  church 
and  of  the  college,  of  educating  their  children  at  High  Point  College. 
And  that  the  first  Sunday  in  May  may  be  designated  as  Christian 
Education  Day;  and  that  our  ministers  be  requested  to  preach  on  a 
fitting  theme  that  Sunday,  and  read  such  resolutions  to  their  respec- 
tive congregations  and  Sunday  schools. 

7.  That  each  church  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Lady  Visitor  for 
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High  Point  College,  and  that  such  visitor  be  informed  that  her  duty 
shall  be  to  assist  the  pastor  in  presenting  to  the  church  and  its  or- 
ganizations the  interests  and  welfare  of  the  College  in  its  program 
for  building  a  college-minded  constituency  in  each  and  every  church.

(F)   REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  CHURCH 

Realizing  that  a  large  per  cent  of  the  membership  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church  in  North  Carolina  is  rural,  and  also  that  the 
rural  church  plays  a  large  part  in  the  salvation  of  the  city  church, 
it  seems  wise  and  fitting  that  the  Annual  Conference  place  much 
emphasis  upon  the  program  and  activities  of  the  rural  church. 

Realizing  that  the  Master  and  the  Great  Teacher,  Jesus  Christ, 
was  a  leader,  and  not  a  driver,  of  men:  that  He  said  "Come"  and  they 
followed:  that  He  offered  the  challenge  and  they  accepted,  we  be- 
lieve that  the  church  must  also  say  "come."  In  this  age  when  the 
cry  sounds  so  loudly  that  youth,  especially,  and  people  in  general, 
have  forsaken  and  forgotten  the  church  we  think  it  wise  to  follow 
the  example  of  the  Great  Teacher  in  offering  a  challenge  and  then 
saying  to  those  who  have  forsaken,  or  who  have  never  known,  the 
church,  "Come." 

Jesus  taught  His  disciples  that  men  do  not  put  new  wine  into 
old  bottles:  else  the  bottles  break,  and  the  wine  runneth  out,  and  the 
bottles  perish:  but  they  put  new  wine  into  new  bottles,  and  both  are 
preserved,  (Matt.  9:17)  which  is  to  say,  men  cannot  put  a  new  age 
or  civilization  into  the  old  form.  Yet  many  of  our  churches  hold 
only  to  the  methods  of  procedure  of  an  age  gone  by.  We  do  not  mean 
to  infer  that  the  church  should  try  to  compete  with  many  of  the 
activities  of  the  world,  but  we  do  believe  that  the  church  must  offer 
the  challenge,  which  if  rightly  presented  will  gladly  be  accepted,  by 
both  the  youth  and  people  in  general,  who  will  also  willingly  offer 
themselves  as  living  sacrifices  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 
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We  believe  that  rural  churches  must  consolidate  in  many  places 
for  the  most  effective  service.  But  v^^hether  they  consolidate  or  con- 
tinue in  the  present  boundary,  a  worthwhile,  working,  program  is 
necessary.  Therefore,  we  call  to  consideration  again,  with  certain 
minor  changes,  the  program  points  submitted  at  the  last  annual  con- 
ference by  the  committee  on  rural  church.  (See  Journal  1932, 
page    74.)

(G)      REPORT  ON  CONSOLIDATION  OF  RURAL  CHURCHES 

Your  committee  desires  to  submit  the  following: 

We  know  much  has  been  said  on  the  subject  of  consolidation 
little  of  which  can  be  put  into  effect  by  our  churches  under  present 
conditions. 

No  doubt,  some  of  our  churches  ought  to  be  re-elected,  others 
perhaps  consolidated;  but  this  brings  on  problems  which  must  be 
adjusted  by  the  communities  involved. 

We  believe  each  church  should  make  a  religious  survey  of  its 
territory,  and  thoroughly  cultivate  its  field  before  considering 
seriously  the  problem  of  consolidation. 

We  know  of  no  church  which  has  thoroughly  cultivated  its  terri- 
tory. When  50  per  cent  of  the  people  are  out  of  touch  with  the 
church  and  Sunday  school,  there  is  urgent  need  for  each  church  to 
redouble  its  efforts  in  its  own  field. 

Since  the  rural  church  is  a  vital  problem  for  our  Conference, 
and  at  present  we  have  two  committees  to  deal  with  this  problem, 
one  appointed  by  the  President,  this  one  elected  by  the  Conference, 
we  recommend  the  consolidation  of  these  two  committees  under  the 
title  of  "The  Committee  on  the  Rural  Church."  This  committee 
to  be  elected  by  the  Conference,  and  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the 
President  to  visit  communities  where  its  services  are  needed  during 
the  interim  of  Conference. 

If  we  are  to  have  committees,  let's  give  some  one  power  to  use 
them  as  occasion  demands  for  the   development  of  our  conference.

(H)      REPORT  OF  PASTORAL  WORK 

The  pastoral  oversight  of  the  immortal  interests  of  the  flock  of 
God  is  of  such  a  nature,  requiring  such  consecration,  that  those  who 
assume  it  should  devote  every  power  of  mind,  of  body  and  of  spirit 
to  it.  For  one  may  fail  to  win  men  by  his  pulpit  ministrations  and 
yet  succeed  through  his  pastoral  contacts.  The  successful  pastor, 
therefore,  is  a  visiting  pastor  who  knows  his  members  by  name;  he 
is  a  praying  pastor  who  prays  with  his  members  in  their  homes;  he 
is  a  sympathetic  pastor  who  enters  into  the  daily  tasks,  sorrows  and 
joys  of  his  people;  he  is  a  fearless  pastor,  rebuking  sin,  condemn- 
ing wrong  doing  by  great  and  small  wherever  known,  thus  heeding 
the  injunction  of  the  great  Apostle  to  "Reprove,  rebuke,  with  all 
long  suffering,  gentleness  and  love." 

Therefore,  he  ought  not  to  be  a  money  raiser.  Not  that  he  is 
too  good  to  be  troubled  with  the  handling  of  "filthy  lucre,"  but  that 
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his  people  usually  are  not  good  enough  for  him  to  do  it.  We  mean, 
that  it  is  quite  difficult  for  a  pastor  to  give  much  time  and  thought 
to  raising  money  even  for  his  church  without  giving  offense  to  those 
who  fail  to  see  the  service  of  money  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 

The  pastor  ought  not  to  allow  partisan  politics  to  control  his  at- 
titudes towards  others.  While  the  pastor  certainly  ought  to  strive 
for  the  enactment  and  enforcement  of  those  laws  which  tend  to  the 
betterment  of  his  people,  and  the  maintenance  of  good  government, 
yet  he  who  is  known  as  a  partisan  in  politics  thereby  fails  to  hold  the 
respect  and  good  will  of  many  among  his  membership. 

The  pastor  ought  not  to  have  to  labor  for  his  support, — pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  it.  Your  pastor,  if  he  is  what  he  should  be, 
is  of  too  much  value  to  you  as  a  spiritual  advisor;  as  a  preacher  of 
the  word;  as  a  teacher  of  the  truth  of  God,  to  have  to  spend  a  major 
part  of  his  time  in  winning  his  daily  bread.  Let  him  give  himself  to 
meditation,  to  prayer,  to  the  study  of  the  Bible  to  visiting  the  sick 
and  ministering  to  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  community,  instead 
of  being  a  bread  winner,  or  a  financial  promotor  for  your  church.

(N)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE  AND 
EDUCATION 

We,  the  members  of  your  committee  on  Literature  and  Education, 
heartily  agree  with  the  statements  of  the  report  of  this  same  com- 
mittee for  last  year,  namely.  Obscene  literature  is  popular  and  easily 
secured  today  and  is  possibly  tending  to  increase  crime,  immorality 
and  social  injustices.  We  also  endorse  what  the  report  said  con- 
cerning the  value  of  our  people  studying  the  "Journal,"  using  our 
literature,  and  supporting  our  own  college.  (See  Journal,  1931  pp. 
73f.) 

We  heartily  endorse  the  comments  of  President  Taylor  on  the 
value  and  use  of  our  denominational  periodicals.  We  also  agree  with 
him  when  he  says  that  the  Methodist  Protestant  Literature  is  the 
best  for  our  Sunday  Schools.  It  is  urged  that  our  people  subscribe 
to,  and  read  the  "Methodist  Protestant  Herald,"  and  "The  Methodist 
Protestant  Recorder,"  because  these  are  powerful  forces  in  building 
denominational  morale  and  individual  Christian  character. 

We  advise  that  our  people  take  advantage  of  all  educational 
opportunities  for  their  improvement.  Many  of  our  stations  and 
rural  charges  have  access  to  city  libraries  which  would  gladly  furnish 
valuable  aid  in  selecting  and  supply  character  building  materials. 
Other  denominational  and  state  libraries  are  open  to  our  people.

(O)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON   STEWARDSHIP 

The  picture  given  by  Jesus,  of  a  certain  rich  man  who  thought 
only  of  his  assets  and  forgot  his  liabilities,  doubtless,  could  Jbe  dupli- 
cated many  times  today.  This  man  said  what  would  he  do,  without 
taking    God    into    consideration, — a    God    excluded    program.      But, 
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"God   said"   and   the   Sleepless   Creditor   forclosed   the   business   that 
night.   (Luke  12:16-21) 

Here  is  an  illustration  of  those  who  want  an  increase  without 
obeying  the  law  of  increase.  This  man  did  not  plan  to  sow,  or  let 
out,  but  to  reap  and  have  ease  without  labor  and  giving  out,  which 
is  against  every  law  of  God,  whether  natural  or  spiritual. 

This  brings  to  our  minds  the  almost  innumerable  failure  that 
have  taken  place  in  our  land  in  recent  months.  Is  it  true  that  our 
Heavenly  Father  is  trying  by  this  to  bring  us  to  see  that  our  danger 
lies  in  putting  our  minds  upon  the  earthly  instead  of  the  heavenly? 

The  fact  that  out  of  the  36  parables  of  our  Lord,  33  of  them 
bear  directly  on  this  subject,  and  an  average  of  every  6th.  verse  in 
the  Bible  relates  to  the  stewardship  of  money,  or  earthly  possessions. 
Is  that  not  plain  that  we  have  made  too  many  appeals  without  teach- 
ing just  what  God's  truth  says?  To  be  sure  the  stewardship  of  life 
in  general  is  taught  in  His  word,  but  the  fact  that  we  have  robbed 
God  and  missed  the  cataract  of  blessings  which  He  has  promised 
should  we  be  honest  with  Him,  should  lead  us  to  study  this  subject 
so  that  we  may  speak  with  authority.  We  deal  with  this  subject  too 
often  apologetically,  or  in  a  sarcastic  manner,  when  it  should  be 
approached  with  just  as  much  earnestness  as  trying  to  get  men  to 
give  up  their  sins;  for  right  here  is  where  the  sin  of  covetousness  is 
lodged.  The  preacher  apologizes  for  preaching  it,  and  the  laymen 
apologize  for  not  paying. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  pastors  study  the  best  helps  on 
this  subject,  remembering  always  that  the  word  of  God  has  plenty  of 
material  that  will  enable  one  to  speak  with  authority. 

We  urge  that  our  laymen  study  this  subject  with  a  view  to  not 
only  satisfying  their  own  minds  as  to  what  God  requires,  but  that 
they  may  help  that  weak-kneed  brother,  who  if  he  ever  gives  at  all, 
does  so  while  the  preacher  is  new,  or  gives  spasmodically.  The  New 
Testament  plan  of  giving  you  will  find  is  giving  on  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  yes,  really  on  Sunday  as  God  has  prospered.  (I  Cor.  16:2) 

We  urge  those  who  believe  in  tithing,  but  do  not  practice  it,  to 
put  their  faith  to  work.  The  regular  tither  does  not  need  urging; 
he  knows  the  blessings  in  it;  and  that  those  who  may  say  they  are 
not  Jewish  but  Christian,  let  them  remember  that  if  they  have  moved 
from  the  narrow  provincialism  of  Jewry;  theirs  is  a  greater 
liberality  which  is  exemplified  in  John  3:16.  This  usually  is  used 
as  a  subterfuge  to  keep  from  being  liberal.  But  if  we  follow 
God's  plan  as  referred  to  here  in  His  Matchless  Gift,  we  cultivate  the 
trait  of  God  which  reaches  to  the  height,  depth,  length,  and  breadth 
of  God's  cubic  measure,  and  will  bring  to  us  another  Pentecost.  That 
would  bring,  if  followed  by  His  people  the  rebuking  of  the  devourer, 
the  frost  from  getting  our  fruit  until  there  was  full  growth,  both 
temporal  and  spiritual.  Then,  all  nations  would  call  us  blessed,  and 
we  should  be  a  delightsome  land.

(Q)      REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMISSION  ON  METHODIST 
CO-OPERATION 

The  Joint  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation  submits  the 
following  report : 

1.  We  rejoice  that  through  this  Commission,  and  through  the 
messages  of  the  Fraternal  Messengers  sent  annually  to  the  sessions 
of  our  three  conferences,  there  is  developing  among  us  a  fine  spirit 
of  fraternity  and  co-operation  in  Kingdom  service. 

2.  We  recommend  that  we  continue  to  develop  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable a  co-operative  program  in  communities  where  our  two  branches 
of  Methodism  are  represented.  As  an  item  in  such  a  program  we 
suggest  the  holding  of  joint  Training  Schools  for  Christian  Workers 
under  the  direction  of  the  Secretaries  of  Religious  Education  of  the 
Conferences.  This  could  be  done  with  teachers  chosen  from  both  de- 
nominations, the  students  receiving  credits  from  their  respective 
Boards. 

3.  We  are  in  accord  with  the  resolutions  submitted  by  the  Com- 
missions on  Church  Union  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal,  and  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  General  Conferences,  and  adopted  by  their  recent 
sessions,  to  wit: 

"That  we  unite  ...  in  recommending  to  our  respective  Com- 
missions and  through  them  to  our  General  Conferences  meeting  in 
May  1932  and  1934,  the  creation,  or  continuation  of  Commissions 
authorized  to  begin  at  once  after  May  1934,  definite  efforts  on  the 
part  of  the  three  Commissions  to  make  and  agree  upon  plans  for 
the  union  of  the  three  Churches,  and  others  that  may  enter  upon  the 
negotiations  .  .  .  ." 

"That  we  recommend  that  in  the  meantime,  by  prayer,  and  fel- 
lowship and  by  co-operation  in  all  good  work,  we  labor  everywhere 
and  in  all  the  churches  to  promote  a  spirit  of  union  which  will,  be- 
fore the  sun  goes  down  upon  our  earthly  lives,  make  a  visible  as  well 
as  a  spiritual  union  of  these  churches  which  we  love." 

4.  Following  our  usual  agreement  that  two  members  of  the 
Joint  Commission,  representing  each  of  the  denominations,  shall  ex- 
pire each  year,  we  recommend  that  the  matter  of  electing  their 
successors  be  left  to  the  respective  conferences  concerned.

(R)      SOCIAL   REFORM 

We  are  convinced  that  social  reform  is  of  major  importance. 
It  is  therefore  the  purpose  of  this  committee  to  point  out  some  of  the 
evils  that  threaten  our  people,  and  to  suggest  means  by  which  the 
social  order  might  be  improved. 

1.  We  deplore  the  tendency  towards  disregard  and  breaking  of 
the  laws  of  our  nation  and  state.  Disrespect  and  lawlessness  begins 
with  our  incorrect  attitude.     We  need  to  learn  what  constitutes  good 
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citizenship,  and  to  put  forth  an  effort  on  our  part  to  enforce  the 
laws  of  our  country.  We  feel  that  a  right  regard  for  our  country's 
laws  will  assist  us  in  keeping  the  edicts  of  God. 

2.  We  have  cause  to  view  with  alarm  the  desecration  of  the 
Sabbath  Day.  Too  often  our  people  use  this  day  for  inactivity  in 
religion,  and  over  emphasis  of  the  things  of  pleasure.  We  urge  a 
more  careful  consideration  of  the  value  of  Church  attendance,  wor- 
ship and  Christian  service. 

3.  We  are  made  to  observe  the  lightness  with  which  marriage 
relations  are  held,  and  the  breaking  down  of  home  life.  Divorce  and 
neglect  of  Christian  duties  are  too  prevalent.  We  ask  for  a  more 
serious  study  of  the  true  fundamentals  that  underlie  happy  mar- 
riages and  Christian  homes. 

4.  We  are  aware  of  much  intemperance  today.  Drinking,  the 
use  of  tobacco,  especially  by  youth,  questionable  amusements,  and 
whatever  indulgences  that  cause  the  formation  of  bad  habits  are  ram- 
pant. We  would  encourage  youth  as  well  as  older  people  in  receiving 
information  for  the  correction  of  such  evils.  We  likewise  urge  our 
people  to  a  more  zealous  effort  in  retaining  the  18th  Amendement 
and  the  Volstead  Act. 

5.  We  call  to  our  attention  the  insidious  efforts  of  indecent  and 
harmful  pictures  and  filthy  literature  in  the  form  of  books  and 
periodicals.  We  would  offset  this  destructive  matter  by  encouraging 
our  people  in  thorough  investigation  and  acceptance  of  a  more  whole- 
some reading.

(V)      REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
CHILDREN'S   HOME 

Dear  Brethren: — The  record  of  another  year  of  service  through 
yuor  Children's  Home  has  been  completed.  God's  blessings  have  been 
upon  us  abundantly  in  the  work,  and  we  are  able  to  bring  you  a  fairly 
good  report  of  progress. 

The   Children 

There  are  107  children  in  the  Home.  Nine  have  gone  out  dur- 
ing the  year  and  nine  have  taken  their  place.  The  need  to  care  for 
orphan  children  is  greater  now  than  it  has  ever  been  within  your 
memory  or  mine.  It  is  a  God-given  task  that  must  not  be  shirked. 
Our  church  will  not  fail  the  dear  Lord  in  this  task  in  these  distress- 
ing times. 

The  health  of  our  children  has  been  good,  with  only  three  serious 
cases  of  illness.  Dr.  S.  S.  Coe  has  been  faithful  to  come  to  our  help, 
and  his  services  are  greatly  appreciated.     Dr.  W.  L.  Jackson  has  also 
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responded  willingly.  Sveeral  other  specialists  have  gladly  rendered 
service  in  treating  eyes,  ears,  noses,  throats  and  teeth.  The  Home 
could  not  run  without  this  free  service,  and  it  is  greatly  appreciated. 

School  Advantages 

Our  children  are  still  in  the  public  school  at  Jamestown,  and 
thus  are  getting  the  same  advantages  of  other  children  in  Guilford 
County.  They  seem  happy  and  contented,  and  good  reports  come 
to  us  from  the  school  as  to  the  work  of  most  of  them. 

During  our  four  years  at  the  Home  ten  of  our  children  have 
graduated  from  High  School.  Six  of  them  are  now  in  High  Point 
College;  one  is  in  training  in  Long's  Sanatorium,  Statesville;  one 
went  to  college  for  two  years  and  is  now  teaching;  one  is  a  junior 
in  Appalachian  Teachers  College;  and  the  other  finished  a  one-year 
business  course  and  is  now  working  in  an  office  in  High  Point.  This 
is  a  100  per  cent  record.  We  cannot  tell  how  long  such  a  record  will 
prevail.     We  now  have  a  very  fine  group  of  children  in  the  Hime. 

Religious    Life 

Every  possible  effort  is  made  to  see  to  it  that  the  children  have 
the  advantages  of  the  pure  atmosphere  of  a  Christian  home.  In 
almost  all  cases  our  children  are  light-hearted,  care-free  and  happy, 
as  is  the  right  of  growing  children. 

Our  entire  family  has  full  access  to  all  the  privileges  of  First 
Church,  High  Point,  and  all  the  children  of  the  Home  are  members 
of  that  church  with  the  exception  of  a  few  little  tots.  The  children 
are  wonderfully  liberal  in  giving  when  they  have  money  to  give. 
Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea  came  to  us  this  year  again  for  a  week's  meeting. 
Such  a  meeting,  held  alone  for  our  family,  is  a  great  help  in  steady- 
ing us  in  our  religious  life. 

Gifts   in   Substance 

Some  of  the  outstanding  gifts  in  substance  this  year  are:  Mr. 
Fred  McPherson.  All  our  heavy  laundry.  (This  is  the  third  year  he 
has  done  this.)

A  number  of  good  donations  of  canned  goods  and  other  produce 
from   churches  and  circuits. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

We  keep  the  buildings  and  gounds  in  as  good  shape  as  possible 
under  present  conditions.  The  two  dormitories  and  some  of  the  out- 
buildings are  badly  in  need  of  repair.  They  must  be  repaired  or 
damaged.  If  our  people  will  keep  sending  in  the  Octagon  coupons 
in  goodly  numbers,  we  will  pay  for  some  of  the  repairs  with  money 
thus  secured. 

The  Work  and  the  Workers 

The  work  done  through  your  Children's  Home  is  and  will  ever 
be,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  pieces  of   Christian  service  that  our 
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Church  is  undertaking  to  do.  The  children  who  have  been  gathered 
into  this  Home  and  have  been  and  are  being  taken  care  of  by  Meth- 
odist Protestants  and  their  friends,  would  in  most  cases  be  lost  to 
the  Kingdom  were  it  not  for  the  Home.  Some  of  them  may  not 
mount  to  great  heights,  but  the  great  majority  of  them  will  reflect 
honor  and  credit  upon  the  Church  and  the  Home  which  reared  and 
is  rearing  them.  Our  salaried  force  is  cut  to  the  minimum,  and  we 
are  using  college  student  help,  for  two  reasons:  1.  It  saves  wages. 
2.  It  helps  a  few  young  people  to  go  to  college  who  otherwise  could 
not  go. 

A  Plain  Statement  of  Facts 
A  statement  made  to  the  General  Conference  last  May  needs 
to  be  repeated  here:  The  credit  of  the  Home  is  very  badly  strained  at 
present,  and  firms  which  have  so  kindly  carried  us  have  been  com- 
pelled to  press  us  from  payment.  They  are  kind  about  it,  but  they 
are  firm  and  insistent  because  of  their  own  pressing  financial  obliga- 
tions.

The  Duke  Endowment  report  shows  that,  while  we  were  operat- 
ing at  the  rate  of  .46  cents  per  child  per  day,  the  average  cost  per 
day  per  child  for  all  the  orphanages  in  the  two  Carolinas  was  .77 
cents. 

The  Duke  Endowment  has  contributed  to  our  Children's  Home 
during  the  last  four  years  the  following  amounts  for  each  year  re- 
spectively:   $1,545.54;    $1,820.70;    $2,595.86;    $2,530.70. 

General    Conference    Help 

Our  Board  of  Trustees  together  with  this  Annual  Conference 
made  request  of  the  General  Conference  for  increased  help  for  the 
Home.  The  Conference  answered  by  allowing  about  th  same  average 
amount  as  was  given  each  year  during  the  last  quadrennium,  this 
being  $1,600  per  year.  This  amount  will  maintain  the  Home  for 
above  one  month  each  year.  The  Children's  Home  is  certainly  a 
Home  Missionary  enterprise  of  the  most  beautiful  kind.  Until  1928 
it  was  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  department  of 
the  church.  But  it  has  now  been  disassociated  from  all  missionary 
departments  of  the  church  except  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of 
Woman's  Work.  All  of  which  means  that  the  Sunday  schools  of  the 
North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  must  rally  all  the  more  to  the 
support  of  the  Home. 

Our   Needs 

Our  needs  are  simply  those  of  any  ordinary  home,  multiplied 
by  numbers:  1.  We  need  the  prayers  of  our  people.  If  we  have  their 
prayers  we  have  their  hearts;  and  if  we  have  their  hearts  we  have 
their  hands.     Those  who  pray  for  us  will  help  support  the  work. 

2.  We  need  money — money  with  which  to  pay  bills  and  money 
to  buy  necessities.  More  and  more  we  are  called  upon  to-^pay  cash 
or  not  get  supplies. 
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3.  Repairs  on  building.  The  buildings  are  damaging  for  lack 
of  repairs.     This  also  calls  for  money. 

4.  Food  and  clothing  and  school  supplies.  For  the  coming 
winter  we  are  really  in  better  shape  for  clothing  than  for  food,  and 
the  children  must  be  propex'ly  fed.  We  have  saved  everything  we 
could,  and  yet  we  will  have  to  buy  quite  a  bit  of  food  during  the 
winter.  We  are  hoping  for  donations  of  food  stuffs,  and  yet  we  can- 
not expect  as  large  donations  of  produce  as  last  year  because  of 
crop  conditions. 

The   Farm 

The  farm  had  yielded  a  fairly  good  crop  for  the  year  considering 
the  season.  We  killed  22  hogs,  weighing  3949  pounds,  sold  20  pigs; 
killed  9  veal  calves,  weighing  1315  lbs.;  produced  771  dozen  eggs; 
killed  218  chickens;  sold  two  cows;  saved  25  bu.  onions,  85  bu.  Irish 
potatoes,  190  bu.  sweet  potatoes,  25  bu.  cane  seed,  158  bu.  wheat, 
14  bu.  rye,  72  bu.  barley,  15  bu.  peas,  225  bu.  corn.  We  also  saved 
82  tons  of  hay,  42  tons  of  insilage  and  about  10  tons  of  corn  stover. 
We  also  produced  70  gals,  molasses  and  11,294  gals.  milk.  We  had 
large  quantities  of  vegetables  from  our  gardens  and  truck  patches. 
All  this  to  the  amount  of  about  $6,870. 

Looking   to   Thanksgiving   and   Christmas 

Other  orphanages  in  the  Carolinas  have  already  launched  their 
Thanksgiving  Campaigns.  All  such  homes  are  heavily  involved  just 
now.  The  Mills  Home  and  the  Barium  Springs  Orphanage  are  heavily 
in  debt.  Our  indebtedness  is  not  so  great  as  these  larger  institutions, 
but  we  have  a  smaller  membership  to  collect  from,  and  it  is  essential 
that  we  meet  our  obligations.  Then,  too,  other  Homes  have  large 
property  buildings  which  may  be  used  as  collateral,  but  your  Home 
had  no  property  which  may  be  so  used. 

It  may  be  that  the  Lord  has  put  us  in  the  Home  "for  such  a 
time  as  this."  If  he  did  then  he  will  see  us  through.  But  even  then 
God  has  only  human  agencies  through  which  to  do  his  work  on  earth. 
We  love  our  present  work  because  it  is  such  a  beautiful  way  in  which 
to  serve  our  Lord.  No  finer  Kingdom  service  is  being  done  in  the 
entire  denomination  than  you  are  doing  here.  And  the  need  for  this 
kind  of  service  is  INTENSIFED  by  the  very  conditions  of  the  times. 
We  cannot  let  up  one  whit  in  this  kind  of  service.  Thirty  thousand 
of  us  cannot  do  less  than  keep  the  Home  running  at  its  full  capacity 
and  be  found  blameless  in  the  sight  of  the  Savior.  It  is  a  great  work, 
but  it  will  take  the  finest  co-operation  to  carry  it  through  till  material 
conditions  are  better.  It  is  his  work  and  we  are  his  children.  We 
are  trusting  him  to  lead  us  out,  and  he  will,  provided  all  of  us  do  our 
best.     He  is  depending  on  us. 

Recommendations 

1.  This  Conference  has  urged  again  and  again  that  each  Sun- 
day school  make  a  monthly  offering  to  the  Children's  Home.  We 
recommend  that  in  connection  with  this  offering,  the  churches  and 
Sunday  schools  be  asked  to  set  a  definite  goal  and  make  plans  to 
reach  that  goal  each  month. 

2.  We  recommend  that  pastors  appoint  a  Soliciting  Agent  for 
the  Home  in  each  local  church,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the 
interests  of  the  Home  before  the  respective  congregations,  see  that 
the  proper  announcements  are  made,  and  to  solicit  funds,  produce 
and  coupons;  pastors  to  furnish  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  with 
the  names  and  addresses  of  these  agents.

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(Y)      REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  COMMITTEE 

Year  after  year  the  music  committee  offers  in  substance  the 
same  report,  containing  the  same  or  similar  facts,  suggestions  and 
recommendations  relative  to  church  music.  The  committee  of  this 
conference  session  reiterates  with  emphasis  at  least  some  of  these 
former  recommendations. 

1.  That  religious  jazz  (if  there  be  any  such  thing)  be  eliminated 
from  all  services  of  worship. 

2.  That  our  own  Methodist  Protestant  Hymnal  be  used  in 
preference  to  any  other  hymnal. 

3.  That  the  advice  of  our  publishing  agent,  Mr.  Chas.  Reiner, 
Jr.,  be  sought  in  the  selection  of  a  hymn  book,  and  that  they  be 
purchased  through  our  publishing  house. 

4.  That  greater  care  be  given  to  the  selection  of  hymns  for  the 
church  worship  service,  and  that  the  pastor  be  given  full  right  to 
choose  those  he  desires  to  use. 

5.  That  the  subject  of  church  music  be  accorded  a  special  place 
during  the  Pastor's  Summer  Conference,  and  the  Leadership  Train- 
ing School. 

6.  In  addition  to  these,  we  desire  to  recommend  a  definite  pro- 
gram to  enhance  the  vale  of  church  music  in  the  service  of  worship. 
That  a  young  people's  choir  be  organized  in  each  church  where  it 
is  at  all  possible  which  shall  furnish  the  leadership  for  the  music 
of  the  church  worship  services. 

At  the  Leadership  Training  School  next  summer,  these  choirs 
will  be  present  to  compete  for  first  honors  during  the  evening  ses- 
sions. The  combined  choirs  of  the  several  churches  competing  "will 
constitute  the  choir  to  furnish  special  music  for  the  Leadership 
Training  School. 

An  information  blank  will  be  prepared  to  be  filled  out  by  the 
representative  of  each  choir,  in  order  that  the  three  judges  who 
will  be  appointed,  may  fairly  evaluate  the  rendition  of  the  competing 
choirs.

(Z)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDINANCES 

In  our  church  there  are  but  two  ordinances — that  of  Baptism 
and  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  Baptism  the  emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
ordinance  and  not  on  the  mode.  We  recognize  the  validity  of  either 
sprinkling,  or  pouring,  or  immersion.  We  also  disapprove  of  re- 
baptism. 

In  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  we  feel  there  is  a  neglect 
on  the  part  of  our  people.  On  these  occasions  many  of  them  absent 
themselves,  or  take  no  part  in  its  observance.  Perhaps  this  neglect 
is  greater  among  our  young  people  than  among  our  older  people. 
This  is  an  evil  which  needs  to  be  corrected  for  two  reasons : 

1.  Its  faithful  observance  is  the  will  of  our  Lord. 

2.  It  is  the  greatest  means  of  grace  possessed  by  the  church. 
For  these  reasons  we  urge  that  our  pastors  stress  the  observance 
of  this  ordinance  as  a  duty  which  all  Christians  owe  to  their  Lord, 
and  to  themselves.

(BB)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   MISSIONS 

Your  committee  on  missions  submit  the  following: 

1.  That  we  reaffirm  the  work  and  pi'ogram  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  use  the  pulpit  and  church  organizations  to  the  limit 
of  their  possibilities  for  the  whole-hearted  promotion  of  the  same. 
We  hereby  acknowledge  the  vei-y  efficient  work  carried  forward  by 
the  womanhood  of  the  church  and  urge  the  pastors  to  seek  a  like 
support  and  interest  from  the  church  laymen.  Through  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  and  its  various  circles,  the  women  and  girls  are  becoming 
more  and  more  missionary-minded.  The  Missionary  task  and  pro- 
gram should  present  a  real  challenge  to  the  men  and  boys  of  our 
church  family.  The  task  of  the  church  it  not  merely  to  pay  our 
benevolent  budgets,  but  to  develop  missionary  minded  Christians. 
To  make  the  whole  of  the  church  missionary  in  spirit  should  be  the 
object  of  evei-y  church  administrator.  We  would  suggest  missionary 
study  classes,  and  other  forms  of  missionary  education  for  the  de- 
velopment of  such  a  spirit  among  us. 

2.  We  regret  that  there  has  been  a  curtailment  in  our  mis- 
sionary activity,  and  urge  the  churches  to  increase  their  missionary 
giving.  We  believe  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  seek  to  give 
our  people  a  vision  of  the  way  in  which  they  can  serve  the  kingdom  in 
the  world  as  we  find  it  today.  The  work  in  our  mission  fields  has 
greatly  suffered,  and  we  should  look  forward  to  renewing  our  effort 
for  its  extension  and  enlargement.  We  would  commend  the  very  fine 
service  rendered  by  the  administrators,  the  educational  workers,  the 
evangelists  and  preachers  in  our  various  missionary  fields.  The  work 
at  Pine  Ridge,  Dillonvale,  the  Children's  Home,  Bethel  Home,  the 
work  in  China,  India  and  Japan  is  work  of  which  we  may  well  be 
proud.  We  acknowledge  our  responsibility  to  these  fields,  and  would 
call  upon  our  people  to  give  to  these  enterprises  their  loyal  support. 

3.  We  would  call  attention  to  Our  Missionary  Record,  and 
suggest  that  in  a  larger  way,  the  church  receive  and  read  the  work 
from  the  field  as  brought  to  us  each  month  through  its  pages.  That 
we  urge  our  people  to  spend  a  half  hour  each  month  discussfng  these 
items  among  the  family. 
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4.  The  three  special  days  when  the  members  of  our  church 
bring  their  offerings  for  missions  should  receive  careful  considera- 
tion. We  should  give  them  special  consideration  these  days  when 
missionaries  must  remain  home  who  are  needed  on  the  field.  There- 
fore, we  urge  our  churches  to  promote  Children's  Day,  Easter  and 
February  Thank-offering,  and  call  upon  the  people  for  sacrifical 
giving  when  these  opportunities  are  presented. 

5.  Our  churches  should  look  forward  to  and  plan  for  an  ef- 
fective organization  for  the  men  which  will  function  within  the  local 
church  and  the  conference  similiar  to  the  Woman's  Auxliary.

(CC)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCING  THE  CHURCH 

Yur  committee  in  Financing  the  Church  realizes  the  need  and 
importance  of  a  fact  finding  body  to  delve  into  the  question  of  fi- 
nances and  submit  plans  for  the  consideration  of  this  Confereiice. 
At  the  same  time,  we  realize  that  the  time  is  too  short  for  this  com- 
mittee to  collect  sufficient  data  enabling  us  to  bring  forth  such  in 
a  concrete  form.  However,  your  committee  has  met  and  briefly 
exchanged  views   and  ideas  and  reports  as  follows : 

That  during  the  emergency  or  crisis  through  which  we  are 
passing,  it  would  be  diflficult  to  adopt  new  measures  or  plans  that 
would  be  any  improvement  over  the  system  already  in  vogue  by  some 
of  our  churches.  We  refer  specifically  to  the  budget  system  backed 
up  by  the  every  member  canvass,  then  executed  by  a  regular  weekly 
or  monthly  payment  plan.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that 
this  plan,  when  properly  administered,  will  bring  results. 

We  have  been  informed  that  there  are  congi-egations  in  our 
Conference  that  still  hold  on  to  the  plan  of  raising  their  finances 
by  simply  passing  the  plate  when  the  preacher  comes  around  to  fill 
his  appointment.  The  free  will  offering  is  perfectly  all  right,  and 
should  be  used  as  a  means  of  reaching  those  who  are  not  regular 
contributors,  but  no  church  will  ever  meet  its  budget  with  free  will 
offerings. 

We  specifically  recommend,  that  pastor  and  membership,  take 
time,  either  in  Quarterly  Conference  or  in  meetings  for  this  purpose, 
to  study  each  and  every  item  composing  the  expenses  of  the  Church; 
that  they  together  discuss  the  needs  of  the  entire  progi-am  including 
the  pastor's  salary.  It  is  just  as  reasonable  to  run  a  farm  without 
mules,  horses  or  plows,  as  it  would  be  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
Conferences  without  the  support  of  the  individual  church. 

The  results  obtained  by  the  women  of  the  church,  fully  demon- 
strate the  need  of  organization ;  and  we  urge  the  men  of  the  church 
to  accept  the  challenge  by  organizing  themselves  into  such  forces  as 
would  bring  about  more  satisfactory  results  than  the  reports  for  this 
year  show.  We  commend  the  budget  system,  followed  up  closely 
in  a  businesslike  way.

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(DD)   REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  is  of  tremendous  importance  in  the  life  of  the  church. 
There  are  two  kinds  of  evangelism,  viz:  Mass  evangelism,  and  per- 
sonal evangelism.  The  command  of  Jesus  to  "go  ye  into  all  the 
world  and  make  disciples  of  all  peoples"  should  grip  every  pastor, 
and  cause  him  to  fix  a  place  in  the  program  of  his  church  looking 
to  the  promotion  of  this  great  work. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  program  committee  :n 
our  Pastor's  Federation  place  this  subject  in  their  program  and  study 
at  least  one  phase  of  evangelism  at  each  meeting.  We  also  recom- 
mend that  the  President  of  the  Pastor's  Summer  Conference  include 
in  his  program  the  study  of  evangelism,  and  that  we  cooperate  with 
Rev.  W.  A.  Melvin,  General  Conference  Secretary  of  Evangelism, 
in  the  plan  he  has  adopted. 

We  further  recommend  that  each  pastor  as  far  as  possible  make 
his  Sunday  evening  service  evangelistic.  Try  to  get  some  one  saved 
at  each  service.     Feel  disappointed  if  you  do  not.

(EE)      REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   PLANS    FOR   THE 
ORGANIZATION  OF  A  CONFERENCE  LAYMAN'S  FELLOWSHIP 

Your  committee  submits  the   following: 

1.  That  the  districts  to  be  set  up  co-incide  with  the  Annual 
Conference  Districts. 

2.  That  so  far  as  possible  laymen  be  appointed  chairmen  of 
these  districts,  and  that  they  be  named  by  the  retiring  Annual  Con- 
ference President.  We  suggest  that  a  sub-  or  associate  chairman 
be  named  from  among  the  ministers  in  each  district. 

3.  That  the  objective  of  this  organization  be  to  enlist  every 
layman  in  an  active  interest  in  all  the  work  of  the  Conference.  "All 
the  men  of  the  Conference  behind  the  program  of  the  Conference." 

4.  The  scope  of  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  Laymen's  Fellow- 
ship shall  be  three-fold: 

(A)  Social.  There  is  gi-eat  need  of  more  social  contacts  be- 
tween the  men  of  the  church.  To  that  end  we  suggest  frequent  or 
regular  meetings  when  the  men  shall  gather  themselves  togther  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  better  acquainted  with  each  other. 

(B)  Spiritual.  An  organization  of  men  can  be  of  great  help 
in  carrying  forward  the  evangelistic  work  of  the  church,  either  by 
assisting  in  the  revival  service,  by  personal  work  within  and  without 
the  service,  or  by  visitation  evangelism.  It  ought  to  be  the  aim  of 
the  group  to  win  unsaved  or  unchurched  men  in  the  community  to 
Christ  and  the  church.  The  group  can  also  do  an  effective  work  by 
regular  attendance  on  the  services  of  the  church,  thus  expressing 
its  loyalty  and  devotion. 

(C)  Financial.  The  Laymen's  Fellowship  should  assist  the 
Board  of  Stewards  in  every  way  possible  with  the  finances  of  the 
local  church;  become  informed  concerning  the  financial  programs  of 
the  Conference  and  the  denomination;  assist  the  pastor  to  secure 
the  money  necessary  to  put  the  local  church  on  the  Conference  Honor 
Roll;  aid  in  financial  campaigns  for  the  Conference  Deficit,  the  Chil- 
dren's Home  and  the  College,  and  the  Herald,  which  shall  be  put  on 
by  the  various  Committees  of  the  Conference.     They  ought  to  see  the 
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financial  part  of  the  organization  not  simply  as  a  means  of  raising 
money  for  certain  causes,  but  as  an  opportunity  to  help  the  Con- 
ference and  the  Denomination  to  enter  upon  a  new  day  of  service 
freed  from  the  hampering  embarrassment  of  debt.  "Loose  them 
and  let  them  go." 

There  is  appended  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Reorganization  of  the  Genei-al  Conference  re- 
lative to  the  set  up  of  the  Laymen's  Fellowship.

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(JJ)      THE   REPORT  OF   THE   COUNCIL   OF   RELIGIOUS 
EDUCATION 

This  has  been  an  encouraging  yeai'  from  many  standpoints  for 
the  Council  of  Religious  Education.  The  High  Point  school  while 
not  as  large  in  numbers  as  in  previous  years,  yet  from  the  viewpoint 
of  work  and  the  type  of  student  in  attendance  it  was  above  the 
average.  There  were  enrolled  107  students.  55  standard  credits 
were  awarded  and  145  young  peoples'  units.  24  young  people  signed 
the  Life  Service  Declaration  Cards. 

There  were  7  local  schools  held  with  a  total  attendance  of  298. 
145  Leadership  Training  certificates  were  awarded.  All  the  local 
schools  were  self-supporting. 

Much  of  the  progress  which  has  been  made  should  be  credited 
to  the  splendid  leadership  of  the  retiring  president  of  the  Council, 
Dr.  F.  W.  Paschall  and  the  faithful  service  of  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison. 

The  Council  of  Religious  Education  makes  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

(1)  That  all  the  churches  in  the  N.  C.  Conference  observe  the 
Young  People's  Day  some  time  in  January,  preferable  January  29th 
(5th  Sunday). 

(2)  That  local  Leadership  Training  schools  be  so  held  as  not 
to  have  five  consecutive  nights,  thereby  giving  the  student  inore  time 
for  study. 

(3)  That  since  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Council  that  it  is  not 
expedient  at  this  time  to  employ  a  director  of  Religious  Education 
that  in  order  to  further  promote  the  work  which  has  been  done  in 
the  field  of  Christian  Education  by  Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison,  therefore, 
be  it  resolved  that:  First,  we  elect  a  conference  director  of  Christian 
Education,  who  shall  carry  forward,  voluntarily,  the  program  of 
Christian  Education  throughout  our  conference  area.  Second,  that 
the  conference  be  divided  into  8  districts  with  a  director  in  each,  who 
shall  promote  Christian  Education  in  his  respective  district. 

(4)  That  the  conference  concur  with  the  President's  recom- 
mendation, namely  "that  the  Council  be  financed  as  last  year  through 
the  Sunday  schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  up  to  the 
amount  of  $500." 

(5)  That  the  High  Point  Leadership  Training  School  be  held 
June  26th  to  July  1st.

(KK)      REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   MINISTERIAL   SUPPORT 

The  creation  of  this  committee  was  the  last  legislative  act  of 
the  last  annual  conference.  To  quote  the  Journal,  the  committee  was 
"set  up  to  study  means  whereby  the  ministers  of  the  conference  could 
help  each  other  financially." 

Our  first  observation,  as  a  committee,  is  that  the  ministers  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  have  never  as  a  whole  received  large 
salaries.  Any  impartial  survey  of  the  facts  will  readily  substantiate 
this  observation.  To  confine  our  comparisons  to  our  own  household, 
the  average  salary  paid  to  the  pastors  in  our  conference  last  year 
was  less  than  the  established  minimum  salary  in  the  Maryland  con- 
ference for  the  same  period. 
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However,  this  problem,  as  it  eflFects  our  conference,  is  not  a  mat- 
ter of  keeping-  up  with  some  other  conference  or  some  other  denom- 
ination. For  the  year  just  closed  22  of  our  pastors  served  for  an  aver- 
age salary  of  less  than  $550  per  year.  Many  of  these  charges  are 
large,  rural  charges,  where  the  expense  attached  to  a  car  and  its 
up-keep  would  alone  amount  to  more  than  half  of  this  sum.  The  re- 
sult is  that  we  are  slowly,  but  surely,  destroying  those  men,  both  to 
themselves  and  to  the  church. 

This  condition,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  is  certainly  in 
part  due  to  the  fact  that  thus  far  the  conference  has  never  as  yet 
made  any  definite,  concerted  attempt  to  care  for  our  ministers  as  a 
body.  As  to  salaries,  we  have  expressed  very  little  common  sympathy 
one  for  the  other.  Certainly  we  have  never  as  yet  made  it  the 
definite  concern  of  this  conferenc  to  see  that  the  men  we  send  out 
to  preach  receive  from  legitimate  sources  a  living  salary. 

The  following  recommendations  are  off"ered  in  the  hope  that  they 
constitute  a  proper  approach  to  this  very  difficult  problem.  Some 
of  them  have  been  tried  to  advantage  in  other  religious  bodies  and 
also  within  our  own  denomination. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  we  set  for  all  pastors  within  our  conference  a  minimum 
salary  of  8500.00  and  parsonage,  except  where  the  pastor  agrees  to 
serve  for  less  than  the  minimum,  to  accommodate  personal  considera- 
tions, all  such  exceptions  to  be  recorded  and  preserved  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  stationing  committee. 

2.  That  we  keep  this  pledge  to  the  pastors  from  funds  re- 
ceived from  the  following  sources : 

(a)  One   per   cent    of  all    salary   received   by   all    pastors    over 

the  minimum  salary. 

(b)  Two  per  cent  of  all  monies  paid  in   on  annual  conference 

budget. 

(c)  Gifts  and  bequests. 

3.  That  all  funds  be  disbursed  at  the  suggestion  of  the  con- 
ference President  with  the  approval  of  the  Conference,  provided  that 
no  funds  be  paid  out  until  the  president  has  used  the  full  force  of  his 
oflftce  to  see  that  a  proper  salai-y  be  promised  or  provided  by  the 
church  or  charge  as  the  case  may  be. 

4.  That  upon  the  adoption  of  this  report  that  the  conference 
proceed  to  elect  some  member  of  this  conference  to  act  as  treasurer 
of  these  funds,  subject  to  the  above  recommendations  and  the  will  of 
this  conference. 

5.  That  these  funds  come  to  the  treasurer-elect  as  follows: 
annual  conference  funds  from  the  conference  treasurer,  all  gifts  and 
bequests  direct,  all  funds  from  pastors  direct. 

6.  That  all  funds  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  any 
conference  year  be  carried  over  into  the  next  conference  year. 

THE  COMMITTEE. 

(LL)   REPORT  OF  THE  BOUNDARY  COMMITTEE 

We  recommend : 

1.  That  the  rules  of  the  Annual  Conference  be  so  changed, 
relative  to  elections  of  two  laymen  to  serve  on  the  Boundary  Com- 
mitte,  and  that  two  laymen  be  elected  to  serve  on  this  committee  each 
year,  to  serve  through  the  year,  until  the  sitting  of  the  Annual  Con- 
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ference,  and  that  two  laymen  who  ai'e  members  of  the  Conference  be 
elected  when  officers  of  the  conference  are  elected. 

2.  That  hereafter  suggestions  relative  to  changes  in  boundaries 
be  submitted  to  Annual  Conference  and  referred  if  necessary  to 
the  Boundary  Committee. 

3.  That  Flint  Ridge,  Zion  and  Hickory  Grove,  be  detached  from 
Chatham  charge,  and  attached  to  Liberty,  and  that  the  same  be 
known  as  Liberty  Charge. 

4.  That  Hope  and  Pine  Grove  be  attached  to  Siler  City  and 
this  constitute  a  charge  known  as  Siler  City  Charge,  and  that  the 
name  of  Chatham  be  discontinued. 

5.  That  Bethesda  be  detached  from  North  Davidson  and  at- 
tached as  a  loan  to  State  Street  Charge  for  this  Conference  year. 

6.  That  Lawndale  be  detached  from  Fallston  and  attached  to 
Cleveland. 

7.  That  Shiloh  be  detached  from  Randolph  and  attached  to 
Liberty  charge. 

8.  That  Mt.  Zion  and  Mt.  Pleasant  be  detached  from  Guilford 
charge  and  attached  to  Randolph. 

9.  That  the  name  South  Lexington,  be  changed  to  Lexington, 
First  Church  and  Mt.  Carmel.

CNN)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Your  committee  on  Christian  Education  submits  the  following 
report : 

The  fact  that  this  conference  has  a  committee  on  Christian  Edu- 
cation is  evidence  that  we  have  already  recognized  the  need  of  re- 
ligious training.  We  want  to  commend  all  those  persons  and  agencies 
that  have  been  endeavoring  to  meet  the  need.  However,  your  com- 
mitte  believes  the  need  should  be  emphasized  and  kept  constantly  in 
the  thinking  of  our  people. 

Therefore  we  urge  our  ministers  and  laymen  throughout  the 
conference  that  they  give  hearty  support  to  all  the  agencies  operating 
in  our  annual  and  general  conferences  that  have  for  their  purpose 
the  promotion  of  Christian  Education.  We  mean  such  agencies  as 
the  Sunday  school.  Christian  Endeavor,  and  other  young  people's  or- 
ganizations, leadership  training  schools,  missionary  organizations, 
our  denominational  literature,  and  High  Point  College. 

Your  committee  concurs  in  the  recommendations  submitted  to 
this   conference  by   the    Conference    Council    of    Religious   Education. 

(See  Report.) 

As  to  High  Point  College,  we  recommend: 

1.  First  that  our  conference  by  a  rising  vote  commend  the 
college  administration  for  the  economies  and  reductions  in  operating 
expenses,  and  that  we  express  our  confidence  in  the  administrative 
ability  and  leadership  of  President  G.  L  Humphreys,  and  that  we 
register  our  confidence  in  the  future  of  the  college  and  pledge  our 
support. 

2.  That  we  concur  in  the  recommendations  submitted  to  this 
conference  by  President  Humphreys  in  his  annual  report.  (See  re- 
port.) 
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3.     We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Whereas  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Social  and  Civic  Clubs 
of  High  Point  manifested  such  interest  in  the  success  in  High  Point 
College,  and  gave  so  liberally  of  their  time  in  the  recent  $50,000 
campaign,  and 

Whereas  the  High  Point  Enterprise,  and  its  editor,  the  Hon. 
Capus  Waynick,  then  and  always  was  so  generous  in  the  giving 
news  and  editorial  support  to  the  college,  and 

Whereas  the  citizenship  in  general  were  so  solicitious  for  the 
continuance  of  the  college,  and  so  generous  in  their  response  to  the 
campaign  as  to  bring  it  to  a  successful  conclusion  in  the  face  of  great 
local  industrial  difficulties. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved: 

1.  That  this  conference  express  its  appreciation  to  those  groups 
by  a  rising  vote. 

2.  That  it  pledge  to  them  its  untiring  efforts  in  the  making  of 
a  greater  High  Point  College. 

3.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  minutes 
of  this  conference  and  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  High  Point  Enterprise 
for  publication. 

THE  COMMITTEE. 

(OO)   REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

Item  1.  We  have  very  carefully  looked  into  the  question  of  title 
to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Community  Church  in  Thomasville  and 
recommend,  that  the  name  Community  Church  be  changed  to  Central 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  Thomasville,  or  some  other  name 
agreeable  to  the  congregation,  and  that  the  property  be  deeded  in 
fee  simple  to  the  Trustes  of  said  Church  and  their  successors  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  this  having 
been  agreed  to  by  the  Community  Church,  Inc. 

Item  2.  We  have  also  looked  into  the  Kernersville-Oak  Ridge 
matter  and  recommend,  that  the  President  of  our  Conference  consult 
with  the  officials  of  Kernersville  Charge  concerning  the  Oak  Ridge 
property  and  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  about 
a  satisfactory  settlement,  either  by  securing  the  payment  of  the  one 
thousand  dollars  or  the  return  of  the  property  to  the  Kernersville 
Charge. 

Item  3.  In  regard  to  the  Yarborough  Church  property,  we  rec- 
ommend, that  the  President  be  instructed  to  take  such  action  as  will 
be  in  harmony  with  the  proper  interests  and  rights  of  the  Conference 
and  said  Church. 

THE  COMMITTEE. 

(PP)   REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF  THE 
SUPERANNUATED  FUND  SOCIETY 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  met 
in  the  First  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  Burlington,  on  the  after- 
noon of  November  12,  1932,  during  the  session  of  Conference.  A 
preliminary  report  by  the  Treasurer,  J.  Norman  Wills,  showed  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $96.71.  It  was  stated  that  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Conference,  Dr.  George  R.  Brown,  as  made  to  the 
Conference,  showed  $456  on  hand  as  a  special  offering  for  Superan-

nuates,  and  that  nothing  was  available  for  this  fund  from  the  Con- 
ference  Budget.

From  the  above  results,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  policy  of  lend- 
ing money  to  other  Church  Boards  has  not  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
Yet  when  these  loans  were  made,  there  was  no  thought  that  the 
Church  could  not  deal  fairly  with  itself.  The  loans  to  the  Board  of 
Education  were  made,  for  the  most  part,  with  which  to  erect  a  house 
in  Greensboro  for  the  agent  of  the  College  in  1922.  Recently  the  rents 
have  been  very  much  reduced,  and  the  house  has  been  vacant  for  a 
portion  of  the  time.  It  is  recommneded  that  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Education  apply  all  rents  that  may  be  received  in  future 
toward  the  payment  of  this  interest,  so  far  as  may  be  possible. 

This  Board  has  been  charged  with  the  duty  of  acting  in  the  place 
of  the  Committee  on  Superannuates,  and  while  undertaking  to  so 
act,  recommends  the  rescinding  of  this  action,  and  that  in  future  a 
Conference  Committee  on  Superannuates  be  apponited  as  hereto- 
fore. 

This  Board  wishes  to  make  it  clear  that  there  is  no  criticism 
of  any  Church  Board  which  has  a  loan  from  this  Society  on  account 
of  non-payment  of  interest,  yet  our  Superannuates  suffer  on  that 
account  nothwithstanding.  As  long  as  the  present  stringency  con- 
tinues, and  the  Church  fails  to  place  in  the  hands  of  its  Board  Trea- 
surer's funds  with  which  to  meet  obligations,  they  will  be  unable  to 
do  so.  We  are  simply  suffering  from  the  policy  of  undertaking  to 
do  what  seemed  to  be  much  needed  things  on  borrowed  money.  Our 
embarrassment  is  similar  to  that  of  countless  business  firms  and  in- 
dividuals, who  have  followed  the  same  course. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  a  special  offering  for  Superannuates 
has  been  ordered  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  we  recommend  that  as 
soon  as  possible,  with  due  regard  for  the  Conference  Program,  this 
offering  be  brought  before  the  Churches  and  duly  stressed,  and  that 
the  President  and  the  Budget  Council,  or  other  authonty  to  be  de- 
signated by  this  Conference,  determine  when  this  shall  be  done.

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OBITUARIES 


ROBERT  EUGENE  ANDREWS 

Robert  Eugene,  son  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  Price  Andrews,  who 
came  to  America  from  Sheffield,  England,  1860,  was  born  in  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  December  1,  1867.  On  February  18,  1891,  he  was  happily 
united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Nora  Lee  Robinson  who  sui-vives  him. 

When  a  boy  he  was  convei-ted  in  a  meeting  held  in  Wake  County, 
N.  C,  and  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Durham,  N.  C. 
On  November  6,  1910,  he  united  with  the  Wesleyan  Methodist 
Church.  Answering  the  call  to  the  gospel  ministry,  he  completed 
the  course  of  study  outlined  by  his  church,  and  was  ordained  by  the 
conference  meeting  in  Colfax,  N.  C,  on  November  21,  1914,  and 
was  assigned  to  a  pastorate  near  Jamestown,  N.  C.  After  serving 
this  charge  for  two  years,  he  entei-ed  the  evangelistic  work  in  which 
he  continued  whenever  opportunity  permitted.  Later,  I  do  not  recall 
the  year,  I  received  him  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church.  At  the  conference  held  in  Concord,  N.  C,  in  No- 
vember, 1919,  he  was  received  as  a  member  of  the  conference,  and 
was  accorded  the  same  standing  he  held  while  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Wesleyan  Church.  In  this  fellowship  he  lived  and  died.  During 
the  time  he  was  a  member  of  our  conference  he  and  his  wife  carried 
on  a  number  of  evangelistic  campaigns  in  our  churches  with  gratify- 
ing results. 

Failing  health  deprived  him  of  fellowship  with  the  church  and 
the  conference.  He  was  practically  an  invalid  for  three  years  prior 
to  his  death.  During  this  time  the  writer  and  Dr.  C.  W.  Bates  had 
the  privilege  of  visiting  him  on  several  occasions,  and  of  ministering 
to  his  needs  as  best  we  could.  He  was  very  appreciative  of  any  kind- 
ness shown  to  him  and  his  wife.  He  expressed  his  undying  faith  in 
the  Christ  whom  he  loved  and  served,  and  longed  for  the  recovery 
of  his  health  in  order  that  he  might  continue  to  witness  for  Him 
before   men. 

On  April  22  of  this  year.  Brother  Andrews  quietly  fell  asleep 
in  death.  On  Sunday,  April  24,  his  funeral  services  were  held  in  the 
First  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  High  Point,  conducted  by  the 
writer  and  Dr.  S.  W.  Taylor,  President  of  the  Conference,  assisted 
by  two  Wesleyan  Methodist  ministers.  The  body  was  laid  to  rest 
in  the  cemetery  near  by  there  to  await  the  call  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  to  an  inheritance  in  the  skies.

Passed  from 
labor  to  reward  January  26.  1932.

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Virginia,  and  Vance  S.  Garrett,  Graham.  She  also  leaves  fifteen 
grandchildren,  four  great  grandchildren,  two  brothers,  Millard  Phil- 
lis,  Yadkin  College;  Lee  Phillips,  Lexington,  and  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
Mattie   Smets,   Hopedale,  111.,  and  Mrs.   S.  J.   Worley,   Charlotte. 

Sister  Garrett  was  one  of  the  most  cheerful  women,  always 
looking  on  the  bright  side  of  life.  She  became  a  Christian  early  in 
life  and  was  a  helpmeet  indeed  to  her  husband,  for  when  he  was  on 
a  charge  that  paid  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  year,  she 
uncomplainingly  worked  and  managed  in  such  a  way  as  to  keep  the 
necessities  of  life  so  that  the  children  had  the  care  that  only  a  true 
mother  can  give  under  such  circumstances. 

She  was  also  a  sympathetic  neighbor  as  manifested  by  her  in- 
terest in  her  neighborhood.  And  the  church  never  had  a  truer  and 
more  loyal  supporter.  To  the  very  last,  out  of  the  meager  allow- 
ance given  her,  she  sent  money  back  to  her  church  for  pastor's 
salary  and  the  general  claims  of  the  church.  She  was  interested  in 
both  and  always  designated  how  it  should  be  applied.  The  last  year 
of  her  life  though  she  was  confined  to  her  bed,  at  her  daughter's, 
in  another  county,  she  sent  six  dollars  for  pastor,  and  five  for  the 
general  claims.  That  was  what  she  had  been  paying  for  some  time 
and  sickness  and  age  was  not  used  as  an  excuse  by  her. 

Many  things  like  these  could  be  said  of  her,  like  the  foregoing, 
and  doubtless  if  those  who  knew  her  best  could  be  here  to  speak, 
they  could  give  us  many  expressions  of  appreciation  of  her  life, 
"known  by  the  deeds  which  she  did." 

Surely  her  children  can  arise  and  call  her  blessed,  for  her  in- 
terest in  them  was  abiding.  She  is  now  gone  to  share  in  the  rewards 
that  she  helped  her  husband  to  gain  and  doubtless  a  crown  of  re- 
joicing is  hers  also. 

To  the  sorrowing  ones  she  has  left  a  rich  heritage  that  shall  be 
a  comfort  to  them  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  funeral  services  were  in  charge  of  Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea,  a 
former  pastor,  assisted  by  Revs.  Taylor,  Holmes,  Johnson  and  Mabry, 
all  of  whom  spoke  words  of  appreciation  for  her  life.  Other  ministers 
were  there  who  did  not  take  part  in  the  services  but  to  show  their 
appreciation  and  sympathy. 

Many  sorrowing  relatives  and  friends  were  at  Mt.  Hermon 
Church,  Mt.  Hermon  Charge  that  day  to  pay  their  tribute  of  respect 
as  we  laid  her  body  away  to  await  the  Resurrection  Morn.

I  further  recommend  that  charges  raising  100  per  cent  of  the 
Budget  be  listed  under  Honor  Roll  A;  those  raising  75  per  cent  un- 
der Honor  Roll  B ;  those  raising  50  per  cent,  under  Honor  Roll  C ; 
those  raising  25  per  cent,  under  Honor  Roll  D  .  .  .  ."

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of  the 
Conference   shall   be  elected    by    ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Conference 
adjourned   and    call   the    Conference    to    order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of  the  Scrip- 
ture and  prayer,   under   direction   of  the   President- 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shal  read  the 
Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and  prepare  them  for 
registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  member,  to  call 
any  brother   to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflections   or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  sub.)ect  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall   be  decided   without   debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
ordered   by  the   Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member  to  the 
Chair. 

10.  The   President   shall    vote   on   no   question,    except   in    case   of  a   tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President,"  and  being  recognized 
by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any  question, 
except  by    unanimous   permission   of   the   Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speaking,  or 
interrupt   the    speaker,    except  by    permission    to    explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently  loud  to 
disturb   the   Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  retiring.

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PROCEEDINGS 


The  106th  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference, 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  convened  in  Community  Church, 
Thomasville,  N.  C,  Rev.  H.  Free  Surratt,  pastor,  on  Wednesday, 
November  15,  1933,  at  10:00  a.m.  Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  presi- 
dent, was  in  the  chair  and  after  calling-  the  conference  to  order,  con- 
ducted the  following  devotional  service: 

Hymn  240,  "I  Love  Thy  Kingdom,  Lord"  was  sung. 

Selection  19  was  read  responsively. 

The  President  led  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

Hymn  351,  "Jesus,  I  My  Cross  Have  Taken,"  was  sung. 

The  President  read  the  scripture  lesson  from  1st  Peter,  4th 
chapter. 

The  closing  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  W.  F.  Ashburn. 

The  president  asked  Rev.  R.  I.  Farmer  to  come  forward.  The 
Conference  joined  in  singing  "Blessed  Assurance,  Jesus  Is  Mine." 
The  Conference  sermon  was  then  preached  by  Brother  Farmer.  The 
subject  of  the  sermon  was  "The  Bird  With  the  Broken  Wing." 

Following  the  sermon,  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead  was  called 
by  the  secretary.  An  obituary  prepared  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Obituary  Commitee,  Rev.  T.  M.  Johnson,  honoring  Rev.  C.  J.  Ed- 
wards, was  read.      (See  Obituary.) 

Conference  then  entered  upon  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  the  service  being  in  charge  of  Geo.  R.  Brown,  assisted  by  A. 
G.  Dixon,  R.  C.  Stubbins,  R.  S.  Troxler,  L.  W.  Gerringer.  The  ser- 
vice closed  with  the  singing  of  "My  Jesus,  I  Love  Thee." 

The  Roll  of  Conference  was  called.  On  motion  the  name  of 
Rev.  C.  J.  Edwards  was  transferred  to  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead. 

On  motion  the  bar  of  Conference  was  fixed  to  include  the  first 
ten  rows  of  seats  across  the  church.  The  program  offered  by  the 
Program  Commitee  was  adopted  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be 
necessary. 

On  motion  Conference  adjourned,  and  was  dismissed  by  C. 
H.  Whitaker. 

Wednesday   Afternoon 

1.30  Hymn  5,  "Come  Thou  Fount,"  was  sung.  The  Secretary 
called  the  roll.  Letters  were  read  from  W.  T.  Totten,  one  of  the 
superannuated  ministers  of  this  Conference  and  from  J.  F.  Minnis, 
our  missionary  to  India. 

Rev.  W.  L.  Harkey,  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  and  Chas.  Reiner, 
Agent  of  the  Book  Concern,  Baltimore,  Md.  were  introduced  to  Con- 
ference. 

A  leter  was  read  from  Dr.  R.  L.  Shipley,  Editor  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant-Recorder,  calling  attention  to  the  approaching  Sesqui- 
centennial  of  American  Methodism. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  advanced,  and  the  Conference  entered 
into  the  hearing  of  the  President's  message.  After  calling  Geo.  R. 
Brown  to  the  chair,  the  president  read  his  message,  (A)  a  brief  but 
comprehensive  report  of  this  year's  work.  On  motion  the  President's 
official  character  was  passed.  The  report  was  referred  to  The  Com- 
mittee on  President's  Message. 
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The  following'  were  introduced  to  Conference:  Rev.  G.  I.  Humph- 
reys, D.D.,  President  of  High  Point  College;  Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson, 
D.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

On  motion  it  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  3.00  o'clock 
Friday  to  hear  the  report  of  Hig-h  Point  College. 

On  motion  the  order  of  the  day  was  moved  up  and  Conference 
entered  upon  the  election  of  officers.  The  President  appointed  the 
following  tellers:  E.  L.  Ballard,  R.  I.  Farmer,  J.  D.  Cranford,  T.  J. 
Whitehead,  P.  E.  Bingham,  and  W.  M.  Roy.  Ballots  were  distributed 
and  the  vote  taken  for  president.  The  Secretary  announced  the 
result  of  the  ballot — the  re-election  of  Dr.  Andrews  for  the  second 
year.  On  motion  of  Geo.  R.  Brown,  the  motion  being  put  by  the 
secretary,  his  election  was  made  unanimous. 

On  motion  the  assistant  secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  for  C.  W.  Bates  for  secretary.  The  ballot  was  so 
cast.  On  motion  the  Secretary  was  granted  the  privilege  of  naming 
his  own  assistant.      This  he  did  in  the  person  of  F.  \V.  Paschall. 

C.  B.  Way  was  elected  Statistical  Secretary;  J.  L.  TroUinger, 
Conference  Reporter;  and  Dr.  Paul  S.  Kennet,  Historian,  by  acclaim- 
ation. 

Ballots  were  distributed  for  the  election  of  lay  member  of  the 
Stationing  Committee.  The  ballot  was  counted  and  it  was  found 
that  W.  F.  Redding,  Jr.>  delegate  from  Asheboro,  had  been  elected. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  was  elected  by  nominations  from  the 
floor  and  is  as  follows:  Geo.  L.  Reynolds,  A.  L.  Hunter,  Edward 
Suits;  E.  W.  Teague,  D.  R.  Connell,  J.  W.  Boyles. 

J.  W.  Boyles  and  E.  W.  Teague  were  elected  to  serve  on  the 
Boundary  Committee  for  this  year. 

At  3.30  Conference  entered  upon  the  reading  of  the  report  of 
the  Commission  on  Financial  Recommendations.  On  motion  it  was 
made  the  order  of  the  day  for  1.30  to-morrow  to  consider  the  report. 

An  order  of  the  day  was  set  for  11.45  to-morrow  morning  to 
hear  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  President  of  the  Woman's  Work  of  the 
denomination  and  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch. 

Wednesday   Night 

7.30  The  evening  service  was  designated  as  "High  Point  Col- 
lege Evening."  Dr.  G.  I.  Humphreys,  President  of  the  College,  was 
in  charge.  The  College  Glee  Club  rendered  a  number  of  selections. 
This  was  followed  with  an  address  by  the  president  of  the  College 
in  which  the  aims  and  needs  of  the  institution  were  set  forth.  The 
closing  number  Avas  the  presention  of  the  play,  "All  In  the  Day's 
Work,"  written  by  Mrs.  H.  W.  Maier,  and  presented  by  a  group  from 
the  College. 

Thursday,  November   16 

9.00.  The  devotional  service  was  in  charge  of  T.  F.  McCulloch. 
The  Conference  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  corrected. 

The  president  made  a  statement  concerning  the  work  of  the  Sta- 
tioning Commitee. 

Letters  were  read  from  W.  F.  Kennett,  one  of  the  superannuated 
ministers  of  the  Conference,  Rev.  J.  S.  Williams,  D.D.,  Chaplain  of  the 
Mission  of  the  Good  Samaritan  at  Asheville,  also  a  member  of  this 
Conference;  and  from  Dr.  J.  C.  Broomfield,  the  President  of  the 
General  Conference.

Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  D.D.,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  who  represents  the  general  agents  and  the  President 
of  the  General  Conference  at  this  session  of  our  Conference,  spoke 
of  the  work  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church. 

Dr.  Fred  G.  Holloway,  President  of  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary,  was  introduced,  and  spoke  of  the  work  of  that  institution. 
He  was  asked  to  convey  our  fraternal  greetings  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina men.

On  motion  Capt.  A.  M.  Rankin,  one  of  the  honored  laymen  of  this 
Conference,  was  given  the  privilege  of  sitting  within  the  bar.  Geo.

A  motion  prevailed  to  adjourn  for  committee  meetings,  and, 
after  announcements,  conference  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  T.

A.  G.  Dixon,  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  had  charge  of  the 
program.  He  introduced  Dr.  I.  G,  Greer,  of  the  Mills  Home,  who 
addressed  the  Conference  on  the  subject,  "The  Challenge  of  the  De- 
pendent Child."  This  address  was  followed  by  the  submission  of 
reports  of  the  Home  by  Capt.  A.  M.  Rankin,  Treasurer  and  Dr.  A. 
G.  Dixon,  Superintendent.  Dr.  Greer  was  thanked  for  his  address 
by  Conference  rising,  and  was  asked  to  convey  our  fraternal  greet- 
ings to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  now  in  session  at  Greensboro. 
The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Superintendent  were  adopted, 
and  Conference  stood  in  pledge  of  support  to  the  Home. 

A.  G.  Dixon  was  in  the  chair  at  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  in 
the  interest  of  the  Home,  and  Conference  entered  upon  a  brief  busi- 
ness session. 

G.  L.  Curry  made  a  statement  concerning  the  origin  and  the 
founder  of  the  Mills  Home  in  this  city.  Conference  then  took  up 
further  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Financial 
Recommendations.  On  motion  all  the  items  of  the  report  were 
adopted,  with  the  amendments,  and  the  report  adopted  as  a  whole. 

S.  W.  Taylor  and  J.  L.  Trollinger  were  excused  from  the  after- 
noon session  to  attend  funerals. 

On  motion  the  hour  for  adjournment  was  extended  to  12:15  in 
order  to  hear  Dr.  G.  W.  Haddaway,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. Dr.  Haddaway  was  introduced  and  spoke  of  work  the  Board, 
and  challenged  the  Conference  to  continue  J.  F.  Minnis  as  our  mis- 
sionary in  India.  After  the  address  Conference  stood  adjourned 
until  1.30. 

Friday  Afternoon 

1.30.  A  hymn  was  sung.  The  president  asked  if  it  was  the 
wish  of  Conference  to  have  an  afternoon  roll  call.  Conference  de- 
cided in  the  negative. 

Two  items  in  a  letter  from  Dr.  Shipley,  having  to  do  with  the 
Sesqui-centennial  of  Methodism,  were  read.  The  first  item,  the 
creation  of  a  commission,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions. The  second  item,  the  appointment  of  a  historian,  was  dis- 
posed of  by  the  election  of  J.  E.  Pritchard,  who  was  asked  to  bring 
the  history  viritten  a  few  years  ago  up  to  date. 

G.  L.  Curry  read  a  resolution  concerning  the  Budget  of  the 
Local  Church.  Action  was  deferred  until  after  the  order  of  the  day, 
the  hearing  of  fraternal  mesengers. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  introduced  Di*.  P.  N,  Garber, 
who  represents  the  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  in  this 
state.  Dr.  Garber  read  a  thoughtful  and  illuminating  paper  on  "The 
Message  of  the  Christmas  Conference." 
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Dr.  Garber  was  followed  by  Rev.  C.  M.  White  of  the  M.  E. 
Church  who  brought  greetings  from  the  Blue  Ridge-Atlantic  Con- 
ference of  his  church.  Dr.  Andrews  replied  to  the  sentiments  of 
fraternal  feeling  expressed  by  these  brethren. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  asked  Conference  to  indicate 
the  number  of  members  to  be  placed  on  the  Sesqui-centennial  Com- 
mission.    Five  was  decided  upon. 

A.  G.  Dixon  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  placed 
in  nomination  E.  G.  Cowan  as  Statistical  Secretary.  Conference 
confirmed  the  nomination. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Statistical  Secretary  be  re- 
quired to  bring-  only  the  major  items  of  interest  to  the  Conference, 
the  others  to  be  completed  and  included  in  the  reports  inserted  in 
the  Conference  Journal. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  read  the  report  of  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation.  The  report  was  adopted. 
(Report  E) 

At  3.00  o'clock  it  was  the  order  of  the  day  to  hear  reports  from 
High  Point  College.  Dr.  G.  I.  Humphreys,  President  of  the  College, 
submitted  his  annual  report.  (Report  F)  Dr.  F.  W.  Stephenson, 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  was  introduced  and  spoke  of 
the  work  of  the  College.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  Conference  was  read.  (Report  G)  On  motion  these  reports  were 
adopted. 

Resolution  I  was  taken  up,  and  on  motion  adopted.  On  motion 
Conference  voted  to  grant  Atlas  Ridge  a  duplicate  of  his  Elder's 
Credentials,  which  had  been  lost.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Stewardship  was  read  and  on  motion  adopted.      (Report  H) 

On  motion  a  committee  was  appointed  to  change  the  election 
law  of  the  Conference  as  to  the  time  of  electing  the  delegate.  The 
following  constitute  the  committee:  Edward  Suits,  G.  H.  Hendry, 
E.  0.  Peeler.  Conference  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  J.  E.  Prit- 
chard. 

Friday   Night 

7.30.  The  evening  service  was  given  over  to  the  Council  of  Re- 
ligious Education,  with  the  president  of  that  organization,  T.  J. 
Whitehead,  in  charge.  E.  L.  Ballard  led  the  congregation  in  a  group 
of  songs,  explaining  their  significance  and  use.  An  anthem  was 
sung  by  the  choir  of  the  Conference  church.  This  was  followed  by 
a  devotional  service  conducted  by  Dr.  P.  E.  Lindley,  of  High  Point 
College.  A  play  under  the  direction  of  J.  T.  Bowman  was  then  pre- 
sented. T.  J.  Whitehead  made  some  remarks  concerning  the  work  of 
the  Council.  The  closing  address  was  given  by  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs,  the 
Associate  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education.  The  service  was 
closed  with  prayer  by  Dr.  G.  W.  Haddaway. 

Saturday,   November   18 

9.00.  (The  Secretary  was  absent  from  the  sessions  of  this  day, 
and  was  in  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
where  he  delivered  the  fraternal  message.  The  Secretary's  place 
was  filled  by  his  assistant,  F.  W.  Paschall.) 

A  hymn  was  sung  and  the  Conference  roll  was  called.  The  de- 
votional service  was  in  charge  of  G.   W.   Holmes. 
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The  President  read  a  cablegram  from  J.  F.  Minnis,  our  mission- 
ary to  India,  stating  that  he  was  sailing  for  home. 

Dr.  F.  G.  Hollovvay  spoke  concerning  a  Pastors'  Summer  School 
in  the  Conference  next  year.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
School  was  read  and  adopted.     (Report  I) 

N.  G.  Bethea,  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Faculty,  read  a 
partial  report  recommending  that  R.  L.  Hethcox,  D.  T.  Huss,  Earl 
Cook  and  J.  T.  Bowman  be  ordained  and  elected  to  membership  in 
the  Conference. 

Rev.  M.  O.  Alexander,  pastor  of  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Church, 
was  introduced. 

The  President  made  a  statement  concerning  the  financial  status 
of  the  Spencer  Church.  On  motion  the  chair  was  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  special  committee  to  look  into  the  matter.  The  president 
appointed  the  following:  J.  E.  Pritchard,  Edward  Suits,  P.  S. 
Kennelt, 

The  President  made  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Commission 
on  Financial  Recommendations,  particularly  to  that  part  of  the  re- 
port which  has  to  do  with  Annual  Conference  expenses.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  Conference  be  divided  into  eleven  groups,  and  that 
the  churches  in  these  groups  be  asked  to  pay  the  items  during  the 
time  allotted  to  them.  He  also  suggested  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  work  out  this  matter.  A  motion  prevailed  that  the  com- 
mittee be  appointed  and  that  it  work  out  all  the  items  of  A.  C.  B.

J.  E.  Prichard  was  in  the  chair.  The  Committee  on  Nominations 
was  excused  for  a  meeting. 

On  motion  Conference  ordered  that  a  committee  composed  of 
the  President  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference,  and  others  if 
necessary,  be  created  to  handle  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Confer- 
ence, and  that  the  present  Treasurer  hold  for  awhile  all  distributable 
funds. 

The  following  reports  were  adopted  as  read:  Treasurer  of  the 
Fuller  Bequest,  (J)  ;  of  the  Roberts'  Bequest,  (K)  ;  of  the  Super- 
annuated Fund  Society,  (L).  (This  report  should  have  been  included 
in  last  year's  Journal).  The  members  of  the  Superannuated  Fund 
Society  were  excused  for  a  meeting. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  appoint  a  committee  to  see  what  might 
be  done  to  transfer  all  funds  held  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
of  J.  Norman  Wills,  as  Treasurer  of  various  funds,  and  which  are 
now  tied  up  in  closed  banks.  The  chair  appointed  J.  N.  Wills,  T.  M. 
Johnson  and  G.  I.  Humphreys. 

On  motion  of  T.  M.  Johnson,  S.  W.  Taylor  and  J.  E.  Carroll 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  work  out  the  details  for  the  Pastors' 
Summer  School. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  make  changes  in  the  Conference 
Election  Law,  submitted  a  report.  G.  H.  Hendry  submitted  a  minor- 
ity report.  On  motion  the  consideration  of  both  reports  was  inde- 
finitely postponed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  was  read  and 
adopted.  (N)  On  motion  Conference  voted  to  request  Dr.  Crates 
S.  Johnson,  the  editor  of  the  Sunday  school  periodicals,  to  place  em- 
phasis on  temperance  in  the  Junior  and  Intermediate  quarterlies. 

The  reports  of  the  Committee  on  President's  Message,  (0),  and 
of  the  Committee  on  Pastoral  Work,  (P)  were  adopted  as  read.  A 
resolution,   (2),  concerning  the  purchase  by  each  church  of  the  new 
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church  register  was  introduced  by  G.  L.  Curry,  and  adopted  by  the 
Conference. 

G.  W.  Holmes  and  J.  A.  Burgess  were  excused  from  Conference 
in  order  to  conduct  a  funeral. 

On  motion  Conference  voted  to  adjourn,  and  was  dismissed  by 
C.  L.  Spencer. 

Saturday  Afternoon 

1.30.  After  the  singling  of  a  hymn,  Conference  entered  upon 
a  business  session.  The  reports  of  the  Conference  Trustees  for  1932 
and  1933  were  read.  (The  1932  report  had  been  omitted  from  the 
Conference  Journal.)  The  report  for  1933  (Q)  was  adopted.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  audit  the  books  of  J.  Norman  Wills, 
and  consists  of  J.  R.  Hutton  and  E.  W.  Teag-ue. 

The  report  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society,  carrying  with 
it  the  appropriations  for  1933,  was  read  and  adopted.  (R)  The  Com- 
mittee on  the  Spencer  Church  reported.  On  motion  the  report  was 
adopted.      (S) 

On  motion  Conference  voted  to  hold  its  next  session  on  the  Wed- 
nesday after  the  second  Sunday  in  November.  (Wednesday,  Novem- 
ber 14,  1934.) 

Resolution  4  was  introduced  and  on  motion  adopted.  (See  Re- 
solutions.) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  was  read,  and  on 
motion  adopted.     (T) 

S.  W.  Taylor,  J.  E.  Pritchard  and  G.  L.  Reynolds  were  con- 
stituted the  committee  to  work  out  Conference  expense  allotments. 

Conference  added  to  the  committee  on  the  Oak  Ridge  situa- 
tion the  names  of  J.  E.  Pritchard,  S.  W.  Taylor  and  Geo.  R.  Brown. 

Geo.  R.  Brown  was  in  the  chair.  A  motion  prevailed  that  we 
clean  up  all  matter  on  the  Secretary's  table,  and  that  no  new  matter 
be   introduced   this   afternoon. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  was  presented. 
W.  L.  Ward,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  was  given  the  privilege  of 
speaking  to  the  report.  J.  Norman  Wills  also  spoke.  The  report 
was  adopted.      (U) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Education  was  read 
but  was  ordered  omitted  from  the  Conference  Journal. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  on  motion  adopted:  Bound- 
ary Committee,  (W)  ;  Committee  on  Rural  Church,  (X);  Committee 
on  Parsonages,   (Y)  ;  Conference  Faculty,   (Z) 

R.  C.  Stubbins  announced  that  Methodist  Protestant  pastors  are 
invited  to  attend  the  Pastors'  Summer  School  at  Duke  University 
on  the  same  terms  as  are  the  M.  E.  pastors. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  asked  Confer- 
ence for  suggestions  as  to  Conference  Treasurer. 

On  motion  Conference  adjourned  and  was  dismissed  by  C.  H. 
Whitaker. 

Sunday,   November    19 

11.00.  At  this  hour  the  ordination  sermon  was  preached  by 
Dr.  Geo.  R.  Brown  from  a  text  found  in  Acts  5:20.  The  sermon 
was  followed  by  the  ordination  of  elders.  The  President  was  assisted 
in  the  service  by  A.  G.  Dixon  and  L.  W.  Gerringer.

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  and  today's  sessions  of  Conference 
were  read   and  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Stationing  Committee  was  read  by  the  Chaii'- 
man  of  the  Committee,  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews.  Conference  voted  to 
adopt.      (NN) 

On  motion  Conference  adjourned  to  meet  in  Grace  Church, 
Greensboro,  November  14,  1934,  and  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by 
J.  D.  Williams.

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REPORTS 


(A)      PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

To  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  assembled  in  Community  Church,  Thomasville,  Novem- 
ber 15,  1933,  in  the  one  hundred  and  sixth  session: 

Dear  Co-lahorers: 

Since  it  is  fitting  that  a  summary  of  the  labors  of  your  president 
be  incorporated  in  this  message,  the  following  statement  is  submitted : 

From  November  the  18th  last  until  October  the  22nd,  he  de- 
livered 156  sermons  and  addresses,  and  held  90  group  meetings  or 
conferences.  Three  of  these  were  in  the  interest  of  refinancing 
church  debts;  48  were  quarterly  conferences;  two  in  an  endeavor  to 
bring  about  a  better  understanding  among  church  members;  18  were 
area  meetings;  one  for  interracial  interests,  one  for  International 
Relations.  Other  meetings  were  held  for  the  study  of  some  of  the 
problems  which  were  troubling  the  workers.  He  assisted  in  the  de- 
dication of  one  church  and  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Administration  at  Pittsbu.rgh,  besides  answering  many  special  calls 
for  conferences  with  individuals.  To  meet  these  conference  appoint- 
ments required  the  travel  of  19,000  miles  and  the  sending  out  of 
many  hundred  pieces  of  mail.  The  cost  of  this  service  approximated 
seven  hundred  dollars. 

Analysis    and    Comparison 

A  questionnaire  to  the  pastors  disclosed  many  items  of  interest. 
Of  the  80  sent  out,  70  were  returned  in  time  for  items  to  go  into 
this  summary. 

Salary  promised  for  coming  year:  31  reported  same  as  this  year, 
10  reported  a  reduction,  and  five  an  increase  for  next  year. 

Eight  pastors  raised  the  quota  of  their  charges  for  the  Herald 
subscription. 

Thirty-three  churches  paid  the   Herald   Subsidy. 
Thirty-five   charges  paid  the   Superannuated   S^jecial. 
Thirty-one  charges  paid  their  pastors  from  90  to  100  per  cent 
of  the  amount  promised. 

Twenty-four  paid  from  80  to  90  per  cent  of  the  amount  pro- 
mised. 

Twenty-two  charges  raised  same  amount  for  all  purposes  as 
previous  year;  30  reported  more,  and  eight  reported  less  raised  than 
last  year. 

Thirty  pastors  favor  keeping  the  Loyalty  League;  one  opposed 
it. 

Forty-three  pastors  favor  forming  our  children  chui'ch  members 
into  study  classes  for  a  fuller  understanding  of  church  membership 
and  Christian  duties;  seven  were  opposed. 

Eighteen  pastors  expressed  a  desire  to  change,   19  no  change. 

Thirty-four  churches  reported  having  paid  the  A.  C.  B.  in  full; 
many  others  expect  to  pay  it  by  Conference.  There  were  just  17 
churches  which  paid  this  budget  last  year.  r: , 
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Pastoral    Changes 

C.  I.  Smith  was  assigned  to  Mebane  Church;  J.  H.  TroUinger 
to  Melton's  Grove;  O.  C.  Loy  to  Midway  and  Sandy  Grove;  C.  W. 
Saunders  to  Rockingham;  Atlas  Ridge  to  South  Winston  in  place  of 
H.  M.  Crysler  resigned. 

The  State  of  the  Church 

Our  Morale  Has  Been  Too  Low. — While  it  was  no  lower  than 
some  of  us  have  known  it  to  be  in  other  years,  yet  it  was  entirely 
too  lov/  for  aggressive  work  efficiently  done.  We  found  several  of 
our  leaders  greatly  discouraged.  Even  a  pastor  here  and  there  was 
affected  by  this  sleeping  sickness  of  the  spirit.  Morale  is  vital  to 
the  interests  of  the  Kingdom;  in  fact,  it  is  more  valuable  than  gold. 
It  is  the  spirit  of  achievement  in  the  group  when  high,  and  spells  de- 
feat when  low.  The  psalmist  characterized  the  man  with  morale 
when  he  said,  "One  shall  chase  a  thousand  and  two  shall  put  ten 
thousand  to  flight."  Gideon  knew  the  futility  of  carrying  an  army 
with  broken  spirit  into  battle,  so  he  commanded  his  raw  recruits 
who  were  fearful  and  afraid  to  return  to  their  homes.  He  knew 
victories  could  not  be  won  by  cowards,  and  that  a  doubting  leader 
might  destroy  an  entire  army.  So  he  set  the  example  to  his  valiants 
by  saying,  "Look  on  me  and  do  likewise."  The  leader  of  the  Lord's 
host  today  should  have  the  spirit  of  the  pioneer.  He  must  be  willing 
to  endure  sacrifices — to  suffer  hardship  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  And 
only  those  who  regard  their  call  to  the  ministry  as  a  Divine  call  will 
be  found  faithful  when  the  pastor's  salary  fails  to  be  paid  and  the 
position  of  the  minister  shall  cease  to  be  more  highly  regarded  than 
other  vocations  in  life. 

As  the  shepherd's  duty  was  to  care  for  the  sheep,  so  the  faith- 
ful pastor  will  provide  for  his  flock,  whether  they  supply  him  with 
all  the  necessities  of  life  or  not.  He  will  not  gauge  his  service  by 
what  they  do  for  him.  He  knows  that  after  what  they  pay  him  is 
received  for  his  support,  no  small  part  of  his  salary  will  never  be 
received  here,  it  is  deposited  with  the  Head  of  the  Church  and  he 
will  receive  it  at  the  Final  Roll  Call. 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  pastors'  salaries  ai-e  being  slashed  so 
much  these  days.  It  is  not  right  that  the  faithful  pastor  should 
bear  such  a  large  share  of  the  losses  of  the  church,  as  some  of  our 
men  are  bearing.  It  is  because  in  many  cases  worldliness  is  domin- 
ating the  heart.  Some  of  our  benevolent  enterprises  are  being 
strangled  by  the  selfishness  of  those  who  could  relieve  the  burdens 
if  they  would.  To  such  the  appeals  of  the  pastor  appear  to  have  but 
little  effect.  Yet  none  of  these  things  should  discourage  us.  In- 
deed, they  should  nerve  us  to  greater  faithfulness.  The  pastor  must 
not  fear  and  his  church  should  not  hesitate  to  oppose  the  works  of 
evil  wherever  seen. 

We  agree  that  there  should  be  a  purging  of  church  membership. 
But  this  should  be  done  not  so  much  by  revising  the  church  registers 
as  by  the  regeneration  of  the  church  members.  For  a  regenerated 
human  nature  is  the  only  human  nature  where  the  good  seed  of  the 
Kingdom  shall  really  grow.  Therefore  let  no  pastor  fail  to  declare 
the  whole  counsel  of  God,  and  remember  the  words  of  our  Master 
when  He  said,  "Ye  must  be  born  again." 

Lack  of  Cooperation. — There  is  an  obvious  lack  of  coordination 
in  our  conference  programs.     It  comes  about  by  the  lack  of  co-op- 
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erative  effort  on  the  part  of  our  people.  There  are  entire  churches 
which  stand  alone  in  their  efforts  as  though  there  were  no  confer- 
ence progi'am.  They  take  no  part  in  the  denominational  activities; 
do  not  even  have  the  vision  of  a  state-wide  church.  Of  the  foreign 
fields  they  are  both  ignorant  and  indifferent.  This  unwillingness  to 
support  these  projects  have  in  certain  instances  become  so  pro- 
nounced that  the  pastors  of  such  churches  feel  the  futility  of  an 
appeal  for  education  or  for  missions,  or  even  for  the  conference 
budget. 

Now  all  such  churches  must  be  linked  up  with  the  conference 
program  or  they  are  doomed,  and  as  they  fail  the  conference  fails. 
We  believe  that  if  the  Committee  on  Official  Character  would  scru- 
tinize such  reports  where  they  are  flagrant  and  continued  failures 
to  support  the  program  of  the  church  and  have  both  delegate  and 
pastor  to  come  before  it  and  explain  why  there  is  such  failure,  a 
solution  of  a  most  difficult  problem  might  appear  after  a  patient 
study  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  some  of  our  churches. 

Recently  I  was  greatly  impressed  as  I  reviewed  the  acts  of  the 
conference  from  1892  to  1932,  a  period  of  forty  years.  I  was  re- 
minded that  the  Israelites  spend  forty  years  in  the  wilderness  wan- 
derings, and  I  saw  points  of  similarity  between  the  two.  One  fact 
is  plain:  Israel  was  not  ready  for  their  Canaan  home.  And  the  many 
resolutions  passed  by  those  forty  conferences  show  that  our  people 
were  not  yet  ready  for  the  achievements  these  resolutions  would 
lead  them  to.  And  it  is  even  true  to  this  day  that  we  pass  resolu- 
tions without  an  opposing  vote,  only  to  permit  them  to  remain  in 
the  Journal  untested  and  soon  forgotten.  We  believe  that  we  would 
greatly  increase  the  efforts  of  our  people  if  we  should  set  before 
them  certain  objectives  or  goals  which  would  require  several  years 
to  accomplish  to  which  our  workers  might  rally. 

Our  Financial  Status 

The  Conference  is  in  debt — debts  incurred,  most  of  them,  many 
years  ago.  Some  of  those  whom  we  owe  want  their  money.  It 
therefoi'e  becomes  our  duty  and  pi'ivilege  to  pay  them.  While  your 
president  does  not  think  this  feat  can  be  performed  in  one  year, 
under  present  conditions,  yet  we  must  exert  ourselves  tremendously 
to  do  it  in  the  briefest  time  possible. 

We  reached  our  peak  in  contributions  to  the  pastor  in  1927, 
when  the  average  salary  was  $1235,  and  the  contributions  to  the 
A.  C.  B.  were  $10,706.  Comparing  1927  with  1932,  our  contribu- 
tions to  pastors  decreased  fifteen  per  cent,  to  the  A.  C.  B.  sixty-six 
per  cent,  and  to  W.  S.  sixty  per  cent.  That  may  be  termed  an  eco- 
nomic landslide  or  a  moral  backslide,  depending  upon  the  angle  the 
matter  is  approached.  But  whatever  the  cause,  it  must  be  remedied 
and  our  churches  must  be  geared  up  to  the  steady  pulling  they  were 
doing  prior  to  this  falling  away.  Whether  it  is  a  happy  incident 
that  we  must  talk  money  so  much  in  our  conference  and  church 
services,  judge  ye,  but  let  your  decision  be  what  it  may,  it  Is  em- 
phasizing the  obvious  to  say  that  present  day  Christianity  cannot 
exist  without  money.  Therefore,  let  us  try  to  determine  the  smallest 
amount  the  conference  can  aggressively  function  with  and  try  to 
find  the  best  method  of  securing  that  amount.  To  this  end  there 
was  created  by  the  last  Annual  Conference  a  Commission  on  Finan- 
cial Recommendations.  This  commission  has  had  several  meetings 
and  will  present  its  findings  to  this  conference.     We  ask  that  you 
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set  an  order  for  heaving:  this  report  and  give  it  a  careful  and  kindly 
consideration.  It  has  in  its  recommendations  which  would  have  been 
incorporated  in  this  report,  had  not  the  commission  been  created. 
It  had  likewise  covered  the  entire  held  of  finance  for  the  conference. 

Membership  Gains 

Taking-  the  past  decade,  from  1922  to  1932,  as  a  period  for 
testing:  our  numerical  growth,  we  discover  that  although  there  was 
received  into  the  churches  of  this  conference  for  that  period 
17,966  members,  the  net  gain  for  the  same  period  is  only  8,547. 
Surely  this  fact  is  enough  to  disturb  the  smug  contentment  of  all 
who  are  at  ease  in  Zion;  for  to  lose  14,419  members  out  of  17,966 
— a  loss  of  81  per  cent  of  all  our  growth — is  enough  to  stagger  the 
most  heroic  worker.  While  it  is  easy  to  account  for  part  of  this  loss 
by  the  way  our  church  registers  are  kept,  that  will  not  explain  these 
other  thousands  who  once  thought  enough  of  the  church  to  join,  yet 
ceased  to  care  enough  for  it  to  remain  in  it.  In  other  words,  our 
problem  appears  to  be  that  we  must  find  a  way  to  keep  more  of  our 
church  members  actively  identified  with  the  church.  While  our  de- 
nomination compares  favorably  with  others  in  the  accessions 
through  profession  of  faith,  we  believe  we  surpass  them  all  in  our 
losses. 

Our   Institutions 

Since  High  Point  College  and  the  Children's  Home  will  both 
have  reports  before  you  showing  their  presenr.  conditions,  financial 
and  otherwise,  we  are  leaving  out  of  this  report  any  other  state- 
ment about  them.  Likewise,  the  committee  which  handles  the  af- 
fairs of  the  M.  P.  Herald  will  doubtless  present  a  full  report  of  its 
condition,   all   of  which   makes  further  mention   here    unnecessary. 

Appreciation 

We  have  received  from  both  pastors  and  people  the  most 
cordial  reception  in  our  visits  and  thoughtful  consideration  of  our 
messages.  So  uniformly  has  this  been  the  case,  that  an  executive 
who  was  more  meticulous  than  the  writer  could  have  found  no 
cause  for  complain.  We  have  some  of  the  best  people  in  the  com- 
monwealth and  many  pastors  who  grade  A  on  loyalty  to  the  church 
and  efficiency  in  its  service.  The  work  has  been  arduous,  that  was 
to  be  expected,  and  we  have  often  grown  weary,  but  never  dis- 
couraged; these  faithful  ones  have  cheered  us  and  kept  us  believing 
that  we  shall  surely  win  if  only  we  can  remain  faithful. 

Recommendations 

First — That  the  Loyalty  League,  which  was  created  by  a  com- 
mittee from  the  Board  of  Education  this  year,  become  a  creature 
of  the  conference  and  that  the  conference  consider  the  advisability 
of  putting  a  man  in  charge  of  this  work  for  the  coming  year. 

Second — That  our  pastors  and  the  officials  in  the  local  churches 
be  urged  to  form  the  children  of  our  church  into  study  classes, 
using  our  catechisms  and  other  means  of  instructing  them  as  to  the 
meaning  of  church  membership  and  of  their  duties  as  young 
Christians.  ■  
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Third — ^That  Bethesda  Church  and  Melton's  Grove  Church  be 
discontinued  as  stations  and  be  attached  to  Rockingham  Church  and 
be  known  as  Rockingham  Charge. 

With  a  profound  sense  of  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  by 
whose  Spirit  I  have  been  sustained  in  the  work  of  the  year,  I  re- 
spectfully submit  this  Message  and  Report.

(B)      REPORT   OF   COMMISSION    ON    FINANCIAL 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

Your  Commission  on  Financial  Recommendations  appointed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Conference  has  held  meetings  from  time  to 
time  and  has  seriously  considered  every  interest  of  the  church  that 
would  naturally  come  under  our  observation.  In  the  hope  of  mak- 
ing it  easier  to  get  money  for  the  various  interests  we  are  submitting 
to  you  some  recommendations. 

Annual    Conference    Budget 

We  recommend  that  the  Annual  Conference  Budget  be  separ- 
ated into  four  items.  Item  1  shall  be  known  as  Annual  Conference 
Expenses  and  shall  consist  of  the  President's  salary  which  shall  be 
$2250.00  with  an  additional  amount  of  $500.00  for  travel  and  office 
help;  interest  on  President's  parsonage  $300.00,  Secretary's  salary 
$75.00,  Treasurer's  salary  $75.00,  Statistical  Secretary's  salary 
$15.00,  Reporter's  salary  $15.00,  incidentals  $150.00  and  Methodist 
Protestant  Herald  $200.00. 

Item  2  shall  be  known  as  the  Superannuate  Fund  and  shall  be 
$2500.00. 

Item  3  shall  be  known  as  Church  Extension  and  shall  be 
$2000.00. 

Item  4  shall  be  known  as  Annual  Conference  Debt  retirement 
fund  and  shall  be  $2000.00. 

High    Point   College 

We  recommend  that  a  High  Point  College  Maintenance  Fund 
of  $5000.00  be  apportioned  to  the  churches.  That  money  raised  by 
women  be  a  credit  on  local  church  budget. 

Conference  Council   of   Religious   Education 

Acting  upon  a  request  from  the  Conference  Council  of  Re- 
ligious Education  we  recommend  that  this  organization  be  allowed 
to  return  to  its  former  method  of  raising  its  finances  through  the 
Sunday  Schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  and  that  this 
money  be  not  a  credit  on  the  Annual  Conference  Budget  in  the  local 
church. 

The    Children's    Home 

For  the  purpose  of  financing  the  Children's  Home  we  recom- 
mend : 

1.  That  the  plan  of  supporting  the  Home  by  free-will  offerings 
of  money,  clothing  and  produce  be  continued. 
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2.  Believing  that  a  regular  monthly  offering  from  each  Sun- 
day school  in  the  Conference,  with  some  one  in  each  school  to  make 
the  proper  announcement  and  properly  stress  the  matter,  will  large- 
ly solve  the  problem  of  finances  for  the  Home,  we  again  urge  pas- 
tors and  workers  to  see  to  it  that  each  Sunday  school  makes  a  reg- 
ular monthly  offering  and  that  an  honor  roll  for  schools  which  make 
the  regular  monthly  offering  be  published  in  the  Journal  and  the 
Herald. 

3.  Thanksgiving  is  the  time  set  apart  by  all  the  oi-phanages 
of  the  State  for  a  special  offering  to  that  orphanage  in  which  the 
individual  is  most  interested.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  a 
special  appeal  be  made  to  all  our  people  to  contribute  as  much  as 
one  day's  income  to  the  Home  at  Thanksgiving,  emphasis  to  be 
placed  on  the  fact  that  every  one  is  to  make  an  offering. 

4.  We  recommend  that  November  26  to  December  3  inclusive 
be  set  apart  as  the  period  in  which  to  take  the  offering  for  the 
Home  and  that  this  be  a  week  of  prayer  for  the  Home  while  the  of- 
ferings for  the  Home  are  being  taken. 

5.  We  recommend  that  the  goal  in  every  church  be  one  dollar 
per  member  for  the  Home  at  Thanksgiving.  If  this  goal  should  be 
reached  it  would  relieve  the  Home  of  a  burden  of  long  standing. 

6.  We  recommend  the  continuance  of  a  Children's  Home 
agent  in  every  Church  and  that  this  agent  be  called,  Children's 
Home  Secretary  instead  of  Soliciting  agent,  the  name  of  such  person 
for  each  church  to  be  furnished  the  Home  by  pastors  at  the  annual 
conference,  and  that  this  list  be  published  in  the  Journal  and 
Herald. 

7.  We  recommend  the  Harvest  Home  plan  and  ask  that  it  be 
continued. 

8.  We  urge  the  continuance  of  the  plan  of  sending  Octagon 
coupons  to  the  Home  for  needed  equipment. 

9.  We  suggest  that  an  entertainment  be  put  on  in  each  church 
during  the  year  in  the  interest  of  the  Home.  Mrs.  C.  W.  Bates  and 
Mrs.  A.  G.  Dixon  have  offered  their  services  to  assist  in  this  when 
needed. 

Methodist  Protestant  Herald 
We  have  carefully  considered  the  needs  of  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Herald  and  are  pleased  to  find  that  the  deficit  this  year  is 
much  smaller  than  last  year.  Realizing  the  importance  to  the  Con- 
ference of  the  Herald  we  urge  all  our  people  to  take  the  paper.  We 
also  urge  Herald  agents  and  pastors  to  do  their  best  to  reach  the 
goals  assigned  each  charge.  We  recommend  the  same  plan  that  was 
used  the  previous  year  be  used  for  the  coming  year  and  that  some 
organization  be  found  in  each  church  if  possible  to  be  responsible 
for  the  Herald  Subsidy. 

Superannuated   Fund    Society 

We  recommend  that  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  distribute 
funds  according  to  needs  and  number  of  years  of  service  on  a  fifty 
fifty  basis,  and  that  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  send  a  ques- 
tionnaire to  each  Superannuate  and  find  out  the  need.

(D)      REPORT    OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE 

METHODIST   PROTESTANT   CHILDREN'S 

HOME 

Dear  Fellow-Workers:  Under  the  providence  of  God  we  have 
completed  another  year  of  service  for  dependent  children  through 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Children's  Home.  The  blessings  of  the 
dear  Father  have  been  abundantly  upon  the  work  and  the  workers, 
and  because  of  this  we  present  to  you  a  report  showing  progress. 

The   Children 

Your  interest  is  in  the  children,  so  it  is  of  them  we  speak  first. 
All  other  parts  of  the  report  are  made  because  they  have  to  do  with 
keeping  the  children.  There  are  107  children  in  the  Home,  exactly 
the  same  number  we  had  at  this  time  last  year.  We  are  trying  to 
be  more  and  more  careful  to  admit  only  the  worthy  needy  ones. 
These  are  terrific  times  through  which  we  are  passing,  the  need  is 
very  great  for  this  kind  of  service,  and  our  Church  will  not  fail  the 
dear  Lord  at  a  time  like  this.  The  health  of  our  children  has  in  the 
main  been  good.  A  few  cases  gave  us  anxiety.  Drs.  S.  Coe,  J.  W. 
Austin,  W.  L.  Jackson  and  others  have  been  prompt  and  faithful  in 
responding  to  our  needs  during  the  year.  The  State  Board  of 
Health  sent  a  dentist  who  gave  a  weeks  time  without  cost  to  the 
Home.  He  went  over  the  teeth  of  every  child  in  the  Home,  and 
said  that  he  had  never  before  treated  so  many  children  with  so  little 
work. 

School    Advantages 

Ninety-nine  of  our  children  are  in  the  Jamestown  school,  one  is 
taking  a  business  course,  and  two  are  in  High  Point  College,  a 
Sophomore  and  a  Senior.     The  work  in  the  house,  on  the  grounds 
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and  on  the  farm  is  done  largely  by  the  older  children  under  proper 
direction,  although  all  of  them  who  are  of  school  age  go  to  school, 
and  we  strive  to  have  them  make  as  nearly  a  perfect  record  of  at- 
tendance as  possible. 

We  have  cut  our  paid  help  to  a  minimum,  and  are  using  college 
students  to  help  in  keeping  study  hour,  teaching  music  and  directing 
in  the  work.  We  are  trying  this  out  and  will  keep  it  up  if  it  proves 
satisfactory  after  a  faithful  try  out. 

Religious    Life 

We  desire  above  every  thing  else  that  this  be  a  Christian  Horne. 
We  have  the  advantages  of  First  Church,  High  Point,  our  own  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  Societies,  and  the  daily  devotional  services.  The 
children  are  also  taught  to  memorize  portions  of  the  Bible.  We 
wish  we  could  do  more  for  them  in  the  development  of  their  social, 
moral  and  spiritual  natures.  But  with  the  help  of  the  church  and 
the  school,  we  are  doing  what  we  can.  The  buildings  and  grounds 
are  being  kept  in  the  best  condition  possible  with  our  limited  means. 
Many  repairs  are  needed  and  will  be  attended  to  as  conditions 
improve. 

Outstanding   Gifts   in   Substance 

Denton  Church:  Two  loads  of  lumber,  hosiery,  and  other  pro- 
duce and  money  amounting  to  about  $200.00  worth. 

Fountain  Place  Church:  Dress  goods,  produce  and  money 
totaling  more  than  $1.00  per  member. 

The  Home  Building  Company,  Asheboro:  One  load  of  lumber 
for  platform  for  Home  Coming  Day. 

The  Biltmore  Industries,  Asheville:  Over  200  yards  of  Bilt- 
more  Homespun,  out  of  which  we  had  made  34  suits  for  our  older 
boys,  and  some  coat  suits  for  girls. 

Mr.  M.  C.  McDonald,  West  End,  N.  C:  75  bushels  of  fine 
peaches. 

Miss  Cleo  Harrell,  East  Bend:  Helped  us  to  secure  about  400 
gallons  of  blackberries  at  a  vei'y  reasonable  rate. 

The  Gould  Foundation  of  New  York:  Money  with  which  to 
buy  14  single  beds  and  springs,   14   mattresses  and   10  pillows. 

Mr.  Fred  W.  McPherson  of  High  Point:  Has  done  all  our  heavy 
laundry  for  the  entire  year. 

Estates:  We  received  a  balance  of  $298.02  from  the  Enoch 
Ludford  estate  of  Plymouth,  N.  C,  and  $250.00  from  the  Lettie 
Smerdon  estate  of  Henderson. 

Clothing    For   Children 

A  number  of  our  Women's  Auxiliaries  took  the  measurements 
of  children  sent  them,  bought  the  materials,  cut  and  made  dresses 
and  princess  slips  for  a  large  number  of  our  girls  this  fall.  A  few 
men  and  men's  classes  responded  with  money  to  help  buy  clothing 
for  our  boys.  First  Church,  High  Point,  led  in  this.  Many  churches 
and  charges  have  joined  heartily  in  making  donations  of  canned 
goods,  and  other  produce.  This  has  proven  a  most  helpful  project 
for  the  Home. 

The   Farm 

The  work  on  the  farm  is  done  by  two  men  and  the  boys,  and 
notwithstanding  the  dry  season  the  farm  has  yielded  more  produce 
this  year  than  in  any  previous  year.     The  show  in  dollars  is 'not  so 
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large  as  it  would  be  were  prices  of  farm  produce  not  so  low.  But 
the  produce  is  worth  just  as  much  as  ever  to  the  Home.  The  sum- 
ming up  of  the  results  takes  a  small  space,  but  it  has  taken  faithful 
service  to  bring  it  about. 

The  farm  has  yielded  as  follows:  Pork  4923  lbs.,  beef  and 
veal  1623  lbs.,  sale  of  pigs,  beef,  etc.  $54.85,  chickens  for  table  use 
228,  eggs  1531  doz.,  109  loads  of  hay,  60  tons  of  ensilage,  8  tons 
corn  stover,  330  bu.  irish  potatoes,  356  bu.  sweet  potatoes,  147  bu. 
wheat,  350  bu.  corn,  50  bu.  cane  seed,  190  gallons  molasses,  12  bu. 
dry  peas,  14,051  gallons  milk,  $30.00  worth  of  straw,  vegetables 
from  gardens  and  truck  patches  at  least  $500.00.  This  makes  a 
total  of  about  $8357.17.  About  40%  of  which  is  clear  profit.  We 
have  sowed  about  40  acres  to  wheat  and  17  to  oats. 

Our  Live   Stock 

There  is  at  present  on  the  farm  4  mules,  15  cows,  15  heifers 
and  calves,  1  male  cow,  18  hogs  for  killing,  4  stock  hogs,  25  pigs 
and  about  275  chickens.  These  are  worth  at  least  $2,000.00  at 
present  prices. 

Special    Recommendations 

1.  We  recommend  that  an  Annual  Home  Coming  Day  be  set 
and  observed  by  this  Home,  and  that  a  silver  offering  be  made  on 
that  day  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home.  The  day  to  be  designated  as, 
— "Children's  Home  Day". 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Home  for 
the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  be  invited  to 
be  present  and  to  sit  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  their  regular 
meetings. 

Both  recommendations  were   unanimously  adopted. 

The   Hand   of   Death 

We  record  with  sorrow  the  death  of  one  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  this  Home,  Dr.  Fletcher  R.  Harris,  of  Henderson, 
N.  C.  Dr.  Harris  was  a  faithful  member  of  this  Board  from  the 
organization  of  the  Home  until  his  death.  He  was  deeply  interested 
not  only  in  this  institution,  but  in  all  the  institutions  and  organiza- 
tions of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  which  stand  for  Kingdom 
progi'ess  and  the  betterment  of  mankind.  Dr.  Harris  loved  human- 
ity. He  was  a  great  man,  one  who  was  sometimes  called  visionary: 
but  the  Lord  has  said,  "Without  vision  the  people  perish".  Would 
that  there  were  more  visionary  men  among  us.  Mr.  J.  Norman 
Wills,  a  life  long  friend  of  Dr.  Harris,  was  asked  to  write  Mrs.  F. 
R.  Harris  expressing  the  sympathy  of  the  entire  Board.

(E)      REPORT   OF   THE   JOINT   COMMISSION   ON   METHODIST 
COOPERATION 

The  Joint  Commission  met  in  the  editorial  office  of  the  Christian 
Advocate,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  November  8,  1933,  with  members  present 
from  the  three  Conferences,  North  Carolina  and  Western  North  Caro- 
lina, M.  E.  Church,  South,  and  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  We  pass  on  to  you  the  result  of 
our  deliberations. 

1.  We  are  glad  to  report  a  continuance  of  the  spirit  of  fratern- 
ity and  co-operation  between  the  two  denominations  represented  in 
this  Commission,  a  spirit  that  is  being  manifested  in  many  ways.  Per- 
haps the  greatest  help  to  a  development  of  this  fraternal  feeling  is 
coming  through  the  Training  Schools  for  Christian  Workers,  and 
which  have  in  them  great  possibilities  for  co-operative  effort.  We 
suggest  that  wherever  it  is  possible  joint  schools  be  arranged  for  to 
be  taught  by  accredited  teachers  from  both  denominations. 

The  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  and  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Churches,  meeting  last  May,  adopted  the  following 
recommendation  growing  out   of  the   report  of  the   Commissions  on 
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Church  Union:  "We  unite  in  recommending  the  creation  or  continua- 
tion of  Commissions  authorized  to  begin  at  once  after  May  1934  defi- 
nite efforts  on  the  part  of  the  three  Commissions  to  make  and  agree 
upon  plans  for  the  Union  of  the  three  Churches,  and  others  that  may 
enter  upon  the  negotiations." 

To  that  end  your  Joint  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation 
memorializes  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  meeting  in  May  1934,  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  the  working 
out  of  a  ten-year  plan,  similar  to  that  which  led  to  the  reunion  of 
British  Methodism,  to  begin  with  the  celebration  of  the  Christmas 
Conference  and  ending  with  the  centennial  of  the  organization  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  1944,  looking  toward  the  re- 
\mion  of  American  Methodism  at  that  date. 

We  recommend  that  in  so  far  as  possible  our  churches  unite  in  the 
celebration  of  the  Sesqui-centennial  of  American  Methodism,  the  plans 
for  the  same  to  be  worked  out  by  the  three  Commissions  to  be  set  up 
by  the  Annual  Conferences  this  fall.  We  cordially  invite  the  Blue 
Ridge-Atlantic  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  to  join 
with  us  in  this  celebration.  The  Joint  Commission  suggests  that  the 
paper  presented  to  our  meeting  by  Dr.  P.  N.  Garber  be  made  the 
basis. 

Following  our  usual  agreement  that  the  terms  of  two  members  of 
the  Joint  Commissioin  representing  each  of  the  denominations,  shall 
expire  each  year,  we  recommend  that  the  matter  of  electing  their  suc- 
cessors be  left  to  the  Conference  concerned.

(F)      REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

Brethren  : 

It  is  my  privilege  to  make  report  to  this  body  for  the  third  year 
of  my  presidency  of  High  Point  College. 

In  view  of  the  place  accorded  the  College  on  your  program  last 
Wednesday  evening,  I  shall  omit  any  general  observations  and  make 
this  report  brief.  I  wish  to  add  my  high  appreciation  of  the  recogni- 
tion given  to  the  College  interests  and  for  the  gracious  hearing  which 
you  always  give  me. 

The    Enrollment 

September  16,  1932,  dated  the  beginning  of  the  ninth  year  of  the 
operation  of  our  College.  The  peak  registration  for  the  year  reached 
286.     This  was  a  slight  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  yearly  enrollment  for 
the  years  1927  to  1930  (September  to  June  inclusive)  was  16  above 
300,  while  for  the  years  1930  to  1933  it  was  16  below  300.  The  con- 
trast is  between  the  last  years  of  the  recognized  prosperous  era  and 
the  first  years  of  the  well  known  period  of  depression.  It  seems,  there- 
fore, that  we  should  feel  highly  gratified  that  we  have  so  well  main- 
tained our  enrollment.  Our  average,  therefore,  for  the  past  six  years 
is  an  even  300  per  year. 

The  report  for  the  current  year,  in  which  we  now  are,  will  not 
come  until  the  next  conference,  but  it  seems  that  our  peak  for  this 
year  will  be  just  about  the  average  of  the  past  three  years.  Our  ex- 
pectation and  conviction  are  that  the  country  has  turned  that  corner, 
in  an  economic  sense,  that  we  have  so  often  heard  declared,  and  that 
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the  immediate  years  are  better  in  promise  for  the  chance  for  our  youth 
to  attend  college. 

Again  we  find  that  our  student  body  comes  from  several  states, 
nine  in  all,  and  that  the  various  church  affiliations  are  well  represent- 
ed, making  emphasis  of  the  fact  that  the  standards  of  the  college  make 
their  appeal  out  beyond  the  bounds  of  our  own  denomination  as  well 
as  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  state. 

Of  our  286  students  last  year,  96  were  out  of  our  own  churches. 
Of  the  remaining  number  there  were  145  from  the  Methodist,  Baptist 
and  Presbyterian  churches;  this  left  a  small  number  scattered  among 
several  other  branches  of  the  Christian  church.  I  simply  cite  these 
facts  to  give  emphasis  to  the  statement  above  made,  a  thing  which 
should  be  most  gratifying  to  all  of  us. 

For  last  year,  the  school  pi-ogram  went  forward  in  the  usual 
manner,  without  discord  noticeable,  with  no  serious  illness  among  stu- 
dents or  faculty,  and  with  the  feeling  that  the  work  was  of  high 
caliber. 

Forty-three  were  graduated — 25  men  and  18  women.  The  aver- 
age number  of  graduates  since  June,  1927  (the  year  of  the  first  gradu- 
ating class)  is  41.  Changes  in  the  faculty  September,  1932,  brought 
in  five  new  members,  two  of  whom  are  among  this  year's  staff. 

Financial 

Our  support  from  the  church  for  the  last  college  year  was  the 
smallest  over  a  period  of  seven  years.  From  the  conference  came 
$375.00,  received  just  at  the  close  of  the  last  session, — just  $1400  less 
than  the  year  previous.  No  other  monies  came  during  the  school 
year.  From  the  Women's  Branch  came  $496.79;  their  special  offering- 
passing  through  the  General  Church  Board  was  $281.00.  This  made 
a  total  for  the  women's  contribution  of  $777.79, — a  slight  increase  over 
the  previous  year. 

Our  total  receipts  from  the  district,  therefore,  were  $1152,79, 
just  41  per  cent  of  what  was  given  for  college  maintenance  the  year 
before.  And  the  college  gave  in  concessions  $3900.00  to  ministerial 
students  and  children  of  ministers. 

I  offer  these  figures  not  by  way  of  criticism  or  for  comment.  I 
am  only  trying  to  show  how  hard  has  been  the  pressure  upon  us  be- 
cause of  diminishing  receipts.  That  you  may  still  better  visualize 
what  it  means,  I  would  remind  you  that  for  the  years  ending  Septem- 
ber, 1927,  1928,  1929  and  1930  the  average  receipt  from  the  confer- 
ence was  ?5,450,00  per  year.  For  the  years  1931,  1932  and  1933  the 
average  has  been  $1,316.00.  During  the  last  two  years  the  women 
have  contributed  annually  an  average  of  $736.00.  This  makes,  all 
in  all,  from  the  district,  annual  average  of  $1,808.00  for  the 
past  three  years.  This  is  less  annually  by  $3,642.00  than  what  it  had 
been  those  previous  four  years. 

Now,  brethren,  I  do  not  chide  that  the  College  has  greatly  suffered 
by  the  lack  of  contributions.  Rather  I  commend  you  for  what  you 
did  so  splendidly  in  those  prosperous  years,  and  that  through  these 
lean  ones  you  did  not  altogether  despair  of  the  College.  The  days 
coming  have  the  hope  of  better  things.  I  therefore  ask  your  prayers, 
labors  and  contributions  that  the  College  shall  have  the  portion  that 
is  due  according  to  your  own  decision  and  program. 

I  am  glad,  however,  to  be  able  to  report  that  despite  declining 
receipts  the  year  closed  with  a  total  of  expenditure  much  reduced-f  rom 
the  figures  of  the  preceding  year;  and  with  the  per  capita  cost  still 
further  reduced  than  indicated  in  last  year's  report  to  this  body. 
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My  g-oal  has  been  a  balanced  budget.  For  this  year  in  which  we 
are  operating;,  we  set  up  a  bud^ret  based  on  last  year's  student  roll 
that  IS  nearly  $12,500  less  than  last  year.  And  that  the  church  may 
lully  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  faculty  is  sharing  with  the  church 
the  lean  years,  I  am  reminding  you  that  the  total  of  salaries  for  the 
present  year  is  less  than  last  year  by  $8,785.00,  and  less  than  the  first 
year  of  my  administration  by  $17,403.00. 

And  to  further  remind  you,  and  as  a  way  of  tribute  to  the  fac- 
ulty, all  salaries  are  behind  and  have  been  behind  for  some  years. 

Now  a  word  of  encouragement.  This,  that  after  another  year's 
operation,  with  a  deficit  because  the  church  could  not  under  the  dif- 
ficult times  do  the  usual  for  the  college,  the  college  still  has  a  very 
much  lower  net  liability  than  in  September,  1932.  'When  the  final  of 
the  Emergency  Campaign  pledges  are  in,  and  the  books  audited  a 
complete  report  will  be  made.  _  ' 

Our  Opportunity 

It  is  here,  in  my  judgment.  The  Board  of  Education  will  make 
Its  annual  report  and  its  recommendations.  I  shall  not  anticipate 
Ihe  recommendation  of  the  president,  that  a  full-time  agent  for  the 
conservation  and  energetic  carrying  on  of  the  Loyalty  League  gives 
an  insight  into  the  mature  judgment  growing  out  of  the  experience 
of  those  most  closely  connected  with  the  Board  and  the  College  My 
feeling  is  that  the  plan  is  not  only  imperative  from  the  standpoint  of 
need,  but  it  is  imperative  from  the  standpoint  of  opportunity  As 
the  country  regains  its  normal  economic  condition,  so  will  the  church- 
and  as  the  church  gams  its  grip  upon  new  resources  and  becomes  im- 
bued with  a  new  courage,  so  will  it  respond  to  the  claims  upon  it  for 
the  conservation  and  growth  of  its  institutions.  I  see  in  the  Loyalty 
League  Program  and  Plan,  with  a  full-time  agent  directing  it  the 
great  auxiliary  channel  for  the  church  to  care  for  its  interests  as 
those  interests  are  held  in  trust  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  find 
expression  m  the  life  and  activities  of  the  College. 

My  appeal,  therefore,  is  that  the  conference  and  the  churche-; 
stand  by  and  support  the  program  as  it  comes  out  of  the  deliberations 
of  this  session,  and  as  it  shall  develop  and  move  on  through  the  year 
directed  by  the  agencies  that  the  conference  sets  up. 
•  '/•'^^^l''^S''^'  bi-ethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  immovable,  always  abound- 
ing m  the  things  of  the  Kingdom  Life;  and  ADD  to  your  faith,  hope; 
and  to  hope,  courage;  and  to  courage,  brotherly  love— that  too-ether 
we  may  share  in  the  things  of  Christ. 

"Watchman,  tell  us  of  the  night 

What  its  signs  of  promise  are. 
Preacher,  Layman,  out  of  the  night 
Shines  that  glory  beaming  star! 
Watchman,  does  its  beauteous  ray 
Aught  of  joy  or  hope  foretell?

Recommendations : 

M    J"  xt'^^''-^  the  conference  appoint  P.  E.  Lindley,  P.  S.  Kennett  and 
N.  M.  Harrison  for  work  at  the  college. 

2.     That  the  conference  reaffirm  recommendation  six,  as  proposed 
m  my  report  of  last  year,  to  the  effect  that  the  first  Sunday  in  May 
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be  designated  as  Christian  Education  Day  and  that  our  ministers  be 
requested  to  preach  on  a  fitting  theme  for  the  day. 

3.  That  the  ministers  and  delegates  pledge  their  support  for  the 
college,  unto  the  end  that  (a)  a  full  patronage  be  sought  in  the  mat- 
ter of  students  from  the  homes  of  our  churches;  (b)  that  earnest 
effort  be  made  to  raise  in  full,  this  year,  the  budget  for  college  main- 
tenance; (c)  that  we  rally  all  of  our  people  everywhere  in  the  district 
to  support  the  Loyalty  League;  (d)  and  that  the  pulpits  of  the  con- 
ference be  open  to  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of 
the  College  as  missionaries  of  Christian  education.

(H)      REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    STEWARDSHIP 

Reports  on  Stewardship  have  been  many  and  varied,  but  never 
doing  more  than  making  suggestions  on  the  subject.  But  we  come 
to  you  with  something  more  than  a  suggestion  this  time,  for  there 
needs  to  be  action  that  will  bring  forth  fruit.     No  use  talking  about 
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the  blessing  there  is  in  a  thing  and  not  trying  it  out.  Henry  Ford 
says  "What  you  need  you  will  pay  for  whether  you  buy  it  or  not." 
We  have  paid  dearly  for  our  lack  of  liberality  as  a  church,  therefore, 
we  recommend  the  following: 

That  the  month  of  January  be  fixed  as  the  time  for  an  educa- 
tional campaign  on  the  subject  of  proportionate  and  systematic 
giving,  this  time  to  be  made  a  fixture  by  the  Conference,  and  during 
this  time,  each  pastor  be  required  to  present  to  his  people  the  claims 
of  the  Lord  to  his  part  of  their  material  possessions. 

That  a  Conference  organization  be  set  up  to  be  known  as  the 
Society  of  Proportionate  and  Systematic  Givers,  or,  if  thought  best 
some  other  name,  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  and  that  such 
officers  be  elected  as  shall  be  found  necessary  to  make  the  organiza- 
tion permanent.  That  we  try  to  set  up  in  each  local  church  a  society 
composed  of  those  who  pledge  themselves  to  practice  proportionate 
and  systematic  giving,  and  that  their  names  and  address  be  fur- 
nished the  Headquarters  organization,  so  that  such  literature  upon 
the  subject  of  stewardship  as  may  come  into  rheir  hands  be  mailed 
to  the  local  units  for  wider  criculation;  thereby  keeping  all  the  mem- 
bei-s  informed  about  the  best  there  is  on  the  subject.  Much  helpful 
literature  may  be  had  from  the  Layman  Company,  730  Rush  Street, 
Chicago. 

We  further  recommend  the  use  of  the  following  pledge  card 
to  all  who  may  wish  to  so  pledge  themselves: 

As  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Proportionate  and  Systematic 
Givers,  I  hereby  reaffirm  my  vow  as  taken  when  I  joined  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  (Church  Dis.  page  166,  par.  three)  "I  will 
contribute  as  God  gives  me  ability  for  the  support  of  the  Gospel  min- 
istry in  this  church,  and  its  works  of  Christian  benevolence,  re- 
membering that  I  am  but  a  steward  of  whatever  wealth  I  may  pos- 
sess." And  to  give  systematically  as  taught  in  I  Cor.  16:2,  "Upon 
the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as 
God  hath  prospered  him,  etc."

(I)      REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   PASTORS'    SUMMER 
CONFERENCE 

We,  a  committee  elected  at  the  Pastors'  Summer  Conference  for 
the  pui-pose  of  studying  the  situation  to  see  if  it  is  possible  and 
practicable  to  organize  a  Pastors'  Training  School,  as  extension  work 
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of  our  Theolog:ical  Seminary  and  with  a  Seminary  faculty,  and  to 
report  our  findings  to  this  body,  do  herein  give  you  the  results  of 
our  labors: 

1.  We  find  that  the  organization  of  such  a  school  is  both  pos- 
sible and   practicable: 

a.  The  Seminary  is  in  thorough  accord  with  the  idea  and 
will  provide  the  faculty  at  a  cost  of  only  their  expenses. 

b.  There  is  a  need  for  such  a  school  in  our  midst  and  a 
seeming  demand  for  it  on  the  part  of  the  brethren. 

c.  High  Point  College  is  available  as  a  meeting  place,  and 
will  provide  room  and  board,  for  a  two  weeks  school,  for  $7.00 
per  person. 

2.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  this  body  give  its  approval 
to  the  organization  of  such  a  school,  and  that  a  committee  be  elected 
to  work  with  the  Seminary  and  College  in  setting-up  and  giving 
publicity  to  the  school.

(N)      REPORT   OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON   EVANGELISM 

The  Committee  on  Evangelism  feels  that  our  churches  need  to 
take  more  interest  in  the  evangelistic  program.  This  work  is  at  the 
very  heart  of  a  progressive  church  program.  In  order  that  the  evan- 
gelistic program  may  receive  more  and  better  emphasis  in  all  of 
the  churches  in  our  conference  your  committee  makes  the  following 
report  in  form  of  recommendations: 

First,  we  urge  every  Methodist  Protestant  family  to  establish 
Christian  training  and  worship  in  the  home  so  that  the  children 
may  grow  up  in  a  real  Christian  environment. 

Second,  we  would  like  to  request  all  pastors  and  churches  to 
make   special   plans   to   use   the   pre-Easter   and    post-Easter   season 
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to  put  on  training  courses  and  special  services  with  an  evangelistic 
emphasis.  We  w^ould  like  to  request  the  Conference  Council  of 
Religious  Education  to  cooperate  vi^ith  the  committee  on  Evangel- 
ism in  organizing  and  putting  on  classes  for  instructing  our  children 
and  young  people  on  what  it  means  to  be  a  Christian  and  member 
of  the  church. 

Third,  we  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  re- 
main as  an  active  standing  committee  with  both  ministerial  and  lay 
membership  and  that  it  be  given  the  authority  to  set  up  organiza- 
tion and  make  plans  for  the  year.  We  recommend  that  the  pres- 
ident call  a  meeting  of  this  committee  within  sixty  days  after  the 
close  of  this  Annual  Conference  session.

(O)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

We  heartily  commend  the  President  for  his  faithfulness  and 
wise  leadership  for  the  year.  We  note  especially  four  facts  which 
are  strikingly  pointed  out  in  this  message : 

1.  The    cutting    of    pastor's    salaries: 

The  laymen  of  our  charges  are  most  earnestly  called  upon  to 
see  that  pastors  have  sufficient  salaries  to  keep  them  and  their 
families  from  unnecessary  anxiety. 

2.  The  Churches  which  stand  alone  in  their  efforts  as  though 
there  vcere   no   Conference   activities: 

We  urge  pastors  on  all  the  charges  to  cooperate  closely  with 
the  President  in  all  his  plans  and  efforts  to  bring  all  the  Churches 
into  a  loyal  cooperation  with  both  the  Annual  Conference  and  the 
General    Conference   Programs. 

3.  Outstanding  and  longstanding  debts  of  the  Conference  and 
the  decreased  income  for  the  Annual  Conference  and  General  Con- 
ference  Budgets. 

Our  Conference  debts  are  honest  obligations.  Pastors  and 
people  are  urged  to  cooperate  in  every  plan  to  pay  off  these  obliga- 
tions. The  honor  of  our  Conference  is  at  stake.  These  debts  must 
be  liquidated  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

4.  The  problem  of  the  inability  of  our  Churches  and  charges 
to  hold  the  members  won  to  Christ  and  the  Church  and  thereby 
make  and  hold  a  steadier  growth  in   our  beloved  Zion. 

The  constant  loss  of  membership  from  our  Churches  is  deplor- 
able. Pastors  are  the  shepherds  of  the  sheep.  Our  Master  gives 
us  a  wonderful  picture  of  a  shepherd  leaving  the  99  in  the  fold  and 
searching  diligently  for  the  one  which  was  lost  until  he  found  it. 
It  is  a  great  work  to  bring  lost  ones  into  the  fold,  but  it  is  just  as 
great  a  work  to  get  hold  of  and  bring  back  the  straying  ones. 

Recommendations 

We  concur  in  all  the  recommendations  and  refer  recommenda- 
tion number  one  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  recommendation 
number  three  to  the  Boundary  Committee.

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(P)      REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON   PASTORAL   WORK 

The  first  and  highest  function  of  the  Christian  minister  is  that 
of  pi'eacher.  The  minister's  throne  is  his  pulpit;  when  he  abdicates 
that  to  become  an  organizer  of  charities,  or  a  leader  in  social 
functions,  or  a  promoter  of  amusements,  or  a  gossip  in  parlors  and 
public  places,  the  clerical  profession  will  cease  to  hold  the  place 
which  belongs  to  it  in  the  respect  of  men.  A  great  many  kinds  of 
work  are  now  expected  of  the  minister  and  some  of  them  are  of 
great  importance ;  but  the  minister  makes  a  great  mistake  when  he 
permits  his  pulpit  work  to  take  a  secondary  place.  "It  pleased  God 
by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them  that  believe." 

The  second  most  important  function  of  the  Christian  minister 
is  that  of  pastor.  Pastoral  visiting  has  always  been  an  important 
factor  in  the  work  of  the  minister;  the  pastor  who  succeeds  with 
his  work  MUST  visit  his  flock  and  make  full  proof  of  his  ministry. 
First  of  all  the  pastor  must  be  an  example  to  the  flock.  Paul  said 
to  Timothy,  "Be  thou  an  example  of  believers,  in  word,  in  conver- 
sation, in  charity,  in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity."  The  pastor  serves 
the  public  more  by  example  than  by  precept;  in  fact,  the  public  re- 
fuses to  accept  his  service  at  all  unless  his  practice  conforms  to  his 
precepts. 

The  minister  is  called  to  be  an  ambassador  for  Christ;  his  com- 
mission, therefore,  is  to  "Go  and  make  disciples."  Not  for  himself 
but  for  his  Lord  and  Master.  The  pastor  represents  the  best  in 
life;  the  primary  purpose  of  his  visits  should  be  to  deepen  the  spir- 
itual life  of  his  people;  to  save  men  and  keep  them  saved,  to  en- 
courage them  to  be  loyal  in  church  attendance  and  financial  support, 
to  give  more  time  to  Bible  study  and  prayer  in  the  home. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  laity 
have  an  important  part  in  making  the  pastoral  visiting  effective. 
James  says,  "If  any  of  you  are  sick  let  him  call  for  the  elders  of 
the  church."  Taking  this  exhortation  as  a  basis  we  would  encourage 
our  people  to  make  it  a  point  to  invite  their  pastor  into  their  homes 
when  it  would  be  most  suitable  for  the  family,  and  thereby  save 
the  pastor  and  people  some  embarrassment,  and  at  the  same  time 
make  his  visit  more  fruitful  of  good. 

Pastoral  work  should  not  be  confined  to  the  membership  of 
one's  own  church,  but  a  pastor  should  keep  under  observation  the 
care  of  all  the  people  of  the  community.  As  a  true  shepherd  he 
must  care  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  young,  the  aged,  the  rich, 
the  poor,  the  sick,  the  sorrowing,  the  indifferent,  the  unbelieving, 
the  backsliding,  the  righteous,  the  sinner,  and  them  that  seek  the 
truth.  "We  must  be  all  things  to  all  men  that  we  may  by  all  means 
save  some."  The  work  of  the  pastorate  involves  many  difficulties, 
and  calls  for  the  best  that  is  in  us;  but  by  the  help  of  Him  who  said, 
"Follow  me,  and  I  will  make  you  to  catch  men,"  these  difficulties 
can  be  overcome,  and  the  work  done  well.

(T)      COMMITTEE   ON    CHURCH    ORDINANCES 

The  Christian  Church  has  two  ordinances — Baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper.     Baptism  coming  at  the  beginning  of  our  Lord's  min- 
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istry,  and  the  Lord's  Supper  at  the  close.  Our  denomination  accepts 
any  form  of  Baptism,  whether  sprinkling,  pouring  or  immersion, 
and  administers  the  same  to  any  age  group.  Our  church  disap- 
proves of  rebaptism. 

Both  ordinances  are  commanded  by  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church.  Their  observance  is  not  a  matter  of  choice,  but  a  require- 
ment. Our  Lord  in  his  great  Commission  said,  "Go  ye  therefore 
and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  teaching  them 
to  observe  every  command  which  I  have  given  unto  you."  On  that 
memorable  night  in  the  upper  room  when  He  did  institute  the  or- 
dinance of  the  Lord's  Supper,  he  gave  his  disciples  bread  and  wine 
and  said,  "This  do  in  remembrance  of  me."  Professed  Christians 
everywhere   should   faithfully  observe  these   ordinances. 

But  the  fact  prevails  that  a  great  number  of  our  people  do 
not  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  This  may  be  caused  by  a  feeling 
of  unworthiness  on  the  part  of  the  people,  or  a  lack  of  conviction 
of  its  necessity  on  the  part  of  both  laymen  and  ministry.  We 
somehow  feel  that  if  the  ministry  has  a  deeper  conviction  of  its 
necessity,  there  will  be  a  greater  response  on  the  part  of  the  people. 

In  the  observance  of  this  ordinance,  there  should  be  a  spirit 
of  quiet  and  reverence.  Every  attempt  should  be  made  to  have 
this  service  one  of  importance.  While  all  services  should  be  done 
decently  and  in  order,  this  service  should  be  especially  so.  Handle 
the  elements  with  care:  they  represent  our  Lord's  body  and  blood. 
Bring  a  message  the  preceding  Sunday  stressing  the  importance  of 
this  institution,  or  at  least  make  a  definite  announcement  concern- 
ing it.  It  might  add  to  the  interest  of  the  service  to  observe  it 
occasionally  in  the  evening,  with  attractive  features  such  as  a 
lighted  cross,  or  other  lighting  effects.  A  very  etFective  time  to 
observe  it  is  on  Thursday  night  preceeding  Easter,  being  the  time 
when  the  Lord  did  institute  the  ordinance.  Above  all  the  minister 
should  make  due  preparation  of  himself  and  people  for  this  sacred 
service.

(FF)      REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MUSIC  FOR 
WORSHIP   SERVICE 

1 — Fulfilling  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on 
Church  Music  of  the  Annual  Conference  of  1932,  a  successful 
musical  contest  was  conducted  the  first  night  of  the  Leadership 
Training  School  last  Summer,  in  which  four  young  people's  choirs 
competed. 

2 — One  of  the  most  important  elements  in  the  worship  service 
is  music,  both  instrumental  and  vocal,  both  choir  and  congi'egation, 
and  each  of  these  has  its  own  distinct  contribution  to  make.  It  is 
one  of  the  mediums  by  which  the  souls  of  the  worshipers  are  lifted 
Godward  in  perseverance,  praise  and  petition.  To  misuse  or  abuse 
this  sacred  privilege  is  a  trespass  upon  the  sanctity  of  worship  and 
a  cause  for  rendering  the  service  less  effective. 

Recognizing,  therefore,  the  value  of  music  in  the  worship  ser- 
vice, and  the  need  of  improvement  in  many  of  the  churches  of  ths 
Conference,  your  committee  respectfully  offers  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

1 — That  with  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Council  of  Re- 
ligious Education,  a  similar  effort  to  that  attempted  at  the  Leader- 
ship Training  School  last  summer  be  presented  at  the  school  next 
year.

2 — That  a  sufficient  number  of  hymn  books  be  provided  in  each 
church  for  the  use  of  the  entire  congregation,  and  that  congrega- 
tions be  urged  to  sing. 

3 — That  the  pastors  carefully  select  the  hymns  to  be  used  in 
every  worship  service  before  the  hour  of  service,  consulting,  if 
necessary  with  the  director  of  music  and  the  pianist  of  the  church. 

4 — -That  hymn  books,,  when  selected,  be  purchased  from  well- 
known  reputable  publishers,  and  that  our  own  Methodist  Protestant 
Hymnal  be  given  preference  until  this  is  superceded  by  the  new 
All-Methodist  hymnal. 

5 — That  churches  promoting  singing  schools  insist  upon  the  use 
of  their  own  hymn  books,  rather  than  those  recommended  for  sale 
by  the  singing  masters. 

6 — That  regular  periods  for  the  learning  of  new  hymns  be 
established  during  or  after  the  mid-w^eek  service,  at  choir  rehearsals, 
in  the  homes,   or  otherwise.

(GG)   REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Jesus  is  our  gi'eatest  example  in  social  service.  With  Him,  the 
Kingdom  has  a  twofold  approach  to  the  needs  of  men.  First,  He 
visited  and  fed  the  poor,  healed  the  sick  and  diseased.  Second,  He 
likewise,  with  equal  energy  set  Himself  against  all  the  forces  and 
powers  which  then  and  still  produce  and  perpetuate  poverty, 
wretchedness,  misery  and  sin.  To  neglect  either  of  these  approaches 
always  does  violence  to  the  movement  of  the  Kingdom.  Therefore, 
it  becomes  not  only  a  privilege  and  duty  of  the  church  to  feed  the 
poor,  but  also  to  search  for  and  so  far  as  possible  remove  the  cause 
of  poverty.    This  brings  under  review  our  entire  economic  structure. 

i  It  demands  on  the  one  hand  people  who  are  willing  to  render  honest 
work,  and  on  the  other  hand  a  proper  compensation  for  all  work 
well  done.  To  create  and  sustain  such  relationships  is  the  business 
of  the  Church. 

More,  the  Church  should  not  only  visit  the  sick  and  afflicted, 
but  it  should  seek  to  discover  and  so  far  as  possible  remove  the 
causes  of  sickness,  misery  and  woe.  In  this  connection,  we  rejoice 
in  the  stand  recently  taken  by  our  state,  which  said  that  so  far  as 
North  Carolina  is  concerned,  legalized  liquor  or  any  other  kind  of 
intoxicating  beverage  has  no  legitimate  place  in  our  commonwealth. 
We  call  upon  all  those  in  authority  to  make  even  effective  the  pres- 
ent liquor  laws  of  our  state,  and  we  further  call  upon  our  people  to 
create  and  sustain  such  a  moral  environment  as  will  compel  re- 
tention and  enforcement  of  our  present  State  laws.  North  Caro- 
lina has  become  the  pivot  in  the  great  battle  against  legalized  liquor 
in  America,  and  the  world.     WE  MUST  NOT  TURN  BACK. 

Further,  in  the  field  of  international  relatixm^Oiips  the  Chris- 
tian Church  should  do  more  than  care  for  the  dead  and  the  dying 
on  the  fields  of  battle.  It  should  root  out  the  causes  of  war  and 
create  and  sustain  such  a  spirit  of  brotherhood  that  war  would  be 
;  impossible  between  the  nations  of  the  earth.  If  war  is  ever 
[banished,  the  Church  through  the  Spirit  and  principles  of  Jesus 
must  accomplish  the  task. 

In  the  field  of  domestic  relationships,  we  deplore  the  increase 

)  in   divorceSj^  and   the   breaking  of   American  homes.      We   feel   that 
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this  might  be  remedied  in  part  by  a  uniform  divorce  law  throug-h 
our  nation.  However,  we  believe  the  full  solution  of  this  problem 
IS  to  be  found  in  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  sacredness  of  the 
marriage  relationship  and  the  coming-  together  of  two  people  with 
common  ideals  rooted  in  the  message  and  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

Each  of  these  problems  and  many  others  that  might  be  men- 
tioned invite  the  Church  and  all  of  its  members  to  be  sober,  loyal 
and  serious.  Observe  the  Sabbath,  respect  the  Church  and  refrain 
from  any  and  all  conduct  and  conversation  that  has  a  tendency  to 
retard  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.

Your  committee  makes  the  following-  report: 

1.  We  reaffirm  our  faith  in  the  cause  of  missions,  and  urge 
that  we  continue  to  use  our  pulpits  and  church  organizations,  both 
local  and  general,  for  the  promotion  of  the  same. 

2.  We  call  attention  to  our  Missionary  Record,  and  urge  that 
our  pastors  read  it  and  encourage  their  people  to  do  likewise. 

3.  We  would  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  observance  of 
the  three  special  days.  Children's  Day,  Easter  and  February  Thank- 
offering,  to  be  held  in  the  interest  of  missions. 

4.  We  approve  the  Calendar  Plan  as  a  method  of  raising 
Minnis'   salary. 

5.  We  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  by  the 
President  of  the  Conference  of  one  lady  and  two  men  to  cooperate 
with  Mrs.  C.  W.  Bates,  the  manager  of  the  Minnis  Salary  Fund, 
in  promoting  this  plan. 

6.  We  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
numerous  women's  organizations  that  are  raising  money  for  local 
purposes  only,  disregarding  the  denominational  program  of  women's 
work-missionary,  educational  and  other  benevolent  interests.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  pastor  to  safeguard  the  general  as  well  as  the  local 
interests  of  the  church. 

7.  We  note  with  pleasure  that  a  coar^^e  in  missions  has  been 
placed  in  the  new  conference  course.  We  suggest  also  that  a 
similar  course  be  placed  in  the  Seminary. 

8.  We  recommend  that  more  and  more  emphasis  be  placed  on 
missionary  education  in  our  Leadership   Training  Schools. 

9.  We  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  write 
Miss  Bettie  Brittingham,  the  associate  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  expressing  our  sympathy  in  her  illness,  and  gratitude  to 
God  for  her  recovery.

Charle?  Javan  Edward,  born  March  27,  1875,  in  Bethel  Town- 
ship, near  Waynesville,  in  Haywood  County,  N.  C,  son  of  Thomas 
and  Rhuetta  Gill  Edwards.  At  the  age  of  three  years  his  parents 
moved  to  Weaverville,  in  Buncombe  County,  N.  C,  where  he  spent 
all  of  his  early  life  until  he  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church. 

He  first  attended  Monticello  Grammar  School  near  his  home. 
Upon  the  completion  of  his  grammar  school  work  he  entered  Weaver- 
ville College,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1902.  Some  years  later 
he  entered  Westminster  Theological  Seminary,  and  graduated  in  the 
class  of  1907. 

He  attended  and  was  a  member  of  Clark's  Chapel,  near  Weaver- 
ville and  it  was  under  the  minstry  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Moton,  then  pastor, 
that  he  dedicated  his  life  to  the  Gospel  ministry.

May  5,  1933,  he  was  suddenly  called  home 
while  about  his  duties  near  Edenton,  N.  C.  His  passing  occurred 
several  miles  from  his  home,  as  he  resided  in  Washington,  N.  C.  He 
was  buried  at  Henderson,  N.   C. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  daughter,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Roger- 
son,  both  of  Washington,  N.  C,  and  by  the  son,  Powell  E.,  of  Lumber- 
ton,  N.  C.  Also  by  the  following  brothers:  W.,  Guy,  Frank  C,  and 
Fred  P.  Edwards,  all  of  Weaverville,  N.  C,  and  one  sister,  Mrs.  Lillie 
Spratt,  of  Knoxville,  N.  C. 

In  1902  Brother  Edwards  was  assigned  to  the  Ivey  Circuit  and 
took  charge  in  May  of  that  year.  At  the  next  Confei-ence  he  was 
assigned  to  Plymouth  and  Edenton,  and  served  for  two  years.  At 
the  Conference  of  1904,  he  was  released  to  attend  the  Seminary  at 
Westminster,  Md.,  and  graduated  from  that  institution  in  1907.  He 
was  next  assigned  to  Anderson,  S.  C,  was  elected  to  Elder's  orders 
and  to  membership  in  the  Conference  and  reassigned  to  Anderson. 

Further  assignments  were  as  follows:  1908,  1909,  Liberty;  1910, 
1911,  Mebane;  1912-14,  Littleton;  1915-17,  Roanoke;  1918,  Falls- 
ton;  1919,  Mocksville;  1920,  Haw  River;  1921,  Oak  Ridge;  1922, 
Fairview;  1923,  Gibsonville.  From  Gibsonville  he  went  to  Bath, 
N.  C,  and  preached  for  two  years  under  the  direction  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  South.  During  recent  years  he  has  resided  in  Washington, 
N.  C. 

It  should  be  said  of  Brother  Edwards  that  he  was  a  man  of 
great  energy  and  courage.  One  has  said  of  him  that  he  succeeded 
in  doing  some  things  that  other  men  would  not  have  undertaken. 
Perhaps  the  most  notable  was  the  building  of  the  Enfield  and 
Whitakers  Churches,  carrying  on  both  projects  at  the  same  time.  He 
also  built  the  first  unit  of  Fountain  Place,  Burlington;  and  a  par- 
sonage at  Greenville,  S.  C.  He  also  had  to  do  with  the  building  of 
the  church  at  Edenton. 

The  sympathy  of  the  Conference  is  hereby  extended  to  his 
family  and  loved  ones.

1.  At  2  o'clock  on  the  opening  day  of  Conference,  the  order  shall  be 
reading  of  the  President's   Annual   Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of  the 
Conference   shall   be  elected   by   ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Conference 
adjourned   and    call   the    Conference    to    order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of  the  Scrip- 
ture and  prayer,   under   direction   of  the   President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shal  read  the 
Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and  prepare  them  for 
registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  member,  to  call 
any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflections  or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Conference,   which  appeal   shall   be  decided   without  debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
ordered   by   the   Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member  to  the 
Chair. 

10.  The    President   shall    vote   on   no   question,    except   in    case   of  a   tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President."  and  being  recognized 
by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any  question, 
except  by   unanimous  permission   of   the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speaking,  or 
interrupt   the    speaker,    except   by    permission    to    explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently  loud  to 
disturb   the   Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused  therefrom 
by   the   Conference.

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PROCEEDINGS 


The  One-hundred  and  Seventh  session  of  the  North  Carolina  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  convened  in 
Grace  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  Rev.  J.  Elwood  Carroll,  pastor,  on 
Wednesday,  November  14,  1934,  at  10:00  A.  M.,  with  the  President, 
Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  in  the  chair.  The  Conference  was  called  to 
order  after  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  and  the  Secretary  called  the  roll 
of  ministers,  preachers  and  delegates.  The  following  devotional  ser- 
vice was  entered  into  in  charge  of  the  President:  Responsive  Read- 
ing, Sel.  19;  the  Apostles'  Creed;  the  Gloria;  Scripture  lesson:  the 
4th  Chapter  of  2nd  Corinthians;  prayer  led  by  the  President  of  the 
Conference;  hymn,  "I  Love  to  Tell  the  Story." 

The  devotional  service  was  followed  by  the  Conference  Sermon, 
preached  by  Rev,  H.  Freo  Surratt,  pastor  of  Community  Church, 
Thomasville.  Subject:  "Christ's  Command  to  the  Christian  Church." 
Text:  Matt.  28:20.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon,  the  Secretary 
called  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead,  the  Conference  standing. 

Conference  then  entered  upon  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per. The  President  was  in  charge,  assisted  by  Geo.  R.  Brown,  W. 
M.  Loy,  F.  W.  Paschall,  and  T.  j!"  Whitehead. 

A  short  business  session  followed.  Capt.  A.  M.  Rankin,  a  lay- 
man of  the  First  Church,  High  Point;  and  Mr.  J.  Norman  Wills,  a 
prominent  member  of  Grace  Church,  and  a  delegate  to  this  session, 
were  introduced.  The  Conference  program  was  distributed  and 
adopted  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary.  The  Doxology 
was  sung,  and  Conference  dismissed  with  the  Benediction  by  the 
President. 

Wednesday   Afternoon 

1:30.  An  old-fashioned  song  service  was  led  by  A.  L.  Hunter. 
This  was  followed  by  the  calling  of  the  roll.  The  bar  of  Conference 
was  fixed  to  include  the  first  twelve  rows  of  pews.  J.  E.  Pritchard 
presented  A.  L.  Hunter's  request  for  the  superannuate  relation.  On 
motion  the  request  was  granted. 

2:00.  The  order  of  the  day  at  this  hour  was  the  reading  of  the 
President's  Message.  The  President  asked  the  Secretary  to  take  the 
chair,  and  began  the  reading  of  his  report.  (A)  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  reading.  Conference  voted  to  refer  the  report  to  the  Committee 
on  President's  Message;  and,  on  separate  motion,  voted  to  pass  his 
official  character. 

The  Secretary  read  the  names  of  the  ministers  who  had  deceased 
during  the  year.  On  motion  these  were  transferred  to  the  Roll  of 
the  Honored  Dead. 

A  partial  report  of  the  Conference  Faculty  was  presented  by  the 
Secretary,  N.  G.  Bethea.  The  report  carried  a  recommendation  that 
the  age  limit  for  those  seeking  admission  to  the  ministry  in  this  Con- 
ference be  fixed  at  a  maximum  of  forty-five  years,  the  order  to  be- 
come effective  at  this  session.  The  item  was  amended  to  read,  "with 
the  next  session  of  Conference."  The  amendment  prevailed  and  the 
item  was  adopted  as  amended.    The  partial  report  was  then  adopted. 

At  3:00  o'clock  Conference  entered  upon  the  election  of  officers. 
The  President  appointed  as  tellers:  H.  F.  Surratt,  J.  A.  Burgess,  E. 
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L.  Ballard,  Edward  Suits.  The  ballot  was  distributed  and  a  vote 
taken  for  President.  The  Secretary  announced  the  result  of  the  bal- 
lot— the  reelection  of  R.  M.  Andrews.  On  motion  of  Geo.  R.  Brown, 
seconded  by  C.  W.  Bates,  the  motion  being  put  by  the  Secretary,  con- 
ference voted  to  make  the  election  unanimous.  Conference  then  went 
into  the  election  of  the  other  Conference  officers,  these  being  elected 
by  unanimous  ballot:  C.  W.  Bates,  Secretary;  J.  H.  Allen,  Treas- 
urer. The  Press  Agent,  J.  L.  Trollinger,  and  the  Statistical  Secre- 
tary, E.  G.  Cowan,  were  reelected  by  vote  from  the  floor.

Wednesday  Night 

7:30.  A  meeting  in  celebration  of  the  Sesqui-Centennial  of 
American  Methodism  was  held  in  the  Conference  church.  C.  W. 
Bates,  assisted  by  E.  L.  Ballard  at  the  machine,  gave  an  illustrated 
lecture,  "The  Origin  of  Methodism  in  America,"  prepared  by  Dr.  J.

Geo.  R.  Brown  was  in  the  chair.  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Johnson,  pas- 
tor of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  at  Draper,  was  introduced. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  reconsider  the  resolution  having  to  do 
with  the  Turlington  Act  and  War.  On  motion  the  section  referring 
to  war  was  stricken  out,  and  the  resolution  readopted.  L.  L.  Wrenn, 
delegate  from  Siler  City  Charge,  then  offered  a  resolution  concerning 
war.     The  resolution  was  adopted,   (3) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastors'  Summer  School  was 
read  and  on  motion  adopted.  (EE)  The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Official  Character  was  read.  (FF)  It  was  ordered  that  the  President 
of  the  Conference  confer  with  J,  C.  Russell  and  ascertain  his  reason 
for  not  reporting  to  Conference  this  year.    The  report  was  adopted. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  adopted  as  read:  Com- 
mittee on  Parsonages,  (GG)  ;  Committee  on  Pastoral  Work,  (HH)  ; 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations,  (II)  ;  Committee  on  Missions, 
(JJ)  ;  Committee  on  Evangelism,  (KK)  ;  Supplemental  report  of  the 
Superannuated  Fund  Society,  (Q)  ;  Conference  Secretary's  Expense 
Account,  (LL).  An  offering  was  taken  for  janitor's  expense,  etc., 
amounting  to  $18.67. 

John  B.  Spencer,  of  High  Point,  was  nominated  as  a  Trustee  of 
the  Roberts  Bequest.     Conference  confirmed  the  nomination. 

A.  G.  Dixon,  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Home,  asked  for 
the  privilege  of  speaking,  and  urged  a  larger  Thanksgiving  Offering 
for  the  Home. 

On  motion  Conference  granted  H.  F.  Fogleman  the  privilege 
of  trying  his  financial  plan  on  his  charge  this  year. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference,  Mr.  J.  H.  Allen,  made  a  tenta- 
tive report,  subject  to  modifications,  with  the  privilege  of  inserting 
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the  complete  report  in  the  Journal.  (MM)  The  report  was  adopted. 
On  motion  of  C.  W.  Bates,  Conference  voted  to  give  the  Treasurer 
authority  to  close  his  books  on  Friday  night  of  Conference,  all  money 
coming  in  thereafter  to  be  applied  on  next  year's  account. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  was  read  and  on 
motion  adopted,  (NN)  J.  L.  Trollinger,  Publicity  Agent,  presented 
an  expense  account.  On  motion  the  Conference  Treasurer  was 
authorized  to  pay  the  bill.    (PP) 

A  motion  prevailed  to  reconsider  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Financial  Recommendations.  It  was  then  voted  to  restore  the 
salaries  of  the  Conference  Officers  to  the  former  level.  The  report 
of  the  Committee  was  adopted  as  revised. 

A  resolution  concerning  mock  marriages  was  introduced  by  S. 
W.  Taylor,  and  on  motion  adopted  by  the  Conference.    (4) 

T.  M.  Johnson  introduced  a  resolution  having  to  do  with  material 
at  Yadkin  College.     The  resolution  was  adopted.    (5) 

The  President  was  in  the  chair.  It  was  voted  to  hear  the  report 
of  the  Stationing  Committee,  which  was  then  read  by  the  President, 
and  on  motion  adopted.  (00)  While  a  motion  to  adjourn  was  held 
in  abeyance,  an  offering  was  taken  for  the  pastor  of  Connelly  Springs 
Charge.     ($20.00  was  received.) 

The  motion  to  adjourn  was  put,  and  the  Conference  dismissed 
with  the  benediction  by  the  President.

(A)      PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  assembled  in  Grace  Church,  Greensboro,  November 
14th,  1934,  in  the  one  hundred  and  seventh  session: 

Dear  Brethren: 

It  is  with  a  deepening  sense  of  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Fath- 
er, the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  that  we  come  to  the 
close  of  the  work  of  this  conference  year.  We  rejoice  to  see  you 
and  to  counsel  together  with  you  about  the  achievements  of  the  year 
and  to  lay  plans  for  greater  achievements  in  tl\e  years  to  come. 

It  was  my  earnest  expectation  at  the  beginning  of  this  confer- 
ence year  to  contact  every  pastoral  charge  in  the  District  by  visiting 
some  church  on  Sunday,  or  by  holding  a  quarterly  conference,  or 
by  a  group  meeting  of  the  official  members.  I  was  not  able  to  reach 
this  goal,  but  almost  did. 

I  delivered  nearly  two  hundred  sermons  and  addresses;  held  80 
meetings  of  church  officials,  either  in  quarterly  conference  or  group 
meetings  where  the  work  of  the  church  was  studied. 

I  assisted  in  the  dedication  of  four  churches;  organized  one  new 
church  with  twenty-eight  members,  and  answered  the  calls  for  ser- 
vice over  the  district  which  necessitated  traveling  twenty-one  thou- 
sand miles  and  the  sending  out  from  my  office  hundreds  of  letters. 
The  cost  of  serving  the  District  this  year  was  $710.00. 

We  have  been  saddened  this  year  by  the  deaths  of  six  of  our 
ministerial  brothers,  while  the  wives  or  widows  of  seven  of  our  min- 
isters have  also  been  called  home.  Obituary  committees  have  been 
appointed  for  them  and  they  will  report  to  this  Conference.  The 
names  are  as  follows:  Rev.  D.  A.  Fishell,  Rev.  J.  W.  Hulin,  Rev.  M. 
P.  Chambliss,  Rev.  L.  W.  Gerringer,  Rev.  J.  F.  McCulloch.  The  fol- 
lowing wives  and  widows  have  died  during  the  year:  Mrs.  W.  E. 
Swain,  Mrs.  Atlas  Ridge,  Mrs.  A.  0.  Lindley,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Harris,  Mrs. 
T.  F.  McCulloch  and  Mrs.  G.  A.  Laaghlin. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch  it  becomes  necessary  for 
this  Conference  to  take  some  action  in  order  to  continue  the  publica- 
tion of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  We  had  this  in  mind  when 
we  appointed  the  Herald  Committee  for  this  Conference  and  it  will 
doubtless  bring  its  findings  to  an  early  session. 

South  China  Grove  and  Flint  Hill  Churches  will  ask  to  be  en- 
rolled with  the  churches  of  this  Conference. 

At  the  request  of  the  Headquarters  Committee  of  the  Sesqui- 
Centennial  of  Methodism  held  in  Baltimore  last  month,  I  appointed 
ten  delegates  from  this  Conference,  but  only  Drs.  Bates,  Taylor, 
Bethea,  Brown  and  Bro.  B.  M.  Williams  were  able  to  attend.  I  was 
prevented  from  attending  by  some  pressing  duties  at  that  time.  Dr. 
C.  W.  Bates  will  give  this  evening,  by  your  permission,  a  stereopticon 
lecture  emphasizing  the  occasion  and  several  of  the  brethren  will 
speak. 

The  furnace  at  the  President's  parsonage  gave  completely  out 
this  year  and  had  to  be  replaced   with  much  that  was  new.     The 
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treasurer  of  the  trustees  of  the  President's  parsonage  will  report  this 
matter  to  the  Conference. 

Since  the  discrepancy  between  the  cost  of  printing  our  Confer- 
ence Journal  and  the  price  for  which  it  is  sold  is  about  fifteen  cents 
m  the  red,  per  copy,  and  since  there  has  been  so  much  delay  in  getting 
this  Journal  out  in  a  reasonable  time  after  Conference  adjourns,  I 
am  suggesting  that  this  Conference  take  such  action  as  will  relieve 
this  situation.

The  State  of  the  Church 

Our  morale  is  better.  There  have  been  some  most  gracious 
revivals  of  religion.  In  fact  some  churches  have  been  rejuvenated, 
hundreds  of  members  have  been  added  to  our  membership.       There 
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is  more  ^villingness  to  try  to  pay  church  debts.  More  people  seem 
ready  to  cooperate  with  the  Annual  Conference  program.  And 
there  is  an  increasing  desire  to  pay  pastors  in  full  this  year.  There 
is  less  restlessness  on  the  part  of  pastor  and  people  about  changing 
pastors,  etc.  In  many  quarterly  conferences  I  have  observed  a 
greater  appreciation  of  the  services  the  pastors  render.  A  larger 
number  of  the  churches  are  on  the  Honor  Roll.  Several  churches 
have  paid  all  claims,  i.e.  raised  subsidy  for  Herald,  Herald  subscrip- 
tion quota,  paid  World  Service  in  full,  besides  paying  pastor  and 
Annual  Conference  Budget  in  full.  We  place  them  on  Honor  Roll 
A-plus.  Five  churches  have  been  dedicated;  three  new  buildings 
have  been  erected;  two  organized  churches  received  into  Conference. 
Nearly  five  thousand  dollars  more  have  been  raised  for  the  Children's 
Home  than  last  year.  There  are  more  students  in  High  Point  Col- 
lege than  last  year;  more  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Herald.  More  money  raised  for  Church  Extension,  for  superannuated 
preachers,  for  debts  retirement  and  for  High  Point  College  than  was 
raised  last  year.     Yes,  we  are  doing  decidedly  better  than  last  year. 

But,  of  course,  we  have  not  yet  reached  Utopia.  Our  Canaan 
still  lies  far  ahead  and  there  may  be  many  turbulent  streams  of 
difficulty  separating  between  us.  But  we  have  a  conviction  that  we 
are  on  the  way  to  it.  And  this  conviction  gives  us  courage  and  hope. 
We  can  have  the  heart  to  try  to  overcome  any  obstacle  when  we  are 
sure  the  Land  of  Promise  is  on  the  other  side.  Let  us  then  not,  like 
the  ten  spies  of  Israel,  turn  pale  at  the  sight  of  the  sons  of  Ana  whose 
gigantic  forms  dare  us  to  approach.  For  somehow  I  feel  that  Jehovah 
is  saying  to  us  as  to  Joshua,  "Be  strong  and  of  good  courage ;  be  not 
afraid,  neither  be  thou  dismayed;  for  the  Lord  thy  God  is  with  thee 
whithersoever  thou  goest." 

Here  are  some  of  the  obstacles  which  confront  us  and  they  are 
as  real  to  some  of  us  as  were  the  Hivites,  the  Cananites,  the  Amorites 
and  the  Amalakites  to  Israel.  We  need  a  denominational  solidarity 
— a  denominational  consciousness  which  makes  our  pepole  loyal  to 
our  enterprises  and  to  our  institutions.  For  it  is  much  like  expect- 
ing a  rope  of  sand  to  pull  tons  of  dead  weight,  to  depend  upon  a 
group  of  people  in  the  church  who  know  nothing  of  its  history;  who 
have  no  appreciation  of  its  ecclesiastical  inheritance,  and  no  desire 
to  further  the  projects  which  the  Conferences  undertake  to  promote. 

We  have  suffered  long  from  "localitis."  It  is  an  obession  with 
many.  Their  eyes  are  blinded  to  the  values  of  the  larger  claims 
upon  the  denomination.  To  them  China,  India,  Pine  Ridge,  West- 
minster Theological  Seminary,  High  Point  College,  the  Children's 
Home,  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  the  Superannuates,  and  even 
the  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  are  strangers  and 
foreigners.     To  many,  these  have  no  appeal. 

Were  there  but  few  in  this  group  Ave  might  ignore  them — might 
treat  them  as  being  unworthy  of  our  attention.  But,  alas,  it  is  not 
so.  They  are  legion,  and  if  allowed  to  thi'ive,  may  multiply  faster 
than  the  members  of  the  loyal  group.  We  must  discover  some  means 
of  securing  a  fuller  cooperation  on  their  part  in  the  denominational 
enterprises.  For  entire  churches  fail  to  have  any  share  in  our  pro- 
gram in  some  cases;  while  in  others,  only  a  few  members  have  helped. 

And  there  are  many  of  our  Sunday  Schools  which  will  not  use 
our  own  literature;  and  thousainds  of  our  people  who  neither  sub- 
scribe to  or  read  our  church  papers.  And  it  is  heart-breaking  to 
think  of  the  thousands  in  the  church  who  have  no  share  in  saving  a 
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soul,  in  building  a  church,  in  supporting-  a  missionary,  or  even  bear- 
ing the  financial  burdens  of  the  local  church. 

We  believe  that  a  church  or  a  pastoral  charge  which  accepts  a 
pastor  from  this  Conference  should  do  it  with  the  full  intention  of 
supporting  the  Annual  Conference  program  to  the  best  of  its  ability. 
We  likewise  holds  that  a  pastor  who  receives  an  appointment  from 
this  Conference  should  accept  it  with  the  consciousness  that  he  is 
bound  by  that  acceptance  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  secure  the  coopera- 
tion of  ills  membership  in  carrying  out  the  Annual  Conference  pro- 
gram. No  local  project  should  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  prevent 
that  cooperation.  The  Annual  Conference  has  debts  which  must  be 
met  and  which  can  only  be  met  as  the  local  churches  pay  the  Annual 
Conference  budget  in  full.  It  is  suicidal  to  break  down  the 
loyalty  of  a  church  for  its  denomination  or  divert  the  interest  of  the 
people  from  the  enterprises  and  institutions  of  the  General  Church. 
For  even  Communism  recognizes  the  need  of  a  head  to  direct  its 
affairs,  and  it  surely  exacts  most  implicit  obedience  to  that  head.  It 
would  certainly  be  a  sad  day  in  our  denomination  if  our  General 
Church  should  fail  to  receive  the  loyal  support  of  the  churches  which 
compose  it.  All  jealousies  and  prejudices  must  give  place  to  esteem 
and  friendly  cooperation.  Since  one  is  our  Master,  even  Christ,  we 
should  never  forget  that  we  are  all  brethren. 

Therefore,  when  this  Annual  Conference  sets  up  its  budgets  and 
prescribes  the  methods  by  which  they  are  to  be  raised,  both  pastor 
and  people  should  gladly  and  faithfully  support  them.  Let  those- 
who  have  but  little  money  to  give  to  chese  causes  give  largely  of 
their  love  and  prayers. 

Our   Frontier   Churches 

A  slight  acquaintance  with  the  hounds  of  our  Annual  Confer- 
ence reveals  the  fact  that  we  have  several  churches  far  removed  from 
the  center  of  our  denominational  strength  in  this  state.  These 
churches  are  situated  in  the  exti'eme  parts  of  Eastern  and  Western 
North  Carolina,  in  Virginia  and  South  Carolina.  It  may  aid  your 
imagination  to  know  that  the  nearest  of  the  South  Carolina  group 
is  two  hundred  and  ten  miles  from  the  President's  Parsonage,  the 
group  in  Virginia  about  two  hundred  miles,  the  church  in  Eastern 
Carolina  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  and  those  churches  in 
Western  Carolina  about  two  hundred  and  twenty  miles. 

Now  when  it  is  remembered  that  more  than  half  of  our  entire 
church  membership  is  located  in  an  area  described  by  a  circle  whose 
radius  is  less  than  fifty  miles,  with  High  Point  as  the  center,  it  will 
not  be  difficult  to  understand  the  problem  we  have  to  solve  in  keeping 
these  far  away  churches  in  vital  relationship  with  those  in  the  center 
of  the  church. 

And  that  we  have  suffered  much  from  this  isolation,  only  a  pe- 
rusal of  our  Conference  journals  is  needed  to  prove.  For  we  once 
had  churches  in  Rocky  Mount,  Plymouth  and  Edenton,  and  a  group 
of  four  or  five  churches  about  La  Grange,  which  are  no  more.  Both 
memberships  and  properties  have  disappeared  without  leaving  even  a 
vestige  to  prove  their  existences.  And  if  ever  there  were  a  place 
in  the  community  life  for  our  churches  in  those  communities,  their 
decrease  should  bring  bitter  regrets  to  the  loyal  members  of  this 
Conference.  Of  course,  it  may  be  profitless  now  to  discuss  those 
extinct  churches  here ;  I  mention  them  only  that  I  may  remind  you 
of  the  possible  fate  of  some  other  churches  which  occupy  the  fringe 
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of  our  conference  life.     I  fear  that  they,too,  will  meet  the  same 
fate  within  the  next  decade  or  two. 

With  Creswell  gone  and  those  churches  in  Western  Carolina 
extinct,  the  labor  of  travelling  the  District  would  be  greatly  less- 
ened. Then  by  withdrawing  from  South  Carolina  and  Virginia,  we 
could  reduce  the  travel  still  more.  And  we  would  have  a  compara- 
tively compact  District.  It  would  be  easier  for  the  brethren  to  ex- 
change work  and  to  make  visits  than  it  now  is,  and  it  certainly  would 
remove  the  cause  of  homesickness  from  those  pastors  who  dread  to 
go  to  these  far  away  fields. 

But  if  we  should  not  prefer  to  withdraw  from  these  communi- 
ties; if  we  are  determined  to  stay  there,  then  something  must  be  done 
towards  making  these  churches  self-supporting  and  attractive  pas- 
torates where  a  pastor  will  gladly  remain  through  a  period  of  years. 
We  must  have  first  of  all,  ministers  who  will  gladly  do  that,  to  whom 
the  name  of  Pensacola  or  Democrat  or  Creswell  has  no  terrors.  It 
will  be  necessary  in  one  or  two  cases  to  supplement  the  salaries  of 
the  pastors  who  go  there.  I  commend  these  distant  pastorates  to 
the  loving  consideration  of  this  Conference.  We  believe  they  have 
a  future  if  only  they  can  get  the  services  of  men  who  also  believe 
in  them  and  who  are  willing  to  serve  them. 

Recommendations 

I.  That  our  people  become  more  familiar  with  the  mind  of 
our  Lord  as  it  is  revealed  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  "these  testify  of 
Him."  We  cannot  afford  to  neglect  our  Bible  as  the  manner  of  some 
church  members  is.  We  propose,  therefore,  that  our  pastors  en- 
deavor to  secure  a  pledge  from  their  people  to  daily  search  the  sci'ip- 
tures,  and  that  a  record  of  the  number  of  those  pledging  to  do  this  be 
kept  in  the  church. 

II.  We  recommend  that  there  be  organized  in  every  church 
wherever  possible,  a  band  of  members  who  shall  pledge  themselves 
to  try  to  win  some  soul  to  Christ  each  day.  That  this  band  or  group 
be  designated  as  the  "Won  by  one  Band."  Since  not  half  of  the 
population  of  our  nation  is  yet  nominally  Christian,  and  many  of 
those  in  the  churches  never  have  experienced  the  joy  of  winning  a 
soul;  we  urge  that  this  phase  of  evangelism  be  kept  constantly  before 
the  minds  of  our  people. 

III.  Just  now  there  is  much  talk  of  war.  Most  of  us  know  by 
experience  or  by  observation  the  horrors  of  war.  The  war  spirit  is 
unchristian;  its  methods  are  barbarous,  yea,  inhuman,  destroying  the 
finest  youth  of  our  race.  We  hope  that  there  shall  come  a  strong 
pronouncement  on  this  subject  by  the  proper  committee. 

IV.  We  urge  all  Christian  people  to  renew  their  fight  against 
the  legalized  liquor  traffic.  We  must  oppose  this  traffic  whether 
carried  on  by  bootlegger  or  by  our  government.  And  since  no  nation 
ever  made  itself  great  by  making  its  citizens  drunk,  we  exhort  all  of 
you  to  do  your  best  to  prevent  Old  Glory  from  flying  over  legalized 
saloons  again. 

V.  Let  us  try  to  learn  more  fully  the  meaning  of  our  Lord 
when  he  said,  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  them  to  receive,"  and  since 
there  is  so  much  need  for  money  to  carry  on  our  benevolent  en- 
terprises   and    educational   institutions,    we    urge    both   pastors    and 
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people  to  try  to  enlist  more  of  our  people  in  the  practice   of  sys- 
tematic and  proportionate  giving. 

VI.  We  are  pleading  for  more  loyalty  on  the  part  of  our  people. 
By  some  means  those  of  our  membership  who  know  no  difference 
between  the  church  they  joined  and  any  other  church  in  their  at- 
tendance and  financial  support,  must  be  brought  to  a  consciousness 
of  their  responsibility  to  their  own  church.  In  joining  it  they  pledged 
to  support  its  benevolent  enterprises,  to  cooperate  with  its  members, 
to  attend  its  services,  and  to  cooperate  with  their  pastor  in  every  good 
work.  We  recommend  that  pastors  when  studying  their  membership 
lists,  give  special  attention  to  those  who  have  neglected  to  perform 
their  vows  and  try  to  Avin  them  back  to  the  church  and  to  secure  a 
fuller  enlistment  of  all  who  are  in  any  way  indifferent  to  the  claims 
of  their  church. 

VII.  We  reaffirm  our  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  the  only  Saviour 
and  Eedeemer  of  the  world.  And  we  insist  that  he  be  so  preached 
and  accepted  by  both  pastor  and  people. 

We  have  in  these  recommendations  given  emphasis  to  the  spir- 
itual needs  of  our  church.  These  really  constitute  a  Seven-Point 
Program  for  the  furtherance  of  the  kingdom  of  God  and  of  the  pro- 
gress of  our  Conference.  Of  course  there  are  many  things  about  the 
mechanics  of  our  problems  which  might  be  discussed  here;  but  we 
believe  that  if  we  shall  give  ourselves  diligently,  whole  heartedly 
and  faithfully  to  the  above,  we  shall  soon  feel  less  the  need  of  giving 
so  much  thought  to  the  methods  by  which  we  shall  carry  on  the  work 
of  our  church. 

And  now  thanking  all  who  have  in  any  Avay  made  the  work  of 
this  less  arduous  by  their  cooperation  and  prayers,  and  earnestly 
praying  that  we  shall  have  the  Great  Head  of  our  church  present  at 
every  session  and  that  by  no  word  or  act  we  shall  displease  Him.

(B)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  METHODIST  PROTESTANT 

HERALD 

The  publication  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  was  begun 
by  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch  forty  years  ago  as  a  private  enterprise, — 
private  in  the  sense  that  he  assumed  all  responsibility  for  the  expense 
of  its  publication,  asking  only  that  the  church  patronize  it.  During 
the  first  year  or  two  it  became  apparent  that  the  patronage  would 
not  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  expense  of  publication,  and  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Publishing  House  was  erected,  to  provide  a  home  for  the 
paper,  and  to  supplement  its  income.  The  Publishing  House  was 
opened  in  November,  1897,  and  an  appropriation  of  $20  per  month 
was  made  to  the  paper.  This  was  gradually  increased  until  it  reached 
$100  per  month. 

About  eighteen  years  ago  Dr.  McCulloch  suggested  that  in  order 
to  promote  better  the  enterprise  so  near  to  his  heart, — the  building 
of  a  college,  it  would  be  well  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Publishing 
House,  including  the  change  of  the  name  of  the  corporation  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  which  should  thus  acquire  title  to  the  Publishing 
House.   This  was  done,  but  the  appropriation  to  the  Herald  was  con- 
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tinned  until  the  sale  of  the  Publishing  House,  in  order  to  benefit  High 
Point  College.  The  Board  of  Education  has  been  compelled  to  take 
back  the  property,  but  the  income  is  devoted  to  the  payment  of  in- 
terest due  the  Jefferson   Standard   Life   Insurance   Company. 

Several  years  ago  Dr.  McCulloch  became  unable  to  carry  on  the 
paper  as  he  had  been  doing — by  performing  a  considerable  part  of 
the  mechanical  work,  and  made  a  contract  with  Warren  McCulloch 
and  J.  W.  Swain  to  print  and  mail  the  paper.  This  they  have  con- 
tinued to  do,  although  a  heavy  deficit  has  occurred  each  year,  the 
income  from  the  paper  being  insufficient  to  cover  the  actual  cost  of 
producing  it, — they  charging  only  the  actual  cost  of  paper,  composi- 
tion, press  work,  etc. 

After  a  few  years,  the  deficit  having  reached  $4,500,  Dr.  Mc- 
Culloch made  a  proposition  to  the  printers  that  he  would  reimburse 
them  by  transferring  to  them  the  machinery  he  owned  personally. 
It  was  hoped  that  all  subsequent  deficits  might  be  avoided  by  increas- 
ing the  number  of  subscribers,  and  through  a  "subsidy"  fund.  In  this 
^'e  have  been  disappointed,  and  a  further  deficit  of  $3,500  has  been 
created. 

Legally,  this  is  a  debt  against  the  estate  of  Dr.  McCulloch,  but 
'tliere  are  serious  objections  to  allowing  it  to  continue  to  be  so  re- 
^garded. 

First,  it  would  wipe  out  the  estate,  which  has  already  suffered 
the  loss  of  about  half  its  assets,  through  the  settlement  of  the  first 
deficit  of  $4,500.  As  the  paper  has  been  published  for  the  benefit 
of  the  church,  we  think  this  would  be  manifestly  unfair. 

Second,  the  printers  need  reimbursement  in  cash,  and  they  pro- 
pose, if  this  is  done,  or  if  they  are  paid  within  a  reasonable  time,  that 
they  \\'ill  continue  to  print  and  mail  the  Herald  at  actual  cost,  which 
is  $70  per  week  for  1500  copies,  with  additional  copies  at  two  cents 
each. 

To  conform  to  the  legal  requirements  of  the  case,  the  printers 
have  purchased  the  mailing  list  from  the  estate  of  Dr.  McCulloch 
for  $1.00,  thereby  acquiring  all  assets  in  the  way  of  unpaid  subscrip- 
tions, together  with  the  good  will  of  the  paper,  and  assuming  lia- 
bility for  unexpired  subscriptions.  They  offer  all  the  above  to  this 
Conference  for  the  same  nominal  consideration  of  ($1.00)  One 
Dollar. 

We  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  this  Conference  recognize  the  debt  of  $3,500  as  its 
moral  obligation,  and  that  the  Conference  undertake  to  raise  this 
amount  as  a  memorial  to  Dr.  McCulloch,  to  be  used  in  liquidating 
the  debt. 

2.  That  a  campaign  committee  consisting  of  Dr.  C.  W.  Bates, 
President  Andrews,  and  a  third  member  of  their  selection,  be  created, 
and  that  an  effort  be  made  to  raise  the  money  as  early  as  possible. 

3.  That  the  Conference  purchase  from  the  printers,  McCulloch 
&  Swain,  the  mailing  list  and  good  will  of  the  paper,  for  the  nominal 
sum  of  One  Dollar. 

4.  That  in  order  to  provide  against  the  incurring  of  further 
deficits,  the  churches  be  asked  to  provide  a  fund  through  tile  "sub- 
sidy" plan,  as  well  as  to  materially  increase  the  subscription  list,  and 
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that  the  present  Committee   on  subscriptions  and  subsidy   be   con- 
tinued. 

5.     That  Dr.  J.  E.  Pritchard  be  elected  by  this  Conference  as 
Editor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.

(C)      REPORT   OF   THE   NORTH   CAROLINA   BRANCH 
OF  WOMEN'S   WORK 

November  1,   1933  to  November  1,  1934 

A  stranger  approached  one  of  our  leading  laymen  and  asked 
him  how  the  v/ork  of  our  denomination  was  classified.  The  layman 
(who  happened  not  to  belong  to  a  Civic  Club,  and  had  not  majored 
in  classification)  was  puzzled  for  a  moment,  then  he  replied,  "We 
have  a  department  of  Missions  and  one  of  Education,  and  a  number 
of  other  things  that  are  called  benevolences,  I  think."  "Do  you  not 
have  a  department  of  Woman's  Work?"  said  the  stranger.  "How 
is  that  classified?"  "Wait  a  minute,"  said  the  layman.  "Oh,  moth- 
er, how  is  the  woman's  work  in  our  church  classified?"  "Why  Pa," 
she  replied,  "Don't  you  know  that  the  woman's  work  includes  all  de- 
partments. It  is  so  stated  in  our  Constitution  and  By-lays,  and  we 
have  in  our  Year  Book  programs  that  feature  each  department." 
The  stranger  who  was  a  Canadian  Methodist,  looked  sort  of  stunned 
and  said,  "Just  fancy  that!" 

There  are  two  statements  on  which  all  the  changes  have  been 
rung,  and  which  I  am  sure  are  equally  tiresome  to  all  of  us.  One  is, 
"Urge  the  women  to  get  behind  the  whole  program  of  the  church." 
The  other:  "The  pastor  is  the  key  to  the  whole  situation."  I  main- 
tain that  the  Methodist  Protestant  women  have  been  behind  the  whole 
program  of  the  church  for  years,  and  that  every  pastor  who  is  trying 
to  carry  out  this  program  (and  most  of  our  pastors  are)  knows  that 
the  Woman's  Work  is  a  vital  part  of  it,  and  will  do  all  he  can  to 
secure  an  organization  of  Woman's  Work — an  auxiliary — in  his 
church. 

The  Woman's  Work  program  not  only  does  the  major  part  of 
raising  the  World  Service  Budget,  but  secures  much  of  the  money 
needed  for  the  local  church  program.  Nearly  all  reports  sent  me 
tell  of  buying  song  books,  or  carpets,  paying  for  lights,  curtains,  coal, 
parsonage  upkeep,  and  even  payments  on  pastor's  salaries. 

It  also  ministers  to  the  spirit  of  the  women  by  bringing  them 
into  closer  fellowship  with  Christ — and  with  each  other.  It  broadens 
their  sympathies,  increases  their  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the  world 
at  home  and  abroad,  and  gives  them  a  new  vision  of  what  Christ  wants 
His  church  to  do.  It  also  gives  them  a  definite  part  in  the  work  of 
our  denomination. 

Some  of  the  goals  which  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  Woman's 
Work  has  tried  to  reach  during  the  past  year  are:  An  Auxiliary  in 
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every  Church,  or  a  Circuit  Auxiliary  with  a  circle  in  each  local  church 
on  the  charge;  each  of  the  18  districts  in  the  Branch  well  organized, 
and  holding  at  least  one  District  meeting  during  the  year;  more 
young  people's  organizations,  and  definite  missionary  instruction  in 
all  Sunday  schools;  all  the  women  in  all  the  churches  cooperating  in 
the  program  of  the  church. 

We  are  still  far  from  our  goals,  but  the  distance  grows  shorter 
month  by  month,  and  we  are  encouraged  to  keep  working  even  though 
we  are  sometimes  weary  and  faint-hearted. 

During  the  past  year  ten  new  Auxiliaries  have  been  organized 
as  follows:  Kannapolis,  Denton,  Union  Grove  on  Mocksville;  four 
on  Cleveland  Charge;  one  on  Vance;  one  on  Ci-eswell;  one  on  Mt. 
Hermon.  Four  others  have  been  reorganized.  A  number  of  chil- 
dren's and  young  people's  societies  have  been  organized.  One  at 
Gideon's  Grove,  Flat  Rock  Circuit,  deserves  special  mention.  A  fair 
per  cent  of  Auxiliaries  report  having  definite  missionary  instruction 
in  Sunday  school,  and  a  large  per  cent  report  their  budgets  paid  in 
full  to  date.  The  hardest  task  seems  to  be  to  get  all  our  women  to 
cooperate. 

Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson,  Branch  Secretary  of  Districts,  has  been 
very  active  during  the  year,  attending  District  meetings,  organizing 
and  boosting  Auxiliaries.  She  has  been  assisted  by  various  Branch 
officers.  She  reports  most  of  the  Districts  well  organized,  with  the 
chairman  of  each  cooperating  splendidly.  It  is  not  Mrs.  Nicholson's 
fault  that  we  are  no  nearer  our  goal  numerically.  Mrs.  W.  C.  Ham- 
mer, our  Branch  President,  up  to  the  time  of  her  serious  accident  in 
August,  had  made  more  visits  and  addresses  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  her  visits  were  always  an  inspiration. 

Our  Financial  Goals 

The  Budget  given  us  by  the  Board  of  Missions  is  $8,000  per 
year,  of  which  we  have  never  been  able  to  apportion  more  than 
$5,000.  The  Budget  for  North  Carolina  interests  is  $3,500,  divided 
as  follows:  50%,  Children's  Home;  20%,  Bethel  Home;  20%,  High 
Point  College  Student  Loan  Fund;  10%,  Contingent  Fund;  High 
Point  College  $1,000 — makinj-  a  total  of  $12,500.  In  May,  1933,  we 
were  urged  to  assume  the  support  of  Mr.  Minnis,  our  missionary  to 
India.  We  pledged  $1,000  toward  his  support.  We  were  slow  in  raising 
this  on  account  of  unsettled  conditions  in  the  mission  field,  making 
it  seem  necessary  for  Mr.  Minnis  to  come  home,  but  in  October  last 
we  adopted  the  Calendar  Plan  of  collecting  money  for  the  pledge, 
with  Mrs.  C.  W.  Bates,  director.  This  resulted  in  raising  $950.00, 
which  paid  us  up  to  the  time  Mr.  Minnis  came  home,  and  which  gave 
us  credit  on  our  $8,000  budget  for  that  amount  above  what  was  ap- 
portioned to  the  Auxiliaries.  Last  November  the  Annual  Conference 
voted  to  cooperate  with  the  Branch  in  the  full  support  of  Mr.  Minnis, 
and  cabled  him  to  stay  on  the  field,  but  before  this  action  was  taken, 
the  India  mission  met  and  voted  that  Mr.  Minnis  should  return  to 
America,  so  he  acted  accordingly.  The  boys'  school  at  Dhulia  was 
closed,  and  Mr.  Cassen  took  over  the  important  and  successful  work 
that  Mr.  Minnis  had  inaugurated  in  the  village  near  Dhulia. 

In  July  of  this  year,  our  Executive  Committee  voted  to  adopt 
as  a  special  project  some  phase  of  our  work  in  India.  DrT  Lacy 
returned  to  Dhulia  a  year  ago,  but  there  were  no  funds  to  reopen  the 
hospital,  so  she  did  only  outside  practicing.     In  a  letter  printed  in 
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our  church  papers  she  urged  some  Branch  to  undertake  the  work  of 
opening  and  maintaining  the  hospital,  stating  that  this  could  be 
done  for  $45.00  a  month.  The  North  Carolina  Branch  promised  to 
pay  that  amount  for  one  year,  in  addition  to  auxiliary  apportion- 
ments. This  will  enable  the  Branch  to  pay  more  than  $500  on  the 
budget  sent  down  by  the  Board  of  Missions.  This  money  is  being 
raised  by  the  quilt  square  plan,  each  block  giving  $25.00.  Since 
the  money  counts  on  the  local  church  budget  for  World  Service,  it 
seems  to  meet  with  favor  by  churches  having  no  auxiliary,  as  well  as 
those  having  an  organization.  There  are  many  people  to  whom  the 
term  budget  does  not  appeal.  It  seems  to  represent  a  cold,  inanimate 
thing,.  But  if  you  appeal  to  them  for  money  for  a  vital,  interesting 
and  alluring  object,  they  gladly  respond. 

In  most  of  our  auxiliaries  we  have  a  Children's  Home  secretary, 
and  these  women  did  much  to  assist  the  pastors  in  securing  the  splen- 
did birthday  offering  of  more  than  $2,000  for  the  Home  last  Septem- 
ber. Hundreds  of  jars  have  been  filled  with  fruit  and  vegetables, 
dozens  of  garments  made,  unumbered  cakes  baked  for  the  children's 
lunches  and  thousands  of  coupons  contributed  by  the  women  of  our 
Branch  to  the  Children's  Home. 

Several  boxes  have  been  sent  to  Pine  Ridge,  and  gifts  to  Bethel 
Home  and  Dillonvale. 

Six  students  in  High  Point  College  received  loans  from  our 
Student  Loan  Fund  during  the  last  school  year,  and  eleven  have  ap- 
plied for  loans  for  this  year.  We  have  money  in  bank  for  several 
more  if  proper  endorsement  or  secui'ity  is  furnished.  Out  of  our 
Contingent  Fund  we  have  paid  $100  to  the  Herald. 

There  are,  I  presume,  no  less  than  twenty-five  active  Ladies'  Aid 
Societies  in  our  Conference  from  which  I  have  not  been  able  to  get 
reports,  though  I  sent  blanks  to  all  I  could  reach.  I  am  sure  they 
have  done  commendable  work,  and  it  should  be  reported  as  women's 
work. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Branch  from 
November  1,  1932  to  November  1,  1933: 

World  Service  $4,554.91 

North  Carolina  Work  2,124.51 

High  Point  College  572.09 

$7,251.51 

The  receipts  from  November  1,  1933  to  November  1,  1934,  are: 

World  Service  $4,800.16 

North  Carolina  Work  2,869.38 

High  Point  College  917.84 

$8,587.38 

Our  Branch  reached  the  peak  of  financial  attainment  in  1930, 
raising  $10,485.00.  There  was  a  decrease  of  six  or  seven  hundred 
dollars  each  year  for  the  next  three  years.  This  year,  as  you  see, 
there  is  an  increase  of  several  hundred  dollars.  So  we  feel  that  in 
organization,  in  interest,  in  finances,  we  are  making  progress  toward 
our  goal.

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(D)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

We  would,  as  the  Committee  on  Stewardship,  recommend  that 
each  pastor  read  again  the  report  of  this  committee  of  last 
year  and  see  what  effort  has  been  made  to  carry  out  its  recommenda- 
tion as  passed  by  the  Conference. 

It  should  be  the  duty  of  every  pastor  to  encourage  everything 
that  is  being  done  to  lead  our  people  to  the  blessings  of  a  greater 
liberality.  This  laAV  that  was  obeyed  by  the  patriarchs  before  there 
were  any  Ten  Commandments,  Hebrew  Tribe,  or  any  Code  of  Ham- 
murabi, shows  that  the  law  of  the  tithe  is  like  that  of  the  Rest  and 
Worship  Day,  the  One-man-for-one-Woman,  and  a  number  of  other 
things  that  seem  to  be  wi-itten  in  the  hearts  of  the  human  family. 

To  be  sure  there  are  those  who  think  that  this  law  of  tithing  has 
been  repealed  entirely,  nobody  ever  thought  of  changing  its  form. 
You  never  hear  of  a  seventh,  a  twelfth,  or  a  twentieth.  Always  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Sacred  TENTH. 

We  should  try  this  from  the  standpoint  of  Christian  Efficiency. 
It  works  for  the  church  just  as  we  have  been  taught  it  would,  for 
wherever  it  is  applied  it  settles  the  question  of  every  Christian  en- 
terprise, so  far  as  the  appliers  are  concerned.  Over  the  top  in  their 
offerings.  People  who  think  of  spirituality  as  something  etheral  sniff 
at  the  idea  of  linking  prosperity  with  tithing.  But  this  is  a  fact  that 
cannot  be  gainsaid. 

The  best  way  of  all  is  the  way  of  grateful  love.  It  is  in  grate- 
ful recognition  of  God's  gifts  to  us.  Some  system,  some  definite  por- 
tion, is  always  the  way  of  liberation.  No  man  can  follow  it  and  be 
unhappy.  No  pinch-penny  practices  when  one  recognizes  God's 
claims  and  deals  with  Him  in  such  a  way  as  to  prove  that  love  is  the 
dominating  factor  in  his  life. 

Therefore,  we  urge  first  of  all  that  the  pastor  be  an  example  in 
these  things.  If  he  does  not  believe  in  preaching  and  practicing  the 
tithe,  let  him  show  by  precept  and  example  that  he  is  in  sympathy 
with  any  move  that  will  bring  his  people  to  a  recognition  of  their 
stewardship,  thus  following  the  teaching  of  St.  Paul,  when  he  said, 
"As  ye  abound  in  everything,  in  faith,  in  utterance,  and  in  all  knowl- 
edge .   .  .   see  that  ye  abound  in  this  grace  also." 

We  recommend  that  the  work  of  the  Society  of  Proportionate 
and  Systematic  Givers  be  kept  up,  and  that  each  pastor  give  some 
attention  to  the  work  of  stimulating  our  people  to  greater  liberality 
and  a  better  system  in  meeting  their  obligations  to  the  interests  of 
the  Kingdom.

Report    of    Superintendent 

The  kind  heavenly  Father  has  guided  us  and  brought  us  safely 
to  the  close  of  another  conference  year.  There  has  been  only  one 
case  of  serious  illness  among  us,  and  only  one  broken  bone.  One  of 
our  finest  boys  sustained  a  broken  leg  in  a  soccer  game  two  -weeks 
ago,  but  is  doing  well.  Abundant  blessings  have  been  upon  us,  and 
we  present  to  you  a  report  which  shows  progress.

The    Children 

We  have  108  children,  and  they  are  as  fine  a  group,  we  think, 
as  has  been  here  at  any  time  during  our  six  years  of  service.  So 
rapidly  does  the  population  of  the  Home  change  that  there  are  only 
seven  girls  and  twelve  boys  here  now,  who  were  here  when  we  took 
charge  in  October,  1928.  The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good, 
and  only  a  very  few  cases  have  given  us  anxiety.  Those  who  visit 
the  Home  frequently  speak  of  the  healthy  countenances  and  active 
movements  of  our  children. 

Drs.  S.  S.  Coe,  J.  W.  Austin,  W.  L.  Jackson,  Glenn  G.  Perry  and 
others  have  been  kind  and  faithful  in  looking  after  the  health  of  all 
the  inmates  of  the  Home  without  charge.  We  have  also  called  upon 
Drs.  York,  Burrus,  Brockman,  Flagg,  Bonner,  Lackey,  Saunders 
and  Geddy.  And  nearly  all  the  dentists  in  High  Point  have  given 
freely  of  their  time  during  the  summer  to  put  the  children's  teeth  in 
good  order.  Almost  any  physician  or  dentist  in  High  Point  will  give 
his  services  free  to  the  Home.     We  count  ourselves  fortunate. 

All  the  children  are  in  school  at  Jamestown  except  four  little 
ones,  who  are  too  young,  and  two  who  are  in  High  Point  College, 
a  Freshman  and  a  Junior.  Their  religious  and  social  advantages  are 
given  them  by  the  First  Church,  High  Point,  the  Jamestown  school, 
and  the  management  of  the  Home.  They  have  their  own  Christian 
Endeavor  meetings,  and  they  enjoy  the  many  outings  planned  by  the 
Church,  the   School  and  the  Home. 

A   Change   in    Management 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  management  of  the  Boys' 
Dormitory.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Dixon  have  moved  into  a  little  home, 
six  miles  aw^ay  on  account  of  the  failing  health  of  Mrs.  Dixon,  and 
also  because  Mr.  Dixon  needed  more  rest  at  night  than  w^as  possible 
in  a  boys'  dormitory.  He  will  still  superintend  the  farm  and  will  get 
his  dinner  each  week  day  in  the  dormitory  and  get  his  other  meals 
in  his  own  home.  This  is  done  wath  a  reduction  in  salary  sufficient  to 
pay  the  head  matron  in  that  building.  That  matron  at  present  is 
our  own  daughter,  Miss  Vista  Dixon.  The  other  added  help  in  that 
building  is  college  student  help.  There  are  some  disadvantages  in 
college  student  help,  but  it  is  fairly  satisfactory,  and  it  is  certainly 
saving  the  Home  quite  an  item  in  salaries,  and  is  also  helping  some 
very  worthy  young  people  to  get  a  college  training,  who  would  find 
it  difficult  to  get  it  otherwise. 

Gifts    In    Substance 

We  have  had  numerous  gifts  from  the  farm,  the  shop,  the  loom, 
the  poultry  yards  and  the  orchards.  Mr.  M.  C.  McDonald  made  his 
usual  gift  of  75  bushels  of  very  fine  peaches.  Mr.  W.  F.  Grabs  about 
50  bushels  of  apples.  Friends  in  Denton  one  truck  load  of  lumber. 
Miss  Cleo  Harrell  helped  us  to  get  about  300  gallons  of  blackberries 
at  a  very  low  cost.  Many  others  have  cooperated  in  community 
canning,  and  have  gathered  canned  goods,  grain,  potatoes  and  other 
produce  and  clothing.  Mr.  C.  F.  Finch  gave  a  car  load  of  lime  for 
the  farm,  and  because  of  his  gift  Mr.  D.  S.  Coltrane  secured  a  like 
gift  from  his  company,  the  Mascot  Lime  Company  of  Knoxville,  Tenn. 
The  So.  R.  R.  C.  donated  one  half  of  the  freight.  Mr.  Fred  W.  Mc- 
Pherson,  of  the  Sunshine  Laundry,  High  Point,  has  continued  to  do 
all  our  heavy  laundry.  Mrs.  C.  W.  Bates,  the  faithful  Children's 
Home  Secretary  for  the  North  Carolina  Branch,  has  helped  wonder-

fully  in   many  ways,   and   especially  by  getting  cakes   donated   for 
school  lunches. 

Clothing    for   the    Children 

The  Women's  and  Girls'  organizations  have  gladly  taken  the 
measurements  of  our  girls,  bought  the  goods  and  made  the  school 
dresses  and  slips  for  the  girls  and  sent  them  to  us.  This  is  both  a 
gi'eat  help  to  the  workers  and  a  financial  help  to  the  Home.  Several 
Men's  organizations  and  several  individuals  have  helped  with  buying 
the  fall  clothing  for  the  boys,  and  Avill  respond  more  and  more  to  this 
call  as  time  passes. 

Buildings  and   Grounds 

The  buildings  need  some  paint  and  repairs,  and  we  keep  hoping 
that  the  financial  conditions  will  so  improve  that  this  needed  work 
may  be  done.  The  broken  plastering  in  both  buildings  has  been  re- 
paired, and  the  entire  lower  story  in  the  girls'  dormitory  painted. 
We  have  also  finished  removing  all  the  old  double  beds  from  girls' 
building  and  have  replaced  them  with  single  beds. 

We  are  continually  trying  to  make  the  gi'ounds  more  beautiful, 
and  have  succeeded  well  enough  to  attract  the  attention  of  passers- 
by.  Some  High  Point  men  said,  during  last  summer,  "The  Children's 
Home  has  the  prettiest  grounds  of  any  home  in  High  Point."  We 
hope  to  get  a  hedge  planted  along  the  road  in  front  of  our  buildings 
this  season. 

A  Test  of  Faith 

Last  February  in  the  very  coldest  spell  of  weather  this  section 
has  known  for  many  years,  the  furnace  under  the  girls'  dormitory, 
after  a  service  of  19  winters,  gave  completely  out.  We  had  no  money 
and  we  didn't  know  what  to  do.  After  much  prayer  and  thought  we 
decided  to  put  a  simple  statement  of  facts  in  the  High  Point  Enter- 
prise, the  Greensboro  Daily  News,  and  the  Church  Papers.  We  made 
no  follow-up  whatever,  but  left  the  matter  with  God  and  His  people. 
A  local  plumber  agreed  to  put  in  a  new  furnace  at  cost,  and  thus 
make  his  donation  to  the  Home,  and  within  six  days  he  had  it  in  and 
operating.  Money  kept  coming  in  designated  "Furnace  Money"  until 
friends  outside  of  High  Point  had  sent  us  $110.48,  and  friends  with- 
in High  Point  sent  us  $479.70,  making  a  total  of  $590.18  with  which 
to  pay  a  bill,  which  when  presented  amounted  to  $585.80,  and  the 
bill  was  paid  \\^thin  30  days. 

The    Farm 

This  has  been  the  hardest  season  during  our  stay  here  to  get  a 
good  yield  from  the  farm.  Though  the  farmers  planted  more  often, 
and  worked  all  the  harder,  the  vegetable  crop  was  exceedingly  short. 
But  the  other  crops  have  done  fairly  well,  so  the  farmers  have  made 
a  pretty  good  showing  after  all. 

With  the  help  of  a  friend,  wife  and  I  bought  a  100  acre  farm 
near  the  Sedgefield  school,  and  just  ten  miles  from  the  Home.  We 
are  using  it  for  the  Home,  and  this  year  it  yielded  308  bushels  of 
wheat,  about  25  bushels  of  peas,  and  about  18  bushels  of  Irish  pota- 
toes. We  have  sowed  19  acres  of  it  to  wheat  and  14  acres  to^  barley 
and  oats  this  fall.  It  is  our  purpose  to  donate  the  use  of  that  farm 
to  the  Home  for  the  present,  if  you  agree. 
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The  farm  yielded  this  year,  pork,  4170  lbs;  beef  and  veal,  1219 
lbs;  eggs,  1708  dozens;  chickens,  for  table  use,  224;  milk,  13,767 
gallons;  hay,  117  loads;  wheat,  370  bushels;  corn,  250  bushels;  oats, 
96  bushels;  cane  seed,  40  bu;  sweet  potatoes,  230  bu;  Irish  potatoes, 
50  bu;  150  gallons  of  molasses,  25  bu.  of  peas,  6  tons  of  corn  stover, 
50  tons  of  ensilage,  $30.00  worth  of  straw,  about  $500.00  worth  of 
vegetables,  and  $58.00  in  cash.  Making  a  total  value,  at  the  most 
reasonable  prices,  of  $7,972.70,  with  about  50  per  cent  cost  and  50 
per  cent  profit  to  the  Home. 

We  have  4  mules,  17  cows,  14  calves  and  heifers,  1  bull,  18  hogs 
for  killing,  4  stock  hogs,  21  shoats  and  pigs,  and  300  hens.  These  are 
worth  more  than   $2,000. 

The  Hand   of   Death 

We  record  with  sorrow  and  with  a  peculiar  sense  of  loss,  the 
passing  of  Dr.  S.  S.  Coe,  a  member  of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
the  beloved  physician  in  the  Home  for  nearly  15  years.  He  gave  his 
services  willingly  and  cheerfully  to  the  Home,  and  he  prided  himself 
in  the  fact  that  he  had  never  lost  a  child  by  death.  He  loved  the 
children,  and  frequently  in  public  places  he  would  get  hold  of  some 
of  them  and  point  them  out  as  "My  children."  We  have  missed  him 
and  will  continue  to  miss  him.  On  behalf  of  the  children  and  the 
Trustees  flowei's  were  sent  to  the  home.  The  entire  Children's  Home 
family  went  in  a  body  to  his  home  on  the  morning  of  the  day  of  the 
funeral. 

The  Honor  Roll  of  the  Churches 

You  directed  that  an  honor  roll  of  the  churches  and  Sunday 
schools,  which  made  a  regular  monthly  offering  to  the  Home,  be 
made.  That  list  is  herewith  attached  and  may  be  published  as  per 
your  direction. 

Finances 

With  the  help  of  the  President  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the 
President  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
and  others,  a  well  organized  campign,  for  funds  for  the  Home,  was 
put  on  in  the  Conference  during  March.  The  one  feature  of  the  cam- 
paign, which  was  followed  more  closely  than  any  others,  was  the  re- 
quest to  double  the  regular  monthly  offerings.  So  there  is  no  way  of 
telling  the  exact  amount  yielded  by  the  effort,  but  it  was  about  S1,000. 

Then  just  preceding  the  Children's  Home  Day,  September  13th, 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  appointed 
Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews  to  lead  in  a  very  unique  campaign,  asking  all 
Methodist  Protestants  and  their  friends  to  contribute  an  amount 
equal  to  a  penny  per  year  for  the  number  of  the  years  of  their  ages. 
This  has  yielded  $2,090.14.  So  the  financial  condition  of  the  Home 
is  better  at  this  time  than  at  this  time  last  year.  It  would  have  been 
a  great  deal  better  than  it  is  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  big  slump 
in  offerings  during  the  summer.

Charlotte,  Denton,  Friendship  on  Fallston,  Calvary,  Grace  Church, 
Mebane,  Mt.  Lebanon  on  Randleman,  Shiloh  on  Shiloh,  Hope  on  Siler 
City,  Tabernacle  on  Tabernacle,  and  Whitakers,  15;  Sapling  Ridge 
and  Center  on  Alamance,  Fountain  Place,  Whitakers  Chapel  on 
Enfield,  Hickory  Ridge,  Maple  Springs,  and  Mt.  Carmel  on  Forsyth, 
Graham,  Union  Chapel  on  Granville,  Lebanon,  Welch  Memorial, 
State  Street  and  Bethesda  on  State  Street,  Liberty,  Mt.  Pleasant  on 
Mt.  Pleasant,  Pleasant  Hill,  and  Spring  Church  on  Spring  Church, 
First  Church,  Thomasville,  and  First  Church,  Winston-Salem,  14;

This  shows  that  190  churches  contributed  to  the  Children's  Home 
during  the  year,  leaving  only  about  30  churches  not  contributing. 
This  is  the  best  showing  for  years,  and  it  has  given  the  Home  the 
best  financial  support  since  1929.

(G)      REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE    ON    PRESIDENT'S    REPORT 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  untiring  effort^;  and  the  capable  ser- 
vice of  our  (Conference  President.  We  fully  believe  that  he  is  a  con- 
scientious follower  of  Jesus  Christ,  a  most  efficient  President,  and  a 
faithful  servant  of  our  Conference.  We  urge  every  pastor  and  every 
member  of  our  church  in  this  Conference  to  give  him  full  cooperation 
in  the  Conference  program,  and  that  daily  we  pray  for  him  and  for 
each  other,  that  God's  work  may  meet  with  greater  success. 

A  careful  consideration  of  the  President's  [Message  leads  us  to 
say  the  following: 

First.  "Localitis"  is  a  most  dangerous  and  deadly  disease.  It 
fills  the  life  with  a  death-dealing  poison.  It  means  death  to  an  in- 
dividual or  church.  We  suggest  that  individuals  or  churches  suffer- 
ing with  "localitis"  call  in  the  Great  Physician  so  that  they  may  be 
purged  of  this  death-dealing  disease. 

Second.  We  would  give  our  word  of  encouragement  and  our 
earnest  prayer  to  those  churches  so  far  removed  from  the  center  of 
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our  Conference.  These  churches  play  a  vital  part  in  the  life  and 
success  of  our  Conference  program.  It  is  a  serious  thing  when  the 
hands  and  the  feet  of  the  human  body  become  lifeless.  So  we  would 
encourage  these  churches  to  keep  on  and  to  do  even  greater  things 
for  Christ  and  His  Kingdom.  We  also  urge  that  the  Conference 
render  all  possible  aid  to  these  churches,  and  that  no  pastor  refuse 
to  serve  these  churches  if  the  Stationing  Committee  thinks  that  he  is 
the  man  for  the  place. 

Third.  We  most  heartily  concur  in  the  seven-point  program 
as  outlined  in  the  President's  recommendations.  These  recommenda- 
tions call  us  to  the  very  heart  and  center  of  the  Christian  religion. 
Daily  Bible  study;  soul  winning;  possessing  brotherly  love;  taking  an 
uncompromising  stand  against  the  liquor  traffic;  being  a  faithful 
steward;  being  loyal  to  church,  conference  and  denominational  pro- 
gram and  to  God's  Kingdom;  and  believing  firmly  in  the  saving  and 
redeeming  power  of  Jesus  Chi-ist  are  practices  which  church  members 
should  do  conscientiously  and  daily. 

We  lose  our  faith  in  God;  we  grow  cold  in  our  love  for  Jesus 
Christ;  we  become  barriers  to  the  program  of  God's  Kingdom;  we 
find  ourselves  powerless  in  the  presence  of  our  Christ-given  tasks 
when  we  become  careless  and  indifferent  about  these  things.  We 
therefore  urge  every  member  of  this  Conference  and  every  member  of 
our  church  within  the  bounds  of  this  Annual  Conference  to  commit 
themselves  whole-heartedly  and  conscientiously  to  this  seven-point 
program.

(H)      THE  COMMISSION  ON  METHODIST  CO-OPERATION 

The  Commission  met  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  Rev,  M.  T. 
Plyler,  in  the  editorial  office  of  the  Christian  Advocate,  Greensboro, 
N.  C,  on  October  18,  1934,  with  members  present  from  the  three 
conferences,  the  Western  North  Carolina,  and  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
We  present  for  your  action  the  following: 

(1)  We  are  glad  to  report  a  continuation  of  the  spirit  of  frater- 
nity and  cooperation  between  the  churches  and  groups.  But  we  be- 
live  a  greater  effort  should  be  made,  and  in  a  more  practical  way, 
to  increase  our  mutual  fellowship  and  service.  A  beginning  has  been 
made  in  this  direction  through  invitation  to  share  in  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  Training  Schools,  Summer  Conferences  and  Insti- 
tutes. We  ought  to  take  an  advantage  of  these  opportunities  for 
mutual  helpfulness. 

(2)  We  think  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  invite  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  this  state — the  Blue  Ridge-Atlantic 
Annual  Conference — to  membership  in  this  commission.  With  your 
approval,  the  invitation  will  be  extended. 

(3)  We  are  in  fullest  sympathy  with  the  renewed  efforts  now 
being  made  by  the  several  commissions  on  Methodist  Unification,  and 
confidently  look  forward  to  the  successful  conclusion  of  these  nego- 
tiations. While  we  recognize  the  difficulties  that  are  in  the  way,  we 
do  not  believe  they  are  insurmountable,  or  that  they  will  be  allowed 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  ultimate  union.  Until  such  a  time  shall  come, 
we  urge  our  people  to  carry  on  their  own  work  in  their  own  way. 
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working  in  cooperati6n  with  each  other  at  every  possible  point  and 
in  every  possible  way. 

(4)  The  spirit  coming  out  of  the  Sesqui-Centennial  of  Method- 
ism has  given  opportunity  for  an  appraisement  of  our  common  heri- 
tage and  task.  We  wish  to  take  every  advantage  of  it.  To  that 
end,  we  suggest  the  setting  apart  a  day  for  fellowship  and  celebra- 
tion, when  we  shall  meet  together  at  some  central  point,  the  three 
Methodisms  taking  part  in  the  program.  We  suggest  a  day  near 
January  6,  1935,  an  historic  date,  as  the  time,  and  we  are  naming 
as  the  committee  in  charge  of  all  ari-angements  for  the  day:  Rev. 
M.  T.  Plyler,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South;  Rev.  B.  A. 
Culp,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor, 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

(5)  It  is  our  judgement  that  it  would  be  better,  if  instead  of 
sending  fraternal  messengers  to  each  of  our  Conferences  every  year, 
we  alternate,  the  Methodist  Protestants  alternating  between  the  two 
Methodist  Episcopal,  South,  Conference,  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Conferences  sending  a  fratex'nal  messenger  every  other  year.  In 
the  years  when  no  messengers  are  sent,  it  is  suggested  that  letters  or 
telegrams  of  fraternal  greetings  be  exchanged.  If  this  plan  meets 
with  your  approval,  we  suggest  that  it  go  into  effect  with  the  Con- 
ferences meeting  in  1935.

(I)      REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

Brethren : 

For  the  fourth  year  I  am  privileged  to  make  annual  report  to 
this  body  of  my  work  as  President  of  High  Point  College.  I  shall 
make  it  quite  brief  in  deference  to  the  time  and  program  allotted 
to  the  college  in  this  afternoon  session.  The  setting  and  nature  of 
this  session  today  are  such  that  they  speak  words  I  cannot,  and  I  am 
highly  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  the  Conference  program  com- 
mittee. 

Enrollment 

The  college  opened  its  regular  program,  September  11,  1933, 
and  the  high  registration  for  the  year  that  followed  was  274,  as  com- 
pared with  286  the  previous  year.  Extension  Classes  and  Summer 
School  brought  this  total  to  365. 

Last  June  we  graduated  26,  and  6  were  given  diplomas  at  the 
end  of  the  summer  session. 

This  year  we  have  enrolled  291.  When  the  second  semester 
registration  is  in  we  will  doubtless  exceed  the  peak  that  has  been 
reached  in  the  last  eight  years.  The  percentage  of  increase  for  our 
own  institution  is  above  the  average  made  through  the  country  this 
year.  In  the  enrollment  this  year  there  are  11  states  represented, 
totalling  22  students  from  other  than  Noi'th  Carolina. 

In  denominational  affiliation  we  have  108  Methodist  Protestants; 
80  Methodist  Episcopal;  38  Baptists;  10  Presbyterians;  10  Friends; 
and  45  students  from  ten  other  denominations. 

The  most  gratifying  item  in  conection  with  the  student-body  this 
year  is  that  the  dormitory  group  has  increased  just  50  per  cent.  And 
if  our  own  church  will  give  care  to  see  to  it  that  its  youth  enrolls 
here,  we  should  push  our  dormitory  student  enrollment  next  year  to 
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200.  This,  with  our  average  day  student  enrollment,  would  give 
us  about  350  students — which  would  represent  capacity  roll  for  us 
with  present  equipment  and  faculty  staff. 

Financial 

A.  The  recent  audit  shows  that  the  net  obligations  over  as'^ets 
(in  current  operations)  is  $27,949,17  less  than  two  years  ago.  This 
fact,  in  face  of  the  depression  of  the  last  two  years,  is  something  of 
which  we  can  well  be  proud.  This  reduction  in  indebtedness  is  due 
to  receipts  from  the  Emergency  Campaign  Fund,  from  the  General 
Board,  and  from  the  church  in  this  state. 

You  are  particularly  interested  in  what  the  church  did  in  these 
two  years.  The  General  Board  gave  $3,790.00;  from  the  churches 
came  $1,386.28:  from  the  Women's  Auxiliary  $1,767.90;  total  from 
the  church  sources  from  September  1,  1932  to  1934 — $6,944.18. 
An  average  each  of  the  two  years  of  $1,895  from  General  Church, 
and  from  Conference  sources  $1,577.09. 

The  big  question  now  is,  not  what  we  have  or  have  not  done 
during  the  past  years  of  depression :  the  big  thing  is — what  are  we 
going  to  do  tomorrow?  And  to  the  church  constituency  in  North 
Carolina  there  comes  a  double  challenge.  First,  I  have  dared  to  say 
to  the  church  that  I  will  undertake  to  see  to  it  that  not  one  penny 
that  comes  from  the  churches  shall  be  used  for  current  operations; 
that  is,  that  I  will  pledge  that  the  college  shall  not  run  a  deficit  that 
shall  represent  an  obligation  to  be  carried  over.  You  all  know  what 
this  means.  It  means  to  keep  expenses  to  a  minimum  and  stay  with- 
in the  budget.  And  that  all  monies  raised  by  the  church  sources 
shall  go  to  Debt  Retirement. 

The  second  challenge  is  from  the  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
which  board  says  that  if  the  church  will  raise  $5,000.00  from  last 
May  to  next  May,  the  Board  will  give  $7,500.00  in  the  same  time, 

I  believe  that  the  church  constituency  of  this  Conference  will 
appreciate  this  two-fold  challenge  and  will  meet  it. 

From  the  figures  already  given  you  by  Mr.  Harrison,  you  know 
what  the  college  is  giving  back  to  the  church  in  concessions  to  minis- 
terial candidates  and  children  of  ministers;  to  say  naught  of  what  is 
given  in  self-help  positions  here. 

Today  is  the  day  for  the  friends  of  the  college  to  capitalize  on 
the  upward  swing  of  economic  conditions  and  put  behind  the  college 
the  full  force  of  its  interest  and  cooperation.  A  better  day  is  dawn- 
ing in  the  social  and  industrial  and  educational  life  of  our  land — let 
us  of  the  church  by  faith  and  purpose  set  ourselves  to  walk  in  the 
light  of  that  day. 

B.  During  these  past  four  trying  years,  our  income  has  dropped 
from  $266  per  student  to  $244,  but  at  the  same  time  we  have  reduced 
expenses  from  $345  to  $264  per  stndent.  In  totals,  the  combined 
operating  expenses  of  the  past  two  years  have  been  $36,500  less 
than  the  combined  expenses  of  the  first  two  years  of  my  administra- 
tion. 

C.  And  now  this  ought  to  be  of  interest  by  way  of  informa- 
tion, and  ought  to  allay  what  perhaps  may  be  fear  on  anyone's  part 
that  we  must  have  gone  much  further  into  debt  during  these  four 
years  of  panic. 

In  February,  1930,  by  Conference  action,  the  bond  is^ue  was 
authorized.     In  the  following  November,  when  the  Conference  met, 
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the  Board  of  Education  reported  Net  Obligations  of  $288,317.02.  At 
that  time  the  total  net  obligations  of  the  Board  and  College  approxi- 
mated $347,317.00.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  for 
this  year  will  show  Net  Obligations  of  $333,000.00.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  a  little  more  than  $44,000.00 — but  $40,000.00  of  this 
is  occasioned  by  the  loss  suffered  in  having  to  take  back  the  Elm 
Street  property  in  Greensboro,  and  assumed  accrued  interest  and 
taxes.  It  is  in  reality  a  book  loss.  But,  even  with  this,  today  the 
combined  indebtedness  of  the  Board  and  the  College  is  only  about 
$22,000.00  more  than  in  November,  1930,  (the  Conference  following- 
the  Bond  Issue)  after  the  Board  has  suffered  this  more  than  $40,000 
loss.  Had  this  property  not  had  to  be  taken  back  and  the  loss  as- 
sumed, our  combined  Net  Indebtedness  would  be  more  than  $12,000 
less  than  four  years  ago.  We  have,  therefore,  it  seems  to  me,  no 
occasion  for  anyone  to  be  alarmed  or  discoui'aged;  in  fact,  we  ought 
to  thank   God  and  take  courage. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  have,  I  believe,  the  finest  calibre 
of  student  body  that  has  ever  registered  at  the  College,  A  student 
body  of  splendid  attitude,  fine  spirit,  and  ever  cooperative  with  the 
administration.     I  hereby  publicly  proclaim  my  admiration  for  them. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  the  Conference  appoint  P.  E.  Lindley,  P.  S.  Kennett 
and  N.  M.  Harrison  for  work  with  the  College. 

2.  That  the  Conference  heartily  endorse  the  findings  of  a  group 
of  ministers  as  that  report  shall  be  presented  here  at  this  session. 

3.  That  we  hereby  record  our  profound  gratitude  for  the 
vision,  faith  and  courage  that  made  possible  High  Point  College,  that 
we  again  honor  its  seers  and  founders,  recognition  of  whom  we  have 
made  in  the  program  of  this  session;  that  once  again  we  express  high 
appreciation  for  the  interest  and  support  of  the  citizens  of  High 
Point  and  community  who  have  in  relation  to  this  College  indeed 
manifested  the  "Spirit  of  High  Point,"  and  that  once  again  we  re- 
affirm our  abiding  faith  in  the  future  of  this  institution,  and  express 
our  devotion  and  loyalty  to  the  cause  it  embodies,  and  in  the  thrill 
of  great  privilege  pledge  our  fullest  cooperation  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  to  the  Board  of  Education,  with  what  is  OUR  COM- 
MON CONCERN  in  Christian  Education.

(J)      REPORT   OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON   FINDINGS 
HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

We,  the  undersigned,  are  a  group  of  ministers,  who  were  invited 
by  the  President  and  the  Promotional  Secretary  of  the  College  for 
a  conference  on  Wednesday,  October  10th. 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  was  to  consider  the  interests  of 
the  College  in  relation  to  the  Conference  and  the  church  constitu- 
ency, and  to  outline  a  program  for  the  time  allotted  the  College  on 
the  Annual  Conference  program. 

The  President  of  the  College  presented  his  ideas  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  program  to  be  presented  at  Conference,  and  the  general  nature 
of  plan  that  was  needed  to  be  used  throughout  the  year. 
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Those  present  at  the  meeting  were :  Revs.  A.  L.  Hunter,  G.  L. 
Curry,  H.  F.  Surratt,  T.  J.  Whitehead,  C.  E.  Ridge,  Dr.  T.  M.  John- 
son, President  of  the  Board  of  Education;  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Annual  Conference.  Others  had  been  asked  to  partici- 
pate, hut  were  unable  to  attend. 

The  results  of  our  meeting  in  relation  to  the  College  program 
have  already  been  presented  to  you. 

The  undersigned  were  asked  by  the  general  group  to  act  as  a 
Committee  on  Findings,  and  present  to  the  Conference  the  further 
results  of  the  deliberations  of  the  group.  We  beg  therefore  to  re- 
commend to  the  Conference,  as  the  unanimous  conclusions  of  our 
discussions,  the  following: 

1.  That  a  College  Committee  be  raised  to  function  throughout 
the  Conference  year.  This  Committee  to  work  in  cooperation  with 
the  President  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  the  College.     The  aims  of  this  Committee  being  as  follows: 

(a)  To  give  general  information  about  the  College  to  mem- 
bers of  all  our  churches,  emphasizing  the  ideals  of  education  as  they 
are  conceived  of  in  our  church-related  colleges. 

(b)  To  solicit  our  own  Methodist  Protestant  homes  for  a  larger 
student  patronage.  Today  only  about  one  Methodist  Protestant 
student  out  of  every  fifty  homes  attends  our  own  college.  We  know, 
of  course,  that  a  much  larger  percentage  of  Methodist  Protestant 
young  people  is  going  to  the  institutions  of  higher  learning.  We  must 
bring  our  own  people  to  a  conviction  that  we  must  be  loyal  to  our 
own. 

(c)  To  stimulate  a  larger  support  financially  for  the  College.  To 
this  end  we  must  seek  to  contact  pastors  regularly,  also  the  lay  mem- 
bers of  each  charge,  and  urge  such  cooperation  between  pastors 
and  lay  members  we  will  insure  the  raising  of  the  full  allotment  ap- 
portioned to  each  of  the  charges.  The  raising  of  this  allotment  set 
up  at  each  Conference  as  a  maintenance  fund  for  the  College  be- 
comes a  two-fold  necessity:  first,  because  this  money  represents  the 
moral  as  well  as  the  legal  obligation  of  the  church  to  make  a  heroic 
effort  to  carry  its  indebtedness.  The  President  of  the  College  has 
offered  that  these  monies,  termed  an  assessment  for  College  main- 
tenance, shall  all  be  raised  for  the  indebtedness  needs  and  not  for  cur- 
rent operation  expense.  This  puts  squarely  up  to  the  church  the 
moral  obligation  of  handling  the  indebtedness  incurred  in  the  build- 
ing and  early  operation  of  the  College. 

Second,  because  of  the  challenge  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation of  the  General  Church.  The  Board  has  offered  as  its  appor- 
tionment to  High  Point  College  the  sum  of  $7,500,  provided  the 
church  in  North  Carolina  will  raise  in  full  the  $5,000  assessed  to 
the  charges,  understanding  that  all  monies  from  both  sources  shall  go 
for  the  indebtedness  needs. 

Surely  the  Methodist  Protestants  of  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence would  feel  a  sense  of  embarrassment  and  humiliation  if  we 
should  fail  to  make  the  most  daring  effort  to  meet  this  challenge. 

2.  That  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  Gi'eensboro;  Mrs.  M.  A.  Coble, 
Burlington;  Mrs.  J.  H.  Cutchin,  Whitakers;  Messrs.  L.  F.  Ross,  Ashe- 
boro;  A.  J.  Koonce,  High  Point;  J.  T.  Warlick,  Lawndale;  Revs.  J.  E. 
Pi-itchard,  Greensboro;  C.  E.  Ridge,  Lexington;  H.  F.  Surratt, 
Thomasville,  and  B.  M.  Williams,  Efland,  be  recommended  to  Confer- 
ence for  confirmation  as  the  "College  Committee  of  Ten.'

(O)      REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Jesus  came  teaching  heart  rule  as  a  workable  philosophy  in 
human  redemption  and  social  perfection.  "With  the  heart  man  be- 
lieveth  unto  salvation."  It  follows  that  he  "teacheth  our  hands  to 
war  and  our  fingers  to  fight,"  all  that  oppose  either  God  or  man.  All 
efforts  directed  toward  the  creation  of  a  clean  and  wholesome  social 
life  ought  to  have  the  full  sanction  and  support  of  our  people. 

In  a  day  when  organized  evils  are  attempting  to  demoralize  the 
spiritual  forces  of  our  country,  we  urge  our  people  to  read  and 
ponder  the  general  rules  of  living  as  laid  down  by  John  Wesley  and. 
incorporated  in  our  Discipline  as  guides  to  conduct. 

We  would  join  our  protest  with  the  other  moral  forces  of  the 
nation  against  the  suggestive  viciousness  prevalent  on  the  screen  and 
the  stage.  Christian  people  ought  to  refrain  from  patronizing  such 
attractions. 

We  reaffirm  our  uncompromising  opposition  to  the  liquor  traffic, 
in  any  and  all  its  forms.  The  failure  of  repeal  to  cureTDobtFegging, 
drunkenness,  prostitution,  poverty,  hypocrisy — all  of  which  were 
promised  by  the  friends  of  repeal — while  nothing  of  a  disappoint- 
ment to  the  friends  of  prohibition,  certainly  affords  an  occasion  to 
re-emphasize  the  fact  that  the  liquor  business  is  without  virtue,  and 
cannot  be  regulated  or  reformed  but  must  be  destroyed.  We  appeal 
to  our  people  to  manifest  a  new  militancy  in  the  crusade  for  a  liquor- 
less  world  by  uniting  with  and  supporting  all  agencies  that  make  for 
temperance  and  sobriety. 

The  amazing  increase  in  the  amount  of  crime  and  lawlessness  is 
such  as  to  create  alarm  for  the  security  of  our  civilization.  Sabbach 
desecration  is  not  least  among  the  contributing  causes.  We  urge  our 
people  to  unite  in  a  determined  effort  to  preserve  the  Lord's  Day  as 
a  holy  day,  and  that  they  set  the  example  bj^  spending  the  same  in 
worship  to  God  and  service  to  man. 

Observation  leads  to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  few  things 
are  more  prolific  of  moral  deterioi'ation  than  dancing.  The  pretext 
may  be  physical  grace,  the  result  is  more  often  disgrace. 

Our  relations  with  other  races  should  be  directed  and  controlled 
by  a  spirit  of  Christian  neighborliness. 

We  urge  our  ministers  and  the  teachers  in  all  departments  of 
our  church  life  to  a  study  of  the  entire  field  of  social  service  in  the 
light  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.

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(P)      REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE  ON   CHURCH   MUSIC 

Commendation 

Encouraged  to  believe  that  there  is  a  steadily  growing  improve- 
ment in  the  grade  of  church  music,  we  your  committee  commend  pas- 
tors and  lay  leaders  for  their  interest,  and  urge  a  continuation  of  the 
same.  Especially  do  we  commend  pastors  and  church  music  com- 
mittes  who  have  not  been  content  to  encourage  the  purchase  of  cheap 
song  books — cheap  in  quality  as  well  as  in  price — but  have  urged 
that  a  few  more  dollars  be  expended  for  a  better  gi-ade  of  books. 
Pastors  and  church  musicians  are  to  be  commended  for  their  en- 
couragement of  the  formation  of  young  people's  choirs,  some  of 
whom  have  participated  in  the  musical  evening  at  the  Leadership 
Training  School  each  summer.  But  the  biggest  room  in  the  world 
is  the  room  for  improvement;  and  certainly  this  applies  to  the  field 
of  church  music. 

Recommendation 

1.  In  order  to  encourage  the  young  people  to  sing,  and  with 
the  purpose  of  preparing  them  to  replace  the  vacancies  in  the  ranks 
of  the  regular  church  choir,  we  recommend  that  young  people's 
choirs  be  formed  or  continued  in  those  churches  where  conditions  are 
conducive  to  such  organizations;  and  that  these  choirs  prepare  to 
render  two  selections  each  on  the  first  evening  of  the  Leadership 
Training  School  at  High  Point  College  next  summer. 

2.  When  necessary  to  purchase  new  hymn  or  song  books,  we 
recommend  that  the  Methodist  Protestant  Hymnal  be  given  first  con- 
sideration; and  that  when  smaller  books  are  desired,  pastors  and  local 
music  committees  seek  the  advice  of  competent  persons  before 
making  their  selection. 

3.  That  our  Methodist  Protestant  Book  Concern,  516  North 
Charles  Street,  Baltimore,  Md.,  be  given  the  preference  in  the  pur- 
chase of  hymn  and  song  books.  The  cost  is  no  more  than  if  ordered 
elsewhere  and  the  profit  goes  to  the  work  of  the  denomination. 

4.  Since  music  is  a  vital  part  of  the  worship  in  all  services 
of  the  church,  aiding  or  thwarting  the  soul's  approach  to  God  ac- 
cording to  the  suitability,  we  recommend  that  more  diligent  attention 
be  given  by  pastors,  Sunday  school  superintendents.  Christian  En- 
deavor presidents,  and  others,  in  the  selection  of  the  most  appro- 
priate hymns  for  the  particular  occasion  or  the  special  program. 

5.  To  assist  in  the  improvement  of  the  music  for  worship  ser- 
vices we  recommend  the  following:  (a)  The  pastor  or  leader  select 
his  own  hymns,  in  consultation  with  choir  director  or  pianist,  if 
deemed  necessary;  (b)  That  a  sufficient  number  of  books  be  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  the  entire  congregation,  who  shall  be  urged  to 
sing;  (c)  Regular  periods  for  rehearsing  new  and  old  hymns  be  estab- 
lished— at  choir  rehearsals,  during  or  after  mid-week  prayer  ser- 
vices, in  the  homes,  etc. 

6.  Reiterating  a  recommendation  offered  by  a  similar  com- 
mittee of  another  Annual  Conference,  wc  recommend  that  the  use  of 
their  own  hymn  books  be  required  by  churches  promoting  singing 
schools,  and  not  those  sold  by  singing  masters. 

7.  Commending  the  President  and  the  Conference  Council  of 
Religious  Education  for  the  place  they  are  giving  church  music  in  the 
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curriculum  of  the  Leadership  Training  School  each  summer,  we  re- 
commend that  similar  recognition  be  accorded  the  subject  next  sum- 
mer.

Realizing  the  need  and  importance  of  Christian  Education  in  the 
development  of  Christian  character,  the  committee  offers  the  follow- 
ing report: 

We  commend  the  high  standard  of  work  which  is  done  at  the 
Seminary  at  Westminster,  Md.,  and  also  express  our  appreciation 
for  the  service  rendered  by  our  iDeloved  Dr.  C.  E.  Forlines.  We  sug- 
gest the  continuation  of  the  extension  course  which  was  offered  last 
June  at  High  Point  College.

(Z)      REPORT  OF  THE  LAYMAN'S   FELLOWSHIP 

To  the  members  of  the  107th  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual 
Conference  of  the   Methodist  Protestant   Church: 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  activities  as  Pres- 
ident of  the  Laymen's  Fellowship  for  the  Conference  year  just  past. 
While  the  results  accomplished  may  seem  small,  we  feel  that  we 
have  made  a  good  beginning,  and  that  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
pastors  the  organization  should  go  forward  next  year  to  bigger  and 
better  things. 

Two  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  have  been  held  during 
the  year  at  the  home  of  the  President  of  the  Conference,  with  a  good 
attendance  at  each  and  keen  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of  the 
board  members. 

Approximately  250  letters  and  other  pieces  of  literature,  in- 
cluding a  suggested  constitution  for  the  use  of  local  fellowship  or- 
ganizations, have  been  sent  to  all  pastors  serving  charges. 

I  have  traveled  577  miles  in  the  interest  of  the  work,  visiting 
11  churches,  six  of  which  organized  fellowships.  One  already  had 
an  active  organization.     Four  visits  resulted  in  no  organization. 

In  response  to  a  letter  and  questionnaire  mailed  to  each  pastor 
a  few  days  ago,  I  received  35  replies  out  of  75  letters  mailed.  From 
these  I  have  gathered  the  following  information: 

There  are  9  active  fellowship  organizations  in  the  35  churches 
reporting;  2  active  brotherhoods;  2  inactive  organizations;  25  pas- 
tors report  no  layman's  organizations  on  their  work. 

We  know,  however,  that  there  are  at  least  one  or  more  churches 
having  organizations  whose  pastors  did  not  return  the  questionnaire. 

I  note  with  keen  interest  the  activities  of  the  various  organiza- 
tions. The  results  accomplished  have  indeed  been  worth  while.  I 
am  noting  a  few  for  your  information: 

One  pastor  (Roberta)  reports  money  raised  for  local  interests. 
Another  pastor   (Community,  Thomasville)   reports  interesting  meet- 
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ings,  contributions  to  church  budgets  and  other  church  activities 
Me  notes  that  it  is  a  profitable  organization,  doing  a  needed  work 
among  the  men  of  his  church.  Still  another  (First  Church,  Thomas- 
vil  e)  reports  street  assessments  raised  by  the  Fellowship.  Another 
l-eJlowship  (Orange)  sponsored  improvements  to  church  and  ceme- 
tery grounds. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  quote  from  another  pastor's  letter  which 
seems  to  me  to  sum  up  the  existing  situation: 

"Our  organization  has  looked  after  church  and  cemetery  in- 
surance of  church  and  parsonage,  and  welfare  interests  of  the  church 

nni  J\-''T™''"'^7u-  ^"  ^^f*'  ^^'^  organization  has  been  the  real 
push  behind  everything  we  have  undertaken.  I  would  not  want  to 
serve  a  church  where  I  could  not  get  a  layman's  organization  behind 
me  I  have  felt  for  a  great  many  years  that  if  I  could  get  just  two 
or  three  progressive  laymen  back  of  me  to  push  plans,  that  with 
God's  help,  we  could  make  anything  go."  ^         *-        .         ^ 

We  want  to  see  a  fellowship  group  in  every  church  so  that  the 
finances  of  the  church  may  be  handled  by  the  laymen.

(6)  That  pastors  continue  to  apj)oint  a  Children's  Home  Sec- 
retary for  each  church,  and  that  the  name  of  such  persons  be  fur- 
nished the  Superintendent  for  his  use  in  the  Home. 

(7)  That  the  Harvest  Home  plan  of  gathering  produce  be 
continued. 

(8)  That  our  people  be  urged  to  continue  sending  Octagon  cou-

(9)  That  an  entertainment,  or  get-together  meeting  of  some 
kind,  be  held  in  each  church  during  the  year,  in  the  interest  of  the 
Home.

(BB)      REPORT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE   COUNCIL  OF 
RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education 
has  had  a  very  good  year.  On  Saturday  and  Sunday,  January  13th 
and  14th,  we  held  a  program  in  honor  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Forlines  at  Burl- 
ington, First  Church  and  the  Belmont  Church  on  Mt.  Hermon  Charge. 
We  gave  this  program  to  show  our  great  appreciation  for  this  great 
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teacher  and  Christian  Personality  to  whom  our  Young  People's  Day 
Program  was  dedicated.     It  was  a  worthy  and  successful  celebration. 

The  President  of  the  Council  put  forth  much  effort  to  stimulate 
interest  in  the  observance  of  Young  People's  Day  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference.  Fifty-eight  churches  reported  that  they  observed 
this  special  and  that  they  raised  $245.00.  Community  Church,  Thom- 
asville  raised  the  largest  amount  reported  ($25)  and  Winston-Salem, 
First,  came  second,  reporting  an  offering  of  S17. 

We  have  had  a  very  successful  year  from  the  standpoint  of 
leadership  training.  Fourteen  local  leadership  training  schools  have 
been  held  with  an  enrollment  of  more  than  350  and  280  certificates 
of  credit  have  been  issued.  This  program  was  made  possible  through 
the  cooperation  of  pastors  and  laymen  who  gave  freely  of  their  time 
to  boost  or  teach  in  these  schools.  The  council  deeply  appreciates 
this  support.  The  Conference  Council  School  which  was  held  at 
High  Point  College,  June  25-30,  1934,  was  the  largest  and  most  suc- 
cessful held  for  some  time.  140  students  were  enrolled.  104  Stand- 
ard units  and  68  Young  People's  credits  were  issued. 

The  Council  is  very  anxious  to  broaden  its  program.  We  plan  to 
stress  various  activities  in  the  different  months.  Here  is  the  pro- 
gram for  1934-35:  October — Organization  (local  churches  and  dis- 
trict councils)  ;  November — Home  Missions;  December — Social  Ser- 
vice ;  January — Leadership  Training  Schools  in  centers  of  Methodist 
Protestant  population,  leading  up  to  Young  People's  Day;  Febru- 
ary— Church  Music;  March — Dramatics;  April — Quiet  Hour  (per- 
sonal devotions)  ;  May — Vacation  Church  Schools  and  preparation 
for  summer  work;  June — Summer  Leadership  Training  School;  July 
and   August — Recreation;    September — church  loyalty  and   rally. 

Recommendations 

First,  that  the  three  last  weeks  in  January  be  set  aside  as  a 
period  for  local  and  district  Leadership  Training  Schools  and  that 
Rev.  J.  Elwood  Carroll  be  selected  as  director  of  this  series  of  schools. 

Second,  that  all  pastors  and  churches  put  on  a  Young  People's 
Day  this  year  in  January  or  February. 

Third,  that  this  Conference  pledge  its  support  to  the  regional 
Christian  Education  Conference  which  the  Department  of  Religious 
Education  will  hold  at  High  Point  College  May  29  to  31,  1935. 

Fourth,  that  the  Conference  Leadership  Training  School  be  held 
at  High  Point  College,  June  24  to  29,  and  the  goal  be  200  students. 

Fifth,  that  pastors  be  requested  to  place  emphasis  on  Vacation 
Bible  School  work  during  the  coming  year  and  that  they  cooperate 
with  the  Superintendent  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools  of  the  Confer- 
ence Council  of  Religious  Education  in  raising  the  standards  of  this 
phase  of  the  Religious  Education  Program. 

Sixth,  that  this  Conference  pledge  its  support  to  the  entire  pro- 
gram of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education  and  to  the 
Department  of  Religious  Education  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation.

(EE)      REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON   PASTORS' 
SUMMER   SCHOOL 

Your  committee  appointed  at  the  1933  Conference  to  work  out 
details  for  a  pastor's  summer  school  submits  the  following  report 
of  our  work: 

1.  The  school  was  held  at  High  Point  College  June  26  to  July 
6,  covering  a  period  of  ten  days.  The  instructors  were  Drs.  Hollo- 
way,  Forlines  and  Schroyer  of  the  Seminary  faculty.  Two  courses 
of  one-hour  periods  each  day  were  offered  by  each  instructor,  thus 
providing  for  six  courses  in  all. 

Thirty-eight  pastors  were  enrolled  in  the  courses,  while  several 
who  did  not  enroll  attended  classes. 

For  the  work  done  at  the  school,  credits  were  given  on  the  Sem- 
inary courses.    All  class  records  are  kept  in  the  files  of  the  Seminary. 

The  cost  to  pastors  for  the  ten  days  was  $8.50.  Of  this  amount 
$7.00  was  for  room  and  board,  and  the  remainder  was  for  registra- 
tion. This  registration  fee  proved  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Faculty. 

2.  At  a  business  session  held  June  29,  during  the  pastors' 
school,  the  following  recommendations  were  submitted  by  the  Con- 
ference Committee,  and  unanimously  endorsed. 

a.  That  the  school  be  designated  the  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary  Extension  School  for  Pastors  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

b.  That  a  Board  of  Managers  be  set  up,  composed  of  three 
ministers  of  the  Conference  and  one  representative  of  the  Seminary. 

c.  That  the  ministers  of  the  Board  be  nominated  by  the  Pas- 
tors' School  and  recommended  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  ratifi- 
cation by  the  Annual  Conference.  That  the  Seminary  member  be 
named  by  the  Seminary  faculty. 

d.  That  the  Conference  members  of  the  Board  be  elected  for 
a  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  their  terms  of  office,  their  successors  be  elected  for  a  period  of 
three  years. 

e.  That  the  school  be  held  at  High  Point  College,  commencing 
on  Wednesday  following  College  Commencement,  and  running  for 
ten  days  thereafter. 

3.  Your  committee  recommends  that  this  Conference  also 
ratify  these  recommendations,  and  that  the  full  sanction  and  endorse- 
ment of  the  Conference  be  given  the  school. 

4.  The  following  were  nominated  as  directors  of  the  Pastors' 
Summer  School:  1935 — J.  Elwood  Carroll;  1936 — S.  W.  Taylor; 
1937 — T.  M.  Johnson.

Many  charges  in  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Confei-ence  have 
comfortable  parsonages,  convenient  and  well  furnished,  and  find  it 
a  great  advantage  in  securing  and  keeping  the  pastor  they  desire. 
Many  other  charges  have  seen  the  advantage  of  having  a  home  for 
their  pastor  to  live  in,  and  are  planning  to  jjuild  new  ones  or  repair 
the  old  ones.  We  believe  that  in  a  few  years  our  Conference  will  be 
outstanding  among  the  denominations  in  the  State  in  regard  to 
arranging  homes  for  their  pastors.      We  recommend: 

1.  That  all  charges  without  a  creditable  parsonage  seek  to  have 
one,  as  it  will  be  of  as  great  advantage  to  tlie  chai'ge  as  it  will  to 
the  pastor. 

2.  That  all  parsonages  of  rural  charges  be  located  near  a 
church,  a  school,  and  within  easy  access  to  all  the  other  churches  of 
the  charge,  and  that  in  towns  and  cities,  it  be  located  with  an  eye 
to  the  neighborhood,  and  the  possible  enhancement  of  property 
values. 

.3.  That  when  at  all  possible,  the  parsonage  be  furnished  with 
such  things  as  beds,  tables,  chairs,  stoves,  window  shades,  and  such 
other  things  as  are  inconvenient  for  the  pastors  to  move  from  place 
to  place. 

4.  That  every  church  and  charge  have  a  carefully  selected 
Parsonage  Committee,  composed  of  men  and  women,  elected  by  the 
Quarterly  Conference,  to  look  after  keeping  the  building  in  repair 
and  the  furnishings  in  condition. 

5.  Your  committee  believes  that  any  charge  with  a  good  par- 
sonage reasonably  furnished,  will  not  only  have  more  self  respect, 
but  will  certainly  get  better  service  from  a  pastor  who  finds  himself 
among  such  considerate  and  thoughtful  people.

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(NN)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  ORDINANCES 

The  Christian  Church  has  two  ordinances,  the  Lord's  Supper 
and  Baptism. 

Those  who  have  had  the  Lord's  Supper  in  charge  at  the  last 
two  Annual  Conferences  are  to  be  commended  for  the  splendid  way 
in  which  this  was  conducted.  Such  services  as  these  should  be  used 
as  examples  of  similar  services  that  can  be  held  in  each  local  church. 

Definite  preparations  should  be  made  for  the  Lord's  Supper.  We 
suggest  that  kneeling  at  the  altar  be  the  accepted  posture,  and  we 
call  upon  our  churches  to  make  such  additions  wherever  necessary, 
that  this  may  be  possible. 

We  suggest  that  special  pains  should  be  taken  to  give  the  table 
and  the  receptacles  for  the  elements  every  appearance  of  cleanliness. 
To  this  end  the  Board  of  Stewards  should  be  held  responsible  and 
be  expected  to  prepare  the  elements. 

The  indifference  on  the  part  of  many  to  these  ordinances,  espe- 
cially that  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  may  be  traced  in  many  cases  to  the 
lack  of  proper  instructions,  hence  we  call  upon  our  pastors  to  edu- 
cate our  people,  especially  the  young,  in  the  significance  of  these 
ordinances. 

The  effect  of  an  impressive  Lord's  Supper  is  often  lost  by  the 
lack  of  a  suitable  closing.  We  therefore  urge  that  all  other  mat- 
ters, such  as  announcements,  etc.,  foreign  to  this  service  bs  attended 
to  as  early  in  the  service  as  possible.

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OBITUARIES 


REV.  D.  A.   FISHEL 

Rev.  David  Alexander  Fishel  was  one  of  a  large  family — twelve 
children — born  December  6,  1849,  to  Alexander  and  Susan  Woosley 
Fishel,  and  reared  on  a  farm  in  North  Davidson  County. 

In  his  early  twenties  he  was  married  to  Miss  Laura  Hanes,  of 
the  above  county,  and  reared,  no  doubt  in  the  same  community  where 
he  grew  to  manhood.  This  happy  relation  was  interrupted  by  her 
untimely  death  which  ocurred  less  than  a  year  after  their  marriage. 

In  1877,  in  his  26th  year,  Brother  Fishel  married  his  second 
wife,  who  was  Miss  Emma  Jane  Nicholson,  of  Warren  County,  N.  C. 
This  was  a  long  and  happy  union,  broken  after  fifty  years,  by  the 
death  of  Sister  Fishel  in  February,  1925.  Ten  children  blessed  this 
union,  six  of  whom  survive. 

The  religious  life  of  Brother  Fishel  must  have  begun  in  his  early 
years.  At  about  the  age  of  twenty-five  he  began  preaching.  His 
first  charge  seems  to  have  been  Pigeon  River  in  Western  North  Caro- 
lina. His  next  charge  was  Littleton  Mission  where  he  served  four 
years  in  succession,  from  1877  to  1881.  It  was  while  serving  this 
charge  that  he  was  ordained  an  elder.  This  took  place  at  the  Temple 
Conference,  Edgecomb  County,  in  1879.  From  the  Littleton  Charge 
Brother  Fishel  went  to  North  Granville,  where  he  served  six  years  in 
succession,  from  1881  to  1887.  It  appears  from  the  records  that 
about  1887  North  Granville  Charge  was  divided,  and  Granville 
Charge  created.  For  the  two  years,  1888  and  1889,  he  served  this 
new  charge.  He  then  went  to  the  Greenville  work  for  the  two  years 
of  1890  and  1891. 

So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  search  the  records  this  last 
pastorate  ended  the  active  ministry  of  Brother  Fishel,  though  it  did 
not  end  his  preaching.  He  filled  many  appointments  on  our  eastern 
charges,  by  invitation,  and  assisted  the  brethren  in  revival  meetings. 

For  quite  a  number  of  years,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
his  relationship  to  the  Conference  was  that  of  Supernumerary  on 
Littleton  Charge.  So  as  we  are  informed,  he  never  asked  for  nor 
desired  to  be  superannuated. 

Brother  Fishel  was  a  man  of  marked  native  ability,  though  he 
never  had  the  advantages  of  the  schools.  As  a  preacher  he  was  scrip- 
tural, clear,  deliberate,  and  forceful.  His  long  pastorates  indicate 
his  acceptableness  as  a  preacher,  and  his  ability  to  win  and  hold  the 
esteem  of  his  congregations.  He  was  a  close  observer,  and  a  learner 
all  of  his  Hfe.  The  vigor  of  his  mind  was  unabated,  even  to  the  last. 
His  memory  was  remarkable.  He  could  recount,  with  vivid  recollec- 
tion and  minute  detail,  many  things  that  came  into  his  experience 
and  under  his  observation  in  the  more  remote  periods  of  his  life.  He 
delighted  in  these  reminiscences,  and  recounted  them  in  the  most 
interesting  and  entertaining  manner.  He  was  witty,  and  possessed 
of  a  vivid  imagination.  His  sense  of  humor  was  fine  and  his  fellow- 
ship delightful. 

It  may  be  said  of  Brother  Fishel  that  he  had  the  spirit  and  the 
courage  of  a  pioneer.  He  could  not  be  content  with  things  as  they 
were.  His  mind  and  body  were  both  active,  and  he  was  always 
forging  ahead  for  something  better.  He  was  interested  in  things, 
and  people,  and  kept  up  with  what  was  going  on  in  the  world.  And 
of  course  he  was  interested  in  the  church.     He  would  often  talk  of 
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the  ministers  of  the  Conference,  especially  those  he  knew  and  those 
who  were  his  contemporaries  during  his  active  pastorate.  He  was 
devoted  to  his  family,  and  provided  well  for  his  home,  and  for  the 
education  of  his  children.  He  drew  his  family  to  him  in  an  esteem 
and  affection  that  was  noticeable  and  pleasing.  For  more  than  fifty 
years  he  lived  at  Vaughn,  Warren  County,  N.  C,  and  during  that 
time  he  formed  wide  acquaintances  and  made  many  friends  who 
honor  his  memory.  At  the  grave,  after  I  had  attempted  to  make  a 
brief  appraisal  of  the  character  and  life  of  Brother  Fishel,  Judge 
and  Congressman  Kerr  came  to  me  to  say  that  he  endorsed  all  that 
I  had  said.  Mr.  Kerr  had  known  Brother  Fishel  for  many  years,  and 
held  him  in  high  esteem. 

The  death  of  Brother  Fishel  was  tragic,  and  occurred  December 
27  of  last  year.  A  servant  boy,  occupying  a  room  on  the  back  side 
of  the  house,  accidentally  turned  over  a  lamp,  and  from  this  the 
house  was  set  on  fire.  When  Brother  Fishel  found  out  what  had  hap- 
pened, he  hurried  to  the  back  of  the  house  and  down  a  flight  of  steps 
to  call  for  help.  He  then  turned  to  go  back  into  the  house,  and  fell 
at  the  top  of  the  steps.  He  was  quickly  moved  to  the  home  of  a 
neighbor  and  a  physician  summoned.  But  to  no  avail.  Brother  Fishel 
was  not,  for  "God  took  him."  Thus  ended  the  long  earthly  life  of  a 
good,  useful,  and  honorable  man.  At  different  times  during  the 
protracted  illness  of  his  old  age  he  told  Miss  Pearl,,  his  devoted 
daughter  and  nui'se,  that  he  was  just  waiting  for  his  summons  to  go. 

His  exact  age  is  84  years  and  21  days. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs. 
Paul  A.  Johnson,  Littleton,  N.  C,  and  at  the  grave  in  the  Littleton 
Cemetery.  The  service  was  simple,  and  in  keeping  with  his  modest 
spirit,  and  unpretentious  life.  The  service  was  in  charge  of  Rev. 
S.  W.  Taylor,  who  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Francis  Joyner  of  the 
Episcopal  Church;  Rev.  Rufus  Bradley  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  by  Rev.  R.  L.  Vickery,  pastor  of  the  Littleton 
Charge.  His  body  was  committed  to  the  earth  by  the  side  of  that  of 
his  devote"d  wife,  and  beneath  a  covering  of  flowers  we  left  it  there 
to  await  in  peace  the  triumph  and  glory  of  the  resurrection  morn. 

To  the  bereaved  family  we  extend  tenderest  sympathy,  and  com- 
mend them  to  God  for  comfort  and  peace.

REV.   J.   W.   HULIN 

Rev.  John  W.  Hulin,  son  of  Jesse  and  Caroline  Hulin,  was  born 
in  Montgomery  County,  November  16,  1859,  and  departed  this  life 
February  12,  1934.  He  died  at  his  home  in  the  community  of  his 
bii'th,  near  Troy,  after  a  protracted  illness  which  refused  to  yield  to 
medical  treatment. 

In  early  life  he  professed  religion  and  joined  Lovejoy  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  and  all  his  life  remained  a  worthy  and  consistent 
Christian. 

On  August  20th,  1879,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  Frances 
Haltom.  God  blessed  this  union  with  eight  children,  three  of  whom 
are  dead  and  five  survive.     In  addition  to  his  widow  there  are  also 
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living  thirty  grandchildven,  twelve  great  grandchildren,  and  two 
brothers. 

For  a  number  of  years  Brother  Hulin  felt  that  the  Lord  had 
called  him  to  the  ministry.  He  hesitated  because  of  his  lack  of  an 
education,  having  been  brought  up  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  The 
call  lingered  and  in  the  fall  of  1907  he  decided  to  yield,  went  up  to 
the  Annual  Conference  and  was  admitted  and  assigned  to  Davidson 
Circuit.  For  13  consecutive  years  he  served  that  charge  to  the  en- 
tire satisfaction  of  the  charge  and  the  Conference.  In  1920,  he  was 
assigned  to  Why  Not  Charge.  This  made  him  pastor  of  Lovejoy, 
his  old  home  church,  where  he  was  received  gladly.  He  served  this 
charge  for  five  years,  and  was  then  assigned  to  Midland  Charge, 
where  he  remained  until  he  was  superannuated  in   1930. 

After  his  superannuation  he  purchased  a  farm  adjacent  to  Love- 
joy  Church,  remodeled  the  house  into  a  beautiful  country  home.  Here 
the  lamp  of  life  went  out,  February  12,   1934. 

We  feel  that  a  great  man  is  fallen  in  Israel.  Great,  not  be- 
cause of  his  literary  attainments,  but  because  he  relied  solely  upon  the 
Holy  Spirit  as  his  Teacher.     After  all,  he  was  educated. 

Near  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  his  father  was  murdered,  and 
his  mother,  with  three  small  boys,  was  left  to  fight  the  battle  of  life 
alone.  This  good  mother  did  her  work  well,  and  her  three  sons  be- 
came men  of  strong  Christian  character.  No  wonder  the  Lord  laid 
his  hand  upon  one  of  them,  and  lifted  him  into  our  ministerial  ranks, 
and  enabled  him  to  become  a  great  revival  preacher.  He  was  called 
of  God  and  was  Spirit-filled.  We  can  still  hear  some  of  the  wonder- 
ful prayers  which  seemed  to  unlock  the  gates  of  heaven  and  bring 
down  the  power  that  made  men  and  women  shout,  and  convicted  and 
converted  sinners. 

For  55  years  he  and  his  wife  lived  together  in  peace  and  love, 
sharing  each  other's  joys  and  sorrows,  but  now  it  is  over  and  she 
abides  alone.  He  has  laid  aside  the  cares  and  turmoils  of  this  life 
for  the  crown  that  was  awaiting  him. 

"Servant  of  God,  well  done. 

Thy  glorious  warfare's  past;

REV.   M.   P.   CHAMBLISS 

Rev.  Manie  Peebles  Chambliss,  son  of  J.  H.  and  Rosa  Chambliss, 
was  born  April  16,  1889,  and  departed  this  life  on  June  20,  1934. 
Brother  Chambliss  was  converted  at  an  early  age,  and  as  he  grew 
to  young  manhood  he  became  active  in  the  local  church,  serving  as 
Sunday  school  superintendent  and  engaging  in  such  other  activities 
as  would  promote  righteousness  in  the  community.  From  his  early 
days  people  thought  of  him  for  the  ministry,  so  consecrated  was  his 
life  and  so  Christ-like  was  his  character.  After  leaving  the  public 
schools  he  spent  one  year  at  Yadkin  Collegiate  Institute,  later  teach- 
ing school  in  his  home  community.  He  took  a  business  course  in 
Greensboro  and  became  a  travelling  salesman.  But  the  call  to  the 
ministry  still  followed  him  and  in  1924  he  entered  the  Westminster 
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Theological  Seminary  where  he  was  graduated  in  1926.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Conference  course  in  1921  and  was  ordained  at  the 
Annual  Conference  held  in  Grace  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in 
Greensboro  in  1926. 

While  a  student  in  the  Seminary  Brother  Chambliss  was  as- 
signed to  the  Vance  Charge  where  he  served  from  1924  to  1928. 
He  also  served  one  year  at  Fountain  Place  and  was  then  sent  to 
Moriah  Charge  where  he  served  very  acceptably  until  the  time  of  his 
death,  this  being  in  his  fifth  year.  He  also  served  Liberty  Church 
one  year  while  he  was  serving  Moriah  Charge. 

As  a  pi'eacher  of  the  Gospel  Brother  Chambliss  reached  the 
hearts  of  his  people.  They  did  not  tire  on  his  preaching  and  he  was 
in  demand  from  year  to  year  to  return  to  the  same  charge.  He 
was  earnest  and  zealous  and  made  good  use  of  the  opportunities  that 
were  his. 

While  Brother  Chambliss  was  a  good  preacher,  he  was  also  a 
good  pastor.  His  people  loved  him.  He  identified  himself  with  the 
people  in  their  problems  and  reached  their  hearts. 

On  the  afternoon  of  June  the  twentieth  he  drove  into  Greens- 
boro, was  suddenly  stricken  while  in  a  business  house  and  died 
without  regaining  consciousness. 

The  surviving  relatives  are  four  brothers,  E.  W.,  W.  J.,  E.  L.  and 
L.  L.  Chambliss  and  three  sisters,  Mrs.  L.  R.  Pearson,  Mrs.  R.  C. 
Weaver  and  Mrs.  R.  O.  Carpenter.

REV.  L.  W.  GERRINGER,  D.D. 

Rev.  William  Lindley  Gerringer,  D.D.,  was  born  at  Elon  Col- 
lege, N.  C,  December  13,  1883.  In  his  youth  he  was  converted,  and 
united  with  the  Fairview  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  He  almost 
immediately  felt  the  call  to  preach,  and  began  his  educational  prepa- 
ration; first  at  Whitsett  Institute,  then  at  Western  Maryland  Col- 
lege, which  he  entered  in  1906.  This  was  followed  by  three  years  at 
Westminster  Theological  Seminary,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1913 
with  the  degree  of  S.  T.  B.  Western  Maryland  College  bestowed  upon 
him  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1927.  In  1932  High  Point  Col- 
lege, in  recognition  of  his  service  to  the  Conference,  conferred  upon 
him  the  honorary  degree  Doctor  of  Divinity.  His  learning  did  not 
make  him  proud;  his  honors  seemed  rather  to  make  him  more  humble, 
and  more  determined,  if  possible,  to  consecrate  his  talents  to  the 
service  of  the  Master. 

Brother  Gerringer  did  supply  work  in  the  Conference  most  of 
the  vacations  while  he  was  a  student  in  college  and  seminary,  enter- 
ing upon  full-time  service  with  his  graduation  from  the  Seminary  in 
May,  1913.  He  was  ordained  at  the  Conference  held  at  High  Point 
in  the  fall  of  that  year.  During  his  ministry  he  served  the  following 
charges:  1913-15,  Oak  Ridge;  1916-18,  Reidsville;  1919-21,  Ashe- 
boro;  1922-23,  Asheville;  1924-26,  Calvary,  Greensboro;  1927-29, 
Burlington,  First  Church;  1930,  Forsyth  Circuit;  at  the  Conference 
of  1931  he  was  assigned  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church  at  Henderson 
and  continued  to  serve  that  church  until,  on  July  31,  1934,  the  Lord 
called  him  to  his  reward. 

One  of  the  happy  events  of  his  life  was  his  marriage  on  Novem- 
ber 22,  1916,  to  Miss  Mary  Oliver.    To  this  union  were  born  four 
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children:  Mary  Frances,  L.  W.  Jr.,  Sara  Lou  and  William  Oliver. 
These  with  the  mother  survive. 

Brother  Gerringer  ranked  as  one  of  our  best  preachers.  He  was 
sound  in  his  scholarship,  fearless  in  his  convictions,  conscientious  in 
his  work,  deeply  spiritual  in  his  life.  His  earnestness  sometimes  led 
people  to  think  him  severe  in  his  denunciation  of  wi-ong,  but  those 
who  knew  him  best  honored  him  for  his  zeal  for  righteousness,  and 
his  fearless  advocacy  of  the  truth  as  he  saw  it. 

Those  who  had  the  privilege  of  his  friendship  found  him  to  be 
one  of  the  most  companionable  of  men.  He  rejoiced  in  the  fellow- 
ship of  his  brethren  in  the  ministry,  and  was  always  interested  in 
their  work. 

As  a  pastor  he  was  constantly  busy  with  the  work  of  his  parish. 
He  was  sympathetic  with  those  who  were  in  sorrow,  concerned  about 
those  who  were  in  distress.  As  a  preacher,  he  was  eloquent  and 
forceful.  And  in  both  phases  of  his  ministry  he  eianced  always  a 
desire  for  the  salvation  of  the  lost.  It  was  his  desire  to  preach  Christ 
and  to  live  the  Christ-like  life  so  that  those  who  heard  him  and  those 
who  met  him  would  be  won  to  his  Master  and  to  the  Kingdom. 

Following  a  brief  service  in  the  church  at  Henderson,  his  body 
was  brought  to  Kernersville  where  the  final  service  was  held  in 
our  church  at  that  place.  The  President  of  the  Conference,  Rev. 
R.  M.  Andrews,  D.D.,  was  in  charge,  assisted  by  two  members  of  Con- 
ference, long-time  friends  of  the  deceased.  A  large  attendance  of 
those  whom  he  had  served  in  his  pastorates  and  of  members  of  the 
Conference,  attested  to  the  esteem  to  which  he  was  held. 

He  is  missed  among  us,  and  will  be  held  in  aff"ectionate  memory 
by  those  who  knew  him,  and  knowing,  loved.

REV.  J.  F.  McCULLOCH,  D.D. 

Some  poet  has  said, 

"We  live  in  deeds,  not  words; 

In  actions,  not  in  figures   on   a   dial." 

Of  no  once  can  it  be  said  more  truly  than  of  Dr.  McCulloch.  But 
perhaps  there  are  some  figures  on  the  dial  of  his  life  that  we  need  to 
record.  He  was  born  in  Guilford  County,  N.  C,  on  June  24,  1856,  the 
son  of  Joseph  D.  and  Sara  Julian  McCulloch.  He  passed  from 
labor  to  reward  in  Greensboro,  N.  C,  on  October  1,  1934.  In  between 
these  more  than  seventy-eight  years  the  face  of  the  dial  records  his 
years  as  a  student  at  Adrian  College,  at  Johns  Hopkins,  and  Clark 
Universities;  as  teacher  at  the  University  of  Michigan  and  at  Adrian; 
as  college  president,  professor,  pastor,  and  editor. 

While  at  Adrian  College  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss 
Elizabeth  Barrow,  who  had  been  a  student  with  him  in  that  insti- 
tution. To  this  union  were  born  two  sons,  Leon,  and  Warren,  and 
one  daughter,  Mary  C.  Mrs.  McCulloch  preceded  her  husband  in 
death  by  some  years. 

But  this  pap-er  is  not  so  much  a  record  of  events  upon  a  dial 
as  it  is  an  appreciation  of  a  life. 

That  life  centered  in  one  supreme  purpose — the  building  of  a 
college  for  the  members  of  his  own  denomination  in  his  own  state. 
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Toward  that  goal  he  bent  the  energies  of  forty  years.  A  man  of 
few  words  and  of  suppressed  emotions,  he  must  nevertheless  have 
been  supremely  happy  when  ten  years  ago  this  spring,  he  saw  the 
results  of  his  labors  materialize  in  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of 
Roberts  Hall,  the  first  unit  of  High  Point  College.  And  he  must 
have  looked  with  intense  satisfaction  upon  the  other  buildings  of  the 
college  group  as  they  took  form  and  shape. 

The  means  to  the  realization  of  that  result,  was,  as  we  are  all 
aware,  the  church  paper,  which  for  forty  years  he  edited,  and  for 
thirty-six  years  printed  and  published  as  well  as  edited.  The  labor 
and  sacrifice  which  entered  into  the  effort  to  give  the  Conference  a 
paper  that  would  carry  the  challenge  to  build  a  college  into  the 
homes  of  the  Conference,  that  would  give  those  who  read  it  a  vision 
of  the  need;  the  indifference  and  the  long  delay, — who  can  enter  into 
the  heart  of  the  man  to  see  and  understand. 

But  the  paper  continues  and  the  College  lives!  Out  of  the 
one  came  the  other.  And  it  came  because  one  man  at  least  would 
not  give  up. 

But  along  wth  that  came  other  things,  things  of  which,  perhaps, 
Dr.  McCulloch  did  not  dream.  The  Children's  Home,  a  sense  of 
solidarity,  a  denominational  consciousness.  What  might  have  hap- 
pened to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  Noi'th  Carolina  but  for 
the  dogged  persistence  of  Dr.  McCulloch,  no  man  is  prophet  enough 
to  say.  We  can  well  believe  that  the  story  might  have  been  different 
if  this  man  whose  memory  we  honor  today  had  chosen  to  be  a  Col- 
lege Professor  rather  than  the  Editor  of  a  church  paper.  He  might 
have  been  famous  as  a  mathematican;  he  chose  rather  the  life  of  an 
obscure  editor.  "If  a  grain  of  wheat  falleth  into  the  ground  and  die 
it  bringeth  forth  much  fruit." 

The  limits  of  time  and  space  forbid  an  extended  and  more 
worthy  tribute.  We  have  said  a  word  about  his  work.  It  remains  to 
say  a  word  about  his  life. 

He  lived  alone.  Others  were  about  him,  but  he  lived  to  him- 
self— within  himself.  Few  got  close  to  him,  and  because  of  that  he 
and  they  missed  a  great  deal.  Yet  there  were  times  when  he  revealed 
the  man  that  was  within ;  and  it  was  a  revelation  of  one  who  was  pure 
in  motive,  noble  in  soul. 

Dr.  McCulloch  was  a  man  of  deep  conviction  and  of  determined 
purpose.  What  he  set  his  head  and  his  hand  to  do  might  not  seem 
to  others  the  part  of  wisdom.  But  what  they  thought  made  little 
difference  in  his  attitudes  or  actions.  The  way  he  set  out  to  go  was 
the  way  he  would  go.  Those  who  differed  with  him  might  despair 
of  his  opposition;  they  could  not  help  but  admire  his  determination. 

He  has  gone  in  body.  His  spirit  lives  on  in  the  paper  he  founded; 
in  the  College  he  more  than  any  man  helped  to  establish.  We  honor 
him  today  for  what  he  was,  for  what  he  did. 

A  prince  and  a  mighty  man  hath  fallen  in  Israel. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  3,  1934,  they  bore  his  body 
into  Calvary  Church,  Greensboro,  for  the  funeral  service.  The  pas- 
tor of  the  church.  Dr.  J.  E.  Pritchard;  the  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence, Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews;  his  friend  of  many  years.  Dr.  S.  K.  Spahr, 
spoke  words  of  tribute  and  sympathy,  while  a  great  company  sat  to- 
gether in  the  service.  And  then  they  took  his  body  down  the  road  to 
Tabernacle  Church,  the  church  of  his  childhood,  to  lay  it  there  in 
the  city  of  the  dead,  among  those  who  had  known  him  in  his  boy- 
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hood,  his  youth,  his  manhood.    Through  the  years  we  shall  go  there, 
stand  by  his  grave,  and  thank  God  for  such  a  man  as  this.

In  the  early  morning  hours  of  February  18,  1934,  one  of  the 
choice  spirits  of  earth  slipped  away  and  went  to  join  the  loved  ones 
in  the  spirit  land,  where  they  shall  behold  His  face  and  in  whose 
presence  there  is  fullness  of  joy,  in  the  person  of  Mrs.  Laura  Wood 
Swain,  widow  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Swain,  D.D. 

Born  into  that  culture  and  refinement  which  has  always  been 
characteristic  of  the  best  families  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  State, 
her  life  never  lost  its  charm  and  graciousness.  Her  girlhood  days 
were  spent  near  La  Grange,  N.  C.,  but  in  1890  she  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Rev.  W.  E.  Swain  and  from  that  time  until  her  husband 
retired  from  the  active  work  of  the  ministry,  she  readily  adjusted 
herself  to  the  life  of  the  itinerant  minister.  Whether  as  the  wife  of 
the  circuit  rider  or  the  wife  of  the  President  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence, she  was  the  same  big  hearted  friend  and  neighbor,  and  made 
friends  whei-ever  she  went.  Whether  the  house  she  lived  in  was  large 
or  small,  well  built  or  poorly  built,  it  was  home  to  her  and  soon  after 
the  day  she  moved  into  it,  it  began  to  take  on  the  appearance  of  a 
real  home. 

While  Mrs.  Swain  was  not  a  Methodist  Protestant  by  birth  and 
early  training,  she  became  one  of  the  best  among  us.  Having  once 
joined  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  with  her  husband,  she  gave 
the  best  of  her  life  to  it.

18,  1934."  But  this  will  tell  only  a  part  of  the  story.  For  the  good 
deeds  she  did,  the  loyalty  she  showed  to  her  church,  the  splendid 
spirit  of  a  true  helpmeet  to  her  husband,  the  love  of  a  good  mother, 
her  influence  over  those  of  her  household,  cannot  be  put  on  marble, 
but  these  things  are  written  in  the  book  of  life  which  is  kept  in  the 
paradise  of  God. 

She  is  survived  by  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  James  W..  Swain 
of  Greensboro,  and  John  P.  Swain  of  Raleigh,  and  Mrs.  Vernon  F. 
Moss  of  Wilson  N.  C;  one  brother,  D.  W.  Wood  of  LaGrange,  and 
one  sister,  Mrs.  R.  E.  Beaman  of  Wilson,  and  by  a  large  number  of 
friends  whose  lives  are  richer  because  she  lived  and  sad  because  she 
has  gone  away.

It  does  most  to  glorify  God  for  it  does  most  to  preserve  and 
enrich  society.  The  religious  life  must  be  preserved  and  developed 
in  the  home,  if  this  is  to  be  done  at  all,  and  without  this  there  can  be 
no  healthy  morality. 

But  her  service  did  not  end  within  the  confines  of  the  home. 
It  reached  on  into  the  local  church.  Here  again  the  one  who  knew 
her  best  has  borne  this  testimony:  "As  a  worker  in  the  church  she 
was  earnest  and  faithful.  Her  life  seems  to  have  been  a  prayer  in 
harmony  with  the  words  of  the  poet  who  said,  "Take  my  life  and  let 
it  be  consecrated,  Lord,  to  thee!"  And  now  she  has  lived  her  life. 
Her  work  is  done.  She  has  gone  to  her  heavenly  home.  Her  reward 
is  complete.  Her  security  is  perfect.  Her  peace  passeth  all  under- 
standing. Her  glory  is  the  perfection  of  life.  She  is  beyond  our 
reach.  We  can  render  her  no  service.  She  needs  nothing  from  this 
side  the  river.  True,  we  may  enumerate  her  virtues.  We  may  com- 
mend them  to  others  and  to  ourselves.  We  may  emulate  her  example. 
When  we  choose  we  may  place  flowers  upon  her  grave.  But  all  this 
is  a  service  we  render  to  ourselves.  She  is  independent  of  us,  of 
this  we  are  sure.  But  it  is  not  so  clear  that  we  are  independent  of 
her.  She  is  now  a  holy  angel.  She  cannot  be  far  away,  for  where 
the  material  ends  there  the  spiritual  begins.  The  holy  angels  are 
God's  ministering  spirits  to  earth.  Who  can  say  she  is  not  one  of 
the  company  of  angels  that  watch  round  about  the  loved  ones  left 
behind.  Her  body  lies  in  Center  Cemetery.  She  is  happy  in  the  ser- 
vice of  God  in  His  kingdom  triumphant.

Eleanor  Coe  McCulloch,  daughter  of  the  late  Wesley  A.  and 
Martitia  Wood  Coe,  and  beloved  wife  of  Rev.  T,  F.  McCulloch,  was 
born  near  Greensboro,  N.  C,  August  1,  1853,  and  departed  this  life 
at  her  home  in  Greensboro,  N.  C,  on  October  31,  1934,  having  passed 
her  eighty-first  birthday. 

In  November,  1873,  she  was  united  in  marriage  with  Rev.  T.  F. 
McCulloch,  which  happy  relationship  continued  for  sixty-one  years. 

Mrs.  McCulloch  was  born  into  a  Methodist  Protestant  Home,  her 
people  being  among  the  founders  of  the  church.  Being  brought  up 
to  love  the  church,  it  was  not  difficult  for  her  to  adjust  herself  to 
the  life  of  an  itinerant  minister.  This  fact  helped  her  tremendously 
in  making  her  a  minister's  wife  that  was  greatly  loved  wherever  she 
lived.     Some  people  have  the  happy  faculty  of  making  friends,  but 
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do  not  always  hold  them.  She  both  made  friends  and  retained  them. 
One  of  the  most  eloquent  tributes  to  her  fine  and  useful  life  was  to 
see  the  anxiety  on  the  part  of  those  who  had  known  her  in  other 
places,  during-  her  sickness,  and  to  see  the  tears  which  they  shed 
after  she  passed  away.  Surely  her  life  had  touched  theirs  in  a  way 
that  they  could  not  forget. 

As  a  member  of  Calvary  Church,  she  was  loyal,  devoted  and  de- 
pendable. She  was  a  charter  member  of  the  church  and  had  always 
loved  it  dearly.  She  was  not  a  woman  to  put  herself  forward  in 
seeking  office  or  of  taking  the  lead,  but  she  was  of  the  quiet,  cultured 
type  that  had  good  judgment  as  to  what  was  best  for  the  church,  and 
when  her  mind  was  made  up  as  to  what  was  best  she  was  willing  to 
follow  the  leadership  of  others  in  bringing  this  about.

The  description  which  the  sacred  writer  gives  of  the 
virtuous  woman  as  found  in  the  last  chapter  of  the  book  of  Proverbs 
eminently  fitted  her  life.  Surely  her  husband  could  trust  in  her  and 
her  children  arise  up  and  call  her  blessed. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  November  2nd,  the  funeral  was  held  in 
Calvary  Church  and  was  conducted  by  the  pastor,  assisted  by  Dr. 
R.  M.  Andrews,  President  of  the  Conference,  and  Dr.  J.  D.  Williams, 
who  for  many  years  had  been  a  friend  of  the  family.  And  then,  just 
as  the  sun  was  casting  its  shadows  from  the  west,  near  the  close  of  a 
beautiful  day,  symbolic  of  the  life  she  had  lived,  her  body  was  laid 
to  rest  in  the  cemetery  at  Tabernacle  Methodist  Protestant  Church.

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PROCEEDINGS 


The  One  Hundred  and  Eighth  Session  of  the  North  Carolina 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  was  held  in 
the  Fii'st  Church,  Henderson,  Rev.  Luther  R.  Medlin,  pastor;  begin- 
ning- at  10.00  A.  M.,  on  Wednesday,  November  6,  1935,  the  President, 
Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.D.,  being  in  the  chair.  The  President  con- 
ducted the  devotional  service,  after  the  calling  of  the  roll,  using  the 
new  Methodist  Hymnal  for  the  responsive  reading  and  the  hymns. 
Rev.  G.  W.  Holmes  led  in  the  praj/er.  The  Scripture  lesson  was 
found  in  the  3rd  chapter  of  Colossians,  the  first  17  verses. 

The  devotional  service  was  followed  by  the  Conference  ser- 
mon, which  was  preached  by  Rev.  T.  Glenn  Madison.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  sermon,  Conference  entered  into  the  observance  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  which  was  in  charge  of  the  President,  assisted  by  N. 
G.  Bethea,  H.  F.  Surratt  and  G.  H.  Hendry. 

A  short  business  session  followed,  during  which  the  following 
business  was  transacted:  The  Conference  program  was  presented 
by  the  Secretary,  with  the  statement  that  the  printed  copies  were 
being  donated  to  the  Conference  by  McCulloch  and  Swain  as  an  ex- 
pression of  appreciation  for  the  effort  the  Conference  is  making  in 
securing  the  McCulloch  Memorial  Fund.  The  progi-am  was  distri- 
buted, and  on  motion  adopted,  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be 
necessary. 

A  partial  report  of  the  Conference  Faculty  was  submitted,  re- 
commending the  election  to  membership  in  this  Conference  of  Rev. 
W.  L.  Harkey,  formerly  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  Church.  A  motion 
prevailed  that  the  new  church  at  Danville  be  received.  The  delegate 
from  Danville,  Mr.  Ira  Elliott,  and  the  pastor,  Rev.  C.  P.  Morris,  and 
Rev.  W.  L.  Harkey,  were  introduced  to  Conference. 

On  motion  Brother  T.  G.  Madison  was  asked  to  furnish  a  copy 
of  his  sermon  for  publication  in  the  Herald. 

It  was  announced  that  a  basket  of  flowers  in  the  Conference 
room  had  been  sent  by  the  ladies  of  Whitakers  Chapel,  the  church  in 
which  the  first  Methodist  Protectant  Annual  Conference  was  held. 

On  motion  the  bar  of  Conference  was  fixed  to  include  the  entire 
auditorium  of  the  church.  A  motion  prevailed  to  give  the  President 
of  the  General  Conference  the  time  immediately  following  the  read- 
ing of  the  President's  Message,  for  his  ofl[icial  message. 

After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  the  President  of  the  Conference 
pronounced  the  benediction,  and  Conference  stood  adjourned  until 
1.30  this  afternoon. 

Wednesday  Afternoon 

1:30.  An  old-fashioned  .song  service  was  entered  into,  in  charge 
of  Rev.  A.  L.  Hunter,  one  of  the  superannuated  ministers  of  this 
Conference.     Prayer  was  offered  by  J.  D.  Williams. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Broomfield,  President  of  the  General  Conference,  Rev. 
J.  W.  Frank,  formerly  a  minister  of  this  Conference,  but  now  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  a  missionary  on  furlough 
from  Japan,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Merritt,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  were  introduced  to  Conference. 
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On  motion  the  time  for  the  order  of  the  day,  the  reading  of  the 
President's  Message,  was  advanced  five  minutes,  and  he  began  the 
reading  of  his  report,  the  Conference  Secretary  being  in  the  chair. 
On  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  President's  Message,  and,  on  motion,  the  President's  official 
character  passed. 

The  President  of  the  General  Conference  was  then  introduced, 
and  gave  his  official  message. 

At  3:15  Conference  entered  upon  the  order  of  the  day,  the  elec- 
tion of  officers.  The  President  appointed  the  following  tellers :  R. 
S.  Troxler,  J.  T.  Bowman,  E.  A.  Bingham,  and  G.  L.  Curry.  Ballots 
were  distributed  for  the  election  of  President.  The  ballot  was 
counted  and  it  was  found  that  R.  M.  Andrews,  having  received  a 
majority  of  votes,  was  elected.  On  motion  the  election  was  made 
unanimous. 

On  motion  the  Assistant  Secretary  was  authorized  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  of  Conference  for  C.  W.  Bates  for  Secretary.  This 
was  done,  and  he  was  declared  elected.  The  other  officers  were 
elected  by  acclamation,  and  are  as  follows:  Treasurer — J.  H.  Allen; 
Statistical  Secretary — E.  G.  Cowan;  Reporter — J.  L.  Trollinger; 
Keeper  of  Records — P.  S.  Kennett;  Historian — J.  E.  Carroll.  The 
Secretary  was  given  permission  to  name  his  assistant,  which  he  did 
in  the  person  of  F.  W.  Paschall. 

A  ballot  was  distributed  for  the  election  of  lay  members  of  the 
Stationing  Committee.  The  first  ballot  resulted  in  no  election.  On 
the  second  ballot,  L.  R.  Gooch,  having  received  a  majority,  was  de- 
clared elected.  On  motion  of  J.  N.  Wills,  the  election  was  made 
unanimous. 

Nominations  from  the  floor  were  made  for  the  Committee  on 
Appeals.  The  Committee  is  as  follows:  Ministers — G.  W.  Holmes, 
N.  G.  Bethea,  A.  L.  Hunter;  Laymen— J.  N.  Wills,  A.  L.  Hill,  T.  F. 
Humphreys.  The  Standing  District  Committee  was  elected  in  like 
manner,  and  is  as  follows:  Ministers — J.  R.  Hutton,  A.  L.  Hunter, 
R.  S.  Troxler;  Laymen— H.  M.  Scott,  P.  P.  Richard,  L.  M.  Foust. 
Conference  adjourned  until  7:30. 

Wednesday  Night 

7:30.  The  President  of  the  General  Conference,  Rev.  J.  C. 
Broomfield,  D.D.,  of  Pittsburgh,   preached  the   sermon  at  this   hour. 

THURSDAY,  NOVEMBER  7 

9:00.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  the  roll  was  called.  The 
first  of  a  series  of  devotional  addresses  was  given  by  Dr.  T.  M. 
Johnson.  The  subject  of  this  address  was,  "Jesus  and  His  Father 
and  Our  Father."  This  was  followed  by  the  reading  and  correction 
of  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions. 

The  President  referred  to  a  letter  received  from  Capt.  A.  M. 
Rankin,  written  by  his  wife,  bringing  news  of  the  recovery  of  his 
sight.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  Capt.  Rankin.  The 
Secretary  was  also  instructed  to  write  the  following:  G.  F.  Milla- 
way,  W.  T.  Totten,  W.  M.  Pike,  and  W.  F.  Kennett,  superannuated 
ministers  of  this  Conference;  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon,  Superintendent  of 
the  Children's  Home,  and  Rev.  W.  M.  Loy.  All  of  these  expressed 
their  regret  that  they  could  not  be  present  at  this  session  of  Con- 
ference. 
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The  following  were  introduced  to  Conference:  Rev.  Geo.  W. 
Haddaway,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  Rev.  Crates 
S.  Johnson,  D.D.,  Editor  of  our  Sunday  school  publications;  Rev.  J. 
A.  Dailey,  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  Middle- 
burg. 

The  Secretary  read  letters  from  the  following :  Rev.  A.  G.  Dix- 
on, D.D.,  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Home;  Rev.  F.  G.  Hollo- 
way,  D.D.,  President  of  the  Westminster  Theological  Seminary;  Rev. 
J.  S.  Williams,  D.D.,  Chaplain  of  the  Mission  of  the  Good  Samaritan, 
Asheville;  Rev.  W.  F.  McDowell,  a  supernumerary,  and  Rev.  W.  T. 
Totten,  a  superannuated  minister  of  this  Conference.  These  all  ex- 
pressed regret  that  they  could  not  be  with  us. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  made  a  motion  concerning  a 
method  of  paying  for  the  Conference  Journals.  Because  of  the  hour 
of  the  day,  action  on  the  motion  was  deferred.  Rev.  Mr.  Hale,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Cliurch,  this  city,  was  introduced. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  10:00  was  the  submission  of  pastors' 
reports.  The  roll  of  charges  was  called,  and  the  pastors  submitted 
their  reports  to  the  proper  officers. 

Following  the  submission  of  reports,  the  matter  of  paying  for 
the  Journals  was  taken  up.  After  some  discussion  the  matter  was 
referred  to  a  special  committee  composed  of  S.  W.  Taylor,  Geo.  R. 
Brown,  B.  M.  Williams,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  read  a  letter  and  resolutions 
from  certain  brethren  m  the  South  Carolina  Conference,  asking 
that  the  Conference  be  received  into  this  Conference.  Several  of 
the  brethren  spoke  to  the  matter.  On  motion  the  President  was 
asked  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  Five  to  consider  the  matter  and  re- 
port at  this  session.  The  Committee  is  as  follows:  J.  C.  Auman, 
G.  R.  Brown,  S.  W.  Taylor,  J.  R.  Anderson,  O.  B.  Williams. 

F.  W.  Paschall  read  the  constitution  of  the  proposed  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  After  some  discussion,  the  Confer- 
ence voted  to  adopt  the  Constitution,  which  carries  with  it  member- 
ship in  the  Council,  and  entitles  the  Conference  to  three  repre- 
sentatives. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  vacancies  on  the  Boundary  Committee 
be  filled  immediately  so  the  Committee  can  have  a  meeting.  The  fol- 
lowing were  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies :  G.  L.  Curry,  L.  L.  Wrenn, 
C.  L.  Berrier. 

Dr.  C.  R.  Hinshaw,  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  Conference  was  introduced.  After  committee  announce- 
ments  Conference   adjourned   until    1:30. 

Thursday  Afternoon 

1:30.  Conference  engaged  in  a  song  service  in  charge  of  A.  L. 
Hunter.  Following  this  Dr.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  Editor  of  our  Sunday 
school  periodicals,  was  introduced  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  President  of  the  Woman's  Work  of  the  de- 
nomination, and  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  Woman's  Work, 
was  introduced. 

The  representatives  from  this  Conference  on  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  were  elected  as  follows:  P.  E.  Lindley,  F.  W. 
Paschall,  N.  G.  Bethea. 

Following  announcements,  Conference  adjourned  for  Committee 
work. 
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Thursday   Night 

7:30.  The  evening  service  was  devoted  to  a  consideration  of 
the  missionary  interests  and  was  in  charge  of  the  North  Carolina 
Branch  of  Woman's  Work,  the  President,  Mrs.  W.  C.  Hammer,  pi-e- 
siding.  The  first  pai't  of  the  program  consisted  in  the  presentation 
of  "Rays  of  Information  from  the  Woman's  Work."  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  an  address  by  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Haddaway,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions.  An  offering  for  the  India  work  was  taken,  which 
amounted  to  §25.00. 

FRIDAY,  NOVEMBER  8 

9:00.  The  Secretary  called  the  Conference  roll,  following  which 
Dr.  Johnson  gave  the  second  in  the  series  of  devotional  addresses. 
The  subject  of  this  address  was,  "Jesus  and  the  Home." 

After  the  devotional  service  the  Minutes  were  read  and  cor- 
rected. The  following  were  introduced  to  Conference:  Chas.  Reiner, 
Jr.,  Agent  of  our  Baltimore  Book  Concern;  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs,  Associ- 
ate Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education;  Rev.  C.  E.  Forlines,  D.D., 
Professor  in  Westminster  Theological  Seminary;  Rev.  F.  W.  Steph- 
enson, D.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education;  and  Rev.  G.  I. 
Humphreys,  D.D.,  President  of  the  High  Point  College. 

The  Conference  voted  to  hear  and  receive  the  report  of  Mrs. 
Geo.  R.  Brown,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina 
Branch  of  Woman's  Work,  which  she  then  read.      (Report  B) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  (Report  C),  and 
of  the  Committee  on  Rural  Church,  (Report  D),  were  read  and  on 
motion  adopted. 

The  order  of  the  day  for  10:00  was  a  meeting  in  the  interest 
of  High  Point  College.  The  President  of  the  College,  Rev.  G.  I. 
Humphreys,  D.D.,  was  introduced,  and  took  charge  of  the  meeting. 
Rev.  N.  M.  Harrison,  Promotional  Secretary  of  the  College,  was  in- 
troduced, and  addressed  the  Conference.  Dr.  Humphreys  then  called 
to  the  front  the  graduates  and  students  of  the  College  who  are  serv- 
ing charges  in  the  Conference.  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane,  one  of  the 
Committee  of  Ten,  was  introduced  and  spoke  to  the  Conference.  Dr. 
Humphreys  concluded  the  meeting  by  the  reading  of  his  report. 
(Report   E) 

Following  the  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  College  was  one  in 
the  interest  of  the  Children's  Home.  The  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence was  in  charge.  In  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Home,  Dr.  A.  C.  Dixon,  who  is  detained  by  illness,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  read  the  Superintendent's  report.  (Report  F)  Dr. 
C.  K.  Proctor,  superintendent  of  the  Oxford  Orphanage  was  then  in- 
troduced and  addressed  the  Conference.  Following  the  address  Con- 
ference adjourned  with  prayer  by  J.  B.  Trogdon. 

Friday  Afternoon 

1:30.  The  song  service  was  in  charge  of  A.  L.  Hunter.  On 
motion  the  order  of  the  day  was  deferred  to  hear  Dr.  Forlines.  He 
then  addressed  the  Conference  on  the  work  of  the  Seminary. 

Conference  voted  to  convey  its  greetings  to  Mr.  G.  B.  Harris, 
an  honored  member  of  the  Conference  Church,  on  his  84th  birthday, 
and  appointed  the  following  brethren  to  convey  the  message:     J.  D. 
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Williams,  J.   N.   Wills,   S.   W.   Taylor,  and   G.   L.   Curry.     The   Con- 
ference stood  as  a  mark  of  respect. 

It  was  the  order  of  the  day  at  2:00  for  the  election  of  repre- 
sentatives to  the  General  Conference.  The  President  appointed  the 
following  tellers:  J.  C.  Auman,  R.  C.  Stubbins,  T.  G.  Madison,  and 
J.  E.  Carroll. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Hill  and  his  delegate,  and  Mrs.  J.  S.  Moore,  delegate 
from   Reidsville,  were  excused  from  further  attendance. 

The  Secretary  was  asked  to  read  a  letter  from  the  Citizen's 
Bank,  this  city,  extending  congratulations  to  Mr.  Geo.  B.  Harris. 
The  Conference  voted  to  extend  thanks  to  Mr.  W.  A.  Hunt,  the 
writer  of  the  letter. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation  was 
read,  and  on  motion,  adopted.      (Report   G) 

It  was  voted  that  the  order  of  the  day  from  10:30  to  11:00  Sat- 
urday be  a  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Religious  Education,  and  that  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs  be  heard  at  that 
time. 

Dr.  T.  C.  Amick,  a  professor  in  the  Louisburg  College,  was 
introduced. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Music  was  read  and 
adopted.  (Report  H)  The  i^ecommendations  in  the  report  of  the 
President  of  High  Point  College,  were  taken  up.  Item  one  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Stationing  Committee.  The  other  recommendations 
were  adopted  without  change.      (See  Report  E) 

Mr.  S.  R.  Harris,  an  honored  member  of  this  Church,  was  made 
an  honorary  member  of  this  Conference,  and  was  given  the  privilege 
of  presenting  a  matter.  It  was  in  regard  to  a  gavel  which  is  to  be 
given  to  the  local  Masonic  Lodge,  the  gift  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Frank,  and 
which  is  being  loaned  to  this  Conference  for  use  in  the  session  here. 
The  President  accepted  the  loan  in  behalf  of  the  Conference. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Oak  Ridge  Property  was 
submitted,  and  on  motion  adopted.  (Report  I)  On  motion  the  same 
committee  was  continued.  And,  on  separate  motion,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  give  the  committee  a  letter  of  authority. 

Mr.  Geo.  B.  Harris  was  introduced  to  the  Conference  by  the 
Committee  which  had  been  appointed  to  convey  our  greetings. 

The  tellers  not  being  able  to  report  the  result  of  the  ballot  for 
representatives.  Conference  took  recess  until  4:30.  At  that  hour, 
still  not  being  ready.  Conference  voted  to  adjourn  until  7:'"'0,  at 
which  time  the  tellers  would  report,  and  another  ballot  be  taken. 

Friday   Night 

7:30.  Additional  tellers  were  named  as  follows:  H.  F.  Sur- 
ratt,  R.  A.   Hunter,  Edward   Suits,   K.   G.   Holt. 

The  meeting  was  then  turned  over  to  a  service  in  the  interest 
of  the  Laymen's  Fellowship,  with  Mr.  Henry  Powell,  of  this  city,  in 
charge. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting,  the  tellers  reported  the  election 
of  nine  ministerial  representatives  as  follows:  C.  W.  Bates,  F.  W. 
Paschall,  R.  M.  Andrews,  Geo.  R.  Brown,  J.  E.  Pritchard,  S.  W. 
Taylor,  T.  M.  Johnson,  P.  E.  Lindley,  J.  D.  Williams.  They  an- 
nounced that  the  ballot  for  laymen  had  not  yet  been  canvassed.  It 
was  voted  that  Conference  cast  another  ballot  for  ministers. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pulpit  Supply,  giving  assign- 
ments of  ministers  to  the  various  churches  of  the  city  for  the  Sunday 
service,  was  read. 

C(Viference  adjourned  following  the  benediction  which  was  pro- 
nounced by  Edward  Suits. 

SATURDAY,  NOVEMBER  9 

9:30.  The  Conference  roll  was  called.  This  was  followed  by 
the  third  in  the  series  of  devotional  addresses  by  Dr.  Johnson,  the 
subject  being,  "Jesus  and  Childhood." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  devotional  service,  it  was  voted  that 
the  order  of  the  day  be  moved  up,  and  that  Conference  hear  the 
I'eading  of  the  minutes.     These  were  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

The  tellers  brought  in  a  report  announcing  the  election  of  four 
laymen,  and  two  ministers,  as  follows:  Laymen:  J.  N.  Wills,  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Hammer,  Dr.  W.  C.  Goley  ,C.  C.  Robbins.  Ministers:  J.  E. 
Carroll,  C.  E.  Forlines.  Ballots  were  distributed  for  another  vote, 
which  was  taken,  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Pritchard,  Editor,  was  in  charge  of  a  meeting  in  the 
interest  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  The  order  of  the  day, 
the  consideration  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion, was  deferred  in  order  that  the  report  of  the  Editor  might  be 
considered.  The  report  of  the  Editor  and  Business  Manager  was 
adopted.  (Report  J)  Conference  stood  in  appreciation  of  Dr.  Prit- 
chard's  services,  and  in  appreciation  of  Calvary  Church,  of  which  he 
is  pastor,  for  their  willingness  to  lend  his  services  to  the  paper. 

The  report  of  the  Herald  Committee  was  read,  and  on  motion 
adopted.  (Report  K)  C.  W.  Bates,  Chairman  of  the  McCulloch 
Memorial  Fund,  submitted  his  report,  which  was  adopted.  (Report 
L)  The  certificates  of  the  Memorial  Fund  were  distributed  to  those 
churches  which  have  raised  their  apportionment  in  full. 

Rev.  Mr.  Eubanks,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
this  city,  was  introduced. 

Rev.  T.  M.  Johnson,  Rev.  C.  L.  Spencer,  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Auman, 
spoke  in  the  interest  of  the  Herald. 

A  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference 
Council  of  Religious  Education,  followed  the  consideration  of  the 
Herald.  T.  J.  Whitehead,  President  of  the  Council,  presided  and 
read  his  report.  The  report  was  adopted.  (Report  M)  Rev.  F.  L. 
Gibbs,  Associate  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  then 
addressed  the   Conference. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  was  read,  and 
adopted.      (Report  N) 

Mr.  Bridges,  an  attorney  of  this  city,  was  introduced  to  the  Con- 
ference, and  made  some  remarks,  particularly  with  reference  to  the 
liquor  question. 

N.  M.  Harrison,  Chairman  of  a  special  committee  to  consider 
the  question  of  group  insurance,  made  a  report.  It  was  moved  that 
the  consideration  of  the  report  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  after 
1:45  this  afternoon. 

Mr.  Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  Agent  of  the  Baltimore  Book  Concern, 
addressed  the  Conference.  Following  the  address.  Conference  ad- 
journed for  lunch. 
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Saturday  Afternoon 

1:30.  In  the  absence  of  A.  L.  Hunter,  the  song  service  was  in 
charge  of  N.  G.  Bethea.  E.  F.  Caudle,  delegate  from  Calvary, 
Greensboro,  and  L.  M.  Foust,  delegate  from  West  End,  Greensboro, 
were  excused  from  further  attendance. 

The  tellers  submitted  a  report  showing  that  two  laymen  were 
elected,  namely  J.  H.  Allen  and  J.  G.  Rogers.  Another  vote  was 
taken  and  the  tellers  retired.  F.  L.  Gibbs  was  excused  from  further 
attendance. 

T.  M.  Johnson  was  in  the  chair.  The  Editor  of  the  Herald  re- 
quested that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  audit  his  books.  The  fol- 
lowing were  appointed:     J.  N.  Wills,  J.  R.  Hutton,  E.  W.  Teague. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  read  a  memorial  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  concerning  the  time  for  holding  the  election  of  rep- 
resentatives to  the  General  Conference.  It  was  adopted.  (See  Me- 
morials.) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance  was  taken  up. 
On  motion  Conference  voted  to  approve  the  Blanket  Policy;  that 
the  same  committee  be  continued,  make  a  canvass  and  see  if  fifty 
ministers  could  be  secured  to  go  in  to  it.  An  amendment  was  off"ered 
that  the  difference  between  the  actual  cost  and  $10.00,  which  is  the 
amount  of  the  premium,  be  set  aside  for  those  ministers  who  cannot 
get  in  on  the  insurance.  The  amendment  carried  and  the  report  as 
amended  was  adopted.      (Report  0) 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  submitted  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee.  On  motion  the  report  was  adopted.  (Re- 
port P)  H.  F.  Surratt,  Chairman,  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  President's  Message.  (Report  Q)  Conference  voted  to  consider 
the  recommendations  by  items.  Consideration  was  suspended  to 
hear  a  report  from  the  tellers.  Two  ministers,  J.  C.  Auman  and  N. 
G.  Bethea,  were  reported  elected.     Another  ballot  was  cast. 

Rev.  Isaac  Hughes,  Rector  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  Rev.  J.  M.  Culbreth,  pastor  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  were  introduced  to  Conference. 

The  Conference  began  the  consideration  of  the  President's  Mes- 
sage. And  was  again  interrupted  by  a  report  from  the  tellers.  They 
announced  the  election  of  two  ministers,  H,  F.  Surratt  and  R.  A. 
Hunter;  and  three  laymen,  Capt.  A.  M.  Rankin,  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane, 
L.  R.  Gooch.     Another  vote  was  taken. 

The  President's  Message  was  again  under  consideration.  A 
committee  composed  of  J.  E.  Pritchard,  S.  W.  Taylor,  H.  F.  Surratt, 
C.  W.  Bates,  and  F.  W.  Paschall,  was  appointed  to  consider  one  of 
the  items  of  the  President's  Message.  (That  referring  to  the  per- 
centage of  pastors'  salaries  to  be  applied  to  the  Permanent  Fund.) 
Item  one  was  rewritten.  After  some  further  discussion  of  the  amend- 
ments, the  recommendations  were  adopted,  and  the  report  adopted  as 
a  whole.     (Report  Q) 

S.  W.  Taylor,  Chairman,  submitted  a  report  on  a  method  for 
financing  the  Conference  Journal.  After  amendment,  the  report  was 
adopted.     (Report  R) 

A  resolution  concerning  pastors  sueing  for  salaries  was  intro- 
duced by  T.  M.  Johnson.  An  amendment  was  offered  by  C.  W.  Bates. 
After  considerable  discussion  a  motion  prevailed  to  lay  the  resolu- 
tion on  the  table. 
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Another  report  was  received  fx-om  the  tellers,  announcing  the 
result  of  the  ballot  for  representatives.  Three  laymen,  W.  A.  Davies, 
L.  L.  Wrenn,  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson.  This  completes  the  ballot 
for  ministers.  Three  more  laymen  are  to  be  elected.  The  ballot  was 
distributed  for  another  vote. 

Conference  voted  to  adjourn  until  7:30  when  another  vote  would 
be  taken  if  necessary  before  the  regular  program.  The  benediction 
was  pronounced  by  J.  D.  Morris,  and  Conference  stood  adjourned. 

Saturday   Night 

7:30.  Before  the  address  of  the  evening,  a  report  was  received 
from  the  tellers,  and  the  announcement  made  that  all  the  repre- 
sentatives but  one  had  been  elected.  Two  laymen  were  elected  on 
this  ballot:  L.  F.  Ross  and  J.  B.  Hicks.  Another  vote  was  taken 
and  the  tellers  retired.  A  motion  prevailed  that  another  ballot  be 
cast,  if  necessary,  after  the  address  of  the  evening,  and  the  alternate 
representatives  be  elected,  before  adjournment  tonight. 

The  service  was  in  celebration  of  the  400th  anniversary  of  the 
printing  of  the  first  English  Bible.  The  address  of  the  evening  was 
by  Dr.  W.  C.  Cullom,  of  the  Wake  Forest  College  School  of  Religion. 
The  subject  of  the  address  was,  "Two  Great  Dates  in  Christian 
History— 1535  and  1935." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  Conference  voted  to  ask  Dr. 
Cullom  to  furnish  a  copy  of  his  address  to  the  Herald,  the  Editor  to 
use  as  much  of  it  as  possible. 

The  tellers  reported  no  election,  and  another  ballot  was  cast. 
The  delegate  from  Flat  Rock  Charge  was  excused  from  further  at- 
tendance. 

The  final  report  of  the  Conference  Faculty  was  submitted,  carry- 
ing with  it  the  election  to  elders  orders  and  to  membership  in  this 
Conference  of  Brother  E.  A.  Lamb.  The  report  was  adopted.  (Re- 
port S) 

The  report  of  the  Statistical  Secretary  was  submitted,  and  or- 
dered printed  in  the  Journal  without  reading.  (See  Report  T)  The 
report  of  the  Boundary  Committee  was  submitted,  and  adopted  with- 
out change.      (Report  U) 

The  tellers  reported  the  election  of  the  remaining  lay  repre- 
sentative in  the  person  of  J.  M.  Cutchin.  This  completed  the  elec- 
tion of  representatives.  Conference  voted  that  there  should  be  six 
ministerial  and  six  lay  alternates,  to  be  elected  by  acclaimation.  They 
are  as  follows:  Ministerial — H.  F.  Fogleman,  T.  J.  Whitehead,  J. 
L.  Trollinger,  G.  L.  Reynolds,  B.  M.  Williams,  R.  C.  Stubbins.  Lay 
—Mrs.  Geo.  R.  Brown,  Miss  Blanche  Hardee,  C.  G.  Hunter,  M.  A. 
Coble,  T.  B.  Nalley,  W.  L.  Ward.  Conference  adjourned  with  the 
benediction   pronounced  by  Geo.    R.   Brown. 

SUNDAY,  NOVEMBER  10 

11:00.  At  this  hour  the  ordination  sermon  was  preached  by 
Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea,  D.D.  The  subject:  "The  Question  Facing  the 
Ministry  of  Today."     The  text:      Ezekiel   37:3. 

Following  the  sermon  Rev.  Eugene  Andrew  Lamb  was  ordained 
to  the  ministry  in  the  Church  of  God.  The  President  of  the  Confei'-

Williams,  D.D. 

2:30  A  memorial  service,  honoring  the  ministers  and  widows 
of  ministers  who  have  died  during  the  year,  was  held  in  the  Confer- 
ence church  at  2:30.  The  President  of  the  Conference  was  in  charge. 
Obituaries  were  read  as  follows:  For  Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk,  by 
S.  W.  Taylor;  for  Rev.  C.  H.  Whitaker,  by  J.  E.  Pritchard;  for  Mrs. 
I.  I.  York,  by  C.  L.  Grant;  for  Mrs.  J.  H.  Moton,  by  N.  G.  Bethea; 
for  Mrs.  J.  R.  Hutton,  by  J.  E.  Carroll.  A  number  of  the  brethren 
spoke  in  appreciation  of  the  lives  of  the  departed.  An  offering  was 
taken  for  the  superannuates  which  amounted  to  $35.00. 

7:30.  The  evening  service  was  given  over  to  the  Young  People, 
and  was  in  charge  of  the  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Religious  Education,  Rev.  T.  J.  Whitehead.  The  speaker  of  the 
evening  was  Dr.  H.  Shelton  Smith,  of  the  School  of  Religion  of  Duke 
University. 

MONDAY,  NOVEMBER  11 

9:00.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn  the  Conference  roll  was 
called.  Dr.  Johnson  then  gave  the  last  in  the  series  of  devotional 
talks,  the  subject  of  this  address  being,  "Jesus  and  the  Individual." 

The  minutes  of  Saturday's  and  yesterday's  sessions  were  read, 
corrected  and  approved. 

T.  M.  Johnson  was  in  the  chair.  The  following  reports  were 
read  and  adopted:  Superannuated  Fund  Society,  (Report  V);  Con- 
ference Trustees,  (Report  W)  ;  Roberts  Bequest,  (Report  X)  ;  Fuller 
Bequest,   (Report  Y). 

J.  Norman  Wills,  delegate  from  Grace  Church,  Greensboro, 
asked  for  five  minutes  when  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Frater- 
nal Relations  is  presented. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  Dr.  H.  Sheldon  Smith  be  asked  to  give 
a  copy  of  his  address  to  the  Herald  for  publication,  that  he  be  thanked 
for  it,  and  that  Conference  express  approval  and  encourage  him  in 
his  teachings. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  F.  W.  Stephenson  concern- 
ing the  Conference  Reporter,  Brother  J.  L.  Trollinger.  It  was  moved 
that  Conference  use  its  influence  in  having  Brother  Trollinger  made 
Reporter  of  the  General  Conference  which  meets  in  High  Point  this 
coming  May. 

J.  E.  Carroll,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Service, 
read  the  report  of  that  Committee.  (Report  Z)  Certain  items  of 
the  report  were  amended.  It  was  voted  that  only  the  resume  be 
printed  in  the  Journal.  On  separate  motion  the  Committee  was 
thanked  for  the  splendid  report.  The  report  was  endorsed,  and  the 
paper  was  ordered  offered  to  the  newspapers  of  the  State  for 
publication. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  was  submitted  and 
adopted.  (Report  AA)  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal 
Relations  was  read  by  the  Chairman,  J.  P.  Pegg.  (Report  BB)  Mr. 
J.  Norman  Wills  spoke  to  the  report,  particularly  with  reference  to 
the  five  Annual  Conference  sessions  which  have  been  held  in  this 
church,  and  of  the  significant  events  which  took  place  at  some  of 
them.  He  also  spoke  of  some  of  the  outstanding  things  which  the 
local  church  has  done  through  the  years.  Conference  stood  in  silent 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Fletcher  R.  Harris  of  this 
church.     E.  L.  Ballard  sang  a  verse  of  "For  All  the  Saints  Who  from 
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Their  Labors  Rest."     The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Re- 
lations was  adopted.      (Report  BB) 

Conference  stood  in  appi^eciation  of  Dr.  Johnson  and  the  devo- 
tional addresses  he  has  delivered  at  this  session  of  Conference. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  adopted:  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Official  Character,  (Report  DD)  ;  the  report  of  the 
Committee   on   Christian   Education,    (Report   EE). 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  Rev.  J.  W.  Frank  be  made  an 
honorary  member  of  this  Conference,  and  that  he  be  given  five  min- 
utes in  which  to  speak  to  the  Conference.  This  he  did.  Mrs.  Frank 
was  then  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

An  offering  was  taken  for  the  Janitor.  A  motion  prevailed  that 
the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  be  authorized  to  eliminate  duplica- 
tions in  the  pastors'  financial  reports.  S.  W.  Taylor  was  asked  to 
work  with  the  Secretary  in  doing  this. 

The  following  reports  were  submitted  and  adopted  as  read:  Com- 
mittee on  the  South  Carolina  Conference  request,  (Report  FF)  ;  Com- 
mittee on  Stewardship,  (Report  GG)  ;  Committee  on  Parsonages, 
(Report  HH)  ;   Committee  on  Pastoral  Work,    (Report  II). 

A  memorial  was  adopted  asking  the  General  Conference  to  make 
certain  changes  in  the  form  for  reception  of  members.  (See  Memo- 
rials.) The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  submitted  his  expense  ac- 
count, which  was  adopted.      (Report  JJ). 

S.  W.  Taylor  submitted  a  resolution  concerning  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor.  Conference  stood  in  voting  to  adopt 
the  resolution.      (See   Resolutions.) 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  read  and  adopted. 
(Report  KK).  A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  F.  R.  Stout,  Tx-easurer 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  District  Parsonage,  after  which  the  report  of 
the  Trustees  was  read.     The  report  was  adopted.      (Report  LL) 

Mr.  J.  H.  Allen,  the  Confei'ence  Treasurer,  submitted  his  report 
after  making  some  remarks,  and  asked  permission  to  delay  putting 
the  report  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  for  inclusion  in  the  Journal. 
Conference  granted  the  permission,  and  adopted  the  report  with  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Treasurer.      (Report  MM) 

On  motion  item  4  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission 
on  Financial  Recommendations  as  submitted  last  year — relative  to 
the  pro  rata  distribution  of  Annual  Conference  Expense  was  re- 
scinded. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  enough  money  be  taken  from  the  A.  C. 
Debt  to  pay  all  the  items  in  A.  C.  Expense.  Conference  voted  that 
all  the  items  in  the  A.  C.  Expense  be  the  same  as  last  year,  and  that 
the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  Conference  work  out  the  other 
apportionments  in  the  A.  C.  Budget. 

It  was  voted  that  the  same  plan  of  financing  the  North  Carolina 
Annual  Conference  Council  be  followed  this  year  as  last. 

N.  G.  Bethea  was  requested  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  ordination 
sermon  he  preached  on  Sunday  to  the  Editor  of  the  Herald  for 
publication. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  were 
authorized  to  have  a  new  envelope  printed  for  the  use  of  pastors  in 
making  their  report  to  the   Conference   Treasurer. 
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On  motion  it  was  voted  that  Conference  meet  in  its  next  session 
on  the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  November  at  10:00 
A.  M.      (November  4,  1936). 

A  resolution  w^as  introduced  and  adopted  concerning  the  dispo- 
sition of  certain  funds  received  from  the  sale  of  the  Yadkin  College 
property,      (Resolution  2) 

S.  W.  Taylor  presented  Rev.  H.  L.  Powell  for  the  superannuate 
relation.     Conference  granted  the  request  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  minutes  of  today's  session  were  read  and  approved.  A 
motion  prevailed  that  the  Committee  on  Financial  Recommendations 
make  its  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  not 
later  than   Friday. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  was  author- 
ized to  rearrange  the  distribution  of  funds  so  as  to  provide  for 
Brother  Powell. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Stationing  Com- 
mittee. After  a  statement,  the  President  of  the  Conference,  the 
ministerial  member  of  the  Committee,  read  the  report.  (Report  00) 
On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  was  in  the  chair.  Motion  was 
made  that  we  adjourn  to  meet  on  the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Sun- 
day in  November,  1936.  The  motion  was  held  pending  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Rev.  A.  L.  Hunter  for  his  service  in  leading  the  singing 
of  the  hymns  at  this  session.  The  closing  prayer  was  by  Brother 
Hunter,  and  Conference  stood  adjourned.

(A)      THE  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  assembled  in  the  First  Church,  Henderson,  N.  C,  No- 
vember 6,  1935,  in  the  one  hundred  and  eighth  session: 

Beloved  in  the  Lord: 

May  grace  and  truth  be  multiplied  in  you  all.  We  trust  that 
we  have  been  divinely  guided  as  we  have  passed  through  another 
conference  year.  It  has  been  a  year  which  has  tested  our  strength 
and  revealed  our  weaknesses,  thus  making  us  more  conscious  of  our 
utter  dependence  upon  our  Heavenly  Father's  care.  It  is  fitting, 
therefore,  that  we  pause  to  express  vocally  our  thanksgiving  for  the 
love  and  care  which  have  sustained  us  and  made  it  possible  for  us 
to  labor  in  the  vineyard  of  our  Lord. 

Your  president  has  endeavored  faithfully  to  perform  the  tasks 
imposed  upon  him  by  his  office.  The  usual  ones,  such  as  visiting 
churches  and  holding  quarterly  conferences  are  not  listed  that  we 
might  save  space  and  spare  your  patience.  But  besides  these,  I  have 
attended  many  committees  and  group  meetings  of  workers  in  an  ef- 
fort to  discover  a  better  way  to  promote  the  work  of  the  church.  I 
have  listed  as  Official  Acts  all  other  such  acts  and  am  submitting  the 
list  for  your  perusal. 

While  I  have  refrained  from  making  comment  upon  some  facts 
and  conditions  because  they  are  obvious  and  of  long  standing,  I  have 
tried  to  bring  to  you  certain  recommendations,  which  if  adopted, 
surely  will  mean  much  to  the  life  and  progress  of  this  conference. 
And  if  we  could  adopt  definite  plans  and  programs  which  would  suit 
all  our  pastors  and  people  and  could  continue  them  through  the  years 
without  much  variation,  we  would  also  help  our  cause  quite  a  good 
deal.  The  unwillingness  of  many  to  act  when  others  act;  to  carry 
out  a  program  in  the  same  way  and  at  the  same  time  others  do, 
hinders  the  work  quite  a  bit  at  times.  We  could  still  be  more  loyal 
to  the  Conference;  there  are  yet  some  ways  in  which  we  might  show 
a  spirit  of  cooperation.  We  ought  not  to  have  a  single  church  which 
does  not  recognize  the  authority  of  this  Conference  to  plan  and  to 
apportion  to  the  local  church  work  to  be  done  and  money  to  be  used. 
Nor  should  we  have  a  chui'ch  willing  to  allow  the  peripatetic  preach- 
er a  chance  to  exhibit  his  athletic  stunts  in  it,  nor  ought  we  to  have 
members  who  are  willing  to  follow  these  whose  sermons  are  but  little 
more  than  tirades  upon  every  preacher  and  upon  every  church  except 
their  own.  The  more  courteous  you  are  to  such  people,  the  greater 
will  be  your  loss  and  suff'ering  from  their  contacts  with  your  mem- 
bers. Therefore,  it  is  best  for  you  to  try  to  escape  their  ecclesiastical 
contacts. 

Official  Acts 

November  20th — Appointed  0.  L.  Easter  pastor  of  Brown  Sum- 
mit Church  and  R.  E.  L.  Moser  pastor  of  Spencer-China  Grove 
Charge. 

January  2nd — Gave  J.  C.  Russell  his  letter  of  standing.  He  de- 
sired to  return  to  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
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Attended  a  Sesqui-Centennial  meeting-  in  West  Market  Street 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  the  interest  of  Methodist  Co- 
operation and  a  better  understanding,  participated  in  by  our  church 
and  the  two  Methodist   Episcopal  churches. 

February  15th — Investigated  certain  rumors  about  pastor  Q.  L. 
Joyner.  The  meeting  was  held  at  Wesley's  Chapel.  Revs.  Neese, 
Stubbins  and  Morgan  assisted  me.  After  hearing  the  facts  the  com- 
mittee thought  the  pastor  should  resign  until  further  investigation 
should  be  made.     He  resigned  promptly. 

February  19th — The  Standing  District  Committee  met  with  me  at 
the  president's  parsonage  and  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Henderson 
Church  to  hold  the  one  hundred  and  eighth  session  of  this  Confer- 
ence there. 

March  9th — Being  invited  by  a  group  of  people  in  the  city  of 
Danville  to  come  and  explain  our  church  polity  to  them,  in  company 
with  Dr.  G.  R.  Brown  I  visited  them  and  had  a  very  satisfactory 
meeting. 

March  26th — At  the  request  of  pastor  Q.  L.  Joyner,  held  a  meet- 
ing in  Grace  Church  to  permit  him  to  answer  certain  questions  rela- 
tive to  his  case.  He  was  represented  by  Dr.  G.  R.  Brown.  The  com- 
mittee hearing  it  consisted  of  Bros.  J.  D.  Williams,  J.  M.  Morgan  and 
R.  C.  Stubbins.  After  mature  consideration  the  committee  recom- 
mended that  he  be  suspended  till  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  of 
1936.     He  agreed  to  this;  no  appeal  was  made. 

The  group  of  people  in  Danville  decided  to  organize  a  Methodist 
Protestant  Church.  I  requested  Dr.  Brown  to  organize  it,  and  later 
appointed  Bro.  C.  P.  Morris,  a  student  in  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary,  their  pastor. 

Bro.  E.  A.  Lamb,  also  a  student  of  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary,  was  appointed  pastor  of  Greensville  Charge,  to  take  charge 
the  second   Sunday  in  May. 

May  19th — Dedicated  the  Efland  Church.  On  same  afternoon 
laid  the  cornerstone  of  Tabernacle  Church.  The  same  was  one  hun- 
dred and  five  years  old,  but  this  formality  had  not  been  performed. 

At  the  request  of  Prof.  H.  Sheldon  Smith  of  Duke  University, 
I  attended  a  meeting  of  several  denominations  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Greensboro,  to  hear  discussed  a  plan  for  a  Council 
of  Churches.  After  much  discussion,  the  group  agreed  to  organize, 
and  upon  the  request  of  the  members  of  our  church  present,  ap- 
pointed Dean  P.  E.  Lindley  to  represent  our  church.  Later,  when 
a  larger  representation  was  fixed,  I  appointed  Drs.  N.  G.  Bethea  and 
F.  W.  Paschall  on  the  same  committee.  It  will  be  the  privilege  of 
this  Conference  to  decide  whether  it  desires  to  participate  in  the 
Council  further.  If  so,  then  a  permanent  committee  should  be 
chosen  to  represent  our  church. 

Accepted  the  resignation  of  pastor  J.  0.  Fry  who  had  been  ap- 
pointed supply  pastor  of  Shelby-Caroleen  Charge.  He  was  later  ap- 
pointed pastor  of  Democrat  and  Pensacola  Charges. 

Bro.  Forest  Wagoner,  a  student  of  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary,  was  appointed  pastor  of  Shelby-Caroleen  to  serve  until 
he  must  return  to  Westminster.  He  rendered  acceptable  services 
there. 

May  23rd — Being  requested  by  Pastor  D.  R.  Williams  to  in- 
vestigate certain  rumors  about  his  conduct,  I  appointed  Revs.  G.  R. 
Brown,  A.  G.  Dixon,  C.  E.  Ridge,  C.  G.  Isley  and  J.  E.  Pritchard 
to  make  the  investigaation.     He  was  acquitted  of  any  immoral  act. 
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Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  High  Point 
College. 

May  29th — Welcomed  the  delegates  to  the  Regional  Conference 
at  High  Point  College. 

May  31st — Held  a  Mid- Year  meeting  of  the  pastors  in  High 
Point  College.  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  was  the  invited  speaker.  The 
meeting  vi^as  w^ell  attended  by  pastors  and  many  lay  members. 

June  9th — Dedicated  Gideon's  Grove  Church,  Flat  Rock  Charge. 

Jiine  13th — Conducted  funeral  of  Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk. 

July  24:th — Held  a  group  meeting  at  Chapel  Hill  Church,  David- 
son Charge.  Was  assisted  in  this  meeting  by  Revs.  T.  M.  Johnson, 
J.  T.  Bowman  and  C.  E.  Ridge. 

July  25th— Held  a  similar  meeting  at  Bethel  Church,  Mocksville 
Charge. 

July  2Gth — Held  group  meeting  at  Zion  Church,  Liberty  Charge. 
Was  assisted  in  all  these  meeting  by  the  same  brethren.  We  greatly 
appreciate  their  cooperation. 

Sevtemher  1st — Dedicated  the  Glen  Raven  Church. 

September  20th — In  company  with  Bro.  S.  W.  Taylor,  had  a 
conference  with  Bishop  Kern  relative  to  our  interest  in  the  Oak 
Ridge  Church.  Bro.  Taylor  is  chairman  of  the  committee  to  handle 
this  matter,  and  he  will  doubtless  report  the  results  of  said  meeting. 

September  24th — Held  a  group  meeting  at  Union  Grove  Church, 
Mocksville  Charge.  Was  assisted  by  Bros.  Johnson,  J.  C.  Madison 
and  C.  G.  Isley. 

Sej)tember  29th — Attended  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  ser- 
vice of  Concord  Church,  Saxapahaw  Charge. 

October  6th — Made  an  official  visit  to  the  new  church  in  Dan- 
ville, Va.     It  will  seek  admission  into  this  Conference. 

October  16th — Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Meth- 
odist Cooperation. 

October  29th — Attended  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Home. 

Deceased 

The  Grim  Reaper  has  again  visited  our  ranks;  two  of  our  min- 
isters and  three  of  the  ministers'  companions  have  been  called  home. 

The  first  to  go  was  Sister  York,  the  widow  of  Bro.  I.  I.  York, 
who  went  to  his  final  rest  some  years  ago.  She  was  buried  in  Spring 
Hill  cemetery.  The  service  was  conducted  by  her  pastor.  Rev.  C.  L. 
Grant.  I  have  appointed  him  and  Bros.  W.  F.  Ashburn  and  H.  L. 
Powell  to  prepare  her  obituary. 

The  next  to  depart  this  life  in  our  church  family  was  Sister 
Moton,  the  widow  of  Bro.  J.  H.  Moton.  She  was  buried  in  the  Oak- 
wood  Memorial  cemetery.  The  funeral  services  were  conducted  by 
Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea,  a  long-time  friend  of  the  family.  I  have  ap- 
pointed Bros.  Bethea,  J.  C.  Madison  and  Edward  Suits  to  prepare  her 
obituary. 

Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk  departed  this  life  June  12th,  and  was 
buried  in  Mt.  Pleasant  cemetery.  I  appointed  Bros.  T.  M.  Johnson, 
J.  D.  Williams  and  S.  W.  Taylor  to  prepare  his  obituary. 

August  20th,  Rev.  C.  H.  Whitaker  went  home.  He  was  buried 
in  Whitaker's  Chapel  church  yard,  Bros.  J.  E.  Pritchard  and  R.  C. 
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Stubbins  officiating.  I  have  requested  Bros.  Pritchard,  E.  A.  Hunter 
and  J.  D.  Williams  to  prepare  his  obituary. 

September  14th,  Sister  Hutton,  the  wife  of  our  Bro.  J.  R.  Hutton 
was  called  home.  She  was  buried  in  Green  Hill  cemetery,  her  pas- 
tor, Rev.  J.  Elwood  Carroll  officiating.  I  have  appointed  him  with 
Bros.  J.  E.  Pritchard  and  W.  F.  Ashburn  to  prepare  her  obituary. 

These  all  died  in  the  faith  and  have  left  us  richer  by  their 
good  deeds  and  faithful  service. 

The  Church  Is  Challenged 

Organized  Christianity  has  always  met  opposition  whenever  it 
sought  to  propagate  its  ideals  and  moral  sanctions.  Since  the  days 
of  the  Apostles  the  saints  have  been  tested.  Foes  inside  as  well  as 
outside  the  church  had  to  be  dealt  with.  It  is  still  true.  Today  the 
church  must  meet  its  opponents  on  many  fronts. 

In  its  rapid  growth  the  church  has  gathered  into  itself  some 
whose  chief  concern  is  for  self  rather  than  for  Christ;  who  are  more 
interested  in  owning  an  economic  security  than  a  title  to  a  heavenly 
mansion;  who  do  not  exercise  self-control  and  who  object  to  being 
controlled  by_  the  church  or  the  state.  So  we  witness  more  lawless- 
ness than  this  country  has   possibly  ever  known. 

Spending  seems  to  be  the  slogan  of  the  times.  And  if  this  at- 
titude increases  much  more,  the  hero  of  the  next  generation  will  be 
the  pi-odigal.  He  who  can  spend  most  in  the  briefest  time  will  re- 
ceive the  approbation  of  the  Brewers'  Union,  the  munitions  makers 
and  the  politicians  who  infest  our  legislative  halls  in  the  states  and 
the  nation.  To  spend  or  not  to  spend,  that  is  the  question.  Whether 
to  waste  the  vital  substances  of  life  in  riotous  living  and  die  prema- 
turely, whether  to  squander  the  material  gains  of  brain  and  brawn 
and  get  on  the  government  relief,  or  whether  to  live  long  in  the 
peaceful  enjoyment  of  a  virtuous  life  in  the  possessions  of  the  right- 
ful gains  of  honest  toil,  is  the  subject  for  debate.  But  control  ap- 
pears to  be  losing  its  chance  to  win,  as  this  gamble  with  death  and 
destruction   goes  merrily  on. 

Jesus  Christ  was  a  Conservator  of  the  issues  of  life.  He  lifted 
the  value  of  human  life  far  above  the  world's  wealth.  The  stinging 
question  still  rings  the  changes  of  time  and  continents,  "What  shall 
it  profit  a  man  if  he  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his  own  soul?" 
Jesus  never  would  have  voted  for  a  liquor  store  to  be  opened  here  to 
tenipt  _  youth  and  age  into  debauchery.  No  blind-eyed,  dull-brain 
politician,  could  have  persuaded  him  that  there  was  enough  monev 
in  all  the  liquor  store  taxes  of  the  world  to  balance  the  loss  of  the 
physical,  intellectual,  moral  and  spiritual  life  of  one  ragged  boy  on 
the  streets  of  this  town.  It  is  a  shame  that  the  church  membership 
of  the  countrv,  which  is  62  Tr  of  the  total  population,  should  stultify 
itself  and  refrain  from  voting  or  vote  with  the  minions  of  evil  to 
destroy  the  manhood  of  our  nation  by  putting  the  stamp  of  govern- 
mental approval  upon  the  manufacture,  sale  and  drinking  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors.  We  must  begin  our  fight  against  this  evil  where  we 
started  it;  we  must  educate  our  youth  to  know  the  destroying  effect 
of  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Our  Weak  Churches 

Our  Conference  is  challenged  by  the  great  number  of  weak 
churches.  Churches  with  small  membership;  churches  with  small 
and  poor  equipment;  churches  without  trained  leaders;  churches 
poorly  located,  churches  isolated  from  the  center  of  our  Conference 
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activities.  The  weakness  of  these  churches  is  apparent  to  those  who 
are  concerned  enough  to  investigate  their  needs.  While,  like  the 
poor,  they  may  always  be  with  us,  yet,  like  the  poor,  we  may  also 
help  them.  Some  help  is  offered  here  and  there  in  the  form  of  a 
youth  better  trained  than  his  predecessor  to  do  church  work.  This 
help,  though  rare  and  often  refused,  can  eventually  do  much.  The 
Board  of  Church  Extension  should  be  enabled  to  render  financial 
aid  to  the  most  promising  of  this  group.  This  should  be  done  re- 
gardless of  whether  the  church  be  rural  or  urban.  Better  equipped 
pastors  must  be  found  for  them;  men  who  have  training  for  this 
sort  of  work  and  a  desire  to  live  and  work  with  the  people.  Some 
provision  for  the  salaries  of  such  men  must  be  found.  We  have 
a  recommendation  which  might  help  some. 

Signs  of  Progress 

It  would  indeed  be  a  somber  hued  report  that  could  not  brighten 
its  pages  with  some  evidences  of  progress.  We  have  them.  These 
signs  are  revealed  in  five  churches  dedicated  this  year;  one  new  or- 
ganization admitted  to  the  Conference;  several  church  huts  erected; 
one  tabernacle  at  a  cost  of  several  thousand  dollars,  two  new  churches 
built,  several  repaired  and  remodeled ;  two  parsonages  built.  We 
met  the  challenge  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  secured  for  High 
Point  College  $7,500.00  additional. 

Reports  of  sixty-nine  of  the  eighty  pastors  of  the  Conference 
are  in  my  hands.  These  report  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  a  few 
over  one  thousand  for  the  year.  Eighteen  report  that  the  salary 
promised  for  next  year  has  been  increased  over  the  present.  Only 
three  report  a  decrease;  the  others  report  the  same  salary. 

Just  thirty-four  delegates  had  reported  when  I  made  this  re- 
port. Of  this  number,  twenty-nine  are  expecting  the  same  pastor  to 
return  for  next  year.  If  this  ratio  is  maintained  it  would  show  the 
fewest  changes  ever. 

Thirty-one  pastors  report  all  annual  conference  claims  paid  in 
full ;  most  of  them  expect  all  to  be  paid  before  they  start  to  conference. 

Thirty-four  pastors  report  that  they  had  received  promised  salary 
for  the  year  in  full ;  but  few  said  that  all  would  not  be  paid. 

Certain  pastors  report  that  by  adopting  system  some  churches 
are  paying  all  claims  this  year  for  the  first  time  in  their  knowledge. 
This  is  a  challenge  to  all  who  have  failed  to  pay  all  claims  this  year 
and  have  not  used  system  in  meeting  their  financial  objectives. 

Supt.  Dixon  reports  that  more  money  has  been  paid  to  the  Chil- 
dren's Home  this  year  than  last.  High  Point  College  reports  more 
students  in  the  dormitories  this  year  than  last. 

Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  the  state  of  the  Church  has 
improved  in  the  past  twelve  months.  More  of  our  people  appear 
willing  to  bear  the  burdens  and  responsibilities  of  their  churches 
than  formerly.  Many  pastors  report  an  incease  in  church  attendance 
over  last  year. 

Our   Institutions 

Since  Supt.  Dixon  of  the  Children's  Home  and  President  Hurn- 
phreys  of  High  Point  College  will  give  detailed  reports  of  their  insti- 
tutions to  this  body,  I  am  refraining  from  so  doing.  We  rejoice 
with  them  that  conditions  are  more  favorable  for  these  institutions 
now  than  last  year. 

We  must  not  forget  our  School  of  Religion, — Westminster  Theo- 
logical  Seminary.    For  our  young  men   preparing   for  the   Christian 
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ministry  it  offers  the  best  opportunities  to  make  their  preparation 
for  such  a  service  in  our  Church.  We  also  commend  the  Extension 
Courses  offered  by  this  school  at  High  Point  College  to  all  of  our 
pastors.  They  are  well  worth  your  consideration.  We  hope  you  will 
test  their  values  by  attending  the  classes. 

But  we  must  not  presume  that  scholastic  attainment  without  a 
definite  call  to  the  Christian  ministry  is  sufficient  for  any  one.  A 
Ph.  D.  degree  without  a  definite  call  to  preach  and  special  prepara- 
ation  for  it  is  worth  less  to  one  than  a  high  school  diploma  (H.S.D.) 
with  a  definite  call  to  preach  and  with  special  adaptation  to  the  min- 
istry. There  is  as  much  need  for  the  preaching  and  practicing  of 
the  fundamental  truths  of  the  gospel  as  there  has  ever  been.  While 
not  implying  that  our  Seminary  fails  to  teach  these  fundamentals, 
we  do  insist  that  our  preachers  must  know  them  experimentally  if 
they  are  to  lead  their  flock  to  the  Lord  of  Life. 

Our  Church  Papers 

We  must  do  more  for  them.  The  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder 
ought  to  go  into  at  least  five  hundred  homes  in  our  Conference.  Our 
people  need  the  paper  and  the  paper  needs  the  subscriptions.  We 
have  been  pleased  with  the  twenty-five  per  cent  increase  of  sub- 
scriptions Editor  Pritchard  reports  for  the  Herald.  That  is  fine, 
but  we  must  still  press  the  work  of  finding  subscribers  if  we  are 
to  make  the  paper  self-supporting. 

Recommendations 

I.  That  the  items  in  the  Annual  Conference  budget  be  lifted 
at  the  following  times: 

January-February — A.    C.    Expenses 
March-April — Church   Extension 
May-June — High   Point   College 
July-August — Annual    Conference    Debt 
Septem.ber-October — Superannuates 

IL  That  all  pastors  be  requested  to  hold  their  first  quarterly 
conference  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual 
conference,  at  which  time  a  definite  percent  of  the  World  Service 
apportionment  for  said  charge  shall  be  accepted,  which  when  paid 
in  full  will  entitle  that  pastoral  charge  to  a  place  on  the  Honor  Roll 
of  such  churches  which  have  paid  this  item  in  full.  That  our  pastors 
and  people  be  urged  to  hold  all  the  special  day  programs  of  our  de- 
nomination, and  at  this  time  or  preceding  it  the  pastor  shall  preach 
appropriate  sermons,  on  missions  and  education,  urging  their  mem- 
bers to  contribute  liberally  to  these  causes. 

III.  That  September  and  October  be  known  as  tithing  months. 
Since  all  of  our  people  do  not  tithe  their  income  for  the  entire  year, 
we  are  suggesting  that  these  two  months  be  set  as  a  time  when  all 
the  members  shall  bring  their  tithes  unto  the  Lord.  That  pastors 
preach  an  appropriate  sermon  upon  the  subject  of  giving  during  this 
period. 

IV.  That  minimum  salaries  shall  be  fixed  for  our  pastors  as 
follows : 

The  minimum  salary  of  the  unmarried  pastor  shall  be  $900.00. 
The  minimum  salary  of  the  married  pastor  who  has  no  children 
shall  be  $1,100.00. 
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The  minimum  salary  of  the  married  pastor  with  children  or 
other  dependents  shall  be  fixed  at  $1,300.00. 

The  parsonage  shall  be  included  in  each  case. 

That  those  churches  which  pay  fifteen  hundred  dollars  or  more 
to  their  pastors  be  reqoiested  to  assist  the  churches  which  do  not  yet 
pay  their  pastor  the  minimum  salaries  after  the  following  manner: 
A  church  may  select  a  pastor  whom  it  sponsors  for  an  increase  in 
salary  and  challenge  the  church  of  which  he  is  pastor  by  agreeing 
to  give  one  dollar  for  every  dollar  the  church  shall  pay  the  pastor 
above  the  present  promised  salary  up  to  as  high  a  limit  as  said 
church  is  willing  to  go,  or  as  much  as  the  said  church  may  be  in- 
duced to  give,  so  that  year  by  year  these  lower  salaries  may  be  lifted 
to  the  minimum  brackets. 

V.     A  proposed  plan  for  pensioning  Superannuated  Preachers: 

A.  That  the  annual  conference  apportion  each  year  for 
superannuates  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  three  percent  of  the 
total  amount  of  salary  the  pastors  received  that  year  for  su- 
perannuated preachers. 

B.  That  every  pastor  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
superannuated  fund  society  an  amount  equal  to  three  percent 
of  his  salary  for  that  year. 

C.  That  the  monies  received  from  these  sources  shall  be- 
come a  common  fund  known  as  the  Pension  Fund  for  superan- 
nuated preachers. 

Manner   of   distribution : 

1.  The  money  accumulated  through  the  contribution  of  the 
annual  conference  as  set  up  in  item  A  may  be  distributed  each 
year  to  all  superannuated  preachers  and  widows  of  preachers 
who  are  entitled  to  receive  such  upon  the  basis  of  their  need, 
as  is  now  done. 

2.  But  the  amount  contributed  by  the  pastors  shall  remain 
undistributed  through  a  period  of  five  years  and  shall  be  in- 
vested. At  the  expiration  of  said  period  it,  too,  may  be  distrib- 
uted after  the  following  manner: 

a.  To  the  pastors  who  are  superannuated  at  and  after  the 
end  of  the  five  year  period  may  be  given  an  amount  equal  to 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  salary  received  the  last  year  in  the 
pastorate.  This  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  invested  fund  as  set 
up  in  item  B.  Such  pastors  may  also  receive  from  the  fund  as 
set  up  in  Item  A  an  amount  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  sal- 
ary received  the  last  year  of  his  regular  employment  by  the 
Conference. 

b.  Beginning  with  the  year  1945  the  funds  thus  accumu- 
lated shall  be  constituted  a  permanent  fund  for  superannuated 
preachers  and  the  widows  of  pastors  of  this  Conference,  and 
out  of  it  shall  be  paid  to  every  superannuated  minister  an  amount 
equal  to  forty  per  cent  of  the  salary  received  the  last  year  in 
the  pastorate  and  to  the  widows  of  deceased  ministers  such 
amounts  annually  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  distribut- 
ing it  may  be  in  keeping  with  their  needs  and  the  ability  of  the 
Society  to  pay. 

c.  A  pastor  who  has  served  less  than  five  years  in  the  pas- 
torate shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  payments  according  to  the 
above  scale  but  after  his  eligibility  shall  be  determined  by  the 
committee  distributing  said  funds,  may  receive  such  amounts 
annually  as  they  may  determine. 
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d.  Any  pastox-  failing  to  make  the  three  per  cent  contribu- 
tion any  given  year  may  be  restored  to  eligibility  as  a  bene- 
ficiary by  paying  in  full  such  arrears;  i.e.  by  paying  the  three 
per  cent  of  the  salary  due  for  each  year  of  his  failure  to  meet 
the   above   requirement. 

e.  The  Superannuate  Fund  Society  shall  receive  and  handle 
all  such  funds  and  distribute  them  according  to  the  above  plan 
after  making  whatever  adjustments  through  reorganization  for 
handling  same,  it  may  deem  necessary. 

f.  If  the  above  plan  shall  be  adopted  by  this  annual  con- 
ference the  amounts  each  pastor  shall  pay  will  be  in  accordance 
with  the  salary  of  this  year.  The  Commission  of  Financial 
Recommendations  may  be  permitted  to  anticipate  such  a  total 
and  lay  an  assessment  upon  the  Conference  for  this  cause  equal 
to  three  per  cent  of  said  pastors'  salaries. 

A  Slogan  For  Our  People 

I  wish  we  might  put  in  capital  letters  upon  all  our  conference 
stationery  and  upon  placards  to  be  hung  in  our  auditoriums  and  Sun- 
day school  classes  these  letters:  "W  W  B  F".  And  when  inter- 
ested people  should  inquire  what  these  mean,  we  might  say  to  them 
"WE  WOULD  BE  FAITHFUL".  For  unless  we  are  faithful  in 
our  efforts  to  attain  unto  a  higher  state  of  spiritual  excellence  and 
to  become  more  efficient  in  Christian  service,  whatever  other  quali- 
ties of  mind  and  heart  we  may  possess  will  be  worth  little  to  us  as 
servants  of  our   Lord  and   Master. 

My  Gratitude  and  Appreciation 

I  am  profoundly  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  health 
and  the  privilege  of  serving  Him  in  this  capacity  another  year.  The 
labors  have  been  hard  but  not  disagreeable.  I  keenly  appreciate  the 
kindnesses  of  pastor  and  people  as  I  have  gone  in  and  out  among  you. 
I  know  that  I  have  had  the  prayers  of  many  as  I  have  endeavored  to 
perform  the  tasks  committed  to  my  hands  by  this  office;  and  I  have 
not  forgotten  to  pray  for  you  pastors  and  for  your  churches  as  day 
and  night  I  was  reminded  of  the  difficulties  you  faced  as  you  sought 
to  perform  your  duties  as  faithful  pastors  before  the  Lord.  And 
now  praying  that  this  Conference  shall  be  the  very  best  in  every  way 
we  have  yet  enjoyed,  I  am

(B)      REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BRANCH 
OF  WOMEN'S  WORK 

The  North  Carolina  Branch  of  Women's  work,  which  makes  a 
large  contribution  to  the  success  of  the  Conference,  has  not  been  idle 
during  the  past  year. 

We  have  not  yet  reached  our  goals  but  we  are  pressing  forward 
with  hope  and  prayer  for  their  attainment.  We  are  not  discouraged 
because,  as  one  missionary  has  said,  "The  word  discouragement  is 
not  found  in  the  dictionary  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven."  That  great 
Pioneer  Missionary,  Dr.  John  Schudder,  erased  the  word  discourage- 
ment from  his  dictionary  and  the  achievements  of  the  Schudder  fam- 
ily proved  how  much  it  paid  to  do  this. 
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One  among  the  achievements  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  dur- 
ing the  past  year  was  to  obtain  a  charter  from  the  State,  The  in- 
corporators have  formed  an  organization  to  take  care  of  any  official 
business. 

The  Spiritual  side  of  our  work  has  been  stressed  with  splendid 
results.  Our  Secretaries  have  been  more  active  and  the  District 
Chairmen,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson,  have  ac- 
complished much  along  the  lines  of  organization,  education  and 
inspiration. 

Since  last  November  new  Auxiliaries  have  been  organized  as 
follows:  Canaan  and  Lineberry  on  Denton  Circuit.  Midway,  Haw- 
kins Chapel,  Littleton  Circuit,  Danville,  Va.,  Dunn's  Chapel,  Concord, 
S.  C,  Gray's  Chapel,  Randolph  Circuit,  Cleveland  Circuit.  We  are 
proud  to  announce  the  organization  of  another  circuit  Auxiliary, 
FalLston.  This  is  well  organized,  having  a  circle  with  the  various 
Secretaries  in  each  of  the  five  churches,  all  cooperating  in  a  way 
that  is  helpful  to  the  circuit,  to  the  Conference,  and  to  the  denomina- 
tion.    We  hope  we  may  have  many  more  like  this  one. 

Our  Secretary  of  Student  Fund  reports  an  increase  over  last 
year  in  loans  to  students  of  High  Point  College,  ten  having  been  ap- 
proved and  five  others  pending.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Loan  Fund 
reports  a  balance  of  $922.00.  The  Funds  are  carefully  and  wisely 
handled  by  Miss  Mary  Young. 

Our  finances  are  in  much  better  shape  than  this  time  last  year. 
We  raised  $1,000.00  for  High  Point  College,  thereby  helping  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  receive  a  gift  of  $7,500.00.  Our  Childrens'  Home 
Secretaries  were  largely  responsible  for  raising  the  25th  Anniversary 
Offering  of  S3,000  for  the  Children's  Home.  We  paid  $100.00  from 
the  Contingent  Fund  for  space  in  the  Herald. 

Our  budget  from  the  Mission  Board  for  World  Service  has  for 
several  years  been  $8,000.00,  but  we  fell  so  far  short  of  that  amount 
that  it  was  reduced  this  year  to  86,000.00.  When  the  finance  com- 
mittee apportioned  this  to  the  Auxiliaries  $1,500.00  was  left  out  in 
the  cold.  What  shall  we  do  was  the  cry.  Our  honor  is  at  stake. 
They  have  our  promise  to  raise  $6,000.00  and  where  shall  we  get  it? 
The  decision  finally  resulted  in  another  quilt  plan.  This  one  is  to 
contain  smaller  blocks  at  $10.00  each.  These  blocks  are  to  be  sent 
through  the  District  Chairmen  to  all  the  churches  whether  they  have 
Auxiliaries  or  not.  $250.00  was  given  as  a  special  budget  to  the 
young  people  to  be  raised  from  new  sources. 

We  have  an  enthusiastic  new  Young  People's  Secretary,  Mrs. 
C.  D.  Sides,  who  is  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson. 
At  our  last  Executive  Committee  meeting,  she  was  asked  to  launch  a 
Youth  movement  as  this  year's  project,  and  other  secretaries  were  re- 
quested to  help  her.  Our  Branch  has  secured  four  loving  cups  to  be 
awarded  annually  to  our  children's  organizations  in  place  of  our 
time  worn  banners. 

Last  year  the  Children's  and  Young  Peoples'  organization  of 
the  North  Carolina  Branch  raised  $600.00,  which  was  the  largest 
amount  raised  by  any  branch  in  the  denomination.  The  Mission 
Board  has  announced  that  two  awards  will  be  given  for  Young 
Peoples'  work  at  the  next  Convention.  One  award  is  for  the  greatest 
per  capita  gain  in  membership  in  Children's  and  Young  People's 
groups.  The  other  is  for  the  largest  per  capita  offering.  This 
ranges  from  precious  Jewels  to  Young  People's  Circles.  All  money 
raised  by  these  groups  must  be  designated  to  the  local  and  Branch 
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treasurers  as  Children's  and  Young  People's  monev      T  of  u  ^,  ^

(D)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON   RURAL   CHURCH 

The  Committee  on  Rural  Church  has  met  once  during  the  year 
to  disciTss  the  problems  of  the  rural  church  and  to  ascertain  what 
might  be  done  by  the  Committee  to  help  solve  these  problems.  Hav- 
ing no  legislative  or  judicial  authority,  the  Committee  can  only  make 
suggestions.  We,  therefore,  offer  the  following  suggestions  which 
we  think  will  help  solve  two  of  the  outstanding  problems,  or  needs, 
in  many  of  the  rural  churches  today.  The  suggestions  are  (1)  the 
improvement  of  the  appearance  and  comfort  of  the  physical  equip- 
ment of  the  church,  and  (2)  the  development  of  a  more  adequate 
worship  program. 

One  of  the  most  noticeable  things  about  many  of  our  rural 
churches  is  the  bareness  of  the  church  and  church  grounds.  We 
suggest,  therefore : 

1.  That  every  church  should  have  a  marker,  giving  the  name 
and  denomination,  date  of  organization,  and  the  hours  of  service. 
This  marker  should  be  located  so  that  all  who  pass,  from  any  direc- 
tion, may  read. 

2.  That  shrubbery  and  grass  be  planted,  wherever  the  local 
situation  will  allow  these  to  grow.  The  shrubbery  may  be  native 
plants,  which  will  improve  the  appearance  of  the  church  grounds. 

3.  That  more  attention  be  given  to  the  appearance  and  com- 
fort of  the  church  building,  such  as : 

a.  Keeping  the  building  swept,  cleaned  and  dusted. 

b.  Keeping  the  building  well   painted,  and  repaired. 

c.  Seeing  that  all  broken  window  panes  are  replaced. 

d.  Seeing  that  the  floor  has   a  carpet  of  some  kind,  espe- 
cially along  the  aisles. 

e.  Seeing  that  the  flower  committee  furnishes  living  flowers 
for  each  of  the  services. 

We  suggest  that  the  pastors  of  rural  churches  try  to  create  a 
spirit  of  friendly  rivalry  between  the  churches  in  the  beautifying 
of  the  grounds  and  the  church.  We  suggest,  also,  that  when  im- 
provements are  made  that  they  be  reported  to  the  Committee  on 
Rural  Church. 

Another  outstanding  need  of  many  of  the  rural  churches  is 
that  of  an  adequate  worship  program.  The  committee  feels  that 
merely  having  the  choir  to  sing  some  selection,  which  may  have  no 
relation  to  the  theme  of  the  minister's  sermon,  and  having  a  prayer, 
which  may  be  equally  unrelated  to  the  theme,  is  not  an  adequate 
program  to  prepare  a  congregation  for  worship.  The  committee 
realizes  the  difficulty  in  preparing  an  outline  of  a  worship  program 
which  would  work  in  a  majority  of  the  rural  churches,  but  we  offer 
the  following  provisional  outline,  suggested  for  those  who  have 
nothing  better. 
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Prelude — (Instrumental,    if    possible.      A    hymn    may   be    played    for 

the  prelude  if  desired.) 
Call  to  Worship — (We  suggest  that  the  minister  use,  "The  Lord  is 

in  His  Holy  Temple;  let  all  the  earth  keep  silence  before  Him," 

or   some   other   appropriate   scripture  verse.      He   may   have   the 

congregation  respond  if  practicable.) 
Hymn — 

Responsive   Reading — 
Gloria  Patri — 
Prayer — 
Announcements — 
Offering — 

Offertory — (We  suggest  quiet  music  for  this) 
Scripture  Reading — 

Hymn — (Special  music  may  be  used  if  desired) 
Sermon — 
Prayer — 
Hymn — 
Benediction — 
Postlude — (We  suggest  the  pianist  play  softly  a  part  of  the  hymn 

just  sung,  while  the  congregation  remains  standing  with  bowed 

heads.) 

We  recommend  the  use  of  the  New  Methodist  Hymnal  in  carry- 
ing out  this  program.

(E)      REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

Brethren : 

It  is  my  privilege  to  give  you  another  annual  report  relative 
to  the  work  of  High  Point  College.  This  year's  operation  of  the 
college  marks  the  sixth  (6th)  of  my  presidency  of  this  institution. 
It  is  not  my  intention  to  make  this  report  lengthy;  nor  will  I  bore 
you  with  unnecessary  statistics.  The  college  lived,  and  I  too  lived, 
through  those  years  from  1930  to  1935 — which  years  future  his- 
torians will  mark  down  as  the  "great  depression" — this  fact  alone 
speaks  volumes. 

Enrollment 

Our  regular  program  for  this  year  began  September  17.  Our 
enrollment  of  regular  students  already  exceeds  the  peak  reached  at 
the  second  semester  of  last  year. 

The  total  in  regular  session  last  college  year  was  298;  in  ex- 
tension classes  87;  in  summer  session  68;  grand  total  of  453. 

Eight  states,  other  than  North  Carolina,  are  this  year  repre- 
sented by  seventeen  students.  40%  of  the  student  body  is  Meth- 
odist Protestant,  which  is  the  largest  percentage  for  several  years; 
27%  is  Methodist  Episcopal;  12 1/2%  is  Baptist;  5V2%  is  Presby- 
terian; 5%   Friends;  and  10%   i'or  all  others. 

The  last  college  year  was  from  most  points  of  view  a  good  year. 
Student  government  is  gradually  coming  to  take  its  place  in  the  life 
of  the  student  body.     All  matters  of  discipline,  class  absences,  and 
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the  general  life  of  the  student,  are  all  handled  by  the  students;  and 
it  is  done  most  effectively.  No  serious  problems  have  arisen  to  con- 
fuse or  confound.  Self-government  is  a  part  of  all  education,  and 
that  is  why  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  the  largest  of  authority  and 
responsibility  being   delegated  to   the   students   themselves. 

The  dormitory  group  this  year  has  increased  over  last  year. 
Gradually,  this  group  is  growing;  just  how  fast  and  how  far  it  will 
go,  will  largely  depend  upon  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  our  own 
church  constituency.  Just  now  we  cannot  accommodate  many  more 
without  buying  more  furnishings  for  our  dormitories;  but  we  are 
willing  to  buy  more  furnishings  if  the  church  will  furnish  us  with 
more  dormitory  students.  We  need  200  boarding  students.  You 
ministers  and  laymen  here  present  can  make  this  goal  possible. 

Finances 

FIRST:  Current  Operations:  Our  last  year  showed  that  the 
college  was  operated  without  a  deficit.  That  is  to  say,  we  kept 
operating  expenses  from  September  to  September  within  the  student 
charges.  The  same  will  be  done  this  year.  The  budget  has  been  set 
up  and  approved  by  a  committee  from  the  trustees.  Those  of  you 
who  are  at  all  familiar  with  the  experiences  of  colleges  realize  that 
this  is  no  small  thing. 

Our  operating  expense  for  the  past  year  was  $252.18  per  student. 
In  five  years  we  have  cut  expenses  $92.82  per  student.  All  this 
means,  that  all  the  monies  that  come  from  the  General  Church  and 
the  Annual  Conference  are  free  to  go  for  insurance,  interest,  debt 
reduction   where   possible. 

SECOND:  Church  Siip])ort:  Last  Conference  I  brought  you 
the  challenge  from  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  General 
Church.  A  challenge  to  raise  the  85,000.00  set  up  by  this  Conference 
as  the  College  Assessment.  I  stated  that  all  monies  raised  by  the 
churches  and  the  Branch  from  May  1,  1934,  to  May  1,  1935,  would 
be  counted.  You  know  by  my  report  in  the  Church  Herald  of  May 
23rd  that  the  goal  was  reached. 

For  the  refreshing  of  your  memories,  these  are  the  figures: 
From  the  Branch  came  $1,673.50;  from  the  Loyalty  League  to  Trea- 
surer Hinshaw,  S616.79;  from  the  churches  through  the  Treasurer 
Allen,  $3,477.94.  The  grand  total  was  $5,768.23.  Of  this  amount, 
$2,621.69,  came  in  the  conference  year  of  1933-34  (from  May  to  No- 
vember) and  $3,146.54  of  this  conference  year  (from  last  November 
to  May  1).  These  amounts,  with  respect  to  either  year,  represent 
the  most  done  in  any  twelve  months  for  the  college  since  I  have  been 
president. 

With  respect  to  the  twelve  month  period — May  to  May — it  is  the 
greatest  thing  yet  done,  and  is  splendid  support;  it  is  the  evidence  of 
what  can  be  done  when  we  purpose  to  do  it. 

I  wish  here  to  record  my  hearty  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
of  both  the  Annual  Conference  and  the  General  Board  of  Education. 
The  General  Board  is  annually  demonstrating  its  great  interest  and 
full  support  for  High  Point  College. 

Perhaps  the  Conference  Treasurer  will  have  another  check  for 
us  during  this  session.  It  will  count  on  your  conference,  but  it  will 
also  count  on  the  year  from  May,  1935,  to  May,  1936.  For  there  is 
another  challenge  facing  us.  This  is  it:  The  General  Board  will  give 
us  dollar  for  dollar  for  all  the  monies  raised  by  the  churches  of  the 
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Conference  up  to  $4,000.00.    And  if  the  income  of  the  Board  warrants 
it,  and  I  think  it  will  as  times  continue  to  grow  better,  up  to  $5,000.00. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  the  College  Committee  of 
Ten,  and  am  looking  for  their  continued  effective  work  this  fall,  winter 
and  coming  spring. 

I  again  make  my  pledge  to  keep  the  operating  expenses  for  the 
college  within  the  student  charges,  thus  leaving  free  all  the  monies 
that  come  from  the  church  to  go  for  obligations  arising  out  of  the 
indebtedness. 

Outlook 

As  I  look  ahead  to  the  annual  conference  one  year  hence  I  can 
envisage  bringing  a  report  to  you  that  will  be  most  heartening  and 
cheering.  It  will  be  a  report  that  will  show  you  a  greatly  reduced 
indebtedness,  as  against  that  now  belonging  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation; obligations  under  more  favorable  conditions  looking  toward 
ultimate  cancellations;  the  release  of  the  Children's  Home  Property 
from  any  association  with  the  obligations  of  the  Board  of  Education; 
and  freedom  for  all  who  are  now  personal  endorsers.  I  feel  that 
this  is  all  that  I  am  here  privileged  to  publicly  announce.  But  what 
a  day  that  will  be!  It  will  be  the  jubilee  year  for  this  conference. 
And  my  hope  is  that  all  these  things  will  come  to  pass  even  months 
before  the  General  Conference  meets  in  High  Point;  so  that  dele- 
gates from  the  various  annual  conferences  will  say,  "Come,  let  us 
go  up  even  to  High  Point,  and  see  these  things  that  have  come  to 
pass." 

Many  of  you  know  that  at  the  Commencement  last  June,  Mrs. 
M.  J.  Wrenn,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  announced  that 
she  would  build  a  Library  Building  on  the  campus  as  a  memorial  to 
her  husband — the  late  M.  J.  Wrenn,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
from  the  founding  of  the  college  to  his  death.  For  your  further  in- 
formation, I  desire  to  state  that  plans  are  now  being  prepared  and 
arrangements  being  made  to  carry  out  the  plan  as  announced.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  dedication  by  the  time 
the  General  Conference  meets  in  High  Point  in  May  of  1936. 

The  generosity  of  Mrs.  Wrenn  should  serve  as  an  incentive  both 
to  residents  of  the  community  and  members  of  our  denomination  in 
the  State  for  future  gifts. 

Recommendations 

FIRST:  That  the  Conference  appoint  P.  E.  Lindley,  P.  S.  Ken- 
nett,  and  N.  M.  Harrison  for  work  with  the  college. 

SECOND:  That  the  Conference  pledge  itself  to  raise  the  amount 
assessed  for  the  college  this  year;  and  raise  at  least  $4,000  as  from 
May  1,  1935  to  May  1,  1936. 

THIRD :  That  the  members  of  this  Conference,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, pledge  their  full  support  to  help  increase  the  dormitory  student 
group  to  200  for  the  next  college  year.

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(F)   REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CHILDREN'S 

HOME 

The  dear  heavenly  Father  has  guided  us  through  another  year, 
and  has  for  the  most  part  kept  us  in  good  health.  His  blessings  have 
been  upon  us  abundantly  in  caring  for  His  little  ones,  and  our  re- 
port to  you  is  encouraging. 

The   Children 

The  Home  is  run  for  the  benefit  of  dependent  children,  and  the 
good  of  the  child  is  the  Law  of  the  Home.  Whatever  else  may  be 
done  to  run  the  home,  it  is  all  done  to  rear  orphan  children  into 
Christian  manhood  and  womanhood.  We  have  115  fine,  healthy  chil- 
dren who  are  full  of  life  and  energy  and  require  constant  direction. 
We  had  our  usual  110  children,  and  expected  to  go  through  the 
winter  that  way,  but  there  came  an  emergency  case  in  a  family  of 
six  children  in  Enfield.  We  could  not  refuse  to  take  them,  so  we 
placed  the  oldest  girl  and  took  the  other  five. 

The  doctors  and  dentists  of  High  Point  have  responded  to  our 
every  call  without  charge,  and  the  State  furnished  us  a  dentist  for 
one  week.  We  have  had  only  one  serious  case  of  illness, — a  case  of 
appendicitis, — and  to  our  joy  the  boy  recovered  and  is  now  in  his 
usual  health. 

All  our  children  are  in  the  Jamestown  school  except  four  little 
ones.  Two  are  in  High  Point  College,  a  Sophomore  and  a  Senior. 
These  two  help  with  the  work  in  the  Girl's  Dormitory.  We  also  have 
one  young  man  who  helps  in  the  Boy's  Dormitory,  directs  the  dairy 
barn  work,  and  goes  to  High  Point  College. 

We  endeavor  to  make  the  religious  and  social  advantages  of  the 
children  just  about  the  same  as  that  of  other  children  who  are  being 
reared  in  good  Christian  homes.  All  except  a  few  of  the  smaller  ones 
are  members  of  the  church.  We  have  a  fine  Boy  Scout  Troup,  and 
both  boys  and  girls  take  an  active  part  in  the  athletics  at  the  James- 
town School.  Three  of  our  Scouts  were  selected  to  attend  the  Na- 
tional Jamboree  in  Washington,  D.  C,  last  June. 

Clothing    For   the   Children 

We  undertake  to  clothe  the  children  just  as  cheaply  as  it  can 
be  done  and  at  the  same  time  not  have  them  embarrassed  at  school, 
at  church  and  at  the  various  functions  which  they  attend  in  the 
community.  The  Women's  organizations  of  the  church  help  with 
this  in  a  wonderful  way.  It  is  easier  to  get  our  girls  clothed  than 
it  is  our  boys.  Last  Spring  the  Biltmore  Industries,  Asheville,  N.  C, 
sent  us  a  nice  lot  of  homespun  for  boys,  and  we  are  now  having  28 
suits  made  of  this  material  for  our  larger  boys.  In  this  way  their 
winter  suits  will  cost  us  just  about  half  what  they  would  otherwise 
have  cost,  and  they  will  be  better  suits.  Shoes,  overalls  and  other 
clothings  we  buy  at  the  most  i-easonable  prices  possible. 

Buildings  and   Grounds 

The  grounds  are  beautiful,  and  we  keep  trying  to  improve  them 
at  nominal  cost.  Several  of  our  outbuildings  and  garages  have  been 
repaired  and  had  new  roofs  placed  upon  them,  and  a  new  corn  crib 
has  been  built  with  a  shed  on  either  side  of  it.  Both  dormitories 
have  been  painted  inside  and  out  during  the  summer,  and  the  roof 
on  each  building  has  been  thoroughly  gone  over.     We  employed  a  man

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The   Farm 

This  has  been  an  exceedingly  hard  season  to  farm,  because  of 
the  long-  wet  spells  followed  by  long  dry  spells.  But  our  farmers 
have  been  faithful,  even  though  they  had  to  work  all  the  harder,  and 
the  farm  has  yielded  this  year:- 

Pork,  4,832  lbs.;  beef,  822  lbs.;  eggs,  1,810  doz.;  chickens  for  the 
table,  327;  12,902  gallons  of  milk,  105  loads  of  hay,  383  bu.  wheat; 
208  bu.  barley  and  oats,  500  bales  of  straw,  170  gallons  of  molasses, 
70  bu.  can  seed,  100  bu.  sweet  potatoes,  80  bu.  Irish  potatoes,  428  bu. 
corn,  2,400  bunches  of  fodder,  550  tons  of  insilage,  about  20  bu.  of 
peas,  an  estimate  of  $500.00  worth  of  vegetables,  and  cash  $52.97. 
This  at  reasonable  prices  makes  a  total  of  $8,587.00  worth  of  produce 
from  the  farm,  at  about  50%  cost  and  50%  profit.  We  could  not 
run  without  the  farm,  and,  for  the  sake  of  our  boys,  we  would  not 
be  without  it  even  if  there  were  no  profit. 

Live   Stock 

We  have  at  present  5  mules,  13  milk  cows,  13  calves  and  heifers, 
1  bull,  16  hogs  for  killing,  15  shoats,  3  stock  hogs  and  380  chickens. 
These  are  worth  at  least  $2,400. 

Finances 

This  has  been  a  good  year  in  every  way  for  the  Home,  and  the 
finances  are  in  the  best  shape  they  have  been  for  five  years.  How- 
ever, each  fall  we  have  to  put  in  two  car  loads  of  coal,  buy  school 
supplies  for  the  year,  a  large  amount  of  shoes  and  clothing,  fertil- 
izers for  the  fall  sowing;  and  this  year  we  had  to  buy  a  team  of 
mules  and  a  Ford  truck  to  take  the  place  of  an  old  school  bus  which 
gave  completely  out.  With  this  truck  we  are  now  hauling  our  boys 
to  school.  We  are  endeavoring  to  get  the  State  and  County  to  con- 
vey our  children  to  school.  They  acknowledge  that  it  should  be 
done,  but  we  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  getting  it  done.  It  will  be 
done  one  of  these  days. 

A  committee  appointed  by  the  trustees  and  consisting  of  Rev.  J. 
Clay  Madison,  Miss  Lela  Maude  Boyles,  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  Dr. 
C.  W.  Bates,  Mrs.  H.  C.  _  Nicholson  and  Mr.  H.  A.  Garrett  had 
planned  the  special  campaign  leading  up  to  the  celebration  of  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Children's  Home. 
Mt.  Garrett  was  stricken  before  he  had  the  chance  to  take  active 
part  in  the  woi'k,  but  the  others  planned  well  the  campaign  and 
worked  well  their  plans.  They  undertook  to  raise  $5,000.  Because 
of  the  infantile  paralysis  scare  in  the  State  many  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  were  practically  closed  for  nearly  two  months  in  the  midst 
of  the  campaign.  This,  of  course,  slowed  up  the  campaign,  but  a 
total  of  $3,009.95  was  raised.  Also  through  the  good  offices  of  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  the  Civic  Clubs  of  High  Point  undertook 
to  help  out  with  the  campaign,  and  raised  $741.50.  These  offerings 
have  wonderfully  helped  to  lighten  our  load. 

Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars 

Our  people  are  thoroughly  interested  in  the  Children's  Home,  as 
has  been  proven  beyond  doubt  by  their  gifts  in  money  and  in  sub- 
stance during  the  last  two  years.  The  response  that  has  come,  is 
coming,  and  will  come,  cheers  our  hearts  and  heartens  us  for  the 
arduous  task  of  carrying  on.     We  have  a  vision  of  a  Home  cleared 
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of  debt  and  put  on  a  good  sound  financial  basis.  In  the  early  part 
of  this  year  there  came  the  thought,, — "Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dol- 
lars For  The  Children's  Home  During  This  Its  Twenty-Fifth  Year 
Of  Service."  After  consultation  with  the  trustees  that  slogan  was 
announced.  We  have  spared  no  effort  to  get  it,  and  the  response 
has  been  fine.  There  is  one  more  chance  ahead  of  us  during  this 
calendar  year,  that  period  in  which  many  good  people  make  their 
donations  to  the  Children's  Home, — Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  We 
predict  that  during  that  time  the  remainder  of  that  $25,000  will  be 
raised.  During  this  Thanksgiving  period  we  are  asking  our  pastors 
and  Christian  workers  in  every  church  in  the  Conference  to  stress 
"Caring  For  The  Orphan  Child,"  and  "A  Day's  Wages  For  The  Or- 
phan At  Thanksgiving,"  and  "Every  One  Giving  Something  At 
Thanksgiving."  If  our  people  will  at  this  Thanksgiving  think  dol- 
lars and  talk  dollars  and  give  dollars  as  they  used  to  do  when  the 
Home  was  first  started  we  will  do  this  thing.  The  One  Day's  income 
For  The  Home  At  Thanksgiving  combined  with  the  thought  of  Every 
One  Giving  Something,  if  thoroughly  worked  in  every  church  on 
every  charge  will  turn  the  trick. 

Mrs.  Dixon  and  I  hereby  challenge  the  church  to  this  task  at 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  If  the  plan  is  worked  with  any  degree 
of  enthusiasm  we  will  give  one  month's  wages  over  against  a  day's 
wages  on  the  part  of  our  people.  The  work  is  so  beautiful  and  so 
Christlike  that  we  are  willing  to  put  our  lives  into  it,  and  also  a 
liberal  part  of  our  income. 

The  trustees  in  a  recent  meeting  said, — "We  commend  the  Su- 
perintendent and  his  wife  for  this  liberal  offer,  and  we  urge  the  An- 
nual  Conference  to  accept  the  challenge." 

The  only  conditions  we  put  upon  it  is  this:  If  on  or  before 
January  1,  1936,  as  many  as  60  9f  of  the  pastor's  in  our  Conference 
will  certify  by  letter  or  post  card  to  the  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence that  a  faithful  effort  was  made  at  each  of  the  churches  on  his 
charge  to  raise  a  good  Thanksgiving  offering,  we  will  gladly  donate 
one  month's  salary  to  the  Home  . 

It  is  wonderful  hovv^  our  people  have  responded  to  the  needs  of 
the  Children's  Home  during  the  last  two  years.  We  keenly  appreci- 
ate it.  God  bless  the  folks  for  their  care  of  the  orphan  children. 
He  will  bless  them  because  His  promises  are  sure.

(G)      REPORT    OF    THE    COMMISSION    ON    METHODIST 
COOPERATION 

The  Commission  held  its  annual  meeting  in  the  editorial  rooms 
of  the  Christian  Advocate,  in  Greensboro,  Wednesday,  October  16, 
at  10:00  A.  M.,  the  following  brethren  being  present:  Dr.  W.  A. 
Stansbury,  Dr.  M.  T.  Plyer,  Dr.  J.  H.  Barnhardt,  Rev.  C.  B.  Cul- 
breth,  representing  the  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South;  Dr.  S.  W.  Taylor,  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews,  Dr.  C.  W. 
Bates,  Mr.  W.  T.  Hanner,  representing  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Conference.  At  our  last  session  an  invitation  was  extended  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Conference  in  this  State  to  have  representation 
on  this  Commission.  Dr.  W.  J.  Plynt  and  Mr.  L  A.  Speaks  were 
present  and  were  welcomed  to  membership. 

The  Commission  hands  down  to  the  sevei'al  Conferences  for 
their  action  the  following: 

1.  That  arrangements  be  made  for  the  holding  of  a  meeting 
or  meetings  during  the  year  similar  to  the  one  held  in  West  Market 
Street   Methodist    Episcopal    Church,    South,   last  January.      Subject 
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to  your  approval,  the  Commission  named  the  following  brethren  to 
have  charge  of  the  arrangements:  S.  W.  Taylor,  C.  W.  Bates,  W, 
J.  Plynt,  W.  A.  Stansbury,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission, 
Dr.  M.  T.  Plyer,  who  was  named  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

2.  That  we  suggest  and  recommend  to  the  Boards  of  Christian 
Education  of  the  several  conferences  that  they  consider  the  advisa- 
bility and  practicability  of  holding  united  Young  People  Conferences 
at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  most  agreeable;  and  that  we 
further  suggest  the  desirability  of  cooperation  in  the  holding  of  local 
Standard  Training  Schools,  and  other  such  schools  for  the  training 
of  Christian  workers,  it  being  understood  that  there  shall  be  an  ex- 
change of  credits  between  the  various  Boards.  We  would  suggest 
also  that  the  ministers  of  the  three  churches  take  advantage  of  the 
courses  offered  in  the  Pastors'  Summer  Schools  conducted  by  the 
three  denominations.  These  suggestions  are  offered  as  a  means  not 
merely  for  more  adequate  instruction  in  Christian  work  and  service, 
but  because  they  present  an  opportunity  for  larger  fellowship  and 
acquaintance. 

3.  The  Commission  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  expressing  its 
gratification  that  the  Commissions  on  the  Unification  of  Methodism 
have  as  a  result  of  their  meetings  during  the  year,  formulated,  and 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote,  a  basis  of  Union — which  we  understand 
is  to  be  released  to  the  denominational  press  about  the  first  of  De- 
cember. We  rejoice  in  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  direc- 
tion of  union,  and  confidently  look  to  its  final  consummation  at  no 
distant  date.

Therefore,  we  recommend  a  careful  re-reading  of  the  report  re- 
ferred to  above  by  all  our  pastors  and  leaders  of  Church  and  Sun- 
day School  music. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  New  Methodist  Hymnal,  we 
find  everything  there  to  attract  and  inspire  from  every  standpoint. 
The  mechanics  are  all  that  can  be  desired;  the  arrangement  of  words 
and  music  are  such  as  to  please  the  most  fastidious;  there  is  an  abun- 
dance of  matter  for  making  the  church  order  of  service  as  elaborate 
or  as  simple  as  one  desires;  and  if  a  congregation  has  any  desire  to 
worship  God  in  song,  they  will  surely  find  the  needed  inspiration  in 
this  book. 

Our  Publishing  House  has  plans  by  which  to  help  the  church 
that  feels  that  they  are  not  in  a  condition  financially  to  purchase  a 
full  supply  of  these  hymnals. 

We  would  recommend  therefore,  that  such  churches  get  in  touch 
with  Mr.  Reiner,  our  Agent  in  Baltimore,  and  he  will  be  glad  to  as- 
sist in  giving  these  plans  to  all  interested  parties. 

We  urge  all  our  churches  to  get  a  sufficient  number  of  these 
books  so  that  all  may  take  part  in  worshipping  God  in  song  so  that 
we  may  get  back  to  that  spirit  of  devotion  that  once  characterized 
Methodists  as  a  singing  people,  for  there  is  power  in  spiritual  hymn

(J)      REPORT  OF  EDITOR  OF  THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT 

HERALD 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Annual  Conference  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Herald  was  purchased  from  the  printers,  McCulloch  and 
Swain,  who  in  turn  had  bought  the  paper  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Editor,  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  and  I  war,  elected  Editor  and  Business 
Manager  of  the  same  to  serve  for  the  year  without  salary,  while  I 
was  serving  Calvary  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session  of  Conference 
the  administrative  committee  was  called  together  and  it  was  decided 
that  Superannuated  ministers  and  the  widows  of  Superannuated  min- 
isters should  not  be  charged  for  the  Herald.  The  Committee  also 
authorized  me  to  employ  Miss  Mary  C.  McCulloch,  daughter  of  the 
late  Dr.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  to  assist  with  the  book-keeping  at  a  salary 
of  four  dollars  a  week.  Miss  McCulloch  has  rendered  most  excellent 
service  and  she  has  taken  a  great  deal  of  the  load  off  my  shoulders. 
Later  in  the  year  the  committee  authorized  me  to  employ  Mrs.  L.  W. 
Gerringer  as  Field  Agent  for  the  Herald  at  a  salary  of  $20.00  a  week 
and  three  cents  a  mile  for  expenses.  Mrs.  Gerringer  rendered  fine 
service  and  increased  the  circulation  of  the  paper  considerably  until 
she  had  worked  the  territory  within  driving  distance  of  Greensboro. 
When  Mrs.  Gerringer's  work  reached  the  point  that  it  was  impos- 
sible for  her  to  make  it  profitable  for  the  Herald  she  was  released 
from  the  work  in  the  field. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  gi'eat  deal  of  interest  mani- 
fested on  the  pait  of  the  people  and  quite  a  good  many  charges  have 
raised  their  quota  of  subscriptions  and  subsidy. 

We  have  tried  to  make  every  issue  of  the  paper  of  real  service 
to  our  Conference.     It  is  gratifying  to  the  management  that  there 
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has  been  a  gain  in  subscriptions  over  the  previous  year  of  twenty- 
eight  percent. 

Our  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  as  follows: 

Receipts  from  subscriptions  $3,487.20,  Subsidy  from  churches 
$450.88,  from  Boards  and  Institutions  $506.00,  from  advertising 
$2.80,  making  a  total  income  of  $4,448.88.  Our  expenses  have  been: 
For  printing  Herald  $3,496.39,  for  mailing  Herald  $113.96,  Salary 
and  expenses,  Mrs.  Gerringer  $141.60,  for  book-keeping  $192.00,  for 
notification  postals,  printing  of  cards,  stamps,  envelopes  $54.15,  mis- 
cellaneous $25.19,  cash  in  bank  $425.59,  Total  $4,448.88.

4.  That  the  McCulloch  Memorial  Fund  campaign  be  con- 
tinued among  those  churches  which  have  not  yet  raised  their 
apportionment  until  the  whole  amount  is  raised;  and  that  the 
campaign  be  in  charge  of  the  present  McCulloch  Memorial  Fund 
Committee. 

5.  That  the  Herald  Subscription  Committee  as  now  con- 
stituted be  continued  and  that  this  be  also  an  Advisory  Commit- 
tee to  the  Editor. 
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6.     That  Pastors  and  Herald  Agents  make  a  special  effort 
to  get  each  official  member  to  subscribe  to  the  Herald.

(M)      REPORT   OF   CONFERENCE    COUNCIL   OF    RELIGIOUS 

EDUCATION 

The  President  of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Education 
submits  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Conference  Council  for  the 
past  year. 

During  the  months  of  January  and  February  he  put  forth  much 
effort  to  stimulate  interest  in  Young  People's  Day.  Several  churches 
cooperated  in  observing  this  day.  A  substantial  offering  was  given 
for  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Religious  Education. 

During  the  same  period  Rev.  J.  Elwood  Carroll  put  on  a  series 
of  Leadership  Training  Schools.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  a 
number  of  churches  cooperated  in  this  program.  However  we  re- 
gret to  state  that  a  large  number  of  churches  in  our  Conference  did 
not  send  students  to  these  schools.  Neither  did  they  observe  Young 
People's  Day. 

The  annual  Leadership  Training  School  was  held  at  High  Point 
College  June  24th  through  the  29th.  125  students  were  enrolled  in 
this  school.  It  was  the  general  opinion  that  many  more  students 
would  have  attended  but  for  the  Infantile  Paralysis  epidemic. 

General  plans  were  made  for  a  splendid  series  of  Vacation  Church 
Schools.  A  number  of  these  schools  were  held  as  planned  but  many 
more  were  postponed  on  account  of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  epidemic. 

We  feel  that  we  have  had  a  very  effective  year's  work.  We  ap- 
preciate the  cooperation  that  many  people  have  given  to  make  pos- 
sible the  success  of  this  program. 

The  editor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  has  been  very 
generous  in  giving  space  to  promote  our  progress.  To  him  we  wish 
to  say  "Thank  You." 

In  spite  of  the  progress  that  has  been  made,  there  is  yet  much 
to  be  done  in  this  field.  Evidently  there  is  a  lack  of  interest  on  the 
part  of  many  in  the  Conference  Council  program.     It  is  the  purpose 
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of  this  organization  to  promote  the  activities  of  the  Christian  En- 
deavor Societies,  Sunday  Schools,  and  other  educational  features  of 
the  church  program.  One  aim  is  to  lead  church  members  and  officers 
into  a  better  understanding  of  their  opportunities  and  responsibil- 
ities. This  has  been  the  end  to  which  we  have  worked.  We  call 
upon  our  pastors  and  church  leaders  for  a  closer  cooperation  in  this 
work. 

The  following  are  some  very  brief  and  concrete  recommenda- 
tions that  we  are  submitting  as  a  program  of  action  for  the  coming 
year: 

1.  That  at  least  one  Leadership  Training  class  shall  be  held 
on  each  charge  during  the  year.  Pastors  are  urged  to  teach  these 
classes  if  they  find  it  possible  to  do  so.  Information  may  be  secured 
from  the  Department  of  Religious  Education. 

2.  That  all  churches  make  a  special  effort  to  observe  Young 
People's  Day  during  either  January  or  February. 

3.  That  a  series  of  sectional  Leadership  Training  Schools  be 
held  some  time  in  the  spring.  The  Director  of  Leadership  Training 
Avill  supervise  this  program. 

4.  That  the  annual  Leadership  Training  School  be  held  at  High 
Point,  June  29th  to  July  4th.  We  set  as  a  goal  this  year  at  least 
one  student  from  every  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North  Caro- 
lina. The  Director  of  Leadership  Training  shall  be  dean  of  this 
school. 

5.  That  the  pastors  be  requested  to  place  special  emphasis  on 
Vacation  Church  Schools  in  their  churches,  and  that  they  cooperate 
with  the  Superintendents  of  church  schools  in  this  phase  of  the 
program. 

6.  That  special  attention  be  paid  to  the  Youth  program  "Chris- 
tian Youth  Building  a  New  World"  and  a  special  effort  be  made  to 
bring  this  program  before  the  people  of  all  our  churches. 

7.  That  the  Conference  pledge  its  support  to  the  total  program 
of  Christian  Education  that  is  put  on  by  the  Conference  Council  of 
Religious  Education  and  the  Department  of  Religious  Education  of 
our   denomination.

(N)      REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON   EVANGELISM 

Your  Committee  on  Evangelism  would  urge  adoption  of  the  same 
plan  for  the  next  year  as  adopted  by  the  Conference  of  last  year  in 
report  KK,  page  66,  Journal  of  1934. 

We  further  recommend  that  a  goal  of  10  percent  increase  in 
membership  be  set  up  by  this  session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  and 
that  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  put  on  a  publicity  program 
through  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  to  assist  in  the  carrying 
out  of  such  an  achievement.

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(O)      COMMITTEE  ON  GROUP  INSURANCE 

We,  your  Committee  on  Group  Insurance,  desires  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

It  being  essential  that  we  have  the  ages  of  the  ministers  of  the 
Conference,  in  order  to  secure  accurate  figures  of  the  cost  of  the  in- 
surance, we  wrote  to  all  of  the  ministers  for  the  same.  Eighty-four 
responded.  Of  this  number  59  were  under  60  years  of  age,  11  be- 
tween 61  and  65,  6  between  66  and  70,  one  of  whom  is  a  superannu- 
ate, and  8  over  70.  Only  one  in  the  latter  group  is  active.  On  the 
cost  of  the  insurance  at  the  attained  age  in  each  case,  the  average 
for  the  group  was  found. 

We  have  interviewed  the  representatives  of  a  number  of  com- 
panies, and  have  written  proposals  from  several  of  them,  and  desire 
to  bring  to  your  attention  two  policies,  one  of  which  may  be  secured 
from  any  of  several  companies. 

First  is  the  group  plan.  We  can  cover,  with  this  plan,  all  of 
the  active  pastors.  Of  the  84  whose  ages  we  have,  76  are  active. 
The  average  premium  for  a  $1,000  policy,  on  this  group  is  $18.10  per 
year.  According  to  the  State  laws  the  Conference  will  have  to  pay 
a  part  of  this  premium.  The  insured  cannot  pay  more  than  $8.50 
per  year  of  this  amount.  The  Conference,  then,  for  coverage  on 
these  76  men,  will  have  to  pay  a  total  of  $626.00.  If  we  desire  to 
take  a  $500.00  policy  it  will  cost  each  the  ministers  and  the  Confer- 
ence half  of  the  above  amounts. 

The  second  plan  is  a  blanket  policy  for  $499.00.  Any  amount 
below  $500.00,  takes  the  policy  out  of  the  group  insurance  class,  and 
neither  the  company  nor  conference  is,  therefore,  bound  by  the  laws 
governing  group  insurance.  This  policy  can  be  had  for  the  men 
from  65  years  and  under  at  an  annual  rate  of  $7.94  each.  In  this 
case  the  insured  pays  all  of  the  premium,  and  the  Conference  is  not 
financially  involved.  This  plan  will  eliminate  but  six  men  who  would 
be  included  in  the  above  group  plan  where  the  Conference  pays  a 
part.  Moreover  in  the  blanket  plan  any  Methodist  Protestant  any- 
where can  be  covered  at  the  same  rate,  but  their  age  limit  is  from 
10  to  60  years.  By  bringing  in  this  group  of  outsiders,  the  average 
premium  rate  will  tend  to  come  down.  During  the  first  year  of  the 
life  of  this  policy  those  up  to  60  years  will  be  covered  for  only 
$250.00,  and  those  between  61  and  65  for  but  $150.00.  Thereafter, 
those  up  to  and  including  60  are  covered  in  the  amount  of  $300.00. 
When  200  policies  have  been  sold,  however,  the  latter  are  insured  for 
$499.00.  In  either  event  a  master  policy  is  issued  to  the  Conference, 
and  a  certificate  to  each  individual.

(?)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS 

The  religion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  a  missionary  religion. 
It  is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  the  problems  which  arose  in  the 
early  church  were  largely  questions  of  missionary  procedure,  con- 
sequently every  book  in  the  New  Testament  was  written  by  a  foreign 
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missionary  for  the  purpose  of  inspiring  greater  missionary  zeal  and 
activity  among  all  converts  to  Christianity  as  well  as  to  correct 
certain  erroneous  doctrines  being  held  and  taught  by  some. 

The  problem  of  the  church  today  is  the  Christianization  of  the 
peoples  of  the  world,  and  to  the  solution  of  this  great  problem  the 
church  must  dedicate  all  of  her  powers.  For  let  it  be  understood, 
once  for  all,  that  when  we  have  solved  the  problem  of  missions  we 
have  solved  the  problem  of  the  salvation  of  mankind.  To  this  great 
and  glorious  task,  therefore,  we,  the  members  of  this  Annual  Con- 
ference, dedicate  ourselves. 

We  most  heartily  commend  all  of  our  missionaries  for  their  un- 
tiring efforts  in  carrying  on  the  woi'k  of  the  Kingdom  in  foreign 
fields  in  the  face  of  obstacles  which  seemed  at  times  to  be  insuperable. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  we 
recommend  that  a  committee  of  five  be  elected  by  this  Conference 
to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Activities.  The  duties 
of  which  shall  be  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  each  church  in  the 
Conference  in  carrying  on  a  campaign  of  missionary  education  among 
its  member's. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  missionary  educational  progi'am  con- 
ceived by  Rev.  E.  Lester  Ballard  and  being  sponsored  by  the  North 
Carolina  Branch  of  Women's  Work,  and  urge  all  of  our  pastors  and 
churches  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  becoming  inti- 
mately acquainted  with  our  missionary  activities  at  home  and  abroad.

4.  That  we  heartily  approve  recommendations,  1,  2,  and  3,  of 
the  President.  We  endorse  recommendation  4  and  refer  it  to  a  spe- 
cial committee  composed  of  Drs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  G.  R.  Brown,  J.  E. 
Pritchard,  Mr.  J.  N.  Wills  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson.  We  desire 
further  that  I'ecommendation  5  be  disposed  of  in  the  following  man- 
ner: (1)  That  item  A  read  that  there  be  apportioned  each  year 
for  superannuates  a  sum  equal  to  three  percent  of  the  total  of  the 
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pastors'  salaries  for  the  year  just  closing,  and  that  it  be  apportioned 
to  the  various  charges  on  the  basis  of  three  percent  of  the  salary 
paid  the  pastor  during  the  year.  (2)  That  item  B  be  deferred  and 
that  a  committee  of  five  be  named  to  study  the  item  and  report  to 
the  next  annual  conference.

(R)      COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCING  THE  JOURNAL 

Your  committee  appointed  to  work  out  plan  for  financing  the 
Conference  Journal  submits  the  following  report: 

We  find  that  the  price  made  by  the  Stockton  Press  for  printing 
and  mailing  the  Journal  is  far  lower  than  we  have  been  able  to  get 
from  other  printers. 

We  find  also  that  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  Journals 
is  nearly  50%  less  than  the  cost  of  printing.  To  be  exact,  it  was 
35  %  less  last  year,  and  the  anticipated  deficit  will  be  at  least  that 
much  this  year. 

We  recommend,  therefore, 

1.  That  our  publisher,  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  be 
authorized  to  draw  upon  the  Confei-ence  Treasurer  for  this  amount 
within  thirty  days  after  the  delivery  of  the  Journals,  and  that  the 
balance  be  paid  within  sixty  days  out  of  the  money  received  for  sale 
of  Journals. 

2.  That  the  amount  of  the  deficit  in  cost  of  the  Journals  be 
added  to  the  Conference  expense  item  in  the  Annual  Conference 
Budget. 

3.  That  all  pastors  remit  for  Journals  not  later  than  sixty  days 
after  they  are  received,  and  that  any  pastor  failing  to  do  this  shall 
be  required  to  give  a  satisfactory  explanation  to  the  Committee  on 
Official  Character.

(Z)      REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE  ON   SOCIAL   SERVICE 
(Abridged) 

We  have  reviewed  the  social  issues  which  are  factors  in  our 
program  of  building  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth.  There  are  many 
hopeful  signs;  but  there  are  likewise  many  issues  which  cause  our 
hearts  to  grow  f£.int  if  we  count  not  the  Lord  with  us.  As  your  com- 
mittee, we  beg  to  review  some  of  these  hopeful  signs,  the  problems 
which  confront  us,  and  some  means  of  solving  these  problems. 

We  desire  to  note  three  signs  of  rejoicing.  First,  there  are  in 
every  town  and  in  nearly  every  community  certain  so-called  char- 
acter-building organizations.  We  urge  our  people  to  support  these. 
Secondly,  we  rejoice  because  of  the  help  the  Federal  Government 
has  rendered  in  relieving  suffering  and  providing  landscape  improve- 
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ment  and  recreational  facilities.  Finally,  we  are  grateful  to  God  for 
the  deeper  spiritual  note  heard  in  all  our  church  programs  and 
sermons. 

Some  of  the  major  problems  which  confront  us  may  be  listed: 
War  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  hence 
we  ought  to  set  going  every  possible  influence  for  peace.  Gambling 
in  any  degree  is  wi'ong  and  ought  not  to  be  participated  in  by  Chris- 
tians. Liquor  has  no  place  in  a  Christian  order  and  ought  to  be  elim- 
inated completely.  The  commercialization  of  the  Lord's  Day  brings 
no  good  in  its  train.  The  cinema  has  all  manner  of  possibilities  and 
as  Christians  we  ought  to  so  inform  ourselves  so  as  to  use  it  only 
when  it  is  for  our  harmless  enjoyment  or  improvement.  In  a  nation 
of  much  unemployment  there  ought  to  be  no  use  of  ^  child  labor; 
rather  there  ought  to  be  education  for  youth  and  work  for  mature 
persons.  We  hold  that  sin  frequently  lies  at  the  root  of  divo_rcej_ 
hence  our  people  oug'ht  to  respect  the  sacredness  of  the  marriage 
vow  and  set  themselves  to  become  informed  as  to  how  to  keep  them- 
selves happily  married  when  once  united.  One  of  our  very  worst 
evils  is  propag"anda  as  expressed  in  the  advertisement  of  cigarettes 
and  liquors.  We  believe  in  the  freedom  of  speech,  press  and  as- 
semblage. 

Having  noted  the  signs  of  encouragement  as  well  as  some  of 
the  problems  which  confront  us,  we  would  suggest  three  means  of 
helping  to  solve  these  problems:  First,  we  urge  regular  attendance 
upon  the  church  services.  Secondly,  we  should  know  more  of  the 
Bible  and  in  this  connection  we  recommend  the  observation  of  ^'he 
400th  anniversary  of  the  printing  of  the  English  Bible.  And  thirdly, 
we  pray  that  our  people  may  see  these  issues  clearly.  Helnful  ma- 
terial on  all  the  problems  herein  discussed  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  New  York  City. 

Having  said  the  above  about  the  issues  of  building  the  kingdom 
of  God,  we  unreservedly  affirm  our  faith  in  the  gospel  of  Christ  as 
the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  both  personal  and  social.  Our 
churches  must  not  become  mere  reform  societies,  but  they  likewise 
must  preach  the  whole  gospel  which  is  both  personal  and  social  in 
its  message.

(EE)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION 

Since  the  chief  aim  of  the  church  is  to  develop  Christian  Char- 
acter and  since  Christian  Education  is  the  primary  means  by  which 
this  ideal  is  realized  the  committee  presents  the  following:  report: 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  increased  interest  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion throughout  the  several  organizations  of  our  church.  This  in- 
terest is  especially  demonstrated  in  the  work  of  the  Conference  Coun- 
cil of  Religious  Education  and  by  the  increased  expenditures  of  our 
General  Church  for  that  purpose.  Judging  from  reports  of  progress 
such  expenditures  are  well  justified. 

We  commend  the  high  standard  of  work  that  is  being  done  by 
our  Seminary  and  colleges  both  through  their  regular  curricula 
programs  and  through  their  extension  programs.  Esepcially  do  we 
commend  the  Avork  that  High  Point  College  is  doing  within  our  own 
Conference  to  promote  a  spirit  of  unity  and  loyalty  within  our  de- 
nomination. That  institution  is  worthy  of  our  support  not  because 
of  its  denominational  affiliation  alone  but  because  of  the  mei-it  and 
standard  of  its  scholastic  work,  permeated  as  it  is  by  Chritsian  ideals. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  of  our  brethren  in  the  ministry  have 
not  come  to  recognize  its  value  and  have  not  yet  realized  that  our 
college  is  best  for  our  young  people. 

The  splendid  work  of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation, in  cooperating  as  it  does  with  the  International  Council  pro- 
gram, should  be  appreciated  by  our  people.  Especially  significant  is 
the  fact  that  its  program  attempts  to  make  the  highest  type  of  char- 
acter-education available  to  every  individual  in  the  local  church. 

The  members  of  this  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
greatest  work  of  our  denomination  is  involved  in  its  program  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  a  program  which  is  not  peculiar  to  our  colleges  alone 
but  which  should  reach  out  and  touch  every  member  of  the  local 
■church.  We  helieve  that  our  Annual  Conference  reports  should  be 
so  arranged  as  to  indicate  that  the  primary  task  of  the  local  church 
is  not  to  raise  finances  or  to  increase  its  numerical  strength  but  to 
build  Christian  character  by  continued  effort  through  accepted 
methods  of  Religious  Education.  We  memoralize  the  General  Con- 
ference to  plan  a  denominational  program  of  Christian  Education 
which  shall  find  its  primary  point  of  emphasis  in  the  local  church, 
and  that  every  pastor  be  urged  to  cooperate  therewith.  Such  a  pro- 
gram might  well  have  capitalized  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  English  Bible  as  a  period  for  building  a  new  denominational  in- 
terest in  and  appreciation  for  our  sacred  literature. 
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Finally,  we  believe  that  our  church  should  be  proud  of  its 
periodicals  and  literature.  The  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder,  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Herald,  and  the  Missionary  Record  should  be 
in  every  Methodist  Protestant  home  and  our  Sunday  School  literature 
should  be  in  every  church.

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(HH)   REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PARSONAGES 

Since  the  parsonage  is  the  only  home  the  preacher  has,  and  in 
most  cases  ever  will  have,  your  committee  feels  that  every  parsonage 
in  the  Conference  should  be  made  as  attractive,  as  comfortable,  and 
as  homelike  as  possible.  To  this  end  we  offer  the  following  recom- 
mendations :- 

That  the  parsonage  trustees  of  every  charge  take  it  upon  them- 
selves to  inspect  the  parsonage  building  and  grounds  at  least  once 
each  year,  and  take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to  keep  them  in 
good  condition. 

That  a  parsonage  committee  be  elected  by  the  first  quarterly 
conference  of  each  charge,  to  be  composed  of  women  of  the  church 
or  charge  who  are  successful  in  making  their  own  homes  comfortable 
and  attractive,  and  who  are  interested  in  the  comfort  and  happiness 
of  their  pastor  and  family;  this  committee  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
pastor's  wife  and  find  out  what  is  actually  needed  from  time  to  time 
to  make  the  parsonage  a  real  home.  After  needs  are  determined 
the  committee  should  see  that  they  are  secured  through  the  women's 
auxiliaries  or  otherwise. 

That  all  pastors  and  families  be  urged  to  take  proper  care  of 
t?ie  parsonage  and  furnishings  and  do  what  they  can  to  keep  the 
buildings  and  grounds  clean  and  attractive. 

That  every  charge  that  does  not  own  a  parsonage  make  every 
effort  possible  to  secure  one  at  the  earliest  possible^  date.

(II)      REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON   PASTORAL  WORK 

Your  Committee  on  Pastoral  Work  desire  to  bring  to  your  atten- 
tion some  things  that  are  vitally  important  in  the  ministry  of  every 
pastor.  We  have  a  great  ministry  in  our  Conference,  and  we  believe 
a  great  gospel  is  being  proclaimed  by  these  faithful  men  of  God.  We 
feel  sure  that  our  people  are  interested  in  the  true  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  in  its  purity  and  simplicity.  The  reports  of  revivals  held  in 
our  churches  are  that  many  souls  have  been  converted  and  prove  that 
the  church  is  the  mighty  power  to  heal  the  hurts  of  sin. 

We  desire  that  the  great  doctrines  of  our  church  be  emphasized 
in  this  day  of  dangerous  tendencies.  There  is  no  denying  that  the 
church  of  God  and  the  faith  of  our  fathers  are  facing  conditions 
that  are  deadly  foes  to  our  spiritual  life.  Believing  that  the  first 
duty  and  responsibility  of  every  pastor  is  to  preach  the  Word,  we  ask 
our  preachers  to  preach  none  other  than  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
Divine  Son  of  God,  and  that  His  death  on  Calvary  was  an  all-suffi- 
cient sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world;  that  through  the  shed- 
ding of  His  blood  was  made  an  atonement  for  every  human  soul  who 
by  repentance  and  faith  accepts  Him  as  a  personal  Saviour  and  fol- 
lows Him  in  all  sincerity  of  purpose.  We  desire  that  special  emphasis 
be  laid  on  the  doctrine  of  regeneration,  and  we  want  the  Holy  Spirit 
emphasized  as  the  third  person  in  the  God-head,  and  not  merely  as  a 
beautiful  influence  upon  the  lives  of  men. 

When  we  come  to  think  of  the  work  of  the  pastor  in  his  parish, 
there  is  no  end  to  his  duties  and  opportunities.  Pastoral  visiting  has 
always  been  an  important  factor  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  min- 
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istry-  People  expect  their  pastor  to  visit  them,  and  they  regard  him 
as  their  spiritual  leader  and  adviser.  It  is  a  fine  thing  for  the  pastor 
to  enter  into  the  family's  play  life,  their  social  life,  and  to  share  an 
interest  in  their  domestic  affairs,  but  he  must  remember  that  his 
chief  commission  is  to  administer  to  their  spiritual  needs.  He  is 
charged  with  this  responsibility,  and  no  one  else  is  anointed  and 
sent  out  to  "feed  the  flock."  Pastors  should  insist  that  religion  and 
family  worship,  still  have  a  definite  place  in  the  home  life  of  our 
people.  Restlessness  is  in  the  very  atmosphere  of  our  daily  lives; 
and  constant  rush  and  activity  have  taken  away  much  that  is  fine 
from  our  home  life  today.  Parents  are  not  as  carefully  training  their 
children  in  religious  things  as  in  days  of  yore.  If  the  home  is  lax, 
and  pastors  fail  to  minister  in  those  homes,  the  altar  fires  of  God's 
church  becomes  as  heaps  of  dead  ashes. 

The  pastor  should  give  much  time  and  thoughtful  consideration 
in  the  matter  of  conducting  funerals.  This  may  appear  to  him  as  an 
ofl[icial  duty  to  perform,  but  it  is  much  more  than  that.  There  is  no 
time  in  the  life  of  the  family  when  the  presence  and  sympathy  of  the 
pastor  is  needed  so  much  as  in  the  dark  hour  of  bereavement.  When 
his  parishoners  are  in  the  depths  he  must  do  something  better  than 
read  the  ritual  and  talk  in  a  professional  tone,  for  they  need  the 
touch  of  human  kindness. 

Again,  the  pastor  must  be  an  example  to  the  flock.  He  who 
seeks  to  be  popular  with  his  people  by  lowering  the  high  standard  of 
the  ministry,  and  fails  to  magnify  this  high  office  will  never  lead  them 
to  higher  Christian  ideals.  He  must  not  forget  that  the  eyes  of  his 
people  are  upon  him;  and,  therefore,  his  conduct  and  conversation 
must  be  above  reproach  and  suspicion. 

We  insist  that  our  pastors  practice  punctuality  as  well  as  spir- 
itually. Not  in  his  church  service  and  pastoral  work  alone,  but  in 
his  moral  and  financial  obligations  to  his  fellowman,  and  to  the 
Annual  Conference.  No  preacher  can  maintain  the  highest  respect 
and  confidence  of  the  people  he  serves  when  he  is  slow  and  indifferent 
toward  his  financial  obligations.  This  will  apply  also  to  pastoral 
charges  that  are  slow  and  indifferent  in  meeting  their  financial  obliga- 
tions to  the  pastor. 

Finally,  no  preacher  among  us  should  become  a  pessimist  for 
this  is  no  time  to  retreat.  We  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  we  are 
living  in  a  rapidly  changing  world;  but  Jesus  Christ  is  the  same  yes- 
terday, today  and  forever.  The  foundations  of  the  Christian  faith 
are  sure,  and  the  cause  we  represent  cannot  fail.  "And  let  us  not 
be  weary  in  well  doing;  for  in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint 
not."

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OBITUARIES 


REV.   E.  G.  LOWDERMILK 

Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk  was  born  in  Randolph  county,  N.  C,  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  1858.  He  departed  this  life  June  the 
eleventh,  1935,  at  the  age  of  76  years,  5  months,  and  16  days. 

The  deceased  was  one  of  a  family  of  four  sons  and  one  daughter 
born  to  Reuben  and  Nancy  Lowdermilk.  The  family  home  was  a 
few  miles  south  of  Asheboro.  It  was  here  that  the  deceased  grew 
to  early  manhood.  He  attended  the  churches  and  the  public  school 
of  his  community,  and  became  a  vital  part  of  the  life  of  the  neigh- 
borhood in  which  he  grew  up. 

The  religious  tendencies  of  our  departed  brother  were  shown  in 
his  early  life.  The  records  at  hand  do  not  indicate  when  he  pro- 
fessed faith  in  Christ  and  united  with  the  church.  But  this  was  most 
certainly  in  the  tender  formative  years  of  his  youth.  He  soon  be- 
came impressed  with  a  call  to  the  ministry,  and  yielded  himself  to 
what  he  believed  to  be  God's  purposes  in  his  life.  His  educational 
pi-eparation  for  the  ministry  was  made  through  his  home  study,  and 
as  a  student  for  some  time  at  both  Yadkin  College  and  Oak  Ridge 
Institute.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  at  Davis  Chapel  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  on  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  1896,  Rev.  C.  A. 
Cecil  being  the  pastor  in  charge  and  the  presiding  officer  of  the  con- 
ference. Shortly  after  he  had  been  licensed,  he  preached  his  first 
sermon  in  Giles  Chapel  Church  on  the  Richland  Charge.  In  Novem- 
ber of  1896  he  was  admitted  to  the  annual  conference  and  received 
his  first  appointment.      His  ordination  followed  in  1908. 

As  a  minister,  Brother  Lowdermilk  was  studious,  zealous,  and 
efficient.  He  knew  from  his  own  experience  that  the  "gospel  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation,"  and  he  was  moved  wnth  a  passion  to 
have  others  know  it.  He  took  his  assignments  from  the  Conference 
with  marked  seriousness,  and  strove  always  in  every  place  to  be  a 
"good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ."  All  conference  and  denominational 
programs  received  his  heartiest  cooperation.  His  idea  of  success  in 
his  pastorates  was  progi-ess  along  all  lines.  He  worked,  therefore, 
to  promote  every  interest  of  the  church. 

Dates  that  would  make  possible  the  listing  here  of  all  the 
charges  that  our  deceased  brother  served  during  his  thirty-nine  years 
of  active  ministry  were  not  available  in  the  preparation  of  this  mem- 
oir. However,  the  following  may  be  listed:  Stanly,  Forsyth,  Siler 
City,  Reidsville,  Kannapolis,  Winston-Salem,  Gibsonville,  Mt.  Pleas- 
ant, Democrat,  Concord.  His  last  charge  was  Spring  Church,  which 
he  served  during  the  year  1931. 

In  addition  to  serving  many  important  charges.  Brother  Lowder- 
milk was  an  active  conference  man  and  served  from  time  to  time  on 
various  important  committees.  For  thirteen  years,  from  1922  to  his 
death  this  year,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Conference  Faculty. 

In  1924  he  was  called  by  the  trustees  to  the  superintendency  of 
the  Children's  Home.  He  began  his  work  there  in  November  of  that 
year,  and  continued  in  that  capacity  until  March  1927,  when  he  re- 
signed to  reenter  the  pastorate.  As  a  superintendent  of  this  insti- 
tution. Brother  Lowdermilk  maintained  his  record  of  earnest, 
thoughtful,  faithful  service. 
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The  married  life  of  Brother  Lowdermlk  began  on  May  14,  1903, 
when  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Nannie  Causey.  Two 
children,  both  of  whom  died  in  infancy,  were  born  to  this  union. 
Sister  Lowdermilk,  and  one  brother,  John  W.  Lowdermilk,  and  one 
sister,  Mrs.  Charles  F.  Smith,  survive.  Three  brothers,  preceded  him 
in  death.  One  of  these  brothers,  Rev.  W.  R.  Lowdermilk,  was  a 
beloved  member  of  this  conference  and  has  an  abiding  place  in  our 
affections. 

After  his  superannuation,  in  1931,  Brother  Lowdermilk  went  to 
Washington,  N.  C.  to  live.  It  was  from  his  home  there  that  our 
Tsrother  and  fellow-laborer  in  the  Lord,  passed  triumphantly  from  the 
church  militant  to  the  church  triumphant. 

To  his  bereaved  wife  and  faithful  co-laborer  in  all  his  places 
of  service,  and  to  his  relatives,  and  to  this  conference  to  which  he 
gave  his  best,  we  extend  tenderest  sympathy,  and  commend  all  to  the 
God  of  Comfort  whom  he  loved  and  whom  he  delighted  to  serve.

REV.  C.  L.  WHITAKER 

Reverend  Carey  Hamilton  Whitaker  was  born  in  the  Whitaker's 
Chapel  community,  near  Enfield  in  Halifax  County,  on  November  30, 
1860,  and  departed  this  life  to  be  with  those  who  have  been  promoted 
from  the  church  militant  to  the  church  triumphant  from  his  home  in 
W^inston-Salem,  N.  C,  August  18,  1935. 

The  time  and  place  in  which  one  is  brought  up  have  something 
to  do  with  one's  after  life.  Brother  Whitaker  was  brought  up  in 
the  troublesome  times  following  the  Civil  War,  and  from  his  earliest 
days  he  learned  the  lesson  of  struggle.  He  united  with  Whitaker's 
Chapel  when  he  was  only  eight  years  old ;  and  it  was  said  of  him  that 
he  would  not  be  turned  aside  from  his  desire  to  join  the  church  simply 
because  his  widowed  mother  was  not  able  to  buy  shoes  for  him  to 
wear  while  he  was  joining  the  church.  As  he  grew  to  young  man- 
hood, he  shouldered  a  great  deal  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  home, 
and  helped  support  his  mother  and  his  younger  brothers. 

After  leaving  the  schools  of  his  community.  Brother  Whitaker 
went  to  Western  Maryland  College,  where  he  remained  for  two  years. 
He  was  in  college  with  Dr.  A.  Norman  Ward,  of  sainted  memory, 
v/ho,  on  hearing  of  Brother  Whitaker's  death,  wrote;  "He  was  one  of 
the  fiinest  men  who  ever  came  to  College  Hill,  and  I  loved  him  dear- 
ly." 

His  first  work  in  the  ministry  was  in  Washington  County,  in 
1893,  and  his  last  regular  work  was  the  West  Forsyth  Charge,  in 
1928.  During  his  lifetime  as  a  minister,  Brother  Whitaker  was  in- 
terested in  the  young  people.  Our  Church  Record,  now  The  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Herald,  in  an  issue  printed  in  1901,  refers  to  the  fact 
that  he  had  delivered  an  address  before  the  State  Christian  Endeavor 
Convention  which  was  declared  to  be  one  of  the  best  delivered.  As 
a  preacher  he  was  earnest  and  sincere.  He  realized  the  high  calling 
of  the  preacher  of  the  Word,  and  he  gave  himself  to  that  task  with- 
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out  stint.  While  he  was  a  good  preacher,  he  was  also  a  good  pastor. 
One  of  our  ministers  recently  wrote  of  him :  "He  was  the  best  pastor 
I  ever  saw.  From  his  earliest  days  in  the  ministry,  I  took  lessons 
under  him." 

While  he  was  pastor  at  Littleton,  the  church  there  was  begun. 
While  he  was  pastor  at  Graham,  the  church  there  was  built.  At 
many  other  places  he  had  a  profitable  ministry.  It  is  true  that  the 
charges  he  served  never  paid  large  salaries;  but  he  did  not  slacken  his 
interest  because  of  that.  He  was  willing  to  serve  wherever  he  was 
sent. 

Being  brought  up  near  the  place  where  our  Annual  Conference 
Avas  organized,  and  among  a  people  who  could  remember  vei-y  dis- 
tinctly the  circumstances  leading  up  to  the  organization  of  our 
church,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  Brother  Whitaker  was  one 
of  the  most  loyal  men  we  ever  had.  He  loved  his  church,  and  he 
knew  what  it  stood  for.  Few  men,  if  any,  took  the  work  of  an 
Annual  Conference  more  seriously.  When  the  Conference  ad- 
journed, he  knew  what  had  been  done.  For  a  long  period  of  years 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Conference  Faculty.  If  any  man  had  a 
right  to  be  on  the  Faculty,  he  did;  for  when  he  was  a  student  in 
the  Course  of  Study,  he  mastered  it  in  one  year. 

Brother  Whitaker  was  superannuated  in  1928,  and  the  remaining 
years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  Winston-Salem,  where  he  took  a  great 
interest  in  the  work  of  our  First  Church,  evangelistic  clubs,  and  any 
other  work  he  was  able  to  do.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  Santford 
Martin,  Editor  of  the  Winston-Salc-ni  Journal,  paid  him  this  tribute: 
"Death  has  called  home  another  faithful  minister  in  the  person  of 
Rev.  C.  H.  Whitaker,  retired,  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
Mr.  Whitaker  was  a  minister  of  the  old  school;  his  work  in  the  divine 
service  carrying  him  to  many  points.  For  years  he  served  as  a  cir- 
cuit rider,  glorying  in  the  hard  tasks  which  fell  upon  his  shoulders 
as  a  guide  to  the  higher  ideals  among  the  rural  people  of  the  State." 

Brother  Whitaker  was  a  man  who  made  friends  and  kept  them. 
He  was  often  referred  to  as  a  sweet-spirited  man.  Those  who  have 
been  associated  with  him  in  the  ministi'y  these  many  years  will  sorely 
miss  him;  but  we  shall  still  think  of  him  as  a  brother  beloved,  a 
friend,  a  servant  of  God,  a  Christian  gentleman;  and  we  hope  to  meet 
him  on  the  other  shore. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  who  before  her  marriage  was 
Miss  Elizabeth  Speight,  of  Edgecombe  County,  and  who  resides  with 
thiee  of  her  children  at  111  Gloria  Avenue,  Winstom-Salem,  namely 
Cary,  Jr.,  Richard  S.,  and  Emma  Lewis;  One  daughter.  Miss  Alice 
Whitaker,  lives  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  another,  Mrs.  G.  D.  Home, 
in  Venezuela,  South  America. 

A  brief  funeral  service  was  held  in  honor  of  Brother  Whitaker 
at  a  funeral  home  in  Winston-Salem,  and  was  conducted  by  Rev.  R. 
A.  Hunter.  The  funeral  and  interment  were  held  at  Whitaker's 
Chapel,  and  was  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard  and  Rev.  R.  C. 
Stubbins.

Priscilla  Britton,  daughter  of  Major  and  Mrs.  Britton  of  Weaver- 
ville,  N.  C,  was  born  December  12,  1853.  She  was  married  to  Rev. 
J.  H.  Moton,  December  18,  1879.  To  this  union  there  were  born 
eight  children. 

From  the  first  of  her  married  life  she  showed  a  wonderful  apti- 
tude as  a  pastor's  wife,  and  entered  into  the  work  with  her  husband 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  his  work  in  the  ministry  a  success  beyond 
the  ordinary. 

She  was  a  homekeeper  of  unusual  faithfulness,  and  those  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  visit  her  there  were  always  greeted  with 
such  a  cheerful  spirit  as  to  send  them  away  with  a  feeling  that  they 
had  been  associated  with  one  who  was  interested  in  their  best  wel- 
fare. 

Many  times  v/hen  the  work  was  hard,  and  her  husband  would 
come  home  discouraged,  she  always  knew  just  what  to  say  to  send 
him  back  to  his  task  with  renewed  determination  and  vigor,  and  with 
an  enthusiasm  that  inspired  others  for  work  in  the  Kingdom. 

She  was  not  only  gifted  as  an  inspirer  of  her  husband,  but  as 
a  helper  in  the  church  in  whatever  community  they  happened  to  be 
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located.  Those  who  heard  her  lead  in  public  prayer  were  convinced 
there  was  something  there  more  than  words — there  was  faith  that 
took  hold  upon  the  hearers  as  well  as  upon  the  Almighty. 

If  life  were  judged  only  by  its  friendships,  then  this  life  was  a 
success;  for  she  inspired  the  confidence  of  many.  She  had  the  ability 
to  hold  her  friends  when  they  were  made,  and  to  challenge  the  best 
that  was  in  them.  Such  beauty  of  character  caused  her  friends  to 
want  to  be  like  her.  Many  have  turned  to  her  in  their  hours  of  dis- 
tress for  the  comfort  that  only  one  like  her  was  able  to  give. 

Mrs.  Moton  lived  so  as  to  deserve  to  live  forever.  We  can  ill- 
afford  to  lose  such  a  life;  yet  we  are  the  richer  because  of  such  con- 
tacts. Sh-^  was  one  that  made  this  world  a  more  pleasant  and  a  dif- 
ferent place  because  she  lived;  and  she  still  lives  in  the  hearts  of  those 
who,  seeing  the  good,  know  how  to  appreciate  it. 

To  the  faithful  women  who  are  the  caretakers  not  only  of  the 
parsonages  in  our  Conference,  who  also  live  with  those  who  proclaim 
the  glad  tidings  of  salvation,  we  would  say,  "Be  thou  faithful  unto 
death;"  for  no  greater  opportunity  is  afforded  any  woman  in  this 
life  than  that  given  to  her  who  walks  day  by  day  as  this  good  woman 
walked,  making  the  challenge  that  came  to  her  husband  hers  in  all 
that  it  takes  to  be  a  good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  children  of  Mrs.  Moton  rise  up  today  and  call  her  blessed.

She  buys  land  prudently;  with  her  earnings  she  plants  a  vine- 
yard. She  finds  that  industry  is  profitable ;  the  lamp  burns  all 
night  in  her  house. 

She  girds  herself  to  work,  and  plies  her  arms  with  vigor;  she 
sets  her  hands  to  the  distaff,  her  fingers  hold  the  spindle. 

She  fears  not  snow  for  her  household;  for  they  all  wear 
scarlet  wool.  She  makes  mantles  for  herself.  She  is  robed  with 
linen  and  purple. 

To  poor  folks  she  is  generous,  and  lends  a  hand  to  the  for- 
lorn. Her  husband  is  a  man  of  note.  He  sits  with  the  sheikhs 
in  council. 

She  makes  linen  yarn  and  sells  it;  she  supplies  girdles  to  the 
traders.  Strong  and  secure  is  her  position;  she  can  afford  to 
laugh,  looking  ahead. 

She  talks  shrewd  sense,  and  offers  kindly  counsel.  She  keeps 
an  eye  upon  her  household;  she  never  eats  the  bread  of  idleness. 

Her  sons  congratulate  her;  and  her  husband  praises  her: 
"Many  a  woman  does  nobly,  but  you  outdo  them  all."

REV.  C.  W.  SAUNDERS 

Rev.  C.  W.  Saunders,  son  of  Harris  and  Mary  F.  Saunders,  was 
born  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Montgomery  County,  June  28,  1892, 
and  died  in  the  Duke  Hospital,  Durham,  June  22,  1934.  His  illness 
covered  a  period  of  several  months,  and  at  times  his  suffering  was 
intense,  but  it  bore  it  all  with  Christian  fortitude. 
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When  about  19  years  of  age,  he  professed  religion,  and  joined 
Flint  Hill  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  Sometime  after  this  he 
transferred  his  membership  to  Love  Joy  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
where  he  remained  a  member  until  his  death.  For  some  time  he  felt 
that  the  Lord  had  called  him  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  finally 
yielded,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  and  admitted  to  the  Conference 
in  1926.  His  first  work  was  Chase  City,  Virginia,  where  he  served 
for  a  year.  The  second  year  he  did  not  take  work,  but  the  third  year 
he  was  sent  back  to  Chase  City  with  Bethesda  in  South  Carolina 
added.  He  served  these  two  churches  for  one  year,  and  was  then  as- 
signed to  Rockingham  Charge,  which  he  served  for  a  year  and  a  half 
until  his  death. 

On  December  23,  1913,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Myrtle 
Crawford  of  the  Flint  Hill  community.  This  union  was  blessed  with 
six  children,  five  of  whom  are  living,  one  dying  in  infancy.  Also 
surviving  are  his  wife,  four  sisters  and  many  friends.  The  high 
esteem  in  which  he  was  held  is  attested  by  the  large  crowd  which 
attended  his  funeral,  which  was  conducted  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews, 
Pi'esident  of  the  Conference;  Rev.  G.  L.  Reynolds,  pastor  of  the  de- 
ceased; Rev.  E,  A.  Bingham,  J.  H.  Trolinger  and  Rev.  G.  A.  Laugh- 
lin.  His  body  was  then  placed  in  the  church  cemetery,  near  the 
graves  of  his  father  and  mother. 

The  ministerial  life  of  Brother  Saunders  was  short  and  effective ; 
but  we  feel  like  saying  with  the  Master:  "Well  done,  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant,  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  ...  I 
will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  .  .  .  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy 
Lord."

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of  the 
Conference   shall   be  elected   by   ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Conference 
adjourned   and    call   the    Conference    to   order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of  the  Scrip- 
ture and  prayer,   under  direction   of  the   President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shal  read  the 
Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and  prepare  them  for 
registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  member,  to  call 
any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflections  or  irrelevant   debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Conference,  which  appeal   shall   be  decided   without  debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
ordered   by  the   Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member  to  the 
Chair. 

10.  The    President   shall    vote   on   no   question,    except   in    case   of  a   tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President,"  and  being  recognized 
by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any  question, 
except  by    unanimous  permission   of   the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speaking,  or 
interrupt   the    speaker,    except  by    permission    to    explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufflciently  loud  to 
disturb   the   Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or  for  the 
purpose   of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused  therefrom 
by   the   Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open  for  debate, 
except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and  to  lay  on  the  table, 
which    questions    shall    be    decided    without    debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  the 
main    question. 

20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question  has  been 
called   for   shall   be   decided   without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the   call   of   one-fifth    of  the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions   or   amendments    shall   be   reduced   to   writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made  by  a 
member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  except 
by  a  two-thirds    vote  of  the   members   present. 

_  24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called  up  again 
during  the   session.

1.  At  2  o'clock  on  the  opening  day  of  Conference,  the  order  shall  be 
reading  of  the  President's   Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of  the 
Conference   shall   be  elected   by   ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Conference 
adjourned   and   call   the    Conference    to   order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of  the  Scrip- 
ture and  prayer,   under   direction   of  the   President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shal  read  the 
Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and  prepare  them  for 
registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  member,  to  call 
any  brother  to  order   who  may   indulge  in  personal  reflections   or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall   be  decided   without  debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
ordered   by  the   Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member  to  the 
Chair. 

10.  The    President   shall    vote   on   no   question,   except   in   case   of  a   tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from  his  seat 
and  respecttully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President,"  and  being  recognized 
by  the  Chair. 

12.  JNo  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any  question, 
except  by   unanimous  permission   of   the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speaking,  or 
interrupt   the    speaker,    except   by    permission    to   explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently  loud  to 
disturb   the   Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused  therefrom 
by   the   Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open  for  debate, 
except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and  to  lay  on  the  table, 
which    questions    shall   be    decided    without    debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  the 
main   question. 

20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question  has  been 
called   for   shall   be   decided   without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  (luestions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the   call   of   one-fifth    of  the  members  present. 

22.  All  resoluHons   or   amendments    shall   be   reduced   to   writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made  by  a 
member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  except 
by  a  two-thirds    vote   of  the   members   present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called  up  again 
during  the   session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  permission  of 
the  Conference. 

26.  No  committee  shall  meet  during  the  session  of  Conference  except  by 
permission. 

27.  All    petitions    and    resolutions    shall    be    referred    to    proper    committee.

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PROCEEDINGS 


The  109th  session  of  the  Noith  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  was  held  in  the  First  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  Albemarle,  N.  C,  Rev.  C.  G.  Isley,  pastor,  be- 
ginning on  Wednesday,  November  4,  1936,  The  Conference  was 
called  to  order  at  10.00  A.  M.,  with  the  President,  Rev.  R.  M.  An- 
drews, D.D.,  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  ministers, 
preachers  and  delegates,  after  which  the  following  devotional  ser- 
vice was  entered  into,  under  the  direction  of  the  President:  Hymn 
12,  "Come  Ye  That  Love  the  Lord,"  was  sung,  followed  by  a  respon- 
sive reading.  The  President  stated  that  Brother  T.  A,  Williams,  a 
member  of  the  Conference,  and  Mrs,  Geo.  L.  Reynolds,  the  wife  of 
one  of  our  pastors,  was  seriously  ill,  and  asked  that  they  be  remem- 
bered in  prayer.  Rev.  W,  F.  Ashburn  led  in  prayer.  The  Scripture 
lesson  was  the  12th  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians.  This  was  followed 
by  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "A  Charge  to  Keep  I  Have." 

At  10:45  Conference  listened  to  the  Conference  sermon  preached 
by  Rev,  J,  Clyde  Auman,  pastor  of  Community  Church,  Thomasville. 
The  subject  of  the  sermon  was,  "The  Middle  Wall  of  Partition,"  the 
text:    Ephesians  2:14, 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon.  Conference  stood  for  the  calling 
of  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead,  Before  reading,  the  Secretary 
asked  that  the  name  of  Rev.  W.  F.  Kennett,  who  had  passed  away 
during  the  year,  be  transferred  to  the  Roll.  On  motion  this  was 
done.     The  Roll  of  the  Honored  dead  was  then  called. 

Conference  then  entered  upon  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per. The  President  was  in  charge,  and  was  assisted  by  E.  0.  Peeler, 
R.  C.  Stubbins  and  T.  M.  Johnson. 

At  the  close  of  the  communion  service  a  short  business  session 
was  held.  The  Conference  programs  were  distributed  and  adopted 
subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary.  On  motion  the  bar 
of  the  Conference  was  fixed  to  include  the  entire  auditorium  of  the 
church.  The  Secretary  read  letters  from  Brother  W,  T,  Totten,  a 
superannuated  minister  of  this  Conference,  and  from  Brother  P,  E. 
Bingham,  a  minister  without  appointment,  each  expressing  regret 
that  they  could  not  be  present  at  this  session. 

Rev,  W.  L.  Dorton,  pastor  of  the  West  Albemarle  Baptist 
Church,  was  introduced  to  Conference.  On  motion  Conference  ad- 
journed for  lunch. 

Wednesday   Afternoon 

1:45.  A  song  service  was  led  by  Brother  E.  Lester  Ballard. 
This  was  followed  by  the  order  of  the  day — the  reading  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Message.  The  Secretary  was  in  the  chair  while  the  Presi- 
dent read  his  report.  (Report  A)  At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading, 
the  message  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  President's  Message, 
and,  on  motion,  the  President's  official  character  was  passed. 

On  motion  the  order  of  the  day — the  election  of  officers — was 
moved  up,  and  Conference  entered  upon  the  order.  The  President 
appointed  the  following  tellers:  Clyde  Payne,  O.  C.  Loy,  H.  F.  Sur- 
ratt,   F.    R.    Stout.      The   ballot   was   distributed    for   the    election    of 
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President.  The  vote  was  canvassed  and  it  was  announced  that  Rev. 
R.  M.  Andrews,  D.D.,  was  elected  to  succeed  himself.  On  motion  of 
Geo.  R.  Brown,  Conference  voted  to  make  the  election  unanimous. 

On  motion  the  Assistant  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
unanimous  ballot  for  the  election  of  C.  W.  Bates  as  Secretai-y.  This 
was  done. 

On  nominations  from  the  floor,  the  following  were  elected  to 
succeed  themselves  in  their  respective  offices:  J.  H.  Allen,  Treas- 
urer; J.  L.  Trollinger,  Press  Representative;  E.  G.  Cowan,  Statisti- 
cal Secretary;  J.  Elwood  Carroll,  Conference  Historian;  and  Paul 
S.  Kennett,  Keeper  of  Records. 

The  following  were  elected  to  constitute  the  Standing  District 
Committee:  J.  R.  Hutton,  J.  D.  Williams,  A.  L.  Hunter;  L.  L.  Wren, 
W.  C.  Goley,  J.  M.  Cutchin. 

The  Secretary  was  granted  the  privilege  of  selecting  his  Asso- 
ciate. He  announced  the  appointment  of  F.  W.  Paschall  to  that 
office. 

Ballots  were  then  distributed  for  the  election  of  the  Lay  Mem- 
ber of  the  Stationing  Committee.  L.  L.  Wren,  delegate  from  Siler 
City  charge,  was  declared  elected,  after  a  canvass  of  the  vote. 

The  Secretary  made  an  appeal  of  an  offering  for  Brother  T.  A. 
Williams  and  his  family.  The  brethren  came  forward,  and  when  the 
offering  was  counted,  it  was  announced  that  it  amounted  to  $121.00. 

The  following  were  elected  the  Committee  on  Appeals:  J.  A. 
Burgess,  J.  D.  Williams,  H.  F.  Fogleman;  L.  H.  Sides,  D.  R.  Connell, 
J.  F.  Williams. 

Rev.  Geo.  W.  Haddaway,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, and  Mr.  Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
at  Baltimore,  Md.,  were  introduced  to  Conference. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  Honor  Roll  credits  for  World

J.  H.  Trolinger 
was  excused  for  the  afternoon  session.  The  Secretary  read  letters 
from  Brother  A.  L.  Hunter,  one  of  our  superannuated  ministers,  and 
from  Rev.  J.  S.  Williams,  D.D.,  Chaplain  of  the  Mission  of  the  Good 
Samaritan,  Asheville.

The  report  of  the  Boundary  Committee  was  read  and  adopted 
as  read.  (Report  S)  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
was  read  and  adopted.  (Report  T)  The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from 
Brother  G.  F.  Millaway,  one  of  our  superannuated  ministers. 

On  motion  a  standing  vote  of  appreciation  was  given  Brothers 
J.  Norman  Wills  and  W.  L.  Ward  for  their  efficient  work  on  com- 
mittees and  their  loyalty  to  the  church.  A  motion  to  adjourn  pre- 
vailed, and  conference  was  dismissed  by  J.  P.  Pegg.

This  address  was  followed  by  an  address  by  Dr.  W.  P.  Few, 
President  of  Duke  University,  the  fraternal  messenger  representing 
the  two  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in 
this  State. 

At  the  close  of  the  address,  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee was  received,  and  the  following  officers  for  the  Layman's  Fel- 
lowship elected:  President — F.  R.  Stout;  1st  Vice-President — M.  A. 
Coble;  2nd  Vice-President — P.  D.  Hamilton;  Secretary — D.  S.  Col- 
trane;  Treasurer — J.  W.  Boyles.  The  meeting  was  dismissed  with 
prayer  by  T.  J.  Whitehead. 

SATURDAY,  NOVEMBER  7 

The 
Conference  then  entered  into  the  period  of  prayer  and  praise,  which 
was  in  charge  of  H.  W.  Bell. 
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Conference  then  entered  into  a  business  session.  The  minutes 
were  read,  corrected  and  approved.  On  motion  rule  26  of  the  Rules 
of  Order  was  amended  to  read,  "No  committee  shall  meet  during  the 
sessions  of  Conference  except  by  permission."  It  was  voted  to  strike 
out  items  6  and  7  of  the  Order  of  Business.  The  Secretary  was 
authorized  to  have  the  Conference  Election  Law  inserted  in  the  Con- 
ference Joui'nal.  On  motion  the  report  of  the  Boundary  Committee 
was  reconsidered,  and  Conference  voted  to  refer  it  to  the  Committee 
for  amendment.  J.  L.  Amick  was  seated  as  delegate  from  Graham 
in  place  of  Dr.  W.  C.  Goley. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  10:00  o'clock  was  to  consider  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Herald.  The  Editor,  Dr.  J.  E.  Pritchard,  submitted 
his  report.  (Report  U)  The  report  was  adopted  with  the  under- 
standing he  would  hold  it  until  the  end  of  next  week.  The  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Methodist  Protestant  Herald,  T.  G.  Madison, 
submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee.  (Report  V)  The  report  was. 
adopted  with  a  standing  vote  of  appreciation  to  Dr.  Pritchard  and  to 
Calvary  Church.  The  President  asked  all  pastors  and  delegates  of 
charges  which  have  raised  subscription  and  subsidy  quotas  in  full 
to  come  forward  for  recognition. 

The  report  of  the  Conference  Trustees,  (Report  W),  and  of  the 
Conference  Faculty,  (Report  X),  were  presented  and  adopted.  On 
motion  Conference  voted  to  continue  the  plan  for  financing  the  Con- 
fei-ence  Journal  which  was  adopted  by  the  last — 1935 — Conference. 
(See  Journal,  1935,  page  54.) 

The  Secretary  announced  the  organization  of  a  Chapter  of  the 
Seminary  Alumni,  and  that  it  has  agreed  to  hypothecate  $1,000  of 
endowment  for  the  Seminary.  The  officers  of  the  Chapter  are :  Pres- 
ident, C.  W.  Bates;  Vice-President,  F.  W.  Paschall;  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, R.  A.  Hunter. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Brother  H.  S.  B.  Thompson,  one  of  our 
superannuated  mJnisters.  J.  E.  Carroll  asked  the  superannuate  re- 
lation for  Rev.  W.  D.  Reed.  Conference  granted  the  request,  and 
authorized  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  to  grant  him  an 
appropriation. 

F.  W.  Paschall,  Chairman,  submitted  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Evangelism.  (Report  Y)  Because  of  the  approach  of  the 
hour  of  the  day,  it  was  voted  to  make  the  consideration  of  the  report 
the  order  of  the  day  at  2:00  this  afternoon. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  11:00  o'clock  was  the  address  by  the 
President  of  the  General  Conference,  Rev.  Jas.  H.  Straughn,  D.D., 
which  would  be  followed  by  the  consideration  of  the  overtures.  Dr. 
Straughn  was  introduced,  as  was  also  Dr.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  (Christian   Education,   in  charge   of  colleges. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Meth- 
odist Cooperation.  On  motion  the  report  was  adopted.  (Report  Z) 
This  was  followed  by  the  address  by  Dr.  Straughn.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  address,  a  motion  prevailed  that  when  we  adjourn  for 
lunch,  the  first  business  of  the  afternoon  shall  be  the  consideration 
of  the  Plan  of  Union.     Conference  then  adjourned. 

Saturday  Afternoon 

1:30.  The  song  service  was  led  by  E.  Lester  Ballard.  This  was 
followed  by  the  order  of  the  day — the  consideration  of  the  overture 
on  the  Plan  of  Union.     Dr.  Straughn  was  asked  to  answer  any  ques- 
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tion  which  might  be  in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  Conference,  and 
a  number  of  questions  were  asked. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  Secretary  read  the  Overture,  and 
that  Conference  enter  upon  a  season  of  prayer  before  the  vote  is 
taken.  A  telegram  of  thanks  from  Mrs.  T.  A.  Williams  was  read, 
expressing  appreciation  of  the  gift  of  money  sent  her  by  Conference 
on  Friday. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Geo.  R.  Brown  and  H.  Freo  Surratt  that 
the  overture  on  the  Plan  of  Union  be  adopted.  Clyde  Payne,  J.  C. 
Auman,  E.  A.  Bingham  and  0.  C.  Loy,  were  appointed  tellers.  On 
motion  the  order  of  the  day — consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Evangelism — was  deferred  until  the  vote  on  the  overture 
shall  have  been  taken.  Ballots  were  distributed,  and  before  voting 
a  number  of  the  brethren  offered  prayer.  The  Secretary  then  began 
the  calling  of  the  roll  of  ministers  and  delegates,  these  coming  for- 
ward to  deposit  their  ballots.  The  Secretary  announced  the  result 
of  the  ballot  as  follows:

The  Committee  on  Official 
Character  was  excused  for  a  meeting.  Consideration  of  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  was  taken  up.  J.  C.  Auman  spoke 
to  the  report  emphasizing  the  Preaching  Mission  to  be  held  at 
Haleigh  the  latter  part  of  this  month.  On  motion  the  report  was 
adopted,  the  motion  being  amended  to  provide  that  the  I'eport  be 
published  in  the  Herald  as  well  as  printed  in  the  minutes. 

Report  AA — the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastoral  Work,  was 
read  by  the  chairman,  S.  W.  Taylor.  The  report  was  adopted  with- 
out change.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Religious  Education 
was  read  and  adopted.  (Report  BB)  Dr.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  was  presented  and  ad- 
dressed  the    Conference. 

The  final  report  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  was  read 
by  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  Norman  Wills.  The  report  was 
on  motion  ordered  referred  for  some  corrections  and  additions. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Forlines,  President  of  the  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary,  was  introduced  and  addressed  the  Conference  on  some  of 
the  needs  of  that  institution.  He  made  two  suggestions :  1.  That 
an  offering  be  taken  in  the  churches  and  Sunday  schools  for  the  Sem- 
inal y.  'Z.  That  the  Conference  appropriate  $100  for  the  support  of 
the  Extension  School  held  by  the  Seminary  at  High  Point  College 
during  the  summer. 

G.  L.  Curry  introduced  a  resolution,  (Resolution  2),  concerning 
the  Conference  relation  to  the  Seminai-y  and  the  Extension  Course. 
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On  motion  action   on  the   resolution  was  deferred  until  the  evening 
session. 

The  delegate  from  First  Church,  Lexington,  was  excused  until 
Monday  to  attend  a  funeral.  Conference  adjourned  with  benediction 
pronounced  by  Dr.   R.   L.   Shipley. 

Saturday   Night 

7:30.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  Conference  entered  into  a 
business  session.  By  common  consent  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Conference  for  the  year  1934-35,  which  was  received  too  late 
to  be  included  in  the  printed  minutes,  was  ordered  printed  in  this 
year's  Journal. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  read  and  adopted.  (Report  CC)  The  report  of  the  meeting 
of  the  laymen  held  on  Friday  was  on  motion  ordered  printed  in  the 
Journal. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  by  S.  W.  Taylor  concerning  the 
time  for  the  holding  of  the  Annual  Conference  sessions:  to  begin 
on  Wednesday  and  conclude  on  Sunday  night.  An  amendment  was 
offered  to  begin  on  Thursday  and  conclude  on  Monday.  The  amend- 
ment carried  and  the  resolution  as  amended  was  adopted.  (Resolu- 
tion 3) 

On  motion  the  resolution  concerning  the  Seminary  Extension 
course  was  taken  up.  It  was  moved  to  consider  by  items.  Items 
1,  2,  and  3  were  adopted.  Item  4,  concerning  an  appropriation  of 
$100.00  was  ordered  stricken  from  the  resolution.  The  resolution 
was  adopted.  (An  effort  was  then  made  to  raise  the  $100  by  se- 
curing cash  and  pledges  to  under-write  it.  $75.00  was  raised,  and 
the  balance  secured  later.      Secretary) 

Conference  voted  to  recommend  Brother  Sulon  Gurney  Ferree, 
a  student  in  Westminster  Theological  Seminary,  to  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  for  aid. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Superannuates  was  submitted. 
After  considerable  discussion  it  was  voted  to  defer  final  action  until 
Monday,  in  the  meantime  to  have  the  report  mimeographed.  Con- 
sideration of  the  report  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  9:30 
Monday. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Stephenson,  the  Committee  on  Religious 
Education  was  asked  to  insert  a  recommendation  in  their  report  that 
a  Committee  of  Five  be  set  up  in  the  Conference  to  work  with  the 
denominational  Board  of  Religious  Education.  Conference  then 
adjourned. 

SUNDAY,  NOVEMBER  8 

11:00.  At  this  hour  Conference  listened  to  the  ordination  ser- 
mon preached  by  Rev.  C.  E.  Forlines,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  President  of  West- 
minster Theological  Seminary,  and  a  member  of  this  Conference. 
The  subject  of  the  sermon  was:  "The  Functions  of  the  Christian 
Ministry."  The  text:  1  Cor.  12:28.  Following  the  sermon,  William 
Miller  Howard,  Jr.,  was  ordained  to  eldership  in  the  Church  of 
Christ.  The  presbytery  was  composed  of  the  President  of  the  Con- 
ference assisted  by  Geo.  R.  Brown  and  T.  M.  Johnson. 

2:30.  This  hour  was  set  aside  for  a  memorial  service  honoring 
Rev.  W.  F.  Kennett.     An  obituary  was  read  by  Dr.  J.  E.  Pritchard. 
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An   offering  was   taken   for   the   superannuates,   which   amounted  to 
$27.50. 

7:30.  The  service  was  in  the  nature  of  a  rally  in  the  interest 
of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education.  The  President  of  the  Confer- 
ence Council,  T.  J.  Whitehead,  presided.  The  speaker  was  Dr.  P.  E. 
Lindley,  Dean  of  High  Point  College.  The  subject  of  the  address; 
"The   Church's   Responsibility  for   Its   Community." 

MONDAY,  NOVEMBER  9 

9:30.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn  and  the  calling  of  the  roll 
Conference  entered  into  the  period  of  prayer  and  praise  under  the 
direction  of  C.  L.  Spencer. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  9:30  was  the  consideration  of  the  report 
of  the  special  Committee  on  Superannuate  Funds.  Consideration 
was  deferred  until  the  minutes  could  be  read,  and  other  matters  at- 
tended to.  J.  E,  Garlington  was  received  into  membership  in  this 
Conference  by  transfer  from  the  Louisiana  Conference.  On  motion 
W.  M.  Howard,  Jr.,  who  was  ordained  on  yesterday,  was  received 
into  membership.  On  motion  the  Conference  Treasurer  was  author- 
ized to  reimburse  Dr.  Forlines  for  his  expenses  from  and  to 
Westminster. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  was  then  taken  up.  (Report 
FF)  An  amendment  was  offered  changing  the  basis  and  amount  of 
assessment.     The  report  as  amended  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Service  was  adopted. 
(Report  GG)  The  Committee  on  Life  Insurance  for  Ministers  sub- 
mitted a  report  which  was  adopted.  (Report  HH)  On  motion  J. 
Clyde  Auman  was  asked  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  Conference  sermon 
for  publication  in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald. 

The  Committee  to  make  suitable  recognition  of  Brother  J.  S. 
Williams'  services  as  Chaplain  of  the  Mission  of  the  Good  Samari- 
tan, Asheville,  introduced  resolutions  which  were  adopted.  (Report 
II)  The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference 
Council  of  Religious  Education  was  submitted  and  adopted  as  read. 
(Report  JJ)  It  was  ordered  that  the  financial  statement  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  included  in  the  report. 

The  report  of  the  Boundary  Committee  was  resubmitted.  The 
report  was  adopted  as  revised.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Stewardship  was  adopted  as  read.  (Report  KK)  The  Expense  Ac- 
count of  the  Conference  Secretary  was  accepted.  (Report  LL)  The 
report  of  the  Statistical  Secretary  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Con- 
ference Journal  without  reading.  (Report  MM)  The  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Official  Character  was  read.  The  chairman  of  the 
Committee,  T.  M.  Johnson,  spoke  to  the  report.  The  report  was 
adopted.  (Report  NN)  An  offering  was  taken  for  the  janitor  which 
amounted  to  $13.75. 

The  Conference  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  H.  Allen,  submitted  a  tenta- 
tive report.  He  was  given  the  privilege  of  submitting  the  report  to 
the  Secretary  after  the  adjournment  of  Conference  for  inclusion  in 
the  Journal.  (Report  00)  The  Nominating  Committee  submitted 
its  report.     On  motion  the  report  was  adopted.   (Report  PP) 

Invitations  were  received  for  place  for  holding  the  next  session 
of  Conference.  Asheboro  Church  and  Tabernacle  Church  extended 
invitations.      Conference   voted   to   meet   with   the   Asheboro    Church. 
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The  pastor  of  Tabernacle  Church  was  asked  to  extend  thanks  to  his 
congregation  for  their  invitation. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  was  sub- 
mitted and  on  motion  adopted.  (Report  QQ)  The  Conference  Faculty- 
submitted  a  suplimental  report  which  was  adopted.  The  Secretary 
of  Conference  was  asked  to  write  Rev.  A.  L.  Hunter  and  his  son, 
Rev.  R.  A.,  a  letter  of  sympathy  in  the  serious  illness  of  wife  and 
mother. 

The  report  of  the  Stationing  Committee  was  called  for.  It  was 
held  in  abeyance  for  some  other  matters.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Conference  Program  was  submitted  and  adopted.  (Report 
SS)  On  motion  it  was  voted  to  hold  the  next  session  of  Conference 
beginning  Thursday,  November  4,  1937.  Dr.  Straughn  spoke  briefly 
expressing  his  pleasure  at  being  permitted  to  attend  this  session  of 
our  Conference. 

The  report  of  the  Stationing  Committee  (Report  RR)  was  then 
read.  President  Andrews  asked  that  after  adjournment  all  who 
would  to  come  forward  and  pledge  to  do  their  best  during  the  com- 
ing year.  He  then  led  the  Conference  in  the  closing  prayer,  and 
Conference  stood  adjourned.

(A)      THE  PRESIDENT'S   REPORT 

To  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  in  First  Church,  Albemarle,  November  4,  1936,  in  the 
one  hundred  and  ninth  session; 

My  Dear  Brethi*en: 

It  is  with  a  profound  sense  of  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Fath- 
er who  has  brought  us  to  this  glad  hour  that  we  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  this  conference  today.  We  are  doing  it  with  a  conscious- 
ness that  others  have  labored  and  we  are  entering  upon  their  labors 
and  that  without  them  our  work  can  not  be  well  done.  We  also 
know  something  of  the  joy  they  had  as  they  engaged  in  the  activities 
of  the  conference  sessions  aforetimes,  and  think  that  if  it's  possible 
for  them  to  do  it,  they  are  very  near  us  now  with  a  tremendous  con- 
cern that  we  shall  be  faithful  and  do  well  our  part.  Let  us  pray 
much  that  we  shall  be  true  to  the  tasks  to  which  we  are  called  and 
shall  faithfully  follow  in   their   train. 

We  have  found  it  most  difficult  in  making  out  this  report  to 
properly  appraise  all  the  work  our  churches  have  done  this  year. 
So  much  of  it  is  routine  and  as  all  routine  is  a  continuation  of  what 
has  gone  on  before,  without  regard  to  its  excellence  or  commonplace- 
ness,  it  is  quite  easy  for  one  to  overlook  the  value  of  the  routine  of 
the  commonplace.  For  although  it  is  worth  while  that  we  keep  the 
church  open,  that  the  services  be  regularly  held  and  that  the  routine 
work  be  kept  going,  such  matters  do  not  get  into  our  reports  and 
may  therefore  appear  to  be  of  no  value.  But  they  are  most  vital  to 
the  existence  of  the  church,  although  they  have  no  part  in  our 
records.  We  have  scanned  the  reports  of  pastors  and  delegates  in 
our  hands  to  discover  signs  of  progress,  signs  of  improvement,  and 
now  present  some  of  them  to  you.  We  are  presenting  them  in  kale- 
discopic  fashion  to  save  your  time  and  the  space  in  the  Conference 
Journal. 

New   Buildings 

Our  people  at  Fallston  have  erected  a  beautiful  and  most  com- 
modious church  building  to  replace  the  old.  Mills  Grove  is  engaged 
in  the  erection  of  a  new  building  to  replace  the  church;  likewise 
Spring  Church.  This  building  is  to  take  the  place  of  one  destroyed 
by  storm  this  year.  Mt.  Pleasant  Church,  Mt.  Pleasant  Charge,  has 
erected  a  hut,  additional  Sunday  school  rooms  have  been  built  for 
Baltimore  Church  on  West  Forsyth  Charge,  and  Pine  Bluff  Church, 
Midland  Church,  and  plans  are  completed  for  new  Sunday  school 
rooms  have  been  made  at  Shiloh  and  Bethany  Church,  Randolph 
Charge.  Welch  Memorial,  High  Point,  completed  a  church  hut  this 
year;  Midway  Church  is  preparing  to  build  one.  The  pastor  of 
Shiloh  Church,  Shiloh  Charge,  is  enjoying  a  splendid  new  parsonage. 
First  Church,  Charlotte,  has  added  to  their  tabernacle,  and  numerous 
churches  and  parsonages  have  been  repaired  and  improved  this  year. 

Both  High  Point  College  and  the  Children's  Home  have  been  the 
beneficiaries   of   the  bequest   of   Mr.    and    Mrs.   A.    S.   Pickett.      This 
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amount  when  fully  paid  will  most  likely  enable  Superintendent 
Dixon  to  pay  off  all  debts  on  the  Home  and  will  enable  President 
Humphreys  to  furnish  the  new  library  building  which  is  now  being 
erected  at  High  Point  College. 

We  are  delighted  to  state  that  some  of  our  churches  which  have 
been  burdened  with  debts  are  now  paying  them  off.  While  it  must 
of  necessity  be  a  slow  process  with  many  because  the  debts  are  large, 
we  are  hoping  that  ere  long  all  these  debts  will  be  paid,  and  the 
deeds  of  trust  or  mortgages  which  have  been  such  a  source  of  worry 
to  our  leaders  will  soon  be  consumed  in  smoke  and  ashes,  to  the  glory 
of  God  and  the  delight  of  many  congregations. 

We  find  here  and  there  a  change  of  attitude  towards  the  chui'ch. 
Some  who  have  been  under  the  juniper  tree  or  in  the  Slough  of  De- 
spond, greatly  to  the  hindrance  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  are  showing 
signs  of  new  life  and  we  believe,  if  their  improvement  continues,  we 
shall  see  them  in  the  workers  groups  where  they  used  to  delight  to 
be.  For  no  one  can  do  much  while  discouraged  except  complain  of 
his  sorry  lot  and  declares  that  it  is  futile  to  attempt  to  change 
conditions  however  bad  they  may  be. 

Of  course  there  are  still  those  with  us  who  have  grown  an  intel- 
lectual and  a  spiritual  epidermis  too  thick  to  be  punctured  by  the 
arrows  of  truth  or  moved  by  the  appeals  of  world  need.  To  them 
salvation  is  purely  a  local  matter.  The  only  gospel  they  believe  in 
is  one  of  self  preservation,  which  in  its  practice  excludes  all  others. 
They  heed  not  the  command  of  our  Lord,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature" — it  certainly  has  no  place 
in  their  purpose.  It  is  an  anomolus  condition  for  a  church  to  call 
itself  a  Christian  church  and  all  the  while  fail  to  observe  the  one 
principal  which  makes  it  Christian — that  of  being  missionary.  Lest 
you  fail  to  grasp  what  I  mean,  it  is  this,  we  are  doing  entirely  too 
little  for  world  redemption.  I  doubt  that  we  are  doing  too  much 
for  ourselves;  but  we  ars  doing  entirely  too  little  for  the  benevolent, 
missionary  and  educational  enterprises  of  our  denomination.  We 
must  increase  our  acceptances  for  World  Service  and  must  pay  them. 
While  28  pastors  reported  all  claims  paid  out  of  a  total  of  70  re- 
porting to  me, — and  this  is  good — we  should  set  for  our  goal  for  next 
year  a  larger  increase  of  churches  which  pay  all  claims.  The  money 
is  needed  for  our  conference  claims  and  for  our  denominational  ac- 
tivities outside  the  North  Carolina  Conference.  Let's  pay  our  pas- 
tors more!  Some  ten  or  a  dozen  charges  are  promising  an  increased 
salary  for  next  year.  Three  churches  report  a  decrease.  While  dis- 
claiming any  thought  that  the  support  of  the  pastor  is  the  major 
project  of  any  church,  he  certainly  ought  to  be  supported.  Not  to 
live  in  luxury,  but  surely  to  live  so  he  can  give  his  entire  thought 
and  time  to  the  ministry  to  which  he  is  called.  It  ought  not  to  be 
necessary  in  these  days,  under  the  proper  arrangements  made  for 
pastoral  support,  for  a  pastor  of  a  charge  to  be  compelled  to  labor 
for  his  support  outside  his  pastorate.  I  mean,  he  should  not  have  to 
leave  his  church  during  the  week  to  supplement  his  support. 

The    Need   of    System 

There  are,  I  suppose,  just  a  few  churches  in  our  entire  confer- 
ence which  have  a  working  system  in  raising  their  finances.  Just 
why  so  many  otherwise  reasonable  men  and  women  shy  at  a  system 
for  raising  the  money  necessary  to  pay  their  pastors  and  the  Con- 
ference   claims,    I    have    failed    to    understand.      We    have    pastoral 
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charges  the  per  capita  contribution  to  all  claims  of  which  is  two 
dollars;  others  pay  fifteen  times  that  amount,  or  thirty  dollars,  and 
the  difference  in  the  per  capita  contributions  in  all  cases  can  be 
traced  to  the  lack  of  system;  of  the  use  per  capita  contributions 
when  compared  to  other  denominations.  It  surely  is  not  because  we 
are  poorer  than  most  of  them.  The  reason  must  be  found  elsewhere, 
and  we  trace  it  to  the  lack  of  proper  methods  in  raising  our  claims. 
Presupposing  that  our  members  are  regenerated  when  they  join  our 
church,  and  that  the  pastor  has  properly  impressed  upon  them  when 
they  join  that  they  are  pledging  to  it  their  financial  support,  we  are 
persuaded  that  a  properly  organized  and  wisely  worked  financial 
plan  in  our  churches  would  secure  larger  contributions  to  all  claims. 
There  is  absolutely  no  svibstitute  for  it. 

Methodist    Union 

We  have  discovered  much  ignorance  about  this  plan  of  unifica- 
tion. It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  paragraph  to  attempt  to  enlighten 
the  unenlightened,  but  we  do  want  to  emphasize  a  few  things.  First, 
acquaint  yourself  with  the  plan.  Make  a  sincere  effort  to  under- 
stand it  and  to  evaluate  properly  its  implications.  Second,  when  you 
have  made  up  your  opinion  to  oppose  it,  do  it  as  a  Christian.  If 
you  think  it  is  wrong,  say  so,  and  oppose  it  as  being  wrong.  But 
if  a  majority  of  your  brethren  and  sisters  favor  it  and  you  just 
cannot  go  into  the  new  church,  then  for  goodness  sake,  don't  be  a 
"bull  in  a  china  shop,"  and  try  to  destroy  all  that's  worth  while  in 
the  church  because  a  majority  of  the  churches  do  not  agree  with 
you.  Third,  if  the  overture  is  adopted  by  the  participating  denom- 
inations, and  union  is  surely  in  the  offing,  please  do  not  sit  down 
and  wait  for  the  coming  day.  Be  diligent,  be  faithful,  be  careful, 
that  the  cause  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  shall  not  suffer.  There 
has  not  come  to  us  a  greater  challenge  since  the  days  our  fore- 
fathers went  out  to  build  a  new  church,  and  we  cannot  be  true  chil- 
dren of  those  heroic  sires  if  we  fail  to  make  the  most  possible  out 
of  this  opportunity  just  ahead.  The  plan  will  be  presented  by  Dr. 
Straughn  and  sufficient  time  will  be  given  to  its  consideration  at  that 
period. 

Building    a    Conference    Program 

Any  one  who  attends  the  sessions  of  our  Conference  and  listens 
to  the  excellent  reports  adopted  by  our  hearty  approval  might  feel 
that  surely  something  worth  while  will  be  started  now.  But  after 
the  printer  is  done  with  those  reports  it  to  often  happens  all  others 
are  likewise  through  with  them.  True  they  are  in  the  Conference 
Journal  and  may  be  read  by  any  one  who  desires  to  refi-esh  his 
mind  about  the  acts  of  the  Conference,  but  we  must  get  more  out  of 
them  than  that.  So  we  are  proposing  that  a  committee  be  constituted 
by  this  Conference  to  select  from  the  reports  of  the  committee  re- 
porting to  it  such  items,  recommendations,  paragraphs,  etc.,  which 
may  be  used  in  building  a  conference  program  for  the  coming  year, 
and  that  the  report  of  this  committee  when  adopted  by  the  Confer- 
ence shall  become  by  virtue  of  this  fact  our  program  for  the  year. 

Evangelism 

Whatever  other  affairs  a  Christian  church  may  be  engaged  in, 
and  however  important  these  may  appear  to  be,  there  is  nothing 
more  vital  to  the  life  of  the  church  than  soul  saving;  and  surely  no 
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sincere  follower  of  Christ  wants  to  miss  the  opportunity  of  bringing 
men  to  Christ;  yet  we  have  churches  in  which  few  or  no  conversions 
are  reported  in  an  entire  year.  We  know  that  some  of  our  churches 
are  located  where  it  would  be  most  difficult  to  make  much  increase  in 
membership.  Still  evangelism  is  a  spirit  thrilled  with  great  zeal 
for  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  Philip  exhibited  it  in  a  desert  place. 
None  of  us  ought  to  be  without  it  wherever  we  be  and  whatever  we 
are  engaged  in.  It  is  this  spirit  in  the  church  which  wins  men  to 
Christ.  So  however  efficient  we  may  be  in  all  of  the  activities  of 
the  kingdom,  the  spirit  which  motivates  every  act  of  ours  should  be 
one  of  love  for  Christ  and  for  the  lost  world  for  which  He  died.

November  IMh — Released  W.  M.  Loy  from  Halifax  Charge  as 
its  pastor  for  the  year,  and  later  assigned  him  to  Fountain  Place, 
Burlington. 

November  16th — Appointed  W.  C.  Clark  as  supply  pastor  of 
Democrat  Charge. 

November  18th — Appointed  J.  E.  Carroll  pastor  of  Shady  Grove

The  pastor  upon 
learning  of  the  dissatisfaction  of  some  of  the  people  at  Love's  Grove 
offered  his  resignation  to  me,  which  was  accepted  and  at  the  request 
of  the  same  group  of  members  W.  D.  Reed  was  appointed  to  serve 
the  church  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

December  8th — J.  E.  Garlington,  a  student  in  High  Point  College 
was  appointed  supply  pastor  of  Midway  Church  on  the  Greensboro 
road. 

December  9th — The  Standing  District  Committee  met  with  me 
and  accepted  the  invitation  of  First  Church,  Albemarle,  to  hold  the 
present  session  of  the  conference  there.  The  invitation  was  ac- 
cepted with  pleasure. 

December  14th — I  held  a  conference  with  a  group  of  the  mem- 
bers of  Halifax  Charge  to  make  arrangements  for  pastoral  supply 
until  a  regular  pastor  could  be  secured. 

December  19th — In  company  with  two  ministerial  students  at 
High  Point  College,  I  visited  a  group  of  churches  in  the  South  Caro- 
lina Conference  as  a  friendly  messenger,  and  held  conference  with 
some  of  their  laymen  relative  to  supplying  a  few  of  their  churches 
with  student  pastors  from  High  Point  College;  but  because  of  the 
distance  and  poor  bus  schedules  we  decided  nothing  could  be  done. 
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This  trip  was  taken  in  compliance  with  conference  action  last  year. 
We  left  them  with  full  assurance  of  our  wish  to  aid  them  and  of  our 
love  for  them. 

Our  Chase  City  Church — Being  unable  to  secure  a,  pastor  for 
this  church  from  among  our  own  men  who  live  nearest  it,  a  request 
was  made  by  the  officials  of  that  church  that  Rev.  George  W.  M. 
Taylor,  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  of  Chase 
City,  be  permitted  to  preach  for  them  this  year.  The  request  was 
granted  and  he  held  regular  services  there  until  he  was  transferred 
last  month  to  another  charge.  I  arranged  for  and  held  several 
group  meetings  of  the  members  of  vai-ious  churches  this  year  and 
although  the  attendance  was  never  very  large  the  interest  was  grati- 
fying and  we  believe  the  plan  may  be  worked  to  the  greater  benefit 
of  many  of  our  churches. 

May  8th — A  congregational  meeting  of  the  members  of  Moriah 
Church  was  held  to  which  the  resignation  of  W.  M.  Howard  as  pastor 
was  presented.  Following  this  meeting  he  was  appointed  pastor 
of  Halifax  Charge. 

May  20-27  Inclusive — I  attended  the  sessions  of  the  General 
Conference  held  in  First  Church,  High  Point. 

Besides  the  foregoing  I  have  held  many  quarterly  conferences, 
attended  several  meetings  as  a  trustee  or  member  of  boards,  and 
attended  all  the  meetings  of  the  Pastors'  Federation  held  in  the 
Conference. 

Dedicated  the  educational  rooms  of  Friendship  Church  and  the 
HoUister  Church,  which  although  erected  years  ago  was  dedicated 
this  year.  Represented  our  church  on  the  Council  of  the  Rural 
Church  at  Duke  University  in  three  meetings  during  the  year. 

Our   Superannuates 

More  and  more  I  am  made  aware  of  the  inadequate  assistance 
this  Conference  in  giving  to  our  superannuated  preachers  and  their 
wives.  So  little  is  done  that  we  must  feel  ashamed  to  publish  the 
amounts.  I  do  not  think  we  need  to  expect  a  large  increase  to  this 
cause  with  our  present  method.  We  hope  that  this  Conference  may 
do  something  or  prepare  to  do  something  to  more  fully  expi-ess  our 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  these  fathers  in  Israel. 

Deceased 

Rev.  W.  F.  Kennett  was  called  to  his  eternal  home  January 
14th,  this  year.  His  was  a  long  life  of  service  and  the  memory  of 
his  faithfulness  will  abide  with  us  through  the  years.  The  follow- 
ing brethren  were  appointed  to  prepare  an  obituary  which  will  be 
read  at  the  proper  time  to  this  Conference:  J.  E.  Pritchard,  W.  F. 
A^hburn,  J.  N.  Wills. 

Budget   Schedule 

We  would  like  to  see  continued  the  schedule  adopted  by  last 
conference  for  raising  the  annual  conference  claims,  which  is  as 
follows : 

January-February,  A.  C.  expenses. 
March-April,  High   Point  College. 
May-June,  Church  Extension. 
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July-August,  Annual  Conference  debt. 
September-October,    Superannuates. 

That  September  and  October  be  tithing  months  for  members  of  our 
church  who  do  not  practice  tithing  regularly. 

Conclusion 

There  are  other  matters  of  vital  concern  which  have  a  right  to 
go  into  this  report,  but  I  withhold  them  because  I  have  emphasized 
most  of  them  in  my  weekly  letters  in  the  Herald.  I  have  greatly 
enjoyed  the  work,  although  I  was  prevented  from  making  a  few  ap- 
pointments because  of  sickness.  I  shall  ever  remember  the  uniform 
courtesy  and  kindness  received  from  all  our  pastors.  We  have  en- 
joyed the  hospitality  of  your  homes  and  the  fellowship  of  your  spirit. 
And  now  may  the  grace  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  be 
with  you  all.     Amen.

(C)   REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  CHURCH 

The  Committee  on  Rural  Church  has  tried,  in  a  small  way,  to 
ascertain  what  is  being  done  to  improve  both  the  physical  appearance 
and  the  efficiency  of  the  rural  church  in  North  Carolina.  The  Com- 
mittee has  found  that  progress  is  being  made,  and  is  very  noticeable 
when  viewed   over  a  period  of  ten  or  twenty  years. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  commend  those  pastors  and  churches 
which  have  made  improvements  in  the  worship  service  and  in  the 
appearance  and  comfort  of  the  church  in  which  they  worship.  There 
were  a  few  who  reported  to  the  Committee  that  improvements  had 
been,  or  were  in  the  process  of  being  made;  while  there  are  many 
other  improvements  which  are  noticeable  that  have  not  been 
reported. 

However,  while  many  improvements  have  been  made,  there  is 
room  for  development  and  improvement  in  all  of  our  rural  churches. 
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The  Committee,  therefore,  is  offering  suggestions  which  it  hopes, 
if  taken,  will  help  solve  two  of  the  outstanding  problems  which  the 
rural  church  is  facing  today.  The  two  problems  are  the  same  as  the 
two  which  the  Committee  offei-ed  suggestions  for  last  year,  namely: 
(1)  The  improvement  of  the  appearance  and  comfort  of  the  physical 
equipment  of  the  church,  and  (2)  The  development  of  a  more  ade- 
quate worship  program. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  most  attractive  place  in  any  com- 
munity should  not  be  some  filling  station  or  cross-road  store,  al- 
though we  like  for  these  to  be  pleasing  to  the  eye,  but  the  most  at- 
tractive place  should  be  the  church,  which  stands  for  Beauty  and 
Purity.     We  suggest  therefore, 

1.  That  the  church  grounds  be  beautified  by  planting  shrub- 
bery and  sowing  grass  seed  and  cleaning  up  unattractive  places  near 
the  church. 

2.  That  more  attention  be  given  to  the  appearance  and  comfort 
of  the  church  building,  such  as: 

a.  Keeping  the  building  swept,  cleaned  and  dusted. 

b.  Keeping  the  building  well  repaired  and   painted. 

c.  Seeing  that  all  broken  window  panes  are  replaced. 

d.  Seeing  that  the  floor  has  a  carpet  of  some  kind,  espe- 
cially along  the  aisles. 

e.  Seeing  that  living  flowers  are  pj'ovided  for  each  service. 

We  suggest  that  someone  be  appointed  in  each  Conference  dis- 
trict to  try  to  create  an  interest  in  and  encourage  church  beautifica- 
tion.  This  interest  may  be  created  by  putting  on  a  contest  between 
the  various  churches  in  the  district  for  beautification.  The  commit- 
tee suggests  that  all  improvements  be  reported  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Rural  Church  Committee  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  reported 
through  the  Herald  by  him  at  various  times. 

Another  noticeable  need  of  many  rural  churches  is  that  of  a 
more  adequate,  or  better,  worship  program.  This  Committee  real- 
izes that  neither  it,  nor  any  person,  cannot  guarantee  a  worship 
experience  at  any  given  time,  or  by  any  given  formula.  But  we  feel 
that  there  are  certain  conditions  under  which  a  person  is  more  likely 
to  worship  than  others.  We  therefore,  off"er  two  orders  of  service 
for  your  consideration,  or  for  those  who  may  not  have  a  better  order: 

Number    1 

Prelude — -(Instrumental,  if  possible.  A  hymn  may  be  played  for  the 
prelude  if  desired.) 

Call  to  Worship — (We  suggest  that  the  minister  use,  some  appropri- 
ate verse  of  Scripture  for  this.  He  may  have  the  congregation 
respond  if  practicable.) 

Hymn — 

Responsive  Reading — 

Gloria  Patri — 

Prayer — 

Announcements — 

Offering — 

Offertory — (We    suggest   quiet   music   for   this.) 
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Scripture  Reading — 

Hymn — (Special   music   may   be   used   here   if   desired.) 

Sermon — 

Prayer — 

Hymn — 

Benediction — 

Postlude — (We  suggest  the  pianist  play  softly  a  part  of  the  hymn 

just  sung,  while  the  congregation  remains  standing  with  bowed 

heads.)

We  find  that  where  churches  have  been  having  afternoon  ser- 
vices, in  order  to  have  more  preaching  services,  that  they  do  not, 
generally,  measure  up  to  the  morning  service  in  quality,  or  effective- 
ness. We  therefore,  suggest  that  where  two  churches  are  near 
enough  to  enable  the  pastor  to  drive  from  one  to  the  other  in  fifteen 
or  twenty  minutes  that  you  consider  the  possibility  of  preaching  at 
one  church  at  10  o'clock,  and  let  the  Sunday  school  follow  the  preach- 
ing service,  while  the  pastor  goes  to  the  other  church  for  a  service 
at  11:15  o'clock,  or  as  near  that  as  possible.  This  has  worked  well 
at  some  churches.

(E)      REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BRANCH  OF 
WOMEN'S   WORK 

The  missionary  enterprise  has  come  to  the  "open  door"  of  a  new 
age,  in  which  new  and  strange  forces  are  playing  a  momentous  part, 
and  challenging  the  fundamentals  of  historic  Christianity.  A  study 
of  church  history  makes  plain  that  in  world  affairs,  in  which  we 
find  ourselves  today,  whenever  and  wherever  the  missionary  spirit 
has  been  manifested  moral  advance  has  been  registered  and  human 
well  being  made  secure.  What  the  church  needs  to  meet  this  world 
situation  is  a  new  baptism  of  the  missionary  spirit.  The  North 
Carolina  Branch  of  Women's  Work,  sensing  this  great  need,  has  put 
forth  strenuous  effort  to  assist  the  church  in  putting  on  a  program, 
which  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  hour.  During  the  conference  year 
just  closing,  we  can  report  advance  along  the  line  of  interest  and  ac- 
tivity, but  financially  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  the  total 
amount  being

Numerically — Of  the  approximately  30,000  Methodist  Protes- 
tants in  North  Carolina  there  are  12,000  women.  Only  about  one- 
third  of  them  are  in  the  organizations  of  women's  work,  which  in- 
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eludes  the  auxiliaries  and  Aid  Societies.  The  State  has  been  divided 
into  eighteen  districts,  each  corresponding  to  the  Conference  Dis- 
tricts, and  with  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson,  chairman,  capable  leader  that 
she  is,  and  with  her  cooperating  district  chairmen,  the  work  is 
promising. 

Without  a  word  or  intimation  of  criticism:  if  the  pastors  and 
delegates  present  would  lend  their  wholehearted  support  to  this 
phase  of  church  work,  mountains  would  become  mole  hills  and  the 
entire  denomination  would  see  the  result  of  labors  along  this  line. 
Churches  which  have  active,  thoroughly  organized  women's  aux- 
iliaries are  those  which  have  made  greatest  progress.  Only  one- 
sixth  of  the  womanhood  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  is  a  small 
percentage,  but  that  small  number  is  unexcelled  in  capability  and 
willingness.  In  many  of  the  rural  churches  there  are  not  sufficient 
numbers  to  fill  suggested  secretarial  offices,  and  in  these  cases  there 
could  be  a  merging  of  offices. 

Departments —  (Missionary   Education) 

Two  special  projects  have  been  used  this  year:  A  Missionary 
Catechism  on  our  own  denominational  work,  mimeographed  and 
mailed  monthly  by  the  secretary  of  missionary  education  to  each 
auxiliary,  and  a  Travelogue  of  our  Home  Mission  fields  given  with 
slides  by  Rev.  E.  L.  Ballard.  These  can  be  given  in  rural  as  well  as 
city  churches. 

Two  of  the  Districts  in  their  meetings  threw  out  challenges, 
District  No.  5  recommending  a  campaign  or  crusade  for  church  at- 
tendance. This  was  adopted  by  the  executive  committee  and  Mrs. 
E.  L.  Ballard  was  named  chairman  of  a  committee  to  put  on  the 
same.  District  No.  2  was  the  first  to  respond  to  the  call  to  raise 
$200  for  the  India  equipment  fund,  and  challenged  other  districts 
to  do  their  part. 

Other  districts  have  unitedly  used  the  study  books,  cooperated 
in  the  "Summer  Special,"  which  was  contributions  for  the  car  for 
our  missionaries  in  China,  the  amount  of  which  was  more  than 
$275.00. 

Thank  Offering — While  our  Thank  Offering  financial  goal  was 
not  reached  on  account  of  bad  weather,  or  failui-e  to  get  program 
material  sufficiently  early,  the  educational  value  of  these  services 
was  appreciable.  Accentuation  of  Christian  Education  at  the  fall 
Thank  Offering  and  of  Missions  at  the  February  Thank  Offering 
services  is  customary. 

Literature — North  Carolina  has  had  the  distinction  of  leading 
all  Branches  in  Missionary  Record  subscriptions.  This  is  probably 
attributable  to  the  cvxstom  of  sending  free  subscriptions  to  newly 
organized  auxiliaries.  The  Secretary  of  Literature  reports  an  in- 
crease of  monthly  program  leaflets  distributed  to  auxiliaries  and  of 
orders  for  year  books  and  study  books. 

Spiritual  Life — There  is  a  general  tendency  to  stress  more  than 
ever  the  spiritual  life  of  the  auxiliaries.  The  Secretary  has  been 
actively  and  energetically  urging  the  use  of  the  Guide  Books,  which 
contain   complete   programs. 

Temperance  and  Christian  Citizenship — Many  of  the  auxili- 
aries observed  October  as  Temperance  and  Christian  Citizenship 
month,  giving  interesting  and  worthwhile  programs.     The  Secretary 
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urges  the  use  of  the  Silver  and  Gold  Medal  Contest  as  a  means  of 
interesting  the  young  people. 

Young  People's  Wo7'k — There  is  much  interest  manifested  in 
the  young  people  of  our  church  under  the  leadership  of  our  en- 
thusiastic secretary,  who  has  joined  in  the  worldwide  Youth  Move- 
ment. Outstanding  in  this  phase  of  the  department  is  the  monthly 
publication  of  a  Youth  Bulletin. 

Pastors'  Aid  Secretary — The  creation  of  the  office  of  Pastors' 
Aid  Secretary  provides  for  work  formerly  done  by  the  Ladies'  Aid 
Societies.  In  this  way  the  auxiliaries  are  not  neglecting  any  part 
of  the  local  church  work  and  report  more  than  $10,000  raised  for 
debts  paid,  repairs  on  churches  and  parsonages  during  the  year. 

Student  Loan  Fund — High  Point  College  Student  Loan  Fund 
meets  a  great  need.  Twenty-three  students  were  helped  during  the 
last  College  year  by  loans,  not  exceeding  $100  each. 

Benevolences — It  is  impossible  to  enumerate  the  benefits  derived 
from  gifts  to  the  Children's  Home,  Bethel  Home,  and  various  phases 
of  welfare  work. 

The  women  of  the  North  Carolina  Bi-anch  of  Women's  Work 
have  never  failed  in  their  loyalty  to  the  general  program  of  our  de- 
nomination  and   pledge   their   continual    allegiance.

(F)      REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    THE

of  the  church  and  its  program.

2.  We  refer  the  paragraph  on  system  in  finances  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Stewardship. 

3.  The  item  on  church  union  is  very  timely  and  we  heartily 
endorse  it. 

4.  That  we  concur  in  the  President's  suggestions  for  building 
a  conference  program  and  I'ecommend  that  the  President  be  em- 
powered to  appoint  the  committee  called  for.      (See  repoi't) 

5.  The  discussion  of  evangelism  touches  the  very  heart  of  the 
Christian  purpose  and  program.  We  call  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Evangelism  to  this  paragraph,  and  urge  that  committee 
to  study  the  possibilities  of  our  cooperating  with  the  program  of 
the  National  Preaching  Mission  in  a  statewide  or  conferencewide 
evangelistic  effort. 

6.  We  recognize  the  utter  inadequacy  of  conference  assistance 
of  superannuates,  and  we  look  to  the  recommendations  of  the  special 
committee  appointed  to  study  this  problem. 
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7.  We  favor  the  President's  suggestion  in  regard  to  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  schiedule  adopted  last  conference  for  the  raising  of 
Annual   Conference  claims.      (See  report)

(G)      REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
CHILDREN'S   HOME 

Albemarle,    N.    C,    November    6,    1936 

Dear  Fellow  Workers: 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  His  wonderful  guidance,  and  to  His 
people  for  their  splendid  help  in  the  work  of  this  Home  for  another 
year,  we  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  our  annual  report,  which 
shows  progress. 

The   Children 

It  is  of  the  children  you  wish  to  hear  first;  for  whatever  else 
is  done  in  connection  with  this  work,  it  is  all  done  for  the  children. 
We  now  have  111  children,  all  of  whom  are  in  school  except  two  little 
boys  and  two  little  girls  who  are  too  young,  and  two  boys  who  will 
soon  be  going  out.  So  every  school  morning  105  boys  and  girls  leave 
our  doors  with  lunch  and  books  in  hand  to  attend  school.  They  rank 
well  in  school  with  the  other  children  of  the  community,  and  both  our 
boys  and  girls  take  high  rank  on  the  athletic  fields.  One  teacher 
said  to  us  in  a  note,  "I  note  that  all  your  children  have  a  very  high 
sense  of  fair  play  on  the  athletic  fields." 

The  doctors  and  the  dentists  in  High  Point  have  been  universal 
in  their  kindness  in  rendering  services  to  us  in  the  Home  without 
cost. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  unusually  good.  No  serious 
illness  has  come  upon  us.  A  recent  broken  bone,  and  an  operation 
for  appendicitis  are  among  the  most  serious  afflictions  we  have  had. 
These  are  both  doing  well. 

With  few  exceptions  we  have  a  very  fine  group  of  children. 
There  is  real  joy  in  living  with  them  and  in  working  for  them.  In 
a  group  this  large  there  are  always  some  problem  children,  and  a 
problem  child  frequently  upsets  several  others,  so  there  is  scarcely  a 
day  goes  by  that  there  is  not  some  problem  to  be  settled.  We  try  to 
settle  these  problems  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  and  for  the  good  of  the 
child.  Some  of  the  problems  are  serious  ones  for  the  child  concerned, 
and  also  for  a  larger  group  who  are  aflfected,  or  who  may  be  af- 
fected by  the  problem.  These  cases  take  weeks  and  sometimes 
months  to  settle;  but  we  have  tried  to  solve  them  without  burdening 
you  with  a  recital  of  the  details  of  those  problems. 
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Dr.  T.  M.  Johnson  once  said:  "No  man  cares  for  the  chips  and 
shavings  of  your  v^'orkshop.  He  w^ants  to  see  what  you  have  pro- 
duced."" In  a  similar  manner  we  have  felt  that  you  do  not  care  for 
a  recital  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Home  year  by  year.  Is  the 
Home  paying  dividends  on  the  annual  investments?  That  is  your 
concern. 

That  we  may  get  a  glimpse  of  some  of  the  accomplishments  of 
this  Home  during  the  last  eight  years  we  are  giving  under  the  next 
heading  some  of  the  outstanding  facts. 

A  Contrast 

Some  weeks  ago  some  one  of  the  agencies  gathering  facts  about 
child-caring  institutions  asked  us  to  answer  a  lot  of  questions  giving 
contrasts  which  would  show  whether  the  institution  was  really  go- 
ing forward  or  not,  and  the  following  facts  are  about  what  we  told 
them.  The  comparison  is  drawn  between  our  condition  in  October, 
1928,  and  October,  1936.     The  facts  are  as  follows: 

1.  In  1928,  we  had  only  three  old  mules,  which  gave  completely 
out  the  next  summer.  Now,  we  have  five  good  mules  and  one  young 
mare. 

2.  In  1928  we  had  11  cows  and  no  young  cattle.  Now  we  have 
15  good  cows  and  15  head  of  young  cattle. 

3.  In  1928,  no  tractor;  now,  a  good  caterpillar  tractor. 

4.  In  1928,  no  wagon;   now,  two  good  two-horse  wagons. 

5.  In  1928,  two  automobiles  which  soon  had  to  be  junked;  now, 
one  good  automobile  and  one  that  is  about  gone. 

6.  In  1928,  about  30  chickens;  now,  332  chickens. 

7.  In  1928,  one  dilapidated  chicken  house;  now,  two  good 
chicken  houses. 

8.  In  1928,  almost  no  farming  tools;  now,  a  fair  lot  of  farm- 
ing tools. 

9.  In  1928,  very  little  hay  and  no  ensilage;  now,  plenty  of  hay 
for  the  winter,  and  about  48  tons  of  ensilage. 

10.  In  1928,  almost  no  supplies  in  storage  rooms;  now,  well 
stocked  storage  rooms. 

11.  In  1928,  poor  fences.  Now,  poor  fences;  we  have  patched 
the  fences  as  long  as  we  can.  It  will  cost  quite  a  bit  to  put  fences 
in  order  during  next  year.     We  need  posts. 

12.  In  1928,  one  old  Ford  bus;  now,  one  old  International  bus. 

13.  In  1928,  nearly  all  double  beds;   now,  all  single  beds. 

14.  In  1928,  worn  and  splintered  pine  floors  in  girls'  dormitory. 
Now,  oak  floors  over  all  pine  floors  in  girls'  dormitory  except  in  the 
chapel. 

15.  In  1928,  old  furnaces;  now,  a  new  furnace  under  each 
dormitory. 

16.  In  1928,  old  ranges  in  the  kitchens;  now,  a  new  Majestic 
range  in  the  girls'  dormitory;  boys'  dormitory  must  have  one  soon. 

17.  In  1928,  no  refrigerators.  Now,  two  large  refrigerators 
and  a  drinking  fountain;  the  three  cost  $1,375,  paid  for  with  coupons. 

18.  In  1928,  no  separate  home  for  the  superintendent's  family. 
Now,  a  good  home  for  the  superintendent's  family,  with  enlarged 
and  beautiful  campus.     Nearly  all  the  shrubbery  was  donated. 
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.,}.^-  ^"  1928,  no  family  laundry  building.  Now,  a  new  laundry 
building-,  and  all  our  heavy  laundry  to  be  done  for  five  years  for  the 
use  of  the  building. 

20.  In  1928,  all  children  except  high  school  pupils  were  taught 
by  two  teachers  m  the  Home.  Each  child  who  was  old  enough  would 
go  to  school  half  a  day  and  work  half  a  day.  Now,  all  children  of 
school  age  attend  the  Jamestown  school,  and  remain  in  school  all 
day.     The  state  and  county  furnish  the  bus  for  transportation. 

21.  In  1928,  only  72  children  in  the  Home;  now,  111  children  in 
the  Home. 

u-  i-^^'i  ^?  ^^^^'  "^  ^^^^^  °^  ^^^  Home  had  ever  graduated  from 
high  school.  Now,  15  have  graduated  from  high  school,  5  have  grad- 
uated from  a  business  school,  two  have  graduated  from  High  Point 
College,  three  others  have  attended  college  for  three  years,  and  two 
have  gone  to  college  for  two  years;  one  has  graduated  as  a  trained 
nurse. 

We  are  truly  proud  of  the  most  of  these  who  have  pressed  on 
beyond  the  high  school  work.  It  is  only  the  occasional  child  we  get 
here  who  cannot  be  developed  into  noble  manhood  or  womanhood 
and  if  some  plan  could  be  developed  whereby  such  ones  might  be 
weeded  out,  then  those  left  would  do  better  still. 

We  found  72  children  here;  79  have  gone  out  since  we  came, 
and  we  still  have  111.  So  we  have  handled  for  the  church  190  chil- 
dren in  these  eight  years.  What  the  results  are  and  ^ill  be  eternity 
alone  will  reveal. 

Clothing    for   the    Children 

The  children  must  be  clothed  for  home,  for  school,  and  for 
church  and  Sunday  school,  and  of  course  for  party  and  commence- 
ment occasions  like  other  children.  We  try  to  clothe  them  as  cheaply 
as  possible,  and  yet  they  must  not  be  put  to  shame  when  they  go  out 
to  mingle  with  others  of  their  ages. 

Mrs.  Dixon  has  done  an  abundance  of  corresponding  this  fall 
relative  to  clothing  for  the  children.  She  has  succeeded  in  getting 
women  s  organizations  somewhere  to  furnish  winter  outfits  for  nearly 
all  the  girls,  and  for  several  of  the  boys.  Somehow  it  is  easier  to 
get  clothing  for  girls  than  for  boys.  We  mean  to  keep  trying  for  the 
boys.  '^ 

The   Farm 

A-^  It  ^as  been  most  difficult  to  farm  this  season.  Really  the  most 
difficult  season  we  have  had  during  the  eight  years.  The  farmers 
and  the  boys  have  worked  harder  than  usual,  and  to  their  encourage- 
ment the  farm  produce  only  fell  a  little  short  of  that  of  last  year. 

Q«o  V^^,  ^"^'""i  P^'od^ced  3,636  pounds  of  pork,  1,581  pounds  of  beef, 
369  chickens  for  the  tables,  113  bushels  of  Irish  potatoes,  270  bushels 
of  sweet  potatoes,  12,802  gallons  of  milk,  1,858  dozen  eggs,  115  loads 
o±  hay  436  bushels  of  wheat,  36  bushels  of  oats  and  barley  with 
straw  from  the  grain,  3,600  bunches  of  top  fodder,  358  gallons  of 
molasses,  100  or  more  bushels  of  cane  seed,  48  tons  of  ensilage,  and 
food  from  garden  and  truck  patches  estimated  at  $500.  This  amount 
01  produce  at  most  conservative  prices,  with  a  cash  item  of  S52.50, 
amounts  to  a  total  of  $8,369.52. 
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Live   Stock 

We  have  5  mules,  1  young  mare,  15  milk  cows  and  15  head  of 
young  cattle,  1  bull,  3  stock  hogs,  18  hogs  for  killing,  4  shoats,  and 
332  chickens  on  the  yard.  These  are  worth  at  least  |2,500.  They 
could  not  be  replaced  for  that. 

How  Financed 

Last  May  we  said,  in  part,  to  the  General  Conference:  "The 
Home  is  inadequately  financed,  and  yet  we  have  fed  the  children  suf- 
ficiently, and  have  clothed  them  so  that  they  are  not  ashamed  any- 
where. When  our  youngsters  are  mingling  with  the  crowd  we  chal- 
lenge you  to  pick  them  out  and  designate  the  orphan  child  from  the 
community  child.  The  mark  of  institutional  life  is  not  upon  them. 
Occasionally  we  get  a  bequest,  and  we  trust  that  more  and  more  of 
them  will  come.  These  bequests  have  proven  great  blessings  to  the 
Home. 

"With  the  present  number  of  children,  it  takes  |1,665  per  month 
to  run  the  Home,  counting  55  V2  cents  per  day  per  child.  This  comes 
from  the  following  sources : 

The  General  Conference,  per  year $1,600.00 

The  Duke  Endowment    (1935) 1,947.69 

The  N.  C.  Branch,  Woman's  Auxiliary,  per  year,  about 1,500.00 

The  25th  Anniversary  Offering 3,016.70 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 2,591.03 

"The  entire  income  for  1935  was  $20,742.41,  and  that  means  that 
Sunday  schools  and  churches  and  individuals  of  North  Carolina  An- 
nual Conference  contributed  for  the  Home,  above  their  share  in  the 
Anniversary  and  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  offerings,  the  total  of 
$^10,687.01.  You  can  readily  see  that  the  great  task  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Homes  is  to  devise  ways  and  means  by  which  the  money 
may  be  raised  and  the  monthly  bills  met." 

Based  upon  this  statement,  Mrs.  D.  S.  Coltrane  made  a  motion 
and  led  the  discussion  which  succeeded  in  getting  the  General  Con- 
ferece  to  amend  the  Finance  Committee's  report,  and  grant  the  Home 
$400  more  per  year  for  the  quadrennium. 

Bequest 

Several  bequests  have  come  our  way  recently  which,  when  fully 
paid  in,  will  without  doubt  put  us  out  of  debt.  We  had  hoped  that 
all  bequests  could  go  into  an  endowment  fund.  It  ought  so  to  be. 
But  with  outstanding  bills  it  seems  but  right  to  discharge  those  obliga- 
tions first. 

A  recent  letter  from  Dr.  Broomfield  states  that  the  $500  bequest 
from  Fairmont,  W.  Va.,  cannot  be  paid  in  full  because  of  the  shrink- 
age of  values  in  real  estate;  but  that  a  check  will  be  coming  soon. 
Mr.  J.  A.  Jordan,  of  Friendship  on  Shiloh  charge,  willed  the  Home 
$1,000,  and  the  administrator  thinks  he  can  pay  that  about  the  first 
of  the  year. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  S.  Pickett,  of  Liberty,  made  wills  to  the  Home, 
Out  of  Mr.  Pickett's  estate  we  have  already  gotten  $2,750,  and  the 
administrator  thinks  we  will  get  about  $2,250  more.  And  out  of  Mrs. 
Pickett's    estate   he   thinks   we   will   get   about    $2,000.     An    effort   is 
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being  made  to  settle  up  these  estates  as  early  as  possible,  but  those  in 
charge  are  unable  to  tell  us  when  final  settlement  will  be  made. 

Thanksgiving  is  Just  Ahead 

The  above  bequests  are  going  to  put  us  out  of  debt  and  put  us  a 
bit  ahead,  provided  the  supporters  of  the  Home  do  not  slacken  their 
eflforts  and  lessen  their  contributions.  T  was  recently  asked,  "What 
will  be  the  psychological  eff'ect  of  the  Home's  being  out  of  debt?"  I 
answered,  "It  ought  to  be  good."  But  the  falling  off  in  contributions 
at  the  Anniversary  Day  indicated  that  at  least  some  of  the  people  were 
depending  upon  those  bequests  to  carry  us.  They  will  only  carry  us 
for  a  short  time.  So  we  are  laying  our  plans  for  the  BEST-EVER 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  offerings. 

Our  Thanksgiving  letters  have  already  gone  out  to  pastors  and 
Sunday  school  superintendents,  urging  a  good  offering.  We  trust 
that  each  of  you  will  be  boosters  for  a  great  Thanksgiving  offering. 
And  then  if  the  offerings  continue  about  as  they  have  been  for  the 
last  two  years,  we  can  go  on  at  about  the  same  rate.  And  if  the  offer- 
ings increase  as  times  get  better,  we  can  do  still  better  work. 

Finances 

In  many  ways  we  have  had  a  good  year,  and  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Home  is  improving.  During  the  year  we  have  had  to 
put  in  a  fui'nace  in  the  boys'  dormitory  at  a  cost  of  $600.  Special 
contributions  took  care  of  $262  of  that,  and  the  balance  came  out  of 
the  regular  funds.  A  new  laundry  building  was  erected  at  a  cost 
of  $1,000.  Special  offerings  for  that  amounted  to  $580.30,  and  the 
balance  was  paid  out  of  regular  funds.  The  old  range  in  the  girls' 
dormitory  gave  out  completely  and  a  new  Majestic  range  has  been 
put  it  at  a  cost  of  S309.  This  is  not  paid  for,  but  the  price  goes  into 
the  sum  total  of  our  indebtedness.  Then,  too,  the  Anniversax-y  offer- 
ing this  year  lacked  a  little  of  being  half  what  it  was  last  year,  and 
that  counts  out  over  $1,500.  And  an  unfortunate  wreck  cost  us  all 
told  $550.20. 

We  had  hoped  to  have  every  cent  of  every  outstanding  obliga- 
tion paid  by  this  time,  and  that  would  have  been  done  had  our  expecta- 
tions in  receipts  been  fulfilled.  But  taken  all  in  all,  we  have  had  a 
wonderful  year,  the  Lord  has  been  good  to  us,  and  His  people  have 
responded  well  to  the  support  of  the  orphan  child.  Our  present  in- 
debtedness is  about  $3,500.  The  Thanksgiving  offering  should  clear 
that  up. 

Looking  to  the   Future 

We  have  often  expressed  the  desire,  and  we  still  have  a  longing 
desire,  to  see  every  debt  of  the  Home  cleared,  and  to  see  a  central 
dining  room  and  kitchen  built,  and  some  better  arrangements  made 
for  the  little  children.     We  mean  those  under  ten  years  of  age. 

This  ought  to  be  done  looking  toward  Methodist  union,  so  that  we 
would  have  a  bit  better  physical  plant  to  carry  into  that  union.  Al- 
though there  are  two  splendid  children's  homes  in  the  state  belonging 
to  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  we  feel  that  there  will  still  be  a  need  for 
this  Hor'C,  and  we  should  go  into  it  with  our  physical  plant  in  the 
best  possible  condition.  Instead  of  waiting  for  the  Methodist  union, 
we  should  be  up  and  doing  so  as  to  be  happy  about  what  we  carry 
into  it. 
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We  are  still  carrying  our  boys  to  Sunday  school  and  to  church 
and  to  other  places  in  a  farm  truck.  On  cold  days  and  rainy  days 
we  have  to  make  other  shifts,  so  a  new  bus  is  almost  a  necessity. 
And,  too,  we  are  looking  forward  hopefully  to  the  erection  of  a  nice 
little  building  for  a  wood-working  plant  over  by  the  laundry.  It 
would  be  a  wonderful  help  to  our  boys,  and  we  confidently  believe  it 
would  pay  for  itself  within  two  or  three  years. 

Financial    Statement

(I)   REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PARSONAGES 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  pastor  and  his  family  could  render 
better  service  if  the  parsonages  were  more  comfortable.  We  also 
realize  that  parsonage  improvements  usually  originate  with  the  pas- 
tor's family. 

Therefore,  we  would  encourage  all  pastors  and  their  families  to 
take  an  interest  in  improving  their  own  parsonages  and  grounds, 
such  as  grassing  the  lawn,  planting  shrubbery,  shade  trees  or  fruit 
trees  as  needed.  In  this  way  pastors  and  their  families  will  be  a 
mutual  blessing  to  each  other.  We  also  suggest  that  they  take 
such  an  interest  in  the  parsonage  and  grounds  that  it  will  encourage 
others  to  make  their  homes  more  attractive. 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  pastor's  family  should  feel  re- 
sponsible for  replacing  unnecessary  depreciations  such  as  broken 
window  panes  and  the  like. 

We  recommend  that  a  parsonage  committee  be  elected  by  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  or  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  each  charge. 
This  committee  to  be  composed  of  women  of  the  church  or  charge  who 
are  successful  in  making  their  own  homes  comfortable  and  attractive 
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and  who  are  interested  in  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  their  pastor 
and  family.  This  Committee  should  keep  in  touch  with  the  pastor's 
wife  to  find  out  what  is  needed  from  time  to  time.  After  such  needs 
are  determined  the  Committee  should  see  that  they  are  provided  as 
early  as  possible. 

The  Trustees  should  see  that  the  parsonage  is  kept  in  good  re- 
pair and  painted.

(J)      REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    ORDINANCES 

The  Christian  Church  has  two  ordinances,  the  Lord's  Supper 
and  Baptism. 

We  commend  those  who  have  had  the  Lord's  Supper  in  charge 
at  our  Annual  Conferences,  for  the  way  in  which  the  services  were 
conducted.  Such  services  as  these  should  be  used  as  examples  of 
similar  services  that  can  be  held  in  each  local  church. 

Definite  preparations  should  be  made  for  the  observance  of  this 
ordinance.  The  pastor  should  prepare  a  sermon  suitable  for  the 
occasion.     Songs  should  be  selected  with  great  care. 

The  indifference  on  the  part  of  many  of  these  ordinances,  espe- 
cially that  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  may  be  traced  in  many  cases  to 
the  lack  of  proper  instructions,  hence  we  call  upon  our  pastors  to 
educate  our  people,  especially  the  young,  in  the  significance  of  these 
ordinances. 

The  eff"ect  of  an  impressive  Lord's  Supper  is  often  lost  by  the 
lack  of  a  suitable  closing.  We  therefore  urge  that  all  other  matters, 
such  as  announcements,  etc.,  foreign  to  this  service,  be  attended  to 
as  early  in  the  service  as  possible. 

Our  denomination  accepts  Baptism  by  sprinkling,  pouring,  or 
immersion.  We  disapprove  of  rebaptism.  This  ordinance  being 
commanded  by  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  we  therefore  urge  that 
it  be  not  entered  into  lightly,  but  reverently,  discreetly,  and  in  the 
fear  of  God.

(K)      REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF   HIGH   POINT 
COLLEGE 

Brethren : 

This  formal  report  of  the  status  of  the  college  is  my  sixth  to 
your  annual  conference  session.  I  desire,  at  the  outset,  to  express 
to  you  my  appreciation  for  the  kindly  hearing  you  have  given  me 
on  each  occasion  and  the  unfailing  courtesy  you  have  always  ex- 
tended me  in   your   annual   sessions. 
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The  first  part  of  the  report  will  be  somewhat  routine,  and  yet 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may  have  an  appraisal  of  the  general 
condition  of  the  institution. 

Enrollment 

The  thirteenth  regular  session  began  September  15,  with  ap- 
proximately the  same  registration  as  the  preceding  fall;  the  peak 
for  this  year  cannot  be  announced  till  after  the  second  semester  which 
begins  next  February.  However,  our  number  of  boarding  students 
is  the  largest  since  I  have  been  president,  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
two.  Twelve  states,  other  than  North  Carolina,  furnish  twenty- 
four  students. 

Of  this  year's  student  body,  41.390  are  Methodist  Protestant; 
28.2 -^f  are  Methodist  Episcopal;  13.7%  are  Baptist;  5.1%  are  Pres- 
byterian; the  remaining  13.1%  is  divided  among  7  other  church 
groups. 

For  the  year  ending  September  1,  the  enrollment  was  highly 
gratifying;  311  in  regular  session,  75  in  summer  school  (1935)  and 
160  in  extension  classes,  making  an  all  time  record  of  546.  We  an- 
ticipate this  mark  to  be  exceeded  when  the  report  is  released  for  this 
year. 

Finances 

Again,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  current  operations 
for  the  year  ending  September  1  showed  no  deficit.  And  I  am  won- 
dering if  the  Conference  comprehends  just  what  it  means  when  a 
college  manages  to  keep  its  expenditures  for  curi'ent  budget  under 
its  student  income?  I  am  sure  you  do  not;  only  those  whose  experi- 
ences have  or  do  relate  them  to  actual  operations  can  appreciate  its 
full  significance.  It  means  a  long  hard  pull  at  shaping  and  reshap- 
ing a  budget,  bvit  we  propose  to  maintain  this  record,  if  humanly 
possible,  until  the  college  debt  is  lifted. 

Last  conference  I  was  able  to  announce  that  the  churches  of 
the  Conference  had  met  the  challenge  of  the  General  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, and  had  raised  from  May,  1934,  to  May,  1935,  from  all 
sources,  $5,768.23.  And  that  amount  exceeded  by  far  any  amount 
raised  any  one  year  since  I  had  been  president.  Then  another  chal- 
lenge was  given  the  Conference,  namely  that  the  General  Board 
would  match  dollar  for  dollar  all  monies  raised  in  the  Conference 
up  to  84,000.00.  I  now  report  to  you  the  answer  to  that  challenge. 
From  May,  1935,  to  May,  1936,  the  total  raised  was  $3,419.83  from 
the  following  sovu'ces — churches  of  the  Conference,  $2,359.69;  from 
the  Branch,  $837.39;  bonds  donated,  $204.00;  Loyalty  League,  $14.00; 
at  college  office,   $4.75. 

This  total,  as  you  can  see,  is  $2,348.40  less  than  last  year;  ac- 
counted for  in  part  by  the  diflPerence  in  the  amount  from  the  Branch, 
and  contribution  through  Loyalty  League  subscriptions.  The  churches 
directly,  raised  $655.14  less. 

Debt    Statement 

Two  years  ago  I  called  attention  to  the  status  of  the  obligations 
resting  upon  the  Board  of  Education.  I  gave  the  figures  at  that 
time — 1934,  as  compared  with  1930,  at  the  time  the  Bond  Issue  was 
created.  My  purpose  in  calling  attention  thus  was  to  reassure  the 
Conference   and   the   church    constituency    against   any   apprehension 
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as  to  increased  debt  as  we  were  passing  through  the  period  of  de- 
pression. That  summary  revealed  that  the  debt  was  larger  by  about 
$22,000.00  after  taking  up  the  loss  involved  of  $40,000.00  by  the 
taking  back  from  Saslow-Isacson  of  the  Elm  Street  Property  in 
Greensboro. 

I  am  presenting  today  a  chart  showing  totals  of  obligations  of 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  College  (aside  from  current  ac- 
counts) ;  as  of  November,  1930,  March,  1936,  and  November,  1936. 
This  chart  shows  reductions  as  follows: 

On  Board  of  Education  obligations,  $85,407.53.  Less  than  6 
years  ago;  and  $101,305.09  less  than  6  months  ago.  On  College 
loans,  $12,900.00"  less  than  6  years  ago;  and  $5,685.00  less  than  6 
months  ago. 

The  total  indebtedness  now  of  the  Board  for  notes  and  bonds  is 
$207,915.64;  for  college  loans  it  is  $12,600.00;  and  owing  on  the  pres- 
ident's home  is  the  amount  of  $8,450.00. 

Our  next  move  towards  further  liquidation  of  indebtedness  is 
already  under  way.  If  the  plan,  agreed  upon  by  the  insurance  com- 
pany and  myself,  can  be  carried  out  this  month,  it  will  mean  some 
further  reduction  of  the  debt,  and  the  releasing  of  all  endorsers 
from  obligations  at  the  Jefferson  Standard;  if  this  can  be  done,  no 
individual  will  be  endorsing  anywhere  for  the  college. 

Following  this,  the  bonds  will  be  called  in;  and  when  we  are 
able  to  call  in  the  bonds,  the  whole  issue  will  be  cancelled  and  the 
Children's  Home  released  from  security  status  in  connection  with  the 
college.  While  that  security  status  is  technical  only,  it  is  my  very 
great  desire  to  see  the  Home  released. 

Transfer   of   Property 

At  the  Conference  session  of  1930,  a  resolution  was  adopted, 
signed  by  several  members  of  the  Conference,  which  stated,  that 
insofar  as  this  conference  has  the  authority  to  so  do — that  the  Board 
of  Education  and  the  Trustees  of  the  College,  are  authorized  and 
empowered  to  enter  into  any  arrangement,  by  securing  new  charters, 
the  dissolving  of  one  corporation,  the  transfer  of  property  or  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  to  create  one  central  management  of  High 
Point  College,  in  the  interest  of,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant   Church. 

We  have  kept  in  mind  through  these  past  years  the  intent  of 
this  resolution.  In  June,  1934,  a  new  charter  was  obtained  for  the 
college.  In  1935,  the  Board  of  Education  by  an  unanimous  vote 
moved  to  transfer  the  college  property,  the  Elm  Street  property, 
and  the  President's  Home  to  the  College  Trustees;  and  empowered 
me  to  arrange  for  such  transfers.  In  September,  the  president's 
house  was  transferred;  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion the  Elm  Street  property  was  directed  sold  and  the  proceedings 
applied  to  debt  reduction  at  the  Jefferson  Standard  Life  Insurance 
Company.  (This  of  course  obviates  a  transfer).  The  papers  are 
ready  to  transfer  the  college  land  and  buildings  and  equipment  to  the 
college  trustees.  All  properties  transferred  are  subject,  of  course, 
to  the  existing  indebtedness  thereon. 

Present    Expansion 

We  lived  through  the  depression  and  we  are  coming  out  of  that 
period  with  a  forward  look  and  a  forward  step. 
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FIRST:  The  Harrison  Gymnasium,  erected  in  1933,  but  not 
completed  is  now  being  finished.  Last  year,  dressing  rooms  in  the 
wings  for  the  students  were  completed  with  installation  of  showers, 
cement  floors,  lavatories,  toilets,  lights.  A  heating  system  was  in- 
stalled, and  cement  walk  laid.  This  week  we  have  laid  cement  floor 
in  the  basement;  showers,  toilets,  sleeping  quarters  for  visiting  teams 
and  an  equipment  room  are  all  being  put  in.  With  this  work  done, 
we  will  have  one  of  the  most  complete  and  usable  gymnasiums  of 
any  small  college  in  the  state. 

On  October  6,  work  was  renewed  on  the  college  athletic  field, 
under  W.P.A.  supervision  and  through  sponsorship  of  the  City  of 
High  Point.  The  allocation  of  funds  to  complete  the  field  calls  for 
a  total  expenditure  of  about  $30,000.00  for  materials  and  labor. 
When  completed  we  will  have  one  of  the  finest  stadiums  in  the  state. 
Present  plans,  within  the  allocation,  will  give  a  concrete  grandstand 
seating  nearly  2500  persons;  already  there  is  a  movement  on  in  the 
city  to  raise  money  to  increase  the  seating  capacity  to  about  7500 
people. 

Friday,  October  30,  the  contract  for  the  Wrenn  Memorial  Li- 
brary was  signed;  Monday  following  the  work  started,  and  the  con- 
tractor is  driving  ahead  rapidly  on  the  construction.  The  permit  for 
genei-al  construction  called  for  $24,000.00;  the  bids  for  electrical 
work,  plumbing  and  heating  will  be  received  later;  the  completed 
building  will  probably  cost  nearly  $30,000.00 ;  the  cut  of  the  building 
is  here  and  I  hope  you  will  all  look  at  it.  It  will  be  a  beautiful 
addition  to  the  group  on  our  campus,  and  meet  a  great  need  in  our 
program,  and  be  a  fine  witness  to  a  generous  spirit  that  would  me- 
morialize a  great  friend  of  the  college. 

Present   Need 

I  shall  try  and  sum  them  up  briefly.  First,  that  our  pastors 
and  people  help  us  in  the  matter  of  student  patronage.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  expect,  is  it,  that  our  pastors  seek  to  interest  our  own 
young  people  in  and  direct  them  to  the  college?  The  Conference,  on 
several  occasions,  has  pledged  its  members  to  seek  new  students  for 
the  institution — I  am  appealing  that  performance  match  the  pledge. 
There  ought  not  to  be  any  difference  on  the  part  of  our  ministers 
to  this  phase  of  ministerial  opportunity.  Our  Methodist  Protestant 
Folks,  with  children  ready  for  college  ought  not,  with  all  good  grace 
pass  our  own  college  by  to  send  their  sons  and  daughters  elsewhere; 
some  are  doing  this,  many  others  are  not.  It  seems  to  me  that 
where  such  lack  of  interest  of  loyalty  is  evident  our  pastors  might 
be  of  great  service  to  the  church.  I  am  anxious  to  see  50%  of  our 
student  body  be  Methodist  Protestants,  because  of  what  it  will  mean 
later  on  to  our  church  life  in  the  state. 

Second:  Financial  support  by  the  Conference.  The  least  the 
church  in  the  state  ought  to  want  to  do  is  to  raise  in  full  the 
$5,000.00  assessment  each  year.  It  ought  to  strive  earnestly  to  do 
for  the  college  what  the  General  Board  will  do  annually  for  us.  And 
this  year,  especially  it  must  be  done,  to  meet  our  needs.  The  equip- 
ment for  the  Library,  certain  materials  which  we  must  furnish  for 
the  athletic  field,  and  interest  make  our  requirements  about 
$18,000.00.  If  this  conference  will  place  itself  squarely  on  record 
saying  it  will  pledge  itself  to  see  that  its  $5,000.00  is  raised  by 
May,  1937 — I  can  promise,  that  from  certain  sure  sources,  I  will 
have  the  remaining  $13,000.00  before  next  Commencement. 
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I  want  the  Conference  to  see  what  the  college,  this  year,  is  giv- 
ing to  children  from  Methodist  Protestant  homes;  in  scholarships, 
$2700;  in  self-help  positions,  $4500;  a  total  of  $7200—112%  more 
than  the  Conference  gave  the  college  from  May,  1935,  to  May,  1936. 
Certainly  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  Conference  ought  to  give  the  col- 
lege more  than  the  college  gives  the  Conference! 

Tcmorrow 

To  me  the  vision  is  quite  clear — a  bigger  and  better  institution! 
This  is  true,  whether  it  be  a  Methodist  Protestant  College  or  a 
Methodist  College.  Confidently,  I  hope  to  see  it  by  1940  a  Methodist 
College.     But  either  way — bigger  and  better, 

I  vividly  recall  my  first  presence,  as  president  of  the  college,  at 
your  annual  session.  It  was  in  this  church  in  1930.  I  can  feel 
again  the  atmosphere  of  that  session.  Some  of  you  will  recall  that 
my  first  speech  before  this  body  was  a  plea  for  time  and  opportunity 
for  High  Point  College;  I  asked  for  your  faith  in  the  future,  your 
patience  with  the  program,  your  cooperation  in  constructive  effort, 
and  your  pledge  to  its  purpose;  after  six  years  I  come  to  you  today 
and  simply  state  that  I  am  confident  an  unbiased  verdict  will  say 
that  the  record  vindicated  what  was  my  confidence  and  my  hope — 
and  that  we  will  agree  progress  has  been  made  such  as  justifies  our 
hope  for  tomorrow. 

I  appeal,  therefore,  to  the  whole  Conference  to  go  with  me  the 
whole  way — in  your  prayers,  in  your  patronage,  in  your  support;  in 
spirit  and  in  attitude  as  individuals;  in  a  whole  hearted  cooperation 
as  a  church  group.  How  the  church  stands  by  is  being  watched 
by  the  state,  by  the  community,  by  Methodism,  by  400  graduates  and 
by  300  students.  STAND  BY,  STAND  BY— and  ultimately  we  shall 
see  the  travail  of  our  souls  and  be  satisfied. 

Recommendaticns 

FIRST:  That  the  Conference  appoint  P  E.  Lindley,  P.  S.  Ken- 
nett,  and  N.  M.  Harrison  for  work  with  the  college. 

SECOND:  That  the  Conference  pledge  itself  to  an  unceasing 
effort  to  raise  the  $5,000.00  college  assessment  by  May  1,  1936;  and 
that  the  months  of  March  and  April  be  designated  College  Months, 

THIRD :  That  our  ministers  undertake  to  seek  out  and  direct 
those  young  people  of  our  churches,  who  are  prospective  college  stu- 
dents for  next  year,  towards  enrollment  at  High  Point  next  Septem- 
ber; and  cooperate  thus  mth  the  president  of  the  college  in  securing 
a  50%  Methodist  Protestant  student  body. 

FOURTH:  That  the  following  resolution  be  adopted:  "Where- 
as, by  the  will  of  the  late  A.  S.  Pickett  of  Liberty,  N.  C,  certain 
provisions  therein  made  bequests  to  High  Point  College;   and 

Whereas,  settlement  of  the  estate  will  eventually  bring  to  the 
College  monies  totalling  about  $6,000.00;  therefore,  be  it  Resolved, 
that  the  Conference  hereby  record  its  gratitude  that  Dr.  Pickett  so 
remembered  the  college,  and  voices  its  appreciation  that  it  is  being 
made  available  at  a  time  to  meet  needs  in  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  college.

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(L)      REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  MUSIC 

Since  music  is  probably  the  most  universal  language,  and  is 
the  means  by  which  more  people  are  led  into  a  worship  experience 
than  any  other,  we  should  realize  the  importance  of  using  the  best 
type  of  music  in  our  church  services.  The  Committee  realizes  that 
the  need  for  better  church  music  has  been  presented  to  this  Annual 
Conference  many  times  and  each  time  some  suggestions  are  offered 
to  encourage  a  better  class  of  music  in  our  churches.  We  do  not, 
therefore,  propose  to  suggest  anything  new  but  merely  to  remind 
you  of  many  things  that  have  been  offered  before. 

We  see  evidences  of  progress  in  many  of  our  churches.  We 
commend  those  pastors  and  people  of  the  churches  where  cheap 
music  and  jazz  are  being  replaced  by  a  higher  type  of  music.  We 
are  thankful  that  more  of  our  people  are  learning  to  appreciate 
better  music.  We  commend  those  churches  that  have  refused  to  buy 
cheap  song  books,  which  are  equally  cheap  in  quality  as  well  as  price, 
and  have  furnished  their  church  with  creditable  hymn  books. 

We  also  commend  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation for  the  place  it  has  given  in  its  program  to  the  development 
and  encouraging  of  better  church  music.  We  thank  Rev.  E.  Lester 
Ballard  for  the  large  part  he  has  played  in  encouraging  better  music 
in  our  churches. 

While  progress  is  being  made,  we  realize  that  there  is  yet  much 
room  for  improvement  in  most  of  our  churches.  There  are  a  few 
churches  where  cheap  song  books  are  in  use  and  a  low  grade  of 
music  is  used.     We  recommend  therefore, 

1.  The  use  of  the  New  Methodist  Hymnal  in  all  of  the  churches 
where  practicable.  If  cheaper  books  are  to  be  bought,  seek  the  ad- 
vice of  some  capable  music  teacher  or  director. 

2.  That  churches  buy  enough  hymn  books  that  each  worshiper 
may  have  access  to  one. 

3.  That  a  young  people's  choir  be  organized  in  each  church, 
where  practicable. 

4.  That  the  North  Carolina  Confei-ence  Council  of  Religious 
Education  continue  its  efforts  to  promote  better  music. 

5.  That  public  school  music  teachers  be  used  as  much  as  pos- 
sible to  help  promote  better  church  music. 

6.  That  pastors  carefully  select  hymns  to  be  used  in  every 
worship  service  before  the  hour  of  service,  consulting,  if  necessary 
with  the  director  of  music  and  the  pianist  of  the  church. 

7.  That  churches  promoting  singing  schools  insist  upon  the  use 
of  their  own  hymn  books  rather  than  those  recommended  for  sale 
by  the  singing  masters. 

8.  That  regular  periods  for  learning  new  hymns  be  established 
in  each  church,  the  time  and  place  to  be  determined  by  the  local 
church. 

9.  Realizing  the  power  and  inspiration  in  congregational  sing- 
ing, we  urge  that  more  emphasis  be  placed  upon  congregational 
hymn  singing.

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(M)      REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS 

The  philosophy  of  Christian  Missions  is  fundamental  to  the  life 
of  the  church.  The  Christian  church  grew  out  of  missionary  propa- 
ganda. Christian  Missions  is  not  only  "good  news"  but  a  principal 
of  sustaining  life  to  those  who  tell  the  "good  news."  Missions  is 
not  an  added  enterprise  assumed  by  the  church,  but  a  principal  that 
is  inherent  and  co-existent  with  the  very  nature  of  the  Gospel  itself. 
It  is  a  part  of  God's  redemptive  plan  not  only  for  the  heathen,  but 
for  the   paganism   still    remaining   in   our  hearts   and   churches. 

Christian  Missions  furnish  a  medium  for  the  cultivation  of  the 
good  seed  of  the  Kingdom  seeking  expression  in  my  life.  The  "good 
news"  of  Christ's  salvation  to  be  good  news  to  me  must  be  told  by 
me.  Using  the  church  as  a  figure:  The  altars  of  the  church  repre- 
sents where  my  heart  was  "strangely  warmed,"  the  windows  of  the 
church  represent  God's  love  and  mercy  shining  in  on  my  soul,  and  the 
doors  of  the  church  represent  the  "other  ward"  leading  of  the  new 
found  joy,  or  Christian  Missions.  The  doors  of  the  church  are  as 
indispensable  as  the  windows  and  the  altar.  Christian  Missions 
gives  direction — heads  us  off  to  do   something  about  it. 

We  are  hearty  in  our  support  of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions at  home  and  abroad.  We  exhort  our  people  to  come  to  the 
rescue  of  these  worthy  enterprises  with  their  dollars,  that  in  turn 
God  may  enrich  our  lives  and  pour  out  his  blessings  upon  us. 

We  deplore  that  our  people  are  not  better  informed  as  to  the 
benevolent  enterprises.  We  urge  that  our  pastors  earnestly  endeavor 
to  get  to  our  people  missionary  information,  such  as  our  Missionary 
Record,  including  our  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  and  Methodist 
Protestant-Rer order,  and  all  other  missionary  materials  which  are 
available.  Without  missionary  information  there  can  be  no  real 
interest. 

Recommendations 

We  recommend  that  Rev.  J.  F.  Minnis,  a  minister  in  this  con- 
ference, be  loaned  to  the  Board  of  Missions  to  go  as  a  missionary 
to  India. 

We  recommend,  as  an  aid  to  larger  offerings  for  missions  on 
Special  Days,  the  sending  of  envelopes,  supplied  by  the  Board,  direct 
to  the  people,  either  by  special  agencies  or  through  the  mail.  We 
believe  that  any  expenses  entailed  will  be  fully  repaid  by  increased 
offerings. 

We  recommend,  as  an  aid  to  putting  on  Special  Day  programs 
for  missions,  the  appointment  of  committee  at  the  beginning  of  the 
conference  year,  whose  responsibility  will  be  the  preparation  of  these 
programs.  And  in  this  connection,  we  recommend  that  pastors  send 
the  name  of  the  chairmen  of  these  committees  to  the  Secretai-y  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  that  material  may  be  sent  direct  to  the 
committee.

(Y)      REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON   EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  takes  us  to  the  very  heart  and  center  of  the 
Church  s  program.  To  evangelize  the  world  is  the  supreme  task  of 
the  Church.  Such  a  task  is  God  given.  Christ,  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church,  charged  the  Church  with  this  responsibility.  The  Church 
dare  not  trifle  with  nor  be  indifferent  to  this  responsibility  The 
Church  dare  not  side-track  this  her  primary  obligation  for  other 
causes.  The  Church  dare  not  so  give  herself  to  any  program  how- 
ever noble  and  worthy,  if  in  so  doing  she  neglects  her  high  privilege 
yea,  her  God-given  task  of  ministering  to  the  soul  that  wanders  and 
strays  from  God's  fold  and  the  Christian  way  of  life. 

Your  Committee  on  Evangelism  believes  that  the  program  of 
Christian  evangehsm  includes  the  following  items:  First— winning 
souls  for  Christ.  There  are  many  methods  which  may  be  used  in 
doing  this. 

a-  The  revival  meeting.  We  believe  in  the  revival  meeting  We 
believe  that  the  best  place  for  a  person  to  accept  Christ  is  at  the 
altar  of  the  Church.  A  revival  meeting  should  be  held  in  every 
church  at  least  once  during  the  conference  year  and  if  possible  no 
time  limit  should  be  set  as  to  the  duration  of  such  meeting.  Careful 
planning  much  prayer  by  individuals  and  groups,  the  securing  of  a 
list  of  the  names  of  those  unsaved  and  back-slidden,  should  all  be 
done  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  revival  services.  A  revival  meet- 
ing should  never  be  conducted  merely  through  custom,  but  because 
the  souls  of  sinful  men  need  to  be  saved  and  the  church  brought  to 
a  deeper  consecration  of  life. 

_  b.  Personal  touch.  Many  unsaved  people  never  attend  a  re- 
vival meeting.  They  ought  to,  but  they  do  not.  The  altar  is  the 
best  place  for  them  to  surrender  their  lives  to  Christ.  But  if  they 
will  not  come  to  the  altar,  shall  we  allow  them  to  die  in  their  sins? 
Certainly  not.  Christ's  saving  and  redeeming  power  is  not  limited  to 
time  and  place.  Whenever  and  wherever  a  life  meets  His  conditions 
of  discipleship  that  life  becomes  a  new  creature  in  Christ  Jesus  Then 
let  us  go  into  the  homes,  places  of  business,  anywhere  in  order  that 
we  may  win  a  soul  for  Christ.  When  they  have  accepted  Christ 
they  will  gladly  come  to  the  altar  of  the  Church  and  dedicate  their 
lives  to  Him  and  His  program. 

c.     Pastor's    instruction    class.      The    pastor   may   gather    about 
him   a   group    for    the    specific   purpose    of   instructing   them    in    the 
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Christian  way  of  life.  He  must  not  teach  them  as  though  they  were 
already  Christians,  but  teach  them  how  to  get  hold  of  God,  how  to 
know  Christ  as  their  own  personal  Saviour  and  what  it  means  to 
consecrate  their  lives  to  Him  and  His  cause. 

d.  A  two-month  period  of  evangelistic  preaching  supplemented 
by  personal  work  and  pastor's  instruction  class.  During  this  period 
the  pastor's  sermons  ax'e  evangelistic  in  their  appeal.  He  and  his 
people  do  personal  work.  A  class  of  instruction  and  training  in  the 
Christion  way  of  life  is  conducted  and  every  possible  thing  done  to 
reach  the  lost. 

e.  Special  occasions  and  days.  Easter  and  the  anniversary  of 
Pentecost  lend  themselves  easily  to  an  evangelistic  appeal.  Many 
of  our  churches  are  already  using  these  occasions  in  this  way;  all  of 
them  should  whenever  it  is  at  all  possible.  While  we  should  regu- 
larly observe  all  denominational  Special  Days  and  diligently  seek 
for  the  largest  possible  offering  for  our  various  Denominational 
Boards,  let  the  major  emphasis  be  always  on  the  consecration  of 
life  to  Christ  and  His  Church.  We  urge  our  churches  to  cooperate 
with  the  National  Preaching  Mission  in  so  far  as  they  possibly  can. 

f.  That  the  pastors  get  in  touch  with  Rev.  W.  A.  Melvin,  Sec- 
retary of  Evangelism,  Baltimore,  Md.,  for  helps  for  personal 
evangelism. 

Second — the  Christian  nurture  and  development  of  the  life  which 
has  been  won  for  Christ.  The  new  Christian  needs  the  love,  counsel, 
admonition,  prayers  and  interest  of  the  church  membership.  When 
a  new  member  is  received  the  church  members  promise  to  do  these 
things;  but,  alas,  too  often  the  promise  is  neglected  and  the  new 
Christian  stumbles  and  falls.  One  of  the  great  sins  which  can  be 
laid  at  the  door  of  the  Church  is  just  this.  Not  one  of  us  would 
neglect  a  new-born  babe.  The  child's  needs  make  us  alert  and  dili- 
gently, lovingly  we  endeavor  to  satisfy  those  needs.  The  child's  cry 
reaches  the  depths  of  our  hearts  and  we  do  our  best  to  relieve  and 
comfort.  But,  alas,  the  needs  of  the  new  Christian  do  not  stir  our 
complacent  lives,  find  no  place  in  our  prayers  and,  though  we  may 
hear  their  cries  of  wretchedness  and  suffering  as  they  are  caught 
again  in  the  old  sinful  habits,  too  often  we  only  criticize  and  con- 
demn instead  of  lifting  them  up  by  love  and  prayer  where  they  may 
again  get  hold  of  God  and  have  restored  unto  them  the  joys  of 
Christ's  salvation. 

Third — the  life  which  has  been  won  for  Christ  and  is  being 
nurtured  in  the  Christian  way  of  life  definitely  enlisted  in  Christ's 
service.  Christianity  is  a  religion  of  activity  and  service.  No 
folded  hands,  for  religion  is  not  an  easy  chair,  but  a  cross.  The 
church  member  who  loses  his  interest  in  Christ's  program  soon  loses 
his  faith  in  God  and  becomes  cold,  indifferent  and  backslidden  in 
heart.  Inactivity  kills  faith.  Inactivity,  though  forced  upon  him, 
paralized  the  faith  of  John  the  Baptist,  the  once  brave,  courageous 
herald  of  the  Christ.  It  has  lost  none  of  its  power.  Every  church 
member  ought  to  be  enlisted  in  some  phase  of  kingdom  service. 

This  is  your  Committee's  conception  of  the  program  of  Chris- 
tian Evangelism.  We  urge  our  pastors  and  people  to  give  this 
program  first  place  in  our  hearts,  in  our  prayers  and  in  our  churches. 
If  we  fail,  in  other  matters,  let  us  never  fail  here.  If  we  neglect 
other  things,  let  us  never  lose  the  holy  passion  of  seeking  the  lost. 
As  Jesus  came  to  seek  and  save  the  lost,  may  we  diligently,  prayer- 
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fully,  faithfully  seek  the  lost  and  bring  them  to  Christ  in  order  that 
they  may  be  saved  through  HIM.

(Z)      COMMISSION  ON  METHODIST  COOPERATION 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Methodist  Coopera- 
tion was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  Greensboro,  on  Friday,  October  2,  1936.  Representa- 
tives were  present  from  the  three  Methodist  bodies.  As  a  result  of 
our  deliberations  the  following  message  is  presented  for  your 
consideration : 

Since  our  last  report  the  General  Conferences  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Churches  have  adopted  by 
overwhelming  votes  the  Plan  of  Union  proposed  by  the  Commissions 
on  Union  of  the  three  Methodisms.  It  is  now  being  acted  upon  by 
the  Annual  Conferences  of  the  two  bodies  whose  General  Confer- 
ences have  passed  it  down  to  them.  None  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  opposed  the  adoption 
of  the  Plan  of  Union.  On  the  contrary  the  vote  in  every  case  has 
been  almost  unanimous.  As  the  Commission  meets  twelve  Annual 
Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  have  voted  upon 
the  Plan  of  Union.  Nine  have  voted  for  it,  three  against  it.  But 
it  is  unquestioned  that  more  than  the  necessary  two-thirds  of  the 
Annual  Conferences  will  approve  it  in  their  sessions  during  October 
and  November.  The  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  not  having  met  to  pass  upon  it,  action  is  of  course 
deferred;  but  the  sentiment  and  attitude  toward  union  as  unofficially 
expressed  is  so  unmistakably  favorable  that  it  is  only  a  matter  of 
the  necessary  lapse  of  time  until  the  Plan  of  Union  will  have  been 
adopted  by  the  three  branches  of  Methodism  involved,  and  we  shall 
go  on  to  the  holding  of  the  Uniting  Conference.  But  this  can  ap- 
parently not  be  held  before  1939. 

"The  King's  business  requireth  haste,"  but  not  too  much  haste. 
We  would  caution  our  folks  in  each  of  the  Annual  Conferences  and 
in  all  the  local  churches  not  to  be  precipitate;  but  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  ultimate  union  of  our  forces.  This  can  best  be  done 
with  each  group  carrying  on  its  own  work;  developing  and  utilizing 
its  own  resources  spiritual  and  physical ;  but  at  the  same  time  en- 
couraging and  taking  advantage  of  every  possible  opportunity  for 
friendly  contacts  and  cooperation.     To  this  end  we  would  suggest: 

1.  The  holding  of  evening  services  together  wherever  practical, 
alterating,  if  possible,  between  church  houses,  the  pastors  taking 
turns  in  preaching;  or  making  any  other  arrangements  as  to  services 
as  shall  emphasize  this  sense  of  unity. 

2.  That  wherever  possible  the  ministers  of  the  three  groups 
assist  each  other  in  the  holding  of  revival  services.  The  Commis- 
sion might  assist  in  securing  pastors  for  this  exchange  of  evangel- 
istic effort. 

3.  That  the  pastors  of  the  three  Methodisms  take  advantage 
of  the  Pastors'  Summer  Schools  conducted  by  each  group,  attending 
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the  one  nearest  them,  and  thereby  becoming  better  acquainted  with 
the  personnel  in  the  several  conferences.  An  invitation  is  extended 
by  the  Duke  School  of  Religion  and  the  officers  of  the  Pastors'  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  the  ministers 
of  the  other  two  Methodisms  to  attend  and  share  in  its  benefits.  The 
acceptance  of  the  invitation  is,  of  course,  at  the  pleasure  of  each 
group.  But  the  Commission  commends  it  to  the  brethren  as  one 
means  of  attaining  this  sense  of  approaching  oneness. 

4.  That  we  suggest  again  to  the  officers  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference Councils  of  Religious  Education,  or  similar  bodies,  the  ad- 
vantage of  holding  group  meetings  in  which  the  three  Methodisms 
shall  be  represented  wherever  possible,  for  the  training  of  Christian 
workers,  whether  in  Conference  assemblies  or  in  local  church  groups. 
If  this  does  not  seem  advisable  at  this  stage,  then  we  would  suggest 
that  wherever  one  group  is  holding  such  schools  or  assemblies  the 
others  be  invited  to  attend  and  participate. 

5.  That  we  undertake  again  the  holding  of  joint  gatherings  for 
mutual  fellowship  where  the  principles  and  programs,  the  historic 
background,  the  common  heritage  and  task  of  Methodism,  may  be 
emphasized. 

The  Commission  on  Methodist  Cooperation  created  by  the  three 
branches  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  North  Carolina  is  probably 
unique.  To  our  knowledge  nothing  like  it  exists  anywhere  in  Amer- 
ica. It  may  well  be  that  through  its  work  the  approach  to  union 
will  be  much  more  easily  effected  here  than  elsewhere.  The  success 
of  the  union  movement  will  depend  much  on  that  approach. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  asks  the  hearty  support  of  each  con- 
ference, pastor  and  local  church,  to  the  end  that  its  work,  when  and 
if  union  is  consummated,  may  be  the  more  effective  in  bringing  about 
a  real  union  of  our  forces  in  North  Carolina;  and  set  an  example 
for  the  Conferences  and  churches  of  the  uniting  Methodisms  in  the 
other  States.

(AA)      PASTORAL  WORK 

Many  workers  are  called  by  God  into  his  spiritual  harvest 
fields,  and  he  endows  them  with  gifts  and  graces  according  to  the 
fields  in  which  he  designs  that  they  shall  work.  To  none  does  he 
give  greater  and  more  varied  gifts  than  to  those  whom  he  calls  to 
be  the  pastors  of  his  people.  Their  work  is  as  varied  as  life  itself, 
and  as  constant  as  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun.  The  pastor's 
program  of  service  comprehends  life  in  all  of  its  phases.  In  point 
of  time  the  range  is  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave.  In  point  of  kind 
the  range  three  fold — the  mind,  the  soul  and  the  body.  The  pastor 
must  be  food  and  raiment  and  shelter  to  the  needy;  he  must  be  wis- 
dom to  the  unenlightened;  light  to  the  blind;  strength  to  the  weak; 
courage  to  the  faltering;  solace  to  the  sorrowing;  and  a  beacon  light 
to  those  who  walk  in  paths  of  danger  and  death.  He  is  the  shepherd, 
and  every  need  of  the  flock  must  be  his  need,  and  every  opportunity 
of  the  flock  must  be  his  opportunity.  In  a  very  real  and  special 
sense  the  pastor  is  God's  man  to  those  whom  he  is  sent  to  serve. 

He  must,  therefore,  be  a  comfort  and  guide  to  them  in  the  daily 
affairs  of  life.     But  more:   he  must  be  God's  messenger  to  them  in 
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the  preaching  of  his  word.  His  ministry  as  priest  must  be  to  his 
people  the  molifying  ointment  that  will  heal  the  brokenhearted,  pro- 
claim liberty  to  the  captives  and  the  opening  of  the  prison  to  those 
who  ai-e  bound.  He  must  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord 
that  those  to  whom  he  ministers  may  be  called  "trees  of  righteous- 
ness, the  planting  of  the  Lord,  that  he  might  be  glorified."  Like  his 
Master,  the  pastor  must  speak  as  one  who  has  authority.  All  of 
this  and  more,  the  pastor  must  be  to  those  over  whom  the  Holy 
Ghost  hath  made  him  overseer. 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  this  is  a  task  of  heroic  proportions  and 
one  to  which  those  only  of  heroic  molds  are  called.  It  is  apparent, 
likewise,  that  no  human  power  is  sufficient  for  these  things.  The 
pastor  must  know  that  his  sufficiency  is  not  in  himself,  but  in  God. 
With  Paul  he  must  be  able  to  say  "Christ  liveth  in  Me."  And  out 
of  that  blessed  fact  there  must  come  a  purity,  a  power,  and  a  zeal 
that  will  identify  him^  to  his  people  as  one  sent  of  God.  The  pastor 
must  ever  bear  in  mind  that  out  of  his  heart  are  the  issues  of  his 
ministry,  and  that  it  is  only  by  the  Spirit  of  God  working  in  him 
that  he  will  ever  be  able  to  edify  saints  and  save  sinners. 

This  sort  of  an  understanding  of  the  ministry  vdll  lead  to  a 
very  definite  and  a  very  comprehensive  pastoral  program. 

1.  It  will  be  marked  by  earnestness. 

A  lightminded,  lighthearted  attitude  toward  the  ministry  pleas- 
es neither  God  nor  man.  When  the  saving  of  souls,  the  moulding  of 
character,  and  the  shaping  of  human  destiny  are  at  stake,  there  is 
no  place  for  cold  zeal.  It  is  then,  if  ever,  that  the  fire  of  earnest 
devotion  must  flame  upon  the  altar  of  the  soul.  The  earnestness  of 
the  great  Preacher  broke  up  the  fountains  of  his  heart,  and  made 
him  weap  over  the  recrant  city, 

2.  It  will  be  a  busy  program. 

The  pastor  who  properly  shepherds  his  flock  will  have  neither 
idle  time,  nor  time  for  many  other  things.  His  problem  will  be  to 
find  days  and  nights  long  enough  for  his  work.  When  Dr.  J.  H. 
Jowett,  perhaps  the  greatest  of  modern  preachers,  went  to  New 
York  City  to  be  pastor  of  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  he 
knew  that  he  would  have  many  invitations  to  participate  in  many 
things;  but  preaching,  he  said,  was  his  business,  and  he  was  deter- 
mined not  to  be  sidetracked  from  it.  This  must  be  so  with  every 
pastor.  The  great  Preacher  was  a  man  of  one  goal,  and  he  pressed 
constantly  and  tirelessly  toward  it,  and  finally  said,  "I  have  finished 
the  work  which  thou  gavest  me  to  do." 

3.  It  will  be   a   studious   program. 

His  people  will  be  his  ever  new  and  fascinating  text  book.  He 
will  study  his  folks — their  names,  aims,  problems,  hopes  and  asper- 
ations.  He  will  lift  up  his  eyes  and  look  upon  the  field  that  he  may 
know  where  and  how  to  labor  that  the  largest  harvests  may  be  garn- 
ered for  God. 

4.  It  will  be  a  self-growing  program. 

The  pastor  never  gets  grown.  He  never  comes  to  the  full  meas- 
ure of  mental  and  spiritual  stature.  As  a  good  minister  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  he  must  be 
constantly  adding  to  his  mental  and  spiritual  equipment.  Success 
ends  where  preparation  stops.  The  pastor  who  does  not  have  a  self- 
growing  program  will  soon  have  no  program  at  all. 
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5.     It  will  be  a  scriptural  program. 

The  great  Preacher  came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was 
lost,  and  to  teach  the  saved  how  to  live  the  holy  life.  That  likewise 
must  be  the  program  of  every  pastor  whom  he  calls  to  finish  that 
which  he  began.  The  faithful  pastor  will,  therefoi-e,  call  sinners 
to  repentance,  and  saints  to  holy  living.  He  will  warn  of  an  awful 
doom  that  awaits  the  unrepentant,  and  encourage  saints  with  the 
assurance  of  a  final  reward.  Jesus  came  seeking.  The  pastor  who 
rightly  senses  the  scriptural  purpose  of  his  mission  will  greatly  mag- 
nify the  seeking  function  of  the  church,  and  will  keep  evangelism 
and  holy  living  strong  in  his  heart  and  in  his  ministry  fifty-two 
weeks  in  the  year. 

We  humbly  acknowledge  our  deep  gratitude  of  God  for  the 
faithful  preachers  whom  he  calls  into  his  service,  and  we  devoutly 
pray  that  they  will  constantly  strive  to  be  good  ministers  of  Jesus 
Christ.

(BB)      REPORl    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 

Your  Committee  on  Christian  Education  submits  the  following 
report  for  your  consideration : 

The  committee  feels  that  the  pastors  of  our  churches  and  the 
leaders  in  the  educational  work  in  our  local  churches  need  to  give 
careful  consideration  to  the  objectives  of  Christian  Education.  It 
is  evident  that  there  are  many  who  have  a  misapprehension  as  to  the 
real  purpose  of  Christian  Education.  Life  is  growth.  If  that  growth 
is  to  lead  toward  a  fuller  life  it  must  be  enriched  through  a  new 
understanding  of  worthwhile  values.  These  values  are  imported 
through  a  process  which  we  call  education.  Education  becomes 
Christian  when  the  stress  is  placed  upon  Christian  values.  The 
values  which  are  stressed  by  Christian  Education  are:  1.  God  as  a 
reality  in  human  experience;  2.  The  personality,  life  and  teachings 
of  Jesus;  3.  Christlike  character;  4.  A  Christian  social  order  which 
embodies  the  ideal  of  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  brotherhood  of  men; 
5.  A  Christian  church;  6.  The  Christian  interpretation  of  life  and 
the  universe;  and  7.  The  Bible  and  other  religious  experiences  of  the 
race. 

These  main  objectives  of  Christian  Education  stand  before  the 
church  today  as  a.  great  challenge.  When  we  see  on  every  hand  so 
much  that  is  superficial  and  then  come  to  realize  the  real  mission 
of  the  church  in  the  world  today,  we  can  appreciate  the  importance 
of  imparting  these  ideals  to  the  children,  youth  and  adults  of  our 
churches. 

It  is  important  that  Christian  Education  do  more  than  lead  in- 
dividuals to  know  and  appreciate  these  values.  It  is  also  the  purpose 
of  this  program  of  the  church  to  lead  the  individual  to  a  fuller  ac- 
ceptance of  a  complete  dedication  of  his  life  to  a  realization  of  these 
aims.  Without  this  the  whole  process  will  become  mechanical,  empty 
and  void  of  any  worthwhile  results.  Therefore  we  must  conclude 
that  Christian  Education  and  the  program  of  evangelism  should  run 
hand  in  hand.  We  must  train  to  enlist,  and  after  the  enlistment 
we  must  continue  to  train  in   order  that  the  life  may  grow   in   the 
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richness  and  fullness  of  Chi'istian  experience.  Educating  for  Chris- 
tian living  touches  all  phases  of  human  life,  therefore  it  is  necessary 
that  we  consider  some  of  the  important  issues  that  need  to  be  taken 
into  consideration.  Personal  religious  living  needs  to  receive  careful 
consideration.  The  religious  life  begins  w^ithin  the  life  of  the  in- 
dividual, therefore  let  us  stress  in  the  Christian  Education  program, 
prayer,  meditation,  and  the  ethical  ideals  which  will  lead  to  a  well- 
rounded  personality.  The  committee  also  feels  that  these  other  is- 
sues need  to  be  included  in  the  program  of  Christian  Education:  eco- 
nomic, industrial  and  social  and  racial  justice.  We  believe  there  is 
nothing  that  will  do  more  to  break  down  barriers  to  these  causes 
than  a  genuine  educational  program. 

Another  item  that  we  stress  especially  is  Christian  Education 
for  Temperance.  A  large  number  of  politicians,  newspapers,  maga- 
zines, business  organizations,  etc.,  are  saying  to  us  "give  us  liquor." 
They  are  wanting  it  for  social  prestige;  they  desire  it  for  revenue; 
they  demand  it  for  the  cause  of  temperance  itself.  Our  church  op- 
poses any  such  stand.  This  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  one  of 
the  best  methods  we  have  of  combatting  this  evil  is  temperance  edu- 
cation in  all  of  the  educational  agencies  of  the  church.  In  addition, 
we  go  on  record  as  approving  and  urging — we  will  even  use  stronger 
language — we  request  that  temperance  education  be  included  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  schools  of  North  Carolina. 

There  are  various  agencies  that  need  to  be  awakened  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  Christian  educational  program:  First,  we  would 
mention  the  home.  In  years  past  it  was  a  mighty  force  for  Christian 
living.  We  believe  the  secret  of  its  success  is  found  in  the  fact  that 
the  parents,  especially  the  mother,  found  time  to  give  religious  and 
moral  instruction.  We  call  upon  the  Methodist  Protestant  homes  in 
North  Carolina  to  spend  more  time  in  teaching  and  training  the 
children  in  the  home  along  these  lines.  Second,  in  the  church  itself 
there  are  a  number  of  organizations  that  have  been  established  for 
the  purpose  of  educating  the  people,  namely,  classes,  clubs,  societies 
and  the  Sunday  School  itself.  There  is  all  too  often  a  tendency  to 
make  these  social,  money-raising  organizations.  Our  churches  are 
urged  to  have  these  organizations  meet  their  real  aim  in  the  general 
program  of  the  church,  which  is,  above  everything  else,  educational. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  is  fortunate  in  having  within  its 
boundaries  High  Point  College.  High  Point  College  has  made  a  real 
contribution  to  the  church  in  our  state.  In  addition,  it  has  influenced 
the  educational,  business,  social,  political  and  civic  life  of  our  state. 
Considering  these  facts,  your  committee  recommends  that  this  Con- 
ference give  fuller  cooperation  to  the  college  in  its  program. 

We  feel  that  recognition  should  be  given  to  the  fine  work  that  is 
being  done  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference  by  the  Westminster 
Theological  Semanary.  It  has  had  a  real  influence  through  its  train- 
ing of  our  ministers  for  leadership.  Because  of  the  scholarship  and 
high  type  of  Christian  character  of  the  faculty  and  its  denominational 
background,  we  recommend  it  to  the  young  men  of  this  Conference 
for  their  patronage. 

Literature  plays  an  important  part  in  shaping  the  thinking  and 
character  of  people.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  there  are  so  many 
cheap,  vile,  contaminating  magazines  and  newspapers  on  sale  in  our 
cities,  towns  and  villages  today.  We  go  on  record  as  urging  our  pas- 
tors and  members  to  use  every  eft"ort  to  combat  this  deplorable  situa- 
tion. One  of  the  means  we  have  of  combatting  this  evil  is  through 
the    good    literature    that    is    available.      We    call    to    your    attention 
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especially  the  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder,  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Herald,  the  Missionary  Record  and  our  Sunday  School  periodicals. 
In  addition  we  have  other  high  type  Christian  literature  of  interde- 
nominational character  which  should  find  its  way  to  a  number  of  our 
homes.  We  mention  the  Christian  Herald,  the  International  Joui^nal 
of  Religious  Education  and  the  Christian  Century. 

In  conclusion  we  would  say  that  these  are  only  some  of  the 
more  important  facts  that  have  been  called  to  your  attention.  They 
contain  a  real  challenge.  Brethren,  as  we  go  home,  let  us  go  into 
action  for  a  fuller  and  richer  program  of  Christian  Education  in 
the  home,  in  the  church,  and  in  all  other  church-related  agencies.

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(DD)      REPORT    OF    LAYMEN'S    MEETING 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Laymen  held  in  Albemarle  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  on  November  7,  1936,  the  following  recommen- 
dations were  offered  and  adopted:  Believing  that  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  North  Carolina 
incurred  by  the  various  Boards  at  different  times  over  a  period  of 
years  is  'proving  burdensome  and  is  retarding  the  best  interest  of 
our  church  and  should  be  paid  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and 
recognizing  the  importance  of  enlisting  the  sympathy  and  whole- 
hearted support  of  our  people,  and  being  willing  and  anxious  to  aid 
in  this  matter,  we,  the  laymen  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  therefore  rec- 
ommend to  the  Conference  that  during  the  period  set  aside  by  the 
President  for  raising  the  Annual  Conference  Debt,  each  pastor  be 
requested  and  urged  to  explain  in  detail  just  what  the  Annual  Con- 
ference Debt  Budget  is  and  the  importance  of  providing  funds  for  the 
retirement  of  said  debts  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  pastor  of  each  charge  appoint 
some  one  in  each  local  church  to  assist  him  in  collecting  in  full  the 
assessment  of  each  church  as  handed  down  by  the  Annual  Conference. 
We  further  recommend  that  the  President  use  space  in  our  Church 
Herald  to  keep  this  matter  before  our  people  during  the  period  des- 
ignated for  collecting  Annual  Conference  Debt  Budget.  As  laymen 
we  pledge  our  enthusiastic  support  and  cooperation  to  the  end  that  our 
honest  obligations  may  be  discharged  in  full. 

We  further  recommend  that  no  Board  of  this  Conference  in- 
crease its  financial  obligations  without  first  submitting  the  matter  to 
the  President  of  this  Conference  and  his  advisory  committee.

(FF)      MINISTERS   MUTUAL   PENSION   ASSOCIATION 

For  your  consideration  we  are  submitting  the  following  plan 
for  the  building  of  a  superannuate  fund  which  is  to  be  separate 
from  yet  a  supplement  to  the  fund  we  now  have.  Payments  to  this 
fund  are  to  be  made  by  the  ministerial  members  of  this  Conference. 

1.  That  pastor's  salaries  up  to  $1,500  be  assessed  1%. 

2.  That  all  salaries  above  $1,500  be  assessed  2%. 

3.  That  the  first  $500   on  all   salaries  be  exempt. 

4.  That  the  money  for  superannuates  derived  from  this  source 
be  turned  over  at  each  conference  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Super- 
annuates, and  that  the  total  amount  be  distributed  each  year  by 
them. 

5.  That  pastors  be  required  to  report  on  the  conference  floor 
whether  or  not  they  have  paid  their  percentage  dues  to  this  fund, 
and  if  not  why  not. 

6.  That  the  matter  of  dealing  with  such  pastors  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the   Conference. 


(GG)      SOCIAL    SERVICE 

It  is  the  purpose  of  your  committee  to  discover  any  evidences  of 
progress,  to  set  forth  clearly  the  pi-esent  problems  confronting  our 
social  order,  and  to  suggest  a  possible  solution  for  existing 
conditions. 

We  are  gratified  at  certain  signs  of  progress  made.  For  in- 
stance, there  has  been  a  moderate  improvement  of  the  moving  pic- 
ture industry.  Character  forming  agencies  have  been  established  in 
communities  for  the  purpose  of  guiding  youth  into  right  relationships 
of  life.  Economic  measures  have  been  passed  in  order  to  relieve 
the  oppressed  and  the  poverty  stricken.  Likewise,  a  greater  interest 
is  being  manifested  in  behalf  of  the  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

Certain  problems  claiming  our  attention  are: 

1.  Perhaps  the  first,  and  that  which  lies  at  the  bottom  of  all 
problems,  is  the  desecration  of  the  Lord's  Day.  We  are  aware  that 
when  a  people  cease  to  properly  respect  the  Sabbath,  they  begin  to 
lose  in  spiritual  things.  Something  ought  to  be  done  to  cause  people 
to  keep  the  Sabbath. 

2.  An  alarming  evil  today  is  divorce.  It  has  been  brought  on 
by  too  hasty  contracts,  the  lack  of  the  proper  regard  for  the  sacred- 
ness  of  the  marriage  vows  and  the  true  basis  of  happy  home  life. 
Many  times  children  are  hindered  by  handicaps  caused  by  fussing 
and  separated  parents.  More  uniform  marriage  laws  and  more 
stringent  measures  for  regulating  divorces  would  help  this  situation. 

3.  Child  labor  is  another  problem.  Already  the  best  people 
have  recognized  this  evil  as  an  injustice  to  the  young  in  forcing 
them  to  work  before  they  have  sufficiently  developed  physically  and 
mentally.  It  is  not  right  for  mature  persons  to  be  surplanted  by 
children  in  order  to  have  place  for  cheaper  labor. 
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4.  LigjiOLi:  has  been  and  continues  to  be  an  enemy  of  humanity. 
It  is  not  only  harmful  to  the  drinker,  but  to  the  dependents  and 
society  at  large.  The  so-called  moderate  or  occasional  drinker  is  a 
greater  menace  to  youth  than  the  habitual  drinker.  Repeal  has  not 
improved  conditions,  but  rather,  bootlegging,  drunkenness,  poverty, 
prostitution  and  death  have  alarmingly  increased.  We  should  em- 
phatically oppose  this  monster, — strong  drink. 

5.  Another  evil  is  war.  War  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the 
Prince  of  Peace.  The  same  attitude  that  breeds  or  prompts  w^ar 
continues  afterwards  in  a  more  aggrevated  sense.  War  is  a  waste  of 
both  men  and  materials,  for  only  untold  misery  and  destruction 
come  from  it.  War  must  be  outlawed  and  the  principles  of  peace 
established. 

6.  Moving  Pictur,es-^  and  the  theater  are,  perhaps,  here  to  stay. 
What  might  be  a  great  force  for  good  has  been  neglected  and  cor- 
rupted by  indecency.  Careful  censorship  should  be  exercised  in  order 
to  eradicate  the   objectionable   features. 

•  7.  Propaganda  in  the  form  of  alluring  advertisement  of  liquor, 
cigarettes,  etc.,  are  attracting  our  youth  today.  Such  suggestions 
deceive  the  young  minds,  and  cause  bad  habits  to  be  formed  which 
are  of  great  harm  to  the  victims. 

8.  Gambling,  whether  on  a  small  or  large  scale,  is  not  a  Chris- 
tian practice.  Games  of  chance,  betting,  etc.,  should  not  be 
tolerated. 

9.  What  many  regard  as  perhaps  as  harmful  things,  others 
look  upon  as  detrimental.  We  i-efer  to  dancing,  card  playing,  beer 
drinking,  gossip  and  gathering  at  road  houses.  If  such  practices  are 
doubtful  and  harmful  to  some  devout  Christians  it  seems  that  others 
ought  to  refrain,  as  Paul  tells  us,  in  order  not  to  offend. 

What  can  be  done  to  solve  these  problems? 

1.  Regular  attendance  at  church  services  will  help  consider- 
ably. A  prominent  judge  of  this  State  has  challenged  persons  com- 
ing before  him  as  criminals  in  fifty  court  houses,  that  if  they  could 
prove  regular  attendance  at  Sunday  school  he  would  remit  the  pen- 
alty. But  no  one  has  accepted  the  challenge.  This  proves  the  value 
of  church  attendance. 

2.  A  regular  study  of  the  Bible  and  good  literature  will  aid 
greatly  in  correcting  the  faults  of  our  social  relationships.  Conduct 
is  founded  largely  by  what  we  read  and  digest  mentally. 

3.  A  more  emphatic  preaching  of  the  gospel  as  the  power  of 
God  unto  salvation  of  the  individual  and  society  is  needed.  The 
time  has  come  for  this  emphasis,  and  the  people  will  respond  to  the 
Gospel  messages. 

4.  Finally,  prayer  will  be  used  as  the  force  for  awakening  the 
mind  and  quickening  the  soul  for  nobler  Christian  living.  What 
these  other  methods  will  do  partically,  or  fail  to  do,  prayer  will  ac- 
complish by  the  assistance  of  God.

We,  your  Committee  on  Blanket  Insurance,  beg  to  report  that 
thirty-eight  applications  were  received  for  insurance  under  the  plan 
as  approved  at  the  1935  Conference.  Fifty  applications  were  re- 
quired to  put  the  policy  in  force.     Before  the  remaining  twelve  could 
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be  secured,  several  of  the  applications  advanced  to  the  non-insurable 
age.  So  little  interest  in  insurance  was  manifest  by  the  brethren 
of  the  Conference,  we  suggest  that  the  matter  be  dropped  and  the 
duties  of  the  Committee  terminate  with  this  report.

(JJ)      REPORT   OF  CONFERENCE  COUNCIL   OF   RELIGIOUS 

EDUCATION 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Council  of  Religious 
Education  submits  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Council  for  the 
past  year. 

Young  People's  Day  was  observed  during  the  months  of  January 
and  February,  and  although  weather  conditions  cut  the  attendance 
down  considerable,  the  response  in  the  offerings  was  especially  good. 
We  shall  be  glad  when  all  churches  in  our  Conference  lay  stress  on 
this  phase  of  our  work.  The  number  of  churches  observing  this  day 
is  growing,  but  there  are  still  many  that  do  not  cooperate. 

During  the  month  of  March  this  year  a  series  of  Leadership  Ed- 
ucation schools  was  conducted  by  Rev.  J.  Elwood  Carroll.  Interest 
in  this  very  important  part  of  our  program  is  also  growing  but  we 
need  the  cooperation  of  every  pastor  in  our  Conference.  Three 
schools  were  conducted  in  March  with  a  total  enrollment  of  191.  12 
courses  were  offered  in  the  First  Series  and  12  in  the  Second  Series. 

The  annual  Leadership  Education  School  was  held  at  High  Point 
College  in  June,  with  a  total  enrollment  of  142.  New  features  in 
this  school  this  year  were  a  demonstration  Vacation  Church  School, 
discussion  groups,  and  addressed  by  outstanding  speakers  in  our 
State.  A  course  in  Missions  was  offered  by  Miss  Bettie  Brittingham. 
The  students  who  came  this  year  seemed  to  be  of  a  higher  type  than 
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usual  and  this  school  was  considered  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best, 
in  our  history. 

The  Conference  Council  sponsored  a  large  number  of  Vacation 
Church  Schools,  the  total  enrollment  being-  669,  with  449  certificates 
issued.  One  school  with  an  enrollment  of  36  was  held  for  one  week 
only,  the  others  were  of  two  weeks  duration.  We  should  like  to  re- 
mind the  pastors  that  this  phase  of  our  work  is  absolutely  essential 
to  the  training  of  the  children  in  our  churches  and  we  shall  be  glad 
to  help  any  who  call  upon  us. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  work  being  done  in  the 
department  of  Music  and  Art  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  E.  L.  Bal- 
lard. A  radio  program  was  given  during  the  summer  Leadership 
Education  School.  The  evening  given  to  this  department  for  chorus 
work  is  growing  in  interest  each  year.  The  director  of  this  depart- 
ment is  also  trying  to  help  a  number  of  churches  to  raise  their  ap- 
preciation for  a  better  type  of  music  and  the  efforts  are  seemingly 
fruitful. 

We  again  want  to  thank  the  editor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Herald  for  the  generous  space  given  us  in  the  Herald. 

Each  year  we  see  evidences  of  growth  and  progress  in  our  woi'k 
and  we  are  calling  upon  pastors  and  people  to  give  their  cooperation 
and  support  to  our  vmdertakings. 

The  following  recommendations  are  submitted  as  a  program  of 
action  for  the  following  year: 

1.  Leadership  Education  Program.  This  will  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  vice-president  of  the  Council,  Rev.  J.  Elwood 
Carroll,  who  is  director  of  Leadership  Education. 

A.  That  the  pastors  hold  classes  in  their  local  churches, 
using  First  and  Second  Series  courses. 

B.  That  area  Leadership  Education  Schools  be  held  as 
they  were  last  year,  but  not  in  the  same  places. 

C.  That  the  annual  Leadership  Education  School  be  held 
at  High  Point  College  and  that  the  dates  be  June  21-26,  which 
will  be  the  week  following  the  third   Sunday. 

2.  That  the  pastors  be  requested  to  place  special  emphasis  on 
Vacation  Church  Schools  in  their  churches,  and  that  they  cooperate 
with  the  Superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools  in  this  phase  of  the 
program. 

4.  That  special  attention  be  paid  to  the  Youth  Program  "Chris- 
tian Youth  Building  a  New  World,"  and  a  special  effort  be  made 
to  bring  this  program  before  the  people  in  all  of  our  churches. 

5.  That  the  Conference  pledge  its  support  to  the  total  program 
of  Christian  Education  and  the  Department  of  Religious  Education 
of  our  denomination. 

6.  That  the  same  plan  of  financing  the  work  of  the  Council 
be  continued.

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(KK)      REPORT  ON  COMMITTEE  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

Your  Committee  on  Stewardship  has  received  the  following 
paragraph  from  the  recent  annual  message  of  our  president.  It 
reads  as  follows : 

"There  are,  I  suppose,  just  a  few  churches  in  our  entire  con- 
ference which  have  a  working  system  for  raising  their  finances. 
Just  why  so  many  otherwise  reasonable  men  and  women  shy  at  a 
.system  for  raising  the  money  necessary  to  pay  their  pastor  and 
their  Conference  claims,  I  have  failed  to  understand.  We  have  pas- 
toral charges  the  percapita  contribution  to  all  claims  which  is  two 
dollars;  others  pajdng  fifteen  times  that  amount,  or  thirty  dollars, 
and  the  difference  in  the  per  capita  contributions  is  in  methods  in 
raising  these  claims.  Our  church  ranks  quite  low  in  per  capita 
contributions  when  compared  to  other  denominatiorus.  It  surely  is 
not  because  we  are  poorer  than  most  of  them.  The  reason  must  be 
found  elsewhere,  and  we  trace  it  to  the  lack  of  proper  methods  in 
raising  our  claims.  Presupposing  that  our  members  are  regenerated 
when  they  join  our  church,  and  that  the  pastor  has  properly  im- 
pressed upon  them  when  they  join  what  they  are  pledging  to  it  their 
financial  support,  we  are  persuaded  that  a  properly  organized  and 
wisely  worked  financial  plan  in  our  churches  would  secure  larger 
contributions  to  all  claims.  There  is  absolutely  no  substitute  for 
it." 

Accordingly,  we  recommend  that  the  Conference  take  these  words 
seriously  and  make  an  honest,  sincere  attempt  to  accept  and  work 
out  these  wise  suggestions.  Also,  we  commend  those  churches  which 
have  instituted  the  envelope  system  during  the  past  year.  Further, 
we  commend  those  churches  which  have  made  special  attempts  to 
encourage  tithing  during  the  year.  These  are  all  steps  in  the  right 
direction.

h.  We  trust  that  the  additional  plan  for  supplementing  the  Su- 
perannuate Fund  will  prove  a  success   (GG). 

i.  The  pastor  has  a  complex  task,  therefore  should  strive  to  arise 
to  all  occasions  of  usefulness  (AA). 

2,  Preaching: 

a.  Participation   in   National   Preaching   Mission   by   preaching   in 

local  church  or  churches  is  feasible   (F,  Y). 

b.  A  minister  must  be  a  preacher  of  the  Word   (AA). 

c.  He  must  be  aflame  with  the  Spirit  of  God   (AA). 

V.      Worship 

1.  A  better  atmosphere  for  worship  by  beautifying  the  grounds 
and  buildings   (C). 

2.  A  suitable  order  of  worship.  Two  sample  orders  of  worship 
are  given  in  Report  C. 

3.  The  ordinances  of  Baptism  and  Holy  Communion  should  be 
used  as  means  to  deepening  the  spiritual  experiences.  In  order  that 
this  may  be  realized  there  should  be  complete  and  adequate  prepara- 
tion of  the  material  elements,  worship  program,  and  understanding 
on  the  part  of  the  worshipers   (J). 

4.  The  assistance  of  good  music  through  the  use  of  substantial 
song  books,  preferably  the  Methodist  Hymnal  in  sufficient  quantity 
for  all    (L). 

5.  Careful  selection  of  hymns  by  the  pastor  for  church  worship, 
and  by  the  leaders  in  worship  groups  directed  by  laymen  such  as  tne 
Sunday  School   and   Christian   Endeavor    (L). 

6.  A  greater  emphasis  be  placed  upon  congregational  hymn 
singing  as  a  means  of  fellowship  and  worship    (L). 
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Recommendations 

1.  That  this   report  be   published   in   the   Methodist  Protestant 
Herald  this  week. 

2.  That  each  minister  be  urged  to  read  this  report  before  his 
first  quarterly  conference. 

3.  That  this  report  be  the  basis  for  articles  for  the  Herald. 

4.  That  this  report  be  used  as  the  basis  of  programs  for  area 
and  district  meetings. 

5.  That  the  pastors  keep  this  pi'Ogram  before  them  and  follow 
it  as  much  as  possible  throughout  the  entire  year. 

6.  That  the  President  check  up  on  the  ministers  quarterly  as 
to  whether  they  are  following  this  program.

Be  It  Resolved,  First,  That  this  Conference  go  on  record  as 
being  opposed  to  a  minister  visiting  any  persons  on  his  former 
charge  without  the  assurance  that  the  visit  is  entirely  agreeable  to 
the  present  pastor; 

Secondly,  That  all  pastors  be  called  upon  to  report  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Conference  immediately  any  visit  by  a  former  pastor 
among  their  parishioners;  and 

Thirdly,  That  the  President  be  requested  to  remind  any  pastor 
who  visits  former  members  of  the  disapproval  of  this  Conference 
of  any  such  act,  and  that  upon  a  second  offense  the  President  be 
empowered  to  reprimand,  in  the  presence  of  two  other  ministers, 
such  an  offender.

OBITUARY 


REV.  W.  F.  KENNETT 

William  Fillmore  Kennett,  son  of  J.  F.  and  Mary  A.  Kennett, 
was  born  in  Guilford  County,  N.  C,  June  18,  1856,  and  departed  this 
life  at  Greensboro,  N.  C,  on  January  14,  1936,  his  age  being  seventy- 
nine  years,  six  months  and  twenty-six  days.  He  was  converted 
when  a  boy  of  sixteen  years  at  a  camp  meeting  at  Tabernacle 
Methodist  Protestant  Church.  Even  before  his  conversion  he  felt 
the  call  to  preach  the  gof^pel  and  after  his  conversion  he  was  never 
able  to  get  away  from  that  conviction.  He  was  educated  in  the 
schools  of  his  community  and  at  Oak  Ridge  Institute  under  those 
eminent  educators.  Professors  J.  Allen  and  Martin  H.  Holt.  During 
his  school  days  a  friendship  sprang  up  between  him  and  them  which 
lasted  as  long  as  the  Holts  lived. 

Brother  Kennett  was  licensed  to  preach  under  the  pastorate  of 
Rev.  J.  R.  Ball  in  1883.  At  the  Annual  Conference  of  1883,  held  at 
Fair  Grove  Church  on  the  Haw  River  Circuit,  he  was  assigned  to 
Buncombe  Circuit,  which  charge  he  served  for  two  years.  On  May 
21,  1885,  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Annie  L.  Hanner  of 
Chatham  County,  a  woman  of  fine  spiritual  attainments,  who  passed 
to  her  reward  in  1918.  To  this  union  two  children  were  born;  one 
dying  at  the  age  of  eighteen  months  while  the  other  is  Dr.  Paul  S. 
Kennett  of  High  Point  College.  Brother  Kennett  was  married  the 
second  time  December  22,  1920,  this  time  to  Mrs.  Ella  Paris  of 
Greensboro,  who  proved  to  be  a  very  devoted  companion  to  him  in 
his  declining  years. 

He  was  elected  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Confer- 
ence in  November,  1899,  and  served  until  the  close  of  1900.  He 
served  the  church  continuously,  either  as  pastor  or  president  from 
the  time  he  entered  in  1883  until  November,  1926,  when  he  was  su- 
perannuated. He  was  a  representative  to  the  General  Conference 
four  times,  and  was  a  member  of  many  of  the  important  boards  in 
his  own  conference  for  many  years.  The  following  charges  were 
served  by  him:  Buncombe,  Winston-Salem,  Orange,  Flat  Rock,  Hen- 
derson, Randleman,  Pinnacle,  Mt.  Zion,  Mebane,  St.  Paul,  Forsyth, 
Richland  and  Granville.  He  was  on  the  Flat  Rock  Circuit  four  dif- 
ferent times,  serving  this  charge  seventeen  years  in  all,  the  last 
pastorate  lasting  for  a  period  of  seven  years. 

As  a  preacher  he  was  earnest  and  studious.  He  had  the  happy 
faculty  of  being  able  to  speak  intelligently  on  any  subject  without 
very  much  time  for  preparation.  With  all  his  heart  he  believed  in 
the  atoning  sacrifice  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  preached  it  so  long  as  he 
was  able  to  preach  and  then  trusted  in  it  to  his  last  day  upon  the 
earth.  Death  did  not  come  as  a  surprise  to  him;  he  looked  forward 
to  it  and  prepared  for  it,  having  selected  the  minister  to  have  charge 
of  his  funeral  service  and  having  written  a  brief  history  of  his 
life  in  order  that  the  important  facts  might  be  easily  accessible. 

The  funeral  services  were  conducted  from  Hebron  Church,  near 
Mebane  on  January  15,  by  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard,  assisted  by  Rev.  R. 
M.  Andrews,  W.  F.  Ashburn  and  B.  M.  Williams.  His  body  was 
then  placed  beside  that  of  his  first  wife  in  the  Hebron  Church  Ceme-

tery.     Truly  it  can  be  said  of  him  that  he  fought  a  good  fight  and 
kept  the  faith. 

"Servant  of  God,  well   done, 

Thy  glorious  warfare's  past

And  thou  art  crowned  at  last." 

In  addition  to  his  son  and  wife  he  is  survived  by  the  following 
four  brothers,  J.  C,  of  Julian,  J.  A.,  of  Concord,  J.  M.,  of  Moores- 
ville  and  C.  0.,  of  Greensboro;  and  by  four  sisters,  Mrs.  Jane  Berg- 
man of  Guilford  College,  Mrs.  Nannine  Slack  of  Greensboro,  Mrs. 
W.  F.  Ivey  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Lamb  of  Randleman.

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ELECTION   LAW   OF   THE   NORTH   CAROLINA   CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  charge-circuit 
or  station — is  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Confei^ence.  The 
pastor  shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nomfnees,  and 
appoint  a  day,  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall 
fall  at  each  church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for 
the  number  to  which  the  charge  may  be  entitled;  the  ballots  cast  by 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor  and  by  them  to 
be  counted,  and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  quarterly  confer- 
ence, to  be  compared  by  that  body.  The  nominee  receiving  the 
plurality  of  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor  im- 
mediately shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference 
the  delegate  elected,  and  such  certified  list  shall  constitute  the  lay 
roll  of  this  Conference. 

The  alternate  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  fourth  quarterly 
Conference. 

Only  qualified  members — those  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or 
over — shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  purchase,  build,  repair,  lease, 
sell,  rent,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of  church 
property.

1.  At  2  o'clock  on  the  opening  day  of  Conference,  the  order  shall  be 
reading  of  the  President's  Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of  the 
Conference   shall   be  elected   by   ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Conference 
adjourned    and    call   the    Conference    to    order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of  the  Scrip- 
ture and  prayer,   under   direction   of  the   President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read  the 
Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and  prepare  them  for 
registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  member,  to  call 
any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflections   or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided   without  debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member  to  the 
Chair. 

10.  The   President  shall   vote  on  no   question,   except  in   case  of  a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President,"  and  being  recognized 
by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any  question, 
except  by    unanimous  permission   of   the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speaking,  or 
interrupt   the    speaker,    except   by    permission   to   explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently  loud  to 
disturb   the   Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused  therefrom 
by   the   Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same  shall  be 
seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open  for  debate, 
except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and  to  lay  on  the  table, 
which    questions    shall   be    decided    without    debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken  on  the 
main    question. 

20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question  has  been 
called   for   shall   be  decided   without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth   of  the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions  or   amendments   shall  be   reduced   to   writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made  by  a 
member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  except 
by  a  two-thirds   vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called  up  again 
during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  permission  of 
the  Conference.

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PROCEEDINGS-  llOTH  SESSION 


The  llOth  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  opened  in  Central  Church, 
Asheboro,  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor,  D.D.,  pastor,  on  Thursday,  November 
4,  1937. 

Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Rev.  R.  M. 
Andrews,  at  10:00  A.  M,  Before  the  roll  was  called,  the  Secretary 
asked  that  the  names  of  Revs.  W.  T.  Totten  aii/d  T.  A.  Williams, 
members  of  this  Conference  who  had  deceased  during  the  year,  be 
transferred  to  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead.  On  motion  this  was 
done,'  and  the  Conference  roll  was  then  called,  a  goodly  number  of 
ministers,   preachers  and  delegates  responding  to   their  names. 

The  President  then  conducted  the  devotional  service,  which 
was  as  follows,  the  new  Methodist  Hymnal  being  used:  Hymn  347, 
Scripture  Lesson,  I  Peter  5:1-11;  Responsive  Reading,  page  563, 
first  reading.  The  Gloria.  The  President  then  led  in  prayer,  the 
prayer  being  followed  by  the  singing  of  hymn  315. 

At  10:30  the  order  of  the  day  was  the  Conference  sermon. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  C.  E.  Ridge,  pastor  of  Shiloh 
Charge.     Subject,   "Vital   Christianity."     Text,   Matt.   5:13. 

The  President  announced  the  gift  of  flowers,  given  by  the 
children  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Stowe,  a  deceased  member  of  this  Conference. 

Conference  stood  while  the  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  the 
Honored  Dead.  This  was  followed  by  the  observance  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.  The  President  was  assisted  by  the  following  brethren:  J. 
E.  Pritchard,  J.   C.  Auman,  J.  C.   Madison,  F.  W.   Paschall. 

On  motion  the  bar  of  Conference  was  fixed  to  include  the  main 
auditorium  of  the  church.  R.  A.  Hunter  pronounced  the  benedic- 
tion, and  conference  took  recess  until  the  afternoon  session. 

Thursday  Afternoon 

1 :30.  A  brief  song  service  was  conducted  by  the  Conference 
chorister,  E.  Lester  Ballard.  This  was  followed  by  the  calling  of 
the  roll. 

At  2  :00  o'clock  it  was  the  order  of  the  day  to  hear  the  Presi- 
dent's message.  With  the  Secretary  in  the  chair,  the  President  read 
his  message.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  the  message  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  President's  Message.  On  motion  the 
President's  official  character  was  passed,  the  Conference  standing 
for  the  vote. 

On  motion  of  Geo.  R.  Brown,  Capt.  A.  M.  Rankin,  a  member 
of  the  First  Church,  High  Point,  was  invited  to  a  seat  within  the 
bar. 

The  Conference  Programs  were  distributed,  and  on  motion 
adopted  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary. 

On  motion  it  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  9:45,  immedi- 
ately after  the  worship  period,  to  hear  the  report  of  the  special 
committee   on  Finance  in  the  Fellowship   Crusade. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  as  soon  as  details  could  be  cleared  up. 
Conference  enter  upon  the  order  of  the  day,  the  election  of  officers. 
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The  following  were  introduced  to  Conference:  Rev.  G.  W. 
Haddaway,  D.D.,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions; 
Rev.  G.  I.  Humphreys,  D.D.,  President  of  High  Point  College;  Mrs. 
D.  S.  Coltrane,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education;  Rev. 

F.  W.  Stephenson,  D.D.,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  Department  of  Educational  Institutions;  Rev.  F.  L. 
Gibbs,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
Department  of  Religious  Education;  Rev.  H.  P.  Powell,  Pastor  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  Asheboro. 

Conference  then  entered  upon  the  election  of  officers.  The 
following  were  appointed  tellers:  O.  L.  Easter,  W.  L.  Harkey,  W. 
M.  Howard,  M.  A.  Coble,  Claude  Bivins,  W.  E.  Laughlin. 

Ballots  were  distributed  for  the  election  of  president.  The 
vote  was  canvassed  and  it  was  announced  that  there  was  no  election. 
A  second  ballot  was  cast  with  the  same  result.  On  the  third  ballot 
it  was  announced  that  J.  E.  Pritchard  had  received  a  majority  of 
votes,  and  he  was  declared  elected.  On  motion  of  Geo.  R.  Brown, 
seconded  by  C.  W.  Bates,  Conference  voted  to  make  the  election 
unanimous.  Brother  Pritchard  was  presented  to  Conference  and 
took  the  chair,  the  Conference  uniting  in  a  prayer  which  he  led. 

Resolutions  expressing  the  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
retiring  president,  R.  M.  Andrews,  were  read  by  F.  W.  Paschall. 
Conference  stood  in  the  adoption  of  the  resolution.  Brother  An- 
drews feelingly  responded.  It  was  ordered  that  the  resolutions  be 
printed  in  the  Journal  and  given  to  the  press. 

The  remaining  officers  were  elected  by  the  casting  of  the 
unanimous  ballot  of  Conference,  all  of  them  succeeding  themselves 
in  their  respective  offices:  C.  W.  Bates,  Secretary.  (The  Secretary 
named  F.  W.  Paschall  as  his  assistant.)   J.  H.  Allen,  Treasurer;  E. 

G.  Cowan,  Statistical  Secretary;  J.  E.  Carroll,  Historian;  P.  S. 
Kennett,  Keeper  of  Records. 

On  motion  the  Standing  District  Committee  was  reelected  and 
is  as  follows:  J.  R.  Hutton,  J.  D.  Williams,  A.  L.  Hunter,  L.  L. 
Wren,  W.  C.   Goley,  J.  M.  Cutchin. 

On  motion  the  first  row  of  seats  in  the  Sunday  school  annex 
and  the  seats  in  the  choir  were   added  to  the  bar  of  Conference. 

Conference  proceeded  to  vote  for  the  Lay  Member  of  the  Sta- 
tioning Committee.  On  the  third  ballot,  R.  M.  Cox,  delegate  from 
Forsyth  Charge,  was  declared  elected.  He  was  presented  to  Con- 
ference. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  was  re-elected  with  the  exception 
of  two  laymen  for  whom  substitutes  were  named  in  the  person  of 
J.  L.  Amick  and  M.  A.  Coble.  The  other  members  are:  J.  A. 
Burgess,  J.   D.   Williams,   H.   F.  Fogleman,    D.   R.   Connell. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Stewardship  was  submitted, 
and  on  motion  adopted.  (Report  B)  The  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  District  Parsonage  Trustees  was  read  as  to  totals.  The  re- 
port was  adopted.      (Report  C) 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.D., 
President  of  the  General  Conference,  expressing  his  regret  that 
because  of  illness  he  could  not  be  present  at  this  session  of  Con- 
ference. The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  Dr.  Straughn  a 
letter.  The  Secretary  was  asked  to  write  also  to  Rev.  W.  M.  Pike 
and  Rev.  G,  F.  Millaway,  superannuated  ministers  of  this  Confer- 
ence. Conference  was  dismissed  with  the  benediction  by  A.  G. 
Dixon. 
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Thursday    Night 

7:30.  The  evening-  service  was  given  over  to  a  pageant  pre- 
sented by  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  Women's  Work,  in  which 
the  work  of  the  various  secretaries  was  outlined  in  a  very  effective 
manner. 

FRIDAY.   NOVEMBER  5 

9:00.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  the  Conference  roll  was 
called.  The  worship  period,  at  9:15,  was  in  charge  of  the  Confer- 
ence Council  of  Religious  Education,  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  President,  T.  J.  Whitehead. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions  were  read,  corrected  and 
approved. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  on  its  behalf,  presented  to 
Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews,  the  retiring  president,  a  pen  and  pencil  set  as 
an  expression  of  appreciation  for  the  years  of  service  he  has  ren- 
dered the   Conference. 

The  mimeographed  report  of  the  special  committee  to  consider 
financial  goals  in  the  Fellowship  Crusade  was  distributed.  It  was 
voted  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table,  to  be  taken  up  at  such  time  as 
ample  consideration  could  be  given  to  it. 

On  motion  Brothers  J.  Norman  Wills,  Treasurer  of  a  number 
of  organizations  and  funds  in  the  Conference,  and  J.  H.  Allen,  the 
Conference  Treasurer,  were  accorded  seats  within  the  bar. 

The  following-  were  introduced  to  Conference:  Rev.  R.  L. 
Shipley,  D.D.,  Editor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder;  Rev. 
C.  E.  Forlines,  D.D.,  President  of  Westminster  Theological  Semi- 
nary; Rev.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  D.D.,  Editor  of  the  Sunday  School 
periodicals;  Rev.  A.  C.  Kennedy  and  R.  M.  Hauss,  ministers  of  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference,  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  10:00  o'clock  was  the  receiving  of 
pastors'  reports.  This  was  interrupted  by  a  discussion  of  the  basis 
for  assessment  in  the  Mutual  Benefit  Association.  A  special  com- 
mittee consisting  of  S.  W.  Taylor,  Geo.  R.  Brown,  J.  A.  Burgess, 
T.  M.  Johnson,  and  J.  C.  Auman  was  constituted  to  take  the  matter 
under  advisement,   and  bring  in  a  report. 

The  pastors  submitted  their  reports  as  the  roll  of  charges  was 
called. 

This  was  followed  by  the  presentation  of  the  fraternal  mes- 
senger from  the  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  in  this  State,  Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler,  D.D.,  Editor  of  the  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  Greensboro.  A  card  was  read  from  Dr.  W.  J. 
Plynt,  District  Superintendent,  stating  that  the  fraternal  messenger 
representing  the  Blue  Ridge-Atlantic  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  Rev.  C.  C.  Benton,  would  probably  not  be  able 
to  attend.  Dr.  Plyler  then  addressed  the  Conference.  Rev.  Luther 
L.  Gobble,  President  of  Greensboro  College,  was  introduced  and 
spoke  briefly. 

The  Secretary  read  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Methodist 
Co-operation.  (Report  E)  On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 
The  following  were  named  additional  members  on  the  Commission 
on  Methodist  Co-operation,  representing  this  Conference:  F.  W. 
Paschall,  J.  E.  Pritchard,  R.  M.  Cox. 
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The  consideration  of  report  D,  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Financial  Goals  in  the  Fellowship  Crusade,  was  entered  into. 
Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson,  D.D.,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  who  had  been  deleg'ated  to  present  the  Cru- 
sade to  the  Conference  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Straughn,  then  spoke  to  the 
report. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  report  be  taken  up  for  considera- 
tion after  the  report  of  Mrs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  State  President  of 
Woman's  Work,  and  the  address  of  Dr.  T.  D.  Collins,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  By  motion 
these  were  made  the  order  of  the  day  the  first  thing  this  afternoon. 
Conference  was  dismissed   by  J.   D.    Williams. 

Friday    Afternoon 

1 :30.  After  a  song  service,  Conference  entered  into  the  busi- 
ness session.  The  Stationing  Committee  was  excused  for  a  meeting. 
Geo.  R.  Brown  took  the  chair.  Mrs,  R.  M.  Andrews,  President  of 
the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  Woman's  Work,  presented  her  report. 
On  motion  Conference  accepted  her  report  and  ordered  it  printed 
in  the  church  papers,  the  vote  being  taken  by  rising  in  appreciation 
of  the  work  the  women  of  the  church  are  doing.      {Report  F) 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  were  excused  for  a 
meeting. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Lindley,  Professor  of  Religious  Education  in  High 
Point  College,  spoke  briefly  of  the  origin  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches,  and  introduced  Dr.  T.  D.  Collins,  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  who  addressed  the  Conference.  A  motion  prevailed 
that  Dr.  Collins  take  our  greetings  to  any  other  religious  bodies  he 
might  attend  in  the  State. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Financial  Objectives  in  the 
Fellowship  Crusade,  (Report  D),  was  then  taken  up.  On  inotion 
Judge  Lewis  E.  Teague  was  substituted  for  President  Humphreys  as 
a  member  of  the  proposed  Commission.  The  report  was  then 
adopted  and  referred  to  the  proper  committee.  A  motion  to  adjourn 
prevailed,  and  Conference  stood  adjoui'ned  until  the  evening  hour. 

Friday   Night 

7:30.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  Conference  entered  into 
a  business  session.  The  following  reports  were  read  and  adopted: 
The  Board  of  Education,  (Report  G)  ;  Roberts  Bequest,  (Report  H) ; 
Treasurer  of  the  Fuller  Bequest,  (Report  I)  ;  Committee  on  Chris- 
tian Education,    (Report  J). 

Rev.  C.  E.  Forlines,  D.D.,  President  of  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary,  was  presented  and  addressed  the  Conference  on  the 
financial  needs  of  that  institution. 

Mr.  D.  B.  McCreary,  a  lay  leader  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  was  introduced  and  spoke  briefly. 

It  was  voted  to  hear  Dr,  Crates  S.  Johnson,  Editor  of  the  Sun- 
day School  periodicals  at  this  hour,  and  he  addressed  the  Con- 
ference.

The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference,  J.  H.  Allen,  submitted  a 
tentative  report  showing  receipts  and  expenditures.  He  was  granted 
the  privilege  of  withholding  the  report  until  corrections  could  be 
made  in  it,  have  the  report  audited,  then  to  submit  it  to  the  Sec- 
retary for  insertion  in  the  Journal. 

F.  W.  Paschall,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism 
submitted  the  report  of  the    Committee.      On   motion  it  was  voted

Through  the  providence  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  we 
are  again  permitted  to  see  each  other's  faces  and  to  join  in  the 
business  of  this  Annual  Session.  We  would  confess  our  sins,  both 
of  commission  and  omission,  as  we  remember  the  innumerable 
blessings  which  have  followed  us  through  the  year  like  the  pillar  of 
cloud  His  chosen  ones  in  the  long  ago.  For  we  know  that  if  we 
confess  our  sins  He  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins  and 
to  cleanse  us  of  all  unrighteousness.  Let  us  humbly  seek  His  favor 
as  we  transact  the  business  of  His  Church. 

Official   Acts 

November  9 — Brother  K.  G.  Holt  was  appointed  pastor  of  Yar- 
borough  Charge.

On  August  23,  Sister  Kennett,  wife  of  Brother  W.  C.  Kennett,  who 
preceded  her  to  the  glory  land,  went  home  after  reaching  the  age 
of  four  score  and  ten.

It  has  been  the  task  of  your  president  to  edit  this  paper  the 
present  Conference  year.  It  has  been  a  pleasant  task — really  we 
have  enjoyed  it.  While  submitting  our  report  as  Editor  and  Busi- 
ness Manager  separately,  we  want  to  say  here,  we  think  we  owe 
it  to  ourselves  to  make  the  Herald  a  better  paper  and  we  believe  it 
could  easily  be  done  were  our  people  to  become  Herald  conscious 
by  becoming  Herald  readers.  We  are  expecting  the  Herald  com- 
mittee to  bring  some  vital  suggestions  to  you  at  this  annual  meeting. 

High   Point    College 

High  Point  College  is  having  the  best  year  in  its  history.  The 
attendance  upon  the  school  during  this  semester  far  exceeds  the  at- 
tendance of  any  other  year.  The  completion  of  J;he  Wrenn  Memo- 
rial Library  and  the  Stadium  present  two  indisputable  evidences  of 
a  new  lease  on  hfe — proofs  that  the  College  is  going  on  even  though 
it  has  had  a  tremendous  load  to  carry.  President  Humphreys  will 
bring  to  you  in  his  annual  report  such  facts  and  items  of  interest 
as  are  vital  to  our  consideration  at  this  session  and  we  hope  that 
some  means  mav  be  provided  for  clearing  the  way  for  further 
progress  by  reducing  the  indebtedness  upon  the  institvition  to  the 
vanishing  point  in  the  near  future. 

Status   of   First   Church,   Charlotte 

In  order  that  the  First  Church,  Charlotte,  situation  shall  be 
better  understood,  we  want  to  review  the  case  briefly  here.  Hearing 
that  Pastor  Hendry  and  some  of  the  members  of  First  Church  were 
opposed  to  Methodist  unification  we  visited  Pastor  Hendry  and  dis- 
cussed this  matter  several  times.  In  one  of  my  visits  to  him  in  the 
early  part  of  this  year  I  agreed  to  appoint  a  special  committee  of 
ministers  and  laymen  to  represent  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Con- 
ference to  meet  with  a  committee  of  First  Church  and  see  if  an 
agi'eement  could  be  reached  by  which  this  Church  property  could 
be  sold  to  them;  for  it  had  become  evident  that  our  most  loyal 
people  had  left  the  Church.  The  committees  met  but  our  committee 
did  not  think  the  offer  made  by  the  committee  representing  First 
Church  was  enough  for  the  property  and  told  them  that  they  would 
not  recommend  this  to  the  next  Annual  Conference.  So  this  effort 
ended  here. 

Some  time  after  this,  the  congregation  of  First  Church  passed  a 
resolution  authorizing  the  Church  to  borrow  $8,000  on  the  property 
and  to  pay  off  the  present  indebtedness  which  then  was  $5,500. 
The  proposal  was  approved  and  the  money  was  borrowed.  The 
debt  of   $5,500  was  paid. 

Not  long  after  this  occurred  the  membership  of  this  Church 
voted  to  deed  this  this  Church  property,  which  belonged  to  First 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  to  the  First  Community  Church,  for 
no  other  consideration  than  the  Community  Church  would  assume 
the  $8,000  then  due  on  the  property.  Being  informed  of  this  I 
again  visited  Charlotte,  verified  the  rumor,  saw  the  deed  which  had 
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been  recorded,  transferring  the  property  to  the  Community  Church, 
also  saw  the  statement  of  faith  of  the  First  Community  Church, 
and  was  told  it  had  been  fully  organized  and  that  Rev.  G.  H.  Henry 
was  the  chosen  pastor  and  that  the  First  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  did  not  have  a  pastor  at  all.  Having  with  me  several  of 
our  ministers,  we  agreed  that  the  proper  course  for  us  to  pursue  was 
to  employ  legal  counsel,  this  was  done  soon  afterj  our  lawyers  are 
Stewart  and  Bobbitt,  Charlotte,  who  at  once  instituted  suit  for  the 
recovery  of  our  praperty;  the  case  is  to  come  up  in  Mecklenburg 
County  Superior  Court  sometime  in  the  near  future^  the  date  has 
not  yet  been  fixed. 

Having  disposed  of  this  phase  of  the  case,  I  addressed  a  com- 
munication to  Mr.  Hendry  and  suggested  that  since  his  acts  had 
proven  conclusively  that  he  no  longer  desired  to  remain  in  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  that  if  he  would  surrender  his  cre- 
dentials this  act  would  complete  his  separation  from  us.  Not  hear- 
ing from  his  as  to  this  suggestion,  I  wrote  him  that  his  acts  were 
such  that  I  would  prefer  charges  of  maladministration  against  him 
unless  he  gave  up  his  standing  in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
He  did  not  make  a  reply  to  me  by  letter  but  did  state  through  a 
Charlotte  paper,  which  appeared  to  be  sponsoring  his  cause,  that  he 
would  defy  the  President  of  the  Conference.  Charges  were  pre- 
ferred, he  was  tried  by  five  of  the  ministers  of  the  North  Carolina 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church;  five  wit- 
nesses from  First  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  Charlotte,  appeared 
before  the  committee,  and  after  due  consideration  Mr.  Hendry  was 
found  guilty  as  charged  and  was  suspended  from  all  official  rela- 
tions in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  This  sentence  was  duly 
executed,  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  sent  him  a  copy  of  the 
sentence  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Conference  and  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  committee.  He  was  told  that  if  he  desired  to  appeal 
from  this  decision  he  had  twenty  days  from  that  day.  He  has  made 
no  appeal  and  we  recommend  that  his  name  be  dropped  from  the 
Conference  roll  of  ministers. 

And  now  since  the  First  Community  Church  has  refused  to 
keep  up  its  payments  on  the  mortgage  to  the  Jefferson  Standard,  this 
property  is  to  be  sold  on  the  15th  day  of  November  at  the  Court- 
house door  in  Charlotte. 

As  the  situation  there  is  quite  unsettled  in  the  community  of  the 
First  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  I  recommend  that  a  special 
committee  of  five  be  apnointed  by  this  Conference  to  canvass  the 
situation  there  and  try  to  report  before  this  Conference  shall  ad- 
journ in  order  that  we  may  determine  whether  we  shall  attempt  to 
reorganize  the  work  there  or  not. 

The   State   of   the   Church 

In  making  our  appraisal  of  the  state  of  the  Church  as  it  is  rep- 
resented in  this  Annual  Conference,  we  have  used  such  materials 
as  was  sent  to  us  in  the  reports  of  the  pastors  after  holding  their 
fourth  quarterly  conferences  and  our  observation  of  the  general 
tendency  of  Church  activities.  A  comparison  made  here  with  the 
results  obtained  a  few  years  ago  would  be  useful;  but  we  forego 
this.  Here  are  some  facts  as  found  in  the  reports  of  sixty-one 
pastors,  of  these  reporting;  fourteen  want  to  change  pastorates; 
thirteen  are  undecided;  thirty-four  will  be  glad  to  return  to  the  old 
pastorate;  nine  pastoral  charges  have  increased  the  pastor's  salaries 
for  next  year;  one  decreased  it;  thirty-eight  charges  paid  salaries  in 
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full,  seven  charges  had  not  fixed  salary  for  next  year.  As  to  bud- 
gets: twenty-eight  charges  paid  W.  S.  in  full;  twenty-five  have  paid 
A.  C.  budget  in  full;  forty-one  report  Herald  subsidy  paid  in  full. 
There  are  here  given  the  charges  which  have  paid  in  full  but  in 
some  cases  two  or  more  churches  on  charges  have  paid  out,  but  we 
could  not  count  the  charges  as  being  out.  You  must  keep  in  mind 
that  about  twenty  pastor's  reports  are  not  counted  in  this  survey 
and  there  will  be  some  changes  made  in  some  which  did  report.  But 
the  materials  are  valuable  and  indicate  an  improvement  in  finances 
over  last  year. 

Membership  statistics  show  the  following,  there  have  been  786 
accessions  to  these  churches  reporting  with  a  net  gain  in  member- 
ship of  549;  of  course,  these  figures  will  be  considerably  changed. 
We  would  predict  a  net  gain  in  membership  much  greater  than 
these  reports  seem  to  indicate.  Summing  up  the  reports  placed  into 
my  hands  by  the  pastors,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  our  work,  as 
a  whole,  is  in  a  very  good  condition.  We  have  encouraged  all  of 
our  pastors  to  correct  their  Church  registers  even  though  they 
should  have  to  report  a  net  loss  and  we  hope  it  has  been  done  by 
all  of  them  so  thoroughly  that  the  number  of  members  reported  to 
Conference  will  tally  with  the  actual  members  of  our  churches. 

The   Budget    Scheme 

We  believe  it  wise  to  continue  the  budget  schedule  approved 
tw^o  years  ago  fixing  the  time  for  raising  the  Annual  Conference 
budget  as  follows: 

January-February:     A.  C.  Expenses. 

March-April:      High  Point   College. 

May-June:     Church  Extension. 

July-August:     Annual  Conference  Debt. 

SeDtember-October :     Superannuates. 

My   Valedictory 

And  now  again  it  becomes  my  duty  as  your  president,  to  say 
farewell.  But  it  likewise  becomes  my  privilege  to  hail  my  successor 
and  to  bid  him  God-speed.  These  five  years  have  quickly  passed 
into  the  chambers  of  memory.  But  in  their  passing  they  have  car- 
ried many  tokens  of  your  confidence  and  esteem;  these  I  shall  hold 
as  the  richest  heritage  of  this  office.  I  appreciate  most  profoundly 
the  privilege  you  have  given  me  to  serve  my  Lord  and  my  Church  in 
this  capacity.  Your  kindness  has  been  unstinted  and  your  consider- 
ation ha,s  been  so  great  that  no  hardship  has  been  exacted  of  me 
during  these  five  years.  I  have  endeavored  to  perform  the  duties  of 
two :  editing  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  and  serving  as  your 
president  this  year.  The  new  office  has  entailed  more  traveling  and 
more  time  spent  in  my  study.  But  I  have  enjoyed  the  work  and 
have  tried  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  maintain  a  dual  consciousness 
of  being  your  President  and  your  Editor.  And  while  the  work  has 
not  been  too  much  for  me,  I  do  not  think  this  Conference  really 
desires  to  continue  this  arrangement.  That,  however,  is  a  matter 
for  the  Conference  to  decide. 

And  now  as  I  shall  step  down  in  order  that  my  successor  shall 
step  into  mv  place  and  my  mantle  shall  fall  upon  his  shoulders;  let 
me  join  you  who  shall  choose  him,  in  praying  heaven's  richest  bless- 
ings upon  him,  that  he  shall  have  grace,  wisdom  and  physical  strength 
to  perform  faithfully  and  well  the  tasks  of  this  office.

Second,  That  the  Stewardship  of  Individual  Responsibility,  of 
Influence,  Talent,  Home,  School,  State,  Our  Fellowmen  in  general, 
has  not  been  emphasized  as  we  believe  all  these,  and  any  others 
that  may  ccme  in  for  their  share  of  attention,  should  be;  and  we 
believe  that  the  proper  emphasis  placed  upon  all  of  these,  would 
cause  us  to  realize  more  the  importance  of  greater  liberality,  and 
a  better  system  of  giving, — 

Therefore  we  recommend,  That  in  our  preaching  and  practising 
we  give  more  thought  to  the  Stewardship  of  All  of  Life.

(D)      COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCIAL    RECOMMENDATIONS 
IN  THE  FELLOWSHIP  CRUSADE 

Your  Committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making 
financial  recommendations  to  this  Conference  which  will  carry  out 
one  phase  of  the  Fellowship  Crusade  which  has  been  described  as 
"a  concerted  movement  throughout  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
which  seeks  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  our  members  and  to 
provide  new  outlets  for  loyalty  and  service  to  Chi'ist."  That  phase 
of  the  program  which  emphasizes  the  quickening  of  the  spiritual 
life  will  be  given  due  consideration  by  your  Committee  on  Evan- 
gelism. The  second  phase  of  the  program,  namely,  that  which 
emphasizes  literature,  will  be  considered  by  your  Committee  on 
The  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder  and  your  Committee  on  The 
Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  This  report,  therefore,  is  to  deal 
with  the  third  ohase  of  the  Fellowship  Crusade — that  part  which 
provides  "new  outlets  for  loyalty  and  service  to  Christ"  in  financial 
support. 

We  feel  the  moral  impact  upon  us  to  do  something  about  our 
financial  obligations.  First,  because  the  other  two  great  Methodist 
churches  are  making  special  effort  to  set  their  houses  in  financial 
order  by  the  time  of  Methodist  Union ;  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  with  her  "Million  Unit  Fellowship",  and  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  with  her  "Bishops'  Crusade".  Secondly,  we 
feel  an  obligation  to  do  something  about  our  liabilities  because 
many  of  them  are  of  long  standing  and  demand  attention  because 
of  their  age,  and,  also,  because  they  are  standing  in  the  way  of 
new  plans  of  kingdom  service.  And  thirdly,  our  entire  denomina- 
tion is  entering  into  the  Fellowship  Crusade. 

In  addition  to  the  indebtedness  on  High  Point  College  and  the 
indebtedness  of  the  denominational  Boards,  both  of  which  we  should 
share  in  liquidating,  we  have  the  following  Annual  Conference 
obligations: 

Liabilities  of  Trustees  of  District  Parsonage $12,568.28 

Liabilities  of   Board  of  Church   Extension 4,700.00 

Liabilities  of  Treasurer  of  Annual  Conference 1,500.00 

Total   Liabilities   $18,768.28 

Be  it  Resolved,  therefore, 

First,  That  we  endorse  the  Fellowship  Crusade  in  all  three  of 
its  aspects. 
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Secondly,  That  we  pledge  ourselves  to  strive  to  raise  thirty 
thousand  dollars  annually  for  the  next  two  years  to  be  applied  the 
first  year  as  follows: — 

For    Hig-h    Point    College $15,000.00 

For  N.    C.   Annual   Conference   Interests 7,000.00 

((By  which  is  meant  the  three  above  listed  boards  or 
treasurers.     Amounts  to  be  pro-rated  between  these 
three  according  to  the  money  raised  and  the  several 
obligations). 
For  the  General  Conference   Boards 8,000.00 

Thirdly,  That  the  Fellowship  Crusade  Committee  be  created 
to  devise  plans  for  raising  this  money,  said  plans  to  be  presented 
to  and  endorsed  by  this  Annual  Conference,  and  to  supervise  the 
prosecution  of  these  plans  during  the  coming  year.  The  Fellow- 
ship Crusade  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  President,  Secre- 
tary, and  Treasurer  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Pi'esident  of 
the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Branch.  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  the  Treasurer  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  District 
Parsonages,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees  on  Evangelism  and 
Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  Rev.  J.  Clyde  Auman,  Judge  Lewis  E. 
Teague,  and  the  Editor  of  The  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.

(E)      THE   COMMISSION   ON   METHODIST   COOPERATION 

Dear  Brethren: 

The  Commission  held  its  annual  meeting  in  the  office  of  the 
Editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate,  with  all  the  par- 
ticipating Conference  represented,  but  with  a  rather  small  attendance 
due  to  unavoidable  absences  on  the  part  of  the  representatives  from 
the  three  bodies  constituting  the   Commission. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  Dr.  M.  T.  Plyler,  submitted  a 
historic  statement  of  the  origin  and  ^urpose  of  the  Commission.  On 
motion  of  Dr.  W.  P.  Few,  the  paper  was  ordered  made  a  part  of 
this  report  and  the  basis  for  any  suggestions  we  may  have  to  make 
to  the  Conference.     It  is  as  follows: 

The  two  Conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  the  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  at  their 
annual  session  in  1922  provided  for  a  Joint  Commission.  This 
Commission  met  in  Greensboro,  January  18,  1923,  and  organized 
by  selecting  Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler,  President  and  Rev.  R.  C.  Stubbins, 
Secretary. 

The  personnel  of  the  Joint  Commission  was  as  follows:  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church,  Rev.  T.  M.  Johnson,  Rev.  J.  D.  Williams, 
Rev.  R.  C.  Stubbins,  Mr.  R.  F.  Williams.  Mr.  J.  H.  Allen  and  Mr.  L. 
F.  Ross.  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South;  Rev.  J.  H.  Barnhardt, 
Rev.  J.  F.  Kirk  and  Mr.  Fred  N.  Tate,  representing  the  Western 
North  Carolina  Conference  and  Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler,  Rev.  C.  B.  Cul- 
breth  and  Dr.  W.  P.  Few,  representing  the  North  Carolina 
Conference. 
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The  commission  caused  the  following  address  to  be  sent  to  the 
Methodists  of  North  Carolina:  "We  are  duly  mindful  of  the  com- 
mon origin  of  our  separate  Methodisms,  which  are  one  in  spirit, 
life  and  doctrine;  and  always  have  been  a  unit  in  the  effoi't  to  spread 
scriptural  holiness  over  the  land.  Moreover,  the  increasing  com- 
plexity of  the  social  order,  with  its  problems  and  the  readjustments 
^oing  on  about  us,  admonish  us  that  our  Methodist  people  must 
gather  their  forces  for  a  more  vigorous  church  life  and  unite  for  a 
mutual  advance.  Under  the  blessings  of  Heaven,  our  two  Methodist 
churches  must  become  a  still  greater  force  for  righteousness  and 
spiritual  advance  in  North  Carolina.  Every  atom  of  energy  must 
be  mobilized  against  a  common  foe ;  loss  of  power  and  effectiveness, 
due  to  unnecessary  friction,  must  cease.  What  can  Methodists  do  to 
contribute  to  this  end?     We  would  suggest: 

1.  That  our  preachers  and  people  come  to  know  the  efforts 
and  aspirations  of  each  'by  cultivating  more  cordial  and  intimate 
relations  one  with  the  other.  Interchange  of  pulpits  and  union  of 
efforts  in  revival  campaigns  may  prove  helpful  to  this  end. 

2.  That  wherever  the  two  churches  are  working  side  by  side 
in  a  community,  careful  attention  and  serious  thought  be  given  by 
both  churches  to  see  that  some  way  be  found  to  prevent  antagonism 
and  waste  of  energy  in  doing  the  work  that  Methodism  as  a  whole 
should  do.  These  local  issues  must  be  worked  out  by  the  good  men 
and  women  who  are  on  the  ground  and  have  been  brought  to  see 
the  sin  of  depleted  strength  that  ought  to  be  united  against  the 
enemies  of  righteousness. 

3.  That  due  attention  be  given  to  co-ordinating  undertakings 
and  to  readjustments  of  churches  in  certain  sections  where  both 
must  continue  a  useless  struggle  until  the  best  and  wisest  will  be 
convinced  of  the  folly  of  present  methods.  Why  not  move  to  have 
the  conferences  involved  in  this  venture  in  North  Carolina  to  estab- 
lish a  permanent  Board  of  Meditation? 

4.  That  we  plan  and  pray  that  our  two  Methodisms  may  this 
good  year  of  our  Lord  be  one  in  spirit  and  aim  and  effort  in  doing 
the  work  to  which  we  are  called  in  North  Carolina." 

At  a  second  meeting  in  Greensboro,  October  10,  of  the  same 
year,  the  Commission  recommended  to  the  Conference  that  this 
Joint  Commission  be  continued  and  authorized  to  use  its  best 
efforts  to  aid  in  the  work  of  the  two  Methodisms.  Since  we  "favor 
and  long  for  a  united  Methodism,"  our  first  concern  was  to  secure 
closer  and  more  intimate  cooperation  between  the  two  churches. 
Expressing  our  gratitude  for  the  cordial  and  brotherly  relations  ex- 
isting between  the  members  of  the  great  Methodist  family  we  sug- 
gested interchange  of  pulpits  and  certain  readjustments  as  soon  as 
possible  of  our  country  church  work.  From  the  first,  fraternal  mes- 
sages have  been  heard  at  each  conference  session. 

In  1932  further  gratification  was  expressed  over  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Commission  of  the  three  Methodisms  looking  to  the 
present  plan  which  is  now  neai'ing  the  final  action  of  the  Confer- 
ences. 

A  ten  year  plan,  similar  to  that  which  led  to  the  union  of 
English  Methodism,  was  suggested  in  1933,  but  the  union  movement 
has  gone  so  much  faster  than  any  of  us  had  thought  possible  a  few 
years  ago  that  a  decade  was  not  necessary. 
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In  connection  with  the  Sesqui-Centennial  Celebration  of  Ameri- 
can Methodism,  January  6,  1935,  the  first  united  conference  of  the 
three  Methodisms  in  this  state  was  held  in  Greensboro,  Bishop  Wm. 
F.  McDowell,  of  Washington,  being  the  chief  speaker.  We  have 
come  along  these  past  fifteen  years  pleased  to  know  each  other 
better  as  we  have  moved  to  the  union  of  American  Methodism. 

Would  not  this  Aldersgate  year  be  a  favorable  time  for  Method- 
ism to  become  more  nearly  one  in  soul  and  body  by  stressing  these 
experiences  of  early  Methodists  in  all  our  churches?  Allow  me  to 
suggest  that  this  Commission  take  some  definite  action  to  report  to. 
our  annual  Conferences. 

As  suggested  by  the  paper,  the  Commission  recommends  that  we 
give  our  thought  and  attention  to  the  celebration  of  the  Aldersgate. 
experience,  participating  annual  conferences  to  act  with  their 
Commission  in  planning  programs  and  selecting  places  in  which 
the  three  Methodisms  may  come  together  in  the  observance  of  this 
event  which  is  our  common  origin.  We  are  naming,  Thursday, 
December  2,  1937,  at  10:00  A.  M.,  at  the  office  of  the  Editor  of  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  as  the  time  and  place  for  hold- 
ing the  first  meeting  of  the  joint  committee. 

We  would  call  attention  to  our  report  to  the  Conferences  held 
last  year  to  the  suggestions  made  therein  concerning  efforts  to  bring 
our  three  groups  into  closer  fellowship  looking  to  the  time  Avhen 
they  shall  be  united  into  the  one  new  Church.  A  good  deal  of  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  this  direction,  a  number  of  the  churches  put- 
ting at  least  some  of  the  suggestions  into  practice.  To  these  sugges- 
tions we  would  add  that  wherever  possible  the  pastors  and  churches 
of  the  three  groups  unite  in  the  holding  of  district  conferences, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Presiding-  Elders,  the  District  Superinten- 
dents, and  the  President  of  the  three  Methodist  bodies. 

We  are  taking  the  liberty  of  naming  Rev.  C.  B.  Culberth  to 
represent  the  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
at  the  session  of  the  Blue  Ridge-Atlantic  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church;  and  Dr.  M.  T.  Plyler  to  represent  the  two 
conferences  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  at  the  session 
of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church.

(F)      NORTH    CAROLINA    BRANCH    OF    WOMEN'S    WORK 

I  should  like  to  have  you-  go  with  me  on  a  journey  to  the  head 
waters  of  the  river  Jordan.  If  we  follow  this  stream  from  its  source 
we  find  many  little  streams  giving  themselves  to  it.  As  the  river 
flows  on  and  on  it  gives  itself  to  a  sea  around  whose  banks  grow 
beautiful  trees  and  flowers,  and  in  whose  waters  we  find  food  to 
sustain  our  bodies.  This  sea  gives  itself  again  to  the  river  Jordan 
which  flows  on  and  on  and  waters  the  plain  for  sixty  miles  until  it 
flows  into  another  sea  which  receives  the  waters  from  the  stream 
but  never  gives  any  of  its  water  either  to  the  plain  or  to  another 
river.  It  has  no  outlet.  Around  this  second  sea  no  living  thinff 
grows,  either  in  its  waters  or  on  its  banks. 
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The  first  sea  I  mentioned  is  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  Our  Master 
walked  on  its  waters,  and  found  his  first  disciples  there. 

The  second  sea  is  the  Dead  Sea,  it  keeps  all  its  waters. 

These  two  seas  have  their  types  in  the  church. 

The  first  is  typical  of  the  church  that  rejoices  in  the  beautiful,, 
giving  of  loving  service  to  humanity  ever  to  the  uttermost  parts  of 
the  earth. 

The  second  is  typical  of  the  church  that  keeps  and  keeps  and 
keeps  and  finds  no  joy  in  service  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

A  sea  that  has  no  outlet  becomes  a  stagnant  dead  sea.  Like- 
wise a  church  whose  members  have  no  outlet  for  their  love  becomes 
a  stagnant  dead  church.  The  Master  said  of  the  man  who  would 
not  use  his  talent:  "Take  ye  the  talent  from  him  and  give  to  him 
that  hath  ten  talents." 

Horace  Mann  gave  some  very  splendid  advice  to  which  the 
women's  organizations  have  listened.  He  said,  "Be  ashamed  to 
die  until  you  have  achieved  some  victory  for  humanity." 

The  object  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Women's  Work  is  to 
organize  and  strengthen  the  work  of  the  women  in  the  conference; 
to  promote  the  spiritual,  educational  social  and  financial  welfare 
of  the  churches;  to  increase  intelligent  interest  in  world  wide  mis- 
sions and  to  acquaint  the  women  with  the  whole  program  of  the 
denomination. 

We  shall  consider  that  we  have  really  achieved  a  victory  for 
humanity  when  we  have  enlisted  the  sympathies  of  all  our  women  in 
this  great  work. 

I  heard  recently  that  a  member  of  an  auxiliary  that  has  been 
functioning  only  a  few  months  asked  the  question:  "Why  didn't 
some  one  tell  us  before  about  all  this  work  that  was  to  be  done?" 
There  is  real  joy  in  service  when  the  women  have  a  thorough  un- 
derstanding of  the  purpose  and  plan  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary,  and 
have  definite,  attainable  goals  set  before  them. 

As  we  devote  serious  Mission  Study  to  the  problems  that  con- 
front one  people  after  another,  year  after  year,  we  are  becoming 
slowly  but  surely  interested  in  world-wide  missions.  We  are  study- 
ing along  two  lines  this  year.  The  one  concerns  the  Rebuilding  of 
Rural  America.  The  other  concerns  250,000,000  people,  one- 
seventh  of  the  people  of  the  world,  and  the  system  of  religion, 
Mohammedanism,  which  has  controlled  their  whole  life.  We  are 
thinking  of  the  difi'erence  it  would  make  in  the  lives  of  those  people 
if  they  could  say  "Our  Father." 

Our  active  auxiliaries  have  a  better  understanding  of  various 
phases  of  our  work  than  was  evident  a  year  ago.  There  is  an  in- 
creased activity  along  spiritual  and  devotional  lines,  and  these  we 
consider  as  indicative  of  healthy  growth. 

Our  records  show  100  Women's  Auxiliaries,  5,000  women  are 
included  in  the  memberships  of  the  churches  covered  by  these  Auxi- 
liaries. 2,700  women  are  cooperating  in  Auxiliary  work.  531  sub- 
scribe to  the  Missionary  Record.  48  Children's  organizations  are 
maintained;  733  children  are  enrolled  in  these.  Six  new  auxiliaries 
have  been  organized  since  last  conference,  these  are  Mt.  Pleasant  and 
Lawndale  on  Cleveland  Circuit,  Kernersville,  Haw  River  Circuit  Aux- 
iliary, Vickrey  Church  on  Guilford  Charge,  Union  Grove  on  Mocksville 
Charge  and  Gillburg  on  Vance  Charge.     Denton  Ladies'  Aid  has  be- 
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come   an   Auxiliary.     Pleasant    Union    Auxiliary    on     Mt,     Pleasant 
Charge  has  been  discontinued. 

Benevolences 

There  have  been  innumerable  gifts  to  our  work  that  cannot  be 
estimated  by  figures.  There  was  genuine  pleasure  manifested  in  the 
presentation  of  gifts  of  cakes,  canned  goods,  clothing,  coupons,  Christ- 
mas gifts  to  the  Children's  Home;  quilts  to  Alvan  Drew  Industrial 
School  at  Pine  Ridge,  Ky;  rugs  to  Bethel  Home  at  Weaverville,  N.  C; 
gifts  to  aged  people  in  our  home  in  West  Lafayette,  Ohio;  and  material 
to  Dillonvale  mission  before  our  work  there  was  discontinued.  These 
were  in  addition  to  local  work  of  gifts  to  churches  and  parsonages  and 
other  local  service.  Our  opportuniy  to  help  Mr.  Minnis  with  the  ex- 
pense of  transporting  his  automobile  to  India  met  with  a  ready  re- 
sponse. 

Pastors'  Aid 

Lacking  necessary  data  I  have  made  no  attempt  to  appraise  the 
wo}-k  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Societies.  These  have  doubtless  met  many 
local  needs,  but  we  greatly  desire  to  stimulate  in  them  the  desire  to 
enlarge  their  sympathies.  To  this  end  we  have  created  a  new  office  in 
the  N.  C.  Work.  Mrs.  E.  Lester  Ballard  has  been  elected  Secretary  of 
Pastors'  Aid  in  the  Branch.  We  already  had  Pastors  Aid  in  the 
Auxiliaries  who  sponsor  all  local  work  formerly  done  by  Aid  Societies. 
Through  our  Branch  Secretary  of  Pastors  Aid  we  hope  to  get  in 
future  a  more  accurate  knowledge  of  all  the  work  done  by  the  women 
of  the  church.  We  also  hope,  through  her  good  work  to  effect  the 
merging  of  our  remaining  Aid  Societies  with  Auxiliaries  or  the  or- 
ganization of  Auxiliaries  to  take  the  place  of  Ladies  Aid  Societies. 

Student  Loan  Fund 

Since  the  opening  of  High  Point  College  in  1924,  we  have  made 
loans  to  ninety  five  students,  through  our  Student  Loan  Fund.  Twenty 
two  students  have  receved  loans  since  last  conference. 

Financial 

Our  budget  for  the  Branch  year  April  to  April  is  $10,000.  We  will 
still  need  $1,269  to  meet  this  budget  when  all  auxiliaries  apportion- 
ments have  been  met  in  full. 

In  order  to  meet  the  unapportioned  part  of  our  budget  we  have 
two  plans.  We  have  assumed  $750.00  of  the  salary  of  Eev.  J.  F. 
Minnis,  missionary  to  India,  as  a  special  above -the  auxiliary  appor- 
tionments, and  the  Young  People's  organizations  are  asked  to  raise 
$300  for  the  part  of  Mr.  Minnis'  salary  that  goes  to  the  upkeep  of  his 
three  children.  Missionaries  who  have  children  receive  one  hundred 
dollars  annually  for  each  of  their  children,  and  we  feel  reasonably 
sure  that  our  young  people  in  the  State  will  be  glad  to  raise  this  part 
of  our  budget.  Cards  have  been  issued  by  Mesdames  Hammer, 
Nicholson  and  Kearns,  asking  for  "Prayers"  and  "Sharers"  and  "The 
Budget  in  Full." 

Another  plan  has  been  used  that  should  bear  some  fruit.  All 
pastors  who  have  churches  without  auxiliaries  have  been  asked  to 
distribute  to  women  in  these  churches,  leaflets  bearing  the  title  "How 
Much  Do  You  Believe  in  Evangelism?"  which  we  furnished  them. 
Those  who  read  these  leaflets  should  have  received  a  specific  appeal 
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for  a  "love  gift"  to  be  applied  on  World  Service  from  their  churches. 
We  hope  those  who  have  not  responded  to  that  appeal  will  yet  do  so. 
North  Carolina  has  never  yet  had  the  joy  of  meeting  its  World 
Service  budget  in  full,  though  many  of  our  auxiliaries  meet  their  ap- 
portionments in  full.  We  earnestly  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  we  shall  have  an  Auxiliary  in  every  church. 

Our  Supreme  task  is  to  lift  up  Christ  so  that  Love  will  be  the 
supreme  law  of  life.

A.       Institutions 

We  are  proud  of  the  work  which  all  of  our  denominational  insti- 
tutions are  doing.  We  endorse  the  work  of  High  Point  College  and 
urge  the  support  of  President  Humphreys  and  the  program  of  the 
college.  We  call  upon  pastors  and  people  to  see  that  the  assessment 
for  High  Point  College  is  raised  in  full.  We  reaffirm  our  belief  that 
this  is  the  best  school  for  Methodist  Protestant  boys  and  girls  in 
this  section. 

Dr.  Forlines  is  to  be  commended  on  the  improvement  made  at 
the  Seminary.  We  covet  a  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  our  member- 
ship for  this  School  of  the  Prophets.  We  recommend  that  a  special 
time  be  designated  for  the  preachers  to   stress   Christian   Education 
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and  that  one  Sunday's  offering-  during-  the  month  of  December  go  to 
the   Seminary. 

B.       Religious   Education 

We  recommend  that  this  Conference  cooperate  in  every  possible 
way  in  the  fourfold  program,  outlined  and  promoted  by  our  Confer- 
eiice  Council  and  the  Department  of  Religious  Education  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board,  for  the  Christian  Education  of  children,  youth,  and 
adults;  and  the  special  effort  of  training  leaders  for  our  local 
churches.

(K)      MINISTER'S    MUTUAL    BENEFIT    ASSOCIATION 

Your  committee  appointed  this  morning  to  take  under  considera- 
tion the  Ministers'  Mutual  Benefit  Association,  as  set  up  by  the  Albe- 
marle Conference  last  year,  has  taken  the  matter  under  careful  con- 
sideration, and  we  unanimously  make  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  That  hereafter  a  flat  rate  of  one  per  cent  be  laid  on  the 
salaries  of  all  ministers  and  preachers  working  under  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Conference, 

2.  That  as  now,  the  first  $500  on  all  salaries  be  exempt. 

3.  That  this  money  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference, 
and  carefully  designated  M.  M.  B.  A.  Payments  may  be  made  during 
the  interim  of  conference,  or  during  the  conference  session  through 
the   Conference   Treasurer's   envelop. 

4.  That  any  member  of  the  Conference  who  does  not  cooperate 
in  this  plan  will  not  be  allowed  to  participate  in  this  fund  upon  his 
superannuation  until  all  of  his  back  dues  are  paid.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  this  rule  shall  not  hold  against  pastors  whose  salaries  do 
not  exceed  $500. 

5.  That  a  record  be  kept  from  year  to  year  of  all  pastors  who 
pay  their  percentage  allotment,  and  that  this  record  be  preserved 
in  the  files  of  the   Superannuate  Fund   Society. 

6.  That  the  money  derived  for  Superannuates  from  this  source 
be  turned  over  at  each  conference  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Super- 
annuates, and  that  the  total  amount  be  distributed  each  year  by  them. 

7.  We  recommend,  further,  that  a  refund  of  one  per  cent  be 
made  by  the  Conference  Ti-easurer  to  all  ministers  and  preachers 
who  paid  two  per  cent  this  year.

The  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  has  rendered  valuable  service 
to  the  Council.  We  want  to  thank  the  editor  for  the  space  he  has  so 
graciously  given  to  our  program. 

The  following  recommendations  are  presented  as  our  program 
for  the  future: 

1.  That  recommendations  2,  4,  6  of  last  year's  report  be  con- 
tinued for  another  year. 

2.  That  threefold  "Teaching  Mission"  be  launched  to  include  the 
following: 

A.  Three  conferences  on  Christian  Education  (one  for  each 
Pastor's  Federation)  and  that  these  conferences  be  held  in  the 
second  week  in  January. 

B.  A  series  of  articles  on  Christian  Education  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald. 

C.  A  series  of  leadership  education  schools  be  held  in- 
cluding local  classes,  area  schools  and  the  High  Point  College 
school,  June  20-25. 

3.  That  we  again  extend  our  appreciation  to  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs 
for  his  faithful  service  to  the  local  churches  and  the  Conference  and 
that  we  pledge  to  him  our  continued  support. 

4.  That  our  Sunday  schools  be  urged  to  cooperate  with  West- 
minster Theological  Seminary  in  the  matter  of  securing  books  for  the 
Seminary  library. 

5.  That  we  observe  Young  People's  Day  in  January,  1938,  in 
all  of  our  charges.

Members  and  Friends  of  the  Annual  Conference: 
Dear  Fellow  Workers: 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  His  continued  blessings  upon  us,  and 
with  thanks  to  you  for  your  cooperation,  and  to  our  people  generally 
for  their  sympathy  and  help,  we  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you 
our  annual  report. 

The  Children 

We  have  110  children,  54  girls  and  56  boys.  The  two  college 
boys  who  are  helping  with  the  work  in  the  boy's  dormitory  this  year 
are  two  of  our  own  boys  who  entered  High  Point  College  in  Sep- 
tember. They  are  doing  fine  work  among  the  boys.  The  health  of  the 
children  has  been  unusually  good,  and  the  Doctors  and  Dentists 
have  been  exceedingly  kind  in  rendering  cheerfully  all  needed  ser- 
vices. We  let  the  health  of  our  children  speak  for  their  keeps,  and 
we  challenge  any  other  home  to  present  a  better  health  record. 

The    Government    And    Child    Care 

Through  the  Social  Security  Act,  which  became  operative  on 
July  1,  1937,  it  was  thought  that  orphanages  would  be  somewhat  re- 
lieved of  the  strain  that  has  been  upon  them.  Through  this  act  the 
Government  proposes  to  aid  dependent  children;  but  somehow  very 
little  relief  has  come  to  the  orphanages  yet  from  that  source.  Some 
relief  will  perhaps  come  to  some  dependent  children,  but  there  will 
always  be  more  dependent  children  than  the  orphanages  can  care 
for.  So  the  entrance  of  the  State  and  Federal  Government  4nto  the 
field  of  child  care  has  not  diminished  the  demand  upon  your  Chil- 
dren's Home. 

Additions    to    Property    And    Equipment 

During  the  year  we  have — 

1.  Bought  a  new  bus,  built  to  cai-ry  40  people.  The  Nance 
Chevrolet  Company  of  Asheboro  gave  us  their  commissions  on  the 
chassis,  and  the  Hackney  Brothers  of  Wilson  gave  us  their  commis- 
sions on  the  body,  and  made  a  liberal  donation.  So  we  got  an  ex- 
cellent bus  at  a  little  over  SI, 000  by  paying  cash.  The  Christian  En- 
deavorers  of  the  denomination,  with  a  few  Sunday  school  classes 
and  a  few  individuals,  have  paid  $389.71,  and  we  borrowed  enough 
to  pay  the  balance.     A  bus  like  that  should  last  at  least  ten  years. 

2.  We  removed  some  old  dilapidated  sheds  and  an  old  potato 
house,  and  built  a  new  potato  house  and  a  four  space  garage.  This 
is  for  the  school  bus,  one  car,  fai^m  trucks  and  tractor. 

3.  We  built  gravel  roads  to  each  dormitory,  to  overcome  the 
muddy  conditions  in  winter. 

4.  Through  the  help  of  Mr.  T.  D.  Harris  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  by  taking  a  small  amount  out  of  the  A.  S.  Pickett  estate,  we 
built  memorial  gates  at  the  entrances  of  the  drive  way  to  the 
Girls'  Dormitory.  We  are  hoping  that  some  body  will  be  led  to  build 
similar  gates  in  front  of  the  Boy's  Dormitory. 
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5.  Through  the  gift  of  fence  posts  from  Cleveland  Charge  and 
from  Davidson  Charge  w^e  w^ere  enabled  to  put  our  pasture  fences 
in  good  condition.  As  soon  as  crops  are  in,  and  there  is  a  bit  of 
spare  time,  we  hope  to  put  our  barn  lot  fences  in  good  condition. 

Our  Branch   Secretary 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Stone  of  Greensboro  is  the  Children's  Home  Secretary 
from  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  as  Sec- 
retary of  Benevolences  as  she  is  officially  called.  Mrs.  Stone  has 
been  very  faithful  to  the  Home,  lending  a  hand  whenever  possible. 
It  was  through  her  solicitation  that  the  cash  amount  was  raised  for 
the  bus. 

The    Hand    of    Death 

We  sorrowfully  report  the  death  of  Mr.  Charles  F.  Finch  of 
Thomasville,  who  was  a  faithful  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Home.  His  counsel  and  his  contributions  will  be  greatly 
missed.  The  Trustees  in  their  recent  meeting  appointed  a  committee 
to  draft  suitable  resolutions  in  memory  of  Brother  Finch.  They  also 
elected  Mrs.  Charles  F.  Finch  to  take  his  place  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Bequests 

We  have  had  notice  of  the  following  bequests  during  the  year: 

1.  Mr.  H.  G.  Ellington,  Hai-ris  Chapel,  Vance,  created  a  trust 
fund  of  $750.00  for  the  Home,  interest  on  same  to  be  paid  semi- 
annually. 

2.  Mr.  L.  P.  Byrd  of  Mt.  Gilead  remembered  the  Home,  leaving 
3%  of  the  residue  of  his  estate  to  it.  This  will  is  in  litigation,  but 
we  are  hoping  that  something  will  be  coming  to  us  out  of  it. 

3.  Mr.  C.  L.  Trantham  of  Haw  River  Circuit  remembered  the 
Home,  but  hig  heirs  had  the  will  set  aside. 

The  Trustees  have  voted  to  set  aside  any  amounts  coming 
through  bequests  as  a  Reserve  Fund,  the  interest  only  to  be  used  for 
current  expenses,  except  by  direction  of  the  Trustees.  So  our  peo- 
ple must  meet  the  running  expenses  of  the  Home  by  living  gifts. 

Is    The   Work   Worth   While,   And  Are   We    Undertaking   Too    Much? 

Twenty  seven  years  ago  we  determined  that  it  is  a  worthwhile 
work,  and  now  our  200,  or  more,  young  people  scattered  over  this 
State  and  others  testify  to  the  worthwhileness  of  it.  They  speak 
for  themselves  in  tones  of  eloquence  bidding  us  press  on  in  this 
great  service. 

And  what,  with  220  churches  and  30,000  members,  is  110  chil- 
dren for  us  to  care  for?  That  gives  us  about  two  churches  per 
child,  or  one  child  for  every  270  members;  or  counting  out  the  con- 
tributions by  the  Duke  Endowment  and  the  General  Conference,  and 
also  what  comes  in  from  other  conferences  about  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas,  it  leaves  about  $18,000  per  year  to  be  raised  by  North 
Carolina  Methodist  Protestants. 

Some    Outstanding    Gifts    In    Substance 

A  bundle  of  outings  by  the  Minneola  Manufacturing  Company, 
Gibsonville;   a  bundle  of  ginghams,  by  the   E.   M.   Holt   Plaid   Mills, 
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Burlington;  a  bundle  of  remnants  by  the  Erlanger  Mills  of  Lexing- 
ton; 500  chicks  by  the  North  State  Hatchery,  Greensboro;  48  shirts, 
the  Sherrod  Shirt  Company,  High  Point;  nearly  200  yards  of  home- 
spun. The  Biltmoi-e  Industries,  Asheville;  Cleveland  Circuit  900  black 
locust  posts  cut  and  gotten  out  for  us;  225  cedar  posts  by  Mr.  A.  C. 
Harris,  Chapel  Hill,  on  Davidson.  These  were  cut  and  delivered  to 
us  by  the  men  of  Liberty  church  on  Davidson;  ten  bags  of  flour,  Mr. 
C.  H.  Kirkman,  Tabernacle  Church;  40  bushels  of  peaches  by  Mr.  M. 
C.  McDonald,  West  End,  N.  C;  24  bushels  peaches  by  Rev.  N.  M. 
Harrison,  Asheboro;  and  besides  these  a  large  number  of  the  harvest 
home  offerings  last  Fall  were  fine.  And  we  are  expecting  even  better 
this  time,  for  we  put  out  over  2,000  empty  glass  jars  to  be  filled. 
The  most  of  these  remain  to  be  gathered  in  yet,  and  many  others 
will  contribute  who  did  not  take  the  jars. 

Present    Financial    Condition 

Through  the  regular  contributions,  by  the  help  of  two  splendid 
bequests,  and  with  larger  contributions  from  both  the  Duke  Endow- 
ment and  the  General  Conference,  we  were  enabled  to  pay  our  bills  in 
full,  as  of  April  1.  Then  came  the  Summer  slump  in  the  regular 
offerings  and  we  fell  behind  again.  Following  that  came  the  last 
payments  of  the  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  S.  Pickett  estate  and  we  were  up 
again.  And  now  the  Fall  and  Winter  supplies  have  had  to  be  bought 
and  we  are  a  bit  behind  again.  But  we  are  practically  running  even 
now.  You  will  please  understand  though  that  we  have  no  bequests 
to  fall  back  on  for  the  coming  year,  so  if  the  Home  keeps  out  of  debt 
the  free-will  offerings  will  have  to  he  larger.  This  should  begin  with 
an  increased  Thanksgiving  offering  from  every  church  and  Sunday 
school  in  the  Conference.  If  somehow  we  can  reach  all  our  peoples 
and  get  an  offering  from  practically  every  body  it  will  be  done. 

History   of    the    Home 

Mrs.  Mabel  Williams  Russell  has  written  a  history  of  the  first 
twenty-five  years  of  the  Home  as  operated  at  Denton  and  at  High 
Point.  It  was  not  an  easy  task  to  get  together  the  facts  for  such  a 
booklet.  We  understand  it  is  on  the  press  and  will  be  at  this  Con- 
ference for  distribution.  You  will  want  to  distribute  it  among  your 
people. 

Thanksgiving 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  we  have  a  good  offering  at 
Thanksgiving.  We  try  to  plan  for  it  each  year  as  wisely  a^  we  can, 
and  yet  with  the  increasing  prosperity.  Thanksgiving  offerings  for 
the  Home  have  not  increased.  Too  many  of  our  churches  are  satis- 
fied "to  do  as  well  this  year  as  we  did  last  year."  We  need  an  in- 
creased Thanksgiving  Offering.  What  suggestions  have  you  to 
offer? 

Looking    to    the    Future 

We  are  still  dreaming  about,  hoping  for  and  planning  for  a 
Central  Office,  Dining  room  and  Kitchen,  and  also  a  Gymnasium  for 
our  older  boys  and  girls.  These  two  buildings  are  greatly  needed. 
It  is  a  great  opportunity  for  somebody  to  put  them  up  as  memorial 
buildings.  We  trust  that  the  dear  Father  will  lead  to  the  erection 
of  these  two  buildings. 
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The   Farm 

The  farmers  and  the  boys  have  worked  faithfully  during  the 
year.  They  started  out  with  an  ambition  to  make  the  farm  yield  for 
the  year  $10,000  worth  of  produce,  meat,  milk,  butter,  chickens  and 
eggs,  but  they  fell  short  of  it  by  a  little  more  than  |800. 

The  farm  yielded  4,900  lbs.  pork,  1,164  lbs.  beef,  136  bu.  Irish 
potatoes,  2,252  doz,  eggs,  13,818  gallons  milk,  296  bu.  corn,  128  loads 
of  hay,  262  chickens  for  our  tables,  88  bu.  wheat,  45  bu.  barley,  oats 
and  vetch;  the  straw  from  this  grain;  about  75  bu.  cane  seed,  237  bu. 
sweet  potatoes,  14  bu.  seed  onions,  about  600  watermelons,  3  bu.  seed 
peas,  gardens  and  truck  patches  estimated  at  $500,  and  a  cash  item  of 
^243.87  for  the  sale  of  cattle  and  pigs.  This  make  a  total  from  the 
farm  of  $9,129.92.     About  50%  of  this  is  clear  profit. 

Live  Stock  on   Hand 

We  have  five  mviles  and  one  mare,  12  milk  cows,  8  heifers  and  9 
head  of  other  dry  cattle,  17  hogs  and  shoats  for  killing,  three  stock 
Jiogs  and  260  chickens.    These  are  worth  at  least  $2,500. 

Our  farm  machinery  and  tools  are  in  fair  condition,  except  for 
the  tractor  and  two  old  farm  trucks.  The  tractor  has  been  in  use 
for  nine  seasons,  and  we  do  not  knoM'  how  long  the  trucks  have  been 
in  use  since  we  bought  used  ones.  The  tractor  should  be  replaced 
next  Spring  if  possible.

(P)      REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE: 

Brethren : 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  seventh 
consecutive  year  as  president  of  the  college.  And  while  such  a  re- 
port must,  of  necessity,  be  in  the  way  of  routine,  yet  I  trust  that  there, 
will  be  enough  in  its  content  to  lift  it  above  just  routine.     I  speak 
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First,  as  to  enrollment:  the  information  that  I  bring'  you  relative 
to  this  item  is  in  itself  out  of  the  ordinary.  The  peak  enrollment, 
reached  last  year  at  the  second  semester  was  298;  but  at  the  first 
semester  last  year  we  enrolled  278.  This  year  we  have  registered  404 
— a  gain  of  126.  To  report  a  45.3%  gain  in  registration — well  that 
is  news.  Our  dormitory  group  increased  to  210,  while  the  day  group 
grew  to  194.  Our  total  of  men  exceed  women  by  22;  and  the  Fresh- 
man Class  numbers  156. 

There  are  45  students  from  17  states,  including  the  District  of 
Columbia;  3  from  South  America,  1  from  Porto  Rico,  and  1  from 
Turkey. 

In  religious  affiliation  we  have  110  Methodist  Protestants,  108 
of  the  M  E.  Church,  South,  80  Baptist,  23  Presbyterian,  11  Reformed, 
11  Friends,  10  Catholic,  and  the  rest  distributed  among  12  other  re- 
ligious bodies.  In  addition  to  the  Methodists  of  the  Southern  Church 
and  of  our  Church,  we  have  8  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and 
1  Primitive  Methodist.  Thus  you  see  that  our  Methodist  student 
group  totals  about  56%. 

When  the  second  semester  enrollment  is  made  our  peak  for  the 
year  will  probably  reach  425.  This  regular  enrollment,  together  with 
the  Summer  School  and  Extension  Students  will  give  us  a  grand  total 
of  over  700  students.  Surely,  High  Point  College  is  growing,  and  con- 
tinuing to  make  record  in  these  first  13  years  of  its  history  such  as 
has  not  been  equalled  in  the  history  of  any  Liberal  Arts  College. 

Second,  I  submit  a  brief  story  of  Finances.  We  again  closed 
the  current  year  ending  September  1,  without  a  deficit;  that  is  to 
say,  we  kept  the  ordinary  current  expenditures  below  the  amount 
from  student  income.  This  has  been  done  for  three  consecutive  years; 
we  are  rather  proud  of  such  a  record. 

The  financial  support  from  the  Annual  Conference  approximated 
$2200;  from  the  Branch  about  $1000;  giving  u.s  a  total  of  something 
over  $3200 — these  amounts,  of  course,  are  for  the  period  of  May  1,  1936 
to  May  1,  1937;  all  monies  coming  from  the  churches  since  May  1,  up 
to  this  session,  will  count  on  the  period  ending  May,  1938.  You  will 
note  that  in  only  one  year  since  I  have  been  president  of  the  college 
has  the  amount  raised  in  the  conference  equalled  the  $5,000  Budget 
set  up.  The  average  has  been  slightly  over  $3,000.  The  Board  of 
Christian  Education  has  continued  its  fine  spirit  and  cooperation  with 
the  college,  and  in  no  year  yet  has  penalized  the  college  as  to  its  ap- 
propriation because  the  Conference  did  not  measure  up  to  the  chal- 
lenge given  it. 

Improvements :  Last  conference,  I  reported  that  during  that 
week  the  actual  construction  of  the  Wrenn  Memorial  Library  had  be- 
gun. The  building  was  dedicated  on  Saturday  of  our  last  Commence- 
ment. The  furnishings  were  installed  during  the  summer,  the  books 
moved,  and  the  Library  was  ready  for  the  students  when  the  college 
opened  this  September.  Recently,  a  beautiful  oil  painting  of  the  late 
Mr.  M.  J.  Wrenn  was  unveiled;  it  hangs  over  the  memorial  fireplace 
and  is  a  fitting  and  constant  reminder  of  the  thing  that  was  in  his 
heart  and  carried  to  fruition  by  the  noble  spirited  woman  who  was  the 
donor  of  the  building.  I  hope  that  the  members  of  this  conference 
will  avail  themselves,  whenever  the  opportunity  offers,  to  inspect  this 
beautiful  building. 

It  was  evident  by  the  middle  of  the  summer  that  we  could  not  care 
for  all  the  girls  who  were  making  application  for  dormitory  rooms. 
By  action  of  the  Trustees  I  was  authorized  to  negotiate  a  loan  for 
$10,000  with  which  to  finish  the  club  room  and  one-half  of  the  third 
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story  of  Women  s  Hall.  This  was  done  and  room  for  18  more  ffirls 
was  provided;  m  addition,  we  placed  6  girls  on  Faculty  Hall— giving; 
adn^i^sion         ^"'^^'^'^;  ^"d  yet  we  had  to  turn  away  applicants  for 

Many  new  furnishings  had  to  be  added,  not  alone  for  the  new 
rooms  m  Women's  Hall,  but  for  McCulIoch  Hall.  In  all  we  were  called 
upon  to  spend  about  $2,500  for  such  purposes. 

The  Stadium  is  fast  nearing  completion.  The  concrete  stands 
seatmg  over  3000  people  are  finished,  public  toilets  and  dressing  room 
are  now  being  finished ;  the  track  has  about  half  the  required  amount 
o±  cinders  on  it  and  the  fence  around  the  field  will  be  erected  in  the 
near  luture  Already  the  project  for  grading,  draining  and  fencing 
^^«ther  field  for  baseball  and  football  practice  has  been  set  up;  this 
will  be  finished  by  the  spring.  When  these  are  all  done,  we  will  have  a 
most  complete  lay-out  for  all  athletic  programs  both  for  the  college 
and  the  community.  AH  this  has  been  made  possible  by  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  City  and  donations  from  individual  citizens  in  the  city. 

.n  ^''^l^■^  And  where  shall  I  begin?  We  are  growing  rapidly,  and 
all  growth  demands  an  expansion  of  facilities  to  care  for  that  growth 
Already  we  are  taxed  to  the  utmost  in  Roberts  Hall  to  provide  enough 
class  rooms,  and  suitable  in  size,  to  care  for  the  classes.  Several 
classes  ranging  from  75  to  100  have  to  be  conducted  in  the  chapel 
Laboratory  facilities  are  taxed  to  the  limit  and  beyond.  With  present 
lacihties  in  the  administration  building  we  have  about  reached  the 
limit  m  the  number  of  students  we  can  well  handle;  certainly  only 
LKT."'''T^^?''"  ^^  admitted.  Our  first  great  need,  then,  is  a  wing  on 
Kobeits  Hall— running  back  from  the  center  of  the  building  to  give 
us  an  auditorium  seating  1000  people;  and  furnishing  space  for  dininP- 
rooni  and  kitchen  underneath.

Some  Objectives  Attained.  Soon  after  coming  to  the  college  I 
set  up  three  general  objectives:  1— The  decreasing  of  the  indebted- 
ness together  with  an  increase  in  assets.  Last  confei^nce  I  Reported 
that  more  than  $100,000  had  been  eliminated  as  compared  with  the 
previous  conference  year.  During  the  past  7  years  our  assets  have 
been  increased,  fairly  appraised  at  $150,000;  that  is,  if  we  wei e  callld 
upon  to  duplicate  these  added  assets  today;  such  are  as  followsf  Prest 
dents  Home,  $14,500,  Professor's  House  $7,500,  Gymnasium  $22,500

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2 — To  free  every  endorser  on  any  note,  signed  in  the  interest  of 
the  college.  This  has  been  accomplished,  since  the  last  meeting  of 
conference.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  cooperation  of  the  Life 
Insurance  Company  (The  Jefferson  Standard),  one  of  the  banks  (The 
Wachovia)  and  the  settlement  by  purchase  of  notes  in  liquidating 
banks.  At  no  bank  nor  yet  at  the  Jefferson  Standard  Life  Insurance 
Company  is  there  a  single  individual  endorsing  for  the  college  or  the 
Board  of  Education.  Some  laymen  were  obligated  to  the  extent  of 
$240;000;  some  preachers  were  endorsing  for  as  much  as  $150,000. 
Thank  God,  nobody  is  endorsing  for  anything — and  no  one  can  even 
intimate  that  any  danger  besets  their  holdings  because  of  the  college. 

3 — To  cancel  the  bond  issue  and  free  the  Children's  Home  from 
liability  becaiise  of  the  bonds.     This  is  what  we  are  now  working  on. 

Our  debt  to  the  Insurance  Company,  including  the  $10,000  re- 
cently borrowed  to  make  the  necessary  additions  to  Women's  Hall, 
totals  $110,000.  The  company  has  agreed  to  cooperate  with  us  in 
getting  in  the  bonds,  to  some  financial  extent,  and  to  take  a  first 
mortgage  on  the  college  property  and  cancel  all  bonds  when  they  are 
gotten  in,  which  will  free  the  Home.  Now  we  have  between  $45,000 
and  $50,000  of  bonds  out,  of  which  $20,000  to  $25,000  are  with  indi- 
viduals. We  are  going  to  ask  all  the  bond-holders  wherever  pos- 
sible to  donate  these  to  the  college;  if  they  cannot  donate  them  out- 
right, then  to  make  a  substantial  contribution  in  settlement.  These 
bonds  are  about  equally  divided  between  Methodist  Protestant  folks 
and  citizens  of  High  Point  outside  of  our  denomination.  The  thing 
to  be  remembered  is  that  when  you  make  such  a  donation  or  settle- 
ment you  are  helping  both  the  Children's  Home  and  the  College — 
both  the  children  of  this  conference,  and  both  institutions  have  added 
to  the  prestige  and  service  of  this  conference  in  the  state. 

I  desire  to  request  the  conference  to  appoint  P.  E.  Lindley,  P.  S. 
Kennett  and  N.  M.  Harrison  for  work  with  the  college. 

The  following  were  elected  to  serve  as  Trustees  of  the  College 
till  1941;  Rev.  J.  C.  Auman,  C.  F.  Finch,  W.  L.  Ward,  H.  A.  Millis 
and  G.  H.  Kearns.  Mr.  Ward  later  resigned  and  the  vacancy  was 
filled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  B.  K.  Millaway.  Mr.  Charles  F.  Finch,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  has  passed  away  since  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board.  The  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Finch's  death  will 
be  filled  at  the  Board  meeting  this  month.  We  request  your  confirma- 
tion of  these  as  selected. 

Yesterday  this  conference  approved  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  Fellowship-Crusade.  "  It  is  gratifying  that  the  report  was  adopted 
with  a  measure  of  acclaim  and  in  a  spirit  that  gives  promise  for  the 
realization  of  the  objectives.  A  part  of  that  report  set  up  the  raising 
of  $15,000  a  year  for  2  years  for  High  Point  College.  This  ought  to 
be  done  and  I  trust  will  be.  I  pledge  this  conference  that  if  the 
church  will  raise  at  least  this  amount  each  year  for  2  years,  I  will 
do  my  best  to  secure  a  similar  amount  from  friends  of  the  college 
in  High  Point — I  believe  I  can  do  it.  This  would  mean  $60,000  in 
the  next  2  years — and  $60,000  will  bring  the  debt  down  to  practically 
the  first  mortgage  held  by  the  insurance  company.  What  a  relief 
this  would  be!  And  brethren  I  somehow  believe  that  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  in  Noi'th  Carolina  wnll  want  to  have  the  college  in 
as  fine  condition,  financially,  as  possible  when  we  have  Methodist 
Union.  I  know  I  do.  We  shall  want  to  say,  here  is  High  Point 
College — a  contribution  of  no  small  significance  to  the  new  day  of 
Methodism. 
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Folks  have  said  to  me,  "What  is  going  to  happen  to  the  college 
when  Union  comes?"  What  is  going  to  happen? — Why  the  only  thing 
that  is  going  to  happen  to  High  Point  College  is — that  it  will  go  on 
growing  and  serving;  with  an  enlarged  Methodist  backing  and  a 
larger  field  from  which  to  draw.  We  will  not  know  any  difference 
as  to  its  being  a  church  college  because  it  will  be  known  as  a  Meth- 
odist College  rather  than  a  Methodist  Protestant  College.  Some  have 
said,  "do  you  suppose  when  Union  comes  that  the  college  will  be 
closed?"  Why  should  it  be?  High  Point  College  has  the  location  and 
the  opportunity  and  the  vitality — and  Methodism  is  not  accus- 
tomed to  trying  to  do  despite  to  such.  The  passing  years  will 
bring  a  joy  and  justifiable  pride  to  all  Methodist  Protestants  for  hav- 
ing put  this  institution  into  a  United  Methodism;  and  your  children's 
children  will  look  back  through  the  years  and  tell  the  story  of  its  be- 
ginnings and  its  progress  and  rejoice  that  their  forbears  had  a  part 
therein.  Personally,  if  I  can  make  some  small  contribution  to  such 
an  institution  for  such  a  Methodism — I  shall  be  satisfied  and  grate- 
ful that  such  was  my  privilege.  Such  an  end  is  a  challenge  to  us  all 
and  I  ask,  today,  that  we  shall,  in  the  next  eighteen  months,  answer 
that  challenge  with  a  spirit  and  a  sharing  that  will  demonstrate  a 
Fellowship  which  will  bring  to  our  closing  days  as  a  denomination  the 
greatest  possible  joy  and  satisfaction  in  such  service  to  Our  Lord 
and  Our  Youth.

(W)      RURAL  CHURCH 

Just  as  a  true  teacher  is  interested  in  following  up  his  students 
in  their  work  after  school  days  so  the  Committee  on  Rural  Church 
has  been  interested  in  observing  whether  or  not  the  rural  church 
leaders  have  been  using  the  suggestions  offered  by  this  committee 
during  the  nast  few  years,  and  whether  or  not  the  rural  church  is 
really  making  any  progress  toward  better  and  more  adequately 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  present  day. 

The  Committee  believes,  because  of  the  information  which  it 
has  secured  through  personal  observation,  and  through  reports  from 
various  pastors  and  neople  and  also  from  the  President  of  the  An- 
nual Conference,  who  has  visited  each  of  the  churches  in  the  Con- 
ference, that  the  rural  church  is  moving  foiT^-ard. 

There  seems  to  have  been  an  increased  interest,  during  the 
past  year,  in  church  beautification  and  improvement.      Many  mark- 
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ers  or  signs,  have  been  erected,  while  many  churches  have  set  shrub- 
bery ana  improved  tne  grounds.  A  numuer  of  cnurciies  have  been 
painted  and  repaired,  wnile  some  have  made  alterations  which  have 
greatly  improved  tne  looks  as  well  as  increased  the  service  of  the 
same.  It  is  also  noticeable  that  pastors  and  people  are  beginning 
to  demand  and  use  a  more  systematic  ana  better  planned  worship 
program.  ihese  improvemenis  carry  with  tnem  a  spiritual  value 
as  well  as  a  material  one  and  this  committee  commends  all  pastors 
and  people  wno  have  made  improvements  in  the  rural  cnurcn  dur- 
ing tne  past  year. 

The  Committee  has  found,  in  most  cases,  where  ministers  and 
churches  have  experimented  with  the  suggestion  of  having  two 
morning  appointments  instead  of  one  in  the  morning  and  another 
in  the  afternoon  that  the  experiment  has  proved  favorable.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  this  arrangement  to  other  ministers  and 
churches  where  distance  will  permit. 

But,  while  the  Committee  realizes  that  progress  is  being  made, 
it  also  realizes  that  there  is  much  room  for  further  improvement. 
It,  therefore,  offers  the  following  suggestions  with  the  hope  that 
they  may  aid  in  the  improvement  of  both  the  physical  structure  and 
the  worship  service: 

Most  of  our  churches  should  be  more  careful  to  see  that  the 
present  structure  is  kept  clean  and  dusted,  as  well  as  repaired  and 
painted,  with  window  panes  in  the  windows.  The  leaders  and  mem- 
bers of  the  rural  church  should  continue  to  try  to  make  the  church 
the  most  attractive  place  in  the  community.  There  seems  to  be 
no  good  reason  why  this  could  not  and  should  not  be  done. 

While  we  are  improving  and  beautifying  the  church  we  must 
not  forget  and  improve  only  the  outside,  lest  we  be  classed  with  the 
Pharisees.  It  is  time  for  us  to  take  steps  toward  beautifying,  and 
thereby,  creating  a  more  worshipful  atmosphere  on  the  inside  of  our 
churches.  Some  one  has  said,  ''A  poor  teacher  spoils  a  good  lesson." 
(Both  lesson  and  teacher  may  be  spoiled  by  a  poor  place  to  teach.) 
Religious  Education  In  the  Rural  Church,  P.  117.  Henry  W.  McLaugh- 
lin, Editor.  Dr.  Lindley  says  in  Human  Nature  And  The  Church, 
P.  62,  "If  the  church  would  invest  more  in  beautification  it  would  not 
need  so  many  over-sized  sermons,"  to  keep  the  people  interested 
and  attending  the  church.  Too  often  our  churches  have  been  char- 
acterized by  their  barrenness.  We  suggest,  therefore,  that  the 
churches  be  painted  inside,  as  well  as  outside,  using  the  proper 
colors  of  paint  for  the  same.  Ma«y  of  our  churches  could  be  im- 
proved by  properly  placing  a  number  of  religious  paintings  at 
various  places  in  the  auditorium.  We  suggest  also  that  where 
churches  have  no  altar  that  alterations  be  made,  if  at  all  possible, 
so  as  to  erect  an  altar.  This  we  suggest  even  if  the  pulpit  has  to 
be  placed  in  a  less  conspicuous  place. 

The  Committee  is  conscious  of  the  need  of  a  more  adequate  or 
better  worship  program  in  many  of  our  churches.  It  offers,  there- 
fore, two  orders  of  service  for  your  consideration  again  this  year.

Your  Committee  on  Missions  would  call  the  members  of  this 
Conference  to  an  attitude  of  grave  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the 
men  and  women  who  are  serving  the  church  in  the  Orient  today. 
The  war  that  is  raging  between  China  and  Japan  has  not  only  created 
a  situation  in  which  missionary  procedure  is  uncertain  but  it  has 
thrown  into  jeopardy  the  life  and  property  of  these  who  serve  as 
missionaries  in  that  part  of  the  world.  We  would  pray  God's  pro- 
tection for  them.  At  the  same  time,  however,  we  would  approve 
the  action  taken  by  many  of  the  Missionary  Boards  to  the  effect 
that  we,  the  Christian  people  of  America  will  not  allow  the  loss  of 
personnel  or  property  in  the  foreign  field  to  be  used  as  a  cause  for 
war. 

The  danger  of  world  conflict  growing  out  of  the  far  eastern 
situation  calls  to  our  attention  the  closeness  with  which  the  people 
of  the  world  are  united.  No  people  or  group  of  people  can  ive 
unto  themselves.  A  world  culture  is  emerging  which  binds  the  na- 
tions of  the  world  together.  It  is  evident  that  a  world  religion  is 
necessary  to  meet  the  needs  thereof.  We  believe  that  religion 
should  be  and  is  Christian  which  among  all  the  religions  of  the 
world  today  has  the  vitality  and  genius  of  faith  sufficient  to  bring 
under  control  the  forces  that  threaten  to  destroy  civilization.  The 
fight  is  not  between  Christianity  and  other  religions,  but  between 
Christianity  and  no  religion.  Thus  we  believe  that  there  is  greater 
need  for  missionary  zeal  and  effort  today  than  ever  before;  not  the 
type  of  religious  zeal  that  makes  one  intolerant  of  those  who  differ 
with  him  but  the  type  of  zeal  that  leads  one  to  join  hands  with  the 
religious  forces  of  every  culture  regardless  of  the  name  by  which 
they  may  be  called  in  an  effort  to  build  a  world  in  the  likeness  of 
the  ideals  set  by  Jesus  Christ. 

Though  offerings  to  World  Service  by  the  churches  of  this  con- 
ference are  gradually  increasing — and  we  especially  commend  our 
Ladies'  organizations  in  this — still  we  believe  that  they  are  propor- 
tionately far  too  small.  This  indicates  an  indifference  on  the  part 
of  the  local  church  to  world  needs,  and  it  also  betrays  a  spirit  of 
selfishness  which  is  entirely  foreign  to  the  giving  spii'it  of  Christ. 
If  our  collections  to  this  cause  are  to  be  boosted  your  committee 
believes  that  a  more  intensive  program  of  missionary  education 
must  be  carried  on  by  the  local  church.  The  extensive  use  of  our 
publications — the  Missionary  Record,  the  Methodist  Protestant-Re- 
corder and  Herald — ,  the  observance  of  the  special  days,  and  the 
program  carried  on  by  the  Auxiliaries  are  essential.  The  use  of 
missionary  pageants  and  picture  slides  may  be  veiy  effective.  We 
believe  furthermore  that  every  pastor  sometime  during  the  church 
year  should  preach  a  series  of  informational  sermons  on  this  sub- 
ject or  should  conduct  a  study  of  foreign  conditions  and  needs  which 
is  designed  to  reach  a  large  part  of  this  membership. 

In  addition  to  raising  the  apportionment  to  World  Service  if 
any  church  wishes  to  do  something  specific  for  this  cause  the  plan 
of  giving  scholarships  either  in  America  or  in  the  foreign  lands  as 
sponsored  by  the  Women's  Auxiliary  is  very  practical. 

As  the  people  of  this  Conference  proceed  with  the  Fellowship 
Crusade  may  they  be  conscious  of  a  fellowship  which  transcends  all 
national  boundaries  and  may  they  realize  that  they  are  crusading  for 
Christ  not  only  in  America  but  in  every  part  of  the  './orld.

(BB)      DIRECTORS  OF  THE  SEMINARY   EXTENSION   SCHOOL 

The  school  was  held  this  year,  June  14-26. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Forlines  and  Dr.  M.  J.  Shroyer  were  the  instructors 
for  the  Seminary. 

The  total  enrollment  was  26.  Of  this  number  13  took  the  course 
for  credits.  The  other  ministers  attended  the  lecture  course  and  sat 
in  on  classes,  though  not  for  credits. 

A  two-day  lecture  course  was  run  in  connection  with  the  school. 
It  was  very  well  attended,  and  was  enjoyed  by  the  brethren. 

The  college  made  a  very  cheap  rate  of  $6.50  for  board  and 
room. 

The  cost  of  the  school,  as  regards  the  Seminary  and  lecture 
course,  was  $130.00. 

The  Seminary  was  paid  $125.00.  One  lecturer  was  paid  $5.00 
to  cover  traveling  expenses. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury  is  $2.50. 

The  money  used  in  financing  the  school  came  from  three 
sources,  as  follows: 

$100  was  paid  through  private  subscriptions  made  at  the  Albe- 
marle Conference.  $19.50  came  through  tuition  fees  paid  by  men 
who  took  class  work  for  credits.  $13.00  was  received  as  registration 
fees  by  those  who  attended  lectures  and  classes,  but  who  were  not 
working  for  credits. 

Your  directors  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  re- 
commendations: 

(1)  That  the  school  be  held  this  year  at  a  date  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Seminary  and  the  Directors,  and  that  it  be  held  at  High 
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Point    College,    through    agreement    with    the    President    of    the    In- 
stitution. 

(2)  That  a  lecture  course,  running  through  four  or  five  days, 
be  provided  as  a  part  of  the  curriculum. 

(3)  That  a  Board  of  Directors  for  the  purpose  of  operating 
the  school  be  continued,  and  that  they  be  elected  by  the  Conference, 
as  heretofore.

(CC)      REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCIAL 
OBJECTIVES  IN  THE  FELLOWSHIP  CRUSADE 

The  Committee  set  up  by  the  Annual  Conference  to  formulate 
plans  for  reaching  financial  goals  in  the  Fellowship  Crusade,  make 
the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews  be  elected  Editor  of  the  Herald  and 
Director  of  the  Fellowship  Crusade. 

2.  That  the  salary  of  the  Editor  of  the  Herald  and  the  Director 
of  the  Crusade  be  $1,800  for  the  conference  year,  and  that  a  home 
be  furnished  him. 

3.  That  $800  of  this  salary  be  paid  out  of  the  income  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Herald. 

4.  That  the  remainder  of  the  salary  ($1,000),  together  with  the 
rent  of  the  house,  and  expenses  not  to  exceed  $500,  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Crusade.  The  balance  of  the  monies  re- 
maining shall  be  divided  between  the  interests  represented  in  the 
Crusade  on  the  following  basis,  namely:  Fellowship  Crusade  of  Gen- 
eral Conference,  $8,000,  Annual  Conference  §7,000,  and  High  Point 
College  115,000,  or  pro-rated  if  the  net  receipts  are  not  sufficient  to 
appropriate  the  foregoing  amounts.  It  being  understood  that  the 
North  Carolina  Annual  Conference,  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald 
and  High  Point  College  shall  be  responsible  for  providing  the  ex- 
penses of  the  campaign  needed  before  the  returns  of  the  Crusade  are 
available. 

5.  That  all  monies  raised  for  the  Crusade  be  sent  direct  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  so  designated, 
and  that  the  Editor  of  the  Herald  and  the  Director  of  the  Fellow- 
ship Crusade  be  paid  monthly  so  far  as  it  is  possible.

(DD)      PASTORAL  WORK 

There  are  many  vocations  and  fields  of  labor  through  which  much 
good  is  accomplished.  However,  there  is  no  greater  vocation  or  field 
of  service  than  that  of  a  Christian  minister.  He  should  not  over- 
look the  fact  that  he  is  called  of  God  to  deliver  God's  message.  There 
is  no  higher  calling  than  to  be  called  to  the  Christian  ministry  and 
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one  should  treasure  his  calling  as  one  would  treasure  "a  pearl  of  great 
price."  All  of  the  minister's  life  should  be  in  keeping  with  his  call- 
ing because  he  is  called  of  God. 

Would  it  not  be  well  for  the  minister  to  ask  himself  if  the  mes- 
sage he  is  about  to  deliver  is  God's  Message? 

No  minister  preaches  a  greater  sermon  than  the  life  he  lives. 
Men  forget  sermons  and  lectures,  but  they  never  forget  great  per- 
sonalities. "Watch  yourself  and  watch  your  teaching;  stick  to  your 
work;  if  you  do  that,  you  will  save  your  hearers  as  well  as  yourself." 
(I  Tim.  4:16,  Moffat).  "Whatever  happens,  be  self-possessed,  flinch 
from  no  suffering,  do  ycur  work  as  an  evangelist,  and  discharge  all 
your  duties  as  a  minister."     (II  Tim.  4:4,  Moffat). 

The  pastor  is  a  spiritual  leader  in  his  parish,  and  cannot  lead 
others  to  a  rich  experience  and  a  deep  spiritual  feeling  unless  he 
himself  can  speak  from  experience.  A  vntness  is  one  who  knows 
fi'om  first  hand  knowledge.  "Ye  are  witnesses  of  these  things." 
There  is  a  place  for  the  pastor  to  be  a  spiritual  advisor.  He  should 
be  one  to  whom  the  people  can  go  fo.-  spiritual  advice  and  counsel. 
He  should  be  of  such  character  that  his  members  may  take  him  into 
full  confidence.  No  greater  honor  can  be  bestowed  upon  an  in- 
dividual than  for  him  to  have  the  confidence  of  a  boy  or  of  youth. 

"A  good  shepherd,"  says  a  well-rounded  minister,  "is  one  who 
will  give  much  attention  to  the  sick,  the  shut-ins,  the  aged  and  the 
needy."  "Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father 
is  this,  to  visit  the  fatherless  and  the  widows  in  their  affliction,  and 
to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world." 

The  pastor  who  is  successful  will  not  overlook  his  study.  He  is 
a  preacher.  To  preach  calls  for  much  time  to  be  spent  in  the  prep- 
aration of  sermons.  The  pastor  lives  a  busy  life,  and  there  is  a 
danger  of  overlooking  his  study  and  spiritual  development.  Shall 
it  be  said  of  any  minister  that  he  told  others  how  to  live,  but  he  him- 
self knew  not  how  to  live?  Sermons  are  not  made  without  prayer, 
meditation,  much  study,  and  a  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  people 
in  the  parish.  St.  Paul  said  to  Timothy,  "Study  to  show  thyself  ap- 
proved unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth."  He  should  not  overlook  the  fact  that 
he  is  to  preach  God's  word.  Nothing  has  ever  taken  the  place  of 
the  inspired  word,  of  The  Holy  Bible.  In  it  is  much  sermon  ma- 
terial for  the  minister,  but  the  inspired  Book  of  Books  is  not  only 
material  but  an  inspiration  to  lead  one  to  a  deeper  spiritual  life,  and 
a  fellowship  with  things  which  are  holy. 

Your  Committee  recommends  two  books  on  pastoral  work:  "The 
Ministei-,  His  World  and  His  Work" — Wm.  Adams  Brotvn,  and  "The 
Business  Administration  of  a  Church" — Robert  Cashman. 

The  Christian  minister  is  more  than  a  social  worker,  as  impor- 
tant as  that  is.  If  social  service  were  removed  from  Christianity, 
the  Christian  religion  would  not  be  complete.  Ministering  to  the 
physical  needs  of  the  people  is  a  Christ-like  act,  but  the  minister 
must  not  forget  that  he  is  to  lead  men  to  a  saving  knowledge  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  to  an  acceptance  of  Him  who  gave  Himself  for 
others.  If  the  minister  fails  to  lead  men  to  the  surrender  of  them- 
selves to  God,  he  has  not  reached  his  goal  as  a  pastor. 

The  pastor  is  not  only  a  steward  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
but  he  is  a  steward  of  his  income.  His  salary  should  be  spent  wisely. 
He  is  an  example  in  the  community  in  which  he  lives,  and  he  is  to 
be  a  steward  of  his  time  as  well  as  that  of  his  money.     Would  it  not 
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be  well  for  all  ministers  to  use  their  time  that  it  would  be  said  of 
them,  "he  spent  his  time  well." 

The  minister  should  spend  enough  time  at  home  that  his  mem- 
bers may  have  a  change  to  call  on  their  pastor  from  time  to  time. 
If  and  when  they  call  at  the  parsonage,  they  should  find  a  well 
ordered  preacher's  family. 

"Ths  permanent  function  of  a  pastor  is  preaching,  its  supreme 
aim  is  perfect  manhood  in  Jesus  Christ,  its  ruling  spirit  is  love.  Is 
love  my  ruling  spirit  in  the  preparation  of  this  sermon?  Love  for 
God  whom  I  preach,  love  for  the  souls  to  whom  I  preach,  love  for 
the  Christ  whom  I  preach,  and  love  for  the  truth  as  it  is  given  me 
to  preach?  Its  subject  matter  is  the  word  of  God,  its  permanent 
preaching  Christ,  its  central  theme  is  Christ  crucified,  its  eternal 
sanction-everlasting-and  its  co-operating  agent  the  Holy  Spirit." 
(Johnson's  Ideal  Ministry).

(FF)      CHURCH   MUSIC 

We  realize  that  music  is  one  of  the  most  important  assets  to 
a  religious  service,  and  that  it  offers  an  opportunity  for  more  people 
to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  worship  than  in  any  other  part  of  the 
service.  Also,  that  the  right  kind  of  singing  prepares  the  heart  for 
the  reception  of  the  message  that  follows,  and  that  it  is  or  should 
be  the  gospel  in  song  which  appeals  to  the  heart  and  head  instead 
of  the  feet.  Realizing  this,  we  believe  that  many  a  soul  who  had 
caught  a  new  vision,  had  a  new  lease  on  life,  and  were  inspired  to 
live  better,  have  lost  it  by  the  singing  of  some  jazz  song  after  the 
sermon.  Congregations  do  not  leave  with  a  feeling  that  they  have 
been  in  the  presence  of  God,  but  with  a  feeling  that  they  have  been 
to  a  show.     Instead  of  being  helped,  they  have  been  entertained. 

Your  committee  feels  that  the  use  of  cheap  jazz  in  our  church 
should  be  discouraged. 

While  progress  has  been  made  in  using  better  song  books,  yet 
we  see  room  for  improvement.     We  therefore  recommend,   first  of 
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all,  that  oui-  churches  use  the  "Methodist  Hymnal."  If  this  is  not 
possible,  we  would  like  to  offer  the  following  suggestions:  "Hymns 
of  Praise,"  "Cokesbury  Hymnal,"  "Devotional  Hymns." 

Second,  that  the  pastor,  through  cooperation  with  the  chair 
director  or  pianist,  select  the  hymns  which  are  most  in  harmony  with 
his  subject. 

Third,  that  each  church  be  urged  to  furnish  enough  song  books 
so  each  person  may  have  access  to  one. 

Fourth,  realizing  the  fact  that  so  few  people  sing,  we  would 
urge  that  each  church  encourage  singing  by  employing  a  competent 
muisic  teacher  to  teach  the  children  music.  This  might  be  done  by 
working'  in  a  public  school  music  teacher.  Knowing  the  very  great 
need,  power  and  inspiration  of  congregational  singing  and  its  value 
to  the  service  and  the  enjoyment  it  gives  to  everyone,  we  think  that 
greater  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  it. 

Lastly,  that  the  North  Carolina  Conference  Council  of  Re- 
ligious Education  continue  its  efforts  to  promote  better  -church  music.

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(II)      SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE   McCULLOCH 
MEMORIAL  FUND 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Annual  Conference,  Mv.  J.  D.  Ross  of 
Asheboro,  appeared  before  the  Conference  to  make  a  proposition 
with  regard  to  collecting  the  balance  due  on  the  McCulloch  Fund. 
Due  to  unavoidable  conditions  little  was  done  toward  meeting  the 
terms  of  his  offer.  He  agrees  to  renew  his  proposition:  namely,  that 
a  special  effort  be  made  to  raise  the  amount  still  due  from  the 
churches  and  charges  which  have  not  contributed,  through  the  ap- 
pointment of  committees  raised  for  the  purpose.  He  agrees  to  at- 
tempt to  raise  whatever  balance  may  still  be  due  when  it  is  apparent 
no  further  funds  may  be  expected,  so  that  the  matter  will  be  closed 
between  now  and  the  sitting  of  the  next  Annual  Conference. 

This  generous  offer  on  the  part  of  Brother  Ross  ought  to  be  a 
challenge  to  our  churches  which  have  not  contributed  to  this  Fund, 
or  have  not  completed  raising  the  apportionment  assigned  them,  to 
do  their  utmost  that  he  may  be  called  upon  to  make  as  little  sacrifice 
as  may  be  in  the  completion  of  the  Fund. 

The  balance  is  only  $484.00.  Many  churches  have  made  no  con- 
tribution to  the  Fund.  The  amount  is  certainly  within  the  easy  reach 
of  those  churches  which  have  paid  little  or  nothing.  It  is  our  earnest 
hope  that  we  may  have  a  contribution  from  every  church  in  the 
Conference  before  the  Fund  is  completed  so  that  the  churches  will 
have  entered  upon  the  effort  100%.  "All  of  thhe  churches  of  the  Con- 
ference having  a  share  in  the  raising  of  the  McCulloch  Fund."  Let 
that  be  the  motto,  until  the  task  is  finished.

(JJ)      COMMITTEE    ON    ORDINANCES 

There  is  a  noticeable  indifference  in  many  of  our  churches  in 
observing  the  ordinance  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  some  churches  it  is 
observed  irregularly  and  in  some  not  at  all.  The  indifference  on  the 
part  of  some  of  our  churches  may  be  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  in- 
struction, especially  among  our  young  people. 

The  Discipline  provides  that  this  ordinance  be  observed  quar- 
tei'ly  on  circuits  and  monthly  in  stations. 

We  recommend  that  all  pastors  set  a  definite  time  to  comply  with 
the  Discipline  in  regard  to  this  ordinance  and  that  a  suitable  sermon 
or  program  be  prepared  for  this  occasion. 

Our  denomination  accepts  water  baptism  by  the  mode  of  sprinkl- 
ing, pouring,  or  immersion;  and  since  water  baptism  is  not  essential 
to  salvation  but  is  only  an  outward  symbol  of  an  inward  cleansing, 
we  disapprove  of  rebaptism.

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  the  Committee  now 
be  dischai'ged,  and  that  any  further  details  connected  with  the  matter 
be  handled  by  the  President  of  the  Conference  and  the  Kernersville 
Charge.

Recorder  is  the  one  religious  journal  that  gives  us  what  is  happening 
throughout  the  entire  church.  The  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder 
is  the  General  Conference  organ  for  creating  a  denominational  con- 
sciousness and  for  cementing  the  several  annual  conferences  into  a 
unity.  The  paper  contains  valuable  information  which  might  be 
helpful  in  carrying  on  the  Sunday  School  and  Christian  Endeavor 
work.  Likewise,  other  suggestions  for  Christian  living  are  featured 
in  this  church  paper. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  suggests  the  following  line  of  pro- 
cedure in  an  effort  to  assist  our  ministers  and  membership  of  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  in  carrying  out  the  spirit  of  the  Fellow- 
ship Crusade:

(OO)      SOCIAL  SERVICE 

In  considering  the  social  issues  that  confront  our  day  we 
can  see  signs  that  encourage  and  others  that  give  us  genuine  con- 
cern. There  seems  to  be  an  awakening  consciousness  on  the  part 
of  leaders  everywhere  to  the  need  of  a  program  of  development  that 
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will  insure  a  more  abundant  life  for  everyone.  There  is  manifested 
an  increased  interest  in  the  physical,  material,  intellectual  and  spir- 
itual needs  of  individuals  generally.  Governments,  local  and  na- 
tional, and  other  agencies  have  assisted  the  church  in  meeting  these 
needs,  though,  in  some  instances,  the  good  has  been  attended  by  evil. 
We  cite  one  instance:  In  order  that  we  might  have  more  means 
to  relieve  economic  distress  we  have  revived  the  sale  of  alcohol  for 
revenue,  thus  entrenching  once  more  that  enemy  of  all  ages.  Again 
the  Christian  forces  of  this  country  must  renew  their  efforts  to  out- 
law and  exterminate  this  destroyer  of  homes  and  human  personality. 

War  is  raging  in  two  countries.  Rumors  of  war  are  afloat  on 
every  front.  Every  effort  should  be  exerted  to  stop  this  useless 
waste  of  manhood  and  materials. 

There  has  apparently  been  an  improvement  in  the  type  of 
pictures  presented  by  the  motion  picture  industry  but  there  is  yet 
need  for  more  improvement.  We  deplore  the  practice  of  bank  night 
which  has  recently  sprung  up.  Technically  speaking,  it  may  not  be 
a  form  of  gambling,  but  it  does  stimulate  an  interest  in  taking  a 
chance  which  may  possibly  lead  to  the  practice  of  gambling,  which 
should  not  be  indulged  in  nor  tolerated  by  Christians. 

Some  means  should  be  sought  to  check  the  promiscuous  and 
attractive  advei'tisement  of  liquor,  tobacco  and  other  things  of  evil 
nature.  Newspapers,  magazines,  and  the  radio  are  the  chief  offend- 
ers. 

Remember  the  Sabbath  Day  to  keep  it  holy — is  a  lesson  our  age 
needs  to  learn.  Desecration  and  commercialism  of  this  day  as  we 
have  it  surely  cannot  please  our  Heavenly  Father. 

Child  labor  that  exploits  and  retards  the  growth  of  children 
should  be  of  concern  to  everyone  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
future  generation. 

Christians  should  not  indulge  in  any  activities  that  may  be  of 
questionable  nature,  such  as  dancing,  card  playing,  and  beer  parties. 

We  have  only  touched  some  of  the  outstanding  evils  of  our  day. 
For  a  solution  of  these  evils  we  know  no  better  source  than  the  life 
and  teachings  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Only  by  living 
and  teaching  these  principles,  can  we  hope  to  eradicate  these  evils 
and  develop  a  society  fit  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.

(TT)      REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM 

The  church  must  be  evangelistic,  or  be  utterly  false  to  her 
Commission.  It  is  by  no  means  sufficient  to  give  a  week,  ten  days 
or  two  weeks  to  an  evangelistic  effort.  A  sincere,  sane  evangelistic 
effort  should  be  the  major  emphasis  in  the  church's  program  dur- 
ing the  entire  year.  A  year-round  program  of  evangelism  is  the 
standard  for  every  church.     This  program  should  never  be  secondary. 

Your  Committee  on  Evangelism  would  have  us  keep  ever  fresh 
in  our  minds  the  items  included  in  a  program  of  evangelism  as 
set  forth  in  the  report  of  last  year,  namely.  Winning  souls  for 
Christ;  the  Christian  nurture  and  development  of  the  life  which  has 
been  won  for  Christ,  and  the  life  which  has  been  won  for  Christ  and 
is  being  nurtured  in  the  Christian  way  of  life  definitely  enlisted  in 
Christ's  service. 

These  are  days  when  people  go  to  extreme.  There  are  leftists 
and  rightists.  These  two  groups  are  found  in  the  church.  There 
is  the  cold,  formal  intellectual  type.  There  is  the  noisy,  extremely 
emotional,  showy  type.  The  first  needs  to  have  a  heart-warming 
experience,  to  bring  sane  emotionalism  back  into  their  religious  ex- 
periences. If  this  were  done  there  would  not  be  so  many  taber- 
nacles with  their  various  isms  springing  up  over  the  land.  The 
second  type  needs  to  learn  how  to  do  things  decently  and  in  order, 
without  confusion  and  show.  If  this  were  done  the  Christian  re- 
ligion would  make  a  conquering  appeal  to  some  who  are  now  dis- 
gusted with  religion  because  of  the  noise  and  show  some  people 
make.  Your  Committee  is  pleading  that  we  walk  in  the  middle  of 
the  road.  Let  us  witness,  let  us  testify  to  the  saving  and  redeeming 
power  of  Christ  appealingly  and  beautifully. 

Jesus  had  a  holy  passion  for  the  lost.  "There  were  ninety  and 
nine  that  safely  lay  in  the  shelter  of  the  fold.  But  one  was  out  on 
the  hills  away.  Far  off  from  the  gates  of  Gold — Away  on  the  moun- 
tains wild  and  bare.  Away  from  the  tender  Shepherd's  care.  'Lord, 
whence  are  those  blood-drops  all  the  way  that  mark  out  the  moun- 
tain's track?'  'They  were  shed  for  one  who  had  gone  astray  Ere 
the  Shepherd  could  bring  him  back.'  'Lord  whence  are  Thy  hands 
so  rent  and  torn?     They  are  pierced  tonight  by  many  a  thorn.'  " 

Jesus  set  the  example  for  us.  Do  we  possess  a  passion  for  the 
lost  like  unto  His?  Are  we  so  busy  raising  the  budget,  oiling  the 
machinery,  keeping  church  property  in  repair,  holding  committee 
meetings  that  we  have  little  time  to  seek  the  lost?  It  is  to  be  feared, 
brethren,  that  we  have  lost   our  passion.      A  mother  came  to   her 
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pastor  at  the  close  of  the  morning  worship  service  and  said,  "I  spent 
all  last  night  in  prayer  and  tears  for  my  boy."  Another  mother  in 
her  agonizing  prayer  for  the  salvation  of  her  boy  is  saying,  "0 
God,  I  will  burn  in  hell  forever  if  you  will  only  let  my  boy  off." 
Still  another  mother  in  a  testimony  meeting  is  saying,  "When  I  get 
to  heaven  and  in  due  time  my  boy  doesn't  come  all  the  angels  of 
heaven  can't  keep  me  out  of  the  outer  darkness  until  I  find  my  boy." 
Oh,  that  such  passion  for  lost  souls  would  possess  us  all! 

Your  Committee  is  suggesting  that  a  study  course  in  evangel- 
ism be  conducted  in  every  church  or  charge  during  the  conference 
year.  Of  course,  such  a  study  will  deal  more  or  less  with  technique 
and  method.  But  we  need  to  know  how  to  approach  and  converse 
with  people  about  the  salvation  of  their  immortal  souls.  Many  do  not 
do  it  because  they  do  not  know  how.  While  these  study  groups  will 
be  dealing  with  methods,  yet  these  very  groups  may  become  an  up- 
per room  and  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  the  members  of  the  group 
go  -out  as  did  the  followers  of  Christ  on  the  day  of  Pentecost.  No 
doubt  the  pastor  will  conduct  these  study  groups  and  to  aid  him 
in  this  work  we  are  suggesting  the  following  books  and  pamphlets:

The  Fellowship  Crusade  will  be  presented  to  this  Conference 
for  action.  This  Crusade  is  divided  into  three  parts.  Your  Com- 
mittee on  Evangelism  has  been  asked  to  bring  to  this  Conference 
suggestions  which  have  to  do  with  the  first  part;  namely,  the  deepen- 
ing of  the  spiritual  life  of  our  people.  This  item  is  first  in  the 
Crusade.  It  is  properly  placed.  E.  Stanley  Jones  has  correctly  said, 
"We  can't  go  further  until  we  go  deeper."  We  must  do  deeper  in 
consecration,  in  loyalty,  faithfulness  and  deeper  in  fellowship  with 
God.  Brethren  of  the  ministry,  let  us  take  the  lead  in  this  matter. 
Do  we  as  spiritual  leaders  always  live  close  to  the  heart  of  God? 
Are  we  daily  climbing  to  higher  heights  in  our  Christian  experience, 
or  do  our  people  look  upon  us  and  find  no  inspiration  to  seek  closer 
fellowship  with  God?  It  was  said  of  one  minister,  "It's  as  good  as 
a  sermon  just  to  see  him  walk  into  the  pulpit."  The  minister  should 
ever  live  so  close  to  the  heart  of  God  that  wherever  he  is.  whenever 
people  behold  him,  they  will  see  a  life  radiant  with  the  glory  of  God 
and  aglow  with  the  beauty  of  Christ.  First,  then,  we  are  calling 
evei^y  minister  to  a  renewed  consecration  of  life  and  a  deeper  fel- 
lowship with   God. 

In  the  second  place,  we  would  call  all  of  our  people  to  join 
us  in  a  daily,  faithful  observance  of  a  quiet  hour — a  tinie  for  Bible 
study,  prayer  and   meditation.      We   must   put  such   a  time  in   our 
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daily  schedule.  It  may  be  that  we  will  have  to  rise  a  bit  earlier,  but 
with  the  coming  of  each  new  day  our  first  contact  should  be  with 
God  so  that  we  may  go  into  the  tasks  of  the  day  with  the  assurance 
that  He  is  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  we  are  objects  of  His  love  and 
that  our  lives  are  undergirded  with  His  power. 

I  met  God  in  the  morning, 

When  the  day  was  at  its  best 
And  His  presence  came  like  sunshine, 

Like  a  glory  in  my  breast. 

All  day  long  the  presence  lingered; 

All  day  long  He  stayed  with  me; 
And  we  sailed  in  perfect  calmness 

O'er  a  very  troubled  sea. 

Other  ships  were  blown  and  battered. 

Other  ships  ^vere  sore  distressed, 
But  the  winds  that  seemed  to  drive  them 

Brought  to  us  a  peace  and  rest. 

Then  I  thought  of  other  mornings 

With  a  keen  remorse  of  mind, 
When  I  too  had  loosed  the  moorings 

With  the  presence  left  behind. 

So  I  think  I  know  the  secret 

Learned  from  many  a  troubled  way; 

You  must  seek  Him  in  the  morning 

If  you  want  Him  through  the  day.

In  the  third  place,  we  are  suggesting  that  a  family  altar  be 
conducted  in  each  home.  There  are  many  difficulties  in  the  way, 
but  "where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way."  If  the  people  need  help 
the  following  are  most  beneficial  and  inspiring:  "God's  Minute"; 
"God's  Message";  "The  Upper  Eoom";  "Victorious  Living,"  by  E. 
Stanley  Jones;  "The  Daily  Altar,"  by  Willett  and  Morrison,  and  the 
"Book  of  Daily  Devotions,"  by  Clark  and  Cram.  A  house  is  built 
on  the  banks  of  a  stream.  It  is  symbolic  of  thousands  of  homes  in 
America.  Apparently  it  seems  to  be  safe.  But  let  us  analyze  the 
water  in  the  stream.  We  find  that  it  contains  deadly  poisons.  These 
poisons — the  divorce  evil,  irreverence,  lack  of  spirituality,  no  time 
for  Bible  study  and  prayer — are  eating  away  at  the  bank  upon  which 
the  house  rests.  There  must  be  a  crash  unless  something  is  done. 
A  family  altar  is  of  indescribable  value  to  the  safety  and  godliness 
of  our  homes. 

Lastly  we  are  suggesting  that  study  groups  be  conducted  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  deepening  the  spiritual  life  of  our  pepole.  Group 
meeting  to  sing,  to  pray,  to  witness,  to  study  the  Christian  way  of 
life.  The  Bible  is  the  supreme  Book  here.  Other  books  such  as 
"Victorious  Living"  by  E.  Stanley  Jones;  "Practicing  the  Presence" 
by  Ealph  S.   Cushman,  and  many   others  may  be  successfully  used. 

The  Kingdom  of  God  comes  slowly  not  so  much  because  of  the 
plots  and  plans  of  devils,  but  because  of  the  blunders,  hypocricies 
and  indifference  of  those  who  profess  Christ,  but  do  not  possess  Him. 
When  pastor  and  people  are  so  consecrated  to  Christ  that  their  lives 
are  radiant  with  the  glory  of  God,  that  in  their  conduct  and  char- 
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acter  the  beauty  of  Jesus  may  be  seen;  that  they  do  not  compromise 
nor  look  with  favor  upon  sin,  that  they  are  Christians  first  in  politics, 
social  circles,  business  and  all  relationships  of  life, — then  the  sinner 
will  be  crying,  "What  must  I  do  to  be  saved?"  And  the  kingdoms 
of  this  world  shall  rapidly  become  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and 
His  Christ.

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OBITUARIES 


WILLIAM  T.  TOTTEN      1862-1936 

The  Reverend  William  T.  Totten  was  born  in  Rockingham 
County,  North  Carolina,  February  13,  1862.  He  departed  this  life 
November  26,  1936,  in  Yadkin  College,  North  Carolina.  His  age  was 
74  years,  9  months  and  13  days. 

Brother  Totten  obtained  his  education  by  attending  the  public 
schools.  Oak  Ridge  Institute,  and  graduated  from  Yadkin  College 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  was  the  last  of  the  minis- 
ters of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  to  obtain  a  degree  from 
Yadkin  College. 

At  the  Annual  Conference  of  1885,  Brother  Totten  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Conference.  He  was  ordained  three  years  later  in 
Henderson.  For  the  ensuing  half  century  he  served  the  Kingdom 
faithfully,  and  was  thus  of  great  usefulness  to  the  North  Carolina 
Annual  Conference.  He  was  pastor  of  the  following  charges: 
Albemarle,  Halifax,  LaGrange,  Mecklenburg,  Greensville,  Shiloh, 
Catawba,  Mocksville,  Union  Grove,  and  Draper. 

In  1898  he  assumed  the  responsibility  of  running  Yadkin  Col- 
lege, thus  becoming  "Professor"  Totten.  For  twenty-five  years  he 
conducted  Yadkin  Collegiate  Institute,  sending  out  hundreds  of  young 
men  and  women  prepared  to  take  their  places  in  life  or  to  enter 
institutions  of  higher  learning.  As  a  teacher,  Professor  Totten  was 
inspiring  and  tireless  in  his  efforts  to  enrich  the  intellects  and  enable 
-the  characters  of  those  who  came  as  students  to  his  school. 

After  serious  illness  for  several  weeks.  Professor  Totten  passed 
from  his  earthly  pilgrimage  to  the  city  which  hath  foundations,  whose 
builder  and  maker  is  God.  The  funeral  was  held  in  the  Yadkin 
College  Methodist  Protestant  Church  on  the  afternoon  of  November 
28.  Dr.  S.  W.  Taylor  was  in  charge  of  the  service,  and  was  assisted 
by  the  Reverend  George  L.  Curry  and  the  Reverend  0.  B.  Mitchell. 
That  which  was  mortal  was  laid  by  loving  hands  in  the  historic  Yad- 
kin cemetery  to  wait  the  fulness  of   God's  promise  to  the  faithful. 

Brother  Totten  was  thrice  married.  His  first  marriage  was  with 
Mrs.  Nettie  Barham-Daniel.  To  this  union  were  born  three  children: 
Dr.  H.  R.  Totten  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C;  Mrs.  Frank  Owen,  Gibsonville, 
N  .C;  Mr.  John  T.  Totten,  Statesville.  He  is  also  survived  by  a  sister. 
Miss  Cora  Totten,  and  a  brother,  the  Reverend  J.  Felix  Totten.  His 
last  wife,  Mrs.  Ella  Totten,  of  Halifax,  Virginia,  still  survives.  On 
September  1,  1925  he  married  Miss  Callie  Tarkington,  of  Chowan 
County,  and  a  member  of  Rehoboth  Church,  one  of  the  first  churches 
served  by  Brother  Totten.  She  died  April  7,  1929.  The  third  mar- 
riage was  to  Mrs.  Ella  Nonnan  Cobb,  who  still  survives.  She,  too, 
was  a  member  of  Rehoboth  Church. 

To  those  of  us  who  knew  this  good  man  most  intimately,  there 
is  a  sense  of  great  personal  loss  in  his  going.  He  was  sunny  and 
hopeful  in  disposition;  intellectually  alert  and  scholarly.  He  was 
positive  and  firm  in  will,  yet  without  harshness  or  dogmatism.  His 
love  and  affection  were  bestowed  upon  his  family,  and  his  friends  were 
bound  to  him  by  strong  ties  of  esteem,  cordial  interest  and  sympathy. 
We  enterred  his  ashes,  and  God,  on  the  bright  loom  of  Summer,  has 
woven  for  his  grave  a  coverlet  of  gi^ass.     But  in  the  many  hearts  he 
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touched  in  church  and  school  and  home,  the  burial  place  of  memory 
will  often  give  up  their  dead,  and  he  being  dead,  shall  yet  speak. 

Who  shall  say  how  many  hundreds  have  been  made  wiser,  hap- 
pier, better  by  those  pursuits  in  which  he  taught  men  to  engage?  To 
how  many  the  studies  and  beliefs  that  took  their  rise  from  him,  have 
been  wealth  in  poverty,  liberty  in  bondage,  health  in  sickness,  society 
in  solitude?  Where  religion  consoles  sorrow,  assuages  pain,  brings 
gladness  to  eyes  which  fail  with  wakefulness  and  tears,  and  ache 
for  the  bright  home  and  the  long  sleep — there  is  exhibited  in  the 
noblest  form  the  immortal  influence  of  the  preacher  of  the  Gospel  of 
the  Son  of  God.  William  T.  Totten  found  a  useful  and  valued  place 
in  the  ministry  of  that  Gospel.

REV.   T.  A.  WILLIAMS 

Rev.  T.  A.  Williams  was  born  in  Orange  County,  North  Carolina, 
August  16,  1872.  He  departed  this  life  November  30,  1936;  age  64 
years.

Brother  Williams  was  married  three  times.  His  first  marriage 
was  to  Miss  Nettie  Ray  of  Orange  County.

Later,  he  was  married  to 
Mrs.  Winnie  Matthews,  of  Littleton,  N.  C.  They  lived  together  just 
a  short  while,  then  she  was  called  by  death  to  join  the  innumerable 
host  on  the  other  side  of  the  river.  A  few  years  later  he  was  married  to 
Miss  Ola  Stimpson  of  Yadkin  County.  To  this  happy  union  were  born 
three  children,  Hazel  and  T.  A.,  Jr.,  and  one  other,  Audrey,  who  died 
14  years  ago  at  the  age  of  9  years. 

He  is  sui"^'ived  by  one  son,  T.  A.,  Jr.;  two  daughters,  Miss  Hazel 
Williams  and  Mrs.  Bryan  of  Burlington;  four  brothers,  A.  J.  Wright, 
R.  M.  of  Hillsboro,  and  D.  R,.  of  Enfield;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Emma  Loyd 
of  Hillsboro,  and  Mrs.  Charles  Thompson  of  Mebane,  and  his  com- 
panion, Mrs.  T.  A.  Williams  of  Burlington,  to  mourn  their  loss. 

Brother  Williams  entered  the  work  in  1907.  He  served  the  fol- 
lowing charges:  Bessemer  City,  Forsyth,  Thomasville,  First,  Mocks- 
ville,  Orange,  Saxapahaw,  Albemarle,  Glen  Raven,  Randleman,  Ro- 
berta, and  Guilford. 

Brother  Williams  first  felt  the  call  to  preach  in  early  manhood 
and  could  never  get  away  from  that  call.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one 
his  father  died,  placing  the  responsibility  of  the  home  on  his  should- 
ers, but  the  call  to  preach  still  lingered  with  him.  In  his  early  thir- 
ties, he  could  no  longer  resist  the  call  to  preach  and  yielded  his  life  to 
the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 

He  begun  his  studies  at  home  and  in  school  in  view  of  entering 
the  ministry.

Just  twenty-five  years  ago  this  Conference,  in  the  First  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  in  Burlington,  Rev.  T.  A.  Williams  and  your 
humble  servant  knelt  around  the  altar  and  took  the  vows  of  this  Con- 
ference to  preach  the  Word,  and  he  did  it.  He  preached  it  fearlessly, 
faithfully,  plainly,  and  forcefully.  He  preached  it,  not  to  please  man 
but  God,  showing  his  consciousness  of  the  fact  that  he  would  have  to 
give  an  account  of  how  he  preached  it. 
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Since  our  ordination,  we  were  friends.  We  labored  together  in 
many  revival  meetings.  I  spent  many  weeks  in  his  home  and  found 
him  always  to  be  interested  in  the  Church  and  Kingdom;  a  Christian 
and  a  true  friend. 

On  November  30,  1936,  he  gently  wrapped  the  mantle  of  his  couch 
about  him  and  went  to  sleep  saying  "good  night  here  and  good  morn- 
ing there." 

Your  connnittee,  together  with  this  Conference  and  the  family, 
can  only  bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  for  he  will  answer  no  more  to  the  roll  call  here.  His  name 
has  been  transferred  to  the  eternal  conference  above. 

The  funeral  service  was  conducted  from  the  First  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  of  Burlington  by  Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.D., 
W.  F.  Ashburn,  and  the  writer.  The  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the 
Burlington  Cemetery.

A.  Lelia,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  W.  Peeler  of  Stanley 
County,  was  born  August  12,  1879.  In  1900  she  was  united  in  mar- 
riage to  Rev.  G.  L.  Reynolds,  thus  becoming  the  co-worker  of  one 
of  the  much  loved  and  much  respected  ministers  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  To 
this  union  were  born  three  children  whose  lives  today  stand  as  a 
monument  to  the  example  and  influence  of  a  Christian  home. 

For  the  past  sixteen  years  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Reynolds  with  their 
family  have  been  living  in  High  Point  where  they  have  been  very 
active  in  church  and  community  life,  the  wife  and  family  holding 
their  memberships  at  the  First  Methodist  Protestant  Church  there.

MRS.   W.   C.   KENNETT 

Mary  Coe  Kennett,  widow  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Kennett.  was  born  in 
Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  on  December  14th,  1846,  and  de- 
parted this  life  in  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  September  23,  1937, 
her  age  being  90  years,  nine  months  and  nine  days.  The  first  half 
of  her  life  was  spent  near  Moriah  Church  near  Greensboro.  Here 
she  professed  saving  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and  united  with  the  church 
where  she  was  a  faithful  worker  for  many  years. 

In  January,  1892,  she  was  united  in  marriage  with  Rev.  W.  C. 
Kennett  who  at  that  time  was  an  itinerant  minister  in  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
Imanediately  following  their  marriage  they  moved  to  Enfield,  Brother 
Kennett  being  at  that  time  pastor  of  Roanoke  Circuit.  For  twelve 
years  she  was  the  wife  of  an  itinerant  minister,  moving  from  place 
to  place  with  her  husband  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  pas- 
tor. After  the  retirement  of  her  husband  from  the  active  work  in 
1904,  they  moved  to  Liberty,  where  they  lived  until  1920  when  they 
moved  to  Greensboro.  Upon  the  death  of  her  husband  in  1925  Mrs. 
Kennett  went  to  live  with  the  family  of  Rev.  T.  F.  McCulloch  in 
Greensboro,  Mrs.  McCulloch  being  a  sister  of  Mrs.  Kennett.  After  the 
death  of  Mrs.  McCulloch,  three  years  ago,  Mrs.  Kennett  continued 
to  live  in  the  McCulloch  home  until  her  death. 

When  Calvary  Church  was  organized  in  1924,  Mrs.  Kennett 
became  a  charter  member.  Her  interest  in  the  church's  welfare 
was  manifest  to  the  time  of  her  death.  On  account  of  the  in- 
firmities of  the  flash,  she  was  not  able  to  attend  church  very 
often;  but  she  sent  her  contribution  regularly,  and  kept  in  close 
touch  with  the  work  of  the  church.  Very  few  members  kept  them- 
selves better  informed  in  regard  to  the  church's  program  than  did 
she.  She  had  a  remarkable  memory,  and  was  well  informed  about 
the  work  of  the  general  church.  She  knew  so  much  history  of  the 
early  days  of  the  denomination,  and  was  acquainted  with  so  many 
of  the  leaders  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  a  generation  that 
is  now  past,  as  to  be  in  demand  for  information  by  those  who  were 
interested  in  these  things. 

Until  a  few  weeks  before  her  death  Mrs.  Kennett's  strength 
was  remarkable  for  one  of  her  age.  But  early  in  the  summer  her 
strength  began  to  wane,  and  she  grew  gradually  weaker  until  the 
end  came.  On  the  day  of  the  morning  of  her  passing,  when  her 
pastor  visited  her  and  prayed  with  her,  asking  that  all  needed  grace 
be  given  her  for  the  experience  through  which  she  was  passing,  she 
looked  up  into  his  face  at  the  close  of  the  prayer  and  said,  "Thank 
you."  In  a  few  short  hours  she  went  to  join  her  loved  ones  over  on 
the  other  shore.  Thus  ended  a  life  that  was  rich  and  full;  one  of 
holy  influence  and  hallowed  memories.  Those  who  knew  her  will 
long  remember  her  fine  Christian  character  and  her  sweet  and  lovable 
disposition.  A  life  like  hers  cannot  easily  be  forgotten — it  will  live 
on  in  the  lives  of  others. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  Calvary  Church  Greensboro, 
at   3.00   o'clock,   on   Friday,    September   24,   and   was   conducted   by 
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her  pastor,  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard,  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  F.  Ashburn. 
The  body  was  then  taken  to  Tabernacle  Church,  nine  miles  south- 
east of  Greensboro,  and  was  laid  to  rest  beside  that  of  her  husband. 
As  a  climan  to  her  beautiful  life,  even  the  day  on  which  her  funeral 
was  held  seemed  to  contribute  its  part;  for  as  the  body  was  being 
lowered  into  its  final  resting  place,  the  sun  was  gently  sinking  in 
a  gloriously  beautiful  setting.  Thus  ended  a  beautiful  career  and 
thus  ended  a  beautiful  day.

MRS.  A.  L.  HUNTER 

Madora  Florence  Crews  Hunter,  daughter  of  the  late  Iverson 
and  Emeline  Crews,  and  beloved  wife  of  Rev.  A.  L.  Hunter,  was 
born  in  Forsyth  County,  North  Carolina,  October  30,  1863,  and  fell 
asleep  in  Christ  at  the  home  near  Pinnacle,  North  Carolina,  Novem- 
ber 12,  1936,  her  age  being  73  years  and  12  days.  She  was  united 
in  marriage  to  Rev.  A.  L.  Hunter  on  December  23,  1886,  this  happy 
relationship  continuing  for  almost  fifty  years. 

Mrs.  Hunter  spent  most  of  her  married  life  in  a  Methodist  Prot- 
estant parsonage,  about  twenty-five  years  being  spent  in  the  parson- 
age at  Pinnacle,  where  her  husband  was  pastor.  In  the  language  of 
her  husband,  "she  was  all  that  a  wife  could  be";  and  in  the  langu- 
age of  her  children,  "surely  there  was  never  a  better  mother."  She 
was  kind  and  gentle,  and  always  considerate  of  the  needs  of  others. 
She  was  a  living  example  of  what  the  grace  of  God  can  do  for  a 
human  being.  Being  even  tempered  she  weighed  well  her  words  and 
never  spoke  harshly  to  those  about  her.  In  fact,  those  who  knew 
her  best  were  those  who  loved  and  admired  her  most. 

Although  Mrs.  Hunter  reared  a  large  family  of  children  to 
manhood  and  womanhood,  she  found  time  to  be  a  helpful  neighbor 
and  an  efficient  church  worker.  People  were  always  delighted  to 
have  her  in  their  homes  for  her  presence  was  always  a  benediction. 
For  years  she  was  a  teacher  in  the  Sunday  school,  resigning  from 
her  class  at  Mt.  Zion  on  account  of  her  health  just  a  short  time 
before  her  death.  She  expressed  regi'et  at  having  to  give  up  her  work. 
She  was  always  the  life  of  the  woman's  work  on  the  charge  where  she 
lived,  having  organized  auxiliaries  and  circles,  and  giving  a  good 
deal  of  her  time  to  keeping  them  functioning.  Ti-uly,  it  may  be  said 
of  her  that  she  was  interested  in  all  phase  of  the  work  of  the  King- 
dom; and  she  did  her  best  to  measure  up  to  what  she  thought  was 
her  duty.  She  loved  people,  and  wanted  them  saved ;  but  she  was 
not  satisfied  siniTjly  with  getting  them  into  the  church.  She  wanted 
thme  put  to  work  so  they  could  help  save  others.  In  all  of  this  she 
was  so  quiet  and  unassuming  that  she  never  took  the  credit  for  what 
was  done.  She  wanted  others  to  feel  that  they  were  leading.  Surely, 
a  "mother  in  Israel"  has  gone  out  from  among  us,  and  she  will  be 
greatly  missed.     But  while  she  is  with  us  no  more  in  the  flesh,  her 
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influence  will  linger  f oi*  many  years  to  come.  The  world  is  brighter 
'because  she  lived  in  it;  and  people  are  better  because  they  associated 
with  her. 

Mrs.  Hunter  was  the  mother  of  nine  children,  two  of  them, 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Holloway  and  Miss  Blanche  Hunter  having  preceded  her 
to  the  glory  world.  Surviving  near  relatives  are:  her  husband,  an 
honored  superannuate  minister  of  this  Conference;  two  sons  Rev. 
R.  A.,  and  Professor  F.  H. ;  five  duaghters,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Short,  Mrs. 
M.  A.  Hunt,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Glenn,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Edwards,  Mrs.  C.  C. 
Holyfield;  four  sisters,  Mrs.  L.  G.  Dwiggins,  Mrs.  D.  M.  Vance,  Mrs. 
W.  W.  Hunter,  and  Mrs.  A.  W.  Davis,  and  one  brother,  A.  B.  Crews.

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ELECTION  LAW  OF  THE   NORTH   CAROLINA   CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  charge-circuit 
or  station — is  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference,  The 
pastor  shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and 
appoint  a  day,  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall 
fall  at  each  church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for 
the  number  to  which  the  charge  may  be  entitled;  the  ballots  cast  by 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor  and  by  them  to 
be  counted,  and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  quarterly  confer- 
ence, to  be  compared  by  that  body.  The  nominee  receiving  the 
plurality  of  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor  im- 
mediately shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference 
the  delegate  elected,  and  such  certified  list  shall  constitute  the  lay 
roll  of  this  Conference. 

The  alternate  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  fourth  quarterly 
Conference. 

Only  qualified  members — those  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or 
over — shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  purchase,  build,  repair,  lease, 
sell,  rent,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of  church 
property.

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PROCEEDINGS  -  1 1 ITH  SESSION 


The  111th  session  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  convened  in  Calvary  Church, 
Greensboro,  Rev,  R.  C.  Stubbins,  pastor,  at  10:00  A.  M.,  Wednesday, 
November  9,  1938.  The  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  Presi- 
dent, Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard,  D.D.  After  the  calling  of  the  roll  of 
ministers,  preachers,  and  delegates,  the  following  devotional  service, 
in  charge  of  the  president,  was  entered  into:  Hymn  2;  responsive 
reading  No.  1;  the  Scripture  lesson-Phil.  2:1-16;  prayer,  J.  D.  Wil- 
liams; Hymn  219. 

Following  the  devotional  service  the  Conference  listened  to  the 
Conference  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  C.  L.  Spencer,  pastor  of  Randle- 
man  charge.  Text:  Exodus  3:2.  Subject,  "The  Undying  Fire."  The 
sermon  was  a  thoughtful  presentation  of  a  great  truth. 

After  the  calling  of  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead,  during  which 
the  Conference  stood,  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  en- 
tered into.  The  President  was  assisted  in  the  service  by  the  follow- 
ing brethren:  Geo.  R.  Brown,  J.  W.  Braxton,  H.  F.  Surratt  and  F. 
W.  Paschall. 

Following  the  communion  service  a  brief  business  session  was 
held.  The  Conference  program  was  adopted  subject  to  such  changes 
as  may  be  necessary.  The  Secretary  read  a  telegram  from  Bishop 
Claire  Purcell.  On  motion  Conference  recessed  until  1:45,  and  was 
dismissed  by  Dr.  S.  K.  Spahr. 

Wednesday  Afternoon 

1:45.  After  a  song  service  led  by  E.  Lester  Ballard,  the  Con- 
ference Chorister,  the  Roll  was  called.  On  motion  the  names  of  Revs. 
G.  W.  Holmes,  R.  S.  Troxler,  and  A.  L.  Hunter,  ministerial  members 
of  the  Conference  who  had  died  during  the  year,  were  transferred 
to  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead. 

At  2:00  o'clock  the  order  of  the  day  was  to  hear  the  President's 
Message.  The  President  asked  the  Secretary  to  take  the  chair,  and 
began  the  reading  of  the  Message.  At  its  conclusion  the  report  was 
referred  to  the  Commitee  on  President's  Message,  and  on  motion  the 
President's  official  character  was  passed,  the  motion  being  carried 
by  a  rising  vote. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  entire  auditorium  be  made  the 
bar  of  the  Conference. 

On  motion  the  order  of  the  day  was  advanced,  and  conference 
entered  upon  the  election  of  officers.  The  following  were  appointed 
tellers:  E.  G.  Cowan,  T.  J.  Whitehead,  M.  A.  Coble,  C.  E.  Ridge,  S.  P. 
Montgomery. 

All  of  the  officers  were  re-elected  by  the  casting  of  the  unanimous 
ballot,  and  are  as  follows:  President,  J.  E.  Pritchard;  Secretary, 
C.  W.  Bates;  Treasurer,  J.  H.  Allen;  Statistical  Secretary,  E.  G. 
Cowan;  Press  Representative,  J.  L.  Trollinger;  Historian,  J.  Elwood 
Carroll;  Keeper  of  Records,  Paul  S.  Kennett.  The  Secretary  was 
given  permission  to  choose  his  assistant,  which  he  did  in  the  person  ■ 
of  F.  W.  Paschall. 
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On  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous 
ballot  of  Conference  for  the  election  of  Lay  Member  of  the  Stationing 
Commitee  in  the  person  of  M.  A.  Coble,  delegate  from  First  Church, 
Burlington.     The  ballot  was  cast  and  Brother  Coble  declared  elected. 

The  Standing  District  Committee  was  reelected  with  the  excep- 
tion of  A.  L.  Hunter,  deceased,  for  whom  R.  A.  Hunter  was  sub- 
stituted.

V.  Woosley,  Superintendent  of  the  Winston-Salem  Chil- 
dren's Home;  Dr.  and  Mrs.  S.  A.  Stewart,  missionaries  to  Korea 
under  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South.

THURSDAY,   NOVEMBER   10 

9:00.  The  Conference  was  called  to  order,  and  after  the  singing 
of  a  hymn,  the  business  session  was  entered  into.  The  Conference 
Roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  sessions,  j'ead,  cor- 
rected and  approved.

Greensboro;  Rev.  C.  E.  Forlines,  D.D.,  President  of  Westminster

Rev.  Crates  S.  Johnson,  D.D.,  Editor  of  our  Sunday  school 
periodicals,  was  introduced  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

The  tellers  reporting  no  election,  on  motion  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  Conference  for  the  election  of  the 
remaining  alternate  delegates,  based  on  the  highest  vote  in  the 
last  ballot.

(A)      THE   PRESIDENT'S    REPORT 

To  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  meeting  in  the  one  hundred  and  eleventh  session^ 
in  Calvary  Church,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  November  9th> 
1938: 

Dear  Brethren : 

"Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father  and  from 
the  Lord  Jesus  Chi'ist.  I  thank  God  alw^ays  on  your  behalf,  for  the 
grace  of  God  which  is  given  you  by  Jesus  Christ;  that  in  everything 
ye  are  enriched  by  Him,  in  all  acknowledge,  even  as  the  testimony 
of  Christ  was  confirmed  in  you,  so  that  ye  come  behind  in  no  gift^ 
waiting  for  the  coming  of  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."     I  Cor.  1:3-7. 

By  the  mercies  of  God  we  are  permitted  to  assemble  again  to 
give  an  account  of  our  stewardship  and  to  make  such  plans  for  the 
future  as  the  occasion  seems  to  demand.  Let  us  humbly  seek  Divine 
guidance,  knowing  that  we  are  dependent  upon  Him  for  strength 
and   wisdom.

the  Brotherhood  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  Those 
appointed  were  Rev.  J.  Clyde  Auman  and  Rev.  C.  E.  Ridge. 

October  14th — I  agreed  for  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  to  supply  our  church  in 
Whitakers  next  conference  year. 
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October  29th — I  agreed  for  this  conference  to  furnish  supply 
for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  and  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
at  Okracoke,  North  Carolina. 

While  I  have  not  listed  them  as  official  acts  yet  I  have  been 
busy  attending  committee  meetings  both  in  and  out  of  our  con- 
ference, have  held  numerous  quarterly  conferences  and  have 
preached  from  two  to  three  times  each  day  the  most  of  the  Sundays 
during  the  year  and  have  engaged  in  such  other  activities  as  the 
work  seemed  to  require. 

Those  Whom   We    Have   Loved   and   Lost 

Duxnng  the  year  three  of  our  ministers  and  the  wife  of  one 
minister  have  been  called  from  labor  to  reward.  On  December 
11th,  Rev.  G.  W.  Holmes,  a  teacher  whose  life  was  an  inspiration, 
a  preacher  who  convinced  men  of  the  truth,  a  fgrmer  President  of 
this  Conference,  an  honored  Superannuate,  passed  into  the  great 
Beyond.  On  July  25th,  Rev.  R.  S.  Troxler,  minister,  singer,  evan- 
gelist, church  builder  and  pastor,  was  relieved  of  his  suffering 
following  a  long  illness  and  went  to  be  with  his  Lord.  On 
August  13th,  Rev.  A.  L.  Hunter,  friend  of  man,  faithful  minister 
of  the  gospel  and  an  honored  superannuate,  suddenly  laid  down 
the  cross  and  received  the  crown.  On  April  11th,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Vickery, 
beloved  wife  of  the  pastor  of  the  Danville  Charge,  was  called  home 
to  be  with  her  Lord.  Obituary  committees  for  all  of  these  have 
been  appointed  and  will  report  at  the  proper  time  during  this  session. 

Some    New    Responsibilities 

During  the  year  some  responsibilities  have  come  to  me  which 
no  other  president  of  this  Conference  has  had  to  deal  with.  These 
are  the  logical  outgrowth  of  Methodist  Union.  Some  places  did 
not  want  to  wait  until  the  union  is  consummated  next  year.  In  all 
such  cases  I  have  tried  to  do  that  which  would  be  for  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  church  or  churches  both  for  the  present  and  the  future, 
at  the  same  time  safeguarding  our  interests  and  holding  our  organ- 
ization at  its  maximum  strength  until  such  time  as  the  churches 
are  merged. 

On  August  20th  I  was  reliably  informed  that  our  church  and 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  at  Cross  Anchor,  South 
Carolina,  wanted  to  be  served  by  our  supply  pastor.  Rev.  T.  H. 
Vickery,  during  the  coming  year  and  that  there  were  other  Meth- 
odist Episcopal,  South,  churches  in  the  community  which  he  could 
serve,  enabling  him  to  live  in  the  community.  On  September  1st 
I  was  infoi'med  by  the  presiding  elder  of  the  Spartansburg  District 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  that  he  would  be  glad 
to  supply  the  Yarborough  Chapel  Church  and  some  Methodist  Epis- 
copal, South,  churches  in  the  vicinity  of  Brother  Vickery  and  that 
the  charge  would  pay  a  salary  of  $1,424.00  and  that  our  Harmony 
Church  could  be  supplied  by  the  Princeton  Charge.  Having  talked 
with  some  of  our  people  at  the  Harmony  Church  early  in  the  year 
and  knowing  how  they  felt  about  having  a  supply  not  so  far  away, 
I  realized  the  reasonableness  of  the  request.  Having  consulted 
three  members  of  our  Boundary  Committee  in  regard  to  the  matter 
and  having  a  favorable  reaction  from  them,  I  consented  for  the  re- 
quest to  be  granted  with  a  reservation,  namely,  that  we  would  ex- 
pect our  people  to  contribute  to   our  benevolences  as  in  the   past. 
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As  our  supply  pastor  is  being  used  this  does  not  add  to  our  diffi- 
culty in  finding  places  for  all  of  our  men. 

On  October  6th  I  was  called  to  Whitakers  to  meet  with  our 
congregation  and  the  congregation  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  the  two  pastors  at  Whitakers  and  the  presiding 
Elder  of  the  Rocky  Mount  District  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  relative  to  working  out  some  plan  for  one  congrega- 
tion for  the  two  churches  there  next  year.  Early  in  this  year  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  Whitakers  burned  and  since 
then  the  congregation  has  used  our  building. 

The  matter  was  first  discussed  in  a  joint  meeting,  and  later  the 
two  groups  separated  and  discussed  the  matter  as  denominational 
groups.  When  the  vote  was  taken  in  the  separate  meetings  it  was 
found  that  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  those  who  were  present 
to  have  one  congregation  next  year.  The  matter  was  then  left  to 
Bishop  Clare  Purcell  and  me  to  decide  which  conference  should 
furnish  the  pastor.  Inasmuch  as  our  people  were  furnishing  the 
church  and  the  parsonage  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  would  be  furnishing  more  than  half  the  salary,  it  appeared 
to  me  that  it  would  be  more  of  a  cooperative  movement  for  them 
to  furnish  the  pastor,  hence  I  wrote  Bishop  Purcell  that  I  did  not 
think  there  would  be  serious  objection  on  the  part  of  this  Confer- 
ence to  his  supplying  this  joint  congregation.  But  here  again  I 
reserved  the  right  for  our  Conference  to  ask  our  part  of  the  con- 
gregation for  our  usual  benevolences.  This  also  will  not  make  it 
more  difficult  for  our  Conference  to  find  places  for  all  of  our  men 
as  the  minister  has  been  supplying  two  separate  charges,  Enfield 
and  Whitakers,  and  Enfield  can  now  have  the  all  time  services  of 
a  pastor. 

Recently  we  were  asked  to  fui-nish  supply  pastor  for  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  and  Methodist  Episcopal,  South,  church  at 
Okracoke,  North  Carolina.  Two  of  our  men  were  willing  to  go, 
one  of  whom  was  Rev.  E.  G.  Cowan.  After  studying  the  qualifica- 
tions of  both  men  of  some  days  the  presiding  elder  accepted  Brother 
Cowan. 

Our    Church    Publications 

When  we  begin  to  think  of  our  publications  we  immediately 
turn  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  This  paper  has  been  like 
a  letter  from  home  to  many  of  us  for  more  than  forty  years.  In 
fact  it  is  difficult  for  us  to  think  of  our  Conference  without  thinking 
of  the  Herald.  The  efficient  and  untiring  editor.  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews 
has  so  conducted  the  work  of  the  paper  this  year  as  to  make  it  one 
of  our  most  important  assets.  While  it  has  been  difficult  to  finance 
the  paper  for  a  good  many  years,  yet  I  feel  that  next  year  we  shall 
need  it  more  than  ever  and  that  we  must  keep  it  going  at  all  costs. 
It  is  the  connecting  link  between  our  officials  and  the  people.  A 
committee  has  been  appointed  who  will  bring  a  report  to  this  Con- 
ference. 

The  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder  also  is  a  very  important 
paper  for  all  Methodist  Protestants.  The  able  editorials  by  Dr. 
Shipley  are  always  refreshing  and  the  church  news,  gathered  from 
all  corners  of  the  Church,  is  vital  to  an  understanding  of  our  prob- 
lems everywhere. 

The  Missionary  Record,  while  thought  of  by  some  as  the  maga- 
zine for  women,  is  also  good  for  men,  for  in  the  great  missionary 
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program  of  the  Church  there  should  be  no  distinctions.     I  heartily 
commend  it  to  all  of  our  people. 

Our  Sunday  school  literature  which  is  so  ably  edited  by  Dr. 
Crates  S.  Johnson,  is  the  best  for  our  people.  There  might  be  other 
literature  as  good  for  other  people  but  not  for  ours.  I  think  all  of 
our  Sunday  schools  should  use  our  own  literature. 

The    Fellowship    Crusade 

This  past  year,  throughout  the  entire  denomination  we  have 
had  a  program  known  as  the  Fellowship  Crusade,  designed  to  en- 
rich the  life  of  our  people  and  to  raise  money  to  pay  off  the  indebt- 
edness on  our  boards  and  institutions.  Here  in  our  Conference 
Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews  has  been  the  director  and  he  will  bring  a  report 
to  us.  While  some  of  our  churches  have  not  made  much  headway 
yet  others  have  reached  their  quota. 

Our    First    Church    at    Charlotte 

At  the  time  of  our  last  annual  session  there  was  a  suit  pending 
in  the  Mecklenburg  Superior  Court  to  regain  for  our  denomination 
our  First  Church  at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  the  same  having 
been  deeded  by  the  trustees  to  the  Community  Church,  Inc.,  of 
Charlotte.  When  the  case  came  to  trial  the  court  gave  the  property 
back  to  our  denomination  and  ruled  that  the  Community  Church, 
Inc.,  of  Charlotte,  had  no  right  whatsoever  to  either  the  church 
building  or  the  parsonage.  In  the  meantime  the  church  property 
had  been  sold  under  mortgage  and  was  bought  by  Mr.  L.  H.  Sides 
of  our  Church  in  Concord  who  held  the  property  until  such  time 
as  the  church  could  refinance.  Mr.  E.  M.  Cole  of  Charlotte,  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  is  carrying  the 
indebtedness  at  present. 

Our    Children's    Home 

One  institution  which  is  near  to  the  heart  of  all  of  our  people 
is  our  Children's  Home  at  High  Point.  Throughout  all  of  its  history 
this  home  has  provided  shelter  for  orphan  children  but  it  has  done 
more  than  that,  it  has  been  one  of  the  rallying  points  for  our  people. 
Sharing  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  the  Home  has  greatly  en- 
riched the  lives  of  many  men  and  women  who  never  would  have 
known  such  joys  had  we  not  had  our  Home.  Dr.  Dixon  and  his 
helpers  have  rendered  valiant  service  there.  It  is  too  bad  that  the 
financial  burden  is  so  heavy  on  their  shoulders.  I  trust  it  may  be 
lightened  by  more  generous  offerings  from  our  people. 

High    Point    College 

High  Point  College  is  another  one  of  our  institutions  which 
has  many  friends  among  us  and  should  have  more.  It  is  very  grati- 
fying to  know  that  the  enrollment  this  year  is  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  college.  The  financial  problems  are  being  handled 
splendidly  by  President  Humphreys,  but  the  college  could  do  even 
better  work  if  a  larger  support  financially  could  be  found.  I  trust 
that  such  support  may  be  forthcoming. 

Bethel    Home 

While  Bethel  Home  at  Weaverville  is  not  owned  directly  by 
the  Conference  and  while  the  Conference  as  such  does  not  contribute 
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been'a"  member' of  %v""r''/"^  Superintendent  has  all  the  time 
oeen  a  membei  of  this  Conference.  Th  s  Home  for  tubern^lar 
patients,  where  they  can  live  under  Christian  influence  deserves  our 
prayers  and  our  moral  support  even  if  we  are  not  calkd  on  for 
financial  support  Rev.  Homer  Casto.  the  foundei  anrSuperinten- 
dent,  has  rendered  outstanding  service  to  the  Kingdom.

Harris   Chapel   Church 

Early  in  the  year  I  was  informed  that  Mr.  W.  J.  Sawrey  of 
Walstonburg  wanted  to  buy  the  Harris  Chapel  Church  property 
which  was  at  one  time  a  part  of  the  La  Grange  Charge.  Later  I 
went  to  see  this  property  and  found  that  the  building  had  decayed 
to  the  point  that  it  is  practically  worthless,  but  that  there  is  supposed 
to  be  one  acre  of  land.  I  made  a  proposition  to  Mr.  Sawrey  that  I 
would  recommend  to  this  Conference  that  he  be  given  this  prop- 
erty for  one  hundred  dollars.  Later  I  was  informed  that  Mrs. 
Lydia  Walston,  one  of  the  original  owners  of  the  land,  wanted  the 
property.  Mr.  Sawrey  released  me  from  the  promise  to  recommend 
that  it  be  sold  to  him  out  of  consideration  for  Mrs.  Walston.  After 
some  objection  had  been  raised  to  our  selling  the  small  plot  of  ground 
which  had  been  used  for  a  cemetery,  I  made  Mrs.  Walston  an  offer 
to  recommend  that  the  land  and  building  be  sold  to  her  for  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  with  the  cemetery  excepted.  At  the 
last  minute  she  informed  me  that  since  the  property  had  ceased  to 
be  used  for  church  purposes  she  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  reverted 
to  the  original  owners.  Since  the  deed  is  made  to  certain  persons 
as  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and  their  succes- 
sors to  have  and  to  hold  forever,  my  contention  is  that  the  land  does 
not  revert  to  the  original  owner.  However,  litigation  perhaps 
would  cost  more  than  the  property  is  worth.  Since  there  is  no 
La  Grange  Charge  the  money  might  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  in  case  there  should  be  a  sale. 

Our    Superannuates 

While  it  is  too  late  for  us  to  do  much  about  the  matter  before 
Methodist  Union  is  consummated,  yet  I  feel  that  we  have  not  been 
doing  enough  for  our  Superannuate  ministers  and  the  widows  of 
our  ministers.  These  have,  in  a  large  sense,  made  possible  what  we 
enjoy  today.  These  are  no  longer  able  to  bear  the  burdens  and  the 
heat  of  the  day.  The  great  majority  of  them  served  on  salaries 
which  were  hardly  sufficient  to  live  on  to  say  nothing  of  laying  up- 
anything  for  the  rainy  day.  But  the  one  per  cent  of  the  salary  of 
the  active  ministers  together  with  what  the  churches  raise  will 
help  considerably  and  it  ought  to  be  a  pleasure  for  every  pastor  to 
give  the  amount  asked  of  him.  So  to  our  Superannuates  we  say, 
"The  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you,  the  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance 
upon  you  and  give  you  peace." 

Our    Conference    Debts 

As  we  go  into  Methodist  Union  we  have  somewhat  of  an  un- 
comfortable feeling  because  of  our  Conference  debts.  The  largest 
single  item  of  our  indebtedness  came  about  when  the  trustees  of 
the  President's  parsonage  bought  a  home  in  High  Point,  thinking 
they  would  sell  the  one  in  Greensboro.  It  occurs  to  me  that  it 
would  be  better  for  us  to  dispose  of  these  houses  which,  perhaps, 
will  not  be  needed  after  the  conferences  are  merged.     The  one  in 
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High  Point  is  so  heavily  encumbered  that  not  much  if  anything  would 
come  to  the  Conference  from  the  sale  of  it;  however,  the  situation 
is  different  with  the  other  one. 

Appreciation    Year 

The  year  just  ahead  of  us  is  to  be  known  throughout  the  de- 
nomination as  Appreciation  Year.  In  this  year  we  are  to  render 
thanks  for  what  our  denomination  has  meant  to  the  world  and  for 
what  it  is  as  it  goes  into  Methodist  Union.  This  program  originated 
in  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Administration  at  Tiffin,  Ohio, 
in  May  of  this  year.  The  slogan  adopted  for  the  Appreciation  Year 
is,  "The  World  Service  Budget  In  Full."  This  campaign,  if  a  suc- 
cess, will  enable  our  General  Boards  to  pay  off  their  indebtedness 
and  to  enter  the  larger  Methodist  household  with  their  house  in 
order.  A  committee  has  been  appointed  which  will  report  to  this 
session.     I  trust  you  will  give  this  matter  careful  consideration. 

Recommendations 

1.  If  necessary,  that  the  President  confer  with  the  officials  of 
the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  relative  to  supplying  Melton's  Grove  Church  as  has  been  done 
during  the  past  year, 

2.  That  you  approve  the  plan  for  the  South  Carolina  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  to  supply  the 
Yarborough  Charge. 

3.  That  this  Conference  approve  the  appointment  of  the  com- 
mittee to  confer  with  like  committees  from  the  Western  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  the 
Blue  Ridge-Atlantic  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  regard  to  perpetuating  the  Brotherhood  in  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference. 

4.  That  this  Conference  approve  the  plan  for  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  to  supply  at 
Whitakers. 

5.  That  you  approve  the  loan  of  Rev.  E.  G.  Cowan  to  the 
North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  for  supply  at  Ocracoke,  North  Carolina. 

6.  That  the  Conference  Trustees  be  authorized  to  sell  Harris 
Chapel  Church  property  to  Mrs.  Lydia  Walston  for  the  sum  of  one 
hnudred  dollars,  ($100.00),  the  cemetery  excepted,  and  if  they  fail 
in  this  to  allow  them  to  dispose  of  the  property  in  accordance  with 
their  best  judgment.  That  after  expenses  be  paid  any  residue  from 
sale  be  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

7.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  President's  Parsonage  be  author- 
ized to  dispose  of  both  the  house  in  High  Point  and  the  one  in 
Greensboro  and  that  the  proceeds  be  applied  on  the  Conference  in- 
debtedness. 

My  Personal  Word   of  Thanks  and   Appreciation 

I  do  give  thanks  to  Our  Father  above  for  health  and  strength 
sufficient  for  me  to  meet  all  of  my  appointments  except  one,  for  His 
ever  present  mercy  which  has  given  protection  to  me  in  my  travels 
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and  to  the  ministers  and  laymen  who  have  shown  kindness  and  have 
made  my  work  just  as  easy  as  possible.

5.  That  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews  be  re-elected  as  Editor. 

6.  That,  if  possible,  the  Stationing  Committee  place  Dr.  An- 
drews in  convenient  proximity  to  Greensboro. 

7.  That  the  Editor's  salary  be  supplemented  $400.00  from  the 
income  of  the  Herald  and  in  case  of  a  deficit  the  balance  be  paid  by 
the  annual  conference.

(C)      REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  BRANCH 
OF  WOMEN'S  WORK  OF  THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT 

CHURCH 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of 
Women's  Work  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  has  made  per- 
ceptible progress,  but  we   are   still  far  short  of  attaining  that  long 
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hoped  for  goal  of  an  auxiliary  in  every  church.  When  we  place  the 
number  of  active  auxiliaries,  118,  beside  the  number  of  churches 
in  the  conference,  224,  we  realize  that  we  must  make  great  strides 
in  a  few  months  if  as  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  we  shall 
ever  reach  our  goal. 

During  the  earthly  life  of  our  Savior  a  woman  broke  an  ala- 
baster box  of  precious  ointment  and  anointed  the  body  of  our 
Savior.  Although  there  were  those  standing  by  who  would  have 
rebuked  the  woman,  intimating  that  they  could  have  spent  the  money 
invested  in  the  ointment  to  better  advantage,  our  Savior  said  to 
them,  "Why  trouble  ye  the  woman,  she  hath  wrought  a  good  work, 
upon  me,  she  hath  done  what  she  could",  and  "Wheresoever  this 
gospel  shall  be  preached  throughout  the  whole  world  this  that  this 
woman  hath  done  shall  be  told  as  a  memorial  of  her."  Although 
more  than  nineteen  hundred  years  have  passed,  during  which  our 
only  service  to  our  Savior  must  be  to  His  brethren,  we  still  have 
those  who  think  they  have  better  ways  of  spending  money  than 
upon  these  brethren  to  whom  he  directed  us  to  go,  in  His  last  great 
commission.  Both  individuals  and  churches  are  breaking  their 
alabaster  boxes  on  themselves. 

Members    Co-operating 

Report  indicate  that  of  the  5,500  women  in  the  churches  hav- 
ing women's  auxiliaries,  3,200  women  are  co-operating  in  auxiliary 
work.  This  is  an  increase  of  500  co-operating  women  since  my  re- 
port to  you  a  year  ago. 

We  have  gained  9  children's  or  young  people's  organizations, 
with  161  members,  giving  us  77  of  these  organizations  with  894 
co-operating  members.  These  young  people  raised  during  our  last 
Branch  year  $496.92. 

Ten  new  or  re-organized  Women's  Auxiliaries  have  been  formed 
since  last  conference  as  follows:  Charlotte,  Love  Joy,  Porter,  Pine 
Bluff,  West  End-Thomasville,  Chapel  Hill-Davidson,  Lincolnton, 
Saxapahaw  Church-Saxapahaw,  Mt.  Lebanon-Randleman  and  Ran- 
kin Memorial.  A  Sunshine  Circle  and  a  Mission  Band  have  been 
organized  at  Burlington. 

Spiritual    Life 

Our  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  said  at  one  of  our  quarterly 
meetings,  "If  the  Spiritual  life  of  our  Branch  was  in  the  right  con- 
dition, there  would  be  no  question  about  the  work  of  any  other 
department."  We  have  not  reached  our  spiritual  goal,  but  we 
would  here  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God  to  us  in  the  face  of 
our  failures. 

We  are  grateful  for  all  the  spiritual  guidance  given  us  by  the 
ministers  of  our  Conference,  and  also  for  their  sermons  on  missions, 
and  their  other  work  in  behalf  of  our  organization;  for  just  as 
geologists  find  in  the  earth's  strata,  traces  of  human,  animal  and 
plant  life  of  many  centuries  ago,  so  we  may  find  evidence  or  lack 
of  evidence  of  spiritual  life  in  our  churches,  according  to  the  qual- 
ity of  spirituality  in  our  ministerial  and  lay  leadership  through  the 
years  of  our  church  history.  We  would  that  we  were  all  more  like 
the  Master. 

Our  Missionaries'  Visitation 

The  presence  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Horace  S.  Williams,  mission- 
aries to  China,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Paul  F.  Warner,  missionaries  to 
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Japan  at  our  Annual  and  Quarterly  meetings,  and  their  visits  to 
our  churches  have  been  of  much  inspirational  value  to  us.  We  are 
greatly  indebted  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  S.  A.  Stewart,  missionaries  to 
Japan,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  honoring  this 
conference  with  their  pi'esence,  and  addressing  us  on  the  Women's 
Work  program.  An  official  in  an  important  province  of  India  once 
said  regarding  an  American  missionary  within  his  district,  "Her 
presence  is  equal  to  that  of  a  regiment  of  soldiers."  We  feel  that 
these  six  missionaries  within  our  borders  have  been  worth  more 
than  several  regiments  of  soldiers,  to  us. 

Literature 

We  have  made  a  gain  of  48  subscribers  to  The  Missionary 
Record,  giving  us  a  total  of  579  subscribers.  I  cannot  commend  too 
highly  the  use  of  this  magazine  that  costs  only  154  a  year.  Both 
pastors  and  laymen,  as  well  as  laywomen  who  would  keep  abreast 
with  the  missionary  work  of  our  church  will  find  it  a  source  of  in- 
formation and  inspiration.  Our  goal  for  this  feature  of  the  work 
is  100  new  subscribers  before  March  31,   1939. 

Student    Loan    Fund 

Since  the  establishment  of  our  High  Point  College  Student 
Loan  Fund,  113  students  have  borrowed  from  it.  The  maximum 
loan  per  student  in  any  college  year  is  $100.00.  Thirty-three  bor- 
rowers have  paid  their  obligations  in  full.  Twenty-seven  students 
now  at  the  college  are  receiving  loans.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  of 
our  Branch,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  fund,  has  made  student  loans 
at  High  Point  College  since  November  1,  1937,  amounting  to 
$2,251.50.  Gifts  of  any  amount  to  this  fund  are  always  appreci- 
ated and  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Paul  S.  Kennett,  High  Point,  N.  C. 

Local   Work 

One  phase  of  women's  work  which  we  make  no  attempt  to 
evaluate,  but  which  from  the  very  nature  of  the  work  is  of  con- 
siderable value,  is  the  local  work.  The  following  items  of  local 
work  were  listed  by  various  Auxiliaries:  helping  with  current  ex- 
penses of  local  church,  helping  with  pastor's  salary  and  conference 
claims,  buying  parsonage  furniture,  refrigerator,  etc.,  installing 
bath  room  in  parsonage,  making  improvements  and  repairs  on 
church,  raising  money  for  church  pews,  carpet,  pulpit  chairs,  rugs, 
curtains,  etc.,  paying  building  and  loan  for  church,  purchasing  lot 
for  hut,  paying  $100.00  a  month  on  church  building  fund,  visiting 
the  sick  and  distressed,  etc. 

Benevolences 

Calls  for  service  other  than  payment  of  budget  for  North  Caro- 
lina interests  find  a  ready  response  from  Women's  Auxiliaries  in 
baking,  canning,  sewing,  quilting,  gathering  coupons  and  sending  the 
results  of  these  activities  to  the  Children's  Home  and  supporting 
children  in  the  Home.  Quilts  and  used  clothing  and  shoes  are  sent 
to  Alvin  Drew  Industrial  School  at  Pine  Ridge. 

Minnis    Salary 

We  have  assumed  the  full  support  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  F. 
Minnis,  our  North  Carolina  missionaries  who  were  consecrated  for 
further  service,  at  the  Annual  Conference  at  Albemarle  just  prior 
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to  their  leaving  for  their  third  term  in  India.  The  salary  is 
$1500.00.  $798.00  of  this  amount  has  been  apportioned  to  auxili- 
aries. The  remainder,  we  have  faith  to  believe,  churches,  Sunday 
school  classes,  individuals.  Ladies'  Aid  and  Christian  Endeavor 
Societies  will  help  raise.  The  raising  of  the  unapportioned  $702.00 
of  this  salary  is  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  H.  C.  Nicholson. 

Thank  Offering 

Our  thank  offering  goal  for  this  year  is  $2,000.00,  half  to  be 
given  in  gratitude  during  the  fall  months  and  half  during  our  fourth 
quarter — January,  February,  March,  of  1939.  We  sometimes 
wonder  if  all  our  pastors  realize  that  the  Thank  Offering  is  a  credit 
on  the  World  Service  budget  of  the  church.  Surely  with  so  many 
causes  for  gratitude  this  $2,000.00  goal  is  attainable,  if  every 
church  in  our  conference  is  given  an  opportunity  to  give  a  Thank 
Offering.  (This  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  Thanksgiving  offer- 
ing for  the  Children's  Home). 

Mission  Study 

We  are  increasingly  aware  of  the  great  value  of  mission  study 
to  our  work.  The  texts  for  the  current  year,  "Moving  Millions,  A 
Pageant  of  India"  and  "The  American  City  and  Its  Church,"  are 
both  of  much  value.  One  chapter  of  "Moving  Millions"  describes 
our  own  field  in  India  very  accurately  even  though  it  does  not  men- 
tion it  specifically. 

Finances 

The  World  Service  apportionment  for  our  Branch  for  the  year 
ending  March  31,  1939,  is  $6,000.00.  The  Convention  ''Appreciation 
Year"  committee  hopes  that  each  Branch  will  exceed  its  apportion- 
ment by  10%.  If  we  reach  all  our  goals  we  will  come  up  to  this 
expectation  of  10%   beyond  our  apportionment. 

We  made  a  fine  gain  in  finances  during  our  last  Branch  year  in 
that  87  auxiliaries  paid  their  budgets  both  for  World  Service  and 
North  Carolina  interests  in  full.  This  was  an  increase  of  47  aux- 
iliaries in  this  column,  over  the  previous  year.  Our  honor  roll  calls 
for  monthly  payments  by  Auxiliary  Treasurers  to  Branch  Treas- 
urer; 61  auxiliaries  were  on  this  honor  roll  for  our  last  year  and 
14  auxiliaries  paid  more  than  their  apportionments. 

There  are  no  salaried  officers  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch, 
but  we  do  pay  for  literature,  printing,  stamps  and  all  such  necessary 
contingencies  for  carrying  on  the  work  by  the  officers  and  secre- 
taries.

The  best  insurance  for  saving  one's  soul,  is  giving  to  save 
another's. 

Sundar  Singh,  one  of  the  greatest  evangelists  of  India  was 
once  going  from  village  to  village  of  Tibet,  in  his  work.  One  des- 
perately cold  day  a  man  offered  to  accompany  him,  but  Sundar 
Singh  urged  him  not  to  go.  However,  the  man  went  along,  and  be- 
fore they  were  more  than  half  way  to  the  next  village  both  men 
were  feeling  the  effects  of  the  intense  cold. 

They  came  upon  a  man  who  had  been  overcome  by  the  cold, 
lying  near  their  path.  Sundar  Singh  felt  his  pulse  and  found  him 
still  living  and  asked  his  companion  to  help  him  carry  the  man  to 
safety,  but  his  fellow-traveler  said,  "If  we  stop  to  help  this  fellow 
we  ourselves  will  be  overcome  by  the  cold."  Sundar  Singh  replied 
that  as  the  man  was  living  they  could  not  leave  him  by  the  roadside. 
His  companion  would  not  help  but  strode  ahead  on  the  path  saying, 
"If  you  are  such  a  fool  as  that,  I  bid  you  good  bye."  Sundar  Singh 
was  left  alone  to  carry  the  man.  He  got  under  the  burden,  and 
with  the  man  on  his  back,  continued  on  the  slippery  mountain  road. 
The  effort  and  exercise  of  carrying  the  helpless  man  soon  brought  a 
comfortable  glow  to  his  own  body.  He  had  nearly  completed  his 
journey  when  he  came  upon  the  form  of  another  man  lying  in  the 
snow.  Realizing  that  he  could  not  carry  a  second  man,  he  came  up 
to  him  and  noted  that  the  man  with  glazed  eyes  was  cold  and  stiff 
in  death.  The  next  instant  he  recognized  the  face  as  that  of  his 
companion  who  refused  to  help  with  the  man  found  in  the  snow. 
As  he  stood  there  with  the  burden  on  his  back  he  realized  that  the 
chafing  of  this  burden  against  his  body  had  saved  his  own  life  that 
day,  because  he  had  been  willing  to  help  another.

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(E)      REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  M.   P- 
CHILDREN'S    HOME,   HIGH   POINT,    N.   C. 

NOVEMBER    9th,    1938 

Dear  Fellow  Workers  :- 

God  has  been  good,  and  His  people  have  been  kind  and  helpful, 
so  we  are  able  to  make  report  of  splendid  progress  in  service  for 
His  little  ones  through  the  Children's  Home.  It  has  been  one  of 
our  very  best  years  in  child  care,  though  exceedingly  difficult  to 
finance. 

The  Children 

We  have  115  -children,  54  boys  and  61  girls.  These  stressing 
times  in  which  we  live  make  it  necessary  for  orphanages  to  take 
just  as  many  children  as  possible,  and  even  then  they  can  take  only 
a  small  number  of  those  who  apply.  A  note  from  Barium  Springs^ 
Presbyterian  Home,  says, — "There  are  ten  times  more  applications 
for  admission  of  children  into  the  Home  than  can  actually  be  re- 
ceived." 

Purpose   of    the   Home 

The  purpose  of  the  Home  is  to  care  for  dependent  children 
only.  Usually  one  or  both  parents  are  dead;  but  ungodly  parents 
will  sometimes  forsake  their  children,  and  some  body  must  care  for 
these.  All  children  are  admitted  to  the  Home  upon  written  applica- 
tion, the  Home  furnishing  the  blanks,  and  every  child  must  have  a 
thorough  physical  examination  before  being  admitted.  They  are 
received  between  the  ages  of  4  and  12,  and  are  kept  until  they  are 
about  18,  or  until  they  have  finished  high  school.  And  even  then 
care  is  taken  in  placing  them. 

School,    Social    and    Religious    Life 

Every  care  is  taken  to  give  the  children  a  normal  life  under 
wholesome  environments  with  educational,  social  and  religious  priv- 
ileges, looking  to  the  development  of  Christ-like  character. 

They  attend  the  nearest  public  school,  in  which  there  are  about 
800  pupils,  and  thus  have  the  same  educational  advantages  as  do 
other  children  in  Guilford  County. 

Girls  over  16  years  of  age  are  permitted  to  receive  calleis, 
under  proper  conditions,  just  as  are  your  daughters  in  your  homes. 
Our  own  and  other  boys  call.  They  also  have  their  social  contacts 
through  both  school  and  church. 

We  teach  the  Bible  daily,  and  attend  Sunday  school  and  morn- 
ing worship  and  evening  services  occasionally,  at  First  Church,  High 
Point.  The  children  hold  their  own  Christian  Endeavor  meetings 
on  Sunday  evenings,  and  are  usually  addressed  by  the  Superinten- 
dent or  an  invited  speaker.  All  of  them  who  are  old  enough  are 
members  of  the  church. 

We  believe  that  every  child  has  the  right  to  a  healthy,  normal, 
happy  life  in  a  Christian  Home.  Through  your  Children's  Home 
the  Church  takes  the  little  ones  from  broken  homes,  and  tries  to 
make  up  to  them  what  they  had  lost. 

Buildings   Needed 

We  are  still  looking  forward  hopefully  to  the  building  of  a 
gymnasium,  and  a  building  in  which  there  shall  be  a  central  dining 
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room  and  kitchen,  and  also  a  chapel  and  office  rooms.     These  are 
outstanding  needs. 

Looking  to  the  Future 

We  are  facing  the  future  with  faith  in  God  believing  that  all 
things  will  work  out  for  good  to  our  Children's  Home.  Since  1908 
we  have  believed  in  and  have  worked  for  Methodist  Union,  in  season 
and  out  of  season,  and  now  that  it  is  assured  we  face  it  with  fond 
expectations  and  with  joy.  But  we  also  face  it  with  anxiety,  and 
with  some  heart  aches  because  of  the  changes  that  must  come.  In 
the  readjustments  which  have  to  come  we  cannot  tell  just  what  will 
happen  to  our  Children's  Home,  but  we  do  feel  confident  that  under 
the  providence  of  God  it  will  continue  in  some  way  to  serve  de- 
pendent ones.  We  are  happy  in  the  thought  of  a  United  Meth- 
odism, soon  to  be,  so  we  are  willing  to  leave  the  working  out  of 
all  details  to  an  All  Wise,  All  Loving  Heavenly  Father,  and  to 
those  leaders  into  whose  hands  He  will  commit  it  all. 

Within  six  months  we  will  be  merged  into  Methodist  Union. 
What  will  become  of  our  Children's  Home  in  that  union?  Having 
given  the  last  ten  years  of  my  life  to  this  institution,  and  knowing 
at  first  hand  what  it  is  doing  for  more  than  100  children  each  year, 
the  question  of  its  future  is  of  great  moment  to  me. 

The  leaders  of  the  Southern  Methodist  Church  are  not  even 
thinking  of  anything  else  except  to  make  it  a  part  of  the  scheme 
of  child  caring  institutions  in  the  New  Methodist  Church.  Shall  we 
do  less  than  join  them  in  the  thought  of  cai-rying  on  in  the  splendid 
work  our  Home  has  done  in  the  last  28  years? 

Somebody,  without  thinking  it  through,  may  begin  to  suggest 
that  we  close  up  our  Children's  Home  and  transfer  our  children  to 
the  Homes  in  Raleigh  and  in  Winston-Salem.  Anticipating  such  a 
suggestion,  I  wrote  to  both  Dr.  A.  S.  Barnes  and  Mr.  0.  V.  Woosley, 
and  asked  them  how  many  children  they  could  take  under  emergency 
calls.  Dr.  Barnes  wrote,  "Our  capacity  here  is  300  children,  and 
we  now  have  310.  I  had  emergency  calls  from  two  sources  this 
week,  but  we  are  powerless  to  render  any  service,  because  we  are 
full  and  running  over."  Mr.  Woosley  said,  "The  Children's  Home 
is  completely  filled  and  there  is  now  no  room  for  emergency  cases." 
So  we  could  not  transfer  our  children  to  these  Homes,  if  we  wanted 
to,  and  surely  none  of  us  want  to.  Instead,  we  should  want  to  en- 
large our  splendid  plant  because  of  what  it  has  done  for  the  North 
Carolina  Annual  Conference. 

It  put  new  life  and  new  faith  into  the  Conference,  and  spurred 
us  on  to  do  greater  things.  Many  of  us  believe  there  never  would 
have  been  a  High  Point  College,  if  there  had  not  first  been  the 
Children's   Home. 

Not  only  so,  but  we  were  encouraged  to  go  forward  into  a  new 
era  of  church  building  and  improvements.  In  August,  1913,  the 
Home  was  opened  in  High  Point,  and  the  preceding  fall  we  re- 
ported to  Conference  63  pastoral  charges,  with  21,930  members, 
and  church  property  valued  at  $388,993. 

Last  fall  we  reported  90  pastoral  charges,  30,504  members,  and 
church  property  valued  at  $1,783,525.  Add  to  that  the  Children's 
Home  property  and  the  College  property,  estimated  at  $868,261,  and 
you  have  a  total  valuation  of  church  property  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  of  $2,651,786  today. 
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No  one  would  think  of  giving  credit  to  the  Children's  Home  for 
all  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence during  these  25  years,  but  due  credit  should  be  given.  And 
in  our  celebration  of  Appreciation  Year  during  1939  the  Home 
should  come  in  for  a  large  share. 

Cost    of    Running    the    Home 

The  very  best  we  can  do  at  present  prices  it  costs  about  $210.00 
per  year  to  keep  a  child.  That  covers  all  expenses,  salaries,  fuel, 
lights,  school,  food,  clothing, — all.  And  yet  60  cents  per  day  per 
child  will  do  it. 

It  takes  one  barrel  of  flour  per  week,  10  dozen  eggs  for  break- 
fast, 2  buf^hels  of  potatoes  per  day,  16  chickens  for  a  Sunday  dinner, 
36  pounds  of  beef  for  a  meal,  4  gallons  of  canned  peaches  for 
dessert,  and  40  gallons  of  milk  per  day  besides  butter,  molasses, 
jellies,  serials,  fruits  and  vegetables. 

Our  budget  for  the  year  is  made  up  as  follows: 

The  General  Conference,  World  Service $2,000 

The  Duke  Endowment,  about 2,000 

The  North  Carolina  Branch,  Women's  Auxiliary,  about 1,500 

And  the  balance  must  all  come  through  free-will  offerings.  No  as- 
sessment is  laid  for  the  Children's  Home.  People  give  because  they 
want  to  give,  and  these  free-will  offerings  come  through  individuals, 
Sunday  schools,  churches,  and  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  offer- 
ings. How  well  the  children  are  cared  for  then  depends  upon  the 
liberality  of  God's  faithful  ones  in  making  free-will  offerings  for 
the  support  of  the  Home. 

Our    Dividends 

Our  contributors  are  our  stockholders,  but  the  Home  pays  to 
them  no  -cash  dividends.  The  children  who  have  gone  out  from  the 
Home  are  taking  their  places  in  the  business  and  professional  world, 
and  nearly  all  of  them  are  making  good.  Many  of  them  are  married 
and  have  their  happy  families,  and  they  delight  to  come  back  home 
and  bring  with  them  the  grandchildren  of  the  Home.  So  our 
dividends  are  shown  in  children  who  are  taken  from  the  unlikely 
places  of  earth  and  trained  into  men  and  women  of  intelligence,  re- 
finement and  Christian  character.  The  Home  has  a  right  to  be 
proud  of  its  output.  There  remain  in  the  Home  115  bright,  wide- 
awake, happy  children.  They  are  rapidly  growing  into  maturity. 
Eternity  alone  will  reveal  the  dividends. 

Thanksgiving 

Our  Thanksgiving  offering  will  be  taken  just  a  few  days  after 
the  rise  of  the  Annual  Conference.  We  have  tried  to  plan  wisely 
for  it,  and  have  also  secured  the  services  of  many  good  helpers 
throughout  the  Conference.  Lit-erature  and  envelopes  for  the 
adults  and  dime  cards  for  the  children  have  been  mailed  out  to  all 
our  pastors  and  Sunday  school  superintendents,  with  the  request 
that  they  appoint  a  committee  in  each  local  church,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  see  that  the  envelopes  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  adult 
members,  and  that  the  dime  cards  are  handled  by  the  young  people 
of  the  Sunday  schools,  and  then  will  follow  up  near  Thanksgiving 
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and  see  that  these  are  all  returned  with  their  offerings.  We  trust 
that  many  will  continue  to  contribute  as  much  as  a  "Day's  Income," 
and  that  others  will  make  even  larger  offerings.  But  we  are  placing 
the  emphasis  this  year  upon, — "EVERY  ONE  MAKING  AN  OFFER- 
ING AT  THANKSGIVING."  We  are  trusting  God  to  lead  the 
people  to  make  a  Real  Thanksgiving  Offering  This  Year. 

Harvest   Home    Offering 

Many  of  our  country  charges,  and  some  of  the  city  ones,  re- 
member the  Home  each  year  with  a  contribution  of  canned  fruits 
and  vegetables  and  other  produce.  This  helps  more  than  you  know. 
Some  have  already  delivered  theirs  this  year,  others  will  soon,  and 
others  are  already  asking  us  to  send  truck  for  produce  soon  after 
Conference.     This  shows  a  fine  spirit  of  helpfulness. 

Helping    Others 

The  house  work  and  work  about  the  campus  is  done  largely 
by  the  children,  under  proper  supervision.  On  the  farm  we  only 
have  two  men,  so  a  great  deal  of  the  farm  work  must  be  done  by  the 
larger  boys.  We  produce  on  the  farm  all  the  hay,  grain  and  vege- 
tables possible.  Also  all  our  milk  and  butter,  and  pork  and  bacon 
and  all  chickens  and  eggs  except  a  few  chickens  given  us  each  fall 
by  some  of  our  country  charges,  and  a  good  portion  of  the  beef 
used. 

The  farm  yielded  this  year, — 554  bushels  of  corn,  283  of  wheat, 
20  of  seed  oats  and  vetch,  93  of  sweet  potatoes,  170  of  Irish 
potatoes,  75  of  cain  seed,  15  of  seed  onions,  16,301  gallons  of 
milk  and  242  of  molasses,  1,527  dozens  of  eggs,  325  chickens  for  our 
tables,  2,995  pounds  of  pork,  800  pounds  of  beef,  165  loads  of  hay, 
200  bales  of  straw,  3,750  bunches  of  fodder,  55  tons  of  ensilage, 
over  500  watermelons.  This,  with  an  estimated  yield  of  $500.00 
worth  from  our  gardens  and  truck  patches,  makes  a  total  yield  from 
the  farm,  at  reasonable  prices,  of  $9,280. 

Live   Stock 

We  have  the  usual  number  of  mules,  hogs  and  cattle,  except 
that  we  have  the  best  herd  of  cows  we  have  had  at  all  during  these 
ten  years.

(F)      REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

Brethren : 

This  current  fiscal  year  of  High  Point  College  marks  the  hegin- 
ning  of  my  ninth  year  of  administration,  and  this  report  is  the 
eighth  I  have  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference.  And  since  this 
session  is  the  last  ofiicial  session  of  this  North  Carolina  Conference 
as.  a  denominational  entity,  this  report  in  a  way  becomes  something 
of  a  valedictory. 

High  Point  College  faces  a  United  Methodism  in  better  fi- 
nancial condition,  with  the  largest  enrollment  ever,  and  command- 
ing a  wider  and  deeper  respect  on  the  part  of  the  Church  and  the 
state,  than  at  any  time  since  its  founding.  And  of  course,  that  is 
as  it  should  be — and  as  all  of  us,  I  am  sure,  have  hoped  it  would  be. 

First — Enrollment — Our  total  first  semester  registration  for 
this  year  is  439.  This  is  35  more  than  at  the  same  period  last  year. 
The  summer  school  registered  130.  For  the  first  session  of  this 
year's  extension  classes  the  number  is  120.  Additional  registrations 
for  the  second  semester  of  the  regular  session  and  of  the  extension 
group  will  doubtless  give  us  a  grand  total  of  700  plus. 

Sixty-four  students  from  20  states,  other  than  North  Carolina, 
testify  to  the  wider  range  of  satisfactory  appraisal  which  the  col- 
lege enjoys. 

The  religious  affiliations  are  interesting.  For  the  first  time 
since  the  college  opened,  the  students  of  the  Southern  Methodist 
affiliation  approximate  in  number  those  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church.  In  all,  we  have  a  total  of  276  Methodist  students — 63 
per  cent.  The  next  group  range  as  follows:  Baptist  76,  Presby- 
terian 18,  Lutheran  10,  Reformed  13,  Friends  9,  Catholic  10,  Jewish 
7.  In  all  15  religious  bodies  are  in  the  student  group  other  than 
Methodists. 

Second — Finances — For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  we  have 
kept  expenditures  under  student  charges.  We  will  do  this  again 
this  year.  This  has  been  done,  however,  not  at  the  expense  of 
needed  repairs  and  renovations,  as  a  look  at  our  buildings  and 
grounds  will  show.  It  has  not  been  done  at  the  expei^se  of  our 
teachers  and  other  employees.  If  the  church  in  its  financial  sup- 
port for  the  past  four  years  had  raised  for  the  college  the  annual 
allotment  assessed  by  this  Conference  we  could  have  reported  to- 
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day  an  even  larger  debt  reduction  than  has  taken  place  during  the 
past  four  years. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference,  through  the  churches  and  the 
Branch,  has  given  for  the  past  eight  years,  September  1,  1930  to 
June  1,  1938,  an  average  of  $2,950.56.  How  that  compares  with 
what  the  college  gives  back  to  the  church  in  free  tuition  for  its 
youth  is  seen  when  I  tell  you  that  this  present  college  year  we 
are  thus  giving,  as  follows:  to  the  children  from  the  Home — $800; 
to  the  children  of  ministers  — $1,450;  to  the  candidates  for  t{he 
ministry — $700 — a  total  of  $2,950.  Add  to  this  general  scolarships 
to  Methodist  Protestant  boys  and  girls,  other  than  the  above,  $1,150 
and  we  have  a  grand  total  of  $4,100.  This  does  not  take  into  con- 
sideration the  self  help  work  which  we  also  give  to  our  own  youth, 
but  which  eats  into  our  income.  So  we  can  well  say,  that  in  dollars 
and  cents,  the  college  is  giving  more  to  the  church,  considerably 
more,  than  the  church  is  giving  to  the  college. 

The  fact  is,  beginning  with  September,  1930,  and  coming  down 
to  the  first  of  last  June,  the  Conference,  plus  what  the  Branch  did, 
gave  a  total  of  $23,604.40  (an  average  of  $2,950.55) — a  period  of 
8  full  college  yeai's,  which  was  less  than  what  this  Conference  did 
for  the  college  in  the  three  years  from  September  26,  1926  to  June 
1,  1930 — giving  a  total  $30,472.05,  an  average  of  $19,157.35.  So 
you  can  see  that  from  the  standpoint  of  Annual  Conference  support 
these  have  been  lean  years;  in  fact  we  have  gone  the  Israelites  in 
Egypt  just  one  year  better — or  worse — theirs  was  seven  years, 
ours  have  been  eight  years. 

This  item  will  be  of  interest:  In  the  repoi-t  on  Capital  Account 
made  to  the  Trustees  last  June,  it  was  shown,  based  on  replace- 
ment values  (lower  than  erection  cost)  as  made  by  an  insurance 
appraiser  and  an  architect,  that  the  grand  total  values  of  land, 
buildings  and  equipment  was  $745,533.  The  grand  total  of  values, 
at  erection  prices  on  June,  1930,  was  $609,805,  a  gain  of  $135,728. 
This  figures  plus  the  decrease  in  indebtedness  June,  1938,  as  against 
June,  1930,  gives  a  grand  net  gain  in  assets  of  .f!200,398. 

We  are  making  progress  in  the  matter  of  the  outstanding  bonds 
held  by  individuals  due  to  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  these 
bondholders.  We  are  saying  to  them,  quite  frankly,  we  do  not 
have  the  money  to  redeem  all  such  bonds,  and  so  we  are  making 
two  suggestions  to  them:  first,  to  give  the  bond,  or  if  not  possible 
to  give  the  full  amount  thereof,  to  give  us  as  much  as  possible; 
second,  if  it  is  not  possible  to  do  either,  to  exchange  it  for  an  annuity 
bond  of  the  General  Board  of  Education.  In  either  case,  the  college 
establishes  a  Student  Loan  Fund  bearing  the  name  of  the  donor 
whereby  a  student  is  helped  each  year  to  the  amount  of  the  annual 
interest  on  the  principal  sum  involved.  As  these  loans  are  repaid 
by  the  students  helped,  the  money  goes  into  an  invested  fund  until 
the  amount  is  equivalent  to  the  principal  made  by  the  donor.  This 
plan  will  perpetuate  the  name  of  the  donor,  or  memorialize  some 
loved  one,  and  at  the  same  time  aid  needy  and  worthy  students  to 
_get  an  education,  and  further  will  help  reduce  the  indebtedness  on 
the  college.  We  hope  to  have  adjusted  thus  all  outstanding  bonds 
in  the  hands  of  individuals  before  December  15.  We  are  hoping 
that  the  result  of  the  Fellowship  Crusade  will  greatly  aid  in  this 
settlement. 

Third — Improvements — We  are  making  such  improvements  as 
need  to  be  made,  yet  necessitating  the  least  outlay  of  money  possible. 
Additional  walks  about  the  M.  J.  Wrenn  Memorial  Library  and  to 
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the  Harrison  Gymnasium  have  been  laid.  The  painting:  of  the  Dining 
Hall,  with  a  new  entrance  thereto,  additional  equipment  for  the 
kitchen  and  for  the  science  laboratories,  all  contribute  to  appearance, 
upkeep,  and  utility. 

We  hope  to  have  the  baseball  field  named  in  honor  of  some 
donor  who  will  care  for  the  materials  used  in  this  project. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  cited  the  great  needs  that  face  the 
college  in  the  matter  of  building.  I  can  only  reemphasize  these 
needs  as  they  face  the  college.  Outstanding  among  them  are  the 
wing  to  Roberts  Hall,  giving  a  large  auditorium,  a  new  Dining  Hall 
and  Kitchen,  and  a  Home  Economics  Building.  Frankly,  we  are 
at  the  limit  of  our  facilities  in  class  rooms,  science  laboratories  and 
chapel  space.  450  students  is  about  the  maximum  roll  in  regular 
session  that  we  can  well  care  for,  and  we  now  have  438.  I  see 
wide  possibilities  in  the  matter  of  expansion,  student  growth,  and 
enlarged  prestige — if  we  can  just  find  the  money  needed.  Unless, 
perchance,  it  should  come  in  gifts  for  such  a  cause,  further  ex- 
pansion is  not  possible  because  we  will  not  increase  our  indebtedness 
to  expand.  But  it  will  come  some  day — just  when  and  how,  I  do 
not  know. 

I  report  the  following  as  elected  to  serve  as  trustees  until  1942: 
N.  M.  Harrison,  C.  C.  Robbins,  J.  S.  Pickett,  with  two  vacancies  in 
this  gi'oup  yet  to  be  filled;  that  Mrs.  C.  F.  Finch  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Finch.  Mrs.  Finch 
will  serve  until  1940. 

Judge  Lewis  E.  Teague  of  High  Point,  a  member  of  the  General 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  passed  away  on  October  27.  Judge 
Teague  was  a  devoted  and  loyal  Methodist  Protestant,  a  friend  of 
High  Point  College,  as  of  all  other  interests  "f  the  denomination. 
His  genial  presence  and  wise  counsel  will  be  missed  by  many  of  us — 
personally,  as  president  of  the  college,  I  feel  a  great  loss;  I  often 
had  occasion  to  consult  him  as  to  the  interests  of  the  college  and 
knew  I  could  trust  his  judgment.  Many  of  us  greatly  mourn  his 
going  away. 

I  ask  this  Conference  to  approve  the  election  of  trustees  above 
reported,  and  to  appoint  P.  E.  Lindley,  P.  S.  Kennett  and  N.  M. 
Harrison  for  work  with  the  college. 

And  now  a  final  word.  Methodist  Protestantism  in  North  Caro- 
lina will  make  no  small  contribution  to  the  United  Methodism. 
And,  holding  a  large  place  in  this  contribution  will  be  High  Point 
College.  All  that  the  college  has  in  physical  assets,  student  patron- 
age, community  loyalty,  public  appraisal,  future  possibilities,  and 
influence  for  culture  and  training,  all,  will  greatly  enhance  the 
gift  of  Methodist  Protestantism  to  the  United  Methodism.  And 
all  who  have  had  a  part  in  this  institution,  from  the  days  of  Mc- 
Culloch's  vision,  to  this  day  of  realization,  whether  the  part  has  been 
large  or  small,  ought  to  feel  well  repaid  for  our  church's  gift  in 
this  state  to  the  new  Methodist  Church. 

Mv  own  conviction  is  that  no  church  college  in  this  state,  and 
few  in  the  nation,  has  greater  possibilities  for  development  and 
service  than  our  own  High  Point  College.  I  do  not  expect  to  see 
all  these  possibilities  realized  over  night  after  Unification  has  been 
proclaimed  next  April.  I  may  not  live  to  see  these  possible  achieve- 
ments and  even  if  I  live  to  see  them,  I  may  not  be  permitted  to 
have  a  part  therein,  but  this  one  thing  I  do  know,  and  I  quote  the 
words  of  Dr.  S.  W.  Taylor,  made  at  my  installation  in  1930,  "High 
Point  College  is  set  for  a  great  career  in  Christian  education."     And, 
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despite  all  the  difficulties  and  struggles  and  heartaches  that  have  been 
my  lot  since  I  took  the  presidency  of  this  institution,  I  rejoice  that 
I  have  had  a  share  in  helping  in  what  has  come  to  pass  and  I  will 
continue  to  rejoice  in  all  the  progress  and  service  the  college  may 
and  will  make  in  the  future.  My  faith  has  never  altogether  wavered, 
my  hope  has  never  altogether  been  eclipsed  and  my  confidence  today 
is  greater  than  it  ever  was  as  I  see  history  coming  around  on  the 
side  of  faith — High  Point  College  is  coming  into  its  heritage  and 
with  that  is  able  to  enter  Methodist  Unification  with  head  erect 
and  its  face  to  the  sunrise,  hailing  the  days  of  a  greater  brother- 
hood.

(G)      CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION 

It  is  the  belief  of  this  committee  that  the  task  of  Christian 
Education  is  becoming  increasingly  important  in  the  minds  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Christian  Church.  And  well  it  may  be.  Arthur  H. 
Compton  has  said:  "The  advance  of  science  demands  the  growth 
of  Christian  Education."  He  also  says,  "If  we  truly  love  our  fellow- 
men,  if  we  would  save  them  from  war,  disaster,  and  chaos,  if  we 
would  enable  them  to  create  the  new  world  of  their  hopes  we  must 
meet  that  demand."  (The  Christian  Challenge  to  the  Modern 
World,    p.  41) 

We  also  find  that  the  rapid  advance  in  public  education  places 
a  greater  burden  upon  Christian  Education,  or  should  we  say, 
Challenge  Christian  Education  to  open  greater  doors  of  opportunity. 
We  realize  that  the  church  does  have  an  opportunity,  through 
Christian  Education,  to  build  its  people  up  in  the  understanding, 
appreciation  and  participation  of  Christian  living. 

Christian  Education  reaches  persons  through  a  variety  of  ex- 
periences, some  of  which  are :  evangelism,  social  action,  stewardship, 
fellowship,  study,  world  outreach,  recreation,  worship,  daily  work, 
personal  guidance  and  pastoral  work.  The  majority  of  the  work 
which  is  being  done  in  our  church,  however,  is  being  done  through 
the  following  agencies:  the  home,  Sunday  school,  pulpit,  religious 
societies  within  the  church,  training  schools,  and  colleges  and 
seminary. 

We  are  glad  to  pass  our  complim.cnts  on  to  the  administrative 
officers  and  instructors  in  our  colleges  and  seminary  for  the  high 
standard  of  work  which  they  maintain  and  for  the  great  good  which 
they  are  doing  for  the  Church.  These  institutions  are  ours  and 
deserve  our  loyal  support. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  Council  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion in  cooperation  with  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation, is  to  be  commended  for  the  fine  program  it  has  endeavored 
to  carry  out  during  this  year.  We  should  appreciate  the  fact  that 
the  program  of  this  Council  attempts  to  make  the  highest  type  of 
character  education  available  to  every  individual  in  the  local  church. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  increasing  popularity  c"  the  devotional 
booklet  en  itled  "The  Upper  Room."  By  this  we  hope,  and  believe, 
that  a  greater  number  of  homes  are  giving  more  thought  to  daily 
devotions,  thereby  creating  a  more  Christlike  :  tmosphere  in  the 
home. 

Our  problem,  however,  as  we  face  the  futuie  is  how  to  carry 
the  ideals  and  theories  of  Christian  Education  beyond  talking  about 
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and  being  emotionally  stirred  by  them,  into  effective  action.  We 
believe  that  the  greater  part  of  this  must  be  accomplished  by  and 
in  the  local  church.  It  is  there  that  we  find  the  people  -who  are 
facing  the  issues  of  life  as  it  is  today.  Dr.  William  C.  Bower  has 
said,  "The  local  church  is  the  cutting  edge  of  any  effective  pro- 
gram of  Christian  Education.  No  matter  how  lofty  our  ideals  may 
be,  how  excellent  our  theory  of  Christian  Education,  or  how  well 
considered  our  program,  if  it  fails  in  execution  in  the  local  church, 
all  comes  to  naught."    (Ibid.  p.  41) 

We,  therefore,  believe  that  each  local  church  should  be  a  real 
school  in  Christian  living.  We  realize,  however,  that  before  many 
of  our  churches  could  receive  any  positive  degi-ee  of  rating  accord- 
ing to  the  standards  of  public  education  today,  many  changes  would 
be  necessary  and  standards  would  have  to  ba  lifted. 

We  realize  that  under  our  present  organization  the  greater 
part  of  the  burden  of  making  each  local  church  a  real  school  in 
Christian  living  rests  primarily  upon  the  pulpit,  the  Sunday  schools 
and  the  religicas  societies  within  the  church.  We  believe  that 
these  agencies  should  be  correlated  upon  sound  educational  prin- 
ciples so  each  would  make  the  other  more  effective. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  Annual  Conference  should 
recognize  certain  educational,  as  well  as  moral,  standards  for  the 
Sunday  schools  and  educational  agencies  of  the  local  church,  there- 
by encouraging  improvement  and  development  in  the  local  organiza- 
tions. 

We  recommend  that  this  Annual  Conference  adopt  some  simple 
educational  standard  of  training  for  the  Sunday  school  officers  and 
teachers  of  the  local  church.  And,  when  a  church  succeeds  in 
reaching  the  standard  that  it  be  given  recognition  on  the  honor 
roll.     We  suggest  for  such  a  standard  the  following: 

1.  That  each  teacher  and  officer  read  at  least  one  book  dur- 
ing the  year  pertaining  to  his  or  her  department,  or 

2.  Subscribe  to  a  recognized  magazine  in  his  or  her  field,  or 

3.  Attend  a  Leadership  Education  school  or  class. 

4.  That  we  discourage  the  practice  of  teachers  and  officers 
not  attending  the  worship  service  of  the  church. 

5.  We  recommend  that  a  special  offering  be  taken  during  the 
year  for  Westminster  Theological  Seminary,  and  that  the  offering 
be  sent  to  Dr.  C.  E.  Forlines,  Westminster,  Maryland.

those  who  will  come  after  us;  and  we  owe  it  to  our  beloved  Denomi- 
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nation,  and  the  new  Methodist  Church  that  is  soon  to  be,  to  preserve 
the  noble  history  of  our  Conference. 

We,  therefore,  recommend: 

1.  That  our  Conference  Historian,  Rev.  J.  Elwood  Carroll,  be 
requested  to  write  this  history. 

2.  That  all  of  us  put  ourselves  at  his  disposal  in  providing 
any  facts  that  may  be  in  our  possession,  or  any  other  information 
that  we  may  have  that  will  assist  him  in  the  work. 

3.  That  this  history  be  made  possible  for  us  in  booklet  form, 
the  price  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents. 

4.  That  the  incidental  cost  incurred  in  compiling  the  book  be 
a  part  of  Annual  Conference  expenses  and  that  Mr.  Carroll  be,  and 
is  hereby,  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  such 
amounts  as  he  may  need  in  doing  this  work. 

5.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  named  to  arsist  in  getting 
out  the  History.

On  August  17,  1912,  a  check  for  $10,000  was  reecived  from 
the  executor  of  the  late  John  Calvin  Roberts,  of  Kernersville,  who 
named  the  following  trustees  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Be- 
quest: J.  F.  McCulloch,  F.  R.  Harris,  W.  F.  Kennett.  A.  B.  Kimball, 
and  J.  Norman  Wills.  The  trustees  were  directed  to  hold  the  fund 
for  the  benefit  of  a  Methodist  Protestant  College  in  North  Carolina, 
meanwhile  loaning  the  interest  to  young  men  to  aid  them  in  their 
preparation  for  the  ministry  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
It  was  further  stipulated  that  if  the  college  should  not  be  built  by 
1920,  the  entire  bequest  should  become  a  permanent  fund  for  the 
aid  of  ministerial  students. 

Since  it  has  been  in  operation,  forty-eight  young  men  have  been 
aided,  to  the  amount  of  $14,529.37.  Among  these  are  some  of  our 
most  useful  ministers.

(O)      REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON   STEWARDSHIP 

The  question  of  stewardship  will  not  down  in  the  life  of  the 
Christian.  In  fact  many  men  of  the  world  realize  that  there  should 
be  something  going  out  for  the  help  of  others.  So  many  civic  or- 
ganizations realize  their  obligations  by  the  gifts  that  they  make 
to  charity.  But  the  fact  that  there  is  something  owing  from  a 
higher  sense  of  duty  to  both  God  and  man  brings  the  question  closer 
to  the  follower  of  Jesus  than  simply  meeting  a  financial  obligation. 

The  giving  of  self  and  substance,  therefore,  should  engage  the 
earnest  thought  of  every  Christian.      The  wise  men   came  to  wor- 
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ship    the    Christ    Child.      They    first    gave    themselves,    then    their 
treasures. 

One  of  the  principal  things  that  vv^e  should  teach  in  our  Sunday 
schools,  Leadership  Training  Schools,  and  in  our  preaching,  is  that 
giving  to  the  church  is  a  privilege,  and  a  blessing;  and  in  order  to 
get  the  fullness  of  blessing  in  store  for  us,  it  should  be  done  as 
unto  God  and  not  to  man.  That  to  break  or  keep  our  vows  because 
we  feel,  or  do  not  feel,  the  force  of  the  responsibility  may  bring  a 
curse  upon  us,  because  we  have  robbed  God  and  not  man  vi^hen  we 
fail  in  meeting  our  promises  to  the  church,  so  that  we  may  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  unhampered.

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(Q)   COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  CHURCH 

A  year  or  two  ago  the  Committee  on  Rural  Church  suggested 
that  it  would  like  to  see  the  Methodist  Protestant  churches  of  North 
Carolina  the  most  effective  and  attractive  churches  in  the  state. 
Your  committee  has  been  attempting  to  observe  the  trend  and  de- 
velopment of  the  rural  churches  of  this  Conference.  It  has  been 
interested  in  the  apparent  progress  of  many  of  the  churches  dur- 
ing the  year. 

We  are  persuaded,  by  the  many  reports  published  in  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Herald  during  the  year,  and  by  a  remark  made 
by  the  President  of  this  Annual  Conference  to  the  effect  that  it 
seemed  that  there  has  been  more  physical  improvements  made  in 
the  local  churches  this  year  than  he  had  ever  known  before,  and 
also  from  our  own  observation,  to  believe  that  many  of  our  rural 
churches  are  becoming  more  beauty  conscious. 

A  number  of  new  churches  have  been  built  and  dedicated  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  replacing  the  old  structure  with  a  more  adequate 
and  attractive  building.  Many  other  churches  have  been  improved 
with  shrubbery  and  paint.  We  agree  with  Dr.  Lindley  who  said, 
"If  the  church  would  invest  more  in  beautification  it  would  not 
need  so  many  over-sized  sermons."  We  believe  that  money  spent 
for  church  improvement  is  a  wise  investment. 

We  commend  those  churches  and  pastors  that  have  made  im- 
provements during  the  year,  and  hope  that  their  tribe  may  rapidly 
increase.  We  suggest  again  that  we  would  like  to  see  the  churches 
of  this  Conference  the  most  efficient  and  attractive  in  the  state. 

While  we  have  been  making  improvements  in  both  the  appear- 
ance and  the  work  of  the  church,  we  must  realize  that  there  is  yet 
much  room  for  growth. 

We  are  persuaded  that  an  unkempt  church  building  and 
gi'ounds  are  very  poor  attractions  to  a  religion  which  has  among  its 
virtues  those  of  Beauty  and  Purity.  It  is  very  difficult  for  most 
people  to  worship  a  God  of  Beauty  and  Purity  in  a  church  that  is 
dirty  and  unattractive.  We  urge  that  our  people  be  most  careful 
to  see  that  the  church  building  is  kept  clean  and  the  pews  dusted, 
as  well  and  in  good  repair  "with  sufficient  paint.  A  well-heated 
church  building  will  aid  greatly  in  maintaining  a  good  attendance 
through  the  winter  months.  The  trustees  should  see  that  the  build- 
ing is  properly  heated  for  all  occasions. 

While  we  realize  the  importance  of  the  church  building  and 
grounds,  we  also  realize  that  we  must  give  careful  attention  to 
the  organization  and  program  of  the  church.  One  of  the  apparent 
weaknesses  of  many  of  our  rural  churches  is  the  lack  of  adequate 
organization  and  efficient  execution.  We  believe  that  if  many  of 
the  churches  would  adopt  and  use  more  systematic  plans  they 
could  do  a  much  greater  work  with  much  more  ease  than  we  are 
doing  under  our  present  system.  Be  courageous  enough  to  experi- 
ment with  some  new  plan  at  least  a  few  months  or  a  year. 

We  believe  that  most  of  our  churches  Avould  profit  by  a  re- 
ligious survey  of  their  community,  if  the  survey  is  properly  fol- 
lowed up.  Such  a  survey  could  help  in  planning  a  program  for  the 
year. 

A  well  organized  and  planned  worship  program  can  be  a  great 
help  in  developing  a  worshipful  atmosphere.  For  two  suggestive 
outlines  we,  therefore,  refer  you  to  the  report  of  this  committee  to 
the  Annual  Conference  of  1937.      (See  Journal,  pages  56,   57). 
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We  would  like  very  much  for  the  church  which  closes  its  Sun- 
day school  during  the  winter  months  to  be  unknown  in  this  Confer- 
ence, except  in  memory.  With  our  present  system  of  roads  and 
modes  of  travel  we  believe  it  unnecessary  to  close  any  of  our  Sun- 
day schools. 

Believing  that  the  people  who  read  and  observe  what  others 
are  saying  and  doing  are  in  a  better  position  for  leareship,  we 
refer  you  to  a  pamphlet  entitled,  A  Guide  to  the  Literature  of 
Rural  Life,"  compiled  by  Benson  Y.  Landis,  (Department  of  Re- 
search and  Education  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ 
in  America,  105  East  22nd  Street,  New  York,  N.  Y.    Pince  10  cents.)

Second,  We  recommend  that  the  total  apportionment  for  World 
Service  be  apportioned  to  the  charges  and  that  all  charges  accept 
the  World  Service  in  full.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  program  for 
Appreciation   Year. 

Third,  We  recommend  that  a  special  fund  be  raised  during 
the  year  to  pay  the  expenses  of  all  official  delegates  to  the  Uniting 
Conference  in  Kansas  City.  Each  church  will  pay  to  this  fund 
an  amount  equal  to  two  per  cent  of  the  pastor's  salary  paid  during 
the  conference  year  1936-37.  This  item  is  payable  on  or  before 
April    tenth,    1939. 

Fourth,  Due  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  final  year  of  the  Annual 
Conference  and  we  as  a  people  are  anxious  to  pay  all  current  ex- 
penses promptly,  we,  therefore,  recommend  that  upon  the  approval 
of  the  President  of  the  Conference,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Confer- 
ence be  authorized  to  pay  all  debts  incurred  in  this  year's  operation 
from  the  Annual  Conference  Debt  Fund. 
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Fifth,  The  apportionments  to  the  charges  shall  be  as  follows: 

Annual  Conference  Expense,  Annual  Conference  Debt,  Church 
Extension,  and  Superannuate  Fund  shall  remain  the  same  as  last 
year.      (See  the  Journal,  1937,  Pages  108-109.) 

Special  Fund  for  the  delegates  to  the  Uniting  Conference  shall

(S)      REPORT  ON  THE  COMMISSION  ON  METHODIST 
COOPERATION 

To  the  Constituent  Bodies  represented  by  the  Commission  on  Meth- 
odist Cooperation; 

Greeting: 

The  Commission  met  in  annual  session  in  the  office  of  the  Editor 
of  Christian  Advocate,  Greensboro,  on  Thursday,  Sept.  29th,  with 
representatives  of  the  three  Methodist  bodies  in  North  Carolina 
present.  After  full  deliberation,  the  Commission  directed  that  the 
following  report  should  be  sent  to  the  four  Annual  Conferences  in- 
volved: 

With  the  assured  coming  of  Methodist  Union  within  the  next 
year,  the  purpose   and   work  of  the   commission   on   Methodist   Co- 
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operation  draws  to  a  close.  That  the  work  of  the  Commission  has 
been  fruitful  in  a  closer  fellowship  and  cooperation  between  the 
groups  represented  none  will  deny.  Because  of  the  work  of  the  Con- 
mission  the  task  of  uniting  the  three  Methodisms  into  one  in  this 
State  will  be  made  much  easier.  Looking  toward  that  union  we 
wish  to  review  our  work  of  the  year,  and  to  make  some  suggestion 
for  the  year  ahead. 

Approximating  the  date  of  John  Wesley's  heartwarming  experi- 
ence, May  24,  three  central  celebrations  were  held  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Commission;  namely,  at  Asheville,  Charlotte  and  Greens- 
boro. Speakers  representing  the  three  branches  of  Methodism  were 
on  the  program  at  each  place.  While  the  attendance  was  not  large, 
it  was  representative,  and  a  fine  feeling  of  fellowship  prevailed.  Fol- 
lowing these  meetings  a  number  of  group  meetings  were  held  in 
various  parts  of  the  State,  wherever  two  or  more  of  the  denomina- 
tional units  were  in  contact.  These,  too,  were  fruitful  in  a  better 
understanding  of  our  Common  Methodism.  Under  the  direction  of 
Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern,  a  number  of  Aldersgate  celebrations  were 
held  in  centers  not  reached  by  the  meetings  held  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commission.  Wherever  possible,  speakers  from  the  other  two 
Methodisms  had  part  on  the  programs,  a  gesture  which  they  greatly 
appreciated. 

Now,  looking  forward  to  the  new  year,  which  will  probably  be 
the  last  in  the  separate  existance  of  these  three  groups,  there  are 
certain  suggestions  which  we  would  like  to  present  to  the  Confer- 
ences for  their  consideration: 

1.  We  suggest  the  holding  of  one  or  more,  perhaps  several, 
mass  meetings  as  soon  as  possible  following  the  holding  of  the  Unit- 
ing Conference;  in  which  the  work  of  that  Conference  might  be 
reviewed,  and  all  possible  emphasis  put  upon  the  fact  that  we  are 
actually  one,  awaiting  only  the  working  out  of  details  to  put  that 
oneness  into  effect.  If  the  Conferences  approve  this  suggestion,  the 
Commission  will  set  up  and  direct  the  machinery  necessary  to  carry 
it  out. 

2.  The  Commission  would  like  your  approval  also  of  the  sug- 
gestions that  two  fact-finding  Committees,  geographically  located 
and  composed  of  two  representatives  from  each  of  the  three  Meth- 
odisms, be  set  up  to  make  a  survey  of  all  the  territory  where  two  or 
more  of  the  groups  have  contact,  the  survey  to  ascertain  the  num- 
ber of  churches  involved,  their  possible  realignment,  and  such  other 
facts  as  may  be  needed  to  relate  the  several  churches  or  charges 
to  the  new  program.  This  information  to  be  made  available  to  those 
who  shall  be  responsible  for  coordinating  the  work  of  the  now 
three  Methodisms.  If  the  suggestion  is  approved,  the  Com- 
mission has  directed  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  to  name  the 
personel  of  the  Committees. 

3.  Since  no  plan  of  Union,  however  perfect,  can  really  suc- 
ceed unless  there  is  also  a  spiritual  unity,  we  think  all  possible  effort 
ought  to  be  made  by  this  Commission  during  the  year  to  bring  the 
groups  together  in  District  Conferences,  in  worship  and  revival  ser- 
vices, in  young  people's  gatherings  and  in  pastor's  assemblies.  We 
need  desperately  to  get  acquainted.  When  we  know  each  other  we 
shall  love  each  other;  and  love  will  cast  out  any  possible  fear  or 
misunderstanding. 

We  are  hoping  literature  may  be  made  available  following  the 
Uniting  Conference  that  v/ill  emphasize  our  common  task,  and  the 
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fact  and  spirit  of  oneness.  If  this  can  be  put  into  the  hands  of  all 
our  people  before  the  three  groups  are  merged,  it  will  do  much  to 
further  the  success  of  union. 

The  Commission  stands  ready  to  help  in  any  possible  way  the 
ettort  to  bring  our  groups  together;  and  at  the  service  of  any  and 
all  agencies  which  may  be  charged  with  that  task.

(T)      THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  FELLOWSHIP 

CRUSADE 

Imrnediately  after  the  adjournment  of  conference  the  com- 
mittee elected  to  set  up  the  Fellowship  Crusade  met,  and  after  pray- 
erful consideration  set  up  goals  for  the  three  objectives  and  planned 
a  procedure  for  putting  it  on  in  the  local  church. 

Your  Director,  thereupon,  began  at  once  to  publicize  it  in  the 
Herald  and  by  correspondence.  Several  hundred  letters  were  sent 
to  pastors  and  the  laymembers  of  the  Church.  These  letters  asked 
for  commitment  to  the  Crusade  and  called  upon  those  who  would 
enlist  m  the  project  to  write  the  Director  stating  their  intention 
so  to  do.  Scores  of  letters  were  received  signifying  their  willing- 
ness to  do  this.  * 

The  second  phase  of  the  movement  v/as  the  holding  of  meetings 
m  various  communities  where  addresses  were  made  informing  the 
people  what  was  to  be  done  and  how  it  was  proposed  to  do  it  Cards 
were  distributed  to  pastors  and  they  were  asked  to  set  it  up  in 
each  local  church.  The  Director  was  assisted  by  President  Pritchard 
and  several  pastors  in  doing  this.  Assistance  was  offered  the  pastors 
in  putting  on  the  Crusade  if  they  felt  a  need  of  it.  Something  like 
sixty  pastors  were  assisted  by  visiting  speakers  in  their  churches  who 
spoke  m  interest  of  the  Crusade  and  in  most  cases  solicited  pledges 
lor  all  three  objectives  from  the  members. 

Later  in  the  year,  letters  were  again  sent  to  those  pastors  who 
had  made  no  report  of  progress,  calling  upon  them  to  report  de- 
hnitely  what  had  been  done,  less  than  a  dozen  pastors  of  this  group 
reported.  &       f 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  Churches  which  secured  the  full 
financial  quotas  set  for  them:  Kistler's  Union,  Cleveland  Charge- 
Piney  Grove  and  Siler  City  Charge;  Grace  Church,  Greensboro! 
Central  Church,  Asheboro;  Efland,  Hebron,  Chestnut  Ridge  and 
Union  Grove  Church,  Orange  Charge;  Tabernacle  and  Julian  Church- 
es Tabernacle  Charge,  Saxapahaw  Church,  Saxapahaw  Charge,  Mt. 
Pleasant  and  Pleasant  Union;  First  Church,  Burlington;  Friendship 
Church,  Shiloh  Charge.  If  others  reached  the  third  objective  I  will 
be  glad  to  add  the  name  of  such  a  church  to  this  report. 

We  have  published  the  names  of  the  churches  which  reached 
the  second  objective,  secured  quota  for  Herald,  already  in  the  Herald 
and  they  are  listed  on  the  back  page  of  it  so  are  omitted  here.  We 
have  not  received  from  the  pastors  a  definite  report  on  the  first 
objective,  so  must  leave  that  out. 

We  do  not  think  our  conference  has  anything  to  boast  of  in 
Its  accomplishments  in  this  campaign.  We  know  that  interest  was 
very  hard  to  quicken  and  harder  to  keep  alive.     Many  pastors  and 
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people  seem  to  think  it  would  get  in  the  way  of  other  claims,  so  did 
not  press  it.  We  regret  that  more  was  not  done,  but  without  the 
active  co-operation  of  pastor  and  people  no  great  things  can  be  done 
at  any  time,  for  any  cause,  by  anybody.

(U)      CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  OF   RELIGIOUS    EDUCATION 

During  the  past  year  service  has  been  rendered  to  the  local 
churches  through  the  various  Departments  of  the  Conference  Coun- 
cil of  Religious  Education.  As  president,  I  desire  to  publicly  ex- 
press my  appreciation  for  faithful  service  the  heads  of  these  depart- 
ments have  performed.  We  urge  the  pastors  and  people  throughout 
the  Conference  to  use  these  workers  when  needed. 

We  also  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  editor  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Herald  for  the  space  given  us;  to  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  through  Mr.  Gibbs'  Department  for  co-operation 
and  help;  and  to  the  Duke  Foundation  for  the  loan  of  Mr.  Sterling 
Wheeler,  who  for  five  weeks  during  the  summer  months  rendered 
valuable  sex'vice  in  some  of  our  rural  churches. 

We  submit  the  following  recommendations  as  our  program  for 
the  coming  year: 

1.  That  we  co-operate  with  the  Methodist  program  in  the 
Youth  Crusade,  particularly  in  their  meetings  of  county  or  area 
units  as  is  suggested  by  the  Commission  on  Methodist  co-operation. 

2.  That  we  co-operate  with  the  Southern  Methodist  Leadership 
Education  Schools  in  their  areas  and  that  we  plan  for  an  outstanding 
school  in  High  Point  in  June,  keeping  in  mind  Appreciation  Year. 
Also  that  we  ask  Southern  Methodists  to  co-operate  with  us  in  this 
school. 

3.  That  we  again  secure  the  service  of  a  student  of  Duke 
University  in  our  Vacation  Church  Schools,  held  under  the  direction 
of  our  Department  of  Vacation  Church  Schools. 

4.  We  recognize  the  need  for  better  Sunday  School  organiza- 
tion throughout  the  state  and  recommend  that  our  churches  or- 
ganize along  the  more  thorough  lines  of  the  other  Methodist 
churches  and  the  new  Methodist  Church.

(V)      SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Your  Social  Service  Committee  realizes  very  keenly  the  im- 
portance of  this  report;  for  Christianity  is  not  only  judged  by  its 
ability  to  give  richness  to  individual  experience  but  also  by  its  ability 
to  minister  to  social  needs.  The  church  must  be  a  creative  force 
and  help  to  give  direction  to  social  progress  if  it  is  to  justify  its 
right  to  exist  and  preserve  the  freedom  it  now  enjoys.  By  this 
we  do  not  mean  that  the  church  should  be  a  political  organization, 
a  relief  agency  or  a  glorified  recreation  center.  Social  reform  that 
does  not  strike  the  depths  of  human  experience,  that  does  not  spring 
from  transformed  life  is  shallow  and  superficial.      On  the  other  hand. 
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that  religion  that  spends  itself  in  emotion,  that  never  goes  beyond 
a  personal  experience,  that  fails  to  give  moral  direction  to  the 
individual  in  his  social  and  economic  relationships,  is  not  worthy  to 
be  called  christian. 

We  mention  three  areas  of  society  wherein  Christianity  faces 
both  its  gi'eatest  test  and  its  greatest  opportunity: 

1.  Within  the  realm  of  economic  endeavor  where  men  seek 
the  material  goods  of  life  there  is  injustice,  inequality  of  oppor- 
tunity, racial  descrimination,  most  objectionable  and  dishonest  ad- 
vertising, human  life  is  often  exploited,  class  consciousness  and 
hatreds  are  gi'owing.  The  church  must  make  its  forceful  demand 
that  righteousness  be  put  before  privilege  and  human  welfare  before 
greed  or  else  it  becomes  party  to  these  economic  sins  and  will  find 
itself  destroyed  along  with  the  social  order  which  will  inevitably 
become  the  victim  of  its  own  stupidity. 

2.  Within  the  realm  of  politics  there  is  corruption.  Freedom 
of  speech  and  freedom  of  the  press  are  seriously  threatened  today. 
International  prejudice  and  ill  will  are  growing  in  such  a  way  as 
inevitably  to  lead  to  the  sin,  the  horror  and  the  stupidity  of  war. 
Christian  men  and  women  should  keep  themselves  informed  on 
political  issues  and  refuse  to  be  blinded  by  propaganda.  Christian 
conviction  must  rise  above  party  loyalty.  Loyalty  to  Christ  must 
come  before  loyalty  to  country.  The  intelligent  use  of  the  ballot 
ibox  must  be  exercised  by  christian  people  if  democracy  is  to  be 
saved. 

3.  Within  the  realm  of  social  relationships  and  recreation  we 
see  much  that  is  threatening  to  undermine  the  moral  fiber  of  our 
civilization.  The  use  of  the  Sabbath  for  recreation  rather  than  for 
worship,  the  use  of  alcohol  in  respectable  social  circles,  the  cheap 
and  vulgar  entertainment  so  often  furnished  by  the  moving  pic- 
ture industry,  the  legalizing  of  gambling  and  its  tendency  to  corrupt 
the  field  of  sports  as  well  as  the  morals  of  men,  these  are  problems 
with  which  the  christian  must  deal,  and  be  guided  by  the  spirit  and 
ideals  of  Christ  rather  than  by  the  standards  of  so-called  repect- 
ability. 

The  Church  of  Christ  must  seek  to  redeem  society  as  well  as  the 
lives  of  men.  Jesus  dreamed  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth,  and 
christians  must  use  every  existing  democratic  method  of  reform 
which  may  help  to  realize  this  dream.  We  remember  that  Christ 
chose  to  die  rather  than  come  to  terms  with  a  world  which  was  an- 
tagonistic to  the  principles  of  righteousness.  If  we  are  not  willing 
to  do  likewise  if  need  be,  we  are  not  worthy  of  Him.

(W)   SEMINARY  EXTENSION  SCHOOL 

This  school  was  held  at  High  Point  College,  June  6-17,  with 
Doctors  Forlines  and  Shroyer  instructors  in  the  class  room  courses. 

In  addition  to  the  class  room  work,  a  public  lecture  course  was 
provided,  which  ran  through  four  nights  of  the  first  week  and  three 
of  the  second  week. 

The  total  number  attending  the  school  is  66,  including  wives 
of  seven  pastors,  and  three  ministers  from  the  M.  E.  Church,  South. 
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Of  this  number,  19  took  work  for  credits;  20  took  the  courses,  tho 
not  for  credits;  15  sat  in  on  classes  one  day  or  more,  but  not  regis- 
tering. Twenty-five  pastors  and  11  pastors'  wives  spent  part  or 
all  time  in  the  domintory. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and  those 
attending  is  that  the  school  was  a  splendid  success,

More  and  more  we  are  made  to  see  the  inestimable  value  of 
Church  music.  For  good  music  prepares  people  for  real  worship, 
for  proper  reception  of  the  message  and  a  personal  application  of 
the  truth.  It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  observe  the  improvement  made 
in  many  of  our  churches,  both  as  to  the  type  of  music  and  the  kind 
of  books  used. 

Many  fine  suggestions  have  been  given  in  the  Journal  from 
year  to  year.  We  invite  those  interested  in  better  music  to  reflect 
on  the  suggestions  contained  therein. 

Your  committee,  recommends: 

1.  That  we  express  our  appreciation  for  all  efforts  being  made 
for  improving  and  enriching  church  music. 

2.  That  we  urge  all  our  pastors  to  select  the  hymns  for  wor- 
ship services  after  consulting  the  director  of  music  or  the  pianist. 

3.  That  we  urge  all  our  churches  to  purchase  the  new  Meth- 
odist Hymnal  and  that  enough  copies  be  secured  for  the  entire  con- 
gi'egation  for  singing. 

4.  That  a  suitable  time  be  given  to  rehearsing  the  new  and  old 
hymns  for  use  in  our  religious  worship. 

5.  That  we  encourage  the  forming  of  Young  People's  choirs, 
and  that  emphasis  be  laid  upon  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  Lead- 
ership Education  School  at  High  Point  College  in  a  greater  appreci- 
ation of  church  music.

(AA)      COMMITTEE  ON   MISSIONS 

Having    been    reminded    very    forcefully    during    the    past    few 
weeks  of  the   growing  danger   of   strife   and   war  and  realizing  its 
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terrible  effects  upon  the  world  at  large,  we  would  ask  the  members 
of  this  conference  and  the  church  as  a  whole  to  put  a  greater  spir- 
itual emphasis  upon  its  missionary  work  and  program  for  the  year. 

Historically  Methodism  has  been  the  warm  hearted,  morally 
heroic  type  of  religion.  It  has  been  missionary  from  its  beginning. 
The  "warmed"  heart  and  missions  are  inseparable.  We  realize  that 
the  Methodist  church  is  a  great  organization,  but,  back  of  the  or- 
ganization there  was  a  Spirit.  That  was  the  motivating  force  back 
of  the  early  Methodists.  The  committee  urges  that  back  of  all  our 
work  we  have  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as  we  help  others 
to  build  the  world  upon  the  ideals  and  principles  as  set  up  by  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord. 

To  do  this  we  recommend: 

1.  That  we  pray  earnestly  for  missions  and  the  missionaries, 
and  that  we  urge  the  people  of  our  church  to  hav^  a  friendly  at- 
titude toward  the  Christians  in  Japan  and  China. 

2.  That  missions  be  taught  in  the  Sunday  School  (by  the 
teacher  or  head  of  the  department)  one  Sunday  in  each  month. 

3.  That  more  pictures  of  our  missionaries  and  places  of  mis- 
sionary activities  appear  in  the  church  literature,  because  people 
will  read  pictures  when  they  will  not  read  printed  material, 

4.  That  we  try  to  stimulate  missionary  interest  on  the  part  of 
boys  as  well  as  girls.  And  that  our  churches  assist  in  sending  more 
of  their  people  to  the  Leadership  Education  School  at  High  Point 
College,   where   special   courses   in   missions   are   taught. 

5.  That  pastors  take  more  interest  in  the  Missionary  Record, 
and  that  they  urge  the  Mission  Study  courses  in  the  local  auxiliary. 

6.  That  each  church  send  in  some  money  designated  as  "Minnis 
Salary"  as  this  counts  on  the  local  church's  "World  Service"  budget 
and  that  each  church  observe  the  two  special  Thankoffering  days 
whether  or  not  they  have  an  Auxiliary  or  a  Ladies  Aid. 

7.  That  our  people  cooperate  with  the  Committee  on  "Appre- 
ciation Year." 

In  addition  we  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions for  the  service  rendered  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference, 
and  to  the  denomination,  and  extend  to  the  Missionaries  a  word  of 
appreciation  for  their  faithful  work. 

If  we  be  Christians,  we  must  be  evangelistic  and  missionary, 
we  must  see  the  needs  of  the  world  through  the  eyes  of  Christ,  and 
respond  as  Christians  because  we  are  Christians.  The  only  mission- 
ary motive  that  will  sustain  itself  is  the  one  that  seeks  to  win  men 
for  their  own  sake.  China  for  China's  sake,  India  for  India's  sake, 
the  world  for  the  world's  sake,  and  all  for  Christ's  sake" — that  is 
the  motive  that  will  hold  us  to  our  task  if  we  be  Christian.

(EE)      COMMITTEE   ON   ORDINANCES 

There  is  a  noticeable  indifference  in  many  of  our  churches  to 
observing  the  ordinance  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  many  churches 
it  is  observed  irregularly.  Also,  in  many  churches,  for  want  of 
books  containing  the  ritual,  the  membership  has  small  part  in  the 
observance,  which  detracts  from  the  effectiveness  of  the  service,  as 
a  means  of  grace.  We  do  not  believe  this  ordinance  is  essential  to 
salvation,   but  is  a  means  of   s'race. 

We  therefore  urge  every  pastor  to  observe  this  ordinance  ac- 
cording to  our  Discipline,  making  special  effort  to  provide  books 
containing  the  ritual,  so  the  membership  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  exercise  themselves  in  this  ordinance,  that  it  may  be  an  effectual 
means  of  grace  in  leading  to  a  life  more  thoroughly  consecrated 
to  Jesus  Christ. 

Our  denomination  recognizes  baptism  as  an  ordinance.  Our 
Discipline  provides  that  this  ordinance  may  be  performed  by  sprink- 
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ling,  pouring  or  immersion;  and  since  baptism  is  only  an  outward 
symbol  of  an  inward  cleaning,  we  disapprove  of  rebaptism.

(FF)      PASTORAL  WORK 

The  duties  of  the  minister  are  numerous  and  diversified.  "He 
gave  some,  to  be  apostles;  and  some,  prophets;  and  some  evangel- 
ists; and  some,  pastors  and  preachers."  While  one  may  not  excell 
in  all  these  graces  they  are  all  of  great  importa,nce  and  the  min- 
ister should  strive  to  care  for  all  these  types  of  work.  But  certain- 
ly the  work  of  being  a  pastor  should  by  no  minister  be  neglected. 

The  words  shepherd  and  pastor  are  synonymous  in  significance 
and  meaning.  And  the  Bible  frequently  uses  the  term  shepherd  to 
elaborate  and  to  give  emphasis  to  religious  leadership.  Isaiah  says, 
"He  shall  feed  his  flock  like  a  shepherd."  The  psalmist  most  beau- 
tifully says,  "The  Lord  is  my  shepherd."  While  in  the  tenth  chap- 
ter of  John  is  the  most  outstanding  lesson  of  the  New  Testament  on 
the  subject  of  pastoral  work,  when  the  Lord  Jesus  himself  says, 
"I  am  the  Good  Shepherd."  This  Good  Shepherd  here  points  out 
that  there  should  be  an  intimate  acquaintance  between  the  shep- 
herd or  pastor  when  he  says,  "I  know  mine  own  and  mine  own  know 
me."  He  again  emphasizes  the  thought  of  intimacy  between  the 
leader  and  the  followers  when  he  says,  "Even  as  the  Father  knoweth 
me,  and  I  know  him."  Out  of  this  acquaintance  and  intimacy  the 
shepherd  can  call  his  sheep  by  name  and  they  follow  him.  Through 
pastoral  work  the  minister  may  form  these  acquaintances  and  re- 
lationships with  his  people  and  in  like  manner  he  may  expect  satis- 
factory results  in  that  he  could  expect  a  following. 

Through  pastoral  work  the  minister  will  learn  the  needs  of  his 
people  and  out  of  the  sincerity  of  his  soul  he  will  become  exceed- 
ingly anxious  to  help  them.  Then  the  questions  of  where  and  how 
will  naturally  arise  in  the  mind  of  the  honest  pastor.  And  here  he 
is  apt  to  feel  his  inability.  But  here  again  our  Lord  calls  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  should  be  that  intimate  relationship  between 
the  pastor  and  the  people  as  exists  between  the  Savior  himself  and 
the  Father.  He  holds  up  the  idea  to  us  that  if  we  are  to  lead  our 
people  as  they  should  be  led  we  ourselves  must  first  leain  the  secret 
of  living  in  a  very  close  relationship  to  our  Father.  His  other 
suggestion  here  is  his  declaration  that  He  would  "Lay  down  his  life 
for  his  sheep."  Efficient  and  successful  pastoral  work  calls  for  a 
lifegiving  activity  on  the  part  of  the  pastor.  It  is  hard  and  diffi- 
cult work,  but  souls  are  at  stake  and  if  we  have  learned  to  love  our 
people  as  we  should  we  are  willing-  to  place  our  lives  at  the  disposal 
of  our  Lord  for  the  sake  of  our  people. 

In  dealing  with  the  people  Our  Lord  found  the  necessity  of 
teaching  them.  Our  Lord  was  a  master  teacher.  "When  he  was  set 
(taking  the  position  of  a  teacher)  he  opened  his  mouth  and  taught 
them."  He  was  teaching  when  he  gave  to  his  disciples  and  to  the 
world  that  which  we  call  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount.  We  are  told 
that  "He  went  about  all  Galilee,  teaching  in  their  synagogues."  The 
pastor  who  avails  himself  of  the  possible  opportunities  in  pastoral 
work  will  certainly  see  the  great  need  of  teaching.  Then  when 
Our  Lord  was  about  to  leave  this  world  He  very  positively  gave  to 
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His  disciples,  and  through  them  to  us,  the  command  to  go  into  all 
the  world  and  teach. 

In  the  word  of  God  we  are  commanded  and  exhorted  to  preach 
"instant  in  season,  out  of  season."  Our  Lord  preached  as  well  as 
taught.  Pastoral  work  and  becoming  acquainted  with  the  people 
will  reveal  the  needs  of  the  people  to  the  pastor  and  he  will  see 
the  need  of  preaching.  He  will  also  see  what  is  the  need  as  to  the 
kind  of  preaching.  It  will  call  for  the  best  he  has  and  the  best 
he  can  get  for  his  people.  Pastoral  work  will  make  the  preacher  a 
better  preacher  and  it  will  make  it  possible  to  more  nearly  supply 
the  needs  of  the  people. 

But  to  teach  and  to  preach  one  must  first  learn.  Jesus  was  first 
a  learner.  "They  found  him  in  the  temple  in  the  midst  of  teachers 
both  hearing  them  and  asking  questions."  "Study  to  show  thyself 
a  workman  approved  unto  God."  The  pastoral  study  is  the  retreat 
where  the  necessary  food  may  be  found  to  supply  the  needs  of  his 
people.  Besides  studying  the  Bible  and  other  of  the  best  literature 
to  be  found,  the  pastor  should  untiringly  study  his  people.  Every 
pastor  should  be  such  a  student  of  his  church  register  that  he  might 
be  well  acquainted  with  his  members  and  other  constituencies  of 
his  community. 

A  pastor  to  effectively  teach  and  preach  to  his  people  must  do 
it  through  a  life.  Every  man  might  not  preach  or  teach  as  a  scholar 
as  some  other  men;  but  every  man  can  live  a  life  that  may  speak 
louder  than  words. 

We  would  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  our  faithful  pastors 
for  the  great  pastoral  work  that  has  been  done  and  pray  God's  richest 
blessings  upon  them  that  the  good  work  may  continue.

(GG)      PARSONAGES 

It  was  with  genuine  satisfaction  that  we  heard  of  the  construc- 
tion and  repairing  of  parsonages  during  the  year,  as  set  forth  in 
the  President's  report.  We  feel  that  it  is  a  movement  toward  better 
homes  for  our  preachers.  And,  we  recommend  that  all  charges  not 
now  having  a  parsonage,  take  steps  to  build  or  secure  one  if  it  is 
wise  and  possible  to  do  so. 

The  parsonage  is  only  the  temporary  home  of  the  preacher,  but 
in  most  every  instance,  will  become  the  home  of  some  succeeding 
preacher.  We  think  that  every  preacher  should  feel  a  responsibility 
to  take  the  best  possible  care  of  and  to  make  as  much  improvement 
as  possible  in  the  parsonage  property  and  furnishings,  so  that  when 
he  moves  on  he  may  leave  it  in  as  good  or  better  condition  than  he 
found  it.  He  should  put  into  operation  whatever  organization  he 
thinks  is  best  to  carry  out  his  program. 

Of  course,  we  realize,  with  the  uncertainty  of  the  future,  there 
may  be  nothing  that  can  be  done  now;  but  the  committee  would 
like  to  see  some  movement  started  toward  the  uniformity  of  par- 
sonage furnishings.  If  this  could  be  done,  ministers  would  not  have 
as  much  trouble  moving  and  there  would  be  less  furniture  to  be 
stored  to  deteriorate.

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(HH)      "METHODIST   PROTESTANT-RECORDER" 

In  our  Conference,  there  are  three  official  papers  to  which 
every  pastor's  family  should  be  a  subscriber,  in  order  to  be  intelli- 
gent Methodist  Protestants.  The  Missionary  Record  should  be  taken 
by  every  minister's  wife,  that  she  might  be  well  informed  on  the 
missionary  interests  of  the  women  of  our  church.  The  Methodist 
Protestant  Herald  should  be  a  regular  visitor  to  the  parsonage,  that 
the  family  might  keep  up-to-date  on  Conference  news.  And  the 
Methodist  Protestant-Recorder  should  come  weekly  to  the  preacher's 
home,  that  he  might  keep  abreast  of  denominational  interests  and 
activities.  The  absence  of  any  one  of  these  limits  the  knowledge  of 
church  affairs  to  the  extent  that  the  information  and  inspiration  is 
found  only  in  that  magazine. 

And  what  applies  to  the  ministers  is  also  applicable  to  the  lay- 
men, particularly  the  church  officials.  The  lack  of  knowledge  of  de- 
nominational affairs  on  the  part  of  church  leaders  is  simuly  appall- 
ing. Were  these  officials  as  little  informed  concerning  their  business 
interests  as  they  are  their  church  program,  their  failure  to  hold  their 
positions  would  be  a  certainty. 

The  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder  is  the  official  church  organ, 
and  supplies  church  and  current  neivs,  insiprational  and  devotional 
reading,  Methodist  Church  Union  information,  Sunday  School  and 
Christian  Endeavor  lesson  material,  etc.  The  editorials  are  always 
rich  in  provoking  thought  and  in  stirring  the  heart.  In  it  is  informa- 
tion and  inspiration  that  cannot  be  obtained  elsewhere  by  progres- 
sive Methodist  Protestants. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  the  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder 
commends  itself  as  the  official  organ  of  the  denomination,  other  facts 
of  interest  to  North  Carolina  church  leaders  that  are  vital  should 
be  brought  to  our  attention. 

(1)  This  publication  has  supported  all  North  Carolina  interests 
as  a  part  of  the  whole  church.  News  items  concerning  this  Con- 
ference and  inspirational  articles  by  North  Carolina  Conference 
authors  are  frequently  found  within  its  covers.  "Turn  about  is  fair 
play,"  therefore,  it  devolves  upon  us  to  give  our  support  in  apprecia- 
tion, that  we  might  obtain  a  panorama  picture  of  the  entire  church. 

(2)  The  present  wise  and  genial  editor  frankly  admits  that 
his  paper  cannot  do  for  this  Conference  what  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Herald  can  do,  and  he  urges  the  loyal  support  of  every  minister 
and  church  member  to  the  Herald.  But  wise  North  Carolinians  have 
to  admit  that  the  Herald  cannot  meet  all  requirements  of  a  well- 
informed  churchman,  and  so  the  additional  general  church  organ  is 
a  necessity. 

(3)  What  will  happen  to  the  paper  when  church  union  is 
consummated?  Quoting  Editor  Shipley:  "The  more  subscriptions  we 
have  at  the  time  of  the  union,  the  more  chance  there  will  be  for  the 
paper,  which  we  love  and  into  which  we  have  poured  our  lives,  to 
be  continued."  Subscriptions  will  be  continued,  if  papers  are  merged, 
or  money  will  be  refunded  to  dissatisfied  subscribers. 

Let  every  minister  and  laymen  here  determine  that  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant-Recorder  shall  abide,  and  fortify  his  decision  with 
his  own  and  any  other  subscriptions  he  may  obtain.

(NN)      COMMITTEE    ON    EVANGELISM 

Let  us  look  at  our  world  today.  There  is  much  that  is  right, 
beautiful,  good,  and  true.  But  let  us  look  at  the  dark  side  of  the 
picture  for  to  us  is  given  the  holy  task  of  spreading  "scriptural  holi- 
ness over  these  lands"  until  the  darkness  is  gone  and  the  morn  of 
righteousness,  joy  and  peace  breaks  everywhere. 

As  we  look  we  hold  a  world  confused^  torn  with  hatred,  strife 
and  war.  We  see  people  perplexed,  the  distress  of  nations,  and 
men's  hearts  failing  them  because  of  fear.  The  liquor  traffic, 
gambling,  adultery,  blasphemy,  irreverence,  greed,  Sabbath  desecra- 
tion, hypocrisy,  coldness  and  indifference  within  the  Church  are  eat- 
ing away  at  the  heart  of  civilization  as  a  cancer  eats  upon  a  man's 
body.  The  empty  t)ews  in  our  churches,  the  threats  of  Communism, 
Nazism   and   Fascism,   the   breaking   down    of   home   life,   the   com- 
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promising  attitude  so  many  take  towards  the  evils  of  the  day  paint 
a  picture  which  is  dark  and  loathsome.  Bishop  Ralph  Cushman  says, 
''The  greatest  peril  confronting  this  country  is  what  is  happening  to 
our  womanhood;  women  now  surpass  men  as  drunkards."  And  Dr. 
Lynn  Harold  Hough  says,  "We  are  living  in  a  world  which  seems  to 
be  falling  apart." 

With  this  picture  in  mind  let  us  sincerely  face  up  with  our 
evangelistic  effort.  Is  our  program  inclusive  enough?  Does  this 
matter  which  Christ  put  at  the  center  of  the  Church's  program  get 
the  proper  emphasis  during  the  entire  year?  Do  we  pray  as  con- 
stantly and  as  earnestly  as  we  should  for  the  redemption  of  the 
human  race?  Do  we  give  ourselves  as  wholeheartedly  to  personal 
work  as  Jesus  would  have  us?  Are  our  hearts  duly  burdened  for 
the  unsaved?  Do  we  have  a  holy  passion  for  lost  souls  akin  to  that 
of  our  Christ? 

Your  Committee  would  not  be  critical,  but  it  seems  that  not 
only  our  Church,  but  the  christian  church  everywhere  is  making 
very  slow  progress  in  evangelizing  the  world.  We  need  to  quicken 
our  pace;  to  become  more  fervent  in  spirit;  to  be  more  zealous  in 
our  efforts.  The_  conditions  which  exist  in  the  world  today  make  it 
necessary  for  us  to  deepen  our  spiritual  life  until  we  shall  wholly 
belong  unto  God;  until  the  beauty  of  God  shall  be  established  upon 
us;  and  until  the  world  shall  see  in  us  the  saving,  comforting,  tri- 
umphant religion  of  our  Lord.  These  conditions  call  us  to  increase 
our  efforts,  to  give  ourselves  without  reserve  as  laborers  in  God's 
great  harvest  field. 

Your  committee  makes  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  use  any  and  all  sane,  sound  methods  for  reaching 
the  lost. 

2.  That  each  pastor  organize  a  group  of  personal  workers  in 
the  church  or  churches  which  he  serves. 

3.  That  our  pastors  acquaint  themselves  with  the  Child  Evan- 
gelism Movement  and  vv^here  possible  use  this  program  on  their 
charge.

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OBITUARIES 


REV.  GEORGE  W.   HOLMES 

Rev.  George  W.  Holmes  was  born  in  Alamance  County,  near 
Mt.  Hermon  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  on  February  11,  1856. 
He  was  the  youngest  son  of  William  and  Jane  Thompson  Holmes. 
In  his  early  boyhood  days  he  was  converted  to  Christ  and  joined  Mt. 
Hermon  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  He  was  a  graduate  of  old 
Trinity  College,  now  Duke  University,  receiving  his  diploma  in  1880. 
Following  his  graduation  for  a  number  of  years  he  taught  in  the 
academic  schools  of  Alamance  County.  In  1890  he  was  called  to 
the  presidency  of  Yadkin  College,  the  forerunner  of  High  Point 
College.  This  position  he  held  for  nine  years.  Here  he  did  a  funda- 
mental and  far-reaching  work  for  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
not  only  in  this  state,  but  throughout  the  nation.  He  also  served  on 
the  Boards  of  Education  in  Davidson  County  and  his  native  county, 
Alamance.  He  was  also  for  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  High  Point  College. 

In  1901  Brother  Holmes  was  licensed  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence of  Mt.  Hermon  Charge  to  preach  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  he 
became  an  itinerant  in  our  Conference.  In  1903  he  received  his 
ordination.  His  ministry  seems  to  have  been  limited  to  the  counties 
of  Halifax,  Edgecomb,  Granville,  Vance,  Orange,  Alamance  and 
Chatham.  In  1917  he  was  called  from  the  itinerancy  to  be  the 
president  of  his  Conference.  In  this  capacity  he  served  for  two 
years  From  that  office  he  went  back  into  the  active  ministry  and 
continued  until  1926  at  which  time,  because  of  failing  health,  he 
retired.  His  remaining  years  were  spent  in  the  pew  as  a  prayerful, 
sympathetic  and  inspiring  listener  in  Bethel  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  and  as  a  teacher  in  the  Sunday  school. 

In  1881  he  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  W.  Foust,  who,  with  the 
following  children,  survives:  Prof.  James  E.  Holmes,  of  Leaksville; 
Prof.  John  Albert  Holmes,  Edenton;  Prof.  Ralph  W.  Holmes,  of 
Elizabeth  City;  George  W.  Holmes,  Jr.,  of  Graham;  Misses  Minnie 
Mae  and  Bessie  Louise  who  live  at  home,  and  Joseph  W.,  of  Burling- 
ton. On  December  11  he  was  called  home,  having  attained  the  ripe 
age  of  81  years  and  10  months. 

The  following  tribute  is  paid  him  by  Rev.  H.  L.  Isley,  who  was 
his  spiritual  adviser  during  his  last  years:  "George  W.  Holmes 
possessed  a  life  of  rare  beauty.  Not  only  was  he  a  great  preacher 
and  teacher,  but  he  was  beloved  of  those  who  knew  him  because  of 
his  tenderness  of  heart,  the  magnanimity  and  sensitivity  of  his  soul 
to  the  deeper  spiritual  valvies  of  life.  He  loved  not  only  the  world 
of  nature  and  books,  especially  the  Bible,  but  also  his  fellow-men. 
His  spirit  was  at  home  with  devout  Christians  everywhere.  Although 
he  could  have  boasted  of  his  attainments,  his  was  a  humble  and 
lowly  spirit.  Some  of  us  will  never  know  till  the  records  are  all  in 
how  much  has  been  built  into  our  characters  and  personalities  by  this 
good  man  who  has  left  us  a  heritage  out  of  the  overflow  of  his  mind 
and  heart." 

Tributes  by  some  of  his  students:  Rev.  G.  L.  Curry  says  of 
him:  "My  being  a  pupil  of  Professor  Holmes  is  one  of  the  high  lights 
of  my  life.  He  was  a  great  scholar  and  a  great  teacher.  His  was 
a  great  soul  and  he  was  a  great  man.     He  loved  and  possessed  the 
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great  principles  of  truth  and  righteousness,   which  he   imparted  by 
precept,  but  most  of  all  by  a  great  life." 

Rev.  G.  L.  Reynolds :  "As  a  student  under  Professor  Holmes 
in  the  early  nineties  I  found  him  a  teacher  of  great  ability,  a  man 
devoted  to  the  cause  of  education,  and  much  interested  in  the  young 
men  and  women  who  were  his  students.  My  contact  with  him  in  the 
classroom  gave  me  higher  ideals  of  life  and  helped  me  to  attain 
whatever  success  may  have  come  by  my  feeble  efforts.  I  always 
felt  he  was  my  friend  as  well  as  my  teacher." 

Dr.  T.  M.  Johnson:  "I  was  his  pupil  in  his  first  school.  The 
house  was  of  log  and  daubed  with  mud;  the  seats  were  of  slabs 
with  no  back  seats.  He  was  of  stately  bearing,  vigorous  intellect 
and  sturdy  character — willing  to  share  and  to  encourage.  I  was 
in  that  plastic  stage  of  boy  life  that  is  most  easily  impressed  by 
contacts  with  an  older  person.  I  had  little  experience  and  less  knowl- 
edge, but  I  wanted  to  know,  and  I  wanted  to  be  like  him,  for  to  me 
he  was  a  kind  of  hero.  I  was  under  his  influence  not  only  in  the 
school  room,  but  in  the  modest  home  of  my  parents  where  he  boarded. 
I  cannot  say  in  which  place  his  influence  was  greatest  over  me,  but 
I  am  sure  that  because  of  these  double  contacts,  the  impact  of  his 
life  upon  mine  was  more  than  doubled." 

Rev.  W.  F.  Ashburn:  "As  a  leader  he  was  great  in  sympathetic 
understanding,  in  patience  and  in  instruction.  He  loved  his  students 
and  gave  them  his  best.  His  religious  and  moral  influence  were  a 
great  power  over  the  whole  school.  Whatever  of  worth  my  life  has 
been  to  the  Kingdom,  I  attribute  it  largely  to  my  early  contacts  with 
this  man." 

Rev.  H.  L.  Powell:  "I  was  associated  with  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Holmes, 
first  as  a  student  in  Yadkin  College;  and,  second,  in  the  pastorate, 
in  all  for  some  forty-five  years.  He  was  in  every  respect  the  highest 
type  of  Christian  gentleman.  I  shall  honor  and  cherish  his  memory 
till  death  unites  us  in  the  eternal  fellowship  with  Christ." 

Rev.  H.  S.  B.  Thompson:  "My  opportunity  to  know  him  could 
hardly  have  been  better.  I  studied  under  him  in  Bethel  Academy  and 
in  Yadkin  College.  I  boarded  with  him  his  home;  I  exchanged  help 
with  him  in  meetings.  We  rode  together;  we  talked  together;  we 
prayed  together.  We  did  not  always  see  alike  in  our  discussions, 
but  we  always  came  out  better  friends.  He  was  one  of  the  best  men 
I  ever  knew,  if  not  the  best." 

Dr.  J.  D.  Williams:  "I  hesitate  to  say  anything  in  regards  to  the 
life  and  influence  of  this  good  man,  because  of  my  inability  to  ex- 
press my  appreciation  for  what  he  has  been  to  me,  or  to  do  justice 
to  his  name.  I  found  in  him  all  the  elements  that  make  a  Christian 
gentleman,  a  true  friend  and  a  good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ.  I  shall 
always  be  glad  that  I  came  under  the  influence  of  his  life." 

Dr.  S.  W.  Taylor :  "Professor  Holmes  was  a  teacher  par  excel- 
lence. He  knew  his  courses  and  taught  the  heart.  He  knew  the 
worth  of  high  living  and  taught  his  pupils  to  seek  it.  He  was  a  faith- 
ful and  an  efficient  preacher  of  the  gospel.  I  am  glad  to  pay  this 
tribute  to  a  beloved  teacher  and  a  noble  man." 

Dr.  C.  E.  Forlines :  "Dr.  Holmes  was  a  great  and  good  man. 
He  was  great  in  simplicity,  in  understanding,  and  in  sympathy.  He 
was  a  great  teacher.  His  goodness  to  everybody  sprang  from  an 
inner  goodness  of  character;  and  that  good  understanding  was 
achieved  through  his  devoted  cooperation  with  divine  grace."

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REV.   ROBERT   SAMUEL  TROXLER 

Samuel  Robert  Troxler,  the  son  of  Peter  and  Sarah  Tickle  Trox- 
ler,  passed  to  his  eternal  home,  after  an  illness  of  many  months,  from 
Duke  University  Hospital,  Durham,  N.  C,  July  25,  1938,  in  the  fifty- 
seventh  year  of  his  earth  life. 

Brother  Troxler  was  converted  in  his  early  life  and  joined  Fair- 
view  Methodist  Protestant  Church  under  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  N.  G. 
Bethea.  His,  formal  education  was  obtained  in  the  public  schools, 
at  Whitsett  Institute  and  at  Westminster  Theological  Seminary,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1911.  He  was  ordained  to  the  Christian  min- 
istry at  the  Burlington  Conference  of  that  year,  and  assigned  to  the 
pastorate  of  Mt.  Pleasant  Charge. 

For  twenty-seven  years  Brother  Troxler  was  faithful  as  a 
pastor  in  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference.  It  was  evident 
from  the  beginning  of  his  ministry  that  he  heeded  the  injunction  of 
St.  Paul  when  he  said,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God, 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the 
word  of  truth."  He  was  well  qualified  by  natural  ability  and  by 
training  to  lead  his  people  into  larger  fields  of  usefulness.  In  his 
soul  the  evangelistic  flame  never  smouldered.  He  loved  to  preach 
redemption  to  men  and  it  was  his  delight  to  lead  them  to  tha  altar 
where  they  might  openly  confess  Christ.  He  was  a  gifted  singer; 
he  loved  the  gospel  songs,  and  wherever  he  served  the  members  of 
his  congregations  noted  better  singing  at  the  services. 

But  it  was  as  a  church  builder  that  our  brother  ranked  highest. 
We  doubt  that  he  served  a  pastoral  charge  that  did  not  add  Sunday 
school  rooms,  remodel  the  old  building  or  build  a  new  church  under 
his  ministry.  He  had  a  way  about  him  that  made  his  members  see 
the  need  for  larger  and  better  equipped  church  buildings,  and  he  was 
able  to  lead  them  in  supplying  their  deeply  felt  needs. 

The  following  churches  were  affected  by  the  touch  of  his  genius 
as  a  builder:  Graham — new  Sunday  school  rooms;  First  Church, 
Thomasville — new  Sunday  school  rooms;  Shiloh  Church — an  educa- 
tional building;  New  buildings  were  erected  during  his  pastorates  at 
the  following  churches:  Greer's  Chapel— where  a  new  organization 
was  perfected  as  well  as  a  church  erected;  Glen  Raven  Church,  prac- 
tically rebuilt;  Kistler's  Union  and  Oak  Grove  Churches,  Cleveland 
charge;  Mt.  Pleasant  and  Bethesda  Churches,  North  Davidson  charge. 
It  is  a  great  record,  one  very  difficult  to  excell,  and  yet  it  was  done 
without  the  flare  of  publicity  which  so  often  attends  the  doing  of 
such  things. 

Although  Brother  Troxler  suffered  greatly  at  time,  he  never  lost 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Church.  He  appeared  especially  interested 
in  Methodist  Union,  and  yearned  to  live  to  see  it  accomplished.  While 
he  seemed  to  have  no  fears  of  death,  he  had  a  great  desire  to  live  and 
labor  in  the  vineyard  of  his  Lord  and  Master.  He  died  in  the  full 
assurance  of  faith.  Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  the  First 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  Burlington.  President  Pritchard  was 
in  charge  and  was  assisted  by  the  pastor.  Dr.  Fred  W.  Paschall,  Dr. 
J.  D.  Williams  and  Dr.  R.  M.  Andrews.  His  body  awaits  the  resur- 
rection morning  in  Pine  Hill  Cemetery,  Burlington. 

Brother  Troxler  is  survived  by  his  faithful  wife,  Myrtle,  two 
daughters,  Vesta  and  Virginia;  and  three  sons,  Lyman,  R.  S.,  and 
William.     He   also   leaves   behind    to   mourn   his    going   two   sisters, 
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Mesdames   Barber   and    Herbin;    and   four   brothers,    Dexter,    Lewis, 

Peter  and  Joseph. 

We  shall  long  miss  the   spiritual   atmosphere  of   his   congenial 

soul;  his  smiling  countenance;  his  co-operative  efforts  and  his  kindly 

words;  but  we  can  rejoice  in  the  victory  of  his  life  and  the  triumph 

of  his  death.

REV.   A.   L.    HUNTER 

Rev.  Aquilla  Lafayette  Hunter  was  one  of  eight  children 
born  to  Jeremiah  and  Levinia  Moser  Hunter.  The  date  of  his  birth 
is  December  24,  1865.  He  came  of  preacher-parentage,  his  father 
being  for  many  years  a  local  preacher  in  the  Methodist  Pi-otestant 
Church.  The  parental  home  of  our  deceased  brother  was  in  the 
western  part  of  Forsyth  county.  It  was  here  that  his  childhood  and 
teen-age  years  were  spent.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  the 
community,  and  worshipped  in  Pleasant  Hill  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  which  was  located  near  the  Hunter  home.  In  his  early  life 
Brother  Hunter  professed  faith  in  Christ  and  united  with  this  church. 
His  membership  remained  here  until  he  took  up  his  residence  in  what 
is  known  as  the  "old  Totten  home,"  located  near  Kernersville.  Brother 
Hunter,  then  a  young  man  of  about  twenty  years,  transferred  his 
membership  to  Pine  Grove  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  Being  near 
Kernersville,  he  attended  the  public  school  at  that  place.  Near  the 
new  Hunter  home  lived  a  beautiful  young  Christian  woman.  Miss 
Madora  Crews.  The  hearts  of  two  happy  and  hopeful  young  people 
were  soon  knit  together  in  the  bonds  of  holy  love,  and  in  due  time 
they  were  happily  married.  The  date  is  1886,  two  days  before  Christ- 
mas. For  half  a  century  this  devoted  couple  walked  life's  journey 
together,  the  happy  relationship  being  interrupted  by  her  death  a 
little  more  than  two  years  ago.  Nine  children  blessed  the  union,  two 
of  whom  have  passed  on.  The  seven  surviving  are:  R.  A.  Hunter, 
a  beloved  minister  of  this  Conference;  Prof.  F.  Holt  Hunter;  Mrs. 
J.  A.  Short,  Mrs.  M.  A.  Hunt,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Glenn,  Mrs.  W.  L.  Edwards, 
and  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hollifield.  Two  daughters,  Mrs.  A.  L.  Holloway  and 
Miss  Blanche  Hunter,  preceded  our  Brother  to  the  realms  of  the 
blest.  Of  his  five  sisters  and  two  brothers,  only  three  survive.  They 
are  W.  W.  Hunter  and  Mrs.  Malenda  Browning,  both  of  Greensboro, 
and  R.  C.  Hunter  of  Leaksville. 

In  February,  1937,  Brother  Hunter  was  married  again,  his  wife 
being  Miss  Lola  Barber,  an  estimable  lady  of  Surry  county,  who 
survives  him. 

The  ministerial  career  of  Brother  Hunter  began  in  his  late 
twenties.  He  was  admitted  to  this  conference  in  1889,  and  was  or- 
dained in  1896.  The  charges  that  he  served  during  his  active  min- 
istry of  fourty-five  years  are,  in  the  order  named:  Yadkin  Mission, 
Uwharrie,  Surry,  Pinnacle  and  Mt.  Zion,  Flat  Rock,  Vance,  Welch 
Memorial,  and  Fallston.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  more  than  one- 
half  of  his  ministry — twenty  years  to  be  exact — were  spent  on  Pinnacle 
and  Mt.  Zion  charge.  This  was  his  last  work.  He  was  superannuated 
in  1934  at  the  close  of  a  twelve-year  successful  pastorate  on  this 
charge.     No  other  minister  now  in  the  Conference  has  made  such  a 
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record,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  one  can  be  duplicated  in  the  long  history 
of  the  Conference,  covering  a  period  of  111  years. 

Brother  Hunter  was  a  faithful  and  successful  pastor  and  preach- 
er. He  had  the  dual  gifts  of  preacher  and  singer.  On  many  of  his 
charges  he  added  to  the  effectiveness  of  his  work  by  teaching  the 
people  to  sing.  He  endeared  himself  to  his  congregations.  They 
heard  him  gladly  from  his  pulpit,  and  gave  him  a  warm  welcome  into 
their  homes.  His  long  ministry  will  show  many  conversions  and 
additions  to  membership;  many  churches  and  parsonages  built  and 
improved ;  and  much  money  raised  for  church  purposes.  As  a  member 
of  Conference  he  was  always  interested  and  active,  and  served  on 
various  important  committees?  His  judgment  was  sound  and  his 
motives  always  unselfish.  Few  men  in  the  Conference  have  been  more 
highly  regarded  because  of  Stirling  integrity,  consistency  of  life, 
and  loyalty  in  service.  He  was  a  good  man,  a  good  friend,  a  good 
husband  and  father,  and  "a  good  minister  of  Jesus  Christ." 

When  he  was  superannuated,  he  retired  to  the  home  which  he 
had  built  near  Mt.  Zion  Church,  in  Surry  County,  there  to  spend  the 
remainder  of  his  earthly  life  among  the  people  whom  he  had  loved 
and  served  so  long;  and  who  loved  him  with  a  deep  and  unfailing 
devotion.  He  spent  his  time  there  happily  on  his  small  farm,  and 
kept  up  his  religious  activities  by  teaching  a  Sunday  school  class  in 
Mt.  Zion  Church. 

But  his  sojourn  there  was  not  to  be  long.  After  a  busy  day,  on 
Saturday,  August  13,  1938,  he  suddenly  fell  on  sleep,  and  left  the 
church  militant  to  take  his  place  of  eternal  glory  in  the  church  tri- 
umphant. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  Pinnacle  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  congregation  of  admiring  and 
sympathizing  friends.  The  pastor  of  the  church.  Rev.  J.  D.  Morris, 
had  charge  of  the  service,  and  was  assisted  by  Dr.  J.  E.  Pritchard, 
the  President  of  the  Conference,  Drs.  R.  M.  Andrews,  N.  G.  Bethea, 
S.  W.  Taylor,  J.  D.  Williams,  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Hutton.  Many  other 
ministers  were  present  at  the  service. 

The  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  church  bui-ying  ground,  beneath 
a  covering  of  beautiful  flowers,  where  it  awaits  a  blessed  resurrection. 

"Soldier  of  God,  well  done.

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ELECTION  LAW  OF  THE   NORTH   CAROLINA   CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  charge-circuit 
or  station — is  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The 
pastor  shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and 
appoint  a  day,  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall 
fall  at  each  church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for 
the  number  to  which  the  charge  may  be  entitled;  the  ballots  cast  by 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor  and  by  them  to 
be  counted,  and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  quarterly  confer- 
ence, to  be  compared  by  that  body.  The  nominee  receiving  the 
plurality  of  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor  im- 
mediately shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference 
the  delegate  elected,  and  such  certified  list  shall  constitute  the  lay 
roll  of  this  Conference. 

The  alternate  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  fourth  quarterly 
Conference. 

Only  qualified  members — those  who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or 
over — shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  purchase,  build,  repair,  lease, 
sell,  rent,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of  church 
property.
